—It having been represented t» the Government of India that certain 
Volunteer Officers are unable for various reasons to join the Indian Army Reserve of Officers 
but are willing to serve with Regular Units for a limited period, temporary commissions in 
the Indian Army are now ()ffered to Volunteer Oilieers who are non-officials.

'SLmintmXL sommary for the eigrht days ending: at 8 hrs. on 
Thnniday. the 7th JTannary 1915» based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 

1. Weathdr has been feebly unsettled over northwest India tbrouEbout the week and 
local falls of snow have been reported on most mornings from Kashmir. The weather has 
been practical] 7 dry elsewhere. 

2. Burma and the Bay I$land$.—B.a,^ fell in the Andamans on the SOtb December. 

JNortkeatt India, including Oritea. —Dry weather prevailed. * 

!%€ United Provineea, Central India and the Central Provineea. —There was a li^ht 
shower at Bareilly on the 6 th. 

Northwest India. —Snow felt in various parts of the Kashmir hills on the first six days 
of the period under review. 

The Peninaula. —Weather has been dry.

* 4. The rainfall of the week was more than 20 jjct cent, in excess in Kashmir and the* 

Bay Islands^ and was 20 per cent, or more in defect in all the remaining divisions with the 
exception of the following, where the absence of rainfall is a normal featare at this time of 
year :—Burma, Bengal, Sind, Bajputana West, Gujarat and Central India West. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent, or more in excess in the Bay Islands, Burma^ 
Bengal, Kashmir, North-West Frontier Province, Sind, Central Provinces East, Konkan, 
Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad and Malabar; it is within 60 per cent, of the normal in Bihar, 
Chota-Nagpur, Punjab Southwest, Gujrat, Central Provinces West and Madras Southeast, 
and is 20 per cent, or moi*e in defect else^vhere.

Season and Crop Prospects for tbe week ending Satnrday, 

2nd January 1915. 

BunWli.—•Practically no rain fell daring the week. Reaping of winter rice is approach • 
ing oompletipp in Upper Burma. Cultivation of pulses and of miscellaneous island crops is 
progressing. Standing crops are in fair conditioti. The outturn of the winter rice crop is 
Below normal. The price of unhusked rice at Rangoon is slightly below Last year’s price but 
is above normal. 

Aasam*—The weather is seasonable. Harvesting of winter ric*and pulses, plucking 
of cotton and pressing of sugarcane are in progress with outturn generally fair. Prospects of 
the mustard crop are not good on account of tlie want of rain. The tea season has closed. 
The price of common rice has fallen slightly. Cattle disease is reported from one district, 
Fodder is insulRcient in parts of Cachar. 

Bengal.—The week was rainless. Reaping and threshing of winter rice are iij jtrogress. 
Preparation of lands for the next autumn eny)* has commenced in some districts. The 
standing spring crops are doing well. Cattle disease is reported from six districts. The 
average price of common rice shows a slight tendency to fall as compared with that of the 
previous week. 

Biluur and Orissa.— There was no rain during the week and the weather was 
generally cold. Harve'sting of winter paddy and pressing of sugarcane continue. Rain is 
needed tor the standing spring crops in several districts of Bihar and in Balasore and Palatnau. 
The average price of common rice has risen slightly as compared with that of the previous 
week. The supply of fodder and water is sufficient. Cattle disease is reported from fourteen 
districts. The condition of standing crops in the I'eu^tory States of Orissa is generally good. 

United PrOVinOBB.—No rain fell throughout the Provinces. More rain is needed, 
everywhere and tno need in several places is urgent, slight damage to crops by white ants, 
frost and want of rain is rejwrted in a few districts. Threshing and winnowing of autumn 
crops and sowing of spring crops and of poppy have been practically completed. Weeding and 
irrigation of spring crops and of poppy, picking of cotton and pressing of sugarcane continue. 
Standing crops are generally doing well and their prospects are favourable. Agricultural 
stock is in good condition. Cattle disease is rcjwrtcd in thirteen libtricts. Fodder and water 
are generally sufficient Prices are practically stai.ionary with a tendency to rise in places. 

Punjab.—The weather is dry. Rain is wanted in the south-east of the Province for 
unirrigfated crops. Pressing of sugarcane continues, the yield being average to good. Tbe 
condition and expected yield of spring crops are generally good at present but the imirrigated 
crops in the south-east are saffering for w.int of rain. Torta is being harvested with good 
yield. Cattle are generally healthy and fodder and water are sufficient. Prices of food grains 
rang^ between warning and scarcity rates. 

NorCh-Wast Frontier Province.—The week was rainless. The weather is cold. 
Standing crops are good on irrigated but average on unirrigated lands. Harvesting of 
maize and rice is concluding in Bannu with pour outturn. Sowing of spring crops continues. 
Sugarcane is still being pressed and yar is being mode in Peshawar with a fairly good outturn. 
The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder- and water are sufficient. Prices are high ' 
and are rising in the case of bajra in Dera I^aail Khan but are falling in the. case of 
maiae in Peshawar. I 

JMman*—No rain fell during the week. Pi^s are tlnctuating. W''heat sells from BJ 
to 14 and maize from 10| to 16 seers per rupee. iThe oondition of standing crops is good. 
There is ho cattle disease. Fodder is sufficient. • '

XjMABBlir.—The rainfall daring the week wv ins^nitioant. Cattle disease prevails in 
Sripartabsinghpaia. Prioes are -^normal. Water^and i^der are sufficient.

Agricultural stock is good but there is cattle disease in the Nagod State of BagheUihand. 
Pasturage is suflGbient. Prices are rising iu Indore, Bhopal and Baghelkhand, steady in 
Gwalior and stationary elsewhere. Poppy crops are being irrigated in Gwalior and Indore. 

Gwitral P!rO'Vill 068 »—The weather has been cleai' and cool. Picking of cotton and 
harvesting of Juaf continue. Threshing and winnowing of other autumn crops are well 
advanced. Spring crops are generally in good condition but rain is required partic ular ly in the 
northern districts where some damage is reported from want of moisture. fWder and WAter 
are sufficient. Cattle are in good condition. ThereCirere no marked variations in prices." 

_ Feudatorjf Stat ^,—Threshing and winnowing of autumn crops are approaching completion. 
Sjwlng crops are in good condition but a little rain is required, yariations in prices were 
unimportant. 


Boambay.—Standing croi)s are generally g*od except for slight dam^e by nte in two 
States of Rewa Kantha and by frost in two talulas of Nawahsbah and are withering in one 
taluka of Ahmednagar, parts of Poona and three talukas of Sholapur. Harvesting and 
threshing of autumn crops continue Cotton picking is progressing in Hyderabad, Thar 
Parkar, Nawahsbah, Ahmedabad, the Deccan, Kathiawar and Baroda. Sowing of spring crops 
continues in Sind, Kanara, Rewa Kantha and Savantvadi. The fodder supply is suflicieS 
except in the area affected by floods and in the hilly tracts of Karachi, ^ree talukas of Thar 
and Parkar and parts of Poona. Cattle good condition. Agricultural stock is sufficient 
except in Ahmednagar and Poona. Drafkiag water is adequate. Water for irrigation is 
generally sufficient. Prices have risen slightly in Sind and Gujarat. 

Hyderabad.— No rain fell during the week. Autumn cotton is being picked and early 
rice is being bai-vested. Spring crops are fair to good but juar sufEei-ed on account of frost in 
parts of Aurangabad, Bir, Usmanabad, and Bidar. Late rice lands are being pmpared, sown and 
weeded m parts. Cattle disease prevail^jn seven talukas. Prices of grams axe as follows 
Wheat , coarse rice 7, juar 15J seers per rupee. The highest price in districts is iuar 
10 seers per rupee in Warangal and the lowest 24 seen iu Bir and AdiUbad. 


JHyildra.—Rainfall nil. The price of ragi has risen in Mysore, Hassan and ShimMa. 
Markets are well supplied. The outturn of the harvested fagi^ paddy, sugarcane coffee 
is good and that of gingelly and cotton is poor. Standing crops are in good condition. J^ros- 
pects of the season are generally good. Cattle are healthy. Water and foddw are available.

high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder fox cattle are sufficient.

JRecent tceather in northern Indio and the region to the iceet. 

In the plains of uortliwest India weather Avas very much more dis¬ 
turbed and wet than usual duriii" October and November owing to an 
abnomoally early commencement of winter actions, but a change occurred 
on December 5th, and since then there has been l)ut little rainfall out¬ 
side of Kashmir. 

2. The scanty information available reganling snowfall in the hills 
surrounding upper India shows that although snowfall has begun consi¬ 
derably in advance of the average date there have been no abnormally 
heavy falls. 


Discuesion oj' the probable rhoraefer of the weather of January and February 

191B. 

3. The depressions which bring fainfall to the north Indian plains 
and snowfall to the hills travel ejis yards or southeastwards and can in 
the majority of cases he tmce<l ack through Persia into south-east 
^Europe. Thus in the present year weather was abnormally disturbed in 
Afghanistan and Persia in October' ind November, but in December in 
Persia, specially in the north-east, re conditions have been milder than 
usual. The season so far strongly ^semhles that at the end of 1911. 
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4. An examination of the following table will show that an indioa* 
tion of the character of the approaching winter in northwest India can 
be derived from its character in December.

The ye8a» in which the character of the season was strongly marked are 
those of 1890-91, 1892-93, 1894-96. 1896-96, 1896-97, 1900-01, 1901-02, 
1902-03, 1903-04, 1906-06, 1907-08, 1900-10, and 1911-12, In ten out of the 
thirteen years the type of winter in December persisted through the season ; 
in 1896-97 and 1903-01 the rainfall (soutinuod in defect but the snowfall was 
ill slight excess ; and in 1909-10 the indications of December were definitely 
misleading. 

The years in which the December c.onditions were on the wliole fairly 
normal may be taken us 1893-04, 1807-98, 1808-99, 1899-1900, 1904-05, 
1906-07, 1908-09, 1912-13 and 1913-1 i, and iu all except 1893-91 and 
1906-07, that is iu seven cases ouPof nine, the succeeding winter was normal, 
or only in slight excess o]- defect, or the valuations of rain and .snow were 
opposite in character. 

When we consider the pre-enl .season in which December l»as had more 
precipitation than usual in Kashmir, and less iu Persia and Palueliistan, while 
in the Punjab and the JCorth-West Proniier Province rainfall has been normal, 
we can classify it dethiitely jis belonging ro the second type—of fairly normal 
conditions. 


The data accordingly jioinl to tiic following conclusion : — 

Tt is probable that (he amount of rainfall in northnest India and of 
snowfall on the neighbouring hills will be ajj^i'oximately normal.

An agreement entered into this day of 11th ^^ember 1914 between the Secretary of 
State for India in Council (hereafter called the^ecretary of State) on the one part and 
the Devanagri SdDol Association, a company registered under the Societies Begistration 
Act (XXI of 1860) having its Head OfBce at Meerut on the other part. 

Whereas the aforesaid Devauagri School Association has made an application to the

WHEAT. 

First Oeaeral MenuH^ndum on the WHEAT crop of the season 1914-15. 


This metoorandnm is based upon reports reoeived 
from local authorities and refers to 998 percent 
of the total reported wheat acreage of India. 

The statistics below cover all the imjKjrtant wheat 
growing areas, except Hyderabad and a few other 
Native States. The figures set out in this report 
generally represent the area sown up to the end of 
November, and are therefore not complete as sowings 
have continued since that date. 

The sowing season has been very favourable and 
an extended area has been sown in aW the pro¬ 
vinces, except Bihar and Orissa and Bengal, w ^ere — 
the wheat crop is not of much importance, represOT^P^JHB welcome every 
ing only 5 per cent of the total for India. The | reports reoeived the 
present condition and •prospects of the crop are 

f etierally good j but rain is required in the United 
’rovinces, the Central Provinws, Bihar and Orissa, 
and ^ngal. The fob»l area under wheat rejjorted 
up to date is about 28,094,000 acres.

From a comparison of these statistics of wheat 
sowings this year and the revised figures of 191.T-14, 
it is clear that there has lx>en an increase of 22 
per oent. The atatisiios, it shouid bo rememlKTcd, 
arc preliminary cstimatc-s and not final estimate.s, tho 
final estiiuates or actuals being given in the third 
wheat forecast published in Alay 1915. 

Tho provincial rep.jrts are summarised below :— 

Punjab (331 per cent of tl.e total area under 
wheat in India).—The season has been exceptionally 
favourable. There was everywhere abundanco of 
moisture in the soil at sowing time, while inunda¬ 
tion cauals ran well and river Hoods wore excej)tion- 
ally heavy. Good ruin fell throughout the nroviuce 
in October, and also duriug November and at tho 
beginning of December, except in parts of tho 
south-east. Germination has been excellent and 
present pi'ospecta are exceptionally good. Thu total 
area sown up to the end of November is estimated 
at 10,278.000 acres (including 1,082,000 acres in 
Native States), which is 19 per cent above the 
revised estimate at this date butt year and 7 per cent 
in excess of the total actual area of 1913-14. Further 
sowings are reported to be in progress, and a oousider- 
ablo iuorease may be exf>ooted in tho next forecast. 

United Provinces (33-5 per cent of the total 
area under wheat in India).—.Moisture in the soil 
■*■08 generally sulHcient, and sowings began about 
the ^ddle of October when light showers were 
received; the month was otherwise rainless. ITse- 
tul ra in foil during the second week of November in

Bohilkhand stnd part of the Meerut division. The 
rest of the month was practically rainless. Condi¬ 
tions were favourable at sowing time and germina¬ 
tion was good, but temperature during the greater 
part of November was abnormally high and some of 
the young plants died down particularly in 
Bundelkhand and parts of the eastern districts before 
irrigation could bo resorted to. A good deal of 
damage was also caused by whito-ants. Prospects 
arqgoodintho Bohilkhand and Meerut divisions, 
but fair elsewhere. The crop is being irrigated from 
all available sources, and an early fall of rain would 
welcome evorywb^gjp. On the basis of tha 
1 area sown is estimated at 
7,450,000 acias, which is 44 per cent larger than 
the area reported at this date lost year and 17 per 
oent over last year’s final area. 

Central Provinces and Berar (11 7 per cent of 
the total area under wheat in India).—Moderate to 
heavy rain fell in July, August, and np to tho end 
of the third week of September, with opportnno 
breaks at intervals. Bight rain was reoeived in 
certain districts in October and November. Sowings 
were generally successful and germination was on 
the whole good. Somo re-sowing was necessary in 
Damoh and Narsingpiu’, owing to defective germina¬ 
tion. Cloudy weather caused some withering in 
Damoh and Jubbuipore. Condition of the crop is 
at present reported to be fair to good. Tho weather 
is now clear and cool, but one good shower, as early 
as possible, would immensely improve tho condition 
everywhere. TLc toUtl area is estimated at 3.510,000 
acres (121,000 acres being in tho Native States of 
Khairagarh and Nandgaon), which is 8 per cent 
tMove the acreage reported at this date last yeaur and 
4 per cent above last year's final area. 

Bombay and Sind (7*4 per cent of tho total 
area under wheat in India).—The information is np 
to tho 5th Docomber and is incomplete as sowings 
continued at that date. In the Presidency proper 
sowings began under favourable weather, and tho 
November rain proved benefifial and helped sow,,.ga 
as well as seedlings. In Sind cultivatiou extended 
generally under favoarab'a inundation. The crop 
is reported to be in fairly good condition everywhere. 
Tho total reported area in British districts and 
Native States (including Baroda) is 2,043,0C0 acres 
(506,000 acres being in Sind), which is IS per oent 
above the revised area at this date last year bat 
10 per cent below last year's final area. 

Bihar and Orissa (4*4 per cent of the total 
area under wheat iu India^.—>In September tho 
rainfall was general but below tho normal in almost 
all the districts. Tho October rains were scanty 
and deficient. In Nc member tbero was no rain. 
The present condition of the crop is reported to be 
fair to poor. Rain is urgently needed in several 
districts, especially on unirrigaied areas. The total 
area sown is reported to be 1,182,00(1 acres, showing 
a fall of 9 pur cent as compared with tho area 
at this date last year, which is attributed to want 
of rain at towing timo. As oompared with last 
year’s final area tho present estimate i.s short by 
12 per cent. 

North-West Frontier Province (3 5 per cent 
of the total area under wheat in India).—1 ho pros¬ 
pects au% reported to bo generally fair n( pn?eent. 
* The total area sown up to the end of November is 
estimated at 1,029,000 acres, recording an imreaso of 
27 pet cent over the acreage roporied at this date 
last year and one of 4 per oent over last yea' 3 fiuai 
'•HQrei^e. The increase is attributed to timely 
^ving xaiua

wheat may bo expected.) In Australia, the probable 
yield is estimated at from 500,000 to 800,000 tons on 
account of.drought as against 2,770,000 tons in 
1913-14. (According to later cables, it is understood 
that the official estimate for this year’s total Austra¬ 
lian wheat crop is for a yield of 643,000 tons.) 

From unofficial sonroes it would appear that in 
Bureia a full area has been sown of winter wheat and 
the condition of the crop is satisfactory. According 
to data collected by the Department of Excise the 
■owing of winter grain was practically finished 
towards the cud of l^ptembor, or nearly eo, and (he 
aoreage sown is, as a ruH not amallor than hist year 
except in the parts affected the rains and the 
soanfity of hands, which have caused a moderate 
shortening of the sorwings. In the United Staten 
winter wheat sowings are com|deted and an increase 
of about 10 per cent of last year’s area is expected. 
The ffikat is gonerfdly etcoiig and in goad oonoitipn.

RESOLUTION. 


The report of the Committee appointed to eirpiire into the eiicumstances attendin" the 
arrival in India of certain jiafiseno-ert! hy the steamship Konuigata 3Iarxi. 


On the 2!Hli September 1914*. 321 ])asseiigers, the <rrcat majority of whom 
were Sikhs, landed at Budge Budge near Calcutta on return from an abortive 
attempt to enter Canada via Vancouvtu'. In consequence ol information in 
the possession of Government, they nen^ met on arrival by re])ieseiitatives of the 
Bengal and run jab Governments, who attempted to ])ersuade tliem to proceed 
by special train to the Punjab in accordance witli orders issued under the 
Ingress into India Ordinance, 1911. In the case of (52 ]>ersons these efrort.s 
were successful, but the remaining p.-is-sengers refusbd lo comply Avith the 
orders, and in defiance of the aulhoiiiies present proceeded to march by road 
in the direction of Calcutta. They were met en route by a force of police, and 
subsequently by military aooompduied by Sir William Duke, then Member of 
the Provincial Executive Council. At his instance they icturned to Budge 
Budge. While assembled near the railway station there, pending arrangements 
for their entrainment, a serious attack was made on the police in which iirearms 
were used by the Sikhs. " The police defended themselves using such revolvers as 
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they hadj but were overpowered. The assistance of tlie troops was iavoked to quell 
the riot which ensued, and they opened fire on the riotera who dispersed. In l^e 
result 2 Europeans (1 police oilicer and 1 railway official), 2 Punjab police 
officers, 2 Indian residents of Badge Budge and 20 Sikhs w’ere killed, and 
6 Buropeansand 5 Punjab police officers, 1 villager, together with 22 Sikhs and 
1 Muhammadan from auioug the ship’s passengers w'ere injured. In oonneo- 
• Of these two havoboen/im's!o(i i.i the I'unjab tioa With this occun*ence 211 pcrsom were 
subsoqaent to the Committoo’s report arrested, wdiilo 28* (including the leader, 

Gurdit Singh) escaped. 

2. Upon receii)t of news of this unfortunate occurrence the Governor- 
General in Council considered tJiat the circumstances demanded a foi-mal enquiry.

3. The Government of India do not propose to attempt a summary or 
review of the conclusions arrived at. THc whole report merits perusal, and 
the Governor-General in Council regards it as an eminently fair and judicial 
pronouucement, the findings in which he accepts as just and reasonable, lie 
washes to convey an c.vpi'essiou of his warm a[i|)recia(ion and cordial thanks to 
all the members of tlic Committee for the ability and indiestry which they have 
brought to hear on their task, and to the two non-official members, in 
particular, for the time they have bestowed on this jmlilic duty. 

4. It is not expedient in this eonnoction to enter into a discussion of tlie 
merits of the ill-starred voyage to Canada of the Komagata J/arti. Tlie main 
facts are already known to the pultlic, and the examination of the larger issues 
involved is a separate matter. It will sufiiee to say that in dealing Avith these 
men on their return to India Government desired to treat them with sympathy 
and consideration, as many of them nad been mi.‘iled and deluded by their 
leaders, and had suffered AXirious ^lardships in the course of their protracted 
voyage. Their violent attitude al Vancouver was condoned; the liberality 
of tlio Canadian Government supjdied them freely with provisions for thei'- 
return journey, wdiile the Government of India assisted them generously 
from Kobe onwards. Undoubtedly there existi'd a minority imbued w'itli 
revolutionary ideas and feelings of active hostility to the Hritisb Government, 
but the majority, though in a dangerous state of mind, wore probably not 
actuated by similar motives. In the face of considerable provocation the 
officers de])uted to nnict the passengers exhausted t he resources of jiersuasion 
in attempting to secure compliance with the orders of Government Avitbout 
resorting to force, but it is clear frnm the report that this attitude Avas mi.sinter- 
preted. The rejtort, indeed, discloses that the generosity and clemency of 
Government towards tlieso emigniuts AA'ere deliberately misrepresented by 
the ringleaders, AAhose a>oondaney over their followers Avas greater than 
had been supiiosed. Con.setjuently the well-meant efforts of the officials were 
of no avail. The passeiigtn-s met conciliation by violence, necessitating 
forcible measures for its suppression, with the resulting loss of life which the 
Governor-General in Council greally deplores. It is regrotlablo that the evil 
influence of a few led to the dealh of so many of their foolish and ignorant 
fellow' passenger-s ; it is still more regrettable that innocemt passers-by and 
ofl&cers in tlie discharge of their duties should haA'e been killed and injured. 

5. It is not the intention of Government to institute prosecutions in 
respect of this occuiTence. The men arrested have necessarily been detained 
pending enquiry, but 90 have already boeu permitted to return to their villages 
and 87 others aa ill tioav be similarly treated. The individual cases of the rest 
demand further consideration (the classification attempted in paragraph 47 of 
the Comrnitloe’s report is admittedly incomplete), and they will be dealt with 
as circumstances may require, 

6. The report makes mention of certain incidents connected with the riot 
at Budge Budge which appear to demand further enquiry, and this will be 
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made, but the Govecnment of India are anxious that the findings of the Com¬ 
mittee should be made known as soon as possible, and the publication of their 
report is not, therefore, further delayed on this account. 


Oedebed that a copy of the report and of the aboTe resolution be 
published in the Gazette of India and communicated to the local Governments 
of Bengal and the Punjab with the request that they will reproduce the papers 
in the local Gazettes.

2. The terms of reference to the Committee are as follows:— 

‘‘To enquire into the circum.'^tanre.s connected with the voyage of the 
Komagata Marti to British Columbia, its return to British India, the riot at 
Budge Budgo on the 29th September lOlli, and the subsequent arrest of those 
concerned. 

And to report to the Government of India thereon.” 

3. Tlie Committee has been recjue.Ktcil to assemble in Calcutta at once, 
where the address of the Chairman (Sir W. Vincent) will be the. Bengal Club, 
and with the permission of the Governor v. Council, I am to ask that arrange¬ 
ments may be made to bring before tluMu such witnesses as in the opinion of 
the local Gov'ermnent it is desirable that they should examine, or as they may 
wish to cite. Also such documentary evidence as may be requisite for the 
purpose of the investigation. It is hojjed that the enquiry will ho completed as 
expeditiously os possible. The details can be best settled in personal consulta¬ 
tion with Sir W. Vincent. 

4i The Committee will probably require help in the matter of a room for 
meeting, stationery, and establishment, and tho Government of India have no 
doubt that the Governor in Council v ill accord all the assistance ueC'ssary.

In oompliauce with the instructions contained in your letter No. 1893, 
dated the 15th October 191.1, avo have the honour to submit tlic following report 
on the circumstances connected Avith the a oyage of the steamship Komagata 
Maru to British Columbia, its return to Briti.sh India, the riot at Budge Budge 
on the 29th September 1911 and the subsecjuejit arrest of those concerned. 

2. In order to obtain the eA'idence on Avhich this report is based A;v’e have 

held meetings at Calcutla anl Budge Budge and also at Jullunder in the 
Punjab, in which province a number of tlie Avitnosscs examined reside. We 
have held 27 sittings and exainineil 20l A\itne.sses Many of these Avit- 
nesses had been examined by responsible authorities ])rior to our iiiA'cstigation, 
and where this Ava.s the case avo have admitted the statements so made in 
evidence before us, but before doing so, Ave huA C in eaeb case, Avhere such a 
course was possible, caused the statem^t pro\ iously made b) ho read over to the 
Avitness and giA'^en him an o]>port\|^iity of correcting it or adding to it. We have 
also A'isited the steamship Komm.ata I lie scene of the actual occurrence 

near Budge Bud'ko station and have scrutinized a number of documents Avhioh 
throw much light on the questions under examination. 

3. In order to traci^ the historv of the events Avhicih culminated in this riot

it is desirable in the first place to ascertain the reasons which led to this 
unfortunate attempt on the jiarl of the passengers of this steamship to evade 
the immigration law of Canada. This laAA' so far as Ave haAe been able to 
aseertain it, is contained in the (’anadian Immigration A<jt, 1910, as amended 
in 1911 and in certain Orders in Council issued under the provisions of that 
Act. Under sections 37 and 38 of the Act the Governor-General in Council of 
Canada is authorised to impose certain restrictions on immigration into Canada. 
In accordance Avitli those provisions of the law' tlio Orders in Council contained 
in Appendix I of tliis report were issued on the 9th May 1910. These orders 
were subsciqucntly sui)ersod<vl ])y the later o*ders contained in Appendix II, 
which were issued on the 7tli of January 1914. An examination of the law and 
of these later orders makes it clear that, in addition to the general restrictiona 
imposed upon all immigrants into the Dominion, every Asiatic immigrant before 
he is allowed to enter Canada lias to .satisfy the authoritie.s, saA’C in particular 
cases, that he is in pf)sse.ssiou of i;00 Canadian dollars and has travelled by 
continuous journey from liis native country to Oanad.a on a through ticket. 

4. We are inforoie'l that tlien; are at present in Canada about three 
or four thousand Indians, cliicfly inlmhitants of the Punjab, and it is a 
matter of common knowledge timt, tempted by prospects of high wages, 
a large number of Indians both in British India and in China and 
Japan have for some years been very anxious to secure admission to 
th^ country. These elforts have, to a great extent, been unsuo* 
cessful recently owing to the ])rovisions of the law to which reference 
has idr^dy been made. Towards the end of the year 1913, however, a rumour 
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was started and became very prevalent in Hong Kong, Shanghai, Singa¬ 
pore Japan, Manilla, and possibly to some extent also in India, that the resti^- 
nons on immigration into Canada h id been removed or rendered of no effect ; 
and efforts were in consequence renewed by many Indians resident in the 
Par East to obtain passages to the Dominion, and numbers of Indians collected 
at various ports with a view to proceed there. From the evidence on record 
it is also clear that for some reason which is not very apparent these emigrants 
were particularly anxious to reach Vancouver before the 25 th of March. It is 
probable that they believed that on that date the law on the subject of 
immigration was likely to be made more stringent. 

6. On the 5th of January 1914, Gurdit Singh, the leader of,the Komagata 
Maru expedition, came to Hong Kong. The only information we have regarding 
his previous career is that he was a nat ive of the Amritsar district and a man 
of no great social status tliere, thougli he owned a few acres of land. He 
emigrated from India some 25 oj IK) years ago, and for some years carried on 
business as a contractor i?! Singapore and the Malay States. We are informed 
that in 1909 he returned to Dritish In^^caqij^vas in 1912 be^e the Criminal 
Courts when he Avas bound down to keep thepeace, but we hWe not been able 
to verify this statement. Iji 1913 lie returned to Singapore. No satisfac¬ 
tory evidence has been produced befon; us as to his pecuniary position, but it 
does not appear that ivlieu he went to Hong Kong in January 1911, he was pos¬ 
sessed of any considerable wealth. He was, however, a person of strong charac¬ 
ter and succeeded in a short time iu ac(|uiring great influence over his fellow 
countrymen in Hong Kong. Shortly alrer his arrival at that port he began to 
take a keen iiitevest in this emigration raoi^ement, and it is in eiddence 
that he discussed the mattci- of chartering a vessel to convey a number of 
Indians to Canada witli intondiTig emigrants at Hong Kong on various 
occasions. Tt may be observed that by iliis*time about 150 Sikhs had collected 
at the Gurdwara or Sikh Tcuii)le al thai jdace ivith the intention of emigrating 
to Vancomer. Towards the end of January, Gurdit Singh left Hong Kong for 
Singapore pi*omising to mak(' every effoit to procure a vessel to convey these 
emigrants to the desired desfinalion. ^It is not clear whether it was then 
intended to charter a vessel from Hong Kong or to take passengers in the 
ffrst instane.e from Galcuita; bu< on the departure of Gurdit Singh from the 
former place, a difference f)f opinion arose among the intending emigrants as to 
the best method of obtaining tlie object in view. Gurdit Singh himself proposed, 
as far as can be seen, to charter a ve.'i.sel in Calcutta for the A oyage to Vancouver, 
and to arrange that this A-e.ssel should touch at Penang, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Shanghai and Japon ru roufr, and this proposal was accepted by some of 
the intending passengers at Hong K.ong. Otheis were apparently of a different 
opinion, for on the 29tli tlauuniy a wire was sent from the Committee of 
the Gurdwara at Hong Kong to Gurdit Singh urging him not to go to Calcutta 
at all, but to charter a vessel to proceed to Vancouver direct. On receipt of 
this telegram Gurdit Singh addressed his fellow countryunen at Hong Kong 
pointing out the difficulties wliicli faced them in respect of this proposal and 
the advantages of starting the voyage from Calcutta. In the letter he asked the 
Committee to deposit £10,000 in cash to meet the expenses of chartering a vessel 
and referred dotiiiitely to the legal obstacles w’hich would probably be encoun¬ 
tered by them in V'ancouA'er In consequence of these difficulties it appears 
that Gurdit Singh continued his attempts to charter a vessel to proceed from 
Calcutta, and with this object in view, lie published on the 13th of February an 
advertisement for intending emigrants explaining in some detail w'hat his pro¬ 
posals were. From tlie statements in this advertisement it is clear that he was 
well aware of the restrictions imjiosed by the Canadian law' on the immigration of 
Asiatics into that country. But be added that this Iqw had been declared to 
be invalid by a decision of Chief .Justice Hunter’s dated the 24th November 
1913. Nevertheless he proposed to nA’oid the effect of these restrictions, 
by chartering a Chinese steamer to proceed from Calcutta to Vancoui er and bv 
raising subscriptions to provide indigent emigrants with the 200 dollars which 
the law required every immigrant to have in his possession on landing. 

6. Wo have not been able to obtain an authenticated copy of the decision 
referred to above, but we gather from the information before ua regarding it that 
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the effect of the judgment was to decide that the notification inralid and 

referred to in paragraph 3 of this report were for certain leg ,,, , ^ ru/fow 
ftffra vires. We doubt, however, ii'Gurdit Singh can have be S 

ment had the effect alleged hr him or that he was unaware 0 Up 

tfie law, for in another advertisement issued by him on the ^jlstoi _ 

again referred to the existing restrictions and the manner in which he pr p ^ 

to meet the legal difSculties, nndstatespecifiQallythathehas just rpoeiredawire 

from Ottawa saying- that intending immigrants must travel direct from India ana 
produce 200 dollars on landing. ILis efforts to secure a vessel at Calcutta and to 
obtain subscriptions of aGlO,! 00 were iinsuooessful; and Gurdit Sin^h, who had 
apparently already entered into negoliations to obtain a charter of the steamship 
Kofnagata Maru, continued liis olforts in this direction. Indeed, before the 
issue of the advertisement of tlio 21st of February, in which he refers to an 
arrangement with a Cliineso Companj' to charter a vessel to sail from Calcutta, 
he had in a previous ad\ertisemoni of the IStli of February made an incorrect 
allegation to the eflect tliat he had already'chartered the Komagata Maru, 
and on the strenglli of this alfega(imi,^^«tually in the latter part of March 
issued a number Ci tickets to j)ass(5'^er8 wlio were desirous of proceeding to 
Vancou ver and receir ed j^ayment for the same. Finally on the 24th of. March 
he succeeded in obtaining the charter of the S. S. Komagata Maru from 


Mr. Bune, a German shipping agent at Hong Kong. This vessel is owned by 
a small Japanese Company, the Shinei Kislien Go Shi Kaisha, which consists, 
as far as tlie evidence sliows, of 4 or 5 persons of Japanese nationality and 
owns only one sbij), the a cssoI in question. Mr. Bune acted as agent for the Com¬ 
pany under telegrai)l)ic authority and nothing is known of Iiis antecedents, 
except that lie is a Goi-man. From the information hefoi-e us it appears that 
the owners of the ship were ignorant of the purpose for which she was chartered. 
The Aes.sel Avns cliartered lor sixmonths from the 27th of March 1914 for 


11,000 Hong Kong dollars jier mouih, the charterer contracting to pay in 
addition all charge.^ for coal, water, pilotage and port charges. 11,000 dollars 
due for the first month’s hire were jiayahle when the charter w^a8 signed and 
11,000 dollai-s within a week of the date of the eomiucncement of the charter, 
viz-, the 27 th March ; of the balance, tvro months’ hire wa.s to he paid w'ithin 
14 days of the date of the (-omT^tuxeement of the charter and before the 
ship left Japan for Canada, the remainder being })ayahle at Hong Kong 
within two months. Having chartered this vessel, Gurdit Singh issued 
tickets to a large number of intending emigrants; and finally the vessel 
started Avith 10.1 pass(;ngers, all Indian emigrants Avho had come originally 
from the Funjah, for Shangliai en route for Vancouver. The departure of the ship 
Avas delayod until the 4th of April by the Hong Kong Government, and 
it Avas only after threatening that Government Avith a suit for damages 
and after personal iutervicAAs with the local authorities that Gurdit Singh 
finally obtained ^lermi.ssion to leav<* Hong Kong. The reason for this action on 
the pai-t of the Hong Kong (io\-erninont Avas that they desired to prevent the 
vessel fi‘om starting as the authorities were aAvarc that the passengers Avonld not 
be admitted iut(j Canada. Indeed if such a course had been possible under the 
law, (he Colonial (.ioverinncnl, AA'ould haAm ahsolut(dy proliihited the vessel from 
leaving Hong Kong. The Komagata Maru arrived at Shanghai on the 8th of 
April and loft tliat port Avith ill new passengers for Moji on the 14th of the 
same mouth. It should hei-c! be nofed that before the ship .started from Hong 
Kong there had been some discussion as to whether she should call at Manilla or 
not, and advance agents had been semt to Shangliai, Manilla and other places 
to secure passengers from jiorts to he touched en route for VancouA’er. Before 
the commencement of the vf)yuge, however, it aaos detdded to call only at 
Shanghai, Moji and Yokohama. From Shanghai the ship proceeded to Moji, 
where 6G new passengers were taken on board, and thence to Yokohama, 
where 14 passengers embarked, l-’rom there the A^ossel departed for Vancouver 
with 376 passengers on board, all being Panjabis and, excepting 26 
Mahammadans, Sikhs. 


7 It will he convenient here to stop to examine various questions which 
arise for consideration in regard to this jiart of the journey. In the fl.r8t 
place, it is important to ascertain the motives which led these emigrants to 
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attempt to secure admission into Canada in apparent dotiance of the law. On 
an examination of all the circumstances and the evidence which has been placed 
before ixs we think that the great majority of these emigrants, probably, acted 
bond fide in this matter when they Icifc Hong Kong, and that they were at that 
time under the belief that there was no legal objection to their immigration 
into the Dominion. They were anxion.s to get to Canada as they liad been led to 
believe that vqpy high wages were paid to labourers there. Indians already resi¬ 
dent in Vancouver had written frofjuent letters to tliem advising them to 
emigrate and pointing out the pc(;uuiary advantages which they could secure 
in Canada, and it is in evidence- tliat some of them wore informed by 
Grurdit Singh that they could earn as mucli as Its. 10, i.e., 4d. a day there 

At this time there was a very general belief that owing to this decision 
of Chief Justice Hunter to which rel'erence has been made, the restrictions 
on Asiatic immigration into Canada Jiad been removed, and it is .stated by 
many of these men that they were also informed by Gurdit Singh that 
he had obtained authodty from tinj Governmojxt of Hong Kong to take 
pas.cengers by the Komagata Maru and that thme Avould bo no 

difficulty in securing admission there ^Tri fact, this arguuRnt was used to 
demonstrate the all vantage of takim; a pasShge by Iliis partitmlar ship. 
It may seem impossible to conceive that any inloiligont iuan would accept this 
last story, hut it is well-known tl)at tin- aA'uragc Indian makes no distinction 
between the Government of the Uxtife I Kingdom, that of Canada, that of 
British India or that of any colony, 'in liim theso authorities are aU one and 
the same. So much so is tiiis the case, ihat many of these ur.fovtunaro people 
are at the x>resent moment under the impression that the Gen i'rnment of India 
is responsible for the misfortunes which t li«w have .suffered. JMore than one of th(; 
prisoners stated that the Sirkar (the Gnvernmeut) allowed the ve.ssel to depart, 
promised them that they should ):•»• aHowed to laud in Canada, then 
refused to allow them to enter that com airy and sent them back to British 
India and caused them to he anevt<‘,l tbore. It is possible, also, that the 
action of the Hong Kong autlioritie.s in lirst refusing to allow the Komagata 
Ma 7 'U to proceed oii her vovago and subsequently granting permission to the 
Captain to depart had something to do with tliis iinprt'.-'Sion. as the fact that 
permission Avas at first Avithheld and sul)s<>quo«lly graut(;d. a\ as taken as evidence 
of the allegations made by Gurdit Sinuh that the Governmoiit of Ilong Kong 
had at last gHen the passengers permissioji to enter Canada. It is true that G urdit 
Singh Avas informed by the Hong Kong authorities tliat t’ne passengers would not 
be allowed to enter Canada, but Aveaiv. not satisfied that this information Avas 
communicated to all the pa.ssongers, and even if it wa.s communicated it Avas 
apparently not accepted by them as cdrit ct, in view of the alU'gations of Gurdit 
Singh. It further appears from the statements of some Avitnesse.s, that the 
friendly manner in Avhich (as alleged i the authorities in Hong Kong tieated 
Gurdit Singh, gaA-e colour to his allegnilon that lie had used hi.s infiuciu^e Avith 
them to procure the nceessary ])ermi.ssi<ni to enter Canada. Jt is also proved that 
each passenger, in addition to a blue passenger ticket, re.ceivt d from G nrdit Singh 
a white ticket signed by one G. Grimlile. a passage broker of Hong Kong. This 
white ticket wa.-^, according to the (*\ idenco before us. vepre.sented by Gurdit 
Singh to bo a ticket issued by GoAernment, authorising the recipient to 
enter Canada. These tickets, whicli are really contract pas-sage tickets 
intended for the use of indentured Chim“i<* emigrants to VancoiiAU'r, were signed 
in blank by Mr. Grimhle, and contain a clause to be signed liy an emigration 
officer certifying to the fact that the cutract has been e' plaincd (presumably 
to the emigrant) and registered. ’^I'his certificate clause is not signed by 
any Government officer in any of the tickets avo have seen, but Ave are 
inclined to believe that many of the passengers Avgre deceived liy Gurdit 
Singh into the belief that the tickct.s referred to contained a permit from 
the Government of Hong Kong authorising them to land at Vancouver. We 
think,hoAvever, that it is only fair to Gurdit Singh to oliserA^e that this and the 
other opinions expressed here and clsew'here on this point are based on ca’ 
parte evidence, ana that we have not had the opportunity of hearing his version 
of the facts. 

_ 8. It must also be remembered that according to the evidence a number of 
Indian emigrants had been allowed to enter Canada about this lime, and that 
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information had reached Hong Kong, Shanghai and Ja|)an of the judgment 
of Chief Justice Hunter. In these circumstances it is not surpnsiisg thiM: 
the intending immigrants were easily misled into the belief that their im- 
migmtion into Canada would not be objected to; indeed we are of opinion 
that if' they had been aware of the actual facts many of the passengers 
would never hare started on this journey ; for the majority of them were poor 
men who had saved but little, and many had sacrihed all thqy had in the 
way of savings to pay the expendituro incurred by this voyage. There is also 
evidence to prove that many gave up regular service and appointments 
in which they were receiving good pay in Hong Kong, Shanghai and elsewhei’e 
to embark on this disastrous voyage. 

9. The conduct of Gurdit Singh and his immediate following stands, 
however, on a different footing. It has been freely suggested in the course 
of the enquiry that they were well aware that the emigrants would not be 
allowed to enter Vancouver and that Gurdjt Singh took money from the 
passengers with the deliberate intention of defrauding them, that be dishonestly 
misapjjropriated^he money paid i J|Hii*'feres and in this way made a large 
profit out of TOO present Aeuture. For the first of these suggestions 
there is much support in the fact that Gurdit Singh’did, as we believe, 
make a number of false allegations as to his having procured authority 
for their admission into Canada. It 18 clear from the statements of a large 
number of the passengers (many of whom are e\ en now not in any way 
hostile to Gurdit Singh) that be stated to them that he liad secured permission 
from the Government of Hong Kong for the unrestricted entry of the 
passengers by the Komagata Maru into Canada, and that he deceived many of 
them into believing that the white tickets abeady refeiTcd to were permits 
from the Colonial Government issued for this purpose. There is documentary 
evidence also to prove that before the ship left Hong Kong, Gurdit Singh 
cabled to Manilla stating that he liad obtained permission for the passengers to 
land at Vancouver; and to this extent he certainly did, in our opinion, deceive 
the passengers. It is also very difficult having regard to the internal evidence 
on record to believe that he, or the mo|ie intelligent of Lis immediate followirg 
who were men of some education and could road and Avrito English, were, 
ignorant of the real state of tlie^aw. In a letter addressed from Hong Kong 
on the 5th of February to Thamau Singh, tlie loader of the committee at the 
Gurdwara there, Gurdit Singh wrote as follows :— 

“ Hence it is necessary to get answers to the following questions :— 


(2) Whether we can land there (at Vancouver)? If we are not 

allowed to land whether Ave can fight out a case or not ? 

(3) Is it a fact that no Hindustani can go to VancouA'er, as mentioned 

in the “ Khalsa Sew ak ” till a new law is passed ? If this is a 
fact, what should we do now]?” 

Again in a notice purporting to be issued by Gurdit Singh and dated 
Calcutta, the 21st February 1911, there is the foilOAving sentence : 

“Wo haA'e just received a telegram from Ottawa saying that intending 
immigrants should book directly from India and shoAv^ $200 on lauding ; so 
we have arranged for both of these tilings ” 

Finally in a notice which is undated, but which from the oontsnts was 
probably written between the end of March and the Ith April, and which 
purported to be issued by Gurdit Singh, tbefolloAAing .statement occurs ; 

“ What led me to do this work is that when I came to Hong Kong in 
January 1914 I could not bear the trouble of those Avho were in the Gurdwara 
waiting to go to Vancouver. They were Avaiting there for years and living 
at their own expense ; how tyrannical and hard was this on our brothers : 

“ This afiPected my mind with the result that I resolved to take them to 
Vancouver under any circumstances. I promised the passengers that if no 
company will issue tickets to them and they wrote to me, 1 would do the 
needful and fight out the case in the Supreme Courts of Vancouver to get the 
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matter settled for ever. If the Canadian 'Government will’prevent ns from 
landing I will ask many questions from our Government and will not return 
until the matter is finally settled and will notify the full, details of these 
proceedings to the people of India.” 

These extracts indicate that Guidit Singh was aware of the state of the 
law and that many of his promises rnudo to the passengers wore entirely untrue. 
In fact the last extract sliowa that lio intended to force a way into Canada 
for these immigrants by an appeal to the Courts At the same time we 
think that it is quite possible and even j)robable that ho was under the im¬ 
pression that there was some defect in the law wliich he would bo able to 
overcome by such an appeal or that lie would be able to bring such political 
pressure to bear on the Canadian fiovernment that they woul 1 ho unable to 
keep the intending immigrants out of the country. We doubt if he would 
have had the courage to deceive all Uiest? pa-sseugors and induce them to 
embark upon this desperate ^entun; unless he liad bad some genuine hope 
that he would beuble to secure their admission into Canada. We also think 
that in embarking on the voyage ■* 1 i 5 (g|Ji^Singli was mu^ influneed by the 
advice and encouragement wJiich lie received from Incuans resident in 
Vancouver. 

Kh The second suggestion is tlial Gurdit Singh conceived the whole of this 
scheme purely for his own pecuniary la nefit and that he started proceedings 
by systematically misappropriating the money paid by the passengers, but we 
find no sufficient evidence to support ihis allegation. Tlioro is no doubt that 
Gurdit Singh hoped to obtain considendile pecuniary advantage’ out of the 
venture, and if he had succeeded in (dVeotiug the entry of these immigrants 
into Canada within reasonable time, he would pi'obahly have made a very lai’ge 
profit. The ordinary fare from Hong ivung^to Vancouver is, as wo are informed, 
£10, and Gurdit Singh charged £20 pi r passenger. lie hoped to book 500 
passengers, the full complement of tin; .siiip being 533; if this number of tickets 
had been sold he would have realised Io(),000 dollars out of the fares, against 
which lie would have bad to pay the ci.si of chartering the vessel for a couple of 
months, 22,000 dollars, plui the cost coal, say lO.bf.^O dollars, and of fi-ediiig 
the emigrants on the outward journey, .say 10^000 dollars more Moreover, if the 
v'enture had succeeded, the number of j)assenge)s on subsequent voyages would 
have largely increased and the jnotUs would have been proportionately 
greater. It is clear from the evidence that if he had been successful 
in the first voyage Gurdit Singh intended to return to Calcutta, and 
if be bad done so he would certainly have been able to get 
a fresh complement of passengers there without difliculty. We are also 
inclined to the view' that Gurdit Singh wnis largely actuated by the desire 
to pose as a political hero who bad ohiainod for Indians the free: right to enter 
Canada, which is now denied tliem, and if he li:ul succcedetl in securing 
the admission of the passengers by the Komagata JS£aru into Cenada it 
appeal's that he w'ould have been successful in both of hjs maiii objects. 
In the result, however, his efforts to cany this difficult commercial enterprise 
to a successful termination were, a complete failure, and we think iu the oir- 
oumstances that this was to be expected. For it appears that Gurdit Singh 
started ou his venture w'ith no capital and no knowledge of busine.>-s methods 
or of accounts and book-keejiing. Several books of account have been filed 
before us, and we have had them exauuued and have caused a complete transla¬ 
tion to be made of one w’hicli purported, to bo the daily cash book. It is, how¬ 
ever, utterly unintelligiblo and kept iu such a manner that it is impossible to 
get from it any accurate iuformation as to the financial details of this enterprise. 
It also appears that the number of passengers w'a.s smaller than Gurdit Siugh 
anticipated, and if the promissory notes found ou hoafd are accepted as genuine 
documents they indicate that many of the intending immigrants were 
not able to pay the full amount oV their fares in cash, as we find notes 
tor nearly 24,000 dollars executed by various passengers for their dues on 
tbw aooount. Owing to the fact that Gurdit Singh engaged upon this under- 
• f capital it further appears that from the commencement 

or the TC^age there was a want of requisite funds to pay for the hire 
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of the steamer and other urgent charges. We have alreadjr si;ated that 
the second month's hire was to be paid within one week or the date of 
the charter; but this payment, which was really due before the ship left 
Hong Kong, Gurdit Singh .vas xmable to make in full until he reached 
Shanghai, whence out o! the new fares realised he cabled a remittance 
to the bank at Hong Kong to meet tlie demand. Similarly, when the 
vessel reached Moji, Gurdit Singh’s fLuauces were in a very bad state. He had 
promised a great many of the passengers who came to Moji from Manilla 
that he would make good to them the cost of their journey to Moji, as 
the ship did not call at Manilla. These promises he M^as unable to fulfil. 
Ho had also to find at Moji tw'o months' hire for the vessel, plm 
the price of the coal for the journey to Vancouver. At Hong Kong he had 
bought 350 tons of coal only at a price of 3,500 dollars. The average con¬ 
sumption of the K.omagata Maru was 26 tons per day. A largo additional supply 
of coal was therefoio necessary. Moreover, the vessel was so light in the water 
that it was advdsable to load some cargo to steady her; to effect this it was 
decided to purchase coal in excess of the quantity needed for the voyage, 
the intention (^^iug to sell -^SSrplus at Vancouver. To meet these 
demaneb Gurdit Singh had as he said 17,000 dollars, .whicii was 5,000 
short of what was necessary for the hire of the ship alone; and to obtain 
funds for the rest of the money due from him he had to raise a subscrip¬ 
tion among the passengers, out of which Ife paid part of the balance of the 
two months’ hire and part of the price of the coal purchased. The actual 
amount of coal bought was 2,000 or 2,500 tons according to various witnesses, 
the price being 15,000 yen, out of w'hioh 7,000 yen only, or 7,700 dollars W'as 
paid in cash. According to the evddeuco of the Japanese otficors, the 
agent of the Steam Stiip Company guaranteed that the balance of 
the price should be paid later, ^ it being arranged that the captain of 
the Komagata Maru was to hold any balance of the coal on arrival at 
V^couvor as security for the uupaid purchase uioncy. It is diilicult to ascer- 
taiu the actual amount raised from the passengers at Moji, but we think that it 
was at least 10,000 dollars, and w o are satisfied that in the case of those 
who were unwilling to subscribe voftintarily considerable pressure was used 
to induce them to comply with Gurdit Singh’s demands. lleoeipts 
were, however, generally given, so far as w'e can ascertain, for the amounts 
received, and there is nothing to indicate that Gurdit Singh did not intend 
to repay his creditors if, as he hoped, his voyage ended successfully. It 
has been suggested, as already stated, that tlie raising of this subscription and 
the manner in which the accounts were kept, indicate a fraudulent iutention 
on the pai’t of Gurdit Singh and tliat they arc evidence of the fact that he 
systematically misa[)propriatod the money of the passengers. Wo think, 
however, that his conduct is capable of explanation without any suggestion 
of fraud, if it is once understood that a man of some ciiiining but 
little real intelligence and with no experience of shipping business or accounts 
was attempting to carry out a difficult undertaking v. ithout any capital and 
vvithout any expert assistance. At the same time it cannot bo denied that 
Gurdit Singh’s conduct was characterized by a reckless disregard both 
of his promises to the passengers and of his obligations to the owners, while 
it should be borne in mind that the so-called Sri Guru Nanak Steamship 
Company, which he freely advertised, .styling himself manager or 
director, W'as a bogus concern, in which the solitary shareholder was Gurdit 
Singh himself, and which possessed only one vessel, the Komagata Maru, 
and that a hired one. In connection with this point it may be desirable 
to refer to tlie opinions expressed in Canada that the voyage of the 
Komagata Mara was deliberately promoted and financed by political agita¬ 
tors in Vancouver in order that they might have an opportunity of rousing 
public feeling in India against the Government, when the immigrants were 
refused admission. Theie is reason to believe that the Vauoouver Indians enoour- 
aged the passengers to embark ou this enterprise and they must have been 
well aware of what the final result must be, and it is difficult to see what object 
they could ^ve had in view except to excite political feeling. As to financial 
assistance it is proved that at Vancouver the Indian residents did assist the 
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passengers, but there is no evidence of any pecuniary aid before the airival of 
the ship at that port except that Gurdit Singh promised those persons who 
advanced money to pay the expenses of the voyage that the Khalsa Dewan at 
Vancouver would majee good the amounts and the passengers engaged/>er co»#ra 
that Gurdit Singli was only to be called on to do so in the event of the Khalsa 
Dewan failing to meet this obligation. This undertaking on the part of 
Gurdit Singh lends some support to the view that before the Komagata 
Maru started on her voyage the Vancouver Indians in addition to encouraging 
the emigrants to proceed had made some promises of financial assistance. 
Nevertheless we retain the view that Gurdit Singh when he started on this 
enterprise hoped that he would be able to obtain admission for himself and his 
fellow passengers into Canada, though very possibly tho8<> who were 
encouraging him to undertake the voyage were well aware that the enterprise 
would not DC Bucessful. 

11 In connection with thig^journey from Hong Kong, we have’ also had 
to consider how far the undertaking mig ht have been engineered at the 
instigation of Germany. We are aw;i?&BsOf the fact tha^l^it is generally 
believed that German influence has for some time been at work in various 
parts of the British Empire to create disaffection to Government, but 
beyond the fact that this shijj was chartered from ^ a German agent at Hong 
Kong we have not been able to secun* any evidence of German influence in 
respect of this voyage There are, however, suspicious circumstances in connec¬ 
tion with the undertaking, and it is quite possible that even if German influence 
had been at work we should be unable t(’ secure direct evidence of it. Thus 
it is worthy of note tViat until Gurdit Siinrh met Mr. Bune he was entirely unable 
to hire any vessel to convey these emigrants to Canada; and this is not 
surprising in view of the provisions of tlie^Canadian law regarding the duty 
of companies to re-convey rejected iinniisrrants to the country of their birth 
and the penalties to which such companies are subject if these provisions of 
the laAV are not complied with. It is also j>os8ible. that Bune in aiding Gurdit 
Singh to secure the charter of the Kovmgata JIfaru acted with the intention 
of causing embarrassment to the Canjf^lian authorities and indirectly to the 
British GoAernment, ns he was aware that the passengei-s would not be allowed 
to land at Vancouver, but of this there no direct evidence It is also 
note wort! ly that the Komagata 3fa"u nas owned by a German Company 
before she became the property of Shinei Kishen Go Shi Kaisha. and that 
the first intimation as to her departure from Hong Koiig reached London 
through Germany, the news being published in the Berlin papers eleven days 
after the A’essel left that port. That the Indians resident in VancouA'er were 
intimately connected niththe venture of the Komagata Maru is clear, and it 
is also believed that the Indian Bevolutionary Societies in America are in 
close connection Avith certain soeief ies in Germany. It is only fair, on the 
other hand, to state that some of the passengers ' allege that Bune attempted 
to dissuade Gurdit Singh from starting on this venture and there is no trace 
in the accounts of Gurdit Singh's having received any pecuniary assistance 
from Germany or from Bune. Tiideed. the accounts filedfshow on the other 
liand that Bune reco'iA’cd a sum of $l2.r»00 as commission for liis services in 
connection with the charter of thi.s A'o^sel We observe that it has been stated 
in the Press that the Canadian Government has direct proof to show that the 
Komagata Maru enterprise was engineered by Germany, but no evidence to 
this effect has been placed before us. 

12, The only other matter in which attention need be invited at this stage 
of the voyage of the Komagata Maru is in respect of the attemps made to 
promote sedition and disloyalty to the British Government at various 
ports at which the ship touched. There is some evidence that on the out¬ 
ward voyage Gurdit Singh delivered lectures in which disloyal and seditious 
language was used, and according to other witnesses Gurdit Singh met 
Avith. considerable sympathy in Japan for the cause which he advocated 
We are not, however, prepared to accej^t these statements as entirely 
trustworthy. We have more credible testimony that consignments of the 
Ohadr newspaper were received on board at Shanghai, Moji and 
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Yokohama. This paper, specimen copies of which we have seen and had 
translated, is published by a revolutionary organization in America and 
openly advocates mutiny against. the British Government in India; it 
appears that it circulates freely in the Far East and in America, and we think 
that it was introduced into the Komagata Mam though the agency of 
these revolutionary stKiieties in order to promote disloyalty and disafPection 
among those on board. It is also in evidence that at Yokohama two reputed 
revolutionaries, Bhagwan Singh and Barkatulla, visited the ship, and that 
Bhagwan Singh, the deported priest of the Sikh Temple at Vancouver, 
delivered a spirited lecture to the passengers in which he instigated them to 
rise against the British Government in India It is difficult to believe that 
Gurdit Singb would have allowed newsmpers like the Ohadr to be introduced 
on board and lectures of this kind to be delivered if he had not even at that 
time had considerable sympathy with the American revolutionary movement. 

13. From Yokohama to Vancojiver no incifiont of any great importance 
occurred on the vessel, except that tl^ra were some quarrels at to the quality 
of the food proviOl by Gurdit SSfi^r^or the use of the passengers. Some 
attempt has been made to magnify the importance of these difiFer^nces, but 
on the whole, having regard to the subsequent facts and conduct of the 
passengers and the evidence .before us, ^we are not inclined to accept the 
view that these difFerenccs were more than disputes of a temporary and trifling 
character. It appears, liowever, that during this part of the voyage, the 
passengers divided into two factions or })artie8, one of them headed by Gurdit 
Singh and his following, and the other by ilie medical officer of the ship, 
Dr. Raghunath Singh, and tbatifeeling between the two factions was at times 
very bitter. 

14i. On the 21st May the Komagata Maru arrived’at Victoria Quarantine 
Station and from thence she proceeded to Vancouver, on the 23rd May. 
The authorities at that port refustid to allow the immigrants, with certain 
exceptions, to land as they had failed to comply with the requirement.8 of 
the Canadian law Permission to diseiftbark was, however, gi-auted to some 
of the pa.ssengers, including Dr. Raghunath Singh, and as alleged Bhan Singh 
who represented liimsclf to be d student. Of the.se two, Dr. Raghunath 
Singh was able to laud, but Bhan Singli was prevented by his follow pa.ssengem 
from taking advantage of tlie permission granted to him by the Canadian 
Government. 

15. The action of the Canadian Government in refusing to admit the 
immigrants was keenly rc.scnted both by the pa-ssengers and by tlieir follow 
countrymen on shore, and it is in evidence that meetings wer.* held both on the 
ship and in Va,iicf)uv< r to protest against the action of the Canadian authorities, 
ana that very violent language against the British and Canadian Governments 
was indulged in at these meetings. The immigration officers, however, remained 
firm and refusid to allow the jiassengers to land in spite of these ^irotests and of 
repeated communications from Gurdit Singh and his Secretary Daljit Singh. On 
the other hand, the passengers refused to depart and adojited various devices in 
order to get permis.sion to land. I'^ailing to seoure their object by any of these 
means Gurdit Singh and liis associatj’is decided to bring a test case in the courts 
in the name of one of the passengers n.iraed Mamsa Singh in the hope of obtaining 
an order of the court which would override the decision of the executive author¬ 
ities ; the a})plication of this immigrant to be allowed to land was, however, 
rejectefl hy the courts. It is interesting to note that, in instructing his lawyer 
at Vancouver and in addressing the local officers of the Canadian Government, 
Gurdit Singh attempted, to m^tke out that by their conduct the Canadian 
Goveanmerit had led him to believe the passengers would be allowed to 
(inter Canada, and also produced a written opinion of a Hong Kong lawyer 
which he alhiged supported his contention that they were entitled to land. 
On examination, this letter, which has been filed before us, proved to be 
nothing more than an expression of opinion that the Hong Kong Government 
had no right to prevent the Komagata Maru from sailing from Hong 
Kong. There is little doubt, however, that this letter, though it was usedesB 
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for the purpose of influencing the Canadian authorities, vras used by Gurdit 
Singh more successfully in deluding the unfortunate passengers. 

16 In the meantime, while negotiations were pending between the Canadian 
Immigration Office and the passengers, the Agent of the owners of the 
Komagata Maru made a demand for 22.000 dollars still due for the hire of the 
ship, and at the same time called u])on Gurdifc Singh to pay the balance of the 
price of coal bought at Moji. These demands Gurdil Singh resisted on the 
ground that he Avas unable to jiay, as Ik; was not allowed to land, a plea which 
was utterly irrevelant as the owners were in no way concerned with the 
question whether the immigrants were permitted to enter Canada or not It 
appears, however, that the Indian residents in Vancouver came to the assist¬ 
ance of Gurdit Singh in this matter and that they raised the amount of 
22,000 dollars for the payment of tlic charter money, and on payment of 
this amount the charter was, with the consent of Gurdit Singh and of the 
Agents of the ow'ners at Vancouver transferred the two leading Indian residents 
in Vancouver, llhag Sing and Rahim. T he fo rmer of these men is the priest 
of the Sikh Temple at Vancouver, is bol'?9lWFto be a leader^ the disaffected 
Indian i)arty in Vancouver, and has as wo are informed recently been murdered 
by some of his follow countrymen there Rahim is stfited to be tlie Editor of 
the Mindusthanee, a proscribed pai>er. 

17 After the decisioji of the courts in the case of Mansa Singh, matters 
reached a deadlock The authorities refused to allow the Indians to land and 
directed the Captain to remove the ves.s(d from the port, and the passengers 
refused to allow the Captain and croAv to weigh anchor or get up steam. A body 
of police was sent to enforce the orders of (Jovernment, but they Avere resisted by 
the passengers and a serious affray ensued, in A\diich 22 police officers w'ere in- 
juj’ed and the captain of the police launeji liad tAAO ribs broken. It may here be 
noticed that in a description of this incident in a history of the voyage, compiled 
on board the Komagata Maru and found amongst the papers of Gurdit Singh, 
this affray is referred to as a defeat inflicted on a man-of-war and army by 
unarmed Indians Avho only used coal to^repel their assailants. On the other 
hand, it is proved by the Japanese officers and by documentary evidence that 
the passongeis used fire-anns in resisting the jjolico. After the failure on the 
part of the police to enforce the orders t<» depart, a Goa eminent vessel, The 
Rainbow, was rerjuisitioned with an armed force to compel compliance with 
these orders; the j)assc‘ngers saw that it was impossible for them to r-esist this 
force, and came to terms, and finally on the 23rd of July the Komagata Maru 
departed from VancouA'er, but not until Curdit Singh had obtained from the 
Canadian Government a A'ery ample supply of provisions for the return 
journey 'Ihere can be no doubt that these supplies were granted out of 
charity and us the result of lepeated allegations made by Gurdit Singh and 
his adherents that the passengers Aicre starving. Indeed, from the evidence 
before us, there is little doubt that theic was a great w'ant of provisions on board 
at this time and the vc'sel could not have sailed without some supplies. It is, 
howcAmr, difficult to believe that the articles demanded and sup])lied were not 
in seme cases in excess of what was necessary, as it is in evidence that a large 
quantity of these stores were left on board the ship unconsumed when the 
vessel arrived at Calcutta. Tlie actual articles supplied were :—

Tlie supply of 300 pounds of tobacco fn view tho of fact that all the 
passengers except 25 Muhammnda ns j gpre Sikhs, seems somewhat generous, and to 
those Avho are ftfSiliar Avith conditions of life in India, some of the other articles 
supplied may appear to be unnecessary. It has already been stated that these 
supplies were given from charitable motives by the Canadian Government, 
but that this w^as not the view of the jja^sengens, or at any rate of their leaders, 
is evidenced by the following extract taken from the history of the voyage 
found among Gurdit Singh’s papers on board the vessel :— 

“ 2t,00U dollars worth of prov-jsions were supplied to us. To copy 
the examjde of the avaricious and deceitful faringhees, we said we Avould not 
sail until a hundred goats, foAvls^and eggs had been sujiplied. We began to 
h.ave faith in our owm strength. We got 24,000 dollars wmrth of provisions by 
shoe-beating a few. More tlireatenings wmuld surely produce goats, eggs and 
fowls ” 

18. At this point it is convenient to pause to consider in greater detail the 
part played by the revolutionary party in Canada in respect of these passengers 
at Vancouver There is reason to beMeve that there are, bi^ th in America 
and Canada, certain associations of a revolutionary character composed mainly 
of Indian residents. The avowed object of many of these ns.sociations is to 
secure tho ovorthr.)W of British rule in India, and, Avith this aim, jjersistent 
efforts are made to seduce Indians, both in and out of British India, 
from their loyalty to the CroAvn, and to induce tliem to join in a movement 
for an armed rising against the Government China and Jaj)an afford 
an excellent field for the operations of these associations, as large numbers 
of Indians reside there, and ])er.sistent efforts are, therefore, made to jiromote 
disloyalty and disaffection amongst them by the means of seditious litera¬ 
ture and in other ways. One of the most important publications of this 
party is the Ghadr newspaper, to which reference has already been made. 
Attempts had been made by emissaries of this party,-as already described, to 
create disaffection towards Government among the jiassengers, both at Moji, 
Yokohama, and elsewhere, and these efforts w'ere renew'od, and apparenlly with 
more success at VancouA'cr. By this time the passengers were in a desperate 
condition and many w'ere ready to listen to incitements to disaffijction. 
The large majority were poor men who had staked all their possessions on this 
enterpri.se, and, on an average, they had probablv spent 400 or 500 rupees each 
on the A'oyage. They had started in the belief that their admission to Canada 
was assured and guaranteed by the Government, and now, after suffering the 
hardships of nearly four months ’ detention in very insanitary surroundings on 
the Komagnta Maru, they were ordered to return to the ports from which they 
had started. It is not unreasonable to suppose that in these circumstances they 
entertained the most violent feelings of irritation against the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment, and that they were in such a state of discontent as to be peculiarly open 
to evil influences It is not surprising, therefore, that incitement to sedition 
were readily listened to by many, and that efforts to render tlie passengers 
actively disaffected to the Government were more or less successful. At this 
jieriod of the voyage, moreover, we think that Gurdit Singh, whatever his 
previous sentiments had been, found it necessary to join wholeheartedly in 
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the attempts to |)romote dlsaffuctiuiL iu order to divert atteatioa ilroin his own 
misdeeds and to oast the odium for the failure of the venture upon the Govern- 
mhnt. JBtevolutionary literature of a violent character was introduced and 
circulated on board, and during the stay of the vessel at Vancouver and on the 
return voyage systematic etforts were made to excite the passengers against 
the authorities and to jjromote a rising against Government. There is also 
evidence to prove that attempts wore made at Vancouver by members of the 
revolutionary party on shore to smuggle arms on board, and one man was 
convicted fox* the unlawful possos.siou of arms which were procured for the use 
of these passengers. It has already been stated that the passengers had 
successfully resisted the police at Vancouver; they had succeeded in intimidatijig 
the Master and crew of the ship and had also, as they believed, forced the 
Government of Canada to provide them with a quantity of valuable supplies. 
They were, therefore, at this time in a very daugerous frame of mind, many of 
them being obsessed with au exaggerated idea of their own power, full of the 
disloyal and seditious tlieories inculcated by revolutionary leaders, intensely 
irritated at the treatment meted out to them, and ready for any mischief. 
So dangerous indeed had they liocome, ihtJfiEiilH? Captain of th^|^hip was advised 
by the Canadian authorities to purchase firearms to enable the ofTicers and 
crew to protect themselves against possible attacks from the passengers. 

19. Ill this mood the pa8.scnger.s started on their return journey to 
Yokohama, which was the hist port of call. Here a few persons disembarked. 
It is not very clear what the final port of destination was intended to bo 
\\}xoix th.^ Komay(jtta Marti left V'^ancuin er, but, apparently, up to the time 
of her arrival at Yokoiiama, it was intended that she should, at any rate, touch 
at Hong Kong, so that passengers who might be desirous of landing there 
should have au opportunity of doing su. At Yokohama a letter Avas received 
by Gurdit Singh from the Colonial Seeiotary of Hong Kong informing him 
that the Government of that Dependency considered it undesirable that any of 
the passeugeis should laud at Hong Kong and threatening to enforce a local 
Vagrancy Ordinance against any who might attempt to land at that port. 
Gurdit Singh replied in a letter addse.ssed to the Consul at Yokahama stating 
that the passengers were perfectly willing to go to any port in India if provi¬ 
sions were supplied. It does not appear lhat he had any authority for this 
statement as many of the passengers say that fhey were in fact anxioi.is to return 
to China to earn money and repair their shattered fortunes. It is probable 
that in refusing to allow the passengers to land the Hong Kong Groernmeut 
was influenced by information received of their conduct at Vancouver. VVhat- 
evor the reasons for the orders were, tiny were the cause of considerable inoon- 
vonieuce and loss to many of the passengers. The views of Gurdit Singh and 
his immediate following, as contained in the history already referred to, were 
that the Government at Hong Kong was afraid to allow the passengers to land 
as they apprehended that they might cause a mutiny among the Sikh regiments 
stationed at that place ; we do not know if there is any foundation for this 
statement which was, as alleged, bused on information received at Kobe ; but if 
it is true, it explains the conduct of the Hong Kong authorities in this matter. 

20. Returning from those considerations to the actual history of the voyage, 
the Consul at Yokohama firmly deeliued to meet Gurdit Singh’s requests for 
additional supplies, observing at the same time that the demands made seemed 
most exorbitant- Kroiu a letter of Gurdit Singh addressed subsetiuently to the 
Consul-General at Kobo we learn that at this period of the voyage the Captain 
of the JHotnagata Mara received telegraphic orders from the owneis of the 
ship to proceed to Kobe, and accordingly ihe vessel left Yokohama for that port 
on the 18th of August, arriving at Kobe on the 2l8t. *Vt Kobe about 15 
passengers disembarked. The remainder under the leadership of Gurdit Singh 
again attempted to secure further siqiplies from tlilj British Consul-General 
there. They lauded in large bodies of 100 and luOmen, repeatedly besieging 
the Consulate, and were so importunate in their demands that they appear to 
have caused very groat iuconveuienee to the Consul-General and almost to 
have intimidated him They represented that they were entirely destitute and 
demanded large sums of money for the purchase of provisions and for payment 
of the balance of the cost of coal purchasad on the outward journey at Moji. 
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Oil receipt of tiiai deputation the Oonsul-Qeneral wired to His Majesty's Ambss* 
sador at Tokio that he could arrangfe for the of the returned emigi'ante^ 

Hong Kong if SfOOOyen were paid for the price of ooal, pluf 1,700 yen for provi¬ 
sions. If, however, the pasaengeie wore not allowed to land at Hoag Kong, be 
said that, they could he sent to Calcutta at a cost of 13,000 yen, pins 0,000 yen 
for the oost of returning the vessel to Hong Kang. He added that it was of 
the greatest importance that theae^ Indians should be removed as soon as 
possible and that provisions would in any tsase hfive to he supplied shortly to 
them. As to the amount payable for supplies, we find from a subsequent letter 
addressed to the Government of India that the Consul-General understood at 
first that 200 Hong Kong dollars was the estimate of the daily cost of provi¬ 
sioning the ship. At a later interview the passengers alhiged that this'estimate 
of expenditure was in gold dollars, thus doubling the cost . The Consul-General 
acoepted the suggestion that this change in the estimate was due to a mistake 
on his part, hut, having regard to the circumstances, it appears to us that 
possibly this was not the case. The ordinary i;urrei.oy of Hong Kong is, ae we 
understand, the silver dollar, and the passengers ivere rvell aware of this fact; 
and in the circvfp.stancos we 8u^Jist«^hat the allegation that gold dollars had 
originally been demanded was untrue. There were on the ship at this time 
very considerable stores of provisions, and a very small amount of additional 
supplies was really necessary, for the purchase of which neither 4,500 gold 
doUam nor 4,500 silver dollars were necessary. There are also grounds for 
believing that Gurdit Singh had ample funds in his possession to meet any 
urgent expenditure. We incline to the view therefore that when the leaders 
of the passengere found that the Consul was w illing to accept their state¬ 
ments as correct, apparently without any detailed enquiry into the facts, 
they thought that the opportunity was too good to he lost and at once 
doubled their original demands. „lt is impossible, however, to be definite on 
this point as we have rot had the advantage of hearing the statement of the 
Consul-General. Whether our opiuion on tliis point is correct or not, it is 
certain that the allegation of the passengers that they Aveie entirely destitute 
was untrue. 

21. Under instructions from His llifajesty’s Ambassador ai Tokio, the Consul- 
General at Kobe then entered into negotiations wdth <he G vernment of India, 
soliciting sanctujn to the expenditure of 19,000 yen for the rejwitriation of 3 0 
destitute Indians on the Kotnagata Marn, and his reriuest was acceded to. The 
telegram of the Consul-General runs as follow s :— 

“ Urgent. 350 Indians Kotnagata alleged to bo completely destitute. 
Only possible solution present, sending to India, requesting you wnll sanction 
expenditure not exceed 19,000 yea repatriation ” 

The reply of the Government of India is I’ejiroduced below :— 

Your telegiains of 27tli and 30tL instant. Kumuyata Mara Indians. 
Government of India agree to pay expenses of repatriation u]) to 19,000 yen 
and would like to know immediately arrangements pro])Ohed Very desirable 
they should return in one shij) and land Madras ; also that immediate iuiima- 
tion be given to allow officers to be sent to meet them in Singaiioro and travel 
lest of journey ou board, I^resumed you contemplate payment of passage 
and messing fares to those <.>thorwi.so destitute only. If names of any specially 
undesirable or any other particulars likely to be of assistance known, would 
you kindly telegraph ” 

22. Ou ieceipt of this telegram the Consul decided, after discussing the 
question with Gurdit Siugh, to send the paa.seugei8 to Calcutta, and 
accordingly ou the 3rd of September the Komagata Mara left Kobe for 
Calcutta, 9,000 yen having been paid in cash to Gurdit Singh for tlie purchase 
of provisions. Of this amount he expended, as far as the evideuce indicates, 
about 435 yen only in the purchase of food, retainiug the balance of 
approximately £856 and promising to divide it among the p^lS8cngers on their 
arrival at Calcutta. The account of the proceedings of the Komagata Marti 
passenger's at Ko}>e in the history of the voyage compiled on board states 
that the p^sengers besieged the Consulate, surrounded the Consul and openly 
accused hixn of fraud and treache;^, and that it was only by a show of 
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force and by tbreate that they were able to secure compliance with their 
demands. To the Captain of the Komagata Maru the Consual entrusted a 
letter addressed to the Government of India, to be delivered after arrival at 
Calcutta, in which he said that ho l«lt the question of diverting the Komagata 
JtfaHi to Madras for settlement l)y the Government of India wlien the vessel 
arrived at Singapdre and added tliat tin; Captain of the ship had asked him to 
telegraph to Calcutta to request tliat a strong guard should be sent down 
to him on board the boat bringing tho pilot He at the same time wired to 
the Government of India stating tliat tJie ship had started and that one of the 
passengers, Jawahir ]Mul, was a dangerous character. It is to be observed 
that in the wire no reference was made to any change in the ship’s destination 
being arranged at Singapore, or to the request of the Captain for an armed 
guard. 

23. The practical utility of cjommuuicating this suggestion as to divert¬ 
ing the destination of the veseel and tlie request of the Captain in a 
letter which could not be delivered until the ship hiid ^ctually arrived at 
Calcutta is not very apjiarent, and it iipjpT^our opinion, afpriatter for some 
regret that the Ccuisul did not enable i,o India more accurate information 
regarding these pa8.senger.s and the request of the Captain for armed assistance 
on arrival. We also are of o]nnion that, if the real facts had been ascertained, 
it would not have been necessary to advance this large sum of £900 to Gurdit 
Singh The allegation in the cable to the Government of India that the only 
possible solution of the difficulty was to send the men to India is also oj>en 
to question. Many of the pas.scngers did in fact not want to return to India at 
all, and they are at present much aggric\cd at having been sent back liere It 
is not very clear from fhe information before us why many might not have 
returned to the places from wliicli they h^d come, and the net result of the 
action taken by the Con.sul-General at Jvolje was that, the GoA’crnmeut of India 
has been put to a large amount of unne(‘<'.ssaTy expenditirre in repatriating a 
number of Itidians, many of whom did not wivsh to return to India, and Avhose 
return to this country was in no degive necessary or desirable from the point 
of view' of the Government The pa.ssci^t'i* Jawahir Mul, to whom reference 
w'as made in the telegram to the Government of India, was one of two passen¬ 
gers who joined the Komagata Maru ai Kobe ; the other new passenger being 
bis brother Narain Has. Various opinions have been expiessed as to the 
character'of these two men, and thi* ipiestion is discussed in a later portion of 
this report. 

24. On the Itith September the K oiiuKjata Maru arrived at Singapore, and 
the authorities at that port lefused to .allow' any one to land, as this ■was not 
considered desirable owing to the stale of war. It is probable that this decision 
w'as also in some degree due to tho fact that the character and previous conduct 
of these passengers were know n to tin* local authorities. Gurdit Singh attempted 
to get special permission to go on shore to purchase stores, but the request 
W'as refused. It also appears that at one lime preparations were made to resist 
the Singapore police if they attempt< d to hoard the vessel. After a few^ days, 
however, all attemjits to land w ore gi\ on n]) and the vessel resumed her voyage 
to Calcutta. It may liere be ucted that, according to the Jajianese officers, the 
Singapore police were the only police for whom Gurdit Singh had any respect, 
and it was possiltly for this reason that he desisted so quickly from his 
attempts to land there. 

25. Oil 2Gth of September the Komagata J/arif arrived at the mouth of the 
Hughli. In the meantime information had reached the Gcyernment of India as 
to trie probable date of the .ship's arrival, and measures were taken in order to 
assist indigent passengers to their homes in the J’unjab and to prevent any 
undesirable agitation and disturbance in Calcutta upoti their arrival. 'V^Ttn 
this object in view the Bengal Government, in consultation with the Govern¬ 
ment of tho Punjab, decided to utilise the provisions of the Ingress into India 
Ordinance, 1914. This Ordinance, wdiitdi has been enacted since the com¬ 
mencement of the present w'ar, empowers the Government of India to restrict 
the liberty of any jterson entering into India after the 5th September, if such 
action is necessary in order to protect the State from the prosecution of some 
purj^se prejudicial to its safety, interest or tranquillity. By Notification 
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No. 1374, published ia the Gazette of India oa 16th September 1914, the 
powers conferred hy this Ordinance on the Government of India have been 
delegated to Local Governments. This Ordinance, therefore, with the Noti¬ 
fication issued under it, gave the Local Go^rninent ample power to re&triot 
the liberty of the passengers hy the Komagata Maru, if such^a course appeared 
to be necessary, and, having regard to the information before it, the Local 
Government of Bengal decided to utilize the provisions of the new law. After 
some discussion as to the beat manner of dealing with the passengers, it was 
finally deeided that they should bo landed at Budge Budge, some 14 miles 
south of C’aloutta, and there put into a special train and conveyed to their 
homes in the Punjab. I'hoiu the information before Government, however, 
there was reason to believe that there were hmong the passengers a certain 
number of men whom it was unsafe to allow to z’cmaiu at large in India in the 
present conditioiz of affaii's, and the intention was to detain these men in custo¬ 
dy for such period as might be necessary or to take such other measures in 
respect of them as might be recjuisite to ensure the public safety and 
tranquillity. ^ •‘-...JT 

2(). In accordance A^ith these arrangements a numbes of European and 
Indian officers, including Mi-. Donald, District Magistrate of the 24-Parganas, 
within which distinct Kalpi and Budge Budge arc situate, Mr. Humphreys, a 
Deputy Commissioner of the Punjab, Mt.»Siocock of the Criminal Intelligence 
Department, Messrs. Petrie and Anley of the Police Department and Sirdar 
Sukha Singh, a Deputy Sujierintendent of the Punjab I’olice, mot the Komagata 
Maru on the 27th September at Kalpi, some miles down the river Hughli 
below Calcutta. They iiiterviewed the passengers and explained the intentions 
of Government. The luggage of tlio passengers was also examined for arms and 
seditious literature, and it appears J hat the persons of some of the returning 
Indians were also searched. Altliough, however, the general intentions of 
Government in respect of these emigrants were explained, they were not then 
told that they were lo travel to the Punjab from Budge Budge or that any of 
them were to be subjected to restraint either in Bengal or on arrival in the 
Punjab. On the 29th the ship arrived at Budge Budge and was moored 
to the jetty there about 11 a.m., and the passengers were directed to 

disembark and to proceed to the special train which was in readiness to 
coiwey them to the Punjal). It may liere bo noted that on arrival at 
Budge Budge the Komayata Maru was also met by Sir P. Halliday, the 
Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. At (his jzoriod serious differences with 
the passengers began. Thei-e were in all 321 passengei-s on board, the 
very great ma]ority being Sikhs. Amongst them were, however, 17 


Aiuhammadans from the Shahpur districts in tho Punjab. Those 17 
Muhammadans managed to chide (lie efforts of (heir fellow passengers to detain 
them and entered tht; special train not only willingly but gladly, as they 
alleged that they liad been subjected to great ill-treatment hy Gurdit Singh 
on the voyage. The remainder of the pns.sengers steadily refused to disembark, 
in spite of the efforts of rhe various officers to induce them to do so. Finally, 
after a considerable delay, they were iuducc'd to take their luggage off the 
A'essel, and disembarked Tlujy Ihcn proceeded in a jzrocossion, hoaHed by the 
Granth Sahib, the holy scripture of the Sikhs, AvhicJi Avas carried by some of the 
passengers, up to a level-crossing close tf) the railway station. Hei‘e they again 
halted and refused to proceed to the station, alleging that they did not belicA'O 
that the train proAnded for them Avas going to tlie Punjab, that they were 
being deceived and Avould be sent to Assam and that in any case they wished 
to go first to Howrah to deposit the Granth Sahib in the GurdhAvara or Sikh 
temple there. The officers present, who lind been joined on the arriA al of the 
ship at Budge Budge by a force of 27 Punjab police constables, attemjited to 
induce the Sikli.s to enter the train, but their efforts AAcre fruitless in i-esiiect of 
tlie great majority of the passengers. Mr. Donald explained the effect of the 
Ordinance to them and pointed out tliat they would have to comply Avith the 
orders, but in vain. So serious had the iiosition then become that Mr Donald 
telephoned to Calcutta for military assistance; Sir William Duke, the only 
Member of the ExeoutiA'e Council of Bengal then in Calcutta, however, directed 
him to make further efforts to induce the men to entrain without the aasiiltanoe of 
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troops, rinally, at about 3 or 4 o’clock, there was an apparent change in the 
- attitude of the passengers ^ and all the officers present thought that they had at 
last agreed to go to the station. The Sikhs, who had previously been seated round 
the Granth Sahib, rose to their feet and prepared apparently to mo\ e to the 
train. It is clear, however, tliat by this time they had decided to adopt 
different tactics and intended to force their way to Calcutta; for instead of 
taking the path which leads to the station, they marched in a body across the 
line on to the Calcutta road. The officers present attempted to stop them and 
pointed out the folly of the course they were adopting and succeeded in 
inducing a few persons to return and enter the special train; but the majority 
persisted in proceeding on their way, accompanied by a body of Punjab police. 
This party under command of Deputy Superintendent Sukha Singh was 
directed to follow the Sikhs quietly hut not to attempt to interfere wnth them. 
Indeed at this period the police force on the spot was utterly inadequate for 
any attempt to restrain them by force. Seeing that if the oi-ders of the 
Government were to he carried «mt it was necessary to invoke military aid, 
Mr. Donald again telephoned to Calcutta for troops to be sent out to his 
assistance, and between 4 and 5 I'.m., the Royal^^usiliers, under 

command of Captain Moore, and accoin])anied by the Hon’ble Sir William 
Duke, and the Hon’ble Mr. Gumming, Chief Secretary to the Bengal Govern¬ 
ment, proceeded from Fort William in motors to Budge Budge. Sir Frederick 
Halliday, the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, also telegrairhed to head¬ 
quarters for a European police force to Ik* sent out without delay, and about 
30 European police armed with bamljoo sticks started for Budge Budge by 
motor. The officer in command of this police force was Superintendent 
Eastwood, and the evidence indicates that he took four revolvers Avith him. 
It may also be noted that oue other Eni-opean police sergeant had Avith him 
an automatic instol of his oavu. in the meantime it Avas ascertained at 
Budge Budge that 59 of the passenger's nj‘ the Koniagala Maru Avere ready to 
start in the special train and it was decided to despalch them Avithout delay to 
their destination. 

27. The European police met the nudn body of the Sikhs on their journey 
to Calcutta some 4 or 5 miles from liudl^e Budge and AAere able (o arr-est their 
progress for a shor’t time until Ihr troojrs arriA'^ed in spite of one or 
tw'o endeavours to break through. Oia ihu arrival of Sir William Duke with 
the troops, the passengers were told that they would ha Am to comply Avith the 
orders of Government and return to Iknige Budge, and under compuLnon they 
did so escorted by the European police and also by the Punjab police Avho 
had accompanied them on their Avay from Budge Budge. The 1 roops followed 
at some distance behind. The Sikhs appear to liave proceeded peaceably 
to the level-crossing near the station, alriady referred to, and the only difficulty 
w’asthat, on the AAay, various individual members of the crowd A\ith a A’iew to 
escaping attempted to stray into sho))' on Uic roadside and elsewhere, alleging 
that they wanted to get w’atcr ; hut tlu‘<e attempls at e.sca]>e were ineffectual 
and the stragglers wmre made to return to Budge Ikidge with the main body 
of the passengers. 

28. On arrival at the level crossing there \A'as a halt r.nd some discussion 
took place as to the. arrangements to be made in respect of the pas.sengers lor the 
night. It was then 0-30 or 7 p.m. and getting dark, though there was 
a rising moon. There was some uncertainty as to Avheti er a second s]»ecial 
train could be provided to convey t!ie ])as.mngers to the Punjab immediately or 
whether it wcaild be necessary to detain them on the ship under guard for the 
night, and the passengers were not alloAvcd to go to the station until the matter 
was decided. During this halt a numhor of the passengers sat doAvn and a 
cordon of police w'as formed round them It was shortly after this that the 
serious riot occurred in which so maiiy lives were lost 

29. In order to understand the position at this time it is necessary to refer 
to the'plan annexed to this report and marked Appendix III. This plan is a 
sketch not prepared to scale, but it illustrates the actual position Avith sufficient 
accuracy and is readily intelligible. An examination of it sIioaa s the positiem 
of the passengers and the police when the riot began. The passengers Aveie 
in a more or 1^ compact body north-west of the level-crossing ou a small 
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road or path leading to the station, which, is about 40 vards away from the 
level-orossing. The northern end of this crowd was guarded by the European 
police, the Punjab police being at the southern end. The European officers 
in attendance were scattered from the level-crossing to the station, some 
talking to the passengers and others making arrangements for their convey¬ 
ance to the Punjab. While Sir William Duke was in the station arrang¬ 
ing for . the second special train Mr Donald came up to the crowd and 
called for Gurdit Singh and asked him to come forward in order that the 
exact po.sition of alfaii-s might be explained to him. Gurdit Singh refused 
to come out of the crowd and asked Mr. Donald to address him whore he was. 
An European police sergeant ,went in among the Sikhs to bring Gurdit 
Singh out but was ordered to desist from any attempt to do so. At this 
moment Superintendent Eastwood who was standing among the European 
police stepped forward into the crowd. .His own statement, before he 
died, was to the effect that he went to get back a stick which one of the 
Sikhs had snatched away from a police officer, but it seems to us more 
probable that he really went in order to call out Gurdit Singh; and, 
whether this wa^he case or not.'-wiaffre clearly of opinion that this is what all 
the Sikhs believed Directly he went in among the Sikh^ they closed round 
him and ossaulted him, and one of them fired a sliot which probably was the 
cause of the injury which resulted in the death of Mr Eastwood. As soon as 
this shot was fired there was a general attack on the polio ^ and a large number 
of shots were fired at them by the Sikhs Those police who had firearms used 
them against their assailants, and a mel6e ensued in which the Sikhs used any 
weapons they had, the police using their sticks to protect themselves and, in the 
case of the Punjab constables, apparently their swords also. The majority of 
the troops at this moment w ere some distance in the rear on the Calcutta road, 
that is, to the east of the scene of tfie riot. Two platoons of 40 or 50 men had, 
however, been brought up to the railway line and took up the position 
marked “Troops ” in the plan, but for a short space of time they were unable 
to use their rifles as the attacking Sikhs and the ijolice Avere so mixed up that 
it would have been dangerous to fire. In a short time the police managed to 
extricate themselves from the crowd arffi took refuge, some near the level-cross¬ 
ing and behind the troops, and others in the direction of f lie station. In the 
meantime the Sikhs continued* firing at them and Captain Moore asked 
Sir Frederick Halliday, who was standing near the level-crossing, if he was to 
order his men to fire. Receiving a reply in the affirmative, he at once ojjened 
fire and the Sikhs after a short time broke and fled in various directions. 
A number, however, continued to use tbeii* firearms, i)artic*ularly from the 
direction of three shops to the w'est of the level-ci (js.sing. The troops returned 
this fire with considerable effect and also acc;oi‘ding to the evidence fired at 
individual Sikhs w'ho were using firearms from other places of shelter. 
In a few minutes the firing ceased and shortly afterwards the 
wounded were collected and sent to Calcutta. Superintendent Eastw'ood, who 
had been fatally injured in the early part of tlie riot, was, it should be noted, 
removed to a ])lace of safety Avhile the firing yi.'t continued. Captain Moore 
put out a number of i)ickets round the station and collected all the European 
women and children living in the vicinity in a house Avhicli was guarded by 
some of the troops. It is alleged that there Avere some sliof s fired later on, but 
save as described in a subsequent {laragrajffi of tlie report tlie only satisfactory 
evidence we have of this is that a picket used its rifles on a Sikh who had opened 
fire upon it, and that during the night one soldier fired at someutiknowu i>ersoa 
who did not answer when challenged; it is veiy doubtful whether anyone was 
injured by this shot, as the nrivate who fired believes that he did not hit the 
man aimed at. The following morning the dead bodies of those killed in the 
riot were collected and examined by Colonel Newman, Civil Surgeon of the 24- 
Fargannas, and arrangements whicli had been commenced at night for the arrest 
of fugitive rioters were completed. 

30. Our enquiries have shown that, in all, this riot resulted in the loss of 
26 lives. These include 20 Siklis, 2 Europeans, 2 Punjab police officers, 
and 2 Indian residents of Budge-Budge The two Europeans killed were 
Superintendent Eastwood of the Calcutta police and Mr. Lomax, District Loco. 
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Superintendent of the Eastern Bengal State Railway, The former was the 
first man attacked by the Sikhs and was fatajlly injured early in the riot. He 
was removed without delay to a i)laco of safety and then conveyed to the 
•General Hospital, but died a few days later in consequence of the injuries 
•which he had received, Mr .Eoinax liad gone to Budge-Budge, to assist in 
making the railway arrangements, and whilst standing on the railway lin<} 
close to the scene of occurrence was wounded by a shot fiom a '38 revolver 
which must have been fired by one of the Sikhs. He was also conveyed without 
delay, to hospital, but died before he ariived there. 

The two Indian police ofliceis killed were Mai Singh, Head Constable, 
Ludhiana Police, and Sawan Singli, a (constable of the same force, both of 
whom -had come to Calcutta to a.ssist in the arrangements for conveying the 
passengers by the Komagata Mara to the Punjab. Tlie manner in which 
these officers met their death is discussed in a later portion of this report. 
For the j)reseut, it is sufficient to sny that Mai Singh died at Budge-Budge 
and Sawan Singh died while he^^vas being conveyed to Calcutta 

The two spectators who w'erc I'illgdwere Rnkmini Kanta Majumdar, a 
relative of the compounder of the local liol^fflal, and Dinabjiipllm Pandc, the 
Uriya servant of a’shopkeeper who trad<!.sol .^se to the level-crossing. The first of 
these men was, we helieve, killed by the troo}).s, as the bullet w'ound from 
which he died is described as Imving. probably been caused by a '301 rifle. 
There is no evidence to explain his jjrcsrnce at the scene of this occurrence 
except that it is said that he was coming up from the river at the time of the 
riot, and we have no doubt that he imist have been accidently shot, at that 
time. In view' of the circumstances and of the fact that the riot took place 
at night, w'c arc satisfied that no blame attaches to the troops for the death of 
this unfortunate man. 

Dinahandhu Pande, or Patak, the remaining outsider killed, w'as found dead 
on the morning following the riot in the shop of his master, just w'est of the 
level-crossing. Adhar Dwari, in whose* service this man was, alleges that the 
deceased died from the effects of a gunshot wound ; but the medical evidene.e 
indicates that his death was, in fact.he result of w'ounds in the abdomen 
received from some pointed w'eapon. ii ap}>ears that the deceased also had a 
serious injury on his arm caused by soni# cutting weapon. There is no 
evidence as to how' he came by tlu'sc wounds, but ihere is some evidence that the 
shop and its vicinity w'cre the seieim of a meieV between the Sikhs on the one 
hand and the Punjab police offitiers on the other. Some of the former had 
knives and axes with them and the latter had swords, some of which were 
snatched away from them by the Sikiis in the course of the riot It is probable, 
therefore, that the deceased was mistaken for an enemy in the dark and killed 
either by one of the Sikhs or by a eonstable ; but of this there Ls no definite 
evidence. 

31. Of these twenty Sikhs, eighteen died from the effects of gunshot 
wounds ; one w'as accidentally drowned apparently in an attempt to escape by 
Bwitnraing across the flughli. and one avUo Avas injured died-of cholera while 
in hospital. Of the Sikhs avIio died from the effects of gunshot wounds, all but 
one Avero killed by bullets from oOti rifles, service revolvers, or 32 pistols, 
according to the medical evidence, but one man. Xaraiit Singh, was killed by a 
bullet from a '38 revolver. It is in ( viilence that the only Aveapons used by 
the police and troojis Avere service revolvers of '150 bore, 303 rifles and two 
automatic pistols of 32 bore. There is ample evidence, on the other hand, to 
show that many of the Sikhs Avere arun d wifh American revolvers of '38 calibre. 
It is therefore in our opinion clear flint this man Narain Singh w'as killed by 
one of his own companions, probably hy accident. 

32. The information before us as to the number of persons injured in 
the course of the riot is not Aery dc'finite so far as the passenger.s by the 
Komagata Maru are concerned. Thi.s appears to be due partly to the 
frequent recurrence in different reports of unfamiliar names and ])artly akso to 
the fact that certain of the rioters witli marks of wounds on them w'ero not 
arrested until several days had elapsed after the riot Collating, as far as 
possible, the material available, it appears that of the passengers, 23 including* 
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one Muhammadan, were more or less seriously wounded in the not. In addition 

to this, 6 European and 5 Punjab police oJSSoers were injured, tc^etbfir with 

an Indian who was in the vicinity oi tho riot but did not take any part 
in it. The total number of persona injured was tbus 35. ^ The Eat^ 
pean officers were Mr. H Humphreys, I.C.S., of the Punjab Oomniis' 
sion, whose forehead was grazed by a bullet aud who was ‘also wounded 
by a blpw from a stick; Mr. D. Petrie of the Punjab Police who received bullet 
wounds in the arm and thigh; Sir Frederick Halliday, Commissirmer of 
Police, Calcutta, who was similarly injured in the left foot; and Sergeants 
Quinlan, Boyd and Edwards of the Calcutta Police who sustained more 
or less serious injuries. Of the five Indian Punjab Police officers, Sub-Inspector 
Nanak Chand had his left arm broken by a blow from a stick, while 
Constable Hari Singh received five wounds inflicted by a cutting instru¬ 
ment, of which one severed the bone of his left forearm, and another on the 
head, which is G inches long, out into and exposed the brain. The latter 
wound was of a most dangerous character,,, but the patient has made a 
most unexpected recovery. The evidence proves that all the persons above 
referred to were wounded by soniejj^the Punjab pas.sengers of the Komagata 
Bfaru. Constal^ Allah Baksh received two bullet wounds from one of which, 
after the lapse of more than a montli, a man-stopping bullet from a revolver of 
•455 or possibly *460 bore was extracted Ammunition of this kind is not 
ordinarily issued either to the militaiay or to the police, so that it may be in¬ 
ferred that the revolver with which the wound was inflicted wtis used by one 
of the rioters. The bullet extracted from the second wound of Allah Baksh 
was one from a *38 revolver and it is obvious that the wound was caused 
by ore of the Sikhs. Of the Komagata Maru passengers, Pir Baksh, a 
Muhammadan, was shot through the chest. From the size of the bullet 
extracted from the patient which was one from a 38 bore revolver it is clear 
that it must have been fired by^ one of the rioters and this is in agreement 
with the evidence of Pir Baksh himself Maugal Singh, one of the Sikhs, 

was severely wounded, sustaining an extensive fracture of tlie head of the left 
humerus. Another serious case was that Bulla Singh whose lower jaw was 
completely shot away probably by a# *303 military bullet. Another man 
Badal Singh received no less than 6 bullet wounds, all apparently caused by a 
small bore weapon. The spectator, Naha Kumar Uazra, who was injured, 
received a dangerous wound through the chest from a bullet, fired apparently 
from a *38 revolver; the shot w’hich caused this wound must therefore have 
been fired by one of the Sikhs. According to his own account he was standing 
some 120 yards from the scene of the riot at a place which was not in the line 
of fire from the troops. 

83. It will be convenient here to deal with the question of the two Punjab 
police officers who were killed in the course of this riot, namely. Head Constable 
Mai Singh, and Constable Sawan Singh. Two of the Indian railway officials at 
Budge Budge state that these 2 police officers were sliot without any justifica¬ 
tion by a body of Fusiliers on the railway platform close to the booking office. 
The witnesses state that the 2 deceased were standing in the station guarding 
3 Sikhs who had been arre.sted, when 10 or 15 Fusiliers advanced to the edge of 
the platform and that 4 or 6 shots were tnen fired at the constables or at 
the Sikh prisoners whom they were guarding by some of these Fusiliers with the 
result that Head Constable Mai Singh was wounded so severely that he died almost 
immediately and that Sawan Singh received injuries which subsequently proved 
fatal. On the other hand, the Punjab police constables who were at Budge 
Budge give an entirely different account of the manner in which these 2 men 
met their deatlis. In these circumstances we had to make somewhat detailed 
inquiries into the matter, and as a result of them, we are satisfied that the whole 
of the sto^ as told by th(^e two Indian railway officials is false. In the first 
place we find that Mai Singh and Sawan Singh were not shot at the same time 
or place, and that neither of them was shot in the railway station. As to Sawan 
Singh it appears from the evidence given before us, that he died from the 
effects of a gunshot wound received on the road in which the Sikhs assembled 
after their return to Budge Budge somewhere near the level crossing He was 
removed after the riot to the station aud was subsequently sent ig for treatm^n^ 
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in Calcutta. He died before he reached hospital, and his body was examined 
by the Police Surgeon. It was then ascertained that death was the result of a 
gunshot wound, but at the time there was no one present to identify the body 
of this man. This was also the case in respect of two other Sikhs who were sent 
in at the same time, although all these three deceased were subsequently 
identified by means of photographs taken after their decease. It is proved 
that all these three unknown deceased persons died from the effects of gunshot 
wounds. Major Moses, the Police Surgeon, who hold the post mortem, inclines 
to the view timt the wounds of all these unknown deceased were probabljr 
caused by a firearm of 32 bore but the bullets were not recovered and he is 
not certain of the correctness of this opinion. It has also been proved by the 
constables who picked up Sawan Singh that it was never su^estM at the time 
that he had been shot by the Pusiliers; and,-indeed, one man states that 
Sawan Singh himself said he had been killed by the Sikhs If he was shot 
by the Fusiliers or the Polios there is no evidence how it was done and 
it must have been an accident, but in the circumstances we think it probable 
that he was killed as stated by him by one'^9S**ttie Sikh riote^p The evidence 
indicates that the Sikhs had in addition to revolvers of 38 bore at least one 
pistol of 32 bore, and that two pistols of the latter bore were u«ed by two 
police oflGLcers, Mr. Petrie and Sergeant Horgen. 

34. The case of Mai Singh is more important. North of the station 
building there is a fence which divides the platform from a plot of ground at 
the back of the station. It appears from the deposition of an European police 
oflScer, who states that he was an eye-witness of this occurrence, that about half 
an hour after the riot had been quelh*d, 10 or 12 of the Fusiliers came up to this 
fencing and that some of them saw through the fence a man moving in this plot 
of ground behind the si ation with a sword iir his hand. Two soldiers, as it is 
stated, fired at this man and injured him very severely. The person wounded 
proved to 1)0 Mai Singh, a Head Constable of police, and it is probable that he 
was really searching for fugitive Sikh.s wlion he was shot, having his' sword in 
his hand to protect hims'df and also u.si%g1t to search for persons concealed in 
jungle growth. The wounded man was according to the evidence of this police 
officer shortly afternards brought into the station and placed on a table in 
the booking-office; and in consequence of the want of vigilance of two Punjabi 
constables .who were supposed to be Avatching him, he rolled on to the floor and 
shortly afterwards died from the tdfecis of the injuries received. It was freely 
stated at the time that he had been killed by some of the troops and this story 
appears to he correei. The medical evidence as to the weapon Avhich caused 
this Head Constable’s death is not very clear and no bullet was found on his 
body. At one time Colonel Newman stated that he thought the wound was 
probably caused by a bullet from a 303 rifle but he modified this opinion later 
and stated that it might have been caused by a small bore pistol. We think 
that the opinion first expressed was 2 )robably correct. We are further of 
opinion that the testimony of the 2 )olico officer referred to is worthy of credit 
and if this is accoi)ted we think the conduct of the soldiers who shot this head 
constable cannot he justified. If they had taken rea.sonable precautions to 
ascertain who the man was, the accident would not have happened. 

36. With the exception referro.l to in the previous paragraph, aud subject 
to the result of onquiries in regard to an incident to which reference will be 
made later, wc think on the evidence before us that the conduct of the troops 
was satisfactory. They did not fire uuiil it was absolutely necessary to do so, 
and there was, as far iis wo have been able to ascertain, no wild or unneoessarv 
fli'ing in the suppression of this I'iot The death of Mazumdar, to which 
refereoce has already been made, Avas an accident whicfii was Ave think unavoid¬ 
able in the circumstances, in the confusion of a serious riot of this nature at 
night. The evidence "s to the inimber of cartridges used shows that 177 
cartridges were fired by the troops. 

36. It has been suggested that the number of Sikhs actually killed in this 
not was larger than has been reported, that many innocent meo and women 
were also shot by the troops, and that a number of Sikhs Avere killed after the 
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riot 'w^as over and thrown into the river. These allegations have no foundation 
in fact. No single witiiess has stated before us that he either saw or heard 
of any outsider being killed or injured othef than those who have already 
been- referred to; and as to the story of men being shot and thrown into the 
river, or that more Sikhs were kill^ than was stated in the Govennnent 
report, there is equal lack of evidence. Indeed the only person who makes 
any statement on thi.s point is Amir Mahomed Khan, a leader of the 
diraffeoted party on board the ship and *a man of such character that his 
statements are unworthy of credit. 

The suggestion that any of the rioters were killed by bayonet wounds 
is also, iii our opinion, untrue. In fact the only person who is known to have 
been wounded with a bayonet was injured very slightly, and though we are 
sceptical as to some of tho details of the story told to us of the manner in 
which he received his injuries, we do not thinlc that any blame attaches to 
the Fusiliers in connection Avith tho incideift, and in any case che injury 
inflicted was veiy trifling. _ 

37. HaA'ing^pow concluded rtiC^JIeueral account of the main facts connected 
Avith the voyage of the Komvgata and tho riot at Budge Budge, it is neces¬ 

sary to deal Avith a number of important questions Avhioh require separate and 
careful examination. In the first place,it is desirable that Ave should place on record 
our Aoews as to the necessity of taking aerton under tlie Ingress into India Ordi¬ 
nance in respect of these passengers. We consider t}>at, in the circumstances, the 
GoA'crnment of Bengal avjis justiliodin havimr rocour.se t o t he provisions of this 
laAV. We belicA o that in deciding to provide a sjiecial train for these passengers, 
this Government Avas to a great extent actualed by charitable motives, as the 
information before it Avasto the elfect that these returned emigrants Avere in a 
destitute eondition, and it AvaS tl^erefore A'cry desirable, in the interests of the 
liassengers themselves, that they should be asidsted in their journey to the Funjab. 
But iudepeudeiitly of this, the ehameter of many of these pas.songers and their 
violent conduct at A'ancouver, Kobo and Singapore, and subsequently at Budge 
Budge, indicates that many of tliem Avere men of a dangerous character : 
most of them Avere by thi.s time under t^e inlluenee of Gurdit Singh and his 
followers, many Avere actually disalb cted towards CJovcnimeut and leady for 
any mischief. If they had been iillowed at largo in (Calcutta they wouhl haA'e 
endangered the public peace, and \\e think tliat tlu' (lovernment of Bengal 
acted AA'isely in deciding to .send them direct to tho Bun jab and to give thimi no 
opportunity of disturbing tlie publh* tmnquillity during th<' present state of 
war. 

38. As to the methods adojited I'or enforcing those measures, tJiereis perhaps 
more room for criticism, but it is always ea.sy to be Aviso after the event ; and 
it appears to us that the (iovernmeut decided to adojit the measures 
actually taken partly OAA ing to a lack of information and more particuarly 
from a misapprehension as to th<' real position of affairs on the ship. 
From information received at th(‘ time the vessel arrived at VancouAfcr the 
Government liad been led to lielicve that there wore two factions on hoard tlie 
ship, that the party opposed to Gurdit Singh Avas considerably stronger than that 
of his adherents it Avas also believed that the sufferings on tho voyage, 
the disputes as to food and the discoA^ery of the w'orthless nature of the 
promises made by Gurdit Singh bud engendered very bitter feelings against 
him. The facts, however, Averc that w^hatever the feelings of the passengers 
towards Gurdit Singh Avore Avlion they first arri\cd at Vancouver, he 
had subsequently regained the whole of his ’nllueuce over them. The 
real leader ol the faction Ojipo.sed to him, Hr. Iliighuuath Singh, landed 
at VaucouA'er and another leader, Bhan Singh, also tri^ to disembark. Both 
these men were therefore'regarded hy their fellow-passengers as deserters and 
traitors,^ Gurdit Singh and his julherents on the other hand remained on 
boardship, supported the jiassenger.s in ail their endeavours to secure admission 
into Canada, and if they Avere not siujcessful in these attempts at least obtained 
from the Government of Canada a quantity of provisions, for the return journey. 
Their rtatements, that these articl('.s liad been extorted by force out of the 
Oanadian Government Avere accepted, and their power on the Komagata 
Maru. proportionately increased. This influence was further strengthened by 
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Gtirdit Singh's successful endeavours to obtclfli a large sum of money out of the 
British Consul at Kobe. There is also evidence to prove that Gurclit Singh 
told the passengers that, on his return to India, he would similarly secure com¬ 
pensation for them from the Government of India on account of their 
pecuniary losses. Finally the evidence indicates that the attempts on the 
part of the revolutionary party in Canada and of the disloyal party on the 
vessel to excite disaffection against tlie Government had been remarkably 
successful on the return journey among many of the passengers, all of whom 
were smarting under a sense of injustice and injury. Gurdit Singh, 
throughout the return voyage posed as a revolutionary leader on board the 
steamer, and this also tended to bring many of the passengers on to his 
side. When the Koniagata Morn arrived at Calcutta, therefore, the 
Government olHoeis, who had expuerfod to llnd a large number of 
destitute passengers on board, tins majority of whom were violently 
hostile to Gurdit Singh, found inslfcad that he had at this time most of the pas¬ 
sengers completely under his control; ilia! many of them had been excited to 
a state of serious disaffection towards tlic ^-fiWerument, and/|p it turned out 
that a considerable number of them ^^c^e armed and prepared to go to almost 
any length in their ojiposition to the autlnn ities. The question of the number of 
firearms on this vi^sel is diseussed later, luit for the present it is sufficient to 
state that there were in fact a number of lirearms on board of which the author¬ 
ities had no information. It seems to us jiiobable that if the real facts had 
been before the Government, the measures taken would have been of a different 
character, but in the circumstances and lia\ ing regard to the information of 
the Local Government as to the xiosition of affairs on the ship, we do not think 
we should be justified in coming to 1 he conclusion that tlic measures taken 
were, save in one respect, unsuitable It A\as \ery desirable for obvious reasons 
to avoid the use of force as far as jiossihh-. and tlie Government had every 
reason to hope and believe that, wilh a small body of police to assist, there 
would be no difficulty in inducing tin' cmii^rants to accept the arrangements 
made for them. ^ 

39. There is one point, however, rcirarding which we are not satisfied that 
the measures adopted by the Goverunnmt were eitjier appropriat e or adequate and 
that is the measures taken for searching the passengers Wc think that, if it 
was considered necc.'^sary to search (hci-c luissengers at nil, it would have been 
better to have hatl effective .searches made'. .\s it was, the luggage of these men was 
searched on more than one occasion ami llic persons of some were examined, and 
there can be no doubt that the passeiicc;' were irritated at these prolonged 
examinations Both the evidence and tiie actual results indicate, more¬ 
over, that these searches were entirely ineffective. Some of the witnesses 
inform us that the soraches were undi i tnken mainly in tlie ho])e of prevent¬ 
ing seditious literature from being iiitrodmed into India; but it is, we think, 
clear from the evidence that the ofiicers who carried out the searches were also 
on the look out for firearms. If it was necessary lo .seaicli for arms, we think 
that each individual passenger and his liiugage should have been examined 
as he left the ship, and that if it was ai)]>rehendod that the passengers would 
openly defy the authorities in such a seandi it would liavc been wise to have 
had an armed force in attendance to overawe any resistance We admit, 
however, that there is considerable force in the arguments against such a 
procedure, and as before said, we feel and recognise how easy it is to criticise 
the action taken after the whole affair is over. 

40. In regard to the arrangements made for meeting the ship we have 
mentioned that Mr. Donald, the local District Magistrate, Sir Frederick Halliday, 
the Commissioner of the Calcutta Police, Mr. Humphreys, a Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of the Punjab, Mr Slocock of the Criminal Intelligence Department, and 
Mr. Petrie of the Punjab Police were all present at Budge Budge when the 
ship arrived. The presence of all these officers might suggest that there was 
some confusion as to who was ultimately responsible for the mxlers given, but 
Mr. Donald’s evidence proves that he was in chaise of the arrangements 
and that the others attended only to advise him, and we do not tliink that 
there was in fact any division of authority. 
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41. As to Sir Frederick Hallid^ the order to fire, it appears that 

flio troops were not within his jiirhuliotion as Com mission or of Police wheii he 
£?av© this order ; the Loiindai ios oF the Calcuttii police jurisdiction and those 
of the District, and llailway police are, liowever, very complicated and confused 
in that vicinity. We think iliat in any case the order to fire Avould have come 
more properly fi*om Mr. D(juald, but the officer commanding the troops was, 
in our opinion, justified in openiii" fire when he did, as the circximstance.s 
■were such that this course Avas necessary to save the li^es of those present. 
Captain Moore AAas also not aAvare of the fact that Mr. Donald was tlie senior 
Mapfistiate i)resent, and there Avas no time for him to make enquiries as t«; Avho 
A^as “ the Mairistrato of tlie highest rank.” He appealed to Sir Frederick 
Ilalliday as the chief civil autliority knoAvn to liiiu on the spot. And it should 
be noted that Sir Fredeiiek Halliday is a ^Magistrate vost.ed Avitli first class 
poAvers, exercbeable as he states throughout tlie district of the 2 l-Farganas. 

42 The question of arms has already been referred lo luort; than once in this 
report, but in vicAV of the importance of this qiu*s(ion some more detailed dis¬ 
cussion of < he (flint seems desiraiVu*. It is in evidence that, (m the voyage out 
to TancouA'er, there Averc at fust only three or foui jiistols on board, and it is 
clear that, Avhen (he riot took place at Budge Budge, the passengers had in their 
possession a considerable number of firearms in excess of this number. 
Some of the offitrers iireseut estimate Hhat the number of reA'olvers used 
by the rioters Avas 30 or 10. The evidence of other Avitnesses indicate 
that a much smaller numlier Avas used, one officer indeed mentions six as 
the number of firearms used by the Sikhs. We think that the actual number 
Avas probably lietAveen tlu'se two extrinues and tliat (hese Siklis had at least 
20 rcA'olvers. Six of these Averc recovered after the riot, some being picked up 
at the scene cf Ibe occurrence nr^d others being taken from the jiersons of the 
rioters after arrest. Jt is notcAvoi thy that tlie.sc Avi'iipons an* all American 

revolvers of the .same pattern S W. 38 Cal line, the serial numbers of 
five of them being 112357, lli'377, 11238"^, 112300, 112429. The 

numbers indicate Ibal, jirohabiy, ^hese fiAa‘ revolvers Avere ])urcbased 

at one and at the same iimti. It is stated, and we believe the 

statement to be true, that tlipy Avere distributed among the jiassengers by 
Gurdit Singh on the morning on Avhich tliis riot occurred. J^’roin the CA'idence 
and circumstances, avc infer iJiat Gurdit Singlr or one of his adherents 

procured these arms for uso in case; of need and tliat the general body of the 
passengers had nothing to do Avith them until th<^ day on Aviiich the ship 
arrived at Budge Budge. It is difficult to slate definitely wlien and Avliero 
these arms Avere procured, or the object for Avhich they Avere purchased. 
There is evidence to prove that at Vancouver efforts were made by Gurdit Singh 
to obtain arms from the disaffected Indians on shore tlirough the Captain and 
Steward of tlie Komagatu Mam, but there is nothing to show that these 
efforts were successful. The Ca])taiu of the sliip speaks of 2U0 pistols being 
smuggled on board at Yokohama, but his eA'ulencc is very vague, and aac think 
that the figure is probably exaggerated. There i.s again a suggestion tli/it part 
of the money advanced by the Consul at Kobe Avas used for the purchase of 
firearms theie : avc caunot say that this is satisfactorily proved, but w e think it is 
probable that a number of the.se firearms Avero ol>tained in Japan In any case 
it is certain that when the ves-sel left Singapore on the return jcoirney 
there Averc a large number of revolvers on board. Tliere is evidence 
that some of these were throAvn overboard between Singapore and Calcutta, 
and this story Avas accepted both by the Captain of the sliip and by the 
officers Avho met the ship at Kalpi, but the depositions on this point are to 
some extent conflicting and also vague and unconvincing. Indeed this story 
that firearms vfere thrown overboard is chiefly imjiortant in that it was 
believed by the officers AA^ho mot the vessel, and was one of the causes wliioh 
led them to hope even after the .ship arrived lliat they would not meet with 
serious re.sistance from the passengers. There is no direct evidence as to the 
purpose for which tliese arms were purchased. It has been suggested that they 
were piocured in order to overawe the passengers who were hostile to Gurdit 
Singh, and also to enable his adherent® to meet the crew on equal terms in case 
of necessity, but we incline to the view that the arms were really obtained 
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with the intention of using them against the authorities if occasion should 
arise, and that, in purchasing them, fJurdit Singh was influenced hy the considera¬ 
tion prevalent amongst all those wlio take part in revolutionaiy movements 
that tliey should be possessed of firearms. As to the distribution of the arms on 
the 29th of 8epleinber by Gurdit Singh, M'e think it is c]<>arihat. by tliis time, 
Gurdit Sijigh was eminently suspicious of the intentions of Government regard¬ 
ing him, and that he dfStributod th(^ pistols amongst his adherents with the 
deliberate intention of using tlicm, if nece.ssary, to resist the Government 
oflieers in any action they might take against him. In any case it is certain 
that these weapons were loaded and r<;udy for use at the moment the riot 
began, and that the use of them was foreseen and was part of a definite plan. 


43. A discussion of the qxieslion of firearms naturally leads to two other 
important points ixi this enquiry, namely, the que.stion of who began tlie firing 
at Budge Budge and whether any of (be Punjabis Avho tised firearms were 
identified. As to the first point liicre is abundant cn idcuce to slun\ that it was 
the Sikhs who opened fire, that tlnx ])oliec used their revolvers to defend them¬ 
selves against their as.suilan(s, and tbai ili(5,4l^i^])s only openoii^ie at a subse¬ 
quent period when it was absolutely necr^sary to do so and after Jhe Sikbs had 
fired about 20 or IKJ shots An atteuij i lias been made by many of the Sikh 
prisoner's and some persons re.sid(;nis a( Ibidge Budge as also hy one Indian rail¬ 
way offieial to make out that the Sikbs on their retui-n to Ihidge Budge were 
ordered to halt near the level crossing and ibat the t roops them opened tire on them 
for I'.o reason whatever. This story is in iisnlf inheuMitly improbalde and there is 
ample evidence of the most trustAvoitli\ ''haraeter to jnove (hal it is false ; this 
fact is so cl(!ar indeed that it Avenild, in oiii- ojnnion, ben waste of time to discuss 
it at any longtii. The Sikhs who made ihe .statennent luiAe obAoous reasons 
for iin'onting such a steu'y and cenijrb* n iiii it an allennlion (hal they had no 
tiicarms with them, a statement whidii is (*('i tainh^ mil rue. The onlv

railway officer A\ho makes (his alb-gntinn does not gi\ ii the same evidence 
be,fore us on tills point that he gam on previous oeeasion. and has also 


given us an incorrect version of iwi. other incidents in (his oecurren.ee 
to Avhicb leferenee Avill be made 4:iter. The villageis Avho depo.sed to 
the fact that; tlu' troops began the lli ingdid not . avc believe, really see boAV 
the riot began, as the actual nffrav liegan afte» dark and at some little distance 


from Iheirshojis W'e think also ili.-it directly there was any apprehension 
of a disturbance most of thos(‘ rciiidiim in the A'iciiiitv fled from the scene of 
the occurrence in fear of injury \\’t‘ ap]ncheiul that tlu*y may have been 
influenced in their evidence by llic ia<-t that a largi' number of Sikbs have 
been killed, by the stoi'ies Avhicli liavc been circulated of the ill-tieatmcnt of 
one Mangal Singh Avho Avas an esled on the 30th Sei>tember, and by a feeling 
of sympathy Avith the jias.sengers on account of the refusal of the Canadian 
authorities to admit them into Canada. 


44. Although, liowcicr, we liud (bat it is proved that the tiring Avas begun 
by the Sikhs who Avere as tin* (wideiu'C indientes the only persons avIio had 
firearms ready for use at that inoinc*n1, tiiero i.s-, in our o])inion, no satisfactory 
evidence to indicate Avhich of the Sikhs actually used revoh eis The man wdio 
fired at Superiutendont Tiastwood has not been identified. Vmt from the state¬ 
ments of .«ome of the witnesses it seems probable lliat lu' was killed in the riot, 
aiHl in the confusion Avliich followed it was impossible to idei.tify any of the 
other passengers avIio used firearms. 'I'bere is satisfactory evidence. hoAV'ever, 
to prove that Aveapous Avere found on the person of one man Avho Avas arrested 
alter the riot, and (hat in the case of another absconder arrested some days 
after the oocuri'cnce a revolver Avas found lying under a tree Avhere ho had 
been seen just before he Avas arrested. But beyond tlijs there is no satisfactory 
evidence to connect any individual Sikh Avitb the ])ossessiou of arms. The one 
man who AA’j^ found armed on arrest, Surai)) Singh, lias been prosecuted for 
Tiossession ol a revoh'er Avithout a license under the Arnus Act. Allegations 
have been made that another Sikli was arrested on the morning of the 30th 
with a reA’olver Avhich ho Avas about ti» lh*o at the Fusilier who arrested him, 
but for a A'ariety of reasons we are rather sceptical as to this ovidonee. 
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45, We have already stated that, in our opinion, the immediate came of 
this attack by the Sikhs upon the police was the action taken by Superin* 
tendent Eastwood to bring Gindit Singh out of the crowd for an interview wtui 
Mr. Donald. But in the ciir.iiinstanoos it is necessary to discuss this important 
QU6stion in i^i'oator dctnil. '.Ihcri' is iio t5vic?6ncc to iiidicftfc tliflt SupBrint®!!” 
dent iSastwood dclibet'ately proN'oIcod tho attack on him, tliat he behaved impro* 
porly or used any violence to any ot the Sikhs, and in these ciroumstanoos tthere 
was, in ouropinion, no jusHiication whatever for the violent attack of the Sikhs 
or for the use of tireanns. Iiuleed, we think that, in ordinary circumstances, 
the action of Superintendent East\>ood would have had no harmful result and 
that it was the peculiar conditions and circumstances of the case which caused 
this action to he so keenly resented on this occasion. It must be remembered 
that the Sikhs are, generally spo.akiug, both courageous and excitable, and the 
passengers on hoard llie Koma<iaf(( Maru w'^ere by this lime in a state of acute 
discontent and irritation. .Many of them were, we believe, full of the seditious 
doctrines wdiich they hid i)cen taught on tlio journey, and had been led by 
Gurdit Singh to believe that their ends could only Ijo gained by force. The 
conduct of th^colonial autuOTi^.'s in refusing to allow them to land at 
Hong .ICong "or Singapore had rendered tliem more liittor than tver, 
and by the time they arrived in British India, they had come to believe 
that Giirdit Singii was the only man who would be able to secure some 
compensation for their losses ain! suffrt-ings. They •\\ero therefore prepared 
to take any risk in pvotccling him from arrest At the time of this out¬ 
break., moreover, their temiiors were not improved by a march of 8 or 10 
miles in the heat of a Sepfeniber day, or by the treatment they had 
received from some oi the European police sergeants on the way back to 
Budge Budge. As to this last point, it is in evidence that on the ivay back to 
Budge Budge, many of the passengers atlem])te.d to .siniy from time to time 
into sIio])s and hye-ways, probahly with a view to eseape, hut o.steusibly 
to get Avaler to drink, and thev wore forcihlv broim'hl: hack to I he road 
and made to reioin the mam body of the pa sengers. Some of the [la'isengei's 
state indeed that during this pint of their journey, the police ofriccr.s re¬ 
peatedly kicked them. We do not^ tiud any sat isfactory evidence of this, 
but there is credible te.stimouy thiit some of the jioliee were rough to persistent 
stragglers and use 1 more force than was necessary in pre\cnting attempts 
to stray. We do not think lluif the idolonee used can have heou very 
great or it would have led to imme.liatc ri'prisils and also would have 
attracted the atteutiun of some of iho superior olUeers in atUmdauce. All these 
circumstances, incur opinion, slimnlated and accentualcd tli(‘ irritation ivhich 
prcA^ailed among the jia.ssengers. liiuler the.si- coinlifioiis very little was needed 
to cause a breach of the peace. 'I hc adA’ance of Superintouilent Eastwood towards 
Gurdit Singii with the po.ssibic intention of airesting him was (juite sufRcient 
to cause the passemrerv! break out into open Aiolcnee, and when a single shot 
was fired by some mischhuons iciiiorent of Gurdit Singh, those of the passen¬ 
gers who Averc in jios.session of firearms were ready enough to folloiv the 
example It is probable also that i!i<? Siklis were ul< the time when this riot began 
in ignorance of the ])reseuco o! t ho troops at Budge Budge. The occurrence 
took jilacc at night, the 1 lOops wm*' .some distance in the real’, and even if it is 
accepted that the troops had Ix^en seen Avhen the ])ass(mgc*rB were turned back 
on the Calcutta road, it is (piiie pos.sible that they Avero Jiot aware ^at 
the troops had followed them as fur as Budge Budge. It is difficult to helwve 
indeed that men of ordinary pnnhmco AAOuld have attempted to use firearms 
on the police if they had been aware, that a large body of troops was in the 
immediate vicinity ready to assist the aiitlu)rities if culled on 


40. Another matter of sonn> interest Avliich Ave have investigated with 
considerable care i.s thft reason which led the pa8scngei‘.s by the S.S. Konw 
gata Maru to n‘fuse to proceed iotlie Bunjah from Budge lUidge. We are 
of opinion that in this matter, a.s in (jthor matters of iuniorlance throughout the 
voyage, the majority of Llie ])ashengers acted under the influence of Gurdit 
Singh and his immediate adh<'renfs. At the time Gurdit Singh Avas very anxi¬ 
ous to get to Calcutta to pose as a martyr and inaugurate an agitation against 
the British Government in rcsiJCcL of this voyage of the Komagata Maru. 
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He had failed in his desire to secure admission for the emigrants into Vancouver 
and all he could hope for was that he might be able to inflame the minds of the 
public against the British authorities and in par-ticular the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment; this object was likely to he frustrated if he and liis felloAv passen¬ 
gers were not allowed to go t(i Calcutta. Many of the emigrants did not, 
however, share this view; tlu;y wore anxious to take advantage of the 
assistance ofiPered to them by the Government, and for this reason about 60 of 
them did proceed in the si)eeial train provided foi them at Budge Budge. 
It is stated that some of these men, notably the 17 Mahomedans from 
Shabpur, were the more ready to go as they owed Gurdit Singh money but 
tliey deny owing him anything. In any case it is not alleged that the rest of 
those who went off hy the train were debtors of Gurdit Singh, and wc do 
not doubt that a large number of ilie passengers would have consented to 
enter tnis train but for tJie inispre.sentations of Gurdit Singh. To some of the 
passengers he alleged that tire train was not being sent to tbo J'unjab at all, 
that all trains for the Punjab sftirted from llowrab, and that no train could go 
there from Budge Budge Avhieh is nol on tlic Howrah side of the Hughli. This 
incorrect staternemt Avas the nioro readily blSfi^md, liccause in^lRc ordinaiy course 
of events trains de not pnjeeed direct from Budge Budge to tlie Punjab and the 
passengers had not a})parently been wai-ued that they w ould be landed there. 
To other passengers, to Avhom he owed money <m account of the advances made 
to him at Moji, Gurdit Sini;li slated tiiat he Avas unable to pay bis dries at the 
time but would do so if he Avas gixen an o[)podunity f f going to the Sikh 
temple at Howrah ; and many of the Sikhs Avho Avere owed money hy Gurdit 
Singh Avere uriAvilling to leave hiin unli] he liad satLstied their demands. 
He had also promisral to distribule am.mg the jtassengers Ailien they arriA^cd in 
British India, the balance of the D.ouO yen gi\ en t(! him at Jvobc. This too 
he refused to do until be bad reac]u*d ilu; (;^irdAvjiia at iloAirah. Finally, it i.s 
in evidence tliat. bo ]»romised maoy of these uiiforiunate ])coj)lc that if they 
accompanied him to CaUmtta he woid'l bring a suit airainst tire Govci-nment to 
secure repaynrent of the money sjicni by them on the voyage to Canada, and 
many appear to have followed him oiijn’s march to Calcutta in the hope that he 
wonhl he able to secure for them cumpensation from the Goa eminent for the 
losses wbich they bad suffered W are of opinion tliat the majority of 
the emigrants avIio refusc{l to eoiiipiy aa dh the orders of (lo\ernment to entrain 
at Budge Budge did so OA\ing to tln i. belief in tlu'se and other similar allega¬ 
tions mad(‘ by (Jurdit Singh \V(' in liove also that il many of these men had 
been left to tbemseh'es tliev aaouUI li:i\e made no attemp.t to force their Avar to 
Calcutta and have proceeded quietly in tin* Punjab. 

47. Tu the course of this re[)Ov( A\t haA'c frequently referred to Gurdit Singh 
and his close adhei-eiits, and it may b.- useful thei'cfore if avc state our vicAvs as 
to who these adliereuts Avere, as they .eally constituted the leaders of the A’oam- 
gata Marit Aonlure, and are iespoi;-ilde in great nu'asuro for the misfortunes 
of the passengers Tire li.st we give below docs not piir])ort to be complete, 
as tbei’O is a gretit lack of information rcgardiing many of-the emigrants; 
hut of those Avhoso names have been ])ruught prominently To our notice, avo 
think that the followTug aacic intimately connected with Gurdit Singh in 
this venture :—

Of these Gurdit Singh and Dal jit Singh have 
Bir Singh leit tlie ship in Jai)au on tlie return voyage; Tehal Singh ana jvn^ 
Singh are, it is believed, dead; the rest are prisoners in the Kalighat Aaii. 
Most of these men appear to be violent and dangerous charaoLera and ready 
to go to great length in support oi‘ Gurdit Singh. On the other hand, we 
think that the majority of the rest of the passengers are in themselves harmless 
We do not seek to justify their <>onduot at Budge Budge, as it is clear that a

Canada, a land represented to them as flowing with milk and honey, 
they did start on this voyage, they wore fully impressed with the idea that tiiey 
would be allowo^o laud on arrrnrHvithout objection. Tliey suflered considei- 
able hardships on the I'oyage out. and those who had any pioney with Ihem 
were made to subscribe considerabie sums over and above their fares tor this 
venture. On arrii al at Vancouver they were refused aelinissioii and waited there 
for a iieriod of two mouti s, making fruitlews^cflorts to secuic pcrjni.ssion to land. 
During this period they suffered great hardships, and were tor a time in ac ua 
want of food, h’inally they were directed to return, having sjient abou a 
lakh and a half (.'f ru[)oes ou the voyage. Throughout the voyage tliey were 
subjected to seditious iufluoaces, particularly at Vauoou'er and on the re urn 
journey, and in the eircuuistances were peculiarly susceptihU? to tlie ac vice 
of disaffected and seditious leadei^c Their discontent was aecentuated y 
the facit that they were rel used arimission to Ilong Kong ■where niai^ or tJiem 
had lived before, and because they were not allowed to land at Singapoic. 
Finally, when tliey arrived in the Hughli, their resent nioiit was aggravatec^ 
by pi*olonged searches of their luggage, and by the fact that they 
denied access to Calcutta wliere thejr hoped to obtain some compensation 
for the losses which they had sufl’eiv 1. The ship Avas lakon to Budge .Bu ge, 
a place ivith Ailiich they were hot familiar, and they ivere suddenly direc e 
to procjed from there direct to the Punjab. Apart Iroui any consideratious 
of the propriety of the A'arious measures to Avbicli Ave have rel erred, it is 
clear that they were likely to cause, and in fact did cause, active ieolings o 
discoutcut and irritation among the passengers llax iiig regard to these 
facts, Avc think tliat, if the coiuluct of these men calls Jor very severe censuio 
in many lespects, ihoy arc also entitled to commiseration- 

48^ The case of Jawahir Mull and his brother Naraia Das requires separate 
consideration, .fanahir Mull i.s a young man of 23 years of age ami a graduate 
in Arts; Narain Das is a youth of 17 and well educated for his age ine 
evidence regarding them is very divergent. The Consul-General at 
cribed Jawahir Mull as a dangerous character, and the same opinion 
pressed in more decided language regarding both brothers by all the Japaii^e 
officers. The jiasseugois on the other ham! speak of them as boiug perlectly 
inoffensive traveller-s. They eertuiuly did not take any part in the mOAcment 
to emigrate to Canada, as they did not join the ship until the return vA'as nearly 
completed. Wo are not in comi»lote agreement as to the character of these 
two pa'i.senger.s, and wo find it \ery diliicult to decide this question on the 
evidence before us. We consider, however, that it would be impossible to 
frame any definite opinion in res|Kicl: of them until further inquiries have been 
made both in Kobe and in their uaiivo province.

There is reason to believe that before disembarking Gurdit Singh 
distributed part of this money to some associates, including one man called Tehal 
Sin^i and that Tehal Singh handtid over a xmrt or the whole of the sum so 
retwivod to a Sikh named Nand Singh, who was subsoquejitly arrested in 
lihowanipore in the suburbs of Cal<*utt:i A large sum f)f money was found on 
the person of this inisoner wlien anested, including 11s. 1,025 in cash and a 
number of notes among which were H notes of a Imndrei yen each The money 
given to Gurdit Singh by the Coiihu1-( Jencral at Kobe was, it is believed,“paid by 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank in yen notes On the Ist, 5th and loth of 
October a Bombardier of the Royal Garrison Artillery, at present attached tf> the 
wireless station in I'ort William, wliero (he Fusiliers are also stationed, cashed 29 
hundred-yea notes of the approxiiua(<* value of £290 at the Calcutta branch of 
the Hong Ivongnnd Shanghai Bank. rce;)iving in exchange rupo(i-notes of various 
denomiuations, including a certain mnnber of lOO-rupec notes, the niimbeis 
of which are known Five eff these* 100-rupeo notes have been traced 
to a poddar or nioiujy chang<*r in the I'Ort, who deposes that he I'ccelvcd them 
from four soldiers in the Royal Fusilic.s 'I’tWTteoldior.s Avho u^nged these notes 
signed their names in the nott; register of i,\\Q poddar, but of the signatures, all 
except one, are denied by' the p(;rs(>ns m liose names purport to be signed, and on a 
comparison of the actual signatures of these men wiih the signatures in the book 
wo think that the signatures are probably forgeries i hestgnature in the register 
relating ti> the remaining note is admiUc I. This note was, as alleged, received by 
a private in the Fusiliers Irom an Eurojx'an dre&sod in multi at the regimental 
coffee shop in exchange lor small notes It is impossible at present to arrive 
at any definite decision as to the putper inferences to be diawn from this 
evidence, and the matter is still under police ijivestigation. Wc are informed 
that this police iuve.stigation ivill nor l)e concluded for some time as efforts 
are being made to trace other not( s is'-aen bv the bank in excliaiige for the 
100-yen notes and to ascertain who actually changed the notes already traced 
with the jioddar. It has ))een suij'rcsiod that some of the soldiers on duty 
at Budge Budge looted the linndred-ven notes referred to from some of the 
Sikhs Theie is, however, no cvidetice of this, and it is possible that the 
possession of the notes by the Boinii irdier may be accounted for in some 
satis!aotoi-y manner or that the notes ware never the property of the Sikhs We 
thick, however, that the matter calls for most searching enquiry by the police, 
and that the facts referred to above should be lirought to the notice of Gov¬ 
ernment. The only other mention of any attem]>t to loot is a .statement 
by one witness that a European not in uniform was seen on the night of the 
occurrence })uttiug his hand into a h.-iversack lying on a bench near the level- 
crossing ; but this man has not been identified, and the story does not seem to 
us to bo entirely above, suspicion 

50. lu rcg.ard to the condu<‘t of the police who were present at Budge 
Budge on the occasion of tlic riot, w c tind that there is nothing wliich leacls 
us to suspect that they' used any unnecessary violence in the performance of 
their duty save at one })nrticular ])eri<»d which has already' been referred to, 
namely, when tliey w'erc escorting tlu^ passengers back by the Calcutta road to- 
Budgo Budge. We think that at that time some of (ho European Police Sert 
geants were somewhat rough Jind, in the circurastances, this perhaps is noo 
surprising. When, however, the riot began they were inferior in iiiirabers te 
the Bikhs, and, w'ith the exception of five men, had no firearms They' werf 
very severely assaulted by a body' of men superior to them in number, many of 
whom were armed with revolvers, w'ithout any chance of being able to 
defend themselves effectively. 

61. As to the other officers, both European and Indian, it is })roved by the 
evidenoe of nearly all the witnesses, including a great majority of the passengers 
on board the ship, that they treated the passengers with the greatest courtesy 
and oonsideratiou ; on the other hand, there is convincing testimony to 
prOF© that many of these returning Punjabi emigrants, after the arrival of the 

at Budge Budge, behaved in a very insolent and discourteous manner. In 
the cagmunstanoee we consider that the conduct of those officers was most praiso- 
worte^ and that they-showed great tact and forbearance in dealing with a 

troublesome body of men. 
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52. Bi^ardin^ the subsequent arrest ol the fugitives, there is little, so far 
as the arreiBto at Budge Budge are conoemed, of importance to report. When 
the rioters had diBjiersed, it u as apprehended tliat a large number of them 
might try to escape or force their way to Calcutta, and to prevent this, adequate 
measures were taiJken to guard the main routes to the city. These precautions 
were continued for some days, during which peidod the police ere assisted by 
detachments of trooj^s and also by two squadrons of the Calcutta Light Horse, 
to whose services the Inspector General of Police specially refers in his report 
on the steps taken to arrest the fugitives. 

The rioters arrested after the occurrence were not ill-treated and every 
care was taken to ensure prompt medical attendance in the case of any of 
them that were injured. It has,, however, been alleged before us by 
the same two Indian railway officers, to whose evidence a reference has 
already been made, that one of the Sikhs, Mangal Singh by name, was seriously 
ill-treated on arrest at Budge Budge, and thatf he was suspended to a lamp 
post by a chain which was tied round his neck and drawn so tight that he was 
almost lifted otf feet. On efn^iry we have ascertained that though this 
man was treated with considerable severity, this story is an exaggerated 
statement of the facts. The prisoner referred to, Mangal Singli, who is 
extremely eccentric, as we found on examination of him, made no complaint 
of any ill-treatment himself. Prom the evidence on record it is established 
that he was discovered hiding in a boat near Budge Budge on the morning 
of the 30th and that he attacked two Eu’ opean officers who attempted to 
arrest him with great violence, lifter arrest he was sent to the station in 
charge of two soldier.'?. On the way be escaped from their custody and rau 
into the river, and when arrested again he jefnsed to move at all and again 
resisted those who had been deputed to remove him to the station. He 
was then tied to a bamboo and carried to the station, and in view of his 
dangerous character was tied to a lamp post by a chain which was passed 
first round his w'aist and then round his neck. The chain was not dravrn tight, 
nor was he in any way suspended. I’he station master, however, pointed out 
that he w'as exposed to the sun in this position, and the prisoner himself told us 
that directly he began to snlTcr inconvenience from the treatment he was 
receiving, and promised to sit dow n tpiietly with the other jjrisoners, he was 
placed with them. It is clear from these facts that the statements of the 
railway officer already referred to in respect of this prisoner cannot be accept¬ 
ed in their entirety, but there is some evidence to show that Mangal Singh 
was treatel with considerable Iiai^hness, and while we must admit that he prt>- 
voked such treatment by his conduct, we think that it is a matter for regret 
that this was allowed. Incidentally it may be stated that we believe that the 
treatment received by this man excited considerable resentment against tne 
troops among the residents at Budnt^ Budge. 

63. As to the arrest of the Siklis who escaped to outlying districts the 
points of importance are noted below. Many of the fugitives appear to have 
escaped after the riot across the ri\er into the districts of Howrah and Midna- 
pore, some straying to Burdw'au, Hughli and Bankura and a number were arrested 
in these districts. One of the.se men, Suraiii Singh, a name already mentioned, 
was arrested in the Midnapur district with a 38 Smith and Wesson revolver 
in his possession. A large body of men, some of whom must have been in 
possession of arms immediately before they were captured, wore also arrested 
in Champadanga in the Howrah district. The evidence shows that information 
was received on 1st October that 25 armed Sikhs had been seen near a place 
called Jagatballabpur in the Howrah district and a body of troops and 
police proceeded in search of them. Ihe fugitives were fomid iu the middle 
of the night asleep close to the road near Champadanga, which is not very 
far from Jagatballabpur, and attempts were made to surround them. These 
attempts were discovered by the Sikhs, who at once made efforts to escape, 
and a shot was then fired into the air by one of the officers present as a signal 
that the police and troops engaged in the pursuit of these men were to olcae 
with the fugitives and arrest them. Immediately this shot was fired, the 
Sikhs, several of whom were armed, open^ fire iu return and the police tmd 
tx^ps r^Aliated but with little effect, as no person was either on the 
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8^e of the Sikhs or the police. After a short time the order to coaso fire was 
given and the absconders were called on to surrender and a certain number did 
80 ; of this body of fugitives 17 were arrested though no arms were recovered 
and eight men escaped. It may be noted that Amar Singh and Snrain Singh, 
referred to in para. 47, were among this party of twenty-five men. The fact 
that the Sikhs again used firearms on this occasion is of some importance as it 
indicates that they were prepared to resist any attempts to arrest them ; but 
we think they probably were also under the impression, when the signal shot 
was fired into the air, that they were being attached with firearms and for this 
reason returned the fire. If some other more suitable signal had been selected 
to indicate to the police when to close, it is possible that the Sikhs would never 
have opened fire at all The matter is however of no groat importance as no 
was injured on either side. In all 211 of the rioters have been arrested up 
to date. Por convenience of reference we have caused a list to be prepared of 
these men. The list is contained in Appendix IV, which also shows the names 
of the rioters killed and those believed to bo at large. 

64. The preceding paragraph conclude our finding^n the questions 
referred to us for inquiry. It will be noted that we have deliberately abstained 
from citing the evidence recorded in support of each of these findings. It 
appears to us that any such reference is unnecessary in a report of this nature. 
Moreover, any attempt to refer in detail to all the evidence which covers 
nearly a thousand printed pages would render our report undesirably long and 
complicated. Finally, in many cases it would be most undesirable, both in the 
interests of Government and in the interests of the persons concerned, to pub¬ 
lish the names of those from whom we have received information in the course 
of this inquiry. We also desire to make it clear that in respect of many of 
the points that have arisen for oonsideratioa in our investigation the evidence 
before us has necessarily been very meagre. Indeed, many of these x)oint8 
could not be fully elucidated without {irolonged enquiries in China, Japan and 
Vancouver, and the opinions expressi^d in this report on such points are only 
tentative and based on such informalas we have been able to obtain. 

66. In conclusion we desire to lliniik the Government of Bengal and the 
various officers whom we have had occasion call before us for the assistance 
rendered to us in the course of this long and complicated inquiry. We also 
desire in particular to place on record our appreciation of the manner in which 
Mr. Twynam has performed his duties as Secretary to this Committee. Ilis 
services were placed at our disposal by the Bengal Government and the assist¬ 
ance he has rendered to us in our investigations has been invaluable.

No immigront of Asiatic origin shall be permitted to enter Canada unless in actual and 
personal possession i^his or her own r^ht of 200 dollars unless such ])erson is a native or 
subject of an Asiat^ country in regard to which special statutory regulations are in force or 
with which the Government of Canada has made a s^iecial treaty or convention. 


APPENDIX II. 

By His Royal Highness the Governor-General (of Canada) in Council. 

Order in Council, dated the 7th January 19J4<. (P. C. No. 23.) 

From and after the date hereof the laSiding in Canada shall be and the same is hereby 
prohibited of any immigrant who has come to Canada otherwise than bv continuous journey 
from the country of which he is a native or naturalised citizen and upon a through ticket 
purchased in that country or prepaid in Canada. 

Order in Council, dated the 7th January 1914*. (P. C. No. 24.) 

From and after the date hereof no emmigrant of any Asiatic race shall be permitted to 
land in Canada unless such immigrant {Kissess in his own right money to the amount of at 
least two hundred dollars. Provided that this regulation shall not npply to any person who 
is a native or subject of an Asiatic country as to whicii special statutory regulations inconsis¬ 
tent with this regulation are in force, or with which there i-» in operation a siiecial treaty, 
agfreemeut or convention binding the Government of Canada if the provisions of this regula¬ 
tion be inconslclent with the stipulations of such treaty, agreement or convention.

Despatch from His Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople summarising: 
events leading up to rupture of relations with Turkey, and reply 
thereto.

I I'AVE th** honour to report on the eircnmstancos which preceded and accompanied my departure 
from Constantinople im the 1st Noveinb‘:r. 

On tny retnni to my ]iost on the 6th August, a fortnight after the outbivak of the European war, 
the sittiation was already such as to give ground for the apprehension th it Turkey w.uild be driven 
by Oerinany sooner or later to take imit in it as her ally. 'I he Ottoman army, under the supreme 
command of linver I’asba who was entirely in Gonnan hands, bad been inohiliscd, and although the 
Government had declared their int<>ntion of presciving their neutrality, they had taken no projior .steps 
to ensure its maintenance. They^iad, on the contrary, jcopjirdised thi ir ability to do fo by the 
admission of the German W’arFbips “ Goelen and breshiu ” into tho Daidanellcs on the iOth August. 
Events have confirmed what I and my preneb and Hussian colleagues coustanily impressed upiii the 
Grand Vizier and other Ministers at the time, that so long as the Gerhnan Admiral and crews remained 
on board the German waiships, the Geiman Govcinment were master^ of the situation, and were in a 
position to force the hand of the Turkish Government if at any given moment it suited them to do so. 

So far as the Grand Vizier was concerned, the warning fell upon deaf ears, and it was at no time 
pofSihlo to persuade His Highness to admit that he would not be able to control developments to 
which be Was himself opposed and which had not the approval of the whole Government. It is quite 
possible that be was sincere in this conviction, but he was fully alive to the precarious nature of his 
own position and to the fact that any real attcm]'t on .his part to run counter to the policy of Knver 
Pasha and the military authorities would have meant his elimination. This event would have brought

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matters to a head at once, which would have been oontrairto the policy of the allied Powers of pest* 
poning for as long ae possible, if they were unable to arerfr altogether, the intervention of Turkey in the 
war, with the vast and complicated issues involved in the raising of the Eastern question, so tnat my 
rdle and that of my French and Russian colleagues, with whom I acted in complete accord throughout, 
was neoessarily restricted to one of remonstrance and to an endeavour to expose and defeat the German 
intrigues. 

In pursuance of a long-prepared policy, the g^test pressure was at once exercised by Germany 
to force Turkey into hostilit'es. German success in the European war was said to be assured. The 
perpetual menace to Turkey from Russia might, it was suggested, be averted by a timely alliance with 
Germany and Austria. Egypt might be recovered for the Empire. India and other Moslem countries 
represented as groaning under Christian rule might be kindled into a flame of infinite possibilities for 
the Caliphate of Constantinople. Turkey would emerge from the war the one great Power of the East, 
even as Germany would be tbo one great Power of the West. Such was the substance of German 
misreprespni atious. It is a matter of common- consent that Enver Pasha, dominated by a quasi- 
Napoleonic ideal, by political Pan-Islamism, and by a conviction of the superiority of the German arms, 
was from the first a strong jartisan of the German alliance. How far his several colleagues and other 
directing spirits outside the Ministry entered into bis views is to some extent a m.itter of speculation ; 
but it may be taken as certain that the Sultan, the Heir Apparent, the Grand Vizier, Djavid Boy, a 
majority of the Miiilstiy, and a cons derable section of the Committee of Union and Progress were 
opposed to bO desperate^gf adventure as vfVe with the allies. At what moment Talaat Bey, the most 

E ovveiful civilian in ttic^abinet and the most conspicuous of the Committee, leaders, finally threw in 
is lot with tlie war party cannot be ascerta.ined precisely. His sympathies were undoubtedly with 
them from the beginning, but the part which he actually played in the earlier stages is shrouded in 
mystciy. I have reason to think that for some time h# may have thought it possible, by steering a 
middle course, to postpone a decision until it was clearer what would bo the result of the European 
war; and be may well have been anxious to gain time and to secure in exchange for Turkeys’s adhesion 
to the German cause something more solid than promises. These were tendered, indeed, on a l.ivish 
scale, but 1 am not aware that they were given in a form which could be considered binding. It is 
certain in any case that Talaat Bey 's hesitations were overcome, and that he had definitely joined the 
conspiracy to bring about war this autumn some three weeks before the crisis was precipitated. 

Whatever the views of individual Ministers or others m^y have been, the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment made no effort to emancipate themselves from German influence or to stein the tide of its 
progress. The mat<'ri-dl hold established by the introduction of the two German ships was on the 
contrary allowed to be strengthened. Not only did these ships remain under elTeetive German control, 
but a strong German clement was imported into the remainder of the fleet, even before the British naval 
mission, which liad been reduced to imootence by OTder of the Minister of Marine, had been recalled 
by His Majesty’s Govemriient. Large numbers of Germane were imported from Germany as unostenta¬ 
tiously as possiHe, to he employed in the forts of the Dardinelles and Bos [boms and at other 
crucial jKiints. Numerous Germ in merch'awt vessels, of which the mo.st important wi re the “ Corco- 
vodo ” and the “General/’ served as bases of communication and as auxiliaries to what had beeorae,- 
in effect, a German Black Sea Fleet. Secret communications with the German General Staff were 
established at the outbreak of th * war by means of the wireless apparatus of the “ Corcovado/'’ wliicli 
was anchored opposite the German Embassy at Therapia, and which was continuously used for this 
among other purposes throughout the whole period under review, in spite of my urgent representations 
and those of my French and Russian colle.'gues. Other German ships jilayd with the Turkish flag as 
they plea.sed, in order to facilitate their voyages or cloak their real character while in port, and a 
department was constifuted at the German Embassy for the pnrjxiso of requisitioning supplii^s for the use 
of the German Government and tin ir ships. All these things were tolerated by a complaisant Turkish 
Government, who appeared to be indifferent to the incessant encroachments on their sovereignty if not 
to welcome them. 

On land, the officers of the German military mission displayed a ubiquitous activity. Their 
supremacy at the Ministry of Mar, combin'd with the close co-operation which existed between them 
and the Militarist party, made it easy to fortify an already strong position. Acting in conjunction 
with other less accredited agents of their own nationality, they were the main organist»rs of those 
military preparation.s in Syria which so directly menaced Egypt, and which became a serious source of 
preoccupation and a constant theme of my remonstrances. 

The evidence of these preparations became daily more convincing. Emissaries of Enver Pasha 
were present on the frontier, bribing and organising the Bedouins. Warlike stores were despatched 
south, and battalions of regular trw)ps werepo.sh-d at Kafab, whilst the Syrian and Mosul army corps 
were held in readiness to move south at short notice. The Syrian towns were full of German officers, 
who were provided with large Bum.s of money for suborning the local chiefs. As an illustration of the 
thoronghness of the German prej^rations, I was credibly informed that orders were given to obtain 
estimates for the making of Indkin military costumes at Aleppo in order to simulate the appearance of 
British Indian Troops. Under directions from the Central Govomment the civil anthorities of* the 
Syrian coast towns removed all their arcluves and ready money to the interior, and Moslem families 
w;ere warned to leave to avoid the consequences of bombardment by the British fleet. The Khedive 
himself was a party to the conspiracy, and arrangements were aotnally made with the German 
Embassy for bis presence with a military expedition across the frontier. 

However difficult it would have been for the Ottoman Government to regain their control oyer 
the anoe4 forces of the State after the arrival of the ** Goeben ” and “ Breslau/' the iiukionp 
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campaign carried on with their encoura^ment by means of the press, the preachers in the mosquee, 
and the pamphleteers, is evidence that its most pawerfol members were in sympathy with the anti- 
• British movement. I had, indeed, actual proof of the inspiration by Talaat Bey and Djemal Pasha 

of articles directed against Great Britain. Every agency wtdch could be used to stimulate public 

opinion in favour of Germany and to inflame it against the allies was set at work with the connivance, 
and often with the co-operation, of the Turkish authorities. All the Turkish new8j)apera in 
Constantinople became German organs ; they glorified every real or imaginary success of Germany 
or Austria j they minimised everything favourable to the allies. 

The encloBuree in an earlier despatch will have shSwn to what depths of scurrility some of the 
more corrupt and unbridled of them descended in their onslaughts on Great Britain, and how 
unequally the censors of the press held the balance when exercising their practically unlimited powers. 
The provincial papers were no less euthu8iasti(!ally pro-German ; the setni-ofTioial telegraphic agency, 
which is practically worked by the Ministry of the Interior, was placed at the disposal of Ger;T.an 
propaganda. Through these agencies unlimited use was made of Turkey’s one concrete and substantial 
grievance against Groat Britain as distinguished from other European Powers, that is, the detention 
of the " Sultan Osman " and the " lleshadie ” at the beginning of the European war. Other 
grievances, older and less substantial, we«e raked out of the past ; and the indictment of Great 

Britain and her allies was completed by a series of iuventlous and distortions of the truth designed to 

represent them as the enemy, not merely of Turk-y, but of t]}# whole of IsUra. Attacks of the latter 
kind became especially frequent in the latter half of October, and were undoWledly directly inspired 
by Germany. My u'gentrrepresentations to the Grand Vizier and to Talaat Bey, both verbal and 
written, had hardly even a temporary effect in checking this campaign. 

It may seem strange that, thus equipped and tlms abetted,' those vho sought to involve Turkey in 
the Europ ean war failed so long to achieve their object. The reasons were minifold. As I have 
already indicated, the party which stood for neutrality contained men who, lacking though they were 
in any material means of enforcing their views, (■i)iild not easily be ignored. By whatever various 
routes they may have been arrived at, the ideas of these men coincided with a body of less sophisti¬ 
cated and hardly articulate opinion which, however wounded by Englmd's action in preventing 
delivery of the “ Sultan Osman'’ and the " Iteshal!-,” could still not reconcile itself to a war with 
England and France. In my despatch of the iiiiid September I had tiie lionour to report how 
frankly and how emphatically the Sultan himself voice^ this feeling in conversation with me. Taere 
can be little doubt that the Giund Vizier e.verci'-"d what induence he had in favour of neutrality. 
Djavid Boy, the Minister of Finance, whose influence in favour of neutrality was of weight as 
representing the Jewish element, and whose arguments in favour of po;u;e were supported by the fact 
that Turkey was already absolutely hankru[)t, amJ not in a position to embark upon war with the allies, 
bocame towards the end so forinidible an obst:icl * *> the fultiluaont of the German plan that instruc¬ 
tions were sent from Berlin to force his resignation. 

Again, seriously convinced as most prominent Turks ^pear to have been of the ultimate success 
of Germany, their confidence could not but b" a little dashed by the actual course of events in the two 
main theatres of war ; and fh- more thousfhtfu! r‘aliz'*d that everi in the event of Germany being 
victorious, the fact of Turkey having fought by her side would not necessarily ensure any advant.ige 
to the Ottoman Emoire. As for the Germans themselves, it was true, as I have said, that they could 
at any moment force Turkey t'j march with them, but to do so before every meanii of suasion bad 
prov^ useless would obviously not have been {H>litic. It was clearly only in the hist resort that, the 
-Monarch whotn Pun-Islamio pro-Germans acclaimed as the hope of Islam, and whom the devout in 
some places had been taught to regard as hardly distinguishable from a true bt liever, would run 
the risk of scandalising the Moslem world, whom he hoped to set ablaze to the undoing of England, 
Russia, and France, by using the guns of the *' Oeoben " to force the hands of the Sultan-Caliph. 
But the factor which more than any other delayed the realisation of the German plans, and which 
enabled me and my French and Russian colleagues to protract the crisis until they could only be 
realized in such a way as to open the eyes of the Moslem world to the real nature of the conspiracy, 
wap the inherent tendency of Turkish statesmen to procrastmate, in the hope that by playing oU one 
side against the other they might gain more in the long run. 

However slender the chances in our favour, it was obviously my duty, in conjunction with my 
French and Russian colleagues, to support and encourage by all possible means those forces which 
were obscurely striving for the preservation of jieace. 

If this policy necessarily involved the acceptance of acts on the part of the Ottoman Government 
which, in ordinary circnmstances, would have called for more than remonstrance and the reservation 
of 'our rights, and which it would have been easy to make the occasion of a rupture of relations, the 
patience displayed by the allies was justified by the results achieved. 

Although tmsaocessful in averting war, two objects of main importance were gained by delaying 
its commencement. On the one baud, the allied Powers are now viu a position to deal with the 
problem with a freer hand, and, on the other. Germany has been forced to show her cards and to 
act independently of a majority of the Turkioh Cabinet. 

Under the stress of events in the main theatre of the war, and owing to the vital necessity of 
providing a diversion in the Near East, Germany was constrained to intensify still further their pressure 
Tuiks. Daring the first three weeks of October their pressure took yet another form, and a new 
weight was oast into the scale by the importation into Constantinople, with every circumstance of 
seoTM/, of large quantities of bollion consigned to the German Ambassador and delivered under military 
guard at the Deutsohe Bank. The total amount was estimated at some +,000,000/. This sum was far 
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more than was necessary for the maintenance of the German military and naval establishments, and I 
have ev(Ty reason to beliuve that a definite arrangement was arrived at between the Germans and a 
group of MiniBters, including Enver Pasha, Talaalj Bey, and Djemal Pasha, that Turkey should declare 
war as soon as the iinaneial provision should have attained a stated figure. My iii^oima''icn estabUsbes 
the fact that a oUinax was reached about the middle of the third week in October, when it had been 
decided to confmnt the Gtand Vizier with the alternative of complicity or resignation, and that only tlte 
Rosstan successes on the Vistula, or some other more obscure cause, prevented this plan from being 
carried out. 

Whatever the exact history of the first three wents of October, it is certain that on or about the 
2Cth of that month the German conspirators realised that the p^e must l>e forced by still more drastic 
moasure-i than tlicy had yet used, and that any fnrt.har attempts to win over the Grand Vizier and the 
Turkish (.Tovernment .is a whol ■ t<) (heir ideas and to induce them to d?cla'‘e war would he useless. On 
tliat afteru tm an iiafxnlant meeting of Cnmraittcc leudnrs was held, at which ICttver Pasha was present, 
but which only d«cid il to s iid H.ilil Bey, the President of the Chamber, on a mission to Berlin. In 
tl'e ciivlts in winch ih;s d. c.sioii lucaoit* known it was regarded ns a partial triumph for the Poace party, 
and as a lre»l> attempt to gain time for thesike either ot mere procrastination or of securing more 
coner'^te offer.- fro.n G-iinaiiy Be that JS it may, Haiti Boy uw>.t left on his mission, and it is believed 
th.it its abandonment w.is due to a more than usually blunt hint from the Germ in representative in 
Constantinople. M'hi st Constantinople g^js’rally was comforting itself with the reflection that nothing 
conld well li.ipi>en until aT^r the four days' Bairaui festival, beginning on the bOth October, two events 
of capital iiuport-inee occurred. 

On the morning of the -^Hh I received Intelligence from Egypt of the incursion into the Sinai 
peninsula of an arti.ed body of'2,')' 0 Bedouins, who had^ occupied the wells of Magdaba, and whose 
objeciive whs an attack uiKin the Suez C-nal. On learning th s news I at once proceeded to the \ali 
of the Grand Viz er, to ticquiiint him of the s”rioua consequences which must, ensue if the expedition 
were not .it onju recalled, lli-s Highness received the intelligence with every apj-iiarauco of sui’iiriso. 
He emphatically cliaclaimod all knowledge of it, and gave me the moit .solemn agsur.ince that if the 
facts were as -taled he woul 1 at. om'\» issue orders for the withdrawal of the invading party. He 
assured me once more that nothing was foriher from the intent.on ol the tiovernment tb»n war with 
Great Britain. It was untliinkabl.-, he s.iid, that uu exj edition of tin’s kind could have b a*n organised 
by-iiiy memb r of the Ciov.-rnmciit; and he fJt certain that if anything of the kinil had occuired, it 
cou'.d onli have b 'cn a r-ii.l by it responsible llcdouius. 1 tald bis Higlmcss ibat 1 feared that ho 
deceived biiit't lf. I rcmind'*d liim ot the v iriou-occasions on which he had given mo sim.lar assur¬ 
ances, and of the negitivc result' oi the insinn thms which he h.id given on pr-'vious occasions. I 
warned nim of the disastrous cons-,*qir'nces to ;h* Octomin Kmplrc of a cri^is which could u t now be 
loug postponed unless he and the Iriends of jreace w*re prqiared to take some serious stand against 
the cons[)iracy of winch I was fully eogui'ant, t • involve it irretrievably lu the general war. On this, 
as on evt-ry occasion of iny i.itt'rvi wvs w th toe (iraud V*izier, I w as i.iipressed with his inability to 
realise tiie f ict.s o.- to di-abu.'ie himself of the eonviction, in spite of tiis man' unfortunate experiences, 
that he would be able, in a leally serw.us er sis, t.> exert his authority with effect.

Immediatfly on rei-eiviug tiie news M. Boinpiid 
and I eail-' l on M.deGiers an 1 d‘cided to ask for author ty fro.n our r-spivtiv--GovernmeiitB to 
confront the P.>rt • with the altern itiv.- .if rupture or d smis al of th * (jcr..'ian naval an 1 military 
missions. On the iin iiing of the dOth, ItoweviT, I learnt from my Russian loloague that he had 
xveeived iiistm tiou.i from nis Oov -rnmeni iinmccli.ite'y to a-^k for Ids j'nss]orts. He had written totho 
(H'-and V'izicr to a-ik f.xr an interview, which Hi;. HighneB-i h w] iiegged Jiim to p.istp ui ■ until the follow¬ 
ing d iv owing to iiulisjifnition. Th - in-trai tions of my l.ussiiiti f licagne beirg in categorical form, 
he had th refure boeii c< ristr.ined t.i al Jr-s< a note to tho Onmi Vizi r d-nnanding his passjior e ; and 
1 and my Frcn.:h colleague, acting on tho instruciious with wijich tho .Vinb.issadors of the allied 
Powers had at my sugge...tion aiveady lic-n furai-hol to leave Constauiinopl - Bimnltiine*)Ublv, should 
any one of thi n b ' cj iqiel! -d t > ask for his pissprrts owing either to a Turltisb d -cl iration of war or 
to 8 line intoU-rabls act of hostility, d-oicled without furth'rdaliv to write to th } Grand Vizier and 
ask in our turn for lub-rviews to enable us to c.ury out th*-*se instru itions. In view of His High* 
ne-'s's indisposition we had not c>p3cted to be received tbit day, but a few houri later (ha GiMud 
Vizier 8*i)t U-! wo'd th it he w .uld, nevcrtholcs-*, bo glad to see us, and nntwitliBlaiiding the excuse 
which he hid m,i le eiil er in the day he received tee HusBian .^mbaasador also in the course of the 
afteniorn. -My interview with the Grand V z er partly coincided with that of M. do Giers, and 
preceded that of M Bo.npanl It was of a painful deicription. His Highness convinced me 
of bU sincerity in disciaiming all knowledge of or participation in (he events which had I d to the 
rapture, and entreated me to believe th it the sitaatipu was even now not irretrievable. I replied that 
the tirn? h id parsed for asBurances. Tne crisis whiob I bad prediotod to His Higbne-s at almost 
every interview which I had had with him since my retaro bad actually occurred, and unless somO 
adequite Satiifaction were immediately given Ivy th« dismissal of the German missions, which oould 
i^iie i>roven(vthe recurrence of attempts upon-EgyptilaB territory and attack-i on Russia, war with-^th® 
dSiSa ws® inevitable. My Russian colleague had already deasanded his passports, aupd 1 must, ia 
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parraaoce of the iuetractioas I had received, follow the same course. The Grand Vizier again protested 
that even now he could undo what the War pirty had done without his knowledge or consent. In 
reply to the doubt which I expres'itd as to the means at his disposal, he said that he Lad on his 
side moral iorces which could not but triumph, and that he meant to fight on to the end. lie did 
not, indeed, hint at a possibility of immediately dismissing the German mission, but he informed me 
that there was to be a meeting of the Council at hLs house that evening, when he would call upon his 
colleagues to support him in his determination to avert war with the allied Powers. 

The Council was duly held, and, as he had pr dieted, the majority of tho Ministers supported the 
Grand Vizier, who made a strong appeal iu favour of peace, and was seconded by Djavid iiey. But 
the jOTwerles^ness of the Sultau s Ministers to do more than vote in the Council Chamber was 
evident. The question of disinissing tho Germ ui nav.tl officers w.ae discussed, but no decision to do 
so wa taken, i.uJ no Minister ventured ev.m to pt idoso the expulsion of the military mission. In the 
inte rval tho VVar jiarty had sealed their ivKolulioa to go forwaro, by publishing a communique in which 
It was stated that the first acts of hostility in the Ih.iek Sea had come from tne Russian side. Untrue 
and grotesqu3 as it was, this luveutiou succeeded in deceiving many of tlio public. 

It is not possible to establish by proofcwhich of the Ministers had pro kno.vledge of the German 
admiral's coup, but it may be regard ’d as certain tint Enver Pasha was aware of it, and highly probable 
that Talaat Bey was also an accomplice. ^ 

The story of a Russian provocation was plainly an afterthought, and if the official report of th® 
Russian Gov ‘rnmout wore not sudicieut to disprov * ii., I could produce independent evidenue to show 
that I ho orders to begin hostilities were given at tin.' mouth of the Bosphorus on the evening of the -ifth 
O tobor, as the result of a cmspiracy hatched betwe-u the German representatives in Constantinople 
and a small nnd unscrupulous Turkish faction. 

My Russian colleiigue left Constantinople witlumt incident on the even'ng of the 31 st October. 
My own depii’ture was i-ventually arranged for the f j.lowing evening, when I left for Uedeagatcb, 
accompm.ed by my staff of sixty o'.ficial.s and their f.» allies, the Ikitish advisers in the seivice of the 
Turkish Governineut and some other British subje. t'ulso travelled with me. My Preiich colleague and 
his staff left by the same train. 

Owing to the wanton refusal of the military authorities at the last moment to allow the departure 
of a great mum her of Briti-b and French Bubje.i.s v.h) w*re to have left by an earlier train than 
that which h id been placed at my disposal, th ■ stjaon was for some hours the scene of indescribable 
coufusion and turmoil. 

My prot'sts and those of the French Amhas'utior were disregarded, and aft'^r protracted discussion, 
we agreed to l \tve m;i.ttcr.s in the hands of the 1,'iiil^l States Ambass.idor, who undt rtook to use all his 
iuftuence to piocure the departure (it our fell iw su ije ts on the following clay. Th'‘ ‘‘sr.us-chef de 
p)Ot()u(,lo" of the Sublime Porte and the “ eh- i d ’caljjnet partieulier ' of the Mmistry of Foreign 
Affairs were sent to hid farewell to M Bompard and myself at the r.iilnay station, and two JSecretarks 
gf the Political Uepartm. ut of the Ministry accotnp. lied us to the frontier. 

It would be imj) 08 ’ihlc to cxagger.itc the a-s st nice which I have received from Mr. Morgentbam, 
the United States Ainha-sador. During the last l«.i days especially the I'idicuhi s arising out of the 
abnormality of tbe situation would have been nnme.isai-ably greater bad it not be-’n for bis invaluable 
help and his untir.ug efforts on beliulf of myself aini mv staff are heavily indebted not only to Mr. 

Moigenthau hi.nseil. but to .very member of the l.iutad States Embassy. It is entirely owing to their 
exertions that toe Briiieh and French sulijects ulio were detained at the station on the night of my 
departure were allowed to leave on the following i veiling. 

Before concluding this desprtch I desire aL-* t<i ivlvce on record my sense of the cheerful cour.ige 
displiyed by the British community in Con.stanlinnple, as well as in other towns, during the whole 
of tills trying period. A lar.;e proportion ot tii iu nave suffered severely in tneir business from the 
insiatid.ty of the situation iu Turkey. Many have suffered heavily and more directly hy tiie military 
requiBUions which fioiu th .' begiuaing of Augu-t were carried out in an inconceivably ai biliary m.mner. 
By the suppression of the Capitulations all s.iw tlieiuselves deprived at a m-mient’s notice of the 
secular pnvile.es which bad hitherto secured tne persons and the property of foreigners against 
caprice and injustice. But they have one and .ill f-ieed tnese adversities with a reasonable and manly 
fortitude. 

Shortly after my return to my post, I recommended those British subjects who applied to me for 
advice to send homo, when opportunity offered, those members of their families who had no particular 
reason to stay in the country. 

A certain number left during tlio autumn, and many have Loft since. Those who have chosen 
to stay, or who h.ive not been iu a position"to 1 avc, remain under the protection of the United States 
Ambassador. As regards the British cominaniiy at Bagdad, I instmeted the acting British n.nsul- 
gt’iiurai at Bagdad, early in October, to charter a steamer for the conveyance to the co.ist of any 
Britifh subjects who might wish to leave. A large number of British and British-lndian subjects 
availed themselves of this opportunitv. 

I cannot conclude this report without ealliug your attention to the zeal shown by the junior 
members of my staff, including Mr. Ovey, Lord Gciald Wellesley, Mr. Charles Lister, Mr. Tiiomas, 
Wilson, Mr. Astell, and by Mr. Fuller, Archivisit to His Majesty's Embansy, in the performance 
OT their duties in the Chant 3 cry, as well as to tho able and oouscientious work of the members of tho 
Diagomanate and oonsulatie>geueral. 
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The Chancers was greatly JiBsisfced by D/*'ciemow’''*lh«r^n 

the Rev. Canon Whitehoase, Chaplain to H.e JVfaj^>« Embassy, and by Dr. Clemow, Fhyswian 
to Hie Majesty’s Embassy, as well as by Mr. Weakley, Commercial Attache. 

I need not do more than refer to the work of Lieutenant-Colonel CanlifEe Owen, Military AttMh| 
to His Maieaty’s Embassy, whose information respecting the military preparations was often obtained 
with oonsiaerable difficulty. 

I should like to place on record my high appreciation of the conduct of His Majesty’s consular 
officers throughout the Ottoman Empire during the whole peri<jd of the crisis. They one and all 
performed their often difficult duties with zeal and discretion. I was especially indebted to Mr. 
Cumberhatch, His Majesty’s consul-gencnil at Beirut, Mr. Heathcote Smith, acting British conrol- 
general at Smyrna, and to Mr. Palmer, vice-consul at tbe Dardanelles, for the valuable information 
which they supplied. 

I would wish to bring to your particular notice the services rendered by Mr. Ryan, Acting Firs! 
Dragoman of His Majesty’s' Embassy, llis ability, knowledge of Turkey, sound judgment and 
untiring industry, were of invaluable assistance to me, and are deserving of your special commendation

I UAVK received your Excellency’s despatch of the 20th ultimo, in which you summarisi; the events 
since your return to your post on the IGth August lost until your departure on the Ist November. 

I have read w’itli great appreciation and f leasure of the invaluable assistance rendered to your 
Excellency in the difficult circumstances of your departure by the United Stab's Ambassador and every 
member of the United States Embassy, and I h ive already requested the United Stale-s Government 
to convey to Mr. Morgenthau the most sincere thanks of His Majesty’s Government for the valuable 
services rendered by His Excellency on that oqfiasion, and subsequently in helping the British 
community to leave Constantinople. 

I have also been much gratified to reicjve your Excellency’s testimony of the cheerful courage of 
the British CO nmunity in Turkey under except!jnally trying circumsfances, and I have noted with 
great satisfaction your Excellency's a})])reciation of the valuable services of the erabas^ and consulate 
staff, and of the members of His Majesty’s consular service throughout tlie Ottoman Empire. 

I desire also to convey to your Excellency my high sense of the marked ability, patience, and 
discretion shown by your Excellency in carrying out, in tbe face of great difficulties, the policy of His 
Majesty’s Government. War was eventually forced by wanton and unprovoked Lostilitics of the 
Turkish fleet under German inspiration and ord'-rs, but it was the desire of His Majesty’s Government 
to avoid a rupture with Tuikey ; and your Ex-ellency righfly directed all your efforts to encourage 
tliose influences at Constantinople rii.it were moderate and reasonable. To your efforts it was at anv 
rate in some degree due th.i! the inevitable catastrophe did not occur sooner.

Oou naval and military attaches are sending to their respective Ministers reports on the new 
German niiliUry law. 1 take this opportunity o! drawing tbo attention of Your Excellency to these 
important doenments. 

The con.<ideration of the financial expedients by which Germany intends to provide for these 
military measures is the sole cause of the delay in the publication of the definite prO{K>sals of the 
Government. In spite of the patriotism with which the rich classes affect to accept the sacrifices 
asked of them, they are none the less, particularly the busim ss circles, dissatisfied with the financial 
measures which have been announced, and they tVcl that a compulsory levy irajKised in limes of peace 
creates a formidable precedent for the future. On the other hand, the Federal Governments have 
strongly Ojtposed an innovation which grants to tin; Enfjiire resources derived from direct taxation. 
Hitherto, taxation of this kind has been r-serv-J to the Federal States, and the latter see in the 
surrender of this principle a new declaration o;' tin: corporate unity [personality) of the Empire, 
constituting a distinct diminution of their own soveiviga power. 

However this may he, in increasing the Ktr..‘rAnli of the German army the Empire desires to 
leave nothing to chance in the event of a possible crisis. 

The German changes have produced a ivsuli iinexpe(|ted by that country, vie., the proposal of 
the Government of the iiepublic to re-establish th- liiree years’ service, and the manly determination 
with which this proposal has been welcomed in 1 ranee. The Bur]»riBe occasioned by these proposals 
has been utilized by the luijierial Government fi>r the purpose of insisting on the absolute necessity 
of an increase of German military strength the Gciiii.iii proposals are represented as a reply to our own. 
The reverse is the case, since the immense military effort which France is undertaking is but the 
cousequcnce of German initiative. 

The Imperial Government is constantly rousing patriotic sentiment. Every day the Emperor 
delights to revive memories of lhl8. Ye8terd.iv evening a military tattoo went through the streets 
of Berlin, and spcecho-s were delivered in wiiuii tlie present situation was compared to that of a 
hundred years ago. 'fhe trend of public opinion will find an echo in the speeches which wull be 
delivered next month in the Reichstag, and 1 have reason to fear that the Chancellor himself will be 
forced to allude in his sta ements to the relations of France aud Oermiuy. It was of course to be 
exfwcted that natmnal pjitrintism would be woiked up just when fresh sacrifices ‘ are being required, 
but to compare^the present time to 1^1.8 is to misuse an historical analogy. If, to-day, thore is 
anything corresponding to the movement which a hundred years ago roused Germans to light the 
man of genius who aspired to universal dominion, it is in France tliat such a counterpart w'Ould have 
to he sought, since the French nation seeks but to protect itself against the domination of force. 

Nevertheless, it is true that the state of public opinion in both countries makes the situation 
grave.

I do not, tadeed^ mean to say that the riruleot article in. the Kolnitehe Zeitung is the expression 
of prevalent opinion. It is nther the an»ry oatbnrst of an impulsive journalist^ which h^s been 
immediately disavowed by the Government. 

However, in spite of its want of good manners the article in, the Koliit»ehe Z^itung cannot be 
di-iregarded ; several important aewspip'ns have approvc'd of its substance, if not of its form, and it 
appears to expivss a real feeling, a latent anger. 

It is interesting to note this fact, because it throws very vivid light on the meaning of the present 
armaments. 

For some time now it his be.m quite a common thing to m^et peopb who d eclare that the military 
plans of France are I'xtraorJir.ary and uiijustiticd In a drawing room a inembcT of the Rei^b^tag 
who IS not a fanatic, speaking of the thiee years’ service in France, went so far a.« to t-ay, “ It is a 
provocation ; we will not allow .'t. ” More moderate jwrsons, military and civil, glibly voice the 
oniuion that Franco with her forty million inhabitants has no right to com])ete in this way with 
Germany. 

To sum up, people are angry, and this anger is not caused by the shrieking of ceitiin French 
paper6, to which suhcr.nind d people pay little attention. It is a ea^e ot vc.'c.ition. People ure angry 
at realising that in 8,>ite of tli * enormous elTort midj last yejfl, continu '1 and even increased this year, 
it will probably not be possible this time to outrun l ianee coinpicUly. 

To ontdistuiice us^wice we neither ’fftil nor can be allied with her, is Germany’s real aim, I can¬ 
not insist too much on^e fact that the iin[>ending legislation, which I'^roich public opinion is too apt 
to consider as a spontaneous outburst, is but the inevitable and espeeted consequence of the law of 
June 19 1 •!. 

This law, while crealirg two new army corps, had deltberately, according it German fashion, left 
regiments and other l.irge unils in,-ompl..ne. It was evident that, there w.iuld be no long del.ay in iill- 
ing in the ga| s * The lialkm crisi', coming just at the right mo neni, fnrnishrd a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity for exj'loiting 1 he centenary of the ar of Liberation, and obUiniiig with greater tase saerjticeB 
through »he memory of those made in diys gone by, auu thit too at a lime when G\ riuauy was upt^ed 
to France. 

In order to show clearly the genesis of th’s military programme, I beg to recall what wus written 
by my predeces-or Colonel Pelle a year ago, when the law of ID li was iniblished ; 

■‘We are diseiivering every day h-w deep and lasting are the feelings of injured pride and revenge 
provoked against us by ihe event-- of last year. 

“The Treaty of the 4th November 1911 has proved a compute disillusion. 

“ The feeling is the same in all parties. All (^'rmans, even the Socialists, bear us a grudge for 
having taken away their share in Morocco. 

“ It s em.d, a year or so ago, as if the Germans had set out to conquer the Avorld They consi¬ 
dered thein.-elv s so stiong that no one woufd dare to oppo.<e them. Limitless possibilities were ojien- 
ing out for German m.iimfactures, German trade, German ex] ansloii. 

“Needless to say, these ideas and ambition* have not i!i-a!)pearcd to-day. Germany always 
requires outl t4 for commercial and colonial expansion. Th >y consider that tle-y are entitled to them, 
be'ause their j opulatbiM is increasing every d.iy because the future belongs to ‘hem. They consider 
us, with our forty million inhabitants, as a second rate power. 

“ In the crisi.s of ' 911, however, tins second rate power successfully wilhstood them, and the 
Emperor and tile Government gav-ay. Public opinion Las foigivin neither them nor us. People 
are determineti that such a thing shall never hupptn again.*’ 

And at the moment whi.u the second and formidable p/irt of the ))rograiume is about (o bo 
realised, when Germ in militu-y strength is on thi point of acquiring tb.it liual suj.eriority which, 
should the occasion arise, would force us to submit to Inimilintion or desinutiou, brance suddenly 
refu6-=‘8 to aldicote, and shews, as ll«M an said, “her eternal power of renaissance and resumetion.-’ 
The disgust of Germany can well be undeistood. 

Of course the Governmi.nt points to the general situation in Europe and speaks of the “ Slav 
Peril.'” As far as I can see, however, public opinion really seems iudifierent to this “ I’tr.l,” and 
yet it has accepted \vith a good grace, if not with welcome, the enormous burdens of these two 
successive laws. 

On the loth March last, being the centenary of the lev^/i en masse of Germany against France, 
in spite of a downpour of rain, a huge crowd surged tothe military parade in front of the S< hloss, 
in the middle of vhe l ieigartcn, in front of the statues of Queen Louise and ’Frederick AVilliam 111. 
which were surrounded by heaps of flowers. 

These anniversavies, recalling as they do the fight with France, will be repeated the whole year 
l,hrough. In 1914 there will be a centenary of the first campaign in France, the first entry of the 
Prussians into Paris. 

To sum up, if public opinion does not actually point at France, as does the Kolnisehe Zeitung, w« * 
we in fact, and shall long remain the nation aimed at. Germany considers that for our forty 
(nillions of inhabitants our place in the sun is rc.xlly too largo. 


• The problem which is »et n» to-day would, therefore, only be set *g.im a few year* later, and in a much more aout* 
laihiOD, linoe the decrease of oar oonlingeni* is continually lowering thu liamber of our electiyes on a peace footing. 
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Gerpans wish for peace— bo they keep on proclaiming, and the Emperor more than anyone—but 
they do not understand peace as involving either mutual concessions or a balance of armaments. 
They want to be feared and they are at pre-ent engaged in making the necessary sacrifices. If 
on some occasion their national vanity is wounded, the confidence which the country will feel in the 
enormous superiority of its army will be favourable to an explosion of national anger, in the face 
of which the moderation of the Imperial Govcraincnt will perhaps be powerless. 

It must be emphasized again that the Government is doing everything to increase patriotic 
sentiment by celebrating with edit all the various anniversaries of 1813. 

The trend of public opinion would result in giving a war a more or less national character. By 
whatever pretext Germany should justify the Earo))can .conflagration, nothing can prevent the first 
decisive blows being struck at France.

In reporting on the examination of the Naval Ibidget by the Financial Committee of the Reichstag, 
1 said that no Naval law would be introduced this y ar having as its object an increase of the fleet, 
and that the whole of the military effort would be directed against us. 

Although the new Bill, having for its object th ■ increase of the German effectives, has not yet 
been presented to the Keichstug, we know that it d< lis with “ ;m increase of military strength of 
immense scope to use the expression of the Nordilcutsehe AUgemcine Zettung. 

The oiiicial newspapers have also referred to tli- military proposal in terms which enable us to 
consider the communique of the Lokai Ameiger as ai . urate. 

The German effectives rcadj at the present m unmt 7’?Oj0('0 men. We are, thcreforo, entitled to 
conclude that on the Ist October 1914, the Imperial army will bo raised to a figure not far removed 
from 860,000. 

The importance of this figure would not l>e s * great if the provisions of the proposed legislation 
(as far as one can gather from the ollicial new spa pm'!' did not tend, as, in fact, those of the law of 
191‘2 tend, to place the army cor])s nearest to our Frim ier in a state which most nearly approaches a 
war footing, in order to be able on tbe very d.iy ot the qp^break of ho.«tilities, to attack us suddenly 
with forces ver^ much stronger than our own. It is absolutely imperative for the Imperial Govern¬ 
ment to obtain success at the very outset of ti.e opt r.ititms. 

The conditions under which the German Empcior would nowadays commence a campaign against 
France are not those of forty years ago. At the commencement of tlie war of l^70 the Prussian 
General Staff had considered the possibility of a victorious b’reueh offensive, and Moltke, seeing that 
we might conceivably get a.s far as .Mayence, remariv d to his sovereign, “There they will come to a 
stop. William II. cannot allow a retreat to outer into Lis calculations, although the German soldier 
is no longer to-day what he was forty years ag(), a jil.iin religious man, ready to die at the order of 
his king. When it is remenibered that at the last' elections •i,OUO,bUd votes were cast by the 
SociaHsts and that the franchise is only obhiined in liermany at the age of 2d, it may be presumed 
that tbe arftive army, composed of young men from 2(1 to 2 >, must contain in its ranks at considerable 
proportion of Socialists. 


It would indeed be foolish to think that the (iorman Socialists will throw down their rifles on the 
day when Franiu^nd Germany come to blows ; but it will be very in.prortanl that the Imperial 
Government shcmld persuade tbom that ou the oue ha sd we are the aggressors, and on the other that 
they can have entire conlideuoo in the direction of the campaign and its tiual result. 

On the last occasion when the rooniits for the Guard took the oath at Potsdam I was struck to 
hear the Emperor take as a theme for his address to the young soldiers “ the duty of being braver and 
more disciplined in adversity than in success.” 


And it is because a Germau defeat at the outset would have such an incalculable effect on the 
Empire, that we find in all the plans worked out by the General Staff propMrsals for a crushing offensive 
movement against 1- ranee. 


lu reality the Impierial Government wishes to 
It 18 from t'le direction of France that tbe danger 


be in a position to meet all possible eventualities, 
seems to them greatest. The Kolnisehe Zettung 


has said as much in an article both spiitcful and violent, the form rather than the substance of which 
has been disavowed by the Wilhelmstrasse. 

But we must be willing to realise that the opinion expressed by the Kolnisehe Zeitnng is at the 
present moment that of the immense majority of the German pieople. 

p ®o*^®®ction I think it is interesting to quote a conversation which a member of oar 

other evening with the old Prince Henckei von Donnersmarck, as it may serve to 
reflect the opmions which dominate Court circles. 
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Befenisg to the oew German military propoea s Prince Donnersmarck spoke as follows «— 

" French people are qnito wrong in thinking that we harbour evil designs and want wai'. But 
we cannot forget that in 1870 i)opuIar opinion fortfed the French Government to make a foolish attack 
on UB before they were ready. Who can assure us that public opinion, which in France is so easily 
inflamed, will not force the Government to declai.:-war ? It ia against this danger that we wish to 
protect ourselves.”- 

And the Prince added : I have even been con:>' lered in Franco ns one of those responsible for 

the war of 1870. That Is quite false. Even if I to.-.,': part in the war after it had begun, I did my 
utmost to prevent its outbreak. A short time before the wav, happening to be at a dinner where 
there were some of the most important personages of the Imperial Government, I expressed my regret at 
the hostile sentiments which wore already becoming manifest between France and Prussia. The 
answer was that, if I spoke like that, it was because I was afraid of a, struggle in which the is.sue 
would certiinly bo unfavounaldo to Prussia. 1 replied, ' No, it i.s not because I am afraid, that 1 
repudiate the idea of war between France and Pi-ussia, but rather becau.se I think that it is in the 
interest of both countries to avoid war. And since you have referred to the })OSBiblc result of such 
a straggle I will give you inv opinion. I am convinced that you will hi; beaten and for this reason. 
In spite of the brilliant qualities which 1 recognise are'poss't^ssed by the French and which I admire, 
you are not sudiciently -accurate ; by acmiracy I do not mean arriving in time at a meeting, but 1 
mean punctuality in ^j»whole sense of the word. Frenchmeu, who have a great facility for woik, are 
not as punctual as Germans in the fuUilinent of their'duty. ‘In the coming war that nation will be 
victorious who.se sei-vants from tlie top of the ladder to the bottom will Jo their duty with absolute 
exactitude, however ini}>o, tant or small it may be.’ ” And Prince Doniiercmarck added ; An 
exactitude which jilaycd so great a r61e forty years ago moving an army of 7 ) 00,000 men will have 
a far greater iraportiince in the next war, when it will be a question of moving masses far more 
mnmerous.-” 

In this way the old Prince gave expression to the confidence shared by all Germans in the supe¬ 
riority of their military organisation. 

When I spoke above <<f the new German proposal I only allndcd to increased effectives. But 
the proposal will include also an increase of material and of d<'fence works, the details of which are not 
known, but some idea of which may he gained by the figure estimated to be necessary to meet 
the expenses, vtz., 000,000 francs. '' 

The carrying into effect of the law of the quinquennium of 1011 did not necessitate any special 
financial measures. 

The military and naval law of 1012 liad beeii provisionally covered by the Budget surplus of 
the years 1910 and 1011, by the reform of the law with regard to alcohol and In delaying the ri-dnc- 
tion of the tax on sugar. (These last two resources only represent together the sum of 60,000,000 
francs.) ^ 

It must also he remembered that large loans have recently been raised by the Empire and 
Pracsia: 500^000,000 marks on the I'.lt.h ■lanuary 1912, and ;ie0;00tl,0!10 marks on the 7th March 
1918. Quite an itnjwrtant part of these loans must have b(‘en ap})lied to military ex|>enseB. 

The military law of 1918 will n quire quite exceptional financial measures. 

According to the indications given liy th > semi-official ]>ri*s^, the " non-rccuiTing'” expenditure 
will amount to a milliard marks, while the “permanent ’ annual expenditure resulting from the 
increase of effectives will exceed 2UO,(tOO,iltiii marks. 

Tt seems certain that the “ nm,-rccmring expenditure will ho covered by a war contribution 
levied on capit.tl. Small fc.t.aies would be exempted am! those aijove 20,000 niarks would be subject 
to a progressive tax. Presented in this guise the war tax would not be objected to by f.he* Socialists, 
who will bo able, in accordance with their usual tactics, to reject the principle of the military law 
and at the same time lo pass the votes ubicb assure its being earned into effect. 

The Government arc afraid tiiat among liie rich and bourgeois classes this extraordinary tax of a 
milliard l^vied exclusively on acquired capitti will caasc permanent discontent, .\ecordingly they are 
doing everything in their power to j>ersu;ul • i.hose on whom so heavy an exarjtion is to he levied that 
the security of the Empire is threatened, estiblishing for the piirjwsc on analogy between the war¬ 
like times of 18l8 and the present day 

By noisy celebrations of the ccntcnaiy of the War of Independence it is desired to convince 

E eople of the necessity ot sacrifice, and to remind them that France is to-day, as 1('0 years ago, their 
ereditary enemy. 

If it is established that the German Government are doing their utmost to secure that the pay¬ 
ment of this enormous tax should l>e made in full, and not by way of instalment, and if, as some of 
the newspapers say, the whole payment l.'i to be complete before Ist July 1914, these facts have a 
formidable sigiiificance for us, for nothing c.m explain such haste on the part of the military autho¬ 
rities to obtain war treasure in cash to theammint of a milliard. 

With reg ard to the manner in which th" permanent expenditure resulting from the application 
of the laws or 1912 to 1913 is to be met, notliing has yet been said. Further legialatlon will certainly 
i)e necessary in or<(er that the required annual amount may lie forthcoming. 

To snm up ; In Germany the execution of military reforms always follows var closely the 
decision to carry them out. All the provision.s made by the law of the quinquennium ^ 1911 and 
by the law of 1912 have alr^dy been put into operation. It is quite possible that part of the material, 
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tlie pnmbMe of which will be authorised by the new law, if* already in course of roanufaeture Military 
Bcoreta are so well kept here that it ia extremely difficult to follow the uiiang^es in peiaonae/and 
materiel. 

With 700,000 men under arms (without eountinjj the very large number of roserviete who are 
at the present time in training), a perfect tnililary organisation ami a public opinion which can be 
swayed by the warlike appeals of the Military an<l Naval Leagues, tiie German peopU is at the 
present moment a very aangerous neighbour. 

If the three years* Pervleo is adopted and im n >diately applied in Prance, the conditions will be 
less unequal next year. The German effectives will still be considerably more numerous than 'ouii*, 
but the call to the Colours of all available o iuiiageuts will no longer allow any selection, and will 
bring into the ranks of tho German army clemenis of inferior quality and even some andcsirable 
individuals. Thu morale of the active army will deteriorate. 

Germany has wished to upset the etjullibriutn of the two camps which divide Euro^Jc by a 
supremo effort beyond which they can do little rnor. 

They did not think that France was capable oi .i great sacritice. Our adoption of the three 
vears’ service will upset their circulations

Memorandum on the strengthening of the German Army. 

Berlin, March 19, 1918, 

I. GkNISKAL MkUORANuVM f'' IHK NEW MILITARY LaWS« 

The increase has taken place in three stages: - 

(1) Tho Conference of Algeciras has lemovod tin last doubt with regard to the existence of an 
lintenta betwetm France, England, and Rns';!.i Moreover wo have seen that Austria-Hun¬ 
gary was obliged to keep some of her forces in ibilised against Servia and Italy ;. linally our fleet 
was not at that time sufficiently strong. .Vt the end of the dispute the first matter taken in hand 
was the strengthening of our coast defence.s and the increase of our naval forces. To meet the 
English plan of sending an .Ksp -ditionary Force "f 100,000 men to the Continent, it would he 
nccesBary to make a better formation of reserve- to he used according to circumstances in the yrotec- 
tion of the Coast, in fortre-ses and in siege oi'i rations. It was already clear at that time that it 
would be ahsolufely necessary to make a great effort. 

(2) The French having violated tho Morocco Conventions brought on the incident of Agadir. 
At that time the progress made by the French army, tho moral recovery of tbn nation, the technical 
advance in the realm of aviation and of machino guns rendered an attack on France less easy than 
in the previous period. Further, au attack by tho English fleet had to be considered. This difficult 
situation opened our eyes to tho necessity for an increase in the army. This increase was from this 
moment considered as a minimum. 

(5) The war in the Balkans might have involved us in a war in support of our ally. The now 
situation in the south of Austria-Hungary bviseued the v due of the help which this ally could give 
us. On tho other hand, France was strongthoned by a new lot det eadrea ; it was accordingly necessary 
to anticipate the date of execution contemplated by the new military law. 

Public opinion is being prepared for a new increase in the active array, which would en-^uro 
Germany an honourable peace and tho possibility of proj>erly ensaring her influence in the sffairs of 
the world. The new army law and the supplotneutury law which should follow will enable her 
almost completely to attain this end. 
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Neither ridiculous ehriekinga for revenge by French chanviniats, nor the En^lishmen’e gnashing 
of teeth, nor the wild j^tnres of the Slavs will tnm us from onr aim of protecting and extending 
Leuitehtunt (German mduenre) all the world over. 

The French may arm aa much as they wish^ they cannot in one day increase their population. 
The employment of an army of negroes in the theatre of European operationa will remain for a long 
time a dream, and in any case be devoid of beauty. 


II. —Aim and Obligations op ode National Poltov, op oua Aemt, and op thk Spboial Oeoani- 

SATIONS POU AbMV PdeTOSES. 

Our new army law is only an extension of the military education of the German nation. Our 
ancestors of 191:^ made gieater sacrifices. It is our sacred duty to sharpen the sword that has been 
put into our hands and to hold it ready for defence as well as for offence. We must allow the iiiea 
to sink into the minds of our people that our armaments are an answer to the armaments and poliesf 
of the French. We must accustom them to think that an offensive war on our part is a necessity, 
in order to combat the piovocations of our adversaries. must act with prudence so bb not to 

ai-ouse suspicion, and to avoid the crises which might injure our economic existence. Wo must so 
manage matters that under the hea^ weight of powerful armaments, considerable sacrifices and 
strained political rclafliCIis, an outbreak {Lossehljffen) should be considered as a relief, beeanse after 
it would come decades of peace and prosperity, as after 1870. We must prepare for war from tlie 
financial point of view; there is much to be done in this direction. We must not arouse the distrust 
of our financiers, but there are nmny things which cannot ^e concealed 

We must not be anxious about the fate of our colonies. The final result in Europe will settle 
their position. On the other band we niu-^t stir up troubh* in the North of Africa and in Enssia. 
It is a inciins of keeping the forces of the enemy engaged. It is, therefore, absolutely necessary 
-that we should oi)en up relations, by means of well-chosen organisations, with influential people in 
Egypt, Tunis, Algeria, and Morocco, in order to prepare the measures which would be necessary in 
the case of a European war. Of course in case of war we should opc-nly recognise these secret 
allies; and on the conclusion of peace we should secure to them the advantages whi<’h they had 
gained. These aims are capable of realisation. The first attempt which was made some years ago 
opened up for us the desired relations. Tfhfortunately these relations were not sufficiently conso¬ 
lidated Whether we like it or not it will be necessary to resort to preparations of this kind, in 
order to bring a campaign rapidly to a conclusion 

Risings provoked in time of war by political agents need to be carefully prepared and by material 
me.ans. They must break oat simultaneously wEh the destruction of tho means of the conimuni- 
catlon; they must have a controlling head to be ffmnd among the influential leaders, religious or 
political. The Egyptain School is particularly suited to this purpose; more and more it serves as 
a bond between the intellectuals of the A^hammedan World. 

However this mav he, we must be strong in order to annihilafe at one powerful swoop our 
enemies in the east and west. Butin the ne.xt European-war it will also be necessarj- fhat the 
small states should be forced to follow us or be sub lued. In certain conditions Ihoir armies and 
their strong positions can b-- rapidly couqu-red or neutralised : this would jirobably bo tho case 
with Belgium and Holland, so as to prevent our enemy in (he west from gaining territory which 
they could use as a base of o|)eration8 against our flank. In the north wo have nothing to fear 
from Denmark or Scandinavia, especiallv as in any event we shall provide for the concentration of a 
strong northern arojy, capable of replying to any menace from this direction. In the most un¬ 
favourable case, Denm irk might he forced by England to abanden her neufrality : but by this time 
th«r decision would already Have Vieen reached Loth on hind and on sea. Our northern army, the 
strength of which could be largly iticreastd by Dutch formations, would oppose a very active defence 
to any offensive measures from this quarter. 

In the south, Switzerland forms an extremely solid bulwark, and we can rely on her energetically 
defending her neutrality against Franco, and thus protecting our flank. 

As was stated above, the situation with regard to tho small states on onr north-western frontier 
cannot be viewed in quite the 8 I me light. Thie will be a vitel que.stion for us, and our aim must 
be to take the offensive with a large superiority from the first days. For this purpose it will be neces¬ 
sary to concentr ite a large army, fallowed up by strong L indwehr formations, which will induce the 
small states to follow us or at least to remain inactive in the theatre of operations, and which would 
ci-ush them in the event of armed resistance. If we could induce these states to organise their system 
of fortification in such a manner as to constitute an effective protection for our flank we could abandon 
the projwsed invasion. But for this, army reorganisation, particularly in Belgium, would he necessary 
in order that it might really guarantee an effective resistance. If, on the contrary, their defensive 
oganisation was established against us, thus giving definite advantages to our adversary in the west, 
we could in no circumstances offer Belgium a guarantee for the security of her neutrality. Accord¬ 
ingly, a vast field is open to our diplomacy to work in this country on the lines of our interests. . 

The arrangements made with this end in view allow us to hope that it will be possible to take the 
offensive immediately after the comjd te conc(ntralion of the army of the Lower Rhine. An ultima¬ 
tum with a short time-limit, to be followed immediately by invasion, would allow a sufficient justifica¬ 
tion for oor action in international law. 
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Such Are tbe daties wlucli devolve on onr army and vrhioh demand a striking force of consider • 
able number*. If the enemy attacks as, or if we wish to overcome him, we will act as onr brothers 
did a hundred years ago; the eagle thus provoked will soar in his flight, will seize the enemy in his 
steel claws and render him harmless. We will then remember that the provinces of the ancient 
German Empire, the County of Burgundy and a largo part of Lorraine, are still in the hands of the 
French; that thousands of brother Germans in the Baltic provinces are groaning nnder the Slav 
yoke. It is a national question of restoring to Germany her former possessions

M. Jule* Cambon, French Ambattador at Berlin, lo M. SUphen Piehon, Minuter for Foreign Affaire 

Berlin, May 6, 1913. 

I was talking this evening to^the Secretary of State about the conference of Ambassadors and the 
results obtained at the meeting in'London yest' rd:iy. The crisis with which Europe was threatened is 
in his opinion over, hut only fceuipoiarily. “ It s-'*ms to *e,” said Herr Jagow, " that we are 
travelling in a mouutainoqs district. We have .iu'i reached a dilficult pass ann we see other heights 
rising in front of ns." " The height which w<* Irave just surmounted,'' I replied, “ was, perhaps, the 
most difficult to cross." 

The crisis which we have just gone through hm been very serious. Here the danger of war has 
been considered imminent. 1 have proof of the anxiety of the German Government by a number of 
facts which it is important that your Excellency should know. 

I received yesterday a visit from one of my coll, agues with whom I maintain special and cordial 
relations. On the occasion of the visit he x>aid to Herr von Jagow, the latter asked my colleague 
confidentially what was exactly the situation of Jia'-bia in the Far liast, and whether th s Power had 
at the present t'rne any cause lor fear which might necessitate the retention of its troops in that quarter. 
The Ambissador answered him that he knew of no'hiag, absolutly nothing, which could be a cause of 
preoccupation for the Russian Government, and tlu!. ihdatter have their hands free in Europe. 

I said above that fhe danger of war h.ad been regarded here as extremely near. The Government 
have not been satisfied with investigating the position in the Far East ; perfcarations have even f»een 
made here. 

The mohilis.ation of the German army is not Restricted to the recall of reservists to their barracks. 
There is in Germany a preliminary measure whi. h wff have not got, and which consists in warning 
officers and nieo of the re.serve to bold themselves r-ady fqy the call, in order that they may make the 
necessary arrangements. It is a general eali to ’ attention/' and it requires an incredible spirit of 
submission, discijjline, and secrecy such as exists in this country, to mak'^ a step of this kind possible. 
If such a warning were given in France,"a thnl! would run through the whole country, and it would b« 
in the papers the next day. 

This warning was given in 1911 during the negotiations which I was carrying on with regard to • 
Morocco. 

Now it has been given again about ten (l:u ' ago—that is to say, at the moment of the Austro- 
Albanian tension. I know tin t this is so, and 1 have it from several different sources, notably from 
officers of the reserve who have told jt to tie ir friends in the strictest contidenee. Those gentlemen 
have .taken the necessary measures to ])ut aside in a sifo the means of evistence for their families for 
a year. It has even been said that it was for tliis reason that the Crown Prince, who was to make the 
trial trip on the “ Imjierator," did not cmhuk. 

The decision which occasioned tlTis pr< liminary mobilisation oi-der is quite in keeping with the 
ideas of the General Staff. On this point 1 hr.ve been informed of some remarks made in a German 
mtlieu by General von Moltke, who is coLBuiered liere as the most distinguished o'liccr of the German 
army. 

The intention of the General Staff is to act by surprise. " We must put on one side," said 
General von Moltke, ‘‘all commonplaces as fo the responsibility of the aggressor When war has 
become necessary it is essential to carry it on in .-U'di a way as to place all the chances in one’s own 
favour. Success alone justifies war. Germany cannot and ought not to b'ave Russia time to mobilise, 
for she would tben b^ obliged to maintain on her Eastern frontier so large an army that .«he would 
be placed in a position of equality, if not of inferiority, to that of France Accordingly, " added 
the General, " we must anticipate our principal adversary as soou as there are nine chances to one of 
going to war, and begin it without delay in order ruthlessly to crush all resistance. ” 

This represents exactly the attitude of military circles and it corresponds to that of political 
circles; th© latter, however, do not consider Russia, in contradislinotion to us, os a necessary enemy. 

This is what was being thought and said privately a fortnight ago. 

From these events the following conclusions may be drawn which comprise the facts stated 
above; these people are not afraid of war, they fully accept its possibility and th3y have consequently 
taken the necessary steps. Tiey witi to be always ready. 
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As I this dsmands quaUtiea of socrflcy, disoiplias and of, persisfcsnce, onthnsiasui ^ons ii not 
sudioient. This lossoQ may form a useful subject of mediation when the Government of tiia Brepnblio 
ask Parliament for the means of strengthenings the defeaoea of the country.

Prom a i»Htii:al point of view people are asking what is the object of the new armaments. 
Recognising that no one threatens Germany, they consider that German diplomacy had already at 
its disposal forces Bnffi<’iently large and alliances suQSciently ]iort-erful to protect German interests 
with success. As I pointed out the <.l.ty after the Morocco agteement of it is thought that the 

Imperial Chuncerv will be as incapable in the future as in the jiast, of adopting an active fpreign 
policy and of achieving, at 1'ast in this sphere, successes wbfch would justify tlio burdens which the 
nation has assum d. 

This frame of miini^all the more u ^uso of anxiety as the Imperial Government would find 
themselves supported by public opinion in any enterpreso on which they might energetically erab:urk, 
even at the risk of a conflict. The state of war to which all the events in Iho East have acoustomerl 
|)eo})le's minds for the last two years appears no longer like^ome distant calastrojdie, but as a solution 
of the political and economic dililculties which will continue to increase. 

May the example of Bulgaria exercise a salutary influence on Germany. As the Prince Regent 
recently said to me, " The fortune of war is alw.ayg nneertain : every war is an adventure, Rud the 
man is a fool who risks it believing himself sure of victory."

Report to M. Stephen Bichon, Mini iter for Foreign Affairs (oa Bubhe Opinion in Germany according 

to the Reports of the Diplomatic and Consular Agents). 

t Baris, July 30, 1913. 

From observations which our agents in Germany have been able to collect from jicrsous haviug 
access to the most diverse eircles, it is possihls to draw the c*ouclusion that two feelings sway and irritate 
men's minds : 

(!) The Treaty of the -llh November 191‘2 is considered a difapiKiiutinent for Germany ; 

(2) France—a new France- undreamed of prior to the Mimmer of 1911 is considered to lie 
a warlike country, and to want war. 

Members of all the parties in the Reichstag, from the Conservatives to the Socialists, representing 
the most different districts of Germany, un'.ver.Miy people from Eerlin, Hallo, Jena, and Marburg 
students, elementary scliool teachers, c''r.inu ici;d clerks, bank G'rks, b.inkcis, uitisuns, inerchante, 
manufacturers, docioi'fi, lawyers e ! tois of 1 k'lnooratic aud .Sociali-tic u 'wsj.apera Jewish puhlicifts, 
members of trade unions, cl'-rgyme.i and pers from the Mark of Br.Jiuicnburg, country squires 

from Pomerania and shoemakers from Stettin cclfbrating the 5f)5th anniversary of their association, 
country gentlemen, officials, ])ri>'sts, and large farmers from tVe-tphalia, are nuanimous on these two 
points, wiih very slight differences corresj'ondlng lo their position in society or their political party. 
Here is a synthesis of all these oiduions : 

The Treaty of the 4th November is a dijdoniatio defeat, a pniof of the incapa ity of German 
diplomacy and the carelessness of the Government (so oft 'n idenounecd), a proof that the future of 
the Empire is not safe without a new Bismarck ; it is a national humiliation, a lowering in the eyes 
of Europe, a blow to German prestige, all the more serious because up to 191), the military suprom.'icy 
of Germ.any was unchallenged, and French anarchy and the pownrlessness of the Republic were .a 
sort of German dogma. 

In July 1911, the '■ Coup of Agadir ' made the Morocco qu3.stion for the first time a national 
question affecting the life and expansion of the Empire. The revelations and the press campaign 
which followed, have sufficiently proved liow the camfiaign has been organised, what Pun-German 
greed it had awakened, and what haflfcred it had left behind. If the Emperor was discussed, the Chan* 
cellor unpopular, Herr von Kiderlen was the besl-hated man in Germany last winter However, ho 
begins to be merely thought little of, for he allows it to be known that he will have his revenge. 

Thus, during the summer of 191J, German public opinion became restive when oonfronted with 
French opinion with regard to Morocco. .And ihe attitude of Prance, her calmness, her 
spiritual unity, her resolution to make good her rights right up to the end, the fact that eke hu the 
audacity not to be afraid of war, these things are the most persistent and the gravest cause of anxiety 
and bad temper on the part of German public opinion, 
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Why then did not Germany go to war durin'? the Bommer of 1911, since public opinion, although 
not BO unanimous and determined as Pi'ench public opinion, was certainly favourable ? Apart from 
the pacific dis^wsitiou of the Emperor and the Chancellor, military and tinanuial reasons made 
themselves felt. 

But these events of 1911 have caused a profound disillnsionmout iu (Germany. A new France 
nnited, determined, resolved not to be intimidated any longer, has emerged from the shroud in which 
she had been burying herself for the last ten years. Public opinion in Germany, from December to 
May, from the columns of the press of all parties, whicli reproached the Imperial Government f ji- 
their incapacity and cowardice lias discovered witli surpriee mingled with irritation that tlic country 
conquered in lti70 had never cea«ed since tlien to t arry on war, to float her flag and maiirtain the 
prestige of her arms in Asia and Africa, and to ion>iiier vast territories; that Germany on the other 
hand had lived on lier reputation, that Turkey is Ih- only country in which during the reign of 
William II. she had made moral conquests, and liicse were now compromised by the disgrace of the 
Morocco solution. Eacl» time that France made a tolonial eonquost this consolation was offered :— 
‘'Yes, but that does not prevent the dccadenc'', aniii ' hy, and di^emberment of J'’rance at home.^' 

The public were mistaken and public ^pinion was misled. 

Given this German public opinion that consid' i;^ Franco as longing f»r war, what can he angured 
for the future as regartls the pos.sibility and proxiin ty of war? 

German public opinion i.s divided into two ■.urr iits on the question of the^^Rsibility and proximity 
of war. • 

There are in the country forces making for pci -c, but Ih'y aro unorginise I ml hive no popular 
leaders. They consider tliat war would be a social misfortune for Germany, and that caste pride, 
Prussian domination, and the manufacturers of gun. md armour plate would get tiie greatest benefit, 
but above all that war would profit England. 

The forces consist of the wing elements 

The bulk of the workmen, artisans and peasan' •, who are peace-loving by instinct. 

Those members of the nobility detached from la.litary interests and engaged in business, such 
as the qtauda of Silesia and a few other ',>jrsonages very influential at Court, who are 

sufficiently enlightened to realise the disastrou- ii .btlcul and social conseqiience.s of war, even if 
successful. 

Numerous manufacturers, merchants and lin-m i rs in a moderate way of business, to whom war, 
even if successful, would mean bankruptcy, Ih>l i!is ■ tiicir enterprises depend on credit, and are chiefly 
supported by foreign capital ^ 

Poles, inhabitants of Alsace-Lorraine, and .> .i.icswig-Holstein -eonquered, but aot assimilated 
and sullenly hostile to Prussian policy. There an- 7,UdU,<tOU of these aune.ved Germans. 

Finally, the Governments and the gos Lr.on., classes in the large southeni states—Saxony, 
Havana, Wurtemburg, and the Grand Duchy ->‘ li.iden—are divided tty tiiese two opinions :—an 
unsuccessful war would compromise the I'cdcrati m irom which they have derived great economic 
advantages ; a succe.ssful war would only puolii I’ra^aia and Pru.ssianisatiun, against which they have 
difficulty in defending their political indepentlcnc- md administrative autonomy. 

These classes of people either consciously or msiie.ctively jtrefer peace to wav ; but they are only 
a sort of makeweight in political mutters, with liiict d influence on public opinion, or they are silent 
social forces, piassive and defencele.ss against the mf lion of a wave of warlike feeling. 

All example will make this idea clear ; ■ T!..- 1 Ut Socialist menibcjs of the Reichstag are in favour 

of pieace. They would be unable to prevent aar, for war does not depend upon a vote of the 
Reichstag, and in the presence of such an eventodit;. the greater part of their number would join the 
vest of the country in a chorus of angry excitenicm and enthusiasm. 

Finally, it must lie observed that these sup]>(>’tcis of {'eacp believe in war in the ma-^^s because 
I bey do not see any other aoluticmlfor the presenL s'uiotiou. In certain contracts, especially in publishers 
eontracte, a clause has been introduced canc lliiig ihe contract in the case i f war. They hope, however, 
that the will of the Emperor on the one side, J i.mce’s difficulties in .Morocco on the other, will 
be for some time a guarantee of peace. Ho ihat it may, their pessimism gives free play to those who 
favour war. 

People sometimes speak of a military party in tiermany. The expression is inaccurate e\en if it 
is intended to convey the iilca that Germany i- the country where military power is supreme, as it i> 
said of France that it is the country wher<' the civil power is supreme. There exists a state of mind 
which is more worthy of attention than this histoiical fact, because it constitutes a danger more evident 
and more recent. There is a war party, with leaders, and followers, a press cither convinced or sub¬ 
sidised for the purpose of creatiug public opinion ; it has means both varied and formidable for the 
intimidation of the Government. It goes to work in the country with clear ideas, burning aspnrations, 
•ind a determination that is at once thrilling and lived. 

Those In favour of war are divided into several categories ; each of these derives from ite social 
®Mte, its class, its intellectual and moral education, its interests, it* hates, special arguments which 
cieate a general attitude of mind and increase the strength and rapidity of the stream of warlike 
uGsirc* 

Some want war booanse in the present circumstances they think if is And, as far as 

Germany is oonoemedj the sooner the better. 
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Others regard Trar ae necessary for eaonomio reasons based on over-population, over-prodnetion, 
the need for markets and outlets ; or for social reasons, i.e., to provide the outside interests that alone 
can prevent or retard the rise to power of the democratio and socialist masses. 

Others uneasy for the safety of the Empire, and believing that time is on the. side of Frances 
think that events should be brought to au immediate bead. It is not unusual to meet, in the coarse of 
conversation or in the pages of patriotic pamphlets, the vague but deeply rooted conviction that a free 
(lermany and a regenerated Franco are two historical facts mutually incompatible. 

Others are bellicose from liismarckism " as it may be termed. They feel themselves humiliated 
at having to enter into discussions with Franco, at being obliged to talk in terms of law and right in 
negotiations and conferences where they have not always found it easy to get right on their side, even 
when they have a preponderating foroe.^ From their still recent past they derive a sense of pride ever 
fed by personal memories of former exploits, by oral .traditions, and by bocks, and irritatod by the 
events of recent years. Angry disappointment is the unifying force of the and other 

itssociaiions of Young Germany. 

Others again waut war from a mystic hatred of revolutionary France ; others finally from a 
feeling of rancour. These last are the jjeople who heap up pr^exts for war. 

Coming to actuals facts, these feelings take concrete form as follows:—The country squires 
represented in the Keichs^g by the Consanvative party want at all costs to escape the death duties, 
which are bound to c^me if peace continues. In the last sitting of the session which has just closed, 
the Keichstag agreed to these duties in principle. It is a serious attack on th'e interests and privileges 
of the landed gentry. On the other hand, this aristocracy is military in character, atfd it is 
instructive to compare the .\rcny List with the year book trf the nobility. War alone can prolong 
its prestige and support its family interest. During the discussions on the Army Dill, a Conservative 
speaker put forward the need for promotion among officers as an argument in its favour. Finally, 
this social class, which forms a hierarchy with the King of Prussia as its supreme head, realises with 
dread the democratisatiou of (iermany and the increasing power of the Socialist party, and considers 
its own days numbered. Not only does a formidable movement hostile to agraraia protection 
threaten its material interests, but, in ad lition, the number of its political n-presentatives decreases 
with each legislative period. In the llelchstag of _878, out of 39^ members, lt)2 belonged to the 
aristocracy; in 1S1)8, S3 ; in 191-2, 57. Out of this number 27 alone belong to the Right, 14> to the 
Centre, 7 to the Left, and one sits among the Socialists. 

The higher bourgeoisie, represented by the National Liberal Party, tba party of the contented 
spirits, have not the same reasons as the squires for wanting war. With a few exceptions, however, 
they are bellicose. They have their reasons, social in character.' 

The higher bourgeoi.sie is no less troubled thun t^e aristocraey at the democratisation of Germany. 
In 1871 they Lad 125 members in the Ueichstag; in 187 t, 155 ; in 1.887, 99 ; in 1912, 4-5. They 
do not forget that in the years succeeding tiie war they played the leading role in ))arliainent, helping 
Bismarck in his schemes against the country squires. Uneasily balanced to-day between Conserva¬ 
tive instincts and Liberal ideas, they lx k to war to settle problems which their jiarliamentary 
rej(resentatives are painfully incapable of solving. In addition, dx-trinaire manufacturers declare that 
the difficulties between themselves and their workmen originate in I rance, the home of revolutionary 
ideas of freedom—without France industrial unrest would be unknown. 

Lastly, there are the manufacturers of guns and arinoiir jdate, big merchants who demand bigger 
markets, hankers who are speculating on the coming of the golden age and the Jiext war indemnity- 
all these regard war as good busine-s. 

Amongst the “ Bismarcki-is. • " must be reckoned •- iicials of all kinds, represented fairly closely 
in the Reichstag by the Free Conservatives or Imjwrial Party. This is the party of the “ pensioned 
who.so impetuous sentiments are poured out in tb<- They find disciples and political sympathisers 

in the various groups of young men whose minds have been trained and formed in the public schools 
and universities. 

The universities, if we except a few distinguished spirits, develop a warlike philosophy. Econo¬ 
mists demonstrate by statistics Germany’s ne d for a colonial and comm'meial empire commensurate 
with the industrial output of the Empire. There are sociological fanatics who go even further. The 
armed peace, so they say, is a crushing burden on the nations, it checks improvement in the lot of the 
masses, and assists the growth of socialism. France by clinging obstinately to her desire for revenge 
opposes disarmament. Once for all she must be reduced, for a century, to a state of impotence ; that 
is the best and speediest way of solving the social problem. 

Historians, philosophers, political parapble(>-.;r8 and other apologists of German iCal/nr wish to 
impose upon the world a way of thinking and fe ling specifically German. They wish to wrest from 
France that intellectual supremacy which according to the dearest thinkers is still her possession. 
From this source is derived the phr&eology of the Pan-Gcrraans and *the ideas and adherents of the 
Krtegtvereine, IVshrvereine and other similar associations too well known to need particular description. 

It is enongb to note that the dissatifaction caused by the treaty of November 4th has oon^derably 
swelled the membership of colonial societies. 

We come finally to those whose support of the war policy is inspired by rancour and resentmemt. 
'fhese are the most dangerous. The^ are recruited chiefly amcmg diplomatists. German deplomatists 
are now in very bad odour in public opinion. The most bitter are those who since 1906 have Been 
engaged in the negotiations between France and Germany ; they are heaping together and reckoning 
up their grievance againsi us, and one day they wUl present their accounts in the ww press. 
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It ■eeiBS as if were looking for grievancee chiefly in Morocco, thongh an incident is always possible 
in any part of the globe where France and Germany are in contact. 

They must have their revenge, for they complain that they have been duped. During the die- 
CTUsion on the Army Bill one of these warlike diplomatists exclaimed, “ Germany will not be able to 
have any serious conversation with France until the has every sound man under arms.''’ 

In what terms will this conversation be couched ? The opinion is fairly widely spread, even in 
Pan-German circles, that Germany will not declare war in view of the system of defensive alliances and 
the tendencies of the Emperor. Bat when the moment comee, she will have to try in every possible 
way to force France to attack her. Offence will be given if necessary. That is the Prussian 
tradition. 

Must war then be considered as inevitable ? 

It is baldly likely that Germany will take the risk, if France can make it clear to the world that 
the lfl*te»te Catdiale and the Russian alliance are not mere diplomatic fictions but realities which exist 
and will make themselves felt. The English fleet inspires a wholesome terror. It is well knownn 
however, that victory on sea will leave everything in suspense. On land alone can a decisive issue be 
obtained. • 

As for Russia, oven though she carries greater weight in |>oIitical aud military circles than was 
the case three or four years ago, it is not believed that her cS*Dperation will Insufficiently rapid and 
energetic to be effective. 

People'’s minds are thus getting used to consider the next war as a duel between France and 
Germany.

I HAVK received from an absolutely reliable source an account of a conversation which took place a 
fortnight ago between the Emperor and the King of the Belgians, in the presence of the Chief of the 
General Staff—General von Moltk**. This couvci»aiion, it appears, has made a profound impression 
on King Albert. I am in no way surpris-d at t.U|^ uupressiou he gathered, which corresponds with 
what I have myself felt for some time. Enmity agaiust us is increasing and the Emperor has ceased 
to be the friend of peace. 

The person addressed by the Emperor had i foughttill then, as did all the world, that 
William II., whose personal inHuence had been exert d on many critical occasions in support of peace, 
was still in the same state of mind, lie fouiul iilm this time completely changed. The German 
£m|wror is no longer in his eyes the champion o! peace against the warlike tendencies of certain 
parties in Germany. William II. has cornu to think that war with France is inevitatile, and that it 
must come sooner or later. Naturally he believe.^ in the crashing superiority of the German army and 
in its certain success. 

General von Moltke spoke exactly in the sain-- strain as his sovereign. He, too, declared war to 
be necessary and inevitable, but he showed himself -till more assured of success '• for," he said, to the 
King, “ this time the matter must be 6tttle>i. and your Majesty can have no conception of the 
irresirtible enthusiasm with which the whole German people will be carried awa}' when that day 
comes." 


The King of the Belgians protested th.it it \\.is a travesty of the intentions of the French 
Qover'>meut to interpret them in that sense ; au-. to let oneself be misled as to the sentiments of 
the French nation by the ebullitions of a few im sponsible spirits or the intrigues of unscrupulous 
agitators.

The Emperor and his Chief of the General Stall nevertheless ptTsisted in their point of view. 

Daring the course of this conversation the Emperor moreover seemed overstrained and irritable.

It tallies with th.e preoarloasnesd of the general eitoatlon and ^with the state of a certain shade of 
public opinion in France and Germany. 


If I may be allowed to draw a conclusion, I would snbmit that lit would be well to lake account of 
this new factor, namely, that the Emperor U beconiing used to an order of ideas which were formerly 
repngnant to him, and that, to borrow from him a phrase which he likes to use, " we must keep our 
powuar dry."

duKSTiONED in the Chamber on the state of the AustrooServian question, ]\f. Tisza explained that 
before everything else it was necessary to wait for the result of the judical inquiry, as to which he 
refused at the moment to make any disclosure whatsoever. And the Chamber has given its full 
approval to this. He also showed himself equally discreet as to the decisions taken at the meeting 
of Ministers at Vienna, and did not give any indication whether the project of a demarche 
at Belgrade, with which all the papers of both hemispheres are full, would be followed up.

The semi-oflScial 
press especially would desire that for the word ‘^Irmanhe,” with its appearance of a threat, there 
should be substituted the expression “po»r/)ar/#ri,” which ap|>ear8 to them more friendly and more 
courteous. Thus officially, for the moment all is for peace. 

All is for peace in the press. But the general pul lie here believes in war and fears it* Moreover, 
persons in whom I have every reason to have coniidenco have assured me that they knew that every 
My cannon and ammunition were being sent in largo quantities towards the frontier. Whether trno 
or not, this rumour has been brought to me from various quarters with details w’hich agree with one 
rtnothar ; at least it indicates what are the thoughts with which ]^)eople are generally occupied. T le 
Gkivemment, whether it is sincerely desirous of peace, or whether it is preparing a coup, is now doing 
all that it oan to allay these anxieties. This is why 1 lie tone of the Government newspapers has been 
lowered, first by one note, then by two, so that it is at the present moment almost optimistic. But 
they had themselves spread the alarm as it suited them (k ptaieer). Their optimism to order is in 
fact without an echo ; the nervousness of the Bourse, a barometer which cannot bo neglected, is a sure 
proof of this; without exception stocks have fallen to an unaccountably low level; the Hungarian li 
j»er cents, were quoted yesterday at Tfi'O.'i, a rate whieh has never been quoted since they were first 
issued.

From information furnished by a person specially well informed as to official news, it appears 
that the French Government would bo wrong to have confidence in disseminators of optimism ; much 
will be demanded of Servia; she will be required to dissolve several propagandist societies, she will 
be summoned to repress nation dism, to guard the frontier in co-operation with Austrian officials, to 
keep strict control over anti-Austrian tendoncies^n the schools ; and it is a very difficult matter for a 
Government to consent to become in this way a policeman for a foreign Government. They foresee the 
subterfuges by which Servia will doubtless wish to avoid giving a clear and direct reply ; that is why 
a short interval will perhaps be fixed former to declare whether she acfoj.'ts or not. The tenonr of the 
note and its imperious tone almost certainly ensure that Belgrade will refuse. Then military operations 
will begin. 

There is here, and equally at Berlin, a party which accepts the idea of a conflict of 
widespread dimensions, in other wmrds, a conflagration. The leading idea is probably that it would 
be necessary to start before Russia has completed the great improvements of her army and railways, 
and before France has brought her military organisation to perfection. But on this point there is 
no unanimity in high circles; Count Berehtold and the diplomatists desire at the most .localised 
operations against Servia. But overyfldng mast be regarded as }>osBible. A singular fact is pointed 
out; generafiy the official telegraph agency, in its summaries and reviews of the foreign press, pays 
attention only to semi-oflScial newspapers aii<l to the most im(>ortant organs ; it omits all quotation 
from and all mention of the others This is a rule and a tradition. Now, for the last ten days the 
official agency has furnished daily to the Austro-Hungarian press a complete review of the whole Ser¬ 
vian press giving a prominent place to the least,known, the smallest, and most insignificant papers, which, 
jnst on account of their obscurity, employ language freer, bolder, more aggressive, and often, insulting. 
This work of the official agency hus obviously for its aim the excitement of public feeling and the 
creation of opinion favourable to war. The fact is significant.

The Secreta^ 
of fitote protested thiUi he was in oo'nplete ignorance of the contend; of that note, and expressed himself 
in the seme way to me. I could not help showing my astonishment at a statement which agreed so 
little with what circumstances lead one to expect. 

I have also been assured that, from now on, the preliminary notices for mobilisation, the object 
of which is to place Germany in a kind of “ attention " attitude in times of tension, have been sent 
ont here to those classes which would receive tiiem in similar cirenmstanoes.

Yoitb Excellency has been good enough to communicate to me the impressions which have been 
collected by our Ambassador at Berlin with regard to4he demarche which the Austro*Hungariau 
Minister is proix>sing to make at Belgrade. 

These impressions bare been confirmed by a conversation which I had yesterday with the Seoretaxy 
of State for Foreign Affairs. Sir I'. I.. 1 Grey told me that be bad seen the German Ambassador, 

who stated to him that at Berlin a demarche of the Austro-Hungarian Government to the Servian 
Government was expected. Prince Lichnowsky assured him that the German Government were 
endeavouring to hold back and moderate the Calunet of Vienna, but that up to the present time they 
had not been successful in this, and that he was not without auxiety as to the result of a demarche of 
this kind. Sir Edward Grey answered Prinq^ Lichnowsky that he would like to believe that, before 
intervening at Belgrade, the Au'^tro*Hungarian Governmeut had fully infortned themselves as to the 
circumstauces of the conspiracy to which the Hereditary Archduke and the Duchess of Hohenburg had 
fallen victims, and had assured themselves that the Servian Government had been cognisant of it and 
had not done all that lay in their power to prevent the consequences. For if it could not be proved 
that the Servian Government were reep msible and im^icated to a certain degree, the intervention of 
Austria-Hangary would not be justified and would arouse against them the opinion of Europe. 

The communication of Prince Lichnowstsy bad left Sir Edward Grey with an impression of 
anxiety which he did not conceal fnim me. Tne same impression was given me by the Italian Ambu g. 
sador, who also fears the possibility of fresh tension in Austro-Servian relations. 

This morning the Servian Minister eame to see me, and he shares tho apprehensions of Sir Edward 
Grey. He fears that Austria may m.ike of the Servian Government demands which their dignity, 
and above all the susceptibility of public opinion, will not allow them to accept without a protest. 
When I pointed out to him the quiet which appears to reign at Vienna, and to which all the 
Ambassadors accredited to that Court bear testimony, he answered that this official quiet was only 
apparent and concealed feelings which were most fundumentally hostile to Servia. But, he added, if 
these feelings take a public form {dfUi.ircbe) which lacks the modenation that is desirable, it will be 
neoessaiy to take account of Servian public opinion, which has been inflamed by the wrong methods 
which the Austrian Government have used in approaching that country, and which has been made 
less i»tient by the memory of two victorious wars which is still quite fresh. Notwithstanding the 
sacrifices which Servia has made for her recent victories she can still put 4-00,000 men in the field 
and public opinion, which knows this, is not inclined to put up with any humiliation. 

Sir Edward Grey, in an interview with the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador, asked him to 
recommend his Government not to depart from the prudence and moderation neceesaiy for avoiding 
new complications, not to demand from Servia any measures to which she could not reasonably submit 
and not to allow themselves to be carried away too far.

note, and the demnnda whinh would be formulated in it, allow tta to count on a peaceful result. In 
view of the ooatomary procedure of the Imperial Chancery, I'do not know what confidence ought to 
be placed in these assuraaoea. 

Inany case the Adsirian note will be presented in a very short space of time. The Servian 
Minister holds that as M. Pashitoh wishes to cotne to an un'lei -banding, he will accept those demands 
whioh relate to the punishment of the outrage and to the guiran'._>$• for control and police supervision, 
but that he will resist everything whioh might affect the sovereignty and dignity of his country. 

In diplomatic circles at Vienna the German Ambassador is in favour of violent measures, while 
at the same time he confesses that the Imperial (Jhaneery is perhaps not entirely in agreement with 
him on this point; the Russian Ambassador, trusting to assorances which have been given him, has 
left Vienna, and before his departure confided to M. Dumaine that his Government will not raise 
any objection to the punishment of the guilty and the dissolution of the revolutionary associations, 
hut that they coul^ not accept requirements which were hamiliating to the national sentiment of 
Serna.

In the course of my conversation with the linssian Minister for Foreign Affairs we bad to take 
info consideration the dangers which might result from anv step taken by Austria-Hungary in relation 
to Servia in connection with the crime of which the Hereditary Archduke has been a victim. We 
found ourselves in agreement in thinking that wc should not leave anything undone to prevent a 
request for an explanation or some mise en demeure which would be equivalent to intervention in the 
internal affairs of Servia, of such a kind that Servia might consider it as an attack ou her sovereignty 
and independence. 

We have in consequence come to the opinion that we might, by means of a friendly conversation 
with Count Berohtold, give him counsels of moderation, of such a kind as to make him understand 
how undesirable would be any intervention at Belgrade which would ap{)e:ii' to be a threat on the part 
of the Cabinet at Vienna. 

The British Ambassador, who was kejit informed by M. Saxonof, expressed the idea that his 
C^ovemment weald doubtless associate itself with a ddmarehe for removing any danger which might 
threaten general peace, and ho has telegraphed to his Government to this effect. 

M. Saionof has addressed instructions to this effect to M. Schebeko. While there is no question 
in this of ooUeotivo or concerted action at Vieima on the part of the representatives of the Ti-iple 
Entente, I ask you to discuss the matter with the Kussian and Engli.‘<h Ambassadors, and to come 
fo an agnMHXient with them as to the best means by which each of you can make Count Berohtold 
underatiwd without delay the moderation that the present sitnation appears fo us to require. 
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Furtber^ it wovlM le desirablo to aak M. Paul O&mbou to bring the adTai)tB|^ of thii pvooi^^ 
to the notioeiOf Sir Edward Grey, aud to support, the suggestion that the firirish Ambsasador in 
Russia wiU have made to this ePect to the Foreign Office. Count Renckendorff is instructed to make a 
similar reoommeudation.

Tegt of the Austrian Note. 

(Note communicated by Count Scezsen, Anstro'Hungarian Ambassador, to M. Bienvenn-Martin, 

Acting Minister for Foreign Affairs, on Friday, July 24.th 1914!, at 10-80 a.m.) 

Vienna, July 24, 1914. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government felt compelled to address the following note to the Servian 
Government on the 23rd July, through the mediumthe Austro-Hungarian Minister at Belgrade i— 

“ On the dlst March, 1900, the Servian Minister in Vienna, on the instructions of the Servian 
Government, made the following declaratioi^lo the Imperial and Royal Government;— 

“ ‘ Servia recogniseft that the fait accompli regarding Bosnia has not affected her rights, and 
consequently she will conform to the decisions that the Powers may take in conforuuty with • 
article 25 of the Treaty of Berlin. In deference to the advice of the Great I'owers, Servia under¬ 
takes to renounce from now onwards the attitude of protest and opposition which she has adopted 
with regard to the annexation since last autumn. She undertakes, moreover, to modify the 
direction of her policy with regard to Austria-Hungary and to live in future on good neighbour¬ 
ly terms with the latter.' 

“ The history of recent years, and in particular the painful events of ihe 2feth June last, have 
shown the existence of a subv-^'-rdvo movcin.-nt with the object of detaching a part of the territories 
of Austria-Hungary from the Monarchy, The movement, which had its birth under the eye of the 
Servian Government, has gone so far as to inak*' itself manifest on both sides of the Servian frontier 
in the shape of acts of terrorism and a series of outrages and murders. 

“ Par from carrying out the formal undert ikings contained in the declaration of the Slst March, 
1909, the Royal Servian Government has done nothing to repress these movements. It has permitted 
the criminal machinations of various societies and associations directed against the Moimrohy, and 
has tolerated unrestrained language on (he j)art of the press, the glorilication of the iierjjetraton of 
outrages, and the participation of officei-s and fuactiouaries in subversive agitation. It has permitted 
an unwholesome propaganda in public instruction, in short, it has permitted all manifestationB of a 
nature to incite the Servian population to hatr< d of the Monarchy and contempt of its institutions. 

“ This culpable tolerance of the Royal Servian Government had not ceased at the moment when 
the events of the 28th Juno Iasi piroved its fatal consequences to the whole world. 

“ It results from the deiK)sitiuu8 and confessions of the criminal perj)etraton of the outrage of 
the 28th June that the Serajevo assassinations were plat>ned in Belgrade •, that the arms and explosives 
with which the murderers were provided had Ixicn given to them by Servian officers and funotienaiies 
belmging to the Narc^na Odbrana; and finally, lliafc the passage into Bosnia of the criminals and 
their arms was organised and effected by the chitrfs of the Servian frontier service. 

“ The above-mentioned results of the magisterial investigation do not permit the Atiitro- 
Hunga^n Government to pursue any longer tin attitude of ex^tant forbearance which fj]«y itave 
maintamed for years in fa(;e of the machinations hatched in (Bel|'ra4«, and thence propagated in the 
teriitoriei- of the Monarchy. The results, ou the contrary, impose on them the duty of potting 
an end to the ia^igues which form a perpetual menace to the tranquility of the Monarchy, * 
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*' To •ohieve tbi® end the Imperial and Royal Government see themeelvea compelled to demand 
from the Roval Servian Government a formal assurance that they condemn this dangerous propaganda 
against the Slonarchy j in other words, the wliole series of tendencies, the ultimate aim of which is 
to detach from the Monarchy territories belonging to it, and that they undertake to suppress by every 
means this criminal and terrorist propaganda. 

“ In order to gpve a formal character to this undertaking the Royal Servian Government shall 
publish on the front page of their * Official Journal' of the 18/26 July the following declaration 

*' ‘ The Royal Government of Servia condemn the pro-jiaganda directed against Austria- 
Hungary— i.g., the general tendency of which the final aim is to detach from the Austro- 
Hungarian Monarchy territories belonging to it, and they sincerely deplore the fatal conse¬ 
quences of these criminal proceedings. 

“ ‘ The Royal Government regret that Servian officers and functionaries participated in the 
above-mentioned propaganda and thus coraprDinised the good neighbourly relations to which 
the Royal Government were solemnly pledged by their declaration of the 81st March, 1909. 

" ‘ The Royal Government who di8ap])r<>ve and repudiate all idea of interfering or attempting 
to interfere with the destinies of tli?; inhahihmts of any part whatsoever of Austria-Hungary, 
consider it their duty formally to warn ollici rs and functionaries, and the whole population of 
the Kingdom! that henceforward they will proceedwwith the utm^^igour against persons 
who may be guilty of such machinations, w liich they will use all their enorts to anticipate and 
suppress.' 

"This declaration shall .simultaneously l>c eoinuiuuicated to the Royal army as an order of the day 
by His Majesty the King and shall bo publisliod in the ‘f)fficial Bulletin ' of the army. 

"The Royal Servian Government further undoriake: 

“ (1) To suppress any publication which iucilcs uj hatred and contempt of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy and the general tendency of which is directed against its territorial integrity; 

“^(2) To dissolve immediately the society styled ‘ Narodna Odbrana,' to confiscate all its means of 
propaganda, and to proceed in the same manner against other societies and their branches 
in Servia which engage in propaganda against the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. The 
Royal Government shall tiike the ncoos^.iry uj^sures to prevent the societies dissolved from 
continuing their activity uuder another name and form ; 

“ (8) To eliminate without delay from public in tiuction in Servia, both as regards the teaching 
body and also as regards the methods i»f iu'^tructiou, everything that serves, or might serve, 
to foment the propaganda against Austria-Hungary ; 

“ To remove from the military service, and irnm the administration iu general, all officers and 
functionaries guilty of propaganda ag.iiust the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy whose names 
and.deeds the Austro-Hungarian Govuioucut rAerve to themselves the right of communi¬ 
cating to the Royal Goverjjment ; 

" (5) To accept the collaboration in Servia of ii prescutatives of the Austro-Hujigarian Govern¬ 
ment for the suppression of the subversive movement directed against the territorial 
integrity of the Monarchy ; 

" f6j To take judicial proceedings against aecibsories to the plot of the 2Sth June who are on 
Servian territory; delegates of the luslro-Hungarian Government will take part in the 
investigation relating thereto; 

" (7) To proceed without delay to th(' anvrt of Major Voija. Taukositc-h and of the individual 
named Milan Cigauovitch, a S i viaii State employe, who have been compromised by the 
results of the magisterial enquiry at Sera jevo ; 

" (S) To prevenJt by effective measure.^ the eo-ojieratiuu of the Servian authorities in the illicit 
traffic in arms and exjdosives ai rois the frontier, to dismiss and punish severely the 
officials of the frontier service at Sehabatz Loznioa guilty of having assisted the perpe¬ 
trators of the Serajevo crime by faeiliialing their passage across the frontier; 

" (9) To furnish the Imperial and Royal {ioveniment with explanations regarding the unjusti¬ 
fiable utterunoes of high Servian oiiieials, l>oth iu Servia and abroad, who notwithstand¬ 
ing their official jKisitiou, have not hesitated since the crime of the 28th June to express 
themselves in interviews in terms of hostility to the Austro-Hungarian Government; and, 
tinally, 

"(10) To notify the Imperial and iM'val tiovernment without delay of the execution of the 
measures comprised under the preceding heads.

I have the honour to request your Excellency to bring the contents of this note to the knowledge 
of the Government to which yoti are accredited, acoompanying your communication with the foQowiag 
observations i — 

On the Slsf March 1901), the Boyal Servian Government addressed to Austria-Hungary the 
declaration of which the text is reproduced above. 

On the very day after this declaration Servia embarked on a policy of instilling revolntionaiy 
ideas into the Serb subjects of the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy, and so preparing for the 
separation of the Austro-Hungarian territory on the Servian frontier. 

Servia became the centre of a criminal agitation. 

No time was lost in the formation of societies and groups, whose object, either avowed or secret, 
was the creation of disorders on Austro-Hungarian territory. These sooiotles and groups count among 
their members generals and diplomatists, Governmoat ofScials and judges—in short, men at the top of 
official and unofficial society in the kingdom. ^ 

Servian journalism is almost entii’ely at the service of this psopag.inda, whioh'is directed against 
Austria-Hungary, and not a day passes jjithout the organs of tlio Servian press stirring up their 
readers to hatred or <!iUfcempt for the neighbouring Monarchy, or to outrages dii'ectei more or less 
openly against its security and integrity, • 

A large number of agents are employed in carrying on by every means the agitation against 
Austria-Hungary and corrupting the youth in the frontier psoyiuees. 

Since the recent Balkan crisis there has been a recrudt'seenco of the spirit of conspiracy inherent 
in Servian |)oUticians, which has left such sanguinary imprints on the history ot the kingdom; indivi¬ 
duals belonging formerly to bands employed in Macedonia have come to place themselves at the dis¬ 
posal of the terrorist propaganda against Austria-Hungary. 

In the presence of these doings, to which Austria-Hungary has been e.xpo8ed for years, the Servian 
Government have not thought it incumbent on them to take the slightest step. The Servian Govern¬ 
ment have thus failed in the duty imposed on them by the solemn declar.ition of the Slst March 1909, 
and acted in opposition to the will of Europe a*id the undertaking given to Austria-Hungary. 

The patience of the Imperial and Iloyal Government in the face of the provocative attitude of 
Servia was inspired by the territorial disinterestedness of the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy and the 
hope that the Servian Government would end in spite of everything by apyireeiating Austria-Hungary's 
friendship at its true value. By observing a benevoient attitude towards the j»olitical interests of 
Servia, the Imperial and lioyal Government hoped that the kingdom would dually decide to follow 
an analogous line of conduct on its own side. In particular, Austria-Hungary expected a development 
of this kind in the political ideas of Servia, \ftien, after the events of 1912, the Imperial and Royal 
Government, by its disinterested and ungrudging attitude, made such a considerable aggrandisement 
of Servia possible. 

The benevolence which Austria-Hungary showed towards the neighbouring State had no restrain¬ 
ing effect on the proceedings of the kingdom, which continued to tolerate on its territory a propaganda 
of which the fatal consequences were demousliated to the whole world on the 28th June last, when 
the Heir Presumptive to the Monarchy and his illustrious consort fell victims to a plot hatched at 
Belgrade. 

In the presence of this state of tldugs th- imperial and Iloyal Government have felt compelled 
to take new and argent steps at Belgrade with a view to inducing the Servian Government to stop 
the incendiary movement that is threat ning the security and integrity of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy. 

The Imperial and Royal Government are convinced that in taking this step they will find them¬ 
selves in fnll agreement with the seuiimcnfa of all civilisiHl nations, who cannot permit regicide 
to become a weapon that cau be employed with impunity in political strife, and the peace of Enrope 
to he continually disturbed by movements emanating from Belgrade. 

In support of the above the Imperial and Royal Government hold at the disposal of the British 
Government a dottier elucidating the Servian intrigues and the connection between these intrigues 
and the murder of the 2feth June. 

An identical communication has been aidressed to the Imperial and Royal representatives 
accredited to the other signatory Powers.

The criminal enquiry opened by the Court of Serajevo against Gavrilo Princlp and his aoeessegifis 
in and before the act of assassination committed by them on the 28th June last has up to the present 
led to the following conclusions :— 

(1) The^ pl'^t, haying as its objecit the assassination of the Archduke Francis Ferdinand at the 
time of his visit to Serajevo was formed at Belgrade by Gavrilo Prinoip, Nedeljko 
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C^brinoTio, one Milan Ciganovic, and Trlfko Qrabez, with the aasietance of Commander 
Voija Tankoflic. 

(2) The eix bomba and the four Browning pistola and ammunition with which the guilty pai'ties 
committed the act were delivered to Prlneip, Cabrinovic, and Qrabez bj the man Milan 
Ciganovic and Commander Voija Tankosic at Belgrade. 

(8) The bomba are hand-grenades coming from the arms dep6t of the Servian army at 
Kra^jevac. 

(i) In order to ensure the success of the act, Ciganovic taught Princip, Cabrinovic, and Grabez 
how to use the bombs, and gave Icbbous in firing Browning pistols to Princip and Grabez 
in a forest near the shooting ground at Topschider, 

(6) To enable Princip, Cabrinovic, and Gral)ez to cross the frontier of Bosnia-Herzegovina and 
smuggle in their contraband of arms s' cretly, a secret system of transport was organised 
by Ciganovic. 

By this arrangement the introduction into I’oBida-Herzegovina of criminals and their arms was 
effected by the officials controlling the frontiers at Chabac (Hade Popovicj and Loznica, as well as 
by the customs officer Rndivoj Grbic, of iJr^znica, with the assistance of various individuals.

I HAVB the honour to inform you that tho Au-tro-Hnngarian AmbasBadorfthis morning left me 
a copy of the Austrian note whiidi was handed in ai Jiclgrgde on Thursday evening. Count Scdzsen 
informs me that the Austro-Hungarian Govcrnmcjit Lr’ves the Servian Government up to 5 o’clock 
on the evening of Saturday the ‘25th for their auswi r.* 

The note is based on the undertaking made by S'Tvia on the .Slst March 1909, to recognise the 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, and reproa. |i's the Servian Government with having tolerated 
an anti-Austrian propaganda in which officials, tiic ;iiMiy, and the press have taken part, a propaganda 
which threatens the security and integrity of Au-tria. and the danger of which has been shown by 
the crime of the 2?>tb June which, according th'* Gets e*tablisbed during the investigation, was 
planned at Belgrade. 

The Austrian Government explain that they av - compelled to put an end to a propaganda which 
forms a jiermauent danger to their tranquillity, and to require from the Servdan Government an 
official pronouncement of their determination to cond 'inn and suppress it, by publishing in the official 
Gazette of the 20tb a declaration, the terms of wlii. li are given, conderaiiing it, stating their regret, 
and threatening to crush It. A general order of th.' King t> the Servian array is ;>t the same time 
to make these declarations known to the army. In .idditiou to this, the Servian Government are to 
undertake to suppress publications, to dissolve tic’ ocicties, to dismiss those officers and civil een^ants 
whose names would be eommnidoalcd to them by the Austrian Government, to accept the co-ojwration 
of Anstrian officials in suppressing the subversive .i« t.-' to which their attention has been directed as 
well as for the investigation into the crime of Sera ji vo, and finally to proceed to thfe immediate arrest 
of a Servian officer and an official who were concenn'd in it. 

Annexed to the Austrian memorandum is a note which sums up the facts established by the in¬ 
vestigation into the crime of Serajevo, and dccl;u'es that it was planned at Belgrade ; that the bombs 
were provided for the murderers, and came from a depot of the Servian army ; finally that the 
murderers were drilled and helfHjd by Servian oiru-crs and officials. 

On visiting the Acting Political Director immediately after making this communication. Count 
Sc4zsen without any observations irjforraod him that the note had been presented. M. Berthelot, on 
my instruotions, confined himself to pointing out to the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador the filing of 
anxiety which had been arou8e<l by the information available this morning as to the contents of the 
Austrian note, and the painful feeling which could not fail to be aroused in French public opinion by 
the time chosen for so categorical a dtfmarr/te with so short a time limit ; that is to say, a time when 
the Presid^t of the Rejmblic and the President of the Council and Minister for Foreign Affairs of 
the Republic had left St. Petersburgh and were at sea, and consequently were not able to exert, in 
agreement with those Powers which were not tlircdly interested, that soothing influence on Servia and 
Austria which was so desirable in the interest of general peace. 

The Servian Minister has not yet received any information as to the intentions of bis Government. 

T^e German Ambaesador has asked me to receive him at 5 o’clock this afternoon.

M. VaBNiTCH wafl this morning still without any telegram from his Government informing him 
as to their intentions, and did not know the contents of the Austrian note. 

To a request for advice which he made to the Political Director, M, Berthelot said to him, Bpeak* 
ing personally and for himself alone, that Servia must try to gain time, as the limit of forty-eight 
hours perhaps formed rather a “ than an ultimatum in the proper sense of the 

term j that there might, for instance, be an opportunity of offering satisfaction on all those ]X>int8 
•which were not inconsistent with the dignity and sovereignty of Servia; he was advised to draw 
attention to the fact that statements based on the Austrian investigations at Serajevo were one sided, 
and that Servia, while she was quite ready to take measures against all the accomplices of a crime 
which she most strongly condemned, required full information as to the evidence in order to be able 
to verify it with all speed ; above all to attempt to escape from the direct grip of Austria by declaring 
herself ready to submit to the arbitration of Europe. * 

I have asked at London and St. Petersburgh for tbo views and intentions of the Euglish and 
Russian Governments# It appears on'the other hand from our information that the Austrian note 
was not communicated to Italy until to-day, and that Italy had neither been, consulted nor even inform¬ 
ed of it.

The French Ambassador at Vienna infigms me that opinion has been startled by the sadden 
and exaggerated nature of the Austrian demands, but that the chief fear of the military party appears 
to be that Servia may give way. 

The Servian Minister in Austria thinks that his Government will show themselves very concilia¬ 
tory in all that concerns the punishment of th^accomplices of the crime, and the guarantees to be 
given as to the suppression of the anti-Austrian propaganda, but that they could not accept a general 
order to the army dictated to the King nor the dismissal of officers who were suspected by Austria, 
nor the interference of foreign officials in Servia. M. Jovanovitch considers that, if it were possible 
to start a discussion, a settlement of the dispute might still be arranged, with the assistance of the 
Powers. 

Our Ambassador at Berlin gives an account of the excitement arou'ed by the Austrian note, and of 
the state of feeling of the Russian Charge d'Affaires, who thinks that a large part of opinion in 
Germany would desire war. Tlie tone of the press is threatening and appears to have as its object the 
intimidation of Russia. Our Ambassador is to see Herr von^Jagow this evening. 

M. Bari^re informs IIS that Italy is exercising moderating influence at Vienna and is trying to 
avoid complications.

Heuh von Schoen came to inform me of a note from his Government, of which he wonld not 
leave me a cojiy, but at my request he read it twice over to me 

The note was almost word for word as follows 

The statements of the Austro-Hungarian newspapers concerning the circumstances under which 
the assassination of the Austrian heir-presumptive and his consort has taken place disclose 
unmistakably the aims which the Pan-Servian propaganda has set itself, and the means it 
employs to realise them. The facts made known must also do away with all doubt that the 
centre of activity of all those tendencies which are directed towards the detachment of the 
Southern Slav provinces from the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy and their incorporation into 
the Servian Kingdom is to be found in Belgrade, and is, at any rate, at work there, with 
the connivance of members of the Government and the Army. 

''The Servian intrignee have been going on for many years. In an especially marked fonn the 
Pan-Servian chauvinism manifested itself during the Bosnian orisis. It was cmly owing 
to the moderation and far-reaching self-restraint of the Anstro-Hungarian Government uid 
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tp the energetic intietvention of tho Q-reat ^ Power* that the Servian provocations to which 
ATUltria*Hangary was then exposed di4’ not lead to a conflict. The assurance of good 
oondnot in ioture which was given by the Servian Government at that time has not been 
kept. Under the eyes, at least with the tacit permission, of official Servia, the Pan-Servian 
propaganda has, since that time, continuonsly increased in extension and intensity. To its 
account must be set the recent crime, the threads of which lead to Belgrade. It has become 
clearly evident that it would not be consistent either with the dignity or with the self- 
preservation of the Anstro Huugarian .Monarchy to remain longer inactive in face of this 
movement on the other side of the frontier, by which the security and the integrity of her 
territories are constantly menaced. Under these circumstances, the course of procedure and 
demands of the Austro-Hungarian Government can only be regarded as justified. In spite 
of that, the attitude which public opinion as well as the Government in Servia have recently 
adopted does not exclude the apprehension that the Servian Government might refuse to 
comply with those demands, aud iniglit even allow' themselves to be carried away into a 
provocative attitude towards Austria-Hungary. The Austro-Hungarian Government, if 
they do not wish definitely to abandon Austria's position as a Great Power, would then 
have no ehoioe but to obtain the fulfilment of their demands from the Servian Government 
by strong pressure and, if necessary, by using military measures, the choice of the means 
having to be left to them." * 

The German Ambassador particularly called tnv attention to the last two paragraphs of his note 
l>sfore reading it, pressing the jwint that this was the ^ftiportant mal^^ I noted down the 
“ text literally ; it is as fgllows “The German Government consider that in the present case there 
“ IB only question of a matter to he settled exclusively between Austria-Hungary and Servia, and 
“ that the Great Powers ought seriously to ende;tvour to restrict it to those two immediately concerned." 

‘'The German Government desire urgently the localisation of the disjiute, beeanse every 
“interference of another Power would, owing to the natural play of alliances be followed by incalculable 
“consequences." 

I called the German Ambassador's attention to the fact that while it might appear legitimate 
to demand the pnnishraent of all those who were implicated in the crime of Serajevo, on the other 
hand it seemed diflBcult to require measures which could not be accepted, having regard to the 
dignity and sovereignty of Servia; the Servian Gorernment, even if it was willing W submit to them 
would risk being carried away by a revolution. 

I also pointed out to Herr von Schocn that his note only took into account two hypotheses : 
that of a pure and simple refusal or that of a itnivocative attitude on the i>art of Servia. The third 
hypothesis (which would leave the door open for an arrangement; should also be taken into considera¬ 
tion j that of Servia's acceptance and of her agreeing at once to give full satisfaction for the 
punishment of the accomplices and full guaranteed*for the Bup})reBsion of the anti-Austrian propaganda 
so far as they were compatible with her .sovereignly and dignity. 

I added that if witbiii these limits the satisfaction'desired by Austria could be admitted, the 
means of obtaining it could be examined ; if Servia gave obvious proof of goodwill it could not be 
thought that Austria would refuse to take jurt in the conversation. 

Perhaps they should not make it too ditli -ak for third Powers, who could not either morally or 
sentimentally cease to take interest in Servia, to take an attitude which was in accord with the wishes 
of Gwmany to localise the dispute. 

Herr von Sehoen recognised the justice of tli -se considerations and vaguely stated that hope was 
always possible. When I asked him if we shoul 1 give to the Austrian note tlie character of a simple 
mue en demeure, which permitte<l a discussion, or an ultimatum, he answered that personally he had 
no views.

The delivery of the Austrian note to Servia has made a deep impression. 

The Austrian Ambassador declares that his Government could not abate any of tbeii demandr. 
At the Wilhelmstrasse, as well as in the press, the same view is expressed. 

Most of the Charges d’Affaires present in Berlin came to see me this morning. They show 
little hope of a peaceful issue. The Russian Charge d'Affaires bitterly remarked that Austria has 
presentea her note at the very moment that t he President of the Republic aud the President of tne 
Cotmoil bad left St. Petersbnrgh. He is inclined to think that A considerable section of opinion in 
Germany desires war and would like to seize this opportunity, in which Austria will no doubt be 
fooiul more united than in the past, and in which the German Emperor, inilueuced by a desire to 
give tmpport to the monarchic principle {par an neniiment de tolidaritJ monarchtque), and b}' horror 
at the crime, is less inclined to show a conciliatory attitude. 

Hmr von Jagow is going to receive me late m the afternoon.

I Ais&BD the Secretary of State to-day, in the interview which I had with him, if it WM correct, 
ik| announced in the newspapers, that Austria had presented a note to the Powers on her dispute 
\vith Servia ; if he had received it; and what view he took of it. 

Herr von Jagow answered mo in the affirmative, adding that the note was forcible, and that he 
approved it, the Servian Government having fora long time past wearied the patience of Austria. 
Moreover, he considers this question to be a domestic one for Austria, and he holies that it will be 
localised. 

I then said to him that not having as yet received any instructions, the views which I wished 
to exchange with him were strictly personal. Thereupon I asked him if the .Berlin Cabinet had 
really been entirely ignorant of Austria’s requirements before they were communicated to Bol^ade, 
and as he told me that that was so, I showed him my surprise at seeing him thus undertake to 
support claims, of whose limit and 8coi>e he was ignorant. • 

Herr von Jagow interrupted me, and said, " It is only because we are having a ^rersonal conversa- 
“ tion that I allow yovj^^say that to uvr’'' 

*' Certainly,” I replied, “ but if Peter I, humiliates himself, domastio tronble will probably 
break out in Servia ; that will open the door to fresh possibilities, and do you know where yon will 
be led by Vienna ?” I added that the language of the German newspapers was not the Iwgnage 
of persons who were indifferent to, and unacquainted witC, the question, but betokened an active 
support. Finally, I remarked tli-at the shortness of the time limit given to Servia for submission 
would make an unpleasant impression in Eurojw. 

Herr von Jagow answered that he quite expected a little excitement {un pen d’/notion) on the 
part of Servians friends, but that be was counting on their giving her, wise advice. 

" I have no doubt,” I then said to him, “ that Russia would endeavour to persuade the Cabinet of 
Belgrade to make acceptiible concessions, but why not ask from one what is being asked from the 
other, and if reliance is being placed on advjpe being given at Belgrade, is it not also legitimate to 
rely on advice being given at A’^ieniia from apother quarter ?” 

The Secretary of State went so far as to say that that depended on circumstances ; but 
immediately checked himself ; be repeated that the difficulty must be localised. He asked me if I 
really thought the situation serious. “ Certainly,'^ 1 answered, “ because if what is happening is 
the result of due reflection, I do not understand why all means of retreat have been cut off.” 

AH the evidence shows that Germany is ready to support Austria’s attitude with unusual energy. 
The weakness which her Austro-Hungariau ally has shown for some years past has weakened the 
confidence that was placed in her here. She was found heavy to drag along. Mischievous legal 
proceedings, such as the Agram and tlie Friedjung affairs, brought odium on her police and 
covered them witli ridicule. All that was asked of the [xdiee was that they should be strong; the 
conviction is that they were violent. 

An article which apj)eared in the Lokal Anzeiger this evening show’s also that at the German 
Chancery there exi.sts a state of mind to which we in Paris are niturally not inclined to pay sufficient 
attention, I mean the feeling that monarchies must stand together (sentiment de la solidarity 
monarektque). I am convinced that grear. weight must he attached to this point of view in order to 
appreciate the attitude of the Eiuin'r. r VV’illiain, whose impressionahle nature must have been affected 
by the assassination of a prince whose guest he had been a few days previously. 

It is not less striking to notice the pains with which Herr von Jagow, and all the officials plata'd 
under his orders, pretend to every one that they were igprorant of the scope of the note sent by Austria 
to Servia.

The Austro-Hungarian Ambassador has commonioated to M. Sazonof u threatening note to Servia. 

The intentions of the Emperor of Russia and his Ministers could not be more pacific, a fact of 
which the President of the Republic and the President of the Council have been able to satisfy tfasi^- 
selves directly ; but the ultimatum which the Austro-Hungarian Government has just ddivwed to 
the Cabinet at Belgrade introduces a new and disquieting element into the situation. t 

Public opinion in Russia would pot allow Austria to offer violence to Servia. The shortnese of the 
time limit fixed, by the ultimatum renders still more difficult the moderating influence that tiie Powers 
of the Triple Bntrate might exercise at Vienna. 
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On tit6 otIjOT hand, M. Sazonof aesumes that Germanj will desire to support her ally and I am 
afraid that this impression is correct. Nothing hut the Msuranoe of the solidarity of the Triple Entente 
can preyant the German Powers from emphasising their provocative attitude.

Sib Bdwabd G^-RY having discussed with mo his desire to leave no stone unturned to avert the 
crisis, we agreed in thinking that the English Cabinet might ask the German Government to take the 
initiative in approaching Vienna with the object oi .ITering the mediation, between Austria and Servia, 
of the four Powers which are not directly ihtercsted. If Germany agrees, time will be gained, and this 
is the essential point. 

Sir Edward Grey told me that he would diseu-s with Prin^B^Lichnowsky proposal I have just 
explained. I mentioned the matter; > my Russian oUeague, who is afraid of a surprise from Germany, 
and who imagines that Austria would not have despatched her ultimatum without previous agreement 
with Berlin. 

Count Benckendorff told me that Prince Lichnowsky, when he returned from leave about a month 
ago, had intimated that he held pessimistie views r -arding the relations between St. Petersburgh and 
Berlin. He had observed the nneuBiness caused in tins latter capital by the rumours of a naval entente 
between Russia and I'.ngland, by the Tsai ’s visit to iiu barest, and by the strengthening of the Russian 
Army. Count Benckendorff had concluded from thi^’ iliat a war with Russia would be looked upon 
without disfavour in Germany. 

The Under-Secretary of State has been .struck, a' .ill of us hive been, by the anxious looks of 
Prince Lichnowsky since his rBturn from Berlin, uul n- considers that if Germany had wished to do so 
she could have stopped the dispatch of the ultimatiuu • 

The situation, therefore, is as grav'e as it can he. .md we seo no way of arresting the course of 
events. 

However, Count Benckendorff thinks it right t.> attempt the ditaarehe ujKm which I have agreed 
with Sir Edward Grey. *

Thk German Ambassador came at 12 o'clock to protest against an article in the Echo de Paris 
which applied the term “ German threat^" {menace aHemande) to liis dfmarehe of yesterday. Herr 
YOU Schoen told a certain number of journalists, and came to state at the Direction Politique, that 
there has been no ‘‘concert” hetw'ceu Austria and Germany in connection with the Austrian, note, and 
that the German Governmeat had no kiiowh'dge of this note when it was communicated to them at 
the same time as to the other Bowers, though they had approved it subse^iuentlv. 

Baron von Schocn added, moreover, that there was no “ threat the Gcrutan Government hud 
merely indicated t hat they thought it (Icsirahle to localise the dispute, and that the intervention of 
other Powers ran the risk of aggravating it. 

Ihe Acting Political Director look note of Baroii von ychoeii's demarche. Having asked him to 
repeat the actual terms of th“ l.tsl two par.igr.iphs of his note, he re narked to him that the terms 
showed the willingness of Germany to a-. t as intermediary iHJtween the Powers and Austria. 
M. Berthelot added that, as no jiriv-it' iufui'inition had been given to anv journalist, the information 
m the Echo de Puns involved this newspajier alone, and merely showed that the German dimareke 
appeared to have been known eUewliorc than at the Qua! d’Orsay, and apart from any action on his 
part. The German Ambassador did not take u)i the allusion. 

other hand, the Austrian Aiiihas-^ador at London also came to reassure Sir Edward Qri-y, 
telling him that the Austrian note did not constitute an “ uUimatum ” hut a demand for a reply with 
a tune limit ; which meant that if the Austrian deroand.s are not ai^ceptcd by 6 o'clock this evening, 
the Austrian Minister will leave Belgrade and the Austro-Hungarian Governineut will begin military 
“ preparations ” bu t not mllitery ojierations ” o j 

The Cabinet of Loudon, like those of Paris and St. Petershurgh, has advised Belgrade to express 
regret for any complicity which might he established in the crime of Serajevo, and to promise the 
most ^tnplete satisfacriun iu this respect. 'I'lie Cabinet added that in any case it was Servia’s business 
to reply in term.s which the interests of the country appeared to call/or The English Minister at 
Belgr^e IS to consult his French and llnssian colleagues, and, if tlieso have had corresponding instruc¬ 
tions in the nmtter, advise the Servian Goverument to give satisfaction on all the points on which 
they shall decide that they are able to do so. 

Prince Lichnovvsky (who, up to the present, has made no communication to 
him similar te that of»Herr von Schoen at Paris) that if the Austrian note caused no difficulty between 
Austria and Russia, the English Government would not have to concern themielves with it, but that 
it was to be feared that the stiffness of the note and the shortness of the time limit would bring about 
a stato cf tension. Under these conditions the only chance that could be seen of avoiding a conflict 
would consist in the mediation of Prance, Germany, Italy and England, Germany alone being able to 
aniioeaoa the Government at Vienna in this direction. 
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Qioman AmbMaador mplied that he would transmit this suggestion to Berlin, but he gave 
the RoMian Amhass^or, who is a relative of his, to naderstand that Germany would not lend herself 
to aay d/««f eiie at Vienna.

Thuouhhoui thi’ afternoon there has been a persistent rumour that Servia had submitted to the 
Austrian demands. This evening the iiewspaiwrs publiahed extra editions which announce a rapture 
at Belgrade aiul the dei>arture of the Austro-Hungarian JMinister. 

The oorreb-pondeut«Wt the /Java* at the Wilhclmstrasse has ju.st received confirmation of 

this rumour. Large crowds (-oiisisting of several hundred persons arc collecting here before the uews- 
]>aper offices and a demonstration of uuiubcrs of young peoide has just passed through the Pariser platz 
shouting cries of “ Iluri-ahfor Germany, and singing patriotic songs. The demonstrators are 
visiting the Siegessaiil, the Austrian, and then the Italian Embassy. It is a signitlecmt outburst 
of chauvinism. 

A German whom I saw this evening confessed to me that it liad been feared here that Servia 
would accept the wliole Austrian note, reserving to herself th<‘ right to discuss tlie manner in which 
effect .should be given to it, in order to gain time and to allow the efforts of the Powers to develop 
effectively before the rupture. 

In financial circles inc.asurcs are already being taken to meet every eventuality, for no means of 
averting the crisis is seen, in view of the determined 8up]X)rt which Germany is giving to Austria. 

I, for my part, see in England the only Power which might be listened to at Berlin. 

Whatever hap^ieus, Paris, St. Petersbingh and Ijoudou will not succeed in luaiutainiug peace with 
dignity unless they show a firm and absolutely united front.

The Boyal Servian Governm'ent have i-croived the communication of the Imperial and Boyal 
Government of the lOtli instant, and are convinced that their reply will remove any misunderstaudmg 
wfaioh may threaten to impair the good neighbourly relations between the Austro-Ilungarian Monarohy 
and the Kingdom of Servia. 

Conscums of the fact that the prok'sts which were made both fromthe trilmue of the national fflenp - 
tebina and in the declarations and actions of the responsible representatives of the Sti^e-rpidtwts 
which were cut short by the declarations made by tie Servian Government on the IS-Si Jliaroh 
1909<«M>lisye not been renewed on any occasion as regards the great neighbouring Monarchy, and that 
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no attempt luui beeti made Binue tliut time^ eitUer by the tMiocesaive Royal Uoveraments or by their 
Qrgaa», to ohanf^e the political and legal state of atTaira created in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the Royal 
Government draw attention to the fact that in this connection the Imperial and Royal Governinent 
have made no representation except one concei-iiiug a school-book, and that on that occasion the 
Imperial and Royal Government received an entirely satisfactory explanation. Servla has several 
times given proofs of her }>acitio and moderate {iolicy during the Balkan crisis, and it is, thanks to 
Servia and to the sacrifice that she has made in the exclusive interest of European ijeai-c, that that 
peaoe has been preserved. The Royal Government cannot be held responsible for manifestations of a 
private character, such as articles in the piress and the peaceable work of societies—manifestations 
which take phuse in nea^ all countries in the ordinary course of events, and which, as a general rule, 
escape officim control. The Royal Government arc all the lees responsible, in view of the fact that at 
tBe time of the solution of a series of ipuestions which arose between Servia and Austria-Hungary, they 
gave proof of a great readiness to oblige, and thus succeeded in settling the majority of these questions 
to the advantage of the two neighbouring countries. 

For these rcasdus the Royal Govermaeut iiave been paiued and 8uri>riecd at tbe statemeuts, 
according to which members of the Kingdom of Servia are supqrosed to have p>articiprated in tin 
prrepaiations for the crime committed Hcraji ,u ; ihe Royal Goverumeut e.xprected to be iuvitetl 
to collaborate in an investigation of all that concei ns this crime, and they were rejtdy, in order to prove 
the entire correctness of their attitude, to take tiusi-iires against any jHirsons concerning whom repre¬ 
sentations were made to them. Falling iu, then lure, with m desire of tis* 1 mprerial and Royal 
Government, they are pirepated to liand over for tii.d any Servian subject, without regard to his. situ¬ 
ation or rank, of whose compilicity in the crime of Scrajevo jiroofs are forthcoming, and more cspjecially 
they undeilakc to cause to be pmblished oil the lirsi page of the '‘Journal olficiol, on the date of 
the 13-i6 July, the following dcclHratlon : — 

“ The Royal Goverumeut of Servia coiidciiin ail pirupagaiiua which may bcplnected against Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary, that is to say, all such tendencies as aim at ultimately detaching from the Austro-Hun¬ 
garian Monarchy territories whicli form jiart tlicreol. and they sincerely ilcpiloie the haueful consequences 
of these criminal movements The Royal Govcruiut ut regret that, according to the communication 
from the Iiiipjerial and Royal Governiiieut, certain ^civiau otiii.-ers and olliciuls .should have taken p>art 
in the above-mentioned jirojiaganda, and thus , uininoinised the good neighbourly relatious to wbioL 
the Royal Servian Goverumeut was solemnly eug.i”C(i by tbe doclarati.m of tbe lb-31 March 190y, 
which declaration disapiproves and repudiates all idiM m* itteinpr. at interference with the destiny of 
the inhabitants of any pjart whatsoever of Au«tri:i-Ilmigary, and they consider it their duty formally 
to warn the oliicer.s olHcials and entire population of the kiugdom th t heuceforth they will take the 
most rigorous stepis against all such pierson- as ar.' iruilty of such acts, to prevent and to repress which 
they will use their utmost eudeavour. ” « 

This declaration will Ijc brought to the kuowleiig,-of the Royal Army iu ^au order of the day 
in the name of His IMajesty the King, by His Roy.i! Highness the Crown Prince Alexander, and will 
be published in tin! next otticial army buUetiu. * 

The Royal Governinent further undertake 

1 , To introduce at the first regular eonvoe.ition of the Skupitchiua a pivovisioii Into the p.u'ess law 
providing for the most severe piunishmonl of ineitenieut to hatred or contempt or the Austro-Huu- 

f ariau Monarchy, aud for taking action agaiu^t any publication the general tendency of which is 
irected against the territorial integrity of Austiia-llungary. 

Tbo Government engage at the apiproaciiiiig l••■visioll of the Constitutiou to cause an ameudmeut 
to be introduced into articleof the Cuustitiitioii uf auuh a uature that such piublicatiou may lie 
cOBtfiscatetl, a pi'oceeding at preseui impiOtsible under the categorical terms of article‘22 of the Cousti- 
tutioD. 

2. The Government possess no pixxif, um doe> the note of the Imperial aud 'lioyal Government 
furnish them with any, that the •' Narodua Odluana ” and other similar societies have committed upi 
to the pjrcseut any criminal act of this natur* threugli the proceedings of any of their members. Never- 
thelen, tbe Royal Government will acci'jit the dcm.iud of the lmp)erial and Royal Government, and 
will dissolve the “ Narodua Odbraua ” Society and every other society which may be directing its 
efforts against Austria-11 ungai'y. 

3. Tbe Royal Servian Goverumeut uudertakc to remove without delay from their pniblic educatioual 
establishments in Servia all that serves or could serve to foment pn'opagauda against Austria-Hungary, 
whenever the Imperial aud Royal Government furnish them with facts and proofs of this propiaganda. 

4. The Royal Government also agi'ci* to remi'Ve from military service all such piersous as the Judi¬

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who happen to be within the territory of the Kingdom. Aa regards the participation in this enquiry of 
Austro-Hungarian agents or authorities apiwintcd for this purpose by the Imperial and Royal Govex®- 
rnent, the Royal Government cannot accept such an arrangement, as it would be a violation of the 
Constitution and.pf the law of criminal proeednre ; neverthless, in concrete oases communioations as to 
the results of the investigation in question might be given the Austro-Hungarian agents. 

7. The Royal Goveinment proceeded, on the very evening of the delievery of the note, to arrest 
Commandant Voislav Tankossiteh. As regaids Milan Ziganovitch, who is a subject of the Austro- 
Hungarian Monarchy and who uji to the 16-28 June was employed (on probation) by the directorate 
of railways, it has not yet been possible to arrest him. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government are requested to be so good as to supply us soon as possible, 
in the customary form, the presumptive evidence or guilt, he well as the eventual proofs of guilt whith 
have been collected up to the present, at the enquiry at Serajevo for the pur|)0Be8 of the later enquiry. 

8. The Servian Government will reinforce and extend the measures which have been taken for 
preventing the illicit traffic of arms and e.vi>lnsives across the frontier. It goes without saying that 
they will immediately order an enquiry and will severely punish the frontier officials on the Sebabatz- 
Loznitza line who have faileil in their duty and allowed the authors of the crime of Serajevo to 

y. The Royal Goveniuieut will gladly give ex]}iauatious of the remarks made by their officials 
whether iu Serviii or akaxid, in interviews after the crime which, according to the statement of the 
Imperial and Royal Government, were hostile towards the Monarchy, as soon as the Imperial and 
Royal Government have communicated to them the passages in question in these remarks, and as soon 
as they have shown that the remarks were actually made by the said officials, although the Royal 
Government will itself take sU^ps to collect evidence and proofs. 

10. The Royal Government will inform the Imperial and Royal Government of the execution of 
the measures comprised under the above heads, in so far as this lias not already been done by the 
present note, as soon as each measure has been ordered and carried out. 

If the Imperial and Royal Government are not satislied with this re)ily.\ihe Servian Government, 
considering that it is not to the common interest to precipitate the solution of this question, are ready, 
as always, to accept a pacific understanding either by referring this question to the decision of the 
International Tribune of the Hague, or to tj^e great Powers which took part in the drawing up of the 
declaration made by the Servian Goverument on the I>s-Sl6t March JhOy.

TlJJi events of Saturday can he smnineil up as follows;—refusal of Austria to grant tho extension 
of the time limit asked for by Russia, —departure of the Austrian Minister from Belgrade after receiv¬ 
ing a leply from Servia which was considered insufficient althoui'h it reached the limit of any pos¬ 
sible concession,—order ior mobilisation given in Servia whose (iovuminout retired to Klag^ujewatz, 
where it was loliowed by the Preneb and Russian Ministers. 

Thii Italian GiAerurnent, to whom tho Austrian note had iiccu communicated on Kridav, without 
any request for support or even advice, cuuld not, in the ahsinco of the Marquis di San Giuliano, who 
does not return till Tuesday, make any reply to the suggestion of the Russian Government proposing 
to press at Vienna for an extension of time. It appears from u confidential comiuuiiieatiou by the 
Iteliim Ambassador to M. Palcolqgue that at Vienna jieople still soothe tliemselves wdth the illusion 
that Russia '' will not hold firm. “ II must not bo forgotten that italv is only bound by the engage¬ 
ments of the Triple Alliance if six- has been consulted beforehand. ' * * 

Erom St. Petersburgh we learn that Al. Sazouof has advised Servia to ask for Englir.lT media- 
Council of Ministers on the 25Ui, which was held in presence of the Emiieror, the 
mobilisation of thirteen army corps intended eventually to operate against Austria was oonsiderod; 
this mobilisation, however, would only he made effective if Austria were to bring armed pressoxe to 

upon Servia, and not till after notice had been given by the Minister for Foreign Affairs, upon 
whom falls the duty of fixing the day, liberty being left to him to go on with negotiations even 
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if Belgrade ahould be oocutried, Russian opinion makes clear that it is both poUtically and morally 
impossible for Russia to allow Servia to be crashed. 

In London the German dimareie was ma<le on the 26th in the same terms as those used by Haron 
von Sohoen at Paris. Sir Edward Grey has replied to Prince Liohnowsky that if the war were to break 
out, no Power in Europe could take up a detached attitude. Ho did not express himself more definite¬ 
ly and used very reserved language to the Servian Minister. The communication made on tbo evpnin<>- 
of the 26th by the Austrian Ambassador makes Sir Edward Grey more optimistic"; since the diplr^ 
matio rupture does not necessarily involve immediate military operations, the Secretory of Stote i-* still 
willing to hope that the Powers will have time to intervene. 

At Berlin the language used by the Semtary of State to the Russian Charge d’Affaires is un¬ 
satisfactory and dilatory; when the latter asked him to associate himself with a dimarehe at Vienna 
for an exteosiou of the time limit, ho rej)lied that he had already token action in this sense but that 
it was too late; to the request for an exten-sion of the time limit before active measures were taken, he 
replied that this had to do with a domestic inatt' i. and not with a war but with local operations, Herr 
von Jagow pretends not to believe that the Ausfri.m action could lead to general consequences. 

A real explosion of chauvinism has taken plai;c at Berlin. The German Kmi)eror returns direct to 
Kid. M. Jnles Cambon thinks that, at the first military steps taken by Russia, Germany would 
immediately reply, and probably would iiot wait for a pretext before attacking ns. 

At Vienna, the French .Ambassador has not bad time to join in the demarche of his Rnssian 
colleague for obtoining an extension of the time limit fixed^r Servia; hti^^es not ergret it, this 
dimarehe having been categorieally rejoeted, ami iingland not having had time to giv^ instmntions to 
her renre.«entative about it. 

A note from the English Embassy has been delivered to me: it gives an account of the conversa¬ 
tion between the British Arnbassador at St I’ dfrsburgh and M. Sazonof and M. Paleologue. Sir 
Edward Grey thinks that the four Powers who are not directly interested ought to press both on 
Russia and Austria that their armies should not eioss the frontier, and that they should give time to 
Hngland, France, Germany and Italy t<i bring their mediation into play. If Germany accepts, the 
English Government has reason to think that Italy also would be glad to be associated in the joint 
action of England and Franto; the adlierence of (brmany is essential, for neither Au-^tria nor Russia 
would tolerate any intervention exeept that of imjcirtial friends or allies.

M. ScTTEBEKO has returned hastily from a journey to Russia ; he ha<l only undcitaken it after he 
had received an assurance from Count Berchtold that the demands on Servia would Ik? thoroughly 
acceptable. 

The Austro-Hungarian Ambiussador at St. Petersburgh si^ke in the same sense to M. Sazonof 
the evening before th(i delivery of the note. This procedure, which is quite usual in the diplomacy 
of the Monarchy, and which Baron -Macchio has also employed towards me, seems to have g^reatly 
added to the irritation of the Russian Government. 

M. Schebeko will make an. effort, however, to profit by the delaylwliich is iodispensable for 
mobilisation, in order to make a proposal for an arrangement, which will at least have the 
advantage of allowing us to measure the value of the pacific deelaralious of Germany. 

While we were talking over the situation this evening, in company with Sir M. de Bunsen, 
the latter received instructions from the Foreign Office with reference to the dfmarehe to be attempted 
by the representatives of the four Powcr.s Ices directly interested. I am expecting, therefore, that 
we may have to consult to-morrow* with the Duke d*Avarna and with M. Tschirswy, who, in order 
to refa^ his concurrence, will almost certaijdy tmtrenoh himself behind the principle of localising the 
conflict. 

M.J impression is that the Austro-Hungarian Chovemment, although surprised and perhaps

The Bunamary of the Servian reply to tho Aastrian note only reached n? after twenty hours'' 
delay. Although the Servian Government hid given way on all points, with the exception of 
two Btnall rcsej'vatione, the Austro-Hungaiian Minister has broken off relations, thus proving the deter¬ 
mined wish of his ijovemment to proceed to execution on Servia. 

According to a telegram from M. Jules Cainhon, the English Ambassador thinks that there 
is a slight jielding ; when he observed to Heir von Jagow that Sir Edward Grey did not ask him 
to intervene between Austria and Servia, but, ih this (question ceased to be localised, to intervene 
with England, France and Italy at Vienna and St. Petersburgh, the Secretary of State declared 
that he would do his best to maintain jicace. 

In the course of an interview between M. Barrhre and the General Secretary of the Italian 
Ministry for Foroig'n Affairs, dhe latter sitidieattnl that probably the Italian Government w'ouM not 
have approved the Austrian note ; but as it was not commauicatod to them beforehand, the Govern¬ 
ment consider themselves by this fact relieved of all respa^sibility in the grave step taken by 
Austria. 

The German Ambassador came this afternoon to make a communication to me relating to an 
intervention by Franco with Kussia in a paeilii- sense. '"Austria," he said to me, " has declared to 
Bussia, that she was not pursuing any territoiiiil aggrandisement nor any attack on the integrity 
of the Kingdom of Servia ; her only intention i> to ensure her own tranquillity and to take police 
measures. The prevention of war depends on the decision of Russia ; Germany feels herself 
identiHed with France in the ardent desire tlnit peace may be maintained, and has the 6rm hope 
that France will use her influence in this sense at M. Petersburgb." 

I replied to this suggestion that Ru.ssla was moderate, that she had not committed any act 
which allowed any doubt as to her moderation, and that we were in agreement with her in seeking 
a peaceful solution of the di.spute. It, therefore, .ippeared to us that Germany on her side ought 
to act at Vienna, whore her ai^tion wou'd eerl.iinly dbe effective, with a view to avoiding military 
Operations leading to the occupation of Servia. 

The Ambassador having observed to me that this could not b°. reconciled with the position taken 
up by Germany “ that the question concerned only Austria and Servia," I told him that the metliation 
at Vienna and St. Peters burgh could he the act* of the four other Powers less interested in the 
question. 

Herr von Schoen then entrenched himself hehind his lack of instructions in this respect, and I 
told him that in these conditions I did not feel my^lf in a position to take any action at 
St. Petersburgb alone. 

The conversation ended by the renewed aesuranoes of the Ambassador of the peaceful intention of 
Germany, whom he declared to be on this point identilied with France.

Afteh the visit which he paid to the Minister at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, Baron von Schoen 
went this evening at 7 o'clock to the iHreetion I'o itiqne, to ask that in order to avoid the appearance 
in the newspapers of comments intended to influen e public opinion, such as that in the Fcho de Paris 
of the evening before, and in order to define cxeetly the sense of the d/marehes of the German 
Government, a brief statement should be communicated to the press on the interview between the 
German Ambassador and the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

Herr von Schoen, in order to define what he had in his mind, suggested the following terms, 
which the Acting Political Director took down at his dictation : " During the afternoon the German 
Ambassador, and the Minister for Foreign Affairs had a fresh interview, in the course of which, in the 
Btost amicable spirit, and acting iu an identical spirit of peaceful co-operation [seniiment de solidarity 
faeifqne), they examined tho means which might he employed to maintain general peace." 

The Acting Political Director replied at once, " Then, in your opinion, every thing is settled, and 
you bring us the ussurance that Austria acccjds the Servian note or xvill enter into conversations with 
the Powers on this matter ? •" The Ambassador having appeared surprised and having vigorously 
de:;ied the suggestion, it was explained to him that if there was no modification in Germany's 
negative attitude, the terms of the fuggesten “ note to the press " were exaggerated, and of a nature 
to give a false security to French opinion by creating illnsion on the real situation, the dangers of 
which were only too evident. 
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To the aasnraneea lavished hy tho Germaa ArolMB«ador as to the optimistic impressiooB which 
he had formed, the Acting Political Director replied by ashing if ho might speak to him in a manner 
quite personal and priv ite, as mm to in in, quite freely and without I’egard to their respective 
functions, Baron von Schoen asked him to do so. . 

M. JBerthelot then said that to any simple mind Germany's attitude was inexplicable if it did 
not aim at war; a purely olijeetivc analysis of the facts and the psychology of the Austro-German 
relations led logically to this foni lusion. In the face of the repealed statement that Germany was 
ignorant of the contents of the Austrian note, it was no longea permissible to r.iise any doubt on that 
point; but was it pi-obablo Ihit (lennany would have arraved herself on the side of Austria in such 
an adventnre with her eyes -losed ’ Did tho psychology of all the jaist relations of Vienna and Berlin 
allow one to admit that Austria could have taken up a position with<jut any possible retreat, before 
having weighed with her ally all the consequences of her uncompromising attitude ? How surjirising 
appealed the refusal by Genuanv to exercise mediating inilucuce at Vienna, now that she knew the 
extraordinary text of tiio Austrian note! What responsibilitv was the tiermau Government assuming 
and what suspicions would rest u[xin them if they persisted "in interjiosing between Austria and the 
Powers, after what might be e.dlcd the absolute snbmiBsion of Servia, and when the slightest advice 
given by them to Vienna would p-ut an end to the nightmare which weighed on Europe ! 

The : reaking off of diplomatic relations by Austria, her threats of war, and the moblUsation 
which she was undertaking make pc*culiarly urgent pacific action on the part of Germany, for from 
the day when Ausi.riap^^iops crossediSfrvian frontier, one would be faced by an act which 
without doubt would oblige the Nt. Petersburgh Catunet to intt rvene, syid would risk the unloosing 
of a war which Germany declares that she wislies to avoid, 

Herr von Schoen, who listened smiling, once more aflirmed that CJermany had been ignorant 
of the text of th'> Austrian note,^ and hail only approv?d.it after its delivery ; she thought, however, 
that Sorvia had need of a lesson severe enough for her not to be able to forget it, and that Austria 
owed it to herself to juit an end to a situation which was dangerous aud intolerable for a great Power. 
He declared besides that he did mt know the text of the Servian reply, and slioweil his ^lersonal 
surprise that it had not satistied Austria, if indeed it was such as the J>ai>ersj which are often ill- 
informed, represented it to be. 

He insisted again on Germany's peaceful intentions arul gave his impressions as to the effect 
that might arise fj-otn good advice given^ for instance, at Vienna, by Jxugl.and in a friendly tone. 
According to him Austria wa? not uncompiomising ; what she rejects is the ide.i of a formal media- 
tiim, the “ spectre '' of a eonfcrenec : a ])cace£ul word coming from St. Petesburgh, good wonla 
said in a conciliatory tone hv the Powers of the Triple Ent-mte, would have a chance of being well 
received. He added, finally, that be did not say that Germany on her side would not give some advice 
at Vienna. » 

In these conditions the Political Director announced that ho w'ould ask the Minister if it 
appeared to him opportune to commuuicate^to tho press a short note in a moderate tone.

if she does not do this she jii.-titles all susjtiidons and assumes the respousibilit v for the war. 

The Powers, p.irtleuiarly llussia, France, au.l liogland, have V>y their urgent advice induced 
Belgrade to yield ; tln-y have thus fullilb-d t i.-i'- jvtrt ; now it is for Germiuv, who is alone 
able to gain a rapid hearing at Vienna, to give atlvii-.- to Austria, who has obtain 'd satisfaction and 
cannot, for a detail easy to adjust, bring about a g. i.eral war. 

It is in these eireumstaiiecs that the pro]«>sil made by the Cabinet of London is put forward 
M. Sazonof having said to the British Ambassador i hit os a eonseipienee of the ap] eal of Servia to 
the Powers, linssia would agree U) stand aside, Sir Edw'ard Grey has formnlaltd the following 
'tl'’* Cabinets o) Paris, Berlin and Ki.n.t': the French, Gerunin and Italian Anibassadurs 
at London would he instructed to seek with .'sir l.dwavd Grey a means of resolving the present 
difliculttes, it being understood that tluring this eonvi rsiition Russia, Au.-tria, and tStrv’a would abstain 
from all active miTitury ojierati<u\s Sir A. iNieo!^on lias spoken of this tuggeslion to the German 
Ambassador, who showed himself favonruhle to ii ; it wdll be equally well ueeived in PaiiB,land also 
at Rome, according to all probability. Here again it is Germany's turn to speak, and she has an 
opportunity to show' her goodw ill by other menus than words. 

1 would ask you to come to an nndcjstand ng w ith your English colleague, and to support his 
proposal with the German Government in w hatever form appears to you opportune.

Thk English Ambassador lias communicated to me Sir E. Grey’s proposal for common action 
by England, Germany, France and Italy at Vienna, llclgrade and St, Petersburgh, to stop active 
military operations while the German, Italian and Prencli Ambassadors at Loudon examine, with 
Sir Edward Grey, the means of finding a solution for the present complications. 

I have this morning directed M. Jules Cambon to talk this over with the Lnglish Ambassador 
at Berlin, and to support his demarche ia whatever fo."ni he should judge suitable. 

I authorise you to take part in the meeting proposed by Sir E. Grey. I am alsr ready to give 
to our representativ'es at Vienna, St Petersburgh and Belgrade, instructions in the sense asked for 
by the English Government. 

At the same time I think that the chances of suc^ss of Sir li. Grey’s jiroposal depend essentially 
on the action that Berlin would be disposed to take at Vienna ; a demarche from this side, promoted 
with a view to obtain a suspension of military operations, would appear to me doo.med to failure if 
Germany’s intluence were not lirst exercised.' 

I have also noted, during Baron Von Schoen's observations, that the Austro-Hungarian Govern¬ 
ment was particularly susceptible when the words “mediation," “ iuterveniioii," “conference" were 
used and was more willing to admit “ friendly advice'■' and “conversations."

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He knew, in4edd, that thlflnote was to have a rigoroaf aod forcible character; but he had not 
n’Upeoted that it could take such a form. I asked him if it was true tliat he had given at Vienna, as 
liertain papers allege, an approval of tlie Austrian action and an assurance that Italy would fulfil her 
duties as an ally towards Austria. ' In no way :fcho Minister replied : '* we were not consulted ; 
we were told nothing ; it was not for us then to make any such communication to Vienna.” 

Tho Marquis di San Guiliano thinks that Sei via would have acted raoi'e wisely if she had accepted 
the note in its entirety ; to-day he still thinks that this would bo the only thing to do, being con¬ 
vinced that Austria will not withdraw any of her claims, and will maintain them, even at the risk 
of bringing about a general contlagratiim ; he donhts whether Germany is disposed to lend herself to 
any pressure on her ally, lie asserts, however, that Germany at this moment attached great import- 
anee to her relations with Loudon, and ho bclicviis tliat if any Power can deterinine llerliu in favour

As for Italy she will continue to miko every effort in favour of iwaco, It is with this end in 
view, that ho has adhered witliout hesitation t» Mir Edward Grey's proposal for a meeting in London 
of tho Ambassadors of those Pow'ers wliieh aro not directly interested in tho Austro-Servian 
dispute.

I had a oonvorsation yesterday with tho Sc ri fc.iry of Stale and g.ivc support to the dfmxrihe 
which Sir E. Goschen had just made, 

■ Herr von Jagow replied to mo, an ho had la tl c English Ambassador, that he could not accept 
the proposal that the Italian, French and fierni ii Ambassadors should be instructed to endeavour 
to find witti Sir Ed"'urd Grey a method of rcHtlsi g the present difficulties, because that would be 
to setup areal oonferenee to deal with the aff.iiis of .Austria and Russia. 

I replied to Herr von Jagow that I regretb’tl Ills answer, but that the great object which Sir 
Edward Grey had in view went beyond any eju 'stion of form ; that what was important was the co¬ 
operation of Englatid and J'raneo with Germany and Italy in a work of I’eaec ; that this eo-operatiou 
could take effect through common dfmarches M 8t. Petersbuvgh and at Vienna ; that he had often ex¬ 
pressed to me his regret at seeing tho two alll al groups aUvays opposed to one another in Fhiropc ; that 
there was hero an oppitunity of proving that there was a European spirit, by showing four Powers 
belonging to the two groups acting in comuiou agi’i'cinent to prevent a conflict. 

Herr von Jagow evaded tho point hy saying that Germany had engagements with Austr.a. 
I observed to him that the relations of Gcnnaiyy with Vienna were no clos t than those of France 
with Russia, and that it was he lumself who actually was putting tho two groups of allies in 
opposition. 

The Secretary of State then said to me tint he was not reifusing to act so bs to keep off an 
Attstro-Russian dispute, but that he could not inlervons in tho Austro-Servian dispute The one 
is the consequence of the other, ” I saiii, “ and it is a question of preventing the appearance of a 
new factor of such a nature as to lead to intervention by Russia. ” 

As the Secretary of Sfeite persi.sted in saying that he was obliged to keep hi.s engag^'nients 
towards Austria, I asked him if be wa-s bound to follow her everywhere with his eyes blind¬ 
folded, and if he had. taken note of tho reply of Servla to Austria which th" Servian Charge d'Aff-iires 
bad deliver^ to him this morning. “ 1 have not yet had time, ” bo said, “ I regret it. \ on 
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would see that esoept on same points of detail Servia has yielded entirely. It appMVS than that^ 
since Aastria has obtained the satisiaotion which yonr support has procured for her, yon might .to>day 
adrise her to be content or to examine with Servia the terms of her reply." 

As Herr von Jajyow gave me no clear reply, I asked him whether Germany wished for war. He 
protested energetically, sjying that be knew what was In my mind, hut that it was wholly 
incorrect. "You must then,-” I replied, "act consistently. When you read the Servian reply, 
I entreat you in the name of humanity to weigh the terms in your conscience, and do not personally 
assume a part of the responsibility for the catastrophe which you are allowing to be prepared." Herr 
von Jagow protested anew, adding that he was ready to join England and France in a common effort, 
but that it was necessary to find a form for this intervention which he could accept, and that the 
C binets must come to an understanding on this point. 

" For the rest," he added, " direct conversations between Vienna and St. Petersburgh have been 
entered upon and are in progress. I expect very good results from them and I am hopeful." 

As I was leaving I told him that this morning I had had the irapreBsion that the hour of detente 
had eiruek, but I now saw clearly that there was nothing in it. He replied that I was mistaken ; that 
he hoped that matters were on the right road and would perhaps rapidly reach a favourable coaclusion. 

I asked him to take such action in Vtenna as'would hasten , the progress of events, because it was 
a matter of importance not to allow time for the development in llussia of one of those curx'ents of 
opinion which carry all before them. ^ 

In my opinion irTTbuld be well to ask Sir Edward Grey, who must have been warned by Sir 
Edward Go.schen of the refusal to his proposal in the form in which it was made, to renew it under 
another form, so that Germany would have no pretext for refusing to associate herself with it, and 
would have to assume the reBixxnsihilities that belong to Imr in the eyes of England.

The Austro-Hungarjan Amhas.sador came to see me to hand me a memorandum which amounted 
to an indictment of Servia ; ho was instructed by hgi Government to state that since Servia had not 
given a satisfactory reply to the reqairemeiits of the Imperial Government, the latter found themselves 
obliged to take strong measures to induce Servia to give the satisfaction and guarautee.s that are 
required of her. To-morrow the Austrian Governraeot will take steps to that effect. 

I asked the Ambi8>ador to acquaint me with the mexsuro^ contemplated by Austria, and Count 
Scdzsen replied that they might be either an ultimatum, or a declaration of war, or the crossing of the 
frontier, hut he had no precise information on this point. 

I then called the Ambassador’s attention to the f.ict that Servia bad accepted Austria’s require¬ 
ments on practically every point, and that the differences that remained on certiin poitits might vanish 
with a little mutual goodwill, and with the help of the Powers who wished for peace j by fixing 
to-morrow as the date for putting her resolution into effect, Austria for the second time was making 
their eo-operation practically im])OS8ible, and was assuming a grave responsibility inruuuiug the risk-of 
precipitating a war, the limits of which it was impossible to foresee. 

I enclose for your information the memorandum that Count Scezsen handed to me.

Memorandum of the Austro-Hungarian Government handed by Count Seitsen to M. Bienneuu- 

Martin on July 87, 1914, 

The Servian agitation, which has as its object the separation from the Austrian Monarchy of the 
South Slav districts, in order to attach them to a great Servian state, dates from far back. This pro¬ 
paganda on Servian sell al#rays«the same in its ultinoate object, although varying in itfl means 
and intensity, reached its culminating point at the time of the annexation crisis. Throwing off 
the protecting cloak of secrecy, it then revealed its purjxoses openly and undisgutsedly, and showed, 
under the patronage of the Servian Government^ its intention of aebieviug its aims by every means 
in its power. 

While the whole of the Servian press was calling for war against the Monarchy with shoots of 
raoeoor and by the perversion of facts, associations wore being formed to foment this sttHe—dxrespoo- 
tire of other means of propaganda. 
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which had become the most Important was the Xarodn* Obrana. Having ita 
irtijflll in a wvoin^^^^ committee which already existed, it was constituted aa a private eocioty, 
s^tidion. 4 h in ^ct it took the form of an organisation dependent upon the Foreign Office at Belgrade 
military and civil officials. Amongst its founders should be spocially mentioned General 
BncO Jankvio, ex-Ministers Ij^uba Jovanovic, Ljnba Davidovic, and Valislav valovic, Zivojin Daeic 
(Director of the Government Printing Establishment) and Majors (then Captains) Voja Tanovie, and 
Milan Pribicevio. This association adopted as its aim the creation and organisation of armed bands, 
with a view to the war that they hoped for against the Monarchy. A convincing description of tire 
activity of the Narodna Obrana at this time will he found, in particular, in the statements of Trifko 
Rrstunovio, a Bosnia-Herzegovinian subject, in the coarse of bis evidence before the Council of War 
at Serajevo, ho was then at Belgrade, and had been accepted by the Narodna Odbrana, witli pther 
subjects of the Monarchy, as eomitadji. Krstanovic had been brought, with about one hundred and 
forty others, to a school ostablisbed for the formation of new bands at Cnprija, in the district of 
Jagodiiia, managed by Captains Voja Tanko.sic and Dasan Putnick. The only masters in this school 
were Servian officeipj General Bozo Jankovic and Captain Milan Pribicevic introduced great regularity 
into the courses of organisation of these hands, which lasted three months. 

The eonitadji received there complete instruction in musketry, bomb throwing, mines and the 
destruction of railways, tunnels, bridges and telegraphs; their duty wis, according to their leaders, 
to put into practice in Bosnia-Herzegovina the knowledge they had recently acquired. 

By this action on the part of the N.arodna Odbrana, carried on in tflE'Biost open manner and 
encouraged by the Servian Government, guerilla warfare was carried on agiinst the Monarchy. In 
this way the subjeds of tho Monarchy were Ic 1 into treason against their country, and induced as 
Servian emissaries systematically to practi83 se ret attacks against the moaus of defence of their 
country. 

This period of aggressive aspirations ended with the announcement of the Servian Government on 
the 31st March 1909, in which that Government announced tha^ they were prepared to accept the 
new situation created in public law by the ennexation of Bosnia-Herzegovina, and solemnly promised 
that they would do their best to maintain in futur; friendly and neighbourly relations with the 
Monarchy. 

"With this declaration it might have been expected that the agitation, which constituted a source of 
constant trouble to Austria Ilnogary, would be bronght ta an end, and that means might have been 
found for an amicable rapprochement between S ia and the Monarchy. Deprived of the support 
of the Servian Government, and combated by that Government in accordance with its engagements, 
the hostile propaganda could only have continued secretly, and would have been condemned to prompt 
destruction. On the other hand, the tics of lang,wage, race and culture existing between the Servian 
districts in the south of tlie Monarchy and Servia ought to have resulted in the realisation of a task 
of common development inspired by mutual friend-hip and parallel interest. 

However, these hopes haVe not been reali-ed. Aspiratioats hostile to the Monarchy have continued; 
and, under tho eyes of the Servian Government, who have done nothing to suppress this agititlon, 
the propaganda instituted against Austria lias only increased in extent and volume. Hatred 
agjinst the Monarchy has been fanned and has dev doped into an irreconcilable feeling. The Servian 
people tdike by the old mo^^hods, which have been adapted to the situation, and by more thorough 
methods, have b'*en called “to an inevitiblc struggle of annihilation" agfainst Austria. Their secret* 
ramllications have been systematically spread towards the Slav domains in the south of the Monarchy, 
whose subjects have been incited to treason. 

Above all, this spirit has found constant expression in the Servian press. 

Up to tho present time, to fewer than 1*1 ncwsiupers appearing in Servia have had to be with¬ 
drawn from postal circulation on account of their contents falling within tho scope of the penal law. 
There is hardly a cl luse protecting the sacred jx-rson of tho Monarch and of the membei-s of the 
Imperial Family or the integrity of the Sute tint has not been violated by Servian palmers In 
Appendix I, will be found a few of the numerous instances occurring in the press, of ideas of the 
nature indicated above. 

Without entering into a detailed examinatian of the points of view of Servian public opinion, 
it is necessary to note that the press has in spite of the formal recognition accord'd by Servia, never 
CMSed to consider the annex ition of Bosuia-Hcrz’:*g'vina, both before and after the event, as a robbery 
committed against Servia for which reparation is due. This idea recu'-s not only in the papers of 
advanced views, but also in tho which is in such close touch with the Foreign Office at 

Belgrade, where this idea finds expression in hardly veiled terms. [5« Appendix 11 (i).] 

Kor con one omit to consider how the attempt made on 15th June 1910, at Sarajevo by Bogdan 
Berajio against Commandant von Varesauin, Governor of Bosnia-Herzegovina, was applauded by 
thpiirets. 

It will be remembered that Zerajic killed himself immediately after his deed, and before committing 
it had hnmed all bis papers. For these reasons it Is itiipossible to throw full light upon the motive 
nf this outrage; it has, however, been possible from a document found on his person to form tho 
coneiwion that lie was a follower of the views of Kropotkin. Circumstantial evidence likewisj leads 
to tha-eonoloaion that the attempt was of an anarchist type. 

Thi*, however, did not prevent the Servian pr^ss from proclaiming the criminal as a national 
Bervian nwOj, nr from praising his deed. The Polttika even combated the idea that Zerajic was an 
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aavobiet, imd ddclafed Hm to ba a “ SerTian hero w&oa» name all Servian* will repeat with nij^ot 
and gri^f.^' 

The Politiia considers the 18th Augnet of the same year, " the l.irthday of Hi* Imperial and 
R<^al Maipstv,” a* a favourable opportunity on whioh to return to the subject of Zexajic, “ whose 
name will be to the people something like that of a Saint/* and solemnly to praise the outrage in a 
poem. (Appendix No. 1.) 

This is the way in wln'ch this crimej whioh was quite foreign to territorial aspirations a^inst the 
Monarchy] has been exploited for the furtherance of this idea, and in which the murder was nailed in 
the most explicit way ns a glorious means towards the realisation of this aim, and one worthy to be 
imitated in the.struggle. This sanctification of murder, as a weapon fully admissible in the struggle 
ngainst the Monarchy, reappears later in papers speaking of the attempt made by Jukio agaii»st the 
Royal Commissioner of Cujav. (Appendix I. (#).) 

These newspapers, which are circulated not only in Servia, but also, as was ascertain^ later, 
illicitly in the Monar<;hv, by well-organised secret methods, have awakened and kept alive^ this mood 
in the masses, a mood which has provided a fruitful field for the misdeeds of the associations hostile 
to the Monarchy. 

TheNaroJna Odbrana has become the centre of the agitation carried on by the associations. The 
same persons who were at its head at the time of the annexation still control it. They still include 
the very violent opponents of the Morr'chy mentioned abpve in the capacity of active and energetic 
organisers, Organisetr^ a broad and far-reaching soale and governed hyr a hierarchy of officials (<es 
Appendix II, “ Org.misation the Narodna Odbnna had soon acquired about 4{)0 members who 
carried on a very active agitation. M 

Moreover, the Narodna became cloeely allied with t£e' " Shooting redt‘ration"t* (7» societies), 
the As-sociation of the Sokol, Pusan Silni (2,500 members), the Olympian Club, the Aimsciation of 
Horsemen, h'nez Mihajlo, the Society of Sportsmen and the League of Development, as well as 
numerous other associations, all of which, under the guidance and jnotection of the Narodna, work on 
the same lines. Becoming more and more closely intermingled, these associations arrived at a com¬ 
plete amalgamation in such a way that to-day they are only members of the single body of the Narcdna. 
Thus the latter has set up all over Sereda a very close network of agitation and has attracted to its 
principles all those who are receptive of its ideas. 

The official publications of this Society demonstrate sufficiently clearly the policy of the Narodna. 

In Its statutes, ostensibly those of a “ Development Society, concerning itself only with the 
spiritual and corporal improvement of the Servian population and its material progreB.s, the Narodna 
discloses in its deed of amalgamation {see Appendix Ilj the true and single motive of its existence in 
that which it calls its “ reorganised programme. ** • 

To preach to the Servian people especially *‘the sacred truth by fanatical and indefatigable work' 
nuder the pretence that the Monarchy wishes “ to take away Servians liberty, her language, and even 
to destroy her'* j that it is an unavoidable nece.s8itf to wage against Austria-Hungary, her first and 
greatest enemy, “ a war of destruction with rifle and cannon ” and " by every means to prepare 
the people for this war for the liberation of the conquered territories in which seven millions of their 
brothers are subject to contumely and oppression. All the efforts for progress of the Narodna are 
exclusively concernfd with this idea simply as a means for the organisation and education of the 
people, with a view to the struggle of annihilation that they foresee. 

All the associations nffi Hated to the Narodna work in the same spirit. The association of the 
Sokol of Kragujuvac will serve as an example, {See Appendix III.) 

As in the case of the Narodna, officers, professors and civil servants are at its bead. 

The speech in which its President, Major Kovacevic, opened the annual meeting of 1914 mads 
absolutely no mention of physical training, which is the real ol)jeet of the Sokol, and only spoke of 
“preparation for War ” against a “dangerous, heartless, and odious enemy invading us from the 
north,** who robs millions of Servian brothers of their liberties and rights, and keeps them in bondage 
and irons. 

In the administrative reports of the a-^^sociation the technical work is placed entirely in the 
background, and only 83rve.s as headlines for the records of the real “ objects of the activities of the 
Administration, especially “ He prep.iratioa of national development and the veeessitif of strengthening 
the oppress<d nation f with the ohject of enabling it to earrg out its *' incomplete programme, its unfini¬ 
shed task ” and aceomp’ishing *’ that great action lohieh is to be carried out in the near future: the 
Iteration of brothers tolio are living begond the Prina and who are suffering the ^martgrdom of the 
erueified. ** 

Even the treasurer makes^ use of his financial reports to send forth the appeal that “ hawks most 
be reared ** capable “ of bringing freedom to the brothers not yet freed.** 

As in the case of the aspirations of progress in the Narodna, the gymnastic activity of the Sokol 
is not the real object, hut simply a means at the servioe of the same propaganda carried on with the 
same intentions, not to say with the very same worde. 

When ^ the Narodna makes its appeal for Hie stnlggle of annihilation against the 
Monarchy, it does not address itself only to the people of the Monarchy but to all the sonthem 
Slays. In, the eyes of the Narodna the Slay regions in the south of the Monarchy belong to 
"our Wibjected Servian territories.** {See also Appendix IV.) So also the Skv subjeds of the 
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•CUIA e| tbe MotHuroiby naiut t*ke put ia this “ natlottiil irork/* to also this "healthy anil neeessarf^ 
aotivi^ arast make itself felt on tbe other side of the soathem frontier, and even on the soil of 
i^e Moaarohy the Narodna seeks,its " heroes for the holy war," among whom Obilic, the murderer 
of Jitonmdf is cited as an example worthy of imitation, of sacrifice for one’s country. 

But in order to induce the brothers " outside Serria " to share in " the work of private effort," 
the Narodna is intimately associated witli the " brothers on this side of the fi’ontier." It is not said in 
what way this intimate association is effected, no douht because it appertains to that patt of the 
common wefii" which *'for many reasons cannot and ought not to bo explained." 

Bow far this branch of its activity extends is shown by the fact that, not only the central 
committee of the Narodna, but also certain of its local commitees contain special sections for 
" foreign affairs." 

The foreign activity of the Narodna and its affiliated branches is particularly varied. 

What is relatively the less dangerous, because it can be officially controlled, consits of lecture 
tours undertaken by the infinential members of the Narodna in the sunth-western parts of the 
Monuohy, where thfy speak before various societies on national or educational subjects. These occasions 
give the speakers the opportunity of explaining the true aims of the association in th? most receptive 
cirelrs of their adherents, in language meyre or less veiled, which is iuteiligible to those who are 
already aw cowran^. 

Amongst these emissaries one of the best known is Zivojin £^ic, Director of Government Printing 
Establishment, already alluded to; it was he who on the 8th of August 1909 MSed an appeal to the 
Servian people in which he called Austria "the enemy of Servia" and invited Servia to prepare herself 
for a war agahfbt the Monarchy. On numerous »i-.jtsioas he his undertaken tours of this nature. At 
Karlova, in^^l2, he fiung prudence to the winds and spoke of "the union of all the Serbs against 
the commoCenetfy." 

More dangerous are the relations formed by assoeiations imbued with the spirit of the Narodna 
under the cloak of common interests and of culture, with associations in the Monarchy ; for the res* 

g BCtive envoys and corporate visits of these associations, which escape all control, are utilised by the 
ervian for all sorts of plots against the Monarchy. 

Thus, for instance, an envoy of the Narodna at the f^to of Serajevo in September 1913 (tee 
Appendix VI) had the effrontery secretly to recruit Bosnian adherents to his society. The sending of a 
representative of the Sokol of Kragujevac to this fete must have meant for the brothers of Bosnia ; 
"\Ve have not forgotten you, the wings of the falcon of Sumadija are still strong"—a thought 
which, to the initiated, will no doubt have found a quite different expression consonant with the aims of 
the Narodna explained above (Appendix III). As ti the events that take place at the meetings of the 
same kind in Si,rvia, it is clear that they escape all control of the Royal and Imperial authorities, 
who only pos9Cs.s on this matter confidential iuformuiiou which is difficult to cheek. In this connec¬ 
tion doubts must be raise'll reg.irding the visit of .\_'r.im students to Servia (April 19U') who received 
from the Servians an ollicial reception of an almost military jjiaractcr, accompanied even by a parade 
and by a review of troops in their honour, and th.at ii. a manner so suggestive that the association of 
the Sokol of Kragujevac could say, ‘‘This event inailcs the beginning and the key of a great deed 
which must find its accomplisbmeut in the near future; it is a germ which will ripen when the 
soul of the pt?ople bursts it9 bounds until there is no barrier that has not been destroyed." 

It is only recently that it has come to the knowledge of the Austro-Hungarian authorities that 
the associations of the Servian Sokols have succeeded in making arran^rnents with some similar societies 
of the Monarchy to c.9tablish a connection with them which is up lo the present secret, and the 
obaraotor of which is not yet quite clear ; for the information on this point is still being collected 
Up to the present, however, the information obtaintxl admits of the conclusion that traces Lave been 
discovered of one of the ways by which the subversive aims of the Servian Sokols have seduced and 
led astray certain groups of person- in the Monarchy. 

This propaganda among circles so very different assumes minor importance if it is compared 
With that of the "foreign work " which is conducted by the Narodna and its friends in the form of 
a penonal agitation among individuals. It is in this field that the most melancholy results are shown. 

hr means of confidential and secret emissaries, it carries the poison of mutiny to the circles of 
men or maturd age as well as those of irresponsible youth. 

It is thus, for example, that the late Officers of llonved V.B,D.K.V.N. and the Lieutenant of 
Gendarmerie of Slav (.Jrcatia, V.K.,letl astray by Milan Pribicevitch, left the service of the army of 
the Monarchy in the most snspiclous circumstances and turned towards Servia; they have seen in the 
meanwhile most of their hopes falsified, or at any rate in part, and are thinking of returning 
to the oountiy that they have betrayed. The agitation introduced from Servia into the 
middle sehoole of Croatia and Bosnia is unhappily so well known that it hardly needs illustration. 
What is lees known is that people who have been expelled from the Croatian and Bosnian schools, 
owing to grave acts against discipline, are received in Servia with open arms and often even protected 
by the State and supported as enemies of the Monarchy. The Servian schools with their masters, 
iiuq>ired by hostility towards Austria, are to a great extent members of the Narodna, are clearly 
estabUehments thoroughly adapted for ti-aining experts of this kind, A ve^ notable case may be 
qubt^ here Last March several pupils of the Norm^ Trainii}g College of Pakrac (Croatia) were 
axMUed on account of a strike. They returned to Servia, where they immediately ohtsiined places as 
■ohdokoaiters or were admitted to training colleges. One of those who had been so expelled, and 
who had relations with cirdM unfriendly to the Monarchy, declaretl publicly that he-and his people 
would oxprew the apini<m and disseminate the view during the stay of the hereditary Archduke in

Servian aabjjots, althon^h ho must hiva known raat'they woro Croats. With theaa paaapoiis the 
three agitators were able to entur the Monarchy without being noticed, where, however, they were 
eventually recognised and arrested. 

But all thia is not enough to give a oomplete representation of the “ foreign activity of the 
Narodna. 

The Imperial and Royal Government has been informed, for a long time past, oonfidehtilly, that 
the Noradna has made military preparations for the war which it desires to make against the Monarchy 
in the following way: it has been sending emissaries in order, as so m as hostilities broke out 1» 
attempt in banus the destruction oE the trausport and to stir np revolt or punic (tee Appendix Vll). 

The criminal proceedinffs taken in I'JIS by the Council of War at Serajovo against Jovo JajUoie 
and his associates for espionage, confirm this confidential infoimation. As at tlie time of its found¬ 
ation, the pre{)aration for war by armt’d bands still figures in the programme of the Narodna, to whitth 
must now farther bo atlded a complete service of espi.mago. ,It is for this reason that the programme 
of the Narodna, described .is " reorganised ” is in reality, an extended programme. Acts of terrorism 
must finally result from an atmosphere of hatred which is publicly and secretly provoked, and from an 
agitation which eva dp^" !! responsibTOy, and in order to bring them about, all means are to be 
r.gai-ded as good in the struggle against Austria including even, without auy sense of shame, common 
acts of murder. 

On the Sth of June 1912, a man named Jukio shot at van Cuvaj, the Royal Commissioner at 
Agram with the result that Counoillor von Herwio, who was seated in the same carriage, was mortally 
wounded; in his flight he killed a policeman who followed him and ho wounded two others. 

From the subsequent Investigation it appeared that Jukic was saturated with the ideas and plans 
of the Narodna, and that, although Jukic had for some time past been devoting himself to criminal 
schemes, these schemes were only matured after be had made an excursion to Belgrade, together with 
the Agr.im students, for the oelebratious prepared in honour of these visitors on ttie iJ^th April 1912 j 
that J nkic entered into relations with several people belonging to the Narodna with whom he had 
had political disenssions. A few days afterwards he returned to Belgrade, and th>>ro he received from a 
Seevtan Major a bomb and from a friend a Browning pittol, with which he carried out his crime. 
The bomb found at Agram came, according to exjierts, from a military arsenal. 

Jukic's attempt had not yet been forgotten, when on the 18th August 191:1, Stephan Dojcic, who 
had returned from America to Agram, made an atteUnpt «m the life of the Royal Commissioner, Boron 
Skerlecz, an attempt which was the outcome of action organised by the Servians among the eouthern 
Slavs living in America, and which was the^work of the foreign propaganda of the Narodna. 

A pamphlet by the Servian, T. Dimitrijevitoh, printed in Chicago, with its unbridled attacks 
against His Imperial and Royal Majesty, and its appeal to the Servians of the Monarchy with reference 
to their impending ‘ deliverance," and urging them to enter Servia, demonstrates the correspondence 
between the propaganda carried out unchecked by the Servians in America and that carried on from 
Servia in the territory of the Monarchy. 

And again, scarcely a year afterwards, Agram was the scene of a new outrage, this time 
unsuccessful. 

On the 20th May 1913, Jacob Schaffer made an attempt at the Agram theatre on the life of the 
Ban, Freiherr von Skerlecz, an attempt which was fmstrated at the la^t moment by a policeman. The 
subsequent investigation revealed the existence of a plot inspired by Rudolf Hercigonja. From the 
depositions of the latter and his five accomplices, it is manifest that this crime also originated in 
S^via. 

Having taken part in an unsuccessful attempt to liberate Jukic, Hercigonja tied to Servia (October 
1912), where together with his accomplice M-..rojan Jakctc he was seen in company with eomitadjit 
and members of the Narodna. As frequently happeirs when immature minds concern themst Ivos too 
early with political questions, these meetings had the worst possible result. Hercigonja returned home 
impressed by the dogma of Belgrade, that the Slav areas in the south of the Monarchy should be 
separated from it and re-nnited to the Servian kingdom. He had farther been persuaded by the 
teachings of bis friends that this object should be pursued by means of attempts on the lives of 
penoQS holding high office in the Monarchy. 

This is the spirit in which Hercigonja iufiuenoed hie friends at Agram and converted them to 
his ideas. - Faiamost amoag his plans was the canying out of an attempt on the life of the heir to the 
tlmmo. 

A few months before Snka Alginovic had been tried for high treason. In the ooutse of his trial' 
three witnesses declared that Alginovic had told thMn that he bad received one hnndred dina from the' 
Narodna and a similar sum from a secret association of students to start propaganda, but espeoiaUj to ' 
carry oitt an attempt on the lift of the Archduke Fma Ferdinand.

It ia noteworthy that the Narodna limits itself in this way ib~ inciting, and where the incitement 
had fallen on feitile soil, to providing meant of material attitlancc, bat that it has conTided al' the 
dangerous part in this active propaganda exclusively to the youth of the Monarchy, which has 
been excited and corrupted by this organisation, which alone ought to bear the burden of this pitiful 
'' heroism.^' 

All the characteristics of this procedure are found in the history and origin of the profoundly 
regrettable ouirago of the 2bth June, 

Princip and Grabez are examples of thes ' young men who have been poisoned from their scliool 
days by the doctriueo of the Narodna. At 13-Igiade, where he consorted with students imbued with 
these ideas, Princip bnsieil himself with criminal plans against the hereditary Archduke (against whom 
was directed the pjtticularly rancorous naticd of the elements hostile to the Monarchy), when he made 
his tour in the annexed territories. 

Ho became friendly with Kabrinevitch, who mingled w'ith the same associates, and whose 
radically revolutionary opinions, as he himself tuhnits, inspired him with the same sense of hostility 
to the Monarchy, and brought him into the active projraganda^^But however carefully this plot might 
hav3 been prepared, and however determined iKc conspirators may hawe tjpsn, the attempt would 
nevertheless net have been carried out if p >ple had not been found, as in the ease ofJukic, 
to provide for the conspirators means of coinnduiug their crime; for as Princip and Kabrinovitch 
have expressly admitted, they lack tlie necessary arms as well as money to lurehase them. It is 
interesting to see where the conspirators jrocured their arms. Milan Pribieevic and Zivogin 
Uacicj the two principal men in the Narodna, were the tirst to whom the conspirators turned as to 
a sure source of help in their need, doubtless lucause it bad already beceme a tradition among 
those ready to commit crimes that they could obtain from the jnembers of the Narodna 
instniments for murder. The fortuitous circum>tance that these two men were not at IJeigrade at 
the critical moment doubtless frustrated this jdan ; iiowever, Princip and Kabrinovitch bad no ditliculty 
in finding other help, that of Milan Cigan »vie. an ex-comitadji, and now a lailway official at 
Belgrade and member of the Narodna. 'the latt rand his friend Major V’oja Tankosic, who has 
already been mentioned, and was also one of ih - be*is of the Narodna, and who in i9U8 was the 
head of the school r»f armed bands of Kuprija (.\ii]>endix V), now appear as the moving spirits in 
the })lot. They had only one doubt, and that but ,i ileeting one, namely, whether the three conspirators 
xvore really resolved to commit this act, but this o ubt soon disappeared, thanks to their own sugges¬ 
tions. Tiieuceforward, th(?y were ready to gU-y every assistance. Tankosic procured f^ur Browning 
pistols end amiminition, and money lor the itturucy. Six hand grenades from the Servian army 
completed the armament, a fact which recalls lii c.ise of Jukic. Ainxious to bo successful, Tankosic 
obtiiined shooting lessons for them, but TankosI,- .lud Cigaoovic were further anxious to insure secrecy 
for the plot by special means scarcely desired by the assassins. They, therefore, suborned Ziau Kali, 
pointing out that the two culprits must commit suicide after the crim-, a precaution which was to 
be specially advantageous to them because socre. y would relieve them of the slight danger which they 
theinselveH were incurring in this enterprise i>nre death for victims of their corruption, perfect 
teeuritg for themte vet, such tt the motto, as i» note known, of the Narodna. 

In order to render the execution of the erime possible, it wiis necessary that the arms and the 
bombs should arrive in Bosnia by underhand m. thods and without being perceived. There again 
Ciganovic gave all the assistance in his power ; ii explained to the conBpir.itors the route which had 
been agreed uijon, and assured thorn that the Servian customs authorities would help them. The 
way in which this jouruey, described by i’rin ip as '• mysterious,"" was organised and carried out 
can leave no doubt but t .lat this route was a seer t route prepared in advance and -already often used 
for the secret designs of the Narodna. Witu a simplicity and assurance which could only result 
from long habit, the frontier guards at Sabak and Losniica lent their administrative organisation 
for the purpose,- the secret transport with its complicated system of consuntly changing guides, 
who could be Buu)mone<l us if by magic, and were always to be found on the sped xvhcu there 
was need, was elleoted without ony difficulty Without investigating the object of this strange 
journey of a few very young students, the Servian authorities set this smooth raachiuery in motion 
at a word from the ex-comitadji and minor raihv.iy official Ciganovic. However, they haa no need to 
make an inquiry, fur, from the information before them, it was clear that a new mission of the 
Narodua was being carried out. When he saw the arsenal of bombs and revolvers, the guard, Crbio, 
smiled a benevolent smih? of approval, showing conclusively how accustomed they were on this route to 
find contraband of this nature. 

The Royal Servian Government have committed a serious default in allowing all this to take 
pkoe. 

Though bound to cultivate neighbourly relations with Austria-Hungary, they have allowed the 
piess to excite hatred against the Monarchy ; they have allowed associations established on their own 
tewitorv under the leadership of high officers, of public offioia-ts, of masters and of judges, to busy 
theCBSe^es with a public campaign against the Monarchy, instilling revolutionary ideas into the minds 
hf its oitiaens ; they have not prevented men with a share in the direction of the military and civil 
adniiniBtEatiioa. from poisoning the public conscience contrary to all moral aentimont, to such an extent 
tiiat iin thi> oonfilot vulgar and treacherous assassination appears the most praiseworthy weapon.

Official Communique of frou Bureau. 

fienna, July 28, 1914. 

Tri Anstrian Minister at Eelgrade has returned to Vienna and presented the text of the 
Servian reply. 

A spirit of insincerity pervades the whole of thi* reply • it makes it clear that the Servian 
Government have no seri-jus intention of putting an end to the culpable toleration which has given 
rise to the anti-Austrian intrigues. The Servian reply contains such restrictions and limitations, not 
only with regard to the principle of the Austro-Hungarian dimareke, but also with regard to the claims 
advanced by Austria, that the concessions which are made are without importance. 

In particular, under an empty prete.tt, there is a refusal to accept the participation of the Austro- 
Hungarian officials in the prosecution of the authors of the crimes who are resident in Servian 
territory. 

In the same way, the Servian reply to the Austrian demand that the hostile intrigues of the press 
should be suppressed, amounts to a refusal. r 

Tue demand with regard to the measures to be taken tj prevent associations hostile to Austria- 
Hungary from continuin^hfir activity •sder another name and form after their dissolution, has not 
even been considered. 

Inasmuch as these claims constitute the minimum regarded as necessary for the re-establishment 
of a permanent peace in the south-east of the monarchy, the Servian reply uj considered to be 
insufficient. ' • , 

That the Servian Government is aware of this, appears from the fact that they contemplate the 
settlement of the dispute by arbitration, and also from the fact that on the day on which their reply 
was due and before it was in fact submitted, they gave orders for mobilisation.

I HivB received from Copenhagen your telegram summarising the events of Saturday j the 
telegram describing the last visit of tue German Ambassador; that relating to the mediation which 
Russia advises Servia to ask for and to khe English demarches at Berlin, as well as j'our telegram 
received this morning directly through the JSifEcl Tower. 

I fully approve tbs reply which you made to Baron von Schoenj the proposition which you 
maintained is self-evident j in the search ror a p-aceful solution of the dispute, we are fully in 
agreement with Russia, who is not responsible for the present situation, and has not taken any 
measure whatever which could arouse the least suspicion j but it is plain that Germany on her side 
would find it difficult to refuse to give advice to the Austro-Hungarian Government, whose action 
has provoked the crisis. 

We must now continue to use the same language to the German Ambassador. Besides, this 
advice is in harmony^ with the two English proposals mentioned in your telegram. I entirely 
approve the combination suggested by Sir E. Grey, and I am myself requesting M, Paul Gambon to 
inform him of this It is essential that it should bo known at Berlin and at Vienna that out full 
ooncurrence is given to the efforts which the British Government is making with a view to seeking a 
solution of the Aush’o-Servian dispute. The action of the four less interested Powers cannot, for the 
reasons given above, be exerted only at Vienna and St. Petersburg. In proposing to exert it also 
at Belgrade, which means, in fact, between Vienna and Belgrade, Sir E. Grey grasps the logic of the 
situation j and, in not excluding St. Petersburg, the offers on the other hand to Germany, a method 
of withdrawing with perfect dignity from the demarche by which the German Government have 
caused it to be known at Paris and at London that the affair was looked upon by them as purely 
Austro-Serv'an and without any general character. ^ 

Please conamunicate the present telegram to our representatives with the great Powers and to onr 
Muueter at Belgrade.

Itf apite^ o^the aesoranoes given, both in Berlin Md Paris by tlie German representatives, of the

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tftkM by tb«iH to bold back Auotria, the English proposal, which consists in action by the four less 
interested Powers to obtain » cessation of military operations at Vienna, Belgrade, and St. Peteiaburg, 
and in a meeting at London of the German, French, and Italian Ambassadon under the chairmanship 
of Sir E. Grey, with a view of seeking a solution of the Anstro-Servian diSicuUy, meets with 
objections at Berlin of each a nature as must lead to failnro. 

The Austrian Ambassador has proceeded to announce that his Government will tri>morrow take 
.energetic measures to compel Servia to give to them the satisfaction and guaiantees which they 
demand from that power ; Count Scezsea has|given no explanation as to those measures ; according to 
our Military Attacnd at Vienna, mobilisation dating from July 28 appears to be certain,

I HATE had another visit from the Gorman Ambassador this morning; he told me that he had no 
communication or official proposal to make to m -. but that he came, as on the evening before, to talk 
over the silaation and the methods to be etnployid to avoid action w hich would be irreparable. When 
I asked him about Austria’s intentions, he declur d that he did not know them, and was ignorant of 
the uatme of the means of coercion which she was preparing. 

Germany, according to Baron von Sfchoen, ouly asks that she jnay act with France for the 
maintenance of peace. Upon my observing to him that a proposal for mediat ion by the four Powers 
to which we had adhered, and wliich had obtained a-sent in principle from Italy and Germany, had 
been put forward by England, th; Ambassador said that the Germ in Govern nent really only asked to 
associate themselves with the action of the Pow'ers, provided that that action did not take the form 
of arbitration or a conference, whii-h had been rojected^by Austria. 

I replied that, if it was the expression only which was an obstacle to the Austrian Government, 
the object might bo attained by other means ; the German Government are in a good position to 
ask Austria to allow the Powers time to intervene and find a means of conciliation. 

Baron von Sclioen then observed to me. iliat he had no instructions, and only knew that 
Germany refused to exercise any pressure on Austria, who does not wish for a conference. He accuses 
the French papers of attributing to Germany an altitude which she has not taken up, alleging that 
she is urging Austria on ; doubtless she approves Austria’* attitude, but she had no knowledge of the 
Austrian noio ; she did not see her way to cheek her too abruptly, for Austria must have guarantees 
against the piucccdings of the Serbs. ^

TnttoooH the telegrams from our Embassies which I have forwarded to you, you are aware of the 
English proposal for mediation by the four Pow’ rs and for a conference in London, as well as of our 
adherence to tha^ suggestion, and of the conditional acceptance by Italy and of the reservations of 
Berlin. 

Please keep yourself in touch on this subject with your English colleague, who has received the 
necessary instructions to acquaint the Austro-11 ungarian Government with the English suggestion, 
u soon 08 his three colleagues have been authorised to make the same dfmarehe ; you will adapt your 
ottitude to bis.

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oontimied to maintain that the Servian reply was mmcceptable. The second need langaage # 
that of Baj'oo von Sohoen at Paris He emphasised th^ value of moderating action by (ireat Bntam iw, 
St.^Pete rsburg. Sir Edward Grey rej'lied that Itussia h^ shown herself very moderate from the^bcjfilis 
ning of the crisis^ especiallr in her advice to the Servian Government, and that he would find it veiy 
embairassing to give hor pacific advice. He added that it was at Vienna that it Wiis necessary to act 
and that Germany's help was indi -pensable. ^ 

On the other hand, the British Ambassador at St, Petersburg has telegraphed that M. Sasonof 
had made a proposal to the Austrian Ambassador for a conversation on the Servian business, Ibis 
information has been confirmed by the British Ambassador at Vienna, who Las sent the information 
that the first interview between the iius«ian Minister for Foreign Affairs and Count SzApiry bad 
prodaced_a good effect at the Ballplatz. 

• ' Sir Edward Grey and Sir Arthur Nieolson told me that, if an agreement could be lirought about 
by direct discussion between St. Petersburg and Vienna, it would be a matter for congratulation, 
but they raised some doubts as to the success of M. Sazonof’s attempt. * 

When Sir George Buchanan asked M. Sazonof about the eventual meeting at London of a 
conference of representatives of Great Britain, France, Germany and Italy, fo seek a solution for the 
present situation, the latter replied “ that ho had begun w'lth the Austrian Ambassador 

under conditions which he hoped were favourable ; that, how'ever, be had not yet received any reply 
to bis proposal for the revision of the Servian note by the two (.'abinets.'' If direct explanations 
with the Cabinet of Vi^^a are imprafJHtable, M. Sazonof declares himself ready to accept the English 
proposals or any other of such a nature as to bring about a tavourable issue of the dispute. 

In any case, at a moment when the least delay might have serious consequences, it would be very 
desirable that these direct negotiations should be curried %n in such a way as not fo hamper Sir 
. 13. Grey's action, and not to furnish Austria with a pretext for slipping out of the friendly interven¬ 
tion of the four Powers. 

The British Ambassador at Berlin having made a determined effort to obtain Herr vOn Jagow's 
adherence to Sir E. Gicy's suggestion, the German Minister for Foreign Affairs replied that it was 
best to await tkc result of the conversation which had been begun bf tween St. Petersburg and 
Vienna. Sir E. Grey has, in consequence, directed Sir E. Go.'chen to suspend bin d^mnreke for the 
moment. In addition, the news that Austria has just otlicially declared war against Servia, open.i a 
new phase of the question.

M. S.^zonof’s conversation with Count SzSpsiry was brought to the knowledge of Herr von Jagow 
by the Russian Charge d’Affaires. The Secretary of State told him that in agreement with the 
remafks of the German Ambassador in Russia, since the Austrian Government did not refu-se fo con¬ 
tinue their conversations with the Russian (jovernment after the expiry of the ultimatum, there was 
ground for hojje that Count Berchtold on his side might he able to ci.nverse with M. Schebeko, and 
that it might be possible to find an issue from the present difficulties. The Russian Charge d'AfTaires 
takes a favourable view of this state of mind, which corresponds to Herr von Jago v's desire to see 
Vienna and St. Petersburg enter into direct reUtions and to r lease Germany. There is ground, 
however, for asking whether Austria is not seeking to gain time to make her preparations. 

To-ilay I gave my support to tho lUmnfc’ie made by my British eolbrigue with the Secretary of 
State. The latter replied to me, as he (lid t) Sir Edward Goschen, thit it was impossible far him to 
accept the idea of a kind of conference at London between the Ambassadors of the four Powers, and 
that it would be nece-’sary to give another form to the English sugge tinn to procure its realisation. 
I laid stress upon the danger of delay, wh c!i might bring on war, and ask-d him if he wished for war. 
He protested, and added tb it direct conversations l.etwocn Vienna and St. Petersburg were in progreiB, 
and that from now on he expectad a favourable result 

The Brlti'h and Jtaliau Ambossad rs came to see me this morning tog ther, to talk over with me 
the conversation which they had had with Herr V( n Jagow ye.^^teiday on the subject of Sir Edward Grey’i 
proposal. To sum up the Secretary of State u.scd the aame language to th -m ns to me ; accepting in 
principle the idea of joining in a, demarche with England, Italy, and ourselves, but rejecting any idea 
of a conference. 


My coll«agnog and I thought fhot this was only a question of form, and the British Ambassador 
is going to suggest to hi'i Govemment that they should change fho wording of iheir pioposal, which 
might take the character of a diplomatic demarche at Vienna and St. Petersburg. 

Inconsequence of the repugnar.ee shown by Herr von Jagow to anv d/marrhe at VienriX, Sir 
Edward Grey c'.uld put him in a dilemma, by a.i^kiDg him to state himself precisely how diplomatio 
action by the Powers to avoid war could be brought about. 

We ought to associate ourselves with every effort in favour of peace compatible with our engage¬ 
ment! towards our ally ; but to place the resporsibiUty in the proper quarter, wo must take care to judt 
Germany to std^e precisely whut she wishes.

Count BEROH rotu has just declared to Sir .M. de bnnsen that any intervention, aiming at the 
resompticHi of the discussion between Austria and Servia on the basis of the Servian reply, would be 
useless, and besides that it would be too late, as war had been officially declared at mid-day. 

The attitude of my Russian colleague has never varied up to the present; in his opinion it is not 
a question of localising the conflict, but rather of preventing it. The declaration of war will make 
very difficult the initiation of pourparlers by the four Powers, as well as the continuation of the direct 
discussions between M. Sazonof and Count Szapdry. 

It is held hero that the formula which teemed as if it might obtain the adherence of Germany— 
“ Mediation between Austria and Russia"—is unsuitable,anasmuch as it alleges a dispute betweon 
those two Empires which does not exist up to the pnsent. 

Among the suspicions aroused by the sudden and violent resolution of Austria, the most disquiet¬ 
ing is that Germany should have pushed her on to aggressive action against Servia in order to be able 
herself to enter into war with Russia and France,* in circumstances which she supposes ought to he 
most favourable to herself and under conditions which have been thoroughly considered.

Austria, uneasy concerning the Slav propa¬ 
ganda, has seined the opportunity of the crime of Serajevo in order to punish the Servian intrigues, 
and to hhtiin in this qnaiter ^arantees which, according as events are allowed to develop or not, will 
oitber a^Eset only the Servian Government and army, or become territorial questions. Germany 
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iaterveaeB betw«»a Udr and the other Powers and deolares that the qaestion ia a boal one, nantely, 
the puniahntent 6! a polttioal crime committed in the paat^ and for the future sure guarantees that the 
anti'Auatrain iatrignei wUi be put an end to- ,The Germiu Government thinks that Bneria 
should be content with the otfiuial and formal assurances given-by Austria, to tlic effect that the does, 
not seek territorial aggrandisement and that she will respect the integrity of Servia; in these oiroam- 
stanoee the diwger of war can only come from Russia, if she seeks to intervene in a question which is 
well defined. In the-^e circumstances any action for the maintenance of peace must therefore take 
place at St. Petersburgh alone. 

'Ibis sophism, which would relievo Germany from intervening at Vienna, has been maintained 
unsuccessfully at Paris by Herr von Schoen, who has vainly endeavoured to draw us into ideuttoal 
Pranco-Gernian action at St. Petersburgh; it has been also expounded in London to Sir E, Grey. In 
1‘ranee, as in England, a reply was given that the St. Petersburgh Cabinet have, from the begin' 
uing, given the gi-at’.-.it proofs of tbeir moderation, ^pejially by associating themselves with the Powers 
in advising Servia to yield to the requirements of the Austrian note. Russia does not therefore in 
any way threaten peace; it is at Vienna that action must be taken ; it is from there that the danger 
will come, from the moment that they refuse to be content with the almost complete submission 
of Servia to exorbitant demands ; that they refuse to accept^the co-operation of the Powers in the 
discussion of the (loiiits which remain to be Arranged between Austria and Servia; and, finally, 
that they do not hesitate to make a dwlaration of war as precipitate as the original Austru-Hungarian 
note. «“*■ 

The attitude at Berlin, tts at Vienna, is still dilatory. In the former capital, while protesting 
that the Hermans desire to safeguard general peace by common action between the four Powers, the 
idea of a conference is rejected without any other expedieujj being suggimtcd, and while they refuse 
lo take any positive action at V^icuua. In the Austrian capitkl they would like to keep St. Petersbu tgh 
in play with the illusion of an entente which might result from direct oouversutions, while they are 
taking action against Servia. 

In these circumstances it seems essential that the St P 'teisimrgli Caijinet, whose desire to 
unravel tliis crisis iieacefully is luauifeet, should immediately give their adhereucu to the English 
p.opoial This proposal musHie strongly supported at Berlin in order to decide Herr von Jagow to 
take real action at Vienna capable of stopping Austria and preventing her from supplementing her 
diplomatic advantage by military successes. .^The Austro-Hungarian Government would, indeed, not be 
slow to take advantage of it in order to impose on Servia, under the elastic expression of “ gua¬ 
rantees,^’conditions which, in spite of all assuranoes that no territorial aggrandisement was being 
sought, would in effect modify the status of Eastern Europe, and would run the risk of gravely com¬ 
promising the general [leace either at once or in the near future.

Vienna to take this course. He was awaiting the reply. The Britiah Government, after seeing the 
euggMtUm of a conference rejected, and let it be known that they would view with favour tlu' 
iaoeption of’pooh converaationa between Austria and Rnssia, and had asked Germany to urge Austria, 
ithieh tlbt Ivaptrial Qotnrnmant are not failing to do.

I aeked Herr ron Jagoxr if he had at last teoelved the Servian repljr to Austria and what h® 
thought of it. He replied that he saw iu' it a basis for possible negotiation. I added that it was 
just on that aeeOhnt that I considered the rupture by Austria, after she had reoeived suoh a document, 
uexplioable. 

The ilecretary of State then remarked that with Eastern nations one could never obtain sufficient 
guarantees, end that Austria wished to be able to supervise the carrying out of promises made to her, 
a supervision which Servia refused. This, in the eyes of the See-retary of State, is the cardinal point. 
I answered Herr von Jagow that Servia, as she wished to remain independent, was bound to reject 
the control of a single Power, but that an International Cominission would not have the same character. 
The Balkan States have more than one, for instance the Financial Commission at Athens. One oonld 
imagine, I said, for instance, among other combinations, a Provisional International Commission 
charged with the duty of controlling the police inquiry demanded by Austria; it was clear, by this 
instance, that the reply of Servia openoil the door to conversations and did not justify a rapture. 

I then asked the Secretary of State if, leaving' aside direct conversations between Vienna and 
St. Petersburgh to which Sir. E. Grey had given his adherence, he did not think that common 
action could be exercised by the four Powers by means of their Ambassadors He answered in the 
affirmative, adding that at this moment the London Cabinet ^ere confining themselves to exercising 
their influence in support of direct conversations. 

At the end of the afternoon the ^oerial Chancellor asked the British Ambassador to come and 
see him He spoke to^ui of the proposal of Sir B. Grey for the meeting of a conference ; he told 
him that he had not beta able to accept a proposal which seemed to impose the authority of the 
Powers on Austria; he assured my colleague of bis sincere desire for peace and of the efforts he was 
making to that effect at Vienna, but he added that Kussi^ was alone able to maintain peace or let 
loose war. 

Sir £. Goschen answered that ue did not agree, and that if war broke out Austria would be 
chiefly responsible, for it was inadmissible for her to have broken witii Servia after the reply of the 
latter 

Without discussing this point, the Chancellor said that he was trying his utmost to obtain dir^ 
oonversationr, between Austria and Russia; he knew that England looked nn such conversations with 
a favourable eye. He added that his own action would be remlered very difficult at V ienna, if it were 
true that Russia had mobilised fourteen army,corps on the Austrian frontier. He asked my colleague 
to call Sir £. Grey’s attention to what ho had said. 

Sir E. Goschen has telegraphed to London to this effect. 

The attitude of the Chancellor is very probably the result of the last interview of Sir E. Grey 
with Prince Lichnowsky. Up to quite the last days they flattered themselves here that England 
would remain out of the question, and the impression produced on the German Government and on 
the flnanoiers and business men by her attitude is profoond.

Tetb opinion of my British, Russian and Italian colleagpies agi-ees with mine concerning the 
impossibility of preventing the outbreak of hostilities between Austria and Servia, since all attempts 
to avoid the collision have failed. 

M. Schebeko h.id asked that the negotiations begun at St. Petersburgh by MM. Sazonof aud 
Sz&piry should be contiuucd and made more effective by special powers being conferred on the latter, 
but Count Berchtuld hios flatly refused He shiwed in this way that Aiistria-iiungary does not tolerate 
any intervention wh ch would prevent her from inflicting punishment and humiliation on Servia. 

The Duke of Av irna admits that it is very probable that the imminence of a general insurrection 
among the Soulhern Slav inhabitants preoipitatim the resolutions of the Monarchy. He still clings 
to the hope that, after a first sucoess of the Austro-Hungarian arms, but not before this, mediation 
might be able to limit the conflict.

When 
Berlin knows how far Austria wishes to go, there will be a basis of discussion which will make con¬ 
versations with a view to intervention easier. 

When I observed' that the military operations which had been begun would not perhaps allow 
any time for conversation, and that the German Government ought to use their induence at Vienna 
to delay them, the Ambassador answered that Berlin could not exercise any pressure, but that lie hoped 
that the operations would not be pushed forward very actively.

♦ M. IsvoLSKY came to me by order of his Government to communicate a telegram addressed by 
M. Sazonof to Berlin, It appears from this infonivition that, in consequence of the declaration of war 
by Austria-Hungary on Servia, the measures of mobilisation already taken with regard to the largest 
j»rt of the Austro-Hungarian army, and finally the refusal of Count Berchtold to continue negotia¬ 
tions between Vienna and St. Petersburgh, Kussia had decided to mobilise in the provinces of Odessa, 
Kieff Moscow and Kazan. While informing the German Government to this effect, the Russian 
Ambassador at Berlin was instructed to add that these military precautions were not in any way 
directed against Germany, and also did not imply aggressive measures against Austria-Hungary; 
furthermore the Kussian Ambassador at Vienna had not been recalled. 

The Russian Ambassador iil.>io gave me the substance of two telegrams addressed to Loudon by 
M. Sazonof: the first, after pointing oat that the declaration of war on Servia put an end to the con¬ 
versations of the Russian Minister with the Austrian Ambassador, asked England to exercise her influence, 
as quickly as po.ssibIe, with a view to mediation and to the immediate, cessation of Austrian military 
operations (the continuition of which gave .Austria time to crush Servia while medi.ition was drag¬ 
ging cm) ; the second communicated the impression received by M. Sazonof from his conversations 
with the German Ambassador that Germany favours Austria’s uncompromising altitude and is not 
exercising any intiuonec on her.

This Minister for Foreign Affairs has been ollicially informed by the Russian Ambassadoi" that 
his Government, in consequence of the declaratiou of war by .Austria on Servia and of the measures 
of mobilisation which wero from this moment h'iug taken by Austria, had given the order to mobilise 
in the districts of Kieff, Odessa, Moscow aud Kazan. He added that this step had no aggressive 
character against Germany, and that tht> Russian Ambassador at Vienna had not been recalled. 

In speaking of this oommunioation the Marquis di San Giulianu told me that unfortunately 
throughout this affair Austria and Germany had been, and were still, convinced that Russia would 
not move. In this connection he read to me a despatch from M. Bollatl reporting an interview 
which he had had yesterday with Herr von Jagow, in which the latter had again I’epeated to him 
that he did not think that Russia would move He based this belief on the fact that the Russian 
Government had just sent an ageut to Berlin to treat about some financial questions. The Austrian 
Ambaesador at Berlin also told his English colleague that be did not believe in a general war, since 
Russia was not in the mood or in the condition to make war. 

The Marquis di San Gialiano does not share this opinion. He thinks that if Austria contents 
herself with humiliating Servia and with exacting, besides the acceptance of the note, some material 
advantages which do not involve her territory, Ru'isia oau still find some means of coming to an agree¬ 
ment with her. But if Austria wishes either to dismember Servia or to destroy her as an independent 
Stste, bethinks that it would be impossible for Russia not to intervene by military measures 
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In spite of the estreime grsviiT’ of the sitnation, the Minister for ForeiM Affieire does nQi‘ etem 
to me to despair ^ thei^^sibility of an agreement. He thinks that Enffland can stHl exercise » |;i^ 
(inal of influence in Ber&i in the direction of peace. He had yesterday, he told me, a long oonvenwon 
with the British Ambassador, Sir B. Bodd, in order to show him to what extent English intervenrion 
might be effective. He said to me in conolusion, “ If ^our Government are of th** same opinion, 
they could on their side make representations to this effect in London."

The Russian Government on their side wdl have expressed the same desire directly to the British 
Government; the dec•la^p.tion of war bjr*^iustria on Servia, her sending of troops to thn Austro-Russian 
frontier, the consequent Titussian mobilisation on the Galician frontier have in fact put an end to the 
direct A astro-Russian oonv'crsations. 

The explanations which the German Government are going to ask for at Vienna, in accordance 
with the statement of llaron von Schoen which I have report+fH^o yon, in order to learn the intention, 
of the Austrian Government, will allow the four Powers to exercise efteetivc action Ixstween Vienna 
and St. Petersburgh for the maintenance of peace. 

I would ask you also to point out to the English Secretary of State h.>\v irapirtant it would be for 
him to obtain from the Italian Government tbe most whole-hearted continnanee of their snpport in 
co-operating in the action of the four Powers in favour of peace.

Ik his interview to-day with my Germa^ colleague. Sir E Grey observetl that, the overtures of 
M. Sazonof for direct conversations between Russia and Austria not having been accepted at Vienna 
it would be well to return to his proposal of friendly intervention the four Powers which are not 
directly interested. This suggestion has been accepted in principle hy the German Government, but 
they have objected to the idea of a conference or of mediation. The Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs has invited Prince Lichnowsk^ to ask his Government that they .should themselves propose a 
new formula. Whatever it may be, if it admits of the maintenance of peace, it will be aoceptml by 
England, France and Italy. 

The German Amb-issador was to have forwarded Sir E. Grey’s request to Berlin immediately. In 
OTving me an account of this converHation, the Secretary of SUtc for Foreign Affairs added that 
Germany's reply to this communication and to that of Russia concerning the mobilisation of four army 
corps ou .the Austrian frontier would allow us to realise the intentions .of the German Government. My 
German colleague having asked Sir £. Grey what the Intentions of tbe British Government were, tbe 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs repli^ that he had nothing to state for the present. 

Sir E Grey did not disguise the fi*ei that h.“ found the situation every grave and that he had 
little hope of a peaceful solution.

Yesterday in the late afternoon the German Ambassador came and spoke to me of the military 
measures which the Government of the Republic were flJcLug, adding that France was able to act in 
this way, but that in G ermauy pre^iaratious could not be secret and that French opiuion should not 
be alarmed if Germany decided on them.

By intervening at St. Petersburgh while she refuses to intervene at Vienna, Germany 
is only seeking to gain time so as to allow Austria to crush the little Servian kingdom before Knssia 
can come to its aid But the Emperor Nicholas is so anxious prevent war that I am going to make 
a new proposal to you in his name ;— 

“ If Austria, recognising that hcjn^^spute with Servia has assumed the character of a question 
of European inferest, dSiiares herself ready to eliminate from her ultimatum the clauses which are 
damaging to the sovereignty of Servia, Kussia undertakes to stop all military" preparations." 

Count Pourtalbs promised to support this proposal with his Government. 

In the mind of M. Sazonof, the acceptance of this proposal by Austria would have, us a logical 
corollary, the opening of a discussion by the Powers in London. 

The Russian Government again show by their attitude that they are neglecting nothing in 
order to stop the conflict.

1m spite of the communication made yesterday by the liussian Ambassador to several of his 
colleagues, among them the German AmbasSador, with reference to the lartiul mobilisation in his 
country, the Vi.una press refrained from pablishing the nows. This enforced silence has just been 
explained at an interview of great importance between M. Schebeko and Count Berchtold, who 
examined at length the present formidable difliculties with equal readiness to apply to them mutually 
acceptable solutions. 

M. Schebeko explained that the only object of the military preparations on the Russian side 
was to reply to those made by Austria, and to indicate the intention and the right of the Tsar to 
formulate his views on the settlement of the Servian c^uestion. The steps towards mobilisation taken 
in Galicia, a.nswei'ed Count Berchtold, have no aggressive intention an t are only directed towards 
maintaining the situation as it stands. On Imth sides endeavours will be made to prevent these 
measures from being interpreted as signs of hostility. 

With a view to settling the Austro-Servian dispute it was agreed that should be 

resumed at St. Petersburg between M. Sazonof and Count Sz&p&ry; they had only been interrupted 
owing to a misunderstanding, as Count Berchtold thought that thi- Russian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs claimed that the Austrian representative should be given povvers which would allow him to 
modify the terms of the Austrian ultimatnm. Count SzapAry will only be authorised to discuss what 
settlement would.be compatible with the diguifey and prestige for which both Empires had equal 
concern. 

It would therefore for the moment be in this direct form, and only between the two most 
interested Powers, that the discussion which Sir Edward Grey proposed to entrust to the four 
Powers not directly interested would take place. 

Sir M. do Bunsen, who was with me, at once declared to M. Schebeko that the Foreign Office 
would entirely approve of this new procedure, l epeating the statement be made at the Ballputz, the 
Russian Ambassador stated tbaUliis Governmeot would take a much broader view than was generally 
supposed of the demauds of the Monarchy ; M. Schelwko did everything to oopvince Count Berchtold 
of the sincerity of Russia's desire to arrive at an agpreeinent which would be ncceptablo to the two 
Empires. 

The interview was carried on iu a friendly tone and gavu reason for thinking that all ohauccM of 
localising dispute were not lost, when the news of the German mobilisatiou arrived at Visnas.

Hnn Tov Jaoow telephoned to me at 2 o’clock that the newg of the German mobilisation which 
h*d ^ spread an hoar before was false, and asked me to inform yon of this urgently ; the Imperial Gov- 
eroment is confisoating the extra editions of the papers which annonnoed it. Bat neither this com- 
momcation nor these steps diminish my apprehension with reg^d to the plans of Germany. 

It seems certain that the Extraordinary Council held yesterday evening at Potsdam with the 
military authorities under the presidency of the Emperor decided on mobilisation, and this explains the 
preparation of the special edition of the Lokal Anzeiger, but that from various causes (the declaration 
of England that she reserved her entire liberty of action, the exchange of telegrams between the Tsar 
and William II.) the sefions measures which had been decided n|KJn W’ere suspended. 

One of the Ambassadors with whom I have very close relations saw Herr von Zimmermann at 
2 o'clock. According to the Under-Secret^y of State the military authorities are very anxious that 
mobilisation should be ordered, because every delay makes Germany lose some of her advantage. 
Nevertheless up to the present the haste of the ! leneral Staff, which sees war in mobilisation, bad 
been saocessfully prevented. In any case mobilisation may be de^od upon atmsi^ moment. 1 do not 
know who has issued in the .(ocd/Ansctyer, a pa])er which is usually semi-official, premature news 
oalcalated to cause excitement in France. 

Further, I have the strongest reasons to believe that all the measures for mobilisation which can 
be taken before the publication of the general order of mobilisation have already been taken here, and 
that they are anxious here to make us publish our m ibili8atii>n first in order to attribute the responsibi* 
lity to us.

Pi.K.\s£ Inform Sir E. Grey of the following facts concerning French and German military 
preparations. England will see from this that if France is resolved, it is not she who is taking 
aggressive steps. 

You will direct the attention of Sir E. Grey to the desisinn taken by the Council of Ministers 
this morning; although Germany h.as made her covering dispositions a few hundred metres from the 
frontier along the whole front fmm Luxemburg to thi- Vosges, and has transported her covering troops 
to their war positions, we have kept our troops ten kilometres from the frontier and forbidden them to 
approach nearer. 

Our plan, conceived in the spirit of the offensive, provided, however, that the fighting piositions of 
our covering troojw should be as near to the frontier as possible. By leaving a strip of territory 
undefended against sudden aggression of the enemy, the Government of the Republic hopes to prove 
that France does not bear, any more than Russia, the responsibility for the attack. 

In order to be convinced of this it is sufficient to compare the steps taken on the two sides of 
ourfrentier; in France, soldiers who were on leave were not recalled until we were certain that 
Germany done so five days before. 

In Germany, not only have the garrison troops of Metz been pushed up to the frontier, but they 
have been nnoforoed by units transported by train from garriamis of the interior such as Treves or 
Cologne; nothing like this has been done in France. 

The arming of positions on the frontier (clearing of trees, placing of armament, construction 
of batteries and protection of railway junctions) was begun in Germany on Saturday, the 25th ; with 
TU it is going to bo began, for France can no longer refrain from taking similar measures. 

The railway stations were o<.icupied by the military in Germany on Saturday, the 25th; in France 
on Tuesday, the 2 3th. 

Finally, in Germany the reservists by teas of thousands have been recalled by individual 
summoaa. those living abroad (the classes of 1903 to 1911) have been recalled, the officers of reserve 
have been summoned ; in the interior the roads are closed, motor-cars only circulate with permits. It 
is the last stage before mobilisation. None of these measures have been taken in France. 

The Gterman army has. its outposts on our frontier ; on two occasions yesterday Gterman patrols 
J^etrated out territory. The wh.de 16th armv corps from Meta, reinforced by part of the 8th from 
Treves and Cologne, occupies the frontier from Meta to Luxemburg ; the 16th army corps from 
Stcassburg is maased on the frontier. 

Under penalty of being shot, the inhabitants of the annexed parts of Alsace-Lorraine ai;^ 
forbidden to oroM the frontier.

Prince Lichnowsty has not brought any ply to thesr^uest addressed to him by Sir E. Gray 
yesterday to obtain from the German Government a formula for the intervention of the four Powers in 
the interest of peace. But my (ferman colleague questioned the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs about the military prejiarations of England. 

Sir E. Grey replied that they were not of an offensive character, but that in the present state of 
affairs on the continent it was natural to take some precautions; that in England, as in France, there 
was a desire to maintain peace and that if in England, as in Prance, defensive measures were under 
consideration, it was not with the object of making any aggression. 

The information which your Excellency has addresseil to me on the subject of the military 
measuKB taken by Germany on the French frontier gave me the opportunity of remarking to Sir E. 
Grey that it is no longer a question of a conflict of ioflnence between Russia and Austria-Hungary, but 
t ha t there is a risk of an act of aggression which might provoke general war. 

Sir £. Grey understood my feelings perfectly, dnd be thinks, as I do, that the moment has come 
to consider and discuss together every hyjKJthesis.

In the interview which I had to-day with the Secretary of State, I asked Herr von Jagow what 
reply he bad made to Sir E. Grey, who had asked him to draw up himself the formula for the interven¬ 
tion of the disinterested Powers. 

He answered that " to gain time," he had decided to act directly, and that he bad asked Austria 
to tell him the gionnd on which conversations might be opened with her. This answer has the effect, 
under a pretext of proceeding more quickly, of eliminating Englan J, Franco and Italy, and of entruat- 
ingto Herr von Tsehirseky, whose Pan-German and Eussophohe sentiments are well known, the duty 
of jiersuading Austria to adopt a conciliatory attitude. 

Herr von Jagow then spoke to me of the Russian mobilisation CD the Austrian frontier; he told 
me that this mobilisation compromised the success of all intervention with Austria, and that everything 
depended on it. He added that ho feared that Austria would mobilise completely as a result of a 
partial Russian mobilisation, and this might cause as a countermeasure complete Russian mubilisation 
and consequently that of Germany, 

I pointed out to the Secrpta;;y of .State that be bad himself told me that Germany would only 
cc&ridcrr faemlf obliged to mobili.so if Russia mobilised on her German frontiers, and that ibis was not 
being done. He replied that this was true, hut that the heads of the army were insisting on it, for 
every delay is a loss of strength for the German army, and " that the woiw of which I reminded him 
dhd not constitute a firm engagement on his part." 

The imprcMion which I received from this conversation ia that the ohanoei of peace have 4igi^ 
deeteahed.

At the of OUT convewation to-day Sir 15. Grey told me that Prince Lichnoweky had 

aeited him this morning if England woald observe neutralitv in the conflict which is at hand. The 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affair^* replied th it, if the conflict became general, England would not 
be able to remain neulral, and eiipecially that if France were involved England wonld be drawn in. 

I then asked Sir E. Grey concerning the Cabinet Council which took place this morning. Ho 
replied that after having examined the situation, tlie Cabinet had thought for the moment the British 
Government were unable to guarantee to u» their intervention, that they intended to take steps to 
obtain from Germany and France an understanding to resfiect Belgian neutrality, but that before 
eonaidering intervention it was necessary to wait for the situation to develop. 

I asked Sir E. Grey if, before intervening, the British Government would await the invaaion of 
French territory. I in^istod on the fact^iiat the measures alreadv taken cn our frontier by Germany 
showed an intention to attack in the near future, and that, if a renewal of the mistake of Europe in 
1870 was to be avoided, England should consider at once the ciKUiustances in which she would give 
France the help on which she relied. 

Sir E. Grey replied that the opinion of the Cabinet had only been formed on the sitnation at the 
moment, that the sitnation might be modi fled, and that in that case a meeting of the Cabinet wonld be 
called together at once in order to consider it. 

Sir A. Nicolson, whom I saw on leaving the room of the Secretary^ of State, told me that the 
Cabinet wonld meet again to-morrow, and confidintially gave me to understand that the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs would be certain to renew the discussion. 

According to your instraetiuns, I h ive taken th? necessary steps to secure that the autograph 
letter which the Piesideut of the Republic has addressed to His Majesty the King of England should 
be given to the King this evening. This step, which will certainly be communicated to the Prime 
Minister to-morrow morning, will, I am sure, be taken into serious consideration by the British Cabinet.

The Minister of State has just left the Legation ; he has just told me that the Germans baVe closed 
the bridges over the Moselle at Schengen and at H- inieh with vehicles and the bridge at Wormeldange 
with ropes. The bridges at Wasserhillig and at D'Echternach over the Sdre have not been closed, 
but the Germans no longer allow the export from Prussia of com, cattle or motor-cars. 

M. Eyschen requested me—and th'S was the real object of his visit—^to ask you for an official 
delaration to the effect that France will, in case of war, respect the neutrality of Luxemburg. When 
I asked him if he had received a similar declaration from the German Government, he told me that he 
was going to the German Minister to get the same declaration. 

Po^aoript .—Up to the present no special measure has been taken by the Cabinet- of Luxemburg. 
M. Fyseben has retnraed from the German Legation. He complained of the measures showing suspi- 
oiott which were taken against a neutral ncighbaur. The Minister of State hasa-sked the German Minister 
for an official declaration from his Government undertaking to respect the neutrality. Herr Von

Tn British Ambassador has handed me a note from his Government asking the French Govern¬ 
ment to support a proposal at St. Petersburgh for the peaceful solution of the Auatro-Servian conflict. 

This note shows that the German Ambassador bas informed Sir E. Grey of fbo intention of his 
Goveraineut to tiy to exercise infloenoe on the AU'tro-Hungarian Government after the capture of 
Belgrade imtl tbs occupation of the districts bordering on the frontier, in order to obtain a promise not 
fo advance further, while the Powers endeavoured to secure that Servia should give sufficient satisfac¬ 
tion to Auftria {tbie oooupied terxitoiy would bo evacuated as soon as she had received satisfaction. 
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Sir E. Grejr made this ea^gestioa on the ^9hh 2alj, and expressed the hope that military prepara¬ 
tion? would be Hopmended on all sides.

In case Austria after occupying Belgrade 
ajid the neighbouring Servian territory should declare herself ready, in the interests of Europe, to stop 
her advance and to uiscuss how an arrangement might bo arrived at, Russia couhl also consent to the 
discussion and suspend her military preparations, provided that the other Powers aoted in the eame 
way. 

In accordance with the request of Sir E. Grey, the French Government joined in the English 
suggestion, and in the following terms asked their Ambassador at St. Petersburgh to try to obtain, 
without delay, the assent of the Russian Government:— ^ 

" Please inform M. Sazonof urgently that the suggestion of Sir E. Grey appears to me to famish 
a useful basis for con vers ition betwg^p, the Powers, who are equally desirous of working for an honour* 
able arrangement of tLv^^Austro-Servian con ct, and of averting in this manner the dangers which 
threaten general peace. 

“ The plan proposed by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, by stopping the advance of the 
Austrian army and by entrusting to the Powers the dntj of examining how Servia could give full 
satisfaction to Austria without endangering the sovereign Vights an<l the independence of the Kingdom, 
by thus affording Russia a nieans of suspending all military preparations, while the other Powers are 
to act in the same way, is calculated equally to give satisfaction to Russia and to Austria and to 
provide for Servia an acceptable means of issue from the present difficulty. 

"I would ask you carefully to be guided by the foregoing considerations in earnestly pressing 
M. Sazonof to give bis adherence without delay to the proposal of Sir E. Grey, of which he will have 
been himself ii^ormed."

One cannot understand the attitude of Austria, whose provoca¬ 
tions since the beginning of the crisis have regularly followed Rnssia's attempts at conciliation and 
the satisfactory conversation sex changed between St. Petersburgh and Vienna. 

Nevertheless, desirous oF leaving nothing undone in order to prove his sincere desire to safeguard 
peace, M. Saznnof informs me that he has modified his formula, as requested hy the British Ambas¬ 
sador, in the following way :— 

" If Austria consents to stay the march of her troops on Servian territory, and if, recognizing that 
the AustrO'Servian conllict has assnmed the character of a question of European interest, she admits 
that the great Powers may examine the satisfaction which Servia can accord to the Anstro-Hungarian 
Qovemiuent, without injury to her soveieign rights as a State and to her independence, Russia under¬ 
takes to preserve her waiting attitude.''

At the same time a demand is being imwle at St. Petersburgh that they should demobilise, as 
well on the Austrian as on the German side, otherwise Germany would be obliged to mobilise on her 
side. Herr von Jagow told me that Herr von S. hocn bad been instructed to inform the French 
Government of tbe resolution of the Berlin Cabinet and to ask them what attitude they intended 
to adopt.

Tn German Government decided at mid-day to take all military measures implied by the state 
oaUed '* state of danger of wai*.'' 

In communicating this decision to me at 7 oMook this evening, Baron von Seboen added that 
the Government requir^ at the same time that Russia tbo.dd demobilise. If the Russian Oovexaaaeat 
has not given a satisfactory reply within twelve hours Germany will mobilise in her turn. 

I replied to the German Ambassador that I had no information at all about an alleged total 
mobilisation of tbe Russian army and navy which the German Government invoked as the reason for 
the new military measures which they are taking to-day. 

Baron von Schoen finally asked mr, in tbe name of bis Government, what the sttitnde of France 
would, be in case of war between Germany and Kussla. He told me that be would come for my reply 
to-morrow (Saturday) at ] o’clock. 

1 have no inteo<ion of making any statement to him on this sahjeot, and I shall confine myself to 
tdling him that France will have regard to her interests. The Government of the Republic need not 
indeed give any account of her intentions except to her ally. 

1 ask you to inform M. Sazonof of this immediately. As I hovo already told yon, I have no doubt 
that the Imperial Government, in the highest iutereste of peace, will do everything on their part to 
avoid aa/thiug th^t might render inevitable or precipitate the crisis.

Two d/mareies were made yesterday evening y the Austrian Ambassadors—the one at Paris, 
which was rather vagne^ the other of St. Petersbargb, preoise and conciliatory. 

Count Scezsen came to explain to me that the Anstro-Hungarian Government had oOlcially 
informed Rnssia that it had no territorial ambition, and would not touch the sovereignty of Servia; 
that it also repudiates any intention of occupying the Sandjak; bat that these explanations of 
disinterestedneM only retain their force if the war remains localised to Austria and Servia, as a 
European war would open oat eventualities which it was impossible to foresee. The Austrian Ambas¬ 
sador, iu commenting on these ex plana* ions, gave nae to nnderstand that if bis Government oonld not 
answer the questions of the Powers speaking in their own name, they would certainly answer Servia, 
or any single Power asking for these conditions in the name of Servia, He added that a stop in this 
direction was perhaps still possible. 

At St Petersburgb the Anstrian Ambassador called on M. Sazonof and zplained to him that h» 
Government was willing to begin a discussion as to the basis of the ultimatum addressed to Servia. 
The Russian Minister declared himself satisfied with this declaration, and proposed that the pourparlers 
should take place in London fvith the participation of the Powers. M. Sazonof will have reqocstod the 
English Government to take the lead in the discussion ; be pointed ont that it would be veiy important 
that Aostria should stop her operations in Servia. 

The deduction from these facts is that Austria would at last show herself ready to oome to aa 
agieesD^ft, last as the Russian Government is ready to enter into negotiations on the basis of the 

^»Me anaapments which allowed one to hope for a peao^l ..sohirion appear, in 
tuatf to rendia^ useleBB by the attitude of Germany. This Power hae in foot piesenteo an 
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ultinwtnni giving the Bunian Oovernment twelve hoare in which to agree to the demobiliaation of their 
foro^ not only as against Germany, but also ae against Aostria; this time-limit expires at noon. 
The uitimatam is net jnstified, for Bossia has accepted the English proposal which implies a oessation 
of military preparation hy all the Fowars. 

The attitude of Germany proves that she wishes for war. And she wishes for it against 
France. Yesterday when Herr von Schoen came to the Qnai d’Orsay to ask what attitude France 
proposed to take in case of a Bnsso-Uerman conflict, the German Ambassador, although there 
las been no direct dispute between France and Germany, and although from the beginning of the 
crisis we have used all oar efforts for a peaceful saiuiion and are still continuing to do so, added that 
hs asked me to present his respects and thauks to the President of the Republic, and asked that we 
would be good enough to make arrangements as to him personally {'ies dt$po»Uiont pour ta propre 
partonne) we know also that he has already put the archives of the Embassy in safety. This 
attitode of breaking off diplomatic relations without any direct dispute, and although be has not 
received any detinitely negative answer, is characteristic of the determination of Germany to make 
War miut France. The want of sincerity in her peacefnl protestations is shown by the rapture which 
she is forcing upon Europe at a time when Austria had at last agreed with Russia to begin negotiations.

My Russian colleague received yesterday evening two telegrams from M. Sazonof advising him 
that the Austrian Ambassador at St. Fetersburgh bad explained that his Government was ready 
to discuss the note to Servia with the Russian Government even as to its basis; M. Sazonof answered 
that in bis opinion these conversations should take place in London. 

The ultimatum to Russia can only do away with the last chances of peace which these conver¬ 
sations still seemed to leave. The question may be asked whether in such circumstances the 
acceptance by Austria was serioas, and had not the object of throwing the responsibility of the 
conflict on to Russia. ^ 

My British colleague during the night made a pressing appeal to Herr von Jagow’s feelings 
of humanity. The latter answered that the matter bad gone too far and that they must wait 
for the Russian answer to the German ultimatum. But he told hiir Edward Goschen that tha 
ultimatum required that the Russians should u pntermand their mobilisation, not only as against 
Germany but also as against Austria; my British colleague was much astonished at this, and said 
t t it did not seem possible for Russia to accept this last point. 

Germany’s ultimatum coming at the very inom?nk» when an agreement seemed about to be 
estahlUhed between Vienna and St. Petersburgh, is characteristic of her warlike policy. 

In truth the conflict was between Russia and Austria only, and Germany could only intervene ae 
anally of Austria; in these circumstances, as the two Powers which were interested as principals were 
prepared for conversations, it is impossible to understmni why Germany should send an ultimatum to 
Rnasia instead of oontiuuiug like all the other Powers to work for a peaceful solution, unless she 
deaixed war on her own account.

The Marquis di San Giuliano answered that as the wJt . undertaken by Austria was aggpressive 
and did not fall within the purely defeusivo character of the Triple Alliance, particularly in view of 
the consequences which might result from it according to the declaratlou of the German Ambassador, 
Italy would not be able to take part in the war.

After having 
recalled to his memory a'l the efforts made by France towards an honourable settlement of the 
Austro-Servian conflict and the difficulty betwseu Austria and Russia which has resulted from it, Is 
put him in possession of the facts as to the pourparlere which have been carried on since yesterday 

(1) An English compromise, projwsing, besides other suggestions, snspensiou of military 

preparations on the p>art of Russia, on condition that the other Powers should act in 
the same way ,- adherence of Russia to this proposal 

(2) Communications from the Austrian Government declaring that they did not desire any 

aggrandisement in Servia, nor even to advance into the Sandjak, and statiug that 
they were ready to discuss even tie baeie of the Austro-Servian question at London with 
the other Powers. 

1 drew attention to the utt'tude of Germany who, abandoning all pourparlert, presented sm 
tiltimatnm to Russia at the very moment when this Power had just accepted the English formula 
(which implies the cessation of military prejiarations by all the countries which have mobilised) and 
regarded as imminent a diplomatic rupture with France. 

Baron von Schoen answered that he did not know the developments which had taken place in 
this matter for the last twenty-four hours, that there was perhaps in them a “glimmer of hope" for 
some arrangement, that he had not received any fresh communication from his Government, and that 
he was going to get information. He gave renewed protestations of hU sincere desire to unite his 
efforts to those of F’rance for arriving at a solution of the conflict. I laid stress on the serious respon* 
sibility which the Imperial Goverument would assame if, in circumstances such as these, tb^ took 
an initiative which was not justified and of a kind which would irremediably compromise peace. 

Baron von Schoen did not allude to his immediate de}Mirture and did not make any fresh roquMt 
for an answer to his question concerning the attitude of FYance in case of an Austrri-Uussian oontlict. 
He confined himself to saying of his own accord that the attitude of F'rance was not doubtful. 

It would not do to exaggerate the possibilities which may result from my conversation with the 
German Ambassador for, on their side, the Imperial Government continue the most dangerous prepazt« 
tions on our frontier. However, we must not neglect the possibilities, and we should not cease to Work' 
tow^s on agreement. On her side France is taking all military measures required for protection 
against top great an advance in German military preparations. Sno considers that her attempts at 
sobtiaB SRU only have a ohaaoe of success so far as it is Celt that she will be ready and resolutnif the 
oonfftotie Ipnmt on her.

Sib Edvard Grey said to me that, at a meeting this morning, the Cabinet had again connidcred 
the eiluation. As Germany had asked Bngland to give a declaration of neutrality and had not 
obtained it, the llritish Government remained masters of their action; this could shape itself in 
aooordance with different hypotheses. 

In the first place, Belgian neutrality is of great irajwrtance to liugland, France has immediately 
renewed her engagement to respect it. G rin.u»y has explained “ that she was not in a position to 
reply.” Sir Edward Grey will put the Cabinet in jiossession of this answer and will ask to be authorized 
to state on Monday in the House of Commons, that the British Government will not permit a viola¬ 
tion of Belgian neutrality. 

In the second place, the English fleet is m ibllised, and |Sir Edward Grey will propose to his 
colleagues that he should state th it it Vill opju^c the passage of tho Straits of Dover by the German 
fleet, or, if the German fleet should pass througn v. aaient a le passer), vriil oppose any demonstration 
on the French coasts. These two ^u-stions will be dealt wiiitet the me eting on Monday. 1 drew 
the attention of the Secretary of Stvte to th i po.u: that, if during this intcrvfflrag period any incident 
took place, it was necessary not to allow a surprise, and that it would be desirable to think of inter¬ 
vening in time.

This morning the German Minister informs the Belgian Ministry for Foreign Affairs, that in 
consequence of the refusal of the Belgian Government the Imperial Government find tliemselves 
ooBi^lled to carry out by force of arms those measures of protection which are rendered indispensable 
lijy toe French threats.

Copenhagen, Auguet 8 , 1914. 

Ttti French Ambaiaador at Berlin asks me to communicate to jonr Excellency the following 
telegram 

1 have been sent to Denmark by the German Government. I have just arrived at Copen* 
bagen. 1 am accompanied by all the staff of the Embassy and the Russian Charg 6 d' Affaires at 
Darmstadt with his family.” The treatment which we have received is of such a nature that I have 
thought it desirable to make a complete report on it to your Excellency by telegram. 

On the morning of Monday, the 3rd August, after 1 had, in accordance with your instructions, 
addressed to Herr von Jagow a protest against the acts of aggression committed on French territory 
by German troops, the Secretary of State came to see me. Herr von Jagow came to complain of acto 
of aggression which he alleged had been committed in Germany, especially at Nuremberg and 
Coblenz by French aviators, who according to his statement ” had come from Belgium.” 1 answered 
that I faacf not the slightest information as to the facts to which be attached so much importance and 
the improbability of which seemed to me obvious ; on my part J^sked him if he had read the note 
which 1 had addressed to him with regard to the invasion of om territorysA^ detachments of the 
German army. As the Secretary of State said tliat he bad not yet read this note I explained its 
contents to him. 1 called bis attention to the a<-t committed by the officer commanding one of the 
detachments, who had advanced to the French village of Jonchercy, ten kilometres within our frontier, 
and had blown out the brains of a French soldier whom he had met there. After having given my 
opinon of this act 1 added: “You will admit that under no circamstancos could there be any 
comparison between this and the flight of an aeroj lane over foreign territory carried out by private 
persons animated by that sprit of individual conragi* by which aviators are distinguished. 

" An act of aggression committed on the territory of a neighbour by detachments of regular 
troops commauiled by officers assumes an importance of quite a differenl nature.” 

Herr von Jagow explained to me that he had no knowledge of the facts of which I was speak¬ 
ing to him, aud he added that it was dithenlt fur events of this kind not to take place when two 
arnoies Hlled with the feelings which animated our troops* found themselves face to face on either side 
of the frontier. 

At this moment the crowds which thronged the Pariser Platz in front of the Embassy and whom 
we could see through the window of my study, which was half-open, uttered shouts against France. 
I asked the Secretary of State when all this would t-ome to an end. 

” The Government has not yet come to a decision ” Her von Jagow answered. " It is probable 
to Herr vou Schoen will receive orders to-day to atk for his 4 |>assport 8 and then you will receive yours.” 
The Secretary of State assured me that 1 need not have any anxiety with regard to my departure, and 
that all the proprieties would be observed with n gard to me as well as my staff. We wtre not to see 
one another any more and wo took leave of one another after an interview which bad been courteous 
and could not make me anticipate what was in store for me. 

Before leaving Herr von Jagow 1 expressed to him my wish to make a personal call on the 
Chancellor, as that would he the last opportunity that 1 should have of seeing him. 

Herr von Jsgow answered that be did not advise me to carry out this intention as this interview 
would serve no purpose and could not fail to be painful. 

At 6 o’clock in the evening Herr von Langworth brought me my passports. In the name of his 
Government he refused to agree to the wish which I expressed to him that 1 shonld be permitted to 
travel by Holland or Be'gium. He suggested to me that 1 should go either by way of Copenhagen, 
althongh he could not assure me a free passage ty sea, or through Switzerland vid. Constance. 

I accepted this last route ; Herr von Langwerth having asked me to leave as soon as I possibly 
could it was agreed, in consideration of the necessity 1 was under of making arrangements with the 
Spanish Ambassador, who was undertaking the charge of our interests, that 1 should leave on the 
next day, the 4tb August, at 10 o’clock at night. 

At 7 o’clock, an hour after Herr von Langwerth bad left, Herr von Lancken, formerly Councillor 
of ibfl Embassy at Paris, came from the Minister for Foreign Affairs to tell me to request the staff of 
xay Embaasy to cease t^ing meals in the restaurants, l^is order was so strict that on the next day, 
Tneaday, I bad to have recourse to the authority of the Wilhelmstrasse to get the Hotel Bristol to send 
our ineala to the Embassy. 

At 11 o'clock on the same evening, Monday, Herr von Langwerth came back to tell me that 
hit Government would not allow our return by way of Switzerland under the pretext that it would 
taka three days and three nights to take me to Constance. He announced that I should be sent by 
way of Vienna. 1 only agreed to this alteratiou under reserve, and during the night 1 wrote the 
following lettw to Herr von Langwerth 

Berlin Augnei S, 1914. 

"M. £l BaMb. 

I HAVE been thinking oyer the route for mv return to my country about which yon oame to speak 
to me this erwing. Yon propose that I shall travel by Vienna. I run the risk of (finding myself 
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detained in thatlown, if not by the action of the Awtrian . 

mobilioation which cntates great difficulties similar to those existing in Germany M to the moremwts 
of trains. 

Under these circumstances, I must ask the German Gorernment for a promise ® ^ 

honour that the Austrian Government will send me to Swxtxerland, and that the Swim Govemm«t 
will not close its frobtier either U me or to the persons by whom I am accompanied, as 1 am toW that 
that frontier has been firmly closed to foreigners. 

I cannot then accejit the proposal that you have made to me unless I have the secnrity which I 
ask for, and unless I am assured that I shall not be detained for some months outside my country.

In answser to this letter on the next morning, Tuesday, the 4th August, Herr von Lan^werth 
gave me in writing an assurance that the Austrian and Swiss authorities had received commanicatioDS 
to this effect. • 

At the same time M. Miladowski, attached to the Consulate at Berlin, as well as other Pronch- 
men, was arrested in his own house,^'ile in bed. M. Miladowski, for whom a diplomatic passport 
had been requested, wflWi'leiised after four hours. 

I was preparing to leave for Vienna when at a quarter to five, Herr von Langwerth came back 
<0 inform me that I would have to leave with the persons accompanying me at 10 o'clock in the even¬ 
ing, but that I should be taken to I Denmark. On this neif requirement I asked if I should be confined 
in a fortress Fuj>po«iiig I-did not comply. Her von Langwerth .siniply answered that he would return 
to receive my answer in half an hour. I did not wish to give the G«rinan Government the pretext 
for saying that I had refused to dejiart from Germany. I therefore told Herr von Langwerth when 
he came back that 1 would submit to the order which had been given to me but ''that I protested". 

I at once wrote to Herr von Jagow a letter of which the following is a copy 

Berlin, J*gu$t 4i, 1914. 

"Sir, « 

More than once your Excellency has said to me that the Imperial Government, in accordance 
with the usages of international courtesy, would facilitate my rciurn to my own country and would 
give me every means of getting baik to it quickly. 

" Yesterday, however, Baron von Langwerth, after refusing me access to Belgium and Holland, 
informed mt'that I should travel to Switzerland «:<f Constance During the night I was informed 
that I should be sent to Austria, a country which is taking part in the present war on the side of 
Geimany. As I had no knowledge of the *Int*’ntionB of Austria towards me, since on Austrian soil I 
am nothing but an ordinary private individual, I wrote to Baron von Langwerth that I requested 
the Imperial Government to give mo a promise that the Imperial and Hoyal Austrian authorities 
would give me all possible facilities for continuing my journey and that Switzerland would not be 
closed to me. Herr von Lmgwerth has been good enough to answer tne in w'riting that I could be 
assured of an easy journey ana that the Austrian authorities would do all that was necessary. 

" It is nearly five o’elock, and Baron von Langwerth has just announced to me that I shall be 
sent to Denmark. In view of the present situation, there is no security that I shall find a ship to take 
me to England and it is this consideration which made me reject this proposal, with the approval of 
Herr von Langwerih. 

'* In truth no liberty is left me and I am treated almost as a prisoner. I am obliged to submit 
having no means of obtaining tliat the rules of international courtesy should he observed towards me, 
but I hasten to protest to your Excellency against the manner in which 1 am being treated.

'Whilst my letter was being delivered I was told that the journey would not be made direct but 
by way of Schleswig. At 10 o'clock in the evening, I left the Embassy with my staff in the middle 
ot a great assembly of foot and moont<'d police 

At the station the Ministry for Foreign Affairs was only represented by an officer of inferior rank. 

The journey took place with extreme slowness. We took more than twenty-four bourt to reaob 
tbe frontier. It seemed that a< every station they bad to wait for orders to proceed. 1 was aeoom- 

f anied by Major von Eheinbaben of the Alexandra lirgiment of the Guard and by a police officer. 

n tbe neighbourhood of the Kiel Canal tbe soldiers entered our carriages. Tbe windows were shut 
and the curtains of the carriages drawn down ; each of us had to remain isolated in bis oompartmont 
and was forbidden to get up or to touch his luggage. A soldit r stood in tbe corridor of tbe caniago 
before the door of each of our comjiartments which were kept open, revolver in habd and finger 00 w 
trigger. The Bnssian Cbarg^ d'Affaires, the women and children and evervone were eubjeoted to 
eome treatment. 
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At tba lut Odroan ctaitfoa, about 11 o’clock at n!^bt, Major voo Bheinbaben came to take leave 
of me. 1 banded to him the following letter to Ilerr von Jagow. . 

IFedneiday Evening, Augutt 5, 1914. 

" Sir, 

Yxstskday before leaving Berlin, I protested in writing to yonr Excellency against the repeated 
change <rf route which was imposed upon me by the Imperial Government on my journey from 
Qermanj. 

" To-day, as the train in which I was passed over the Kiel Canal an attempt was made to search 
all aur li^gage as if we might have hidden some instrumont of destruction. Thankd to the interference 
<rf Major von Bheinbaben, we were spared this insult. But they wont further. 

*' They obliged us to remain each in his own compartment, the windows and blinds have been 
closed. During this time, in the corridors of the carriages at the door of eich compartment and facing 
oach one of us, stocKi a soldier, revolver in hand, linger on the trigger, for nearly half an hour. 

" I consider it my duty to protest again.'^t this threat of violence to the Ambassador of the 
Republic and the staff of bis Embassy, violence which nothing could even have made me auticipale. 
Yesterday 1 had the honour of writing to your Excellency that 1 was being treated almost as a 
prisoner. To-day 1 am being treated as a dangei-uus prisoner. I must record that daring our 

journey which from Berlin to Denmark has tak n twenty-four uour.-t, no foSiNaas been prepared nor 
provided for me nor for the.persons who were travelling with me to the frontier.

I thought tliat our troubles had finished, whoti shortly afterwards Major von Rheinbaben came, 
rather embarrassed, to inform me that the train would not proceed to the Danish frontier if I di 1 not 
pay the cost of this train. 1 expressed my astonislnucnt that I had not b?en mjdc to pay at Berlin and 
that at any rate I bad not been forewarned of this I offered to pay by a cheque on one of the largest 

Berlin banks. This facility was retmed me. M'ith ihe help of my companions I was able to collect, 

in gold, the sura which was required from me at on e, ani which amounted to djljll marks 75 pfennig. 
This is about 5,000 francs in accordance with the present rate of exchange * 

After this last incident, I thought it necessary t> ask» Major von Rheinbaben for his word of 
honour as an officer and a gentleman that wn shm! 1 b? taken to the Daui-sh frontier. He gave it to 

me, and I required that the policeman who was with us should accomjiany us. 

In this way we arrived at the first Danish station, where the Danish Government had had a train 
made ready to take ns to Copenhagen. s 

I am a.«Bured that my English colleague and the Belgian Minister, although they left Berlin after 
I did, travelled by the direct route to Holland. I am struck by this difference of treatment, and as 
Denmark and Norway are, at this moment, infested with spTes, it I succeed in embarking in Norway, 
there is a danger that I may be arrested at se.i w irii the officials who accompany me. 

I do not wish to conclude this despatch without notifying your Excellency of the energy and 
devotion of which tho whole staff of the Embassy bu given uncaa-iing proof during the course of this 
crisis. I shall be glad that account should be taken of the services which on this occasion have been 
rendered to the Government of the Republic, in particular by the Secretaries of tho limbassy and 
by the Military and Naval Attaches.

The Minister of State came to see me at the Leg.itiou this morning, Tuesday, 4th August, 1914, 
at above half-iwst eight o'clock, in order to notify ni ■ that the German military authorities required 
my departure. On my answering that I wonl' only give way to force M. Eysoben said that he 
understood my feelings in this matter, and it was jii.st lor that reason that ho had himself come to 
make this oommnuication which cost him so much, for It was just because force was used that he 
asked me to leave. He added that he was going to bring me written proof of this. 

I did not conceal from M. Eyschen tli ^ grief and anxiety which I had in leaving my fellow- 
oountxymen without defence, and asked him to be go,. ! enough to undertake their protection ; this he 
promised to do. 

Just as be was leaving ho handed me the enclosed letter (Eucldsure I) which is the answer of 
the Luxemburg Goyernment to the declaration wlilch 1 had made the evening before, according to 
telegraphic instruction s of M. Vivlani. 

About 10 o'clock, the Minister of State came again to the Legation and left me with a short note 
from himself, a certified copy of tho letter which the German Minister hud addressed to him on the 
subject of my departure from Luxomburg. (Enclosure II and III).

As I was accredit^ to Her «oy»-l Uign 
ness the Grand Duchess and as my country was not in a state of war with Luxemburg, it twb in 
these circumstances clearly indicated that it should be the Luxemburg Government which Moma 
look after the safety of my fellow-countrymen. M. Eysoben did not insist, and again accepted too 
service which 1 entrusted to him. 

The Minister of State then asked me to be good enough to leave quietly in order to we id any 
demonstration, which, as he said, would not fail to bring about reprisals on the part of th#Owi»«h 
military authorities against the Piench. I answered that I attached too much value to the safety of 
my oountrymen to compromise it and that he bad nothing to fear. 

My departure, which was required to take place as soon as possible, was fixed for two o^olook j it 
was at the same time understood that 1 should leave in my motor car. As to a safe conduct, M. 
Eyschen told me that the German Minister was at that very moment at the German headquarters to 
ask for it, and that be would take care that 1 received it in good time. 

At a quarter past two the Minister of State accompanied by M. Henrlon, Councillor of the 
Government, came to take leave and to receive the keys of the Legation and those of the 

Chancery. 

He told me that orders had been given for my free passage, and that 1 must make for Arlon by 
way of the Merle, Mamers and Arlon roads. Ho added that a German officer would wait for me at 
the Merle road in order to go in front of my motor car. • 

I then left the Legation and made my way to Arlon by the road which had been determined oa, 
but I did not meet anyone.

In an oral communication made yesterday evening, your Excellency has had the goodness to 
bring to my knowledge that in accordance with the Treaty of London of 1H67, the Government of the 
Republic intended to respect the neutrality of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg as they had shown 
by their attitude, but that the violation of this neutrality by Germany was nevertheless of such a 
kind as to compel France henceforth to be infinenced in this matter by the care for her defence and 
Rer interests. 

You will allow ifie to point out clearly that the decision of the Government of the Republic is 
based solely on the act of a third Power for which in truth the Grand Duchy is not responsible. 

The rights of Luxemburg must then remain intact. 

The German Empire has formally declared that only a tempotary occupation of Luxemburg 
entered into their intentions. 

I am glad to believe that the Government of the Republic will have no difficulty in establishing 
with me the fact that at all times and in all circumstances the Grand Duchy has fnll^ and loyally 
fulfilled all the obligations of every kind which rested on it in virtue of the Treaty of 1867.

duties if Powers and persons in case of war on land (Articles 1 and ‘2), Conventions which have been 
signed by tbe German Government; after having addressed an ultimatum to the Royal Government 
ox Belgium with the object of requiring piissige for German troops through Belgian territory in 
violation of the Treaties of the 19th April lHo9, which had been sign^ by them, and in violation of 
tbe above Convention of the Hague 

Have declared war on France at t»-45 r..\i. on the Srd August 1914. 

In these oircamstances the Government of the Republio find themselves obliged on their side to 
hare recourse to arms. 

Thi^ have in consequence tbe honour of informing by these presents the Government of 
. • . that a state of war exists between France and Germany dating from 6-45 p.m. on 

Srd Angnst 1914. 

The Qoyemroent of the Republic protest before all civilised nations, and erpecially those 
Qoveraments which have signed the Convention} and Treaties referred to above, against the violation 
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by the German Empire of their international engiig^em^ati, and they reserve full rirtt for iWMals 
which they might find themielvas brought to exercise against an enemy so little regardful of its 
plighted word. 

The Government of the Republic, who propose to observe the principles of the law of nationSi 
W'ill,'during the hostilities, and assuming that reciprocity will be observed, act in accordance with 
the^International < tnvtntions signed by France concerning the law of war on land and sea.

" GiNTLEMEV, 

“ Fkanch has just been the object of a violent and premeditated attack, which is an insolent 
defiance of the law of nations. Before any declaration of war had been sent to us, even before the 
German Ambassador had asked far his passports, our territory has been violated. The German 
Empire has waited till yesterday evening to give at this late stage the true name to a state of things 
which it had already created. 

" For more than forty years the French, in sincere love of peace, have burled at the bottom of 
their heart the desire for legitimate reparation. 

" They have given to the world the example of a great nation which, definitely raised from 
defeat by the exercise of will, patiem:e and labdhr, has only used its renewed and rejuvenated strength 
in the Interest of progress and for the good of humanity. 

“ Since the ultimatum of Austria opened a crisis which threatened the whole of Europe, France has 
persisted in following and iu recommending on all sidiw the policy of prudence, wisdom and moderation. 

" To her there cun be Imputed no act, no movement, no word, which has not been peaceful and 
conciliatory. 

“ At the hour when the struggle is begianing, she has the right, in justice to herself, of solemnly 
declaring that she has made, up to the last mojiient, sapreme efiorbs to avert the war now al>out to 
break out, the crushing responsibility for which the German Empire will have to bear before history. 
[Unanimous and repeated applause.- 

“ On the very morrow of tl:e day when we and our allies were publicly expressing our hope of seeing 
negotiations which had been begun under the auspices of the London Cabinet carried to a peaceful 
conclusion, Germany suddenly declared war upon Russia, she has invaded the territory of Luxemburg, 
she has outrageously insulted the noble Belgaiii nation [laud and unanimous applause), our neighbour 
and our friend, and attempted treacheron^ly tc fail upon us while we were in the midst of diplomatic 
conversation. [Fresh and repealed unanimous applause.) 

“ But France was watching. As alert as .‘■he was peaceful, she was ]wepared, and our enemies 
will meet on their path our valiant covering troops, who are at their po.st and will provide the screen 
behind which the mobilisation of our national forces will be methodically completed. 

“ Our fine and courageous army, which Frtnce to-day accompanies with her maternal thought 
[loud applause), has fi’sen iid^cT to defend the honoar of the flag and the soil of the country, (i/"*- 
animous and repeated applause.) 

** The President of the Republic interpreting the unanimous feeling of the country, expresses to 
oar troops by land and sea the admiration and confidence of every Frenchman. [Loud and prolonged 
applause.) 

" Closely united in a common feeling, the nation will persevere with tho eool self-restraint of 
which, since the beginning of the crisis, she has given daily proof. Now, us always, she will know 
how to harmonise the most noble daring and most ardent enthusiasm with that self-control which 
is the sign of enduring energy and is the best guarantee of victory. [Applause.) 

“ In the war which ie beginnkig France will have Right on her side, the eternal power of which 
cannot with impunity be disregarded by nations any more than by Individuals. [Loud and unanimous 
applause.)

Gbntleubs, ' 

The German Ambassador yesterday left Paris after notifying us of the existence of a state of war. 

The Govemmertt owe to Parliament a true account of the events which in less than ten days have 
nnloosed a European war and compelled Prance, peaceful and valiant, to defend her frontier against an 
attack, the hateful injustice of which is emphasised by its calculated unexpectedness. 

This attack, which has no excuse, and whicii began before wo were notilied of any declaration of 
war, is the last act of a plan, whose origin and object I propose Jj^leclare before our own democracy 
and before the opinion of the civilised world. aaw 

As a consequence of the abominable crime which cost the Austro-Hungarian Heir-Apparent and 
the Duchess of noheuburg their lives, dilliculticp arose between the Cabinets of Vienna and Belgrade. 

The majority of the Pow'ers were only -seml-olllcially informed of these diiliculties up till Friday, 
July 24th, the date on which the Austro-Hung.iri.m Ambassadors communicated to them a circular 
which the press has puLlishi-d 

The object of this cirtular w^as to explain and justify an ultimatum delivered the evening before 
to Servia by the Austro-Hungarian Minister at Belgrade. 

This ultimatum in alleging the complicity of numerous Servian subjects and associations in the 
Serajevo crime, hinted that the ollicial Sfiwian authorities themselves were no strangers to it. It 
demanded a reply from Servia by (i o'clock on tin- t vening of Saturday, July 26th. 

The Austrian demands, or at any rate many of tlicm,*without doubt struck a blow at the rights of a 
sovereign State. Noiwitbstauding their excessive character, Servia, on July 25tb, declared that she 
submitted to them almost without reserve. 

This sabmission, which constituted a success/or Austria-Hungary, a guarantee for the peace of 
Europe, was not unconnected with the advice l udered to Belgrade from the first moment by France, 
Russia and Great Britain. 

The value of this advice was all the groater sine; the Asistro-Hungarian demands had been con¬ 
cealed from the Chanceries of the Triple Put -ni.!, to whom in the three preceding weeks the Austro- 
Hnngarian Government had on several occasions given an assurance that their claims would be 
extremely moderate. 

It was, therefore, with natural a«.toni.“hin' i;< that the Cabinets of Paris, St. Petersburg and 
London learned on 2(lth July that the Austrian Minister at Belgrade, after a few minutes' examination, 
declared that the Servian reply was inacccptablc, .uui broke off diplomatic relations. 

This astonishment was increased by the fact tlmt on Friday, the 24th, the Gorman Ambassador 
came and read to the French Minister for Foreign Affairs a note verbale a.sserting that the Austro- 
Servian dispute must remain localised, without inti'i-vcutiou by the great Powers, or otherwise “ incalculable 
conseqnences " were to be feared. A eimilar danurche was made on Saturday, the 25tb, at London 
and at St. Petersburg. 

Need I, Gentlemen, point out to you the contrast between the threatening expressions used by' the 
German Ambassador at Paris and the conciliatory sentiments which the Powers of the Triple Entente 

just manifested by the advice which they gave to Servia to submit ? 

Nevertheless, in spite of the extraordinary character of the German dJmarehe, we immediately, in 
agreement with our Allies and our friends,* took a conciliatory course and invi*^ed Germany to join 
in it. 

We have had from the first moment regret fully to recognise that our intentions and our efforts met 
with no response at Berlin. 

Not only did Germany appear wholly unwilling to give to Austria-Hungary the friendly advice 
which her position gave her the right to offer, but from this moment and still mure in the following 
days, the seemed to intervene between the Cabinet at Vienna and the compromises suggested by the other 
Powers. • 

On Tueirfay, 28th July, Austria-Hungary dcclired war on Servia. This declaration of war, with 
its aggravation of the state rf affairs brought about by the rupture of diplomatic relations three d-ays 
before, gave ground for believing that there was a deliberate desire for war, and a systematic pro- 
giaaame for the eusUvement of Servia. 

Thus there was now involved in the dispute not only the independence of a brave people, but the 
baklloe of power in the Balkans, embodied in the Treaty of Bnkarest of 191.1, and oonseorated by the 
moral safari of all the great Powers. 
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a«h. «igg«.«o. of (k. British Gon^Mt iritk *ff 
the mwDteBance <»f th« peace of Enrope, the negotmUom irera oontinned, or to speaJt more mcuiw 7 , 

the Power* of the TrijJe Entente tried to continue tlMao. , , « 

From thia common desire sprang the proposal fw action by the font Powers, E^Iand, 
Oermany and Italy, which was intended, by asjuring' to Austria all legitimate satisfaction, to brmg 
about an equitable adjustment of the dispute. 

On Wednesday, the 29th, the Bussian Goven^ent, noting the persistent failure of these ^orts, 
andi faced by the Austrian mobilisation and declaration of w«r, fearing the military destruction of 
Seriria, decided as a jirecautionary measure to mobilise the tioops of four military districts, that is to 
say, the formations echeloned along the Austro-Hungarian frontier exclusively. 

In taking this step, the Bussian Government were careful to inform the German Qovemmrat 
that their measures, restricted as they were and without any offensive character towards Austria, 
wen not in any degree directed agaiust Germany. 

In a conversation with the Bussian Ambaaaador at Berlin, the German Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs acknowledged this without demur. 

On the other hand, all the efforts made by Great Britain, srith the adherence of Rnssia and the 
support of France, to bring Austria and Servia into touch under the moral patronage of Europe were 
enconntered at Berlin with a predetenj^ped negative Of which the diplomatic despatches afford the 
clearest proof. 


This was a disquieting situation which made it probable that there existed at Berlin intentions 
which had not been disclcsed. Some hours aftorwards this alarming suspicion was destined to become 
a certainty. ^ 

In fact, Germany’s negative attitude gave place thirty-six hours later to positive steps which 
were truly alarming. On the 31 st July Germany, by prouluiming “ a state of danger of war,''cut 
the communicatit. ns between herself and the rest of Europe, and obtained for herself complete freedom 
to pursue against France in absolute secrecy military preparations which, as you have seen, nothing 
could justify. 

Already for some days, and in circumstances difficult to explain, Germany had prepared for the 
transition of her army from a peace footing to a war footing. 

Prom the morning of the 25th July, shat is to say even before the expiration of the time limit 

f iven to Servia by Austria, she had confined to barracks the garrisons of Alsaoe-Lorrsine. The Same 
ay she had placed the frontier-works in a complete state of defence. On the 20 tb, she had indicated 
to the railways the measures preparatory for concentration. On the 27tb, she had completed requisi¬ 
tions and placed her covering troops in position. On tlie 28th, the summons of individual reservisto 
bad begun and units which were distant from the frontier had been brought up to it. 

Could all these measures, pursued with implacable method, leave us in doubt of Germany's 
intentions ? • 


Such was the situation when, on the evening of the 31 St July, the German Government, which 
since the 24th, had not participatetl by any active step in the couciliatoiy efforts of the Tiiple Entente' 
addressed an ultimatum to the Russian Government under the pretext that Russia had ordered a 
general mobilisation of her armies, and demanded that this mobilisation should he stopped within 
twelve hours. 

This demand, which was all the more insulting in form because a few hours earlier the Emperor 
Nicholas II, with a movement at once confiding and spontaneous, had asked the German Emperor for 
his mediation, was put forward at a meiuent when, on the request of Etigland and with the knowledge 
of Germany, the Bussian Government was accepting a formula of such a nature as to lay the founda¬ 
tion for a friendly settlement of the Austro-Servian dispute and of the Austro-Russian diiiiculties by the 
simnltdneouB arrest of military operations and of military preparations. 

The same day this unfriendly demarche towards Russia was supplemented by acts which were 
frankly hostile towards France ; the rupture of comnmnioations by road, railway, telegraph and tele¬ 
phone, the seizure of French locomotives on their arrival at the frontier, the placing of machine guns 
in the middle of the permanent way which had been cut, and the oonoentration of troops on this 
frontier. ^ 


From this moment we were no longer justified in believing in the sincerity of the pacific declara¬ 
tion which the German representative continued to shower upon us {hear, hear). 

We knew that Germany was mobilising under the shelter of the " state of danger of war." 

We learnt that six clasB >.*8 of reservists had been called np, and that transport was being oolleotod 
even for those army corps which were stationed a considerable distance from the frontier. 

As these events unfolded themrelves, the Government, watchful and vigilant, took from day to 
day, imd^even from hour to hour, tne measures of precaution which the situation required : the general 
mobilisation of our forces on land and sea was ordered. ^ * 

F Germany, without waiting for the acoeptaooe by the Calnaet 

of St. retersbarg of the English proposal, which I have already mentioned, deoLued war on 
Bnsiiui. 

tte wxt day, Sunday, the 2nd August, without regard for the extreme modsntion of »- a, 

oMtradietioa to the peacefol declarations of the Geram Ambassador at Parish and in defianosoftlM 
miss of intenmtional law, German troop* crossed oiw frontier at three different Jioint*, 
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At the ib violation of the Treaty of 1887, which ffuarantoed with* the »ignatni*e of 

Pnwia the neutrality of Luxemburg, they invaded the territory of the (irand Duchy and so gave 
oauee for a proteat by the Luxemburg Government. 

Finally, the neutrality of Belgium alao was threatened. The German Minister, on the evening of 
the 2nd Au^at, preaented to the Belgian Government an ultimatum requesting facilities in Belgium 
for military operations against France, under the lying pretext that Belgian neutrality was threatened 
by u»* the Belgian Government refused, and ueclared that they were rMolved to defend with vigour 
their neutralityj which was respected by France and guaranteed by treaties, and in particular by the 
King of Prussia. ( Unanimous and prolonged upplaute.) 

Since then. Gentlemen, the Gorman attaiiks have been renewed, multiplied, and accentuated. At 
more than fifteen points our frontier has been violated. Shota have been fired at our soldiem and Cus¬ 
toms officers. Men have been killed and wounded. Yesterday a fterman military aviator dropped 
three bomba on Luneville. • 

The German Ambassador, to whom as well as to all thp great Powers, we communicated these facts, 
did not deny them or express his regrets for them. On the contrary, he came yesterday evening to ask 
me for his passports, and to notify us of*the existence of a state of war, giving as his reason, in the teeth 
of all the facta, hostile acts committed by I'reneh aviators in German territory in the Eifel district, and 
even on the railway near Carlsruhe and near Nuremberg. This^Mbe letter w^cb be handed to me on 
the subject;— 

“ M. Le Pr^ident, 

“The Germatt atlministrative and militaiv authorities have established a certain number of 
flagrantly hostile acts committed on German territory by French military aviators. Several of these 
have oi)etily violated the netiirality of Belgium by flying over the territory of that country ; one has 
attempted to destroy building.s near Wcsel; others have been seen in the district of the Eifel, one has 
thrown bombs on the railway near Carlsruhe and Nuremburg. 

“ I am instructed, and I have the honour to inform your Excellency, that in the presence of 
these acts of agression the German Empire con.>ii<lcr', itself in a state of war with France in consequence 
of the acts of this latter Power. 

“ At the same time, 1 have the honour to bring to tbc knowledge of your Excellency that the 
German authorities will retain French meR'antile vessels in German jiorts, but they will release them if, 
within forty-eight hours, they are assured of comnltte reciprocity. 

"My diplomatic miesion having thus come to an end it only remains for me to reqtiest your 
Excellency to be good enough to furnish iiit*with my passports, and to take the steps you consider 
suitable to assure my return to Germany, with the staff of the Embassy, as well as with the staff of the 
Bavarian Legation and of the German Consulate-General in Paris. 

“ Be go<xl enough, M. le President, to receive the assuflances of my deepest respect. 

“ (Signed) SCHOEN.” 

Need I> Gentlemen, lay stress on tlie absurdities of these pretexts which they would put forward 
as grievances ? At no time has any French aviator i)enetrated into Belgium, nor has any French 
aviator committed either in Bavaria or any other part of Germany any hostile act. The opinion of 
Eurojte has already done justice to these wretched inventions. {Loud and unanimous applause.) 

Against these attacks, whi^h violate all the laws of justice and all the principles of public law, 
we have now taken all the necessary steps; they are being carried out strictly, regularly, and with 
calmness. 

The mobilisation of the Russian army also continues with remarkable vigour and nnrestrained 
enthusiasm. [Unanimous and prolonged oppiause, all the deputies rising from their seats.) The 
Belgian army, mobilised with 250,000 men, prepares with a splendid passion and magnificent ardour 
to defend the neutrality and indejiendeuce of their country. {Renewed loud and unanimous applause.) 

The entire English fleet is mobilised and orders have been given to mobilise the land forces. 
{Loud eheiTs, aU the deputies rising to their feet.) 

Since 1912/?<u*rp/jr/<;r« had taken place between English and French General Staffs and were 
concluded by an exchange of letters between Sir Edward Grey and M. Paul Gambon.. The 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs yesterday evening communicated these letters to the House 
of Commons, and I have honour, with the conscut of the British Government, to acquaint you with 
the contents of these two documents. 


’ P’oreigu Office, 

My dear Ambassador, November 22, 1912. 

Fkoh time to time in recent years the French and Britisl^ naval and military experts have consul¬ 
ted together. It has always been understood that such con^ltation does not restrict the fre^om of 
either Government to decide at any future time whether or not to assist the other by armed force. 
W e have i^freed that consultation between experts is no^ sad ought not to be regarded as, an engage¬ 
ment that oommita either Government to action in a oontpogenoy that has not arisen and may never 
arise. The diepoeition, for instance, of the French' and British fleets respectively at the pres|pt. 
tnoment is not l^ed upon an engagement to co-operate in war. 
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You have,. howeTei’, pointfid out that, if either Government had grave raaeon to expect an 
unprovoked attack by a third Power, it might hecoipe essential to know whether it could in that event 
depend upon the armed assistance of the other. 

I agree that, if either Government have reason to expect an unprovoked attack by a third 
Power, or something that threatened the general peace, it should immediately discuss with the other 
whether both Governments should act together to prevent aggression and to preserve peace, and, if so, 
what measures they would be prepared to take in common. If these measures involved action, the 
plana of the General Staffs would at once be taken into consideration, and the Governments would 
then decide what effect should he given to them.

To this letter our Ambassador, M. Paul Cambon, replied on th# 2.3rd November 1912 :— 

^ondon, November 23, 1912. 

Dear Sir Edward, 

You reminded me in jrour lettej^f yesterday, 22nd November, that during the Iasi few years the 
military and naval autl*arities of PSnee and Great Britain had consulted with each other from time 
to time; that it had always been understood that these consultations should not restrict the liberty of 
either Government to decide in the future whether they should lend each other the supjwrt of their 
armed forces; that, on either side, these consultations between experts were not, and should not be 
considere<l, as engagements binding our Governments to* take action in certain eventualities; that, 
howeve^, I had remarked to you that, if one or other of the two Governments had grave reasons ta fear 
an unprovoked attack on the part of a third Power, it would become essential to know whether it could- 
count on the armed support of the other. 

Your letter answers that jioint, and I am authorised to state that, in the event of one of our two 
Governments having grave reasons to fear either an act of aggression from a third Power, or some 
event threatening the general peace, tliat Government would immediah'ly examine with the other 
the question whether both Governments should act together in order to prevent the act of aggression 
or preserve peace. If so, the two Governnie«tB would deliberate us to the measures wliiiih they would 
be prepared to take in common ; if those measures involved action, the two Governments would take 
into immediate consideration the plans of their general staffs and would then decide as to the effect 
to be given to those plans.

In the House of Commons the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs spoke of France amidst the 
applause of the members in a noble and warm-hearted manner, and his language has already found an 
echo deep in the hearts of all Frenchmen [loud and unantmout applau^t.) 1 wish in the name of the 
Government of the llepublie, to thank the English Government from this tribune for their cordial 
woixls, and the Parliament of France will associate itself in this sentiment [renewed, prolonged and 
unantmont jpplame). 

The Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs made in particular the following declaration :— 

" In case the German fleet came into the Channel or enteretl the North Sea in order to go round 
the British Isles with the object of attacking the French coasfs or the French navy and of 
harassing French merchant shipping, the English fleet would intervene m order to give to 
French shipping its complete protection in such a way that fmm tliat moment England and 
Germany would be in a state of war.*’ 

From nov/onwards, the English fleet protects our northern and western coasts against a German 
attack. Gentlemen, these are the facts. I believe that the simple recital of them is sufficient to 
justify the acts of the Government of the llepublie. 1 wish, hoivever, to make clear the conclusion 
to be drawn from my story and to give its true meaning to the unheard-of attack of which France is 
the victim. 

The victors of 1870 have,-at different times, as you know, desired to repeat the blows which they 
dealt us then. In 187'), the war which was intemled to comjiU“te the destruction of conquered France 
was only prevented by the iulervention of the two Powers to whom we were to become united at a later 
date by ties of alliance and of friendship [unammout applauee), by the intervention of Kussia and of 
Great Britain [prolonged applause, all the deputiet rising to their feet]. 

Since then the French Republic, l)y the restoration of her national forces and tire comdusioii of 
diplomatic agreements unswervirtgly adhered to, has succeeded in liberating herself from the yoke 
which, even in a period of profound peace, Bismarck was able to impose upon Europe. 

She has re-established the balance of ]K)wer in Europe, a guarantee of the liberty and dignity of 
all. 

Gentlemen, I do not know if 1 am mistaken, but it seems to me that this work of peaceful 
reimration, of liberation and honour Anally ^tilled in 1904-and 19IJ7, with the genial co>operation of 
King mward VII of England fuid the Governisent of the Crown (applause), this is what the Geriuan 
Emimie wishes to destroy to*day by one daring stroke. 
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Germanj can reproach us with nothing. 

Bearing in silence in our hosorn for half a century the wound which Germany dealt us, we have 
offered to peace an unprecedented sacrifice {loud am/ unanimouB applaute). 

We have offerred other sacrifieeB in all the dWussions which since 1901 Gennan diplomacy has 
systematically provoked, whether in Morocco or ehewbere in 1906, in 1906, in 1908, in 1911. 

Russia also has given proof of great moderation at the time of the events of 1908, as she has 
done in the present crisis. 

She observed the same moderation and the Triple Entente with her, when in the Eastern crisis of 
1912 Austria and Germany formulated demands, whether against Servia or against Greece, which 
still were, as the event proved, capable of settlement by discussion. 

Useless sacrifices, barren negotiations, empty efforts, since to-day in the very act of concilation 
we, our alllfes and ourselves, are attacked by surprise {prolonged applause). * 

No one can honestly believe that fre are the aggressors. Vain is the desire to overthrow the 
sacred principles of tight and of liberty to which nations, as well as individuals, are subject j Italy 
with that clarity of insight possessed by the Latin intellect, h8.M|atified us that she proposes to pre¬ 
serve neutrality {prolonged applause, all the deputies rising toinetrfeet). 

This decision has found iu all France an echo of sincerest joy. I made myself fhe interpreter of 
this feeling to the Italian Charge d' Affaires when I told liim how much I congratulated myself that 
the two Latin sisters, who have the same origin and the same ideal, a common and glorious past, are 
not now opposed to one another {rtnexeed applauxe). 

Gentlemen, we protdaitn loudly the object of their attack—it is the iudei>eiidence, the honour, the 
safety, which the Triple Entente has regained in the balance of power for the service of peace. The 
object of attack is the liberties of Europe, which France, her allies, and her friends, are proud to 
defend {loud applause). 

We are going to defend these liberties, for it is they that are In dispute, and all the rest is but a 
pretext. ^ 

France, unjustly provoked, did not desir * war, she has done everything to avert it. Since it is 
forced upon her, she will defend herself against Germany and against every Power which has not yet 
declared its intentions, but joins with the latb r in a conflict between the two countries. {Applause, 
all the deputies rising to their feet.) * 

A free and valiant people that sustains an eternal ideal, and is wholly united to defend its 
existence; a democracy which knows how to discipline its jnilitary strength, and wag not afraid a year 
ago to increase its burden as an answer to the arinaments of its neighbour; a nation armed, struggling 
for its own life and for the independence of Europe—here is a sight which we are proud to offer to the 
onlookers in this dc8j>erate struggle, that has for some days been preparing with the greatest calmness 
and method. We are without reproach. We sball be without fear. {Loud applause, all the deputies 
rising to their feet.) France has often proved in less favourable circumstances that she is a most 
formidable adversary when she fights, as she docs to-day, for liberty and for right {applause). 

In submitting our actions to you Gentlemen, who are onr judges, we have to help us in bearing 
the burden of our heavy responsibility, the <-omfort of a clear conscience and the conviotion that W'e 
have done our duty {prolonged applause, aV the deputies rising to their feet).

DelAi, the 14th January, 1915. 

Mo« 8« —Whereas b? lleeolutions passed by tbe Secretary of State for India in Council on the 
16th day Of March, 18/1, the 24th day of July, 1877, and the 8th day of November, 1887, the 
provisions of section 1 of the Govermuent of India Act, 1870 (33 Viet, c. 3), were declared 
applicable to the territories under the administration of the Chief Commi.>;Bioner of Ajraer-Merwara, 
to tlie tenitorieB under the administration of the Chief CommuMioner of Coorg, and to the territories 
for the time being under the administration of the Chief Commissioner in British Baluchistan, 
inclbmve of the tracts known as Fishin, Shorarud, Kaoh, Kawas, Haruai, Sibi and Tbal-Chotiali, 
from the 1st day of November, 1887 j 

And whereas the said Chief Commissioners have proposed to the Governor General in Council 
a draft of the following Regulation together with the reasons for proposing the Fame ; 

And whereas the Governor General in Council has taken the drut and reasons into consideration 
and has approved of the dr^ and the same has received 'the asbent of the Governor General on the 
6 th daj ol January, 1915 ; >

A Regulation to eomolidate and amend the Jllmcite 
Law in force tn- Ajmor-Merwara, Coorg and 
Bntiik Baluehietan. 

Whbekas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law in the provinces of Ajmer-Merwara, 
Coor^ and liritlsb Baluchistan relating to the 
import, export, transport, manufacture, sale and 
possesdon of intoxicating liquor and or intoxicat¬ 
ing drags; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

CHAPTER 1.

Despatch from His Majesty^s Ambassador at Constantinople summaiislng 
events leadins: up to rupture of relations with Turkey, and reply 
thereto. 


Loedore, Novew.ber 20 , 1914 . 


SlB, 

I iMrVK the honour to report on the circumstances which preceded and accompanied my departure 
from Constantinople on the Ist November. 

On my return to my post on the lOth August, « fortnight after the outbreak of the European war, 
the situation was already such as to give gi-onnd fc'r the apprehension that Turkey would be driven 
by Germany sooner or later to take part in it as her ally. The Ottoman army, under the supreme 
commuid of Enver Pasha, who was entirely in German bands, had been mobilista, aud although the 
Oflsrernmeiit had declared their intention of jirescrving their neutrality, they had taken no proper steps 
to ensura ita maintenance. They had, on the coutrary, jco]^aidised their ability to do so by the 
admission of the German warships " Goel en ” and ihvslau" into the Dardanelles on the 10th August. 
Evonta have confirmed what I and my Frcntb and Hufsian colleagues constantly impressed upon tb© 
Grand Viaier and other Ministers at the time, that so long as the German Admiral and crews remained 
on hoard the German warahipa, the Geiman Goveiniiient were masters of the situation, and were in a 
position to foxoe the hand of the Turkish Government if at any given moment it suited them to do so. 

fio far as the Grand Vizier was concerned, the naming fell upon deaf ears, and it was at no time 
possible to persusde His Highness to adroit that bo would not he shle to oontiol developments to 
which he was himself opposed and which had not the approval of the whole Government It is quite 
possible that he ^as sincere in this conviction, hut he u as fully alive to the precarious nature of his 
own position and to the fact that any real atteroj t cu hia rart to run counter to the policy of Enver 
Pasha tho have meant bis eEailnatioB. This event would have brought 
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matteni to » hnd at once, which would have boon ebotnuTto the policy of the allied poet- 

poning for aa long aa poasible, if they were unable to overt altogether, the intervention of TurJeey in the 
war, with the vast ana complicated isjues involved in*the raising of the Eastern question, so that my 
rdle and that of my French and Russian colleagues, with whom I acted in compleie accord throughout, 
was necessarily restricted to one of remonstrance and to an endeavour to expose and defeat the German 
intrigues. 

In poTsuance of a long-prepared policy, the gfreatest pressure was at once exercised by Germany 
to force Turkey into hostilit es. German success in the European war was said to be assured. The 
perpetual menace to Turkey from Russia might, it was suggested, be averted by a timely allianoe with 
Germany and Austria. Egypt might be recovered for the Empire. India and other Moslem countries 
represented as groaning under Chri-tian rule might be kindled into a flame of infinite possibilities for 
the Caliphate of Constantinople, Turkey would emerge from the war the one great Power of the East, 
even as Germany would be the one great Power of the M’cEf. Such was the substance of German 
misrepresentations. It is a mutter of common consent that Enver Pasha, dominated by a quasi- 
Napoleonic ideal, by political Pun-Islamism, and by a conviction of the superiority of the German arms, 
was from the fir.-t a strong partisan of the tierman alliance. How far hie several collougues and other 
directing spirits outside the Ministry entered into bis views it to some extent a matter of speculation; 
but it may be taken as certain that the Sultiin, the Heir Appart-nfc, the Grand Vizier, Djavid Bey, a 
majority of the Ministry, and iyigpriderable section of the Committee of Union and Progress were 
opposed to to despermPun adventure as %var with the allies. At what moment Talaat Bey, the most 
powerful civilian in tiic Cabinet and tiie most conspicuous of the Committee leaders, finally threw in 
his lot with the wav party cannot bo ascertained precisely. His sympathies were undoubtedly with 
them from the beginning, but the part which he actually j^ayed in the earlier stages is shrouded in 
mystery. I have reason to think that for some time he have thought it possible, by steering a 
middle course, to postpone a decision until it was clearer what, would be ihe result of the European 
war; and be may well have been anxious to gain time and to secure in exchange for Turkeys’s adhesion 
to the German cause something more solid than promises. These were tendered, indeed, on a lavish 
seals, but I am not aware that they were given in a form which could be considered binding. It is 
certain in any case that Talaat Bey's hesitations were overeonie, and that he had definitely joined the 
conspiracy to bring about war this autumn some three weeks before the crisis was precipitated. 

Whatever the views of individual Ministers or others may have been, the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment made no effort to cman fipate them-etYes from German infiuence or to stem the tide of its 
progress. The material hold establishe*! by the introduction of the two German ships was on the 
contrary allowed to be strengthened. Not only did these ships remain under effective German control, 
but a strong German element was imported into the ^remainder of the fleet, even before the British naval 
mission, which had been reduced to impotence by order of the Minister of Marine, had been recalled 
by His Majesty's Governhient. Large numbers of Germans were imported from Germany as unostenta¬ 
tiously as possible, to be employed in the forts of the Uard inelles ami Bosphorus and at other 
crucial points. Numerous German merchant vessels, of which the moat imiwrtant were the ‘‘ Corco- 
vsdo" and the “ General,'’ served as bases of communication and as auxiliaries to what bad become, 
in effect, a German Black Sea Fleet. Secrot communications with the German General Staff were 
^ established at the outbreak of the war by means of the wireless ajiparatus of the " Corcovado," which 
was anchored op^xisite the GcTman Embassy at Therapia, and which was continuously used for this 
among other purposes throughout the whole jieriod under review, in spite of my urgent representations 
and those of my French and Russian colie gues Other German ships played with the Turkish flag as 
they pleased, in order to facilitate their voyages or cloak their real character while in port, and a 
department was constituted at the German Embassy for the purpose of requisitioning supplies for the use 
of the German Government and their ships All these things were tolerated by a complaisant Turkish 
Government, who appeared to be indifferent to the incessant encroachments on their sovereignty if not 
to welcome them. 


On laud, the ofiScers of the German military mission displayed a ubiquitous activity. Their 
supremacy at the Ministry of M'ar, combined with the close oo-operation which existed between them 
and the Militarist party, made it easy to fortify an already strong position. Acting in conjunction 
with other less accredited agents of their own nationality, they were the main organisers of those 
military preparations in Syria which so directly menaced Egypt, and which became a serious source oi' 
preoccupation and a constant theme of my remonstrances. 

The evidence of these preparations became daily more convincing. Emissaries of Enver Pasha 
were present on the frontier, bribing and organising the Bedouins. Warlike stores were despatched 
south, and battalions of regular troops were posted at Kafab, whilst the Syrian and Mosul army corps 
were held in re^iness to move south at short notice. The Syrian towns were full of German offiosdrs, 
who were provided with large sums of money for suborning the local chiefs. As an illustration of the 
thoroughness of the German preparations, I was credibly informed that orders were given to obtain 
estimates for the making of lu’dian military costumes at Aleppo in order to simulate the appearance of 
British Indian Troops. Under directions from tiw Central Govornment the civil authorities of the 
Syrian coset towns removed all their archives and ready money to the interior, and Moslem families 
were warned to leave to avoid the consequences of bombardment by the British fleet. The Khedive 
himself wse a party to the conspiracy, and aivangements were aotoally made with the Qmanan 
Smbaa^ for hu presence wi^ a nilitiiry expedition across the frontier. 

However difficult it would have been for the Ottoman Govommexit to r^ua their control over 
the seined fmoes of the State after the arrival of the “ Goeben " and *' Brsslau," ti^ insidious 
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oaJtnp«|fn owwed «a with tbeir enconra^ment by mean* of th* pWM, the preachers in the mosqnea, 
and the p»«apWotoef«, ie evidence that it* most ptiwerfol naeoibere were in sympathy with the anti- 
British xnovement, I had, indeed, imtnal proof of the ini^nration by Tala&t Bey and Djemal Pasha 
of articles directed against Great Britain. Every agrency which conld he used to stimulate public 
opinion in favour of Germany and to inflame it ag^ainst the allies was set at work with the connivance, 
and often with the co-operation, of the Tarkiah authorities. All the Turkish newspapers in 
Constantinople became German organs; they glorified everv real or imaginary snccess of Germany 
or Austria; they minimised everything favourable to the allies. 

Tiuienclosures in an earlier despatch wilt have shown to what depths of scurrility some of the 
more corraj»t and unbridled of them descended iu their onslaughts on Great Britain, and how 
unequally the censors of the press held the balance when exercising their practically unlimited powers. 
The provincial papers were no less eDthusia6ti<taIly pro^Qerman; the semi-official telegraphic agency, 
which is practically worked by the Ministry of the Interior, was placed at the disposal of German 
propaganda. Through these agencies unlimited use was made of Turkey’s one concrete and substantial 
grievance against Great Britain as distinguished from other European Powers, that is, the detention 
of the " Sultan Osman and the “ Re.-^hadieat the beginning of the European war. Other 

g rievances, older and less substantial, werg raked out of the past; and the indictment of Great 
ritaiu and her allies was completed by a series of invetitious and distortions of the truth designed to 
r^resent tiaem as the enemy, not merely of Turkey, but of the wbol^^ Islam. Attacks of the latter 
kind became especially frequent iu the latter half of October, and nndoub^^y directly inspired 

by Germany. My argent representations to the Grand Vizier and to Talaat Bey, both verbal and 
written, had hardly even a temporary effect in checking this campaign. 

It may seem strange that, thus equipped and thu-; abetted, those who sought to involve Turkey in 
the European war failed so long to achieve their object. The reasou.s were manifold. As 1 have 
already indicated, the party which stood for neutrality contained men who, lacking though they were 
in any material means of enforcing their views, could not easily be Ignored. By whatever various 
routes they may have been arrived at, the ideas of tlc-se men coincided with a body of less sophisti¬ 
cated and hardly articulate opinion which, however wounded by England’s action in preventing 
delivery of the " Sultan Osman " and the “ Heshadi ' could still not reconcile itself to a war with 
England and France. In my despatch of tlie ‘.Jind September 1 bad the honour to report how 
frankly and how emphatically the .Sultan himself void'd this feeling in conversation with me. Taere 
can be little doubt tlmt the Grand Vizier exerci'^-d what* inlluence he had in favour of neutrality. 
Djavid Bey, the Minister of Finance, whose influeui-e in favour of neutrality was of weight aa 
representing the .Jewish element, and whose arguments in favour of peac.e were supported by the fact 
that Turkey was already absolutely baukrujit, ami not in a position to embark upon war with the allies, 
became towards the end so form',dibl * an obstacle • fulillm ’nt of the German plan that iustrno- 
tions were sent from Berlin to force his resignation. 

Again, seriously convinced as most prominent Turks appear to have been of the ultimate success 
of Germany, their coniidence could not but be a littl" d.ished ty the actual course of events in the two 
main theatre.^ of war ; and the more thoughtful r^aiiz d that even in the event of Germany being 
victorious, the fact of Turkey having fought by her side wonld not necessarily ensure any advantage 
to the Ottoman Em;>ire. As for the Germans them.''Ives, it wag true, as I have said, that they could 
at any moment force Turkey t<j march with them, but to do so before every means of suasion bad 
proved useless would obviously not hove been politic It was clearly only in the last resort that the 
Monarch whom Fan-Islamic pro-Germans acclaimed as the hope of Islam, and whom the devout in 
some places bad been taught to regard as hardly distinguishable from a true believer, would run 
the risk of scandalising the Moslem world, whom he hoped to set ablaze to the undoing of England, 
Rnssia, and France, by using the guns of the “ Geoben ” to force the hands of the Sultan-Caliph. 
But the factor which more than any other delayed the realisation of the German plans, and which 
enabled me and my French and Russian colleagues to protract the crisis until they, could cnly be 
realized in such a way as to open the eyes of the Moslem world to the real nature of the consjiiracy, 
was the inherent tendency of Turkish statesmen to procrastinate, in the hope that by playing off one 
side against the other they might gain more in the long mn. 

However slender the chances in our favour, it was obviously my duty, in conjunction with my 
t'renob and Russian colleagues, to support and encourage by all ptissible means those forces which 
were obscurely striving for the preservation of peace. 

If this jMlicy necessarily involved the acceptance of acts on the part of the Ottoman Goyemment 
which, in ordinary circumstances, would have calb d for more than remonstrance and the reservation 
of oar rights, and which it would have been easy to make the occasion uf a rupture of relations, the 
patience displayed by the allies was justified by the results achieved. 

Although unsaocespful in averting war, two objects of main importance were gained by delaying 
its commencement. On the one baud, the allied Powers are now lo a position to deal with the 
problem with a freer hand, and, on the other, Germauy has been forced to show her cards and to 
act independently of a majority of the Torki.>b Cabinet. 

Under the stress of events in the main theatre of the war, and owing to the vital necessity of 
providing a diversion in the Near East, Germany was constrsiuied to intensify still farther their pressure 
on the Turks. During the first three weeks of October tbor pressure took yet another form, and a new 
weight* was oast into the scale by the importation into Constantinople, with every circumstance of 
seoreey, of large qaantitjes of bullion consigned to the GermsA Ambassador and delivemd under military 
ghsrd at theDsutsoheDask. The total amount was estimated at some 4,000,0001. This sum was far 
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more than wM jQieeeiary fox the muntenanoe of the German military and naral eatabliebmenta, and 1 
have erciy reaeoA to believe that a deKnite arran^nieat vraa arrived at between the Germaat and a 
group of Miniatera, inoluding Etiver Paaha, Talaait Bey, and Djemal Paeha, that Torkey should deoUro 
war as soon as the financial provision should have attaint a stated figure. My informa^n establishes 
the fact that a climax was reached about the middle of the third week in October, when it had been 
decided to oonfibnt the Grand Vizier with the alternative of complicity or resignation, and that only the 
Russian snceesses on the Vistula, or some other more obscure cause, preventeii this plan from beihg 
carried out. 

“Whatever the exact history of the first three weeks of October, it is certain that on or about the 
2fitb of that month the German conspirators realised that the pace must be forced by still more drastic 
measures than they had yet used, and that any further attempts to win over the Grand Visier and the 
Turkish Government as a whole to their ideas^and to induce them to declare war would be useless. On 
that afternoon an important meeting of Committee leaders was held, at which Enver Pasha was present, 
but which only decid d to s md Hjdil Bey, the President of the Chamber, on a mission to fierun. In 
the circles in which this decision became known it was regarded ss' a partial triumph for the Peace pftrty, 
end as a fresh attempt to g^in time for the sake either of mere procrastination or of securing more 
concrete ufiere from Germany. Be that ss it may, Halil Bey ivver left on bis mission, and it is believed 
th«t its abandonment was une to a more than usually blunt hint from the German representative in 
Constantinople. Whilst Constantu^ile generally was comforiing itself with the reflection that nothing 
could well happen untiirti^ter the wBr days’ Bainun fesidval, beginning on the bOth October, two events 
of capital importance occurred. 

On the morning of the 2dth I received intelligence from Egypt of the incursion into the Sinai 
peninsula of an armed body of 2,000 Bedouins, whd bad occupied the wells of Magdaba, and whose 
objective was an att.ack upon the Suez Canal. On learning this news 1 at ouce proceeded to the Yali 
of the Grand Vizier, to acquaint him of the serious consequences which must ensue if the expedition 
were not at once recalled. His Highness received the intelligence with every appearance of surprise. 
He emphatically disclaimed all knowledge of it, and gave me the most solemn assurance that if the 
facts were as stated he would at on'^ issue orders for the withdrawal of the invading party. He 
assured me ouce more that nothing was farther from the intention of the Government than war with 
Great Britain. It was unthinkable, he said, that an expedition of this kind could have been organised 
by any member of the Government j and he felt certain that if anything of the kind had occurred, it 
could only have been a raid by irresponsible Bedouins. I told bis Highness that 1 feared that he 
deceived him^^clf. 1 reminded him of the various occasions on which he had given me similar assm* 
ances, and of the negative results of the instructions which he hiid given on previous occasions. 1 
warned bim of the disastrous consequences to the Ottoman Empire of a crisis which could ni<t now be 
long postponed unless he and the friends of peace ^ere prepared to take some serious stand against 
the conspiracy of which I was fully cognisant, to involve it irretrievably in the general war. On this, 
as on every occasion of my interviews with the Grand Vizier, 1 was impressed with his inability to 
realise the f.icts or to di.abuse himself of ahe conviction, in spite of his many unfortunate experiences, 
that he would be able, in a really serious crisis, to exert bis authority with effect. 

The second event of capital import incc was the attack on Odessa and other Russian ports in the 
Black Sea ou the morning of the same day, the 29th Ootober. It is now certain that the actual orders 
for these attack? were given by the German admiral on the evening of the *27th Ootober, but it was not 
until after they had actually taken place, that is, on the afternoon of the 29th October, when news of 
the ra d on Odessa was telegraphed to me direct by Mr. Consul General Roberts, that my Rnssian 
and French colleagues and myself realised that the die had actually been cast and the crisis that we 
bad so long feared and striven to avert had oecuired. Immediately on receiving the news M. Bompatd 
and I called on M. de Giers and decided to ask for authority from our respective Governments to 
confront the Porto with the alternative of rupture or dismissal of the German naval and military 
missions. On the morning of the 3Uth, however, I learnt from my Russian colleague that he bad 
received instructions from his Government immediately to ask for liis ])u6sporiB. He had written to the 
Grand Vizier to ask for an interview, which His Highnes? had begged bim to postpone until the follow¬ 
ing day owing to indisposition. The instructions of my llussian colleague being in i*. categorioal form, 
he had therefore been c( nstr<tined to address a note to the Grand Vizier demanding his passports; and 
I and my French colleague, acting on the instructions with whicit the Ambassadors of the allied 
Powers had at my suggestion already been furnished to leave Constantinople simnltaneoutly, should 
any one of them be compelled to ask for his passports, owing either to a Turldsh declaration of war or 
to some intolerable act of hostility, decided without further delay to write to the Grand Vizier and 
ask in our turn for interviews to enable us to carry oat these instructions. In view of His High¬ 
ness's indisposition we had not expected to be received that day, but a few hoars later the Grand 
Vizier sent ns word that he would, nevertheless, be glad to see ns, and notwithstanding the etcuae 
which be had made earlier in the day he received we Russian Ambassador also in the course df the 
afternoon. My interview with, the Grand Vizier partly coincided with that of M. de Giets, and, 
preceded that of M. Bompard. It was of a painfm description. Ilis Highness convinc^ me 
of his sincerity in disclaiming all knowledge, of or participation in the events which had led to the 
rupture, and entreated me to wlieve that the sitnation was even now not irra'^SPlfeble, I replied that 
the time had passed for assarancee. The crisis which I bad predictwl to His Highness at almost 
etety interview which I had had with him since my return had actually occurred, and unless seme 
adequate satisfaction were immediately given by dismissal of the German mtssioms, which oould 
alone prevent the reoorrence of attempts upon Egyptian territory and attacks on HtM^ war with tlM 
sUies was inevitable. My Russian colleague had already demanded his paaqxnti, and 1 hxaat, iq 
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pOUMiiUiea of th« ingtraotioDa I had noeived, folloir the mtM eanne. The Qnnd Vizier again protested 
that even sow be ooold ondo what the War party had d(me withoat his knowledge or consent. In 
xeply tothe donbt which 1 expres'^ed as to the means at his disposal, he said that he had on his 
side morid. forces which conld not but triumph, and that he meant to fight on to the end. He did 
net, indeed, hint at a possibility of immediately dismissing the German mission, but be informed me 
that there was to be a meeting of the Council at his house that evening, when he would call upon his 
colleagues to support him in his determination to avert war with the allied Powers. 

The Council was duly held, and, as he had predicted, the majority of the Ministers supported the 
Grand Vizier, who made a strong appeal in favour of peace, and was seconded by Djavid Hey. But 
the powerlessness of the Sultan's Ministers to do more than vote in the Council Chamber was 
evident. The question of dismissing the German naval officers was dUcussed, but no decision to do 
so waK taken, tiud no Minister ventured even to propose the expulsion of the military mission. In the 
intt'rval the War party had sealed their resolution to go forward, by publishiog a communique in which 
it was staf^ that the first acts of hostility in the Black Sea had come from the Russian side. Untrue 
and grotesque as it was, this inveation succeeded in deceiving many of the public. 

It is not possible to establish by proqf which of the Ministers had pre-knowledge of the German 
admiral's eo»p, but it may be regarded as certain that Enver Pasha was aware of it, %nd highly probable 
that Talaat Bey was also an aocomp ice. 

The story of a Bu<t8ian provocation was plainly an aftertbongfl^nd if tlssaofficial report of the 
BuBsian Government were not sndicient to disprove it, I could preface independent evidence to show 
that the orders to begin hostilities were given at the mouth of the Bosphorus on the evening of the 27th 
O.itober, as the result of a conspiracy hatched between the German representatives in Constantinople 
and a small and unscmpulons Tnrkish faction. 

My Bussian colleague left Constantinople without incident on the evening of the 31 st October- 
My own departure was eventually arranged for the following evening, when I left for Dedeagatcb, 
aocompanied by my staff of sixty officials and their families, the British advisers in the service of the 
Turkish Government and some oth'T British subjects also travelled with me. My French colleague and 
his staff left by the same train. 

Owing to the wanton refusal of the military authorities at the last moment to allow the departure 
of a great number of British and French subjects who syre to have left by an earlier train than 
that which hud been place<l at my disposal, the .station was for some hoars the scene of indescribable 
oonfnsion and turmoil. 


My protests and those of the French Ambassiwlor were disregarded, and after protracted discussion, 
we agreed to leave matters in the bands of the Uiiicd States Ambassador, who undertook to use all his 
influence to procure the departure of our fellow subjects on the following day. The " sons-chef de 
protocole" of the Sublime Porte and the “ chef de cabinet particulier"^ of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs were sent to bid farewell to M fiompard and myself •at the railway station, and two Secretaries 
of the Political Department of the Ministry accompanied os to the frontier. 

It would be impossible to exaggerate the assistance which I have received from Mr. Morgenthan, 
the United States Ambassador. During the last two days especially the difficulties arising out of the 
abnormality of the situation would have been immeasurably greater had it not been for his inWinable 
help and his untiring efforts on behalf of myself and'my staff. We are heavily indebted not only to Mr. 
Moigenthau himself, but to every member of the Uiiit^ States Embassy. It is entirely owing to their 
exerttons that the British and French subjects who were detained at the station on the night of my 
departure were allowed to leave on the following evening. 

Before concluding this despatch I desire also to place on record my sense of the cheerful courage 
displaced by the British community in Constantinople, as well as in other towns, during the whole 
of ttiu trying period. A lart'C proportion of tuem have suffered severely in tbeir business from the 
instability of the situation in Turkey. Many have suffered heavily and more directly by the military 
reqnisiuons which Horn the beginning of August were carried out in an inconceivably arbitrary manner. 
By the suppretsion of the Capitulations all saw themselves deprived at a moment's notice of the 
secular privileoes which bad hitherto secured the persona and the property of foreigners against 
caprice and injustice. But they have one and all faced these adversities with a reasonable and manly 
fortitude. 


Shortly after my return to my post, 1 recommended those British subjects who applied to me for 
advice to send home, when oppoitonity offered, those members of their families who had no particular 
reason to stay in the country. 

A certain number left during the autumn, and many have left since. Those who have chosen 
to stay, or who have not been in a position to leave, remain under the protection of the United States 
Ambassador. As regards the British oornmnnity at Bagdad, I instructed the acting British eonsul- 
0^ral at Bagdad, early in October, to charter a steamer for the conveyance to the coast of any 
Britisb Bubjeote who might wish to leave. A lai^e number of British and British'Indian subjects 
availed themselves of this opportunity. 

1 cannot oonolnde this report withoat calling your attention to the zeal shown by the junior 
^mbets of my staff, including Mr. Otey, Lord Gerald Wellesley, Mr. Charles Lister, Mr. Thomas, 
Mr. Wilton, Mr, Astell, and by Mr. Fuller, Arohivisit to His Majesty's Embassy, in the pertormance 
w their duties in the Cimoery, as well as to the able and ooniKientioas work of the members of the 
Dtsgomaaate sAd oonsttlate>genetal.

the Rev. Canon Whitehoose, Chaplain to His Majesty’s Emba$>sy, and by Dr. Clemow, Physioian 
to His Majesty’s Embassy, as well as by Afr.

I need not do more than refer to the work of Xtieutenant-Colonel Cnnliffe Owen, Military Attab^, 
to Hie Majesty’s Embassy, whose information re^peptinif the military preparations was often obtained 
with considerable difiiculty.

Cutoberbatch, His Afujesty’s consul-general at Beirut, Mr. Heatheote Smith, acting British consul' 
general at Smyrna, and to Afr. Palmer, vice-consnl at the Dardanelles, for tho valuable information 
which they supplied 

I would wish to bring to your particular notice the services rendered by Air, Ryan, Acting First 
Dragoman of His Alajesty’s Embas.sy. His ability, knowledge of Turkey, sound judgment and 
untiring industry, were of invaluable assisbince to me, and are deserving of your special commendation.

I HAVK received your Excellency's despatch of the 20th ultimo, in which you summarise the events 
since your return to your post on the 16lh Angu-stlast until your departure on the Ist November. 

I have read with great appreciation and pleasure of the invalualilc assistance rendered to your 
Excellency in the ditlicult circumstances of yoflr departure by the United States Ambassador and every 
member of the United States Embassy, and 1 luve already requested the United Stales Govcinment 
to convey to Air. Alovgenthau tlie most sincere liianks of His .Majesty’s Government for the valuable 
services rendered by Hi.s Excellency on tliat ocoa|ion, and subsequently in helping the British 
community to leave Constantinople. 

I have also Ijeen much gratified to reeeivc your Excellency’s testimony of the cheerful courage of 
the British CO t.munity in Turkey under exojyiti n.illy trying circumstances, and I have noted with 
great satisfaction your Excellency's appreciation of the valuable service- of the embas^ and consulate 
staff, and of the members of His Majesty’s con-nlar service throughout tlie Ottoman Empire. 

I desire also to convey to your Excellency my high sense of the marked ability, patience, and 
discretion shown by your Excellency in carrying out, in the face of great tiifiiculties, tiie policy of His 
Majesty’s Government, War was eventually torced by wanton and unjunvckt d hostilitits of the 
Tuikish fleet under x^erman impiration and oub rs, but it was the desire of His Majesty’s Government 
to avoid a rupture v ith Tuikey ; and your Lx tllency rightly directed all your efforts to encourage 
those influences at Constanrinupic that were moderate and reasonable. To yonr efforts it was at any 
rate in some degree due that the inevitable (tatastrophe did not oci-nr sooner.

OuB naval and military attaches are sending to their reBi)ective Ministers I'eports on the new. 
German military law. 1 take this opportunity of drawing tlie attention of Your Excellency to these 
important documents. 

The consideration of the iinaucial expedients by which Germany intends to provide for these 
military measures is the sole cause of the delay in the publicati.in of the detlnite proposals of the 
Government. In spite of the patriotism with which the rich classes affect to accept the sacrifices 
asked of them, they are none the less, particularly tiie businesB circles, dissatisfied with the financial 
measures which have been announced, and they IVel that a compulsory levy im()Osed in times of peace 
creates a formidable precedent for the future. On the ^ther hand, the Federal Governments have 
strongly opposed an innovation which grants to the Empire resources derived from direct taxation. 
Hitherto, taxation of this kind has been r'serv-'d to the F'ederal States, and the latter see in the 
surrender of this principle a new deci:ir.itiau oi the corporate unity [personality) of the Empire, 
constituting a distinct diminution of their own so^'ereign power. 

However this may be, in increasing the strength of the German .irrny the Empire desires to 
leave nothing lo chance in the event of a possible ercsis. 

The German changes have* produced a ivsuh uaexpei^fced by that country, viz., the proposal of 
the Government of the Republic to re-establish the three years' service, and the manly determination 
with which this projiosal has been welcomed in I ranee. The surprise occasioned by these proposals 
has been utilized by the Imperial Government for the purpose of insisting on the absolute necessity 
of an increase of German military strength the Gennan proposals are represented as a reply to our own. 
The reverse is the case, since the immense military effort which France is undertaking is but the 
consequence of German initiative. 

The Imperial Government is constantly rousing patriotic sentimont. Every day the Emperor 
delights to revive memories of IblS. Yesterday evening a military tattoo went through the streets 
of Berlin, and speeches were delivered in which the present situalion was compared to that of a 
hundred years ago. The trend of public opinion will find an echo in the speeches which will be 
delivered next mouth in the Reichstag, and 1 have reason to fear that the Chancellor himself will be 
forced to allude in his sta'ements to the rdaiions of France and Germany. It was of course to be 
expected that national patriotism would be worked up just when fresh sacrifices are being required, 
bat to compare the present time to isl-o is Jo misuse an historical analogy. If, to-day, there is 
anything uori'espouding to the movement which a hundred years ago roused Germans to fight the 
man of genius who aspired to universal dominion, it is in Franco that such a counterp.art would have 
to be sought, since the French nation Bt?ek8 but to pMteot itself against the domination of force. 

Nevertheless, it is true that the state of public opinion in both countries makes the situation 

grave.

However, in spite of its want of good manners tbe article in the Kolniuke Zeii**/ cannot be 
disregarded ; sfveral important newspapers have approved of its substance, if not of its form, and it 
appears to express a real feeling, a latent anger. 

It is interesting to note this fact, because it throws*very vivid light on the meaning of the present 
armaments. 

For some time now it has been imite a common thing to meet people who declare that the military 
plans of France are extraordinary and unjuBtilied In a drawing room a member of the Beichktag 

who IS not a fanatic, speaking of the three years’ service in France, went so far ati to say, " It is a 
provecation j we will not allow it. " More moden^ persons, military and civil, glibly voice the 
opinion that France with her forty million inhabitants Has no right to compete in this way with 
Germany. 

To sum up, people are angry, and this anger is not caused by the shrieking of certain French 
papers, to which soberininded people pay little attention. It ir a case of vexation. People are angry 
at realising that in sjiite of the enormous effort made last year, continued and even increased this year, 
it will probably not be poBsibletbis time to outeun Fiance completely. ' / 

To outdistance usswuce we neUner will nor can be allied with her, is Germauv’s real aim. I can* 
not insist too much on the fact that the impending legislation, which French public opinion is too apt 
to consider as a spontaneous outburst, is but the inevitable and expected consequence of the law of 
June 191i. 

Tills law, while creating two new army corps, had deliberately, according to German fashion, left 
regiments and other large units incomplete. It was evident that there would be no long delay in fill¬ 
ing in the gaps * The balk.m crisis, coming just at the right moment, furnished a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity for exploiting the centenary of the War of Liberation, and obtaining with greater ease sacritloes ft 
through the memory of those made in days gone by, and that too at a lime when Germany was opposed 
to France. 

In order to show clearly the genesis of this military programme, I beg to recall what was written 
by my predecessor Colonel Felle a year ago, yvhen the law of 1912 was published : 

“We are discovering every day hew deep and lasting are the feelings of injured pride and revenge 
provoked against us by the events of last year. 

“The Treaty of the 4'th November 1911 has proved a complete disilltision. 

“ The feeling is the same in all parties. A U Germans, even the Socialists, bear us a grudge for 
having taken away their share iu Morocco. 

*'it seemed, a year or so ago, as if th^ Germans bad set out to c<'iiquet' the world They consi¬ 
dered themselves so strong that no one would dare to oppose them. Limitless possibilities were open¬ 
ing out for German manufactures, German trade, German expansion. 

“Needless to say, these ideas and ambitions have not disappeared to-day. Germany always 
requires outlets for commercial and colonial expaosion. Th-y consider that they are entitled to them, 
berause their population is increasing every day, because the future belongs to them. They consider 
us, with our forty million inhabitants, as a second rate power. 

“ In the crisis of 1911, however, this second rate power successfully withstood them, and the 
Emperor and the GovernTner.t. gave way. Fublic opinion Las forgiven neither them nor ns. Pttpie 
are determined that each a thing thaLl never happen again/" 

And at the moment when the second and formidable part of tlie programme is shout to be 
realised, when German military strength is on the point ot acquiring that final superiority which, 
should the occasion arise, would force us to submit to humiliation or destruction, France suddenly 
refuses to abdicate, and shews, as Reran said, “her eternal jiower of renaissance and resarrection.” 

The disgust of Germany can well be understood. 

Of course the Government points to the general situation in Europe and speaks of the *'Slav 
Peril.’’ As far as I can see, however, public opinion really seems indiflorent to this “ Peril,’’ and 
yet it has accepted with a good grace, if not with welcome, the enormous burdens of these two 
successive laws. 

On the lOth March last, being the centenary of the iev^e en mam of Germany aMinst Frtnaoe, 
in spite of a downpour of rain, a huge crowd surged to the military purude in front of the Schloss, 
in the middle of the Tieigarten, in front of the statues of Queen Louise and Frederick William 111, 
which were surrounded by heaps of flowers. 

These anniversaries, recalling as they do the fight with France, will be repeated the whole yew 
thronji'h. In 1914 there will be a centenary of the first campaign in France, the first entry of tbe 
Pmasuns into Paris. 

To sum up, if public opinion does not actnaHv point at France, as does the Ao/siieie we 
arem fact, and shall long remain the nation aunra at. Gkrmany oonsidem that for our fotif 
milt^xiB of inhabitants oor place in the sun is really too large. 

, *lphe ptvblsm ediich is set u to-day wonld, therefore, oaly bs sst afpiitl a i«w yean later, and in a mash v«a esate 
IsiddaBIrll^ the dsoissM of oar contisgsnle it oontimully lowering the anntb r ef onr siieetim on a pew* footing. 
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GernoaiU wieh for J>e»oo—-eo thef keep on pToclainung, and the Emperor more than anyone—bnt 
tbOT do not nnderetand peace ae involving eiiLer matawr conceseions or a balanue of armaments. 
They wont to be f^ed and they are at pre>.ent engaged iu making the nec<‘ssary sacrifices. If 
on some occaeion their national vanity is wounded, the confidence which the country will feel in the 
enorutoos aaperiority of its army will be favourable to an explosion of national anger, in the face 
of which the moderation of the lm[jerial Government will perhaps ^ powerless. 

It mnst be emphasixed again that the Government is doing everything to increase patriotic 
sentiment by celebrating with edit all the various anniversaries of IS]3. 

The trend of public opinion would result in giving a war a more or less national character. By 
whatever pretext Germany should justify the European ^conflagration, nothing can prevent the first 
decisive blows being struck at France.

M, At Faramond, Naval Attaehi to the French Embany at BerlinftKt^. Baadin, Minister of Marine, 

' Berlin, March 15, 1913, 

In reporting on the examination of the Naval Ibiilget by the Financial Committee of the Reichstag, ‘ 
I said that no Ivaval law would be introduced this yar having as its object an increase of the fleet, 
and that the whole of the military effort would be dlrecfed against us. 

Although the now Bill, having for its object tb ■ increase of the German' effectives, has not yet 
been pro-'cntt'd to the Eeiehstug, we know that it <i( ils with “ i n increase of military strength of 
immense scope " to use the expression of the Norddcxdnehe AUgemeine Zeitung. 

The official newspapers have also referred to th * military proposal ,in terms which enable us to 
consider the communique of the Lokal Anzeiger as accurate. 

The German effectives reach at the present mem.int 730,0(>0 men. We are, therefore, entitled to 
conelnde that on the Ist October lUli, the Imp.-vlal army will be raised to a figure not far removed 
from »60,0U0. 

The im|)oitance of this figure would not be so ^'ro.at if the provisions of the proposed legislation 
(as far as oue can gather from the olficlal new sp-ipeis; did not tend, as, in fact, those of the law of 
1912 tend, to place the army corps nearest to our frun'ier in a state which most nearly approaolies a 
war footing, in order to be able on the very day of the oudreak of hfistilities, to atUck us suddenly 
with forces very much stronger than our own. It is absolutd^ imperativo for the Imperial Govern¬ 
ment to obtain success at the very outset of tbe opu.itions. 

- The conditions under which the Geriii.m Emperor would nowadays commence a campaign against 
Prance are not those of forty years ago. At the cominenceincnt of the war of I'70 the Prussian 
General Staff had considered the possibility of a viciorious French offensive, and .Moltke, seeing that 
we might conceivably get as far as .Mayence, remark-li to his sovereign, “There they will come to a 
stop. William II. cannot allow a retreat to cuter into Lis calculation.s, altliough the German soldier 
is no longe* to-day what he was forty years ago, a pliin religious man, rtady to die at the order of 
bis king. When it is remembered that at the l.ist elections tjOuO.UUU votes were cast by the 
Socialists and that the franchise is only obtained in tii rmany at the age of 2.'>, it may be prebumed 
that tbe active army, composed of young men from to ib, must contain in its ranks at considerable 
proportion of Socialists. 

It would indeed be foolish to think tbit the Gennun Socialists will throw down their rifles on the 
day when France and Germany come to blows ; hut it will be very important that the Imperial 
Government should pereuado them that on the ouo lv,i .J we arc the aggres'ors, and on the other that 
they can have entire confidence in the direction of the c ampaign and its final .esuU. 

On the last occasion when the recruits for the Guard took tbe oath at Potsdam I was struck to 
heu: the Emperor take as a theme for his address to tie' young soldiers “ the duty of being braver and 
more disciplined in adversity than in success.^' 

And it is because a German defeat at the outsei would have such an incalculable effect on tbe 
Empire, that we find in all the plans worked out by the General Staff proposals for a crashing offensive 
movement against France. 

In reality tbs Imiierial Governinept wishes to Ic in a position to meet all possible eventualities. 
It is from tbe direction of France that tbe danger sm ms to them gseatest. The Kolniteke Zeitung 
has said as much in an article both spiteful aud violent, the form rather than the substance of which 
has besu disavowed by tbe WilhelmstrasK'. 

But ws must be willing to realise that the opinion expressed br the Kolniteke Zeitnng is at the 
moment that of the immense majority of the German people. 

In ^is oonneotkm I think it is interesting to quote a conversation which a member oi our 
^Mwssy hiid .the -other evening with the old Prince lleuckel von Donnersmarck, us it may serve to 
reflsot lae opiaiems wltisli dominate Court circle*. 
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BefQinriitlf to the new German military progoaas Prince t)onner9marck spoke as foUows i— 

“ French people are quite wrong in tbirfking that we harbour evil designs and want war. But 
we cannot forget that in ]«70 popular opinion forced the French Government to make a fooiish attack 
oh os before they were ready. Who can assure us that public opinion, which in France is so easily 
inflamed, will not force tbe Government to declare woi- ? It is against this danger that we wish to 
protect ourselves. 

And the Prince added : “ I have even been considered in France as one of those responsible for 
the war of 1S70. That is quite false. Fven if 1 took part in the war after it had begun, I did my 
utmost to prevent its outbreak. A short time before the war, hapjx'uing to be at a dinner where 
there were some of the most important personages of the Imperial Government, I expressed my regret at 
tbe hostile sentimonts which were already becoming manifest between France and Prussia. The 
answer was that, if I spoke like that, it Was because I was afraid of a struggle in which the issue 
would cert iinly bo unfavourable to Prussia. I replied, No, it is not because I am afraid, that I 
repudiate the idea of war between Franco and Prussia, but rather because I think that it is in the 
interest of both countries to avoid war. And since you have referred fo the possible result of such* 
a Btrug>;le I will give you iny opinion. I am convinced tljat you will be beaten and for this reason. 
In spite of the brilliant qualities which I recognise are‘'pos8'’88oJ by the French and which I admire, 
you are not sutficiently accuratej. by accuracy I do not mean arriving in-timo at a meeting, but I 
mean puoctaality ^.the wholtfBwe'iise of the word: Frenchmeu, who have a great facility for woik, are 
not as punctual as Germans in the fuKilment of their du^y. In tbe cQinitig war that nation will be 
victorious whose servants from the top of the ladder t.T the bottom will do their duty with absolute 
exactitude, liowever important or small it niay be.' ” And I’riuco Donuersmarck added ; “ An 

exactitude which played so great a rdle forty years ago in moving an army of r>Ul),000 men will have 
a far greater importance in the next war, when it will be a question of moving masses far more 
mnmerous." 

In this way the old Prince gave expression to the confidence shared by all Germans in the supe* . 
riority of their military organisation. ^ 

When 1 spoke above of the new German proposal I only alluded to increased effectives. But 
the proposal will include also an increase of material and of di fence worUs, the details of which are not 
known, but some idea of which may he gained by tbe figure estitnaled to be uec<.-Bsary to meet 
the expenses, vtz., 1,^50.000,000 francs '* 

The carrying into effect of the law of the quinquennium of 1011 did not necessitate any special 
financial measures. 

The military and naval law of 1912 had beea provisionally covered by the Budget surplus of 
the years 1910 and 1911, by tiie reform of 4he law wilh regard to alcf>hol and by delaying the nduo- 
tion of the tax on sugar. (These last two resources only represent together the sum of 60,000,000 
francs.) ^ 

It mupt also be remembered that large loans have receiilly been raised by the Etnpire and 
Prursia : 500^000,000 marks on the 2yth January 1912, and ;1.'>0,000,00!) marks on the 7tb March 
1016. Quite an important part of these leans must have been apjjlled to military expenses. 

The military law of 191.6 will require quite exceptional financial measures. 

According to the indications given by the semi-official press, the “non-recurring" expenditure 
will amount to a milliard mart's, while the "permanent" annual ex])euditure resulting from the 
increase of effectives will exceed 200,000,000 marks 

It seems certain th:it the " nou-rocurriug " expenditure will bo covered by » war contribution 
levied on capitil. fcima 11 fortunes would be exempted and those above 20,000 marks would be subject 
to a progressive tax. Presented in this guise the war tax would not be ol> 3 <-cted to by the Socialists, 
who will bo able, in accordance with their usual tactiis, to reject the principle of the military law 
and at the same time to pass the votes which assure its being carried in;o effect. 

The Government are afraid that among the rich and bourgeois cl.isscs this extraordinary tax of a 
milliard 1,‘vied exclusively on acquired capital will cause peruiaucut discontent. Accordingly they are 
doing everything in their iiower to persuade those on whom so heavy an exaction is to be levied that 
the security of the Umpire is threatened, establishing for the purpose on analogy between the war¬ 
like times of 181.6 and tbe present day 

By noisy celebrations of the centenary of the War of Independence it is desired to convince 
people of the necessity of sacrifice, and to remind them that France is to-day, as 100 years ago, their 
hereditary enemy. 

If it is established that the German Government are doing their utmost to secure that the pay¬ 
ment of this enormous tax should be made in full, and not by way of instalment, and if, as some of 
the newspapers say, the wiiole payment is to be complete before Ist July 19I4-, these facts have a 
formidable significance for ns, for nothing can explain such haste on the part of the military autho¬ 
rities to obtain war treasure in cash to the amount of a milliard. 

With rr'Mrd to the manner in which the permanent expenditure resulting from the applioation 
of the laws of 1012 te> 1913 is to be mot, nothing has yet been said. Further legislation will certeinly 
be necessary in order that the required animal amoont xnay lie forthcoming. 

'i T-o sum up : In Germany the exeention of military reforms always follows vmy dkiseljr the 
ileoision to carry them oat. All the provisions made by the law of tbe qatnonennictm of 1811 yd 
.1^1^ )aw of 1018 have already been put into operation. It is qaiie possible lhai part of the mftrtffmt 
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tlie ptirobase of which will be mthoriaed by the new law, i* already in oonreeof roannfacture. Military 
Ajcrets are ao well kept here that it ia extremely diffioalt to follow the changes in per tonne ^ and 
mat/riel. 

With .700,000 men ander arms (without counting the very large number of reservlsta who are 
at the preeent time in training), a perfect military organisation and a public opinion which can be 
awayed by the warlike appeals of the Military and Navu Leagues, the Qerman people ia at the 
present moment a very dangerous neighbour. 

If the three years' service is adopted and immediately applied in Franco, the conditions will be 
less unequal next year. The Gorman effectives will still be considerably more numerons than ours, 
but the call to the Colours of all available contingents will no longer allow any selection, and will 
bring into the ranks of the German army elements of inferior quality and even some undesirable 
individuals. The morale of the active army will deteriorate 

Germany has wished to upset the equilibrium of the two camps which divide Europe by a 
supreme effort beyond which they can do little more. 

They d'd not think that France tvos capable of a great saoridee. Our adoption of the three 
years' service will npaet their circulations

ipf the German army. The report is divided into two jwrts; the first consisting of general statements, 
the second dealing with technicalities and describing in the greatest detail, for each branch of the 
service, the measures to be adopted. Especially striding are the instructions with regard to the 
employment of motor-traction and the utilisation of aircraft.

Memorandum on the ttrengthenmg of tke^German Armg. 

Berlin, March 19, 1918* 

1. Gekxiul MsuoRANncu ON THE Kxw MiLiTaiiT Laws. 

The increase has taken place in three stages t— 

(1) The Conference of Algeciras has removed the lart doubt with regard to the existence of an 
Fntento between France, England, and Russi.o. Moreover wo have seen'that Austria-Hun¬ 
gary was obliged to keep some of her forces mol)ilisctl against Servia and Italy ; finally our fleet 
was not at that time sufficiently strong. At the ciul of the dispute the first matter taxen in hand 
was the strengthening of our coast defences and tlie increase of onr naval forces. To meet the 
English plan of sending an Expeditionary Force of i ('0,100 men to the Continent, it would be 
necessary to make a better formation of reserves to be used according to circumstances in the protec¬ 
tion of the Coast, in fortresses and in siege operations. It was already clear at that time that it 
would be absolutely necessary to make a great effort. 

(2) The French having violated the Morocco Conventions brought on the incident of Agadir. 
At that time the progress made by the French army, the in'^'ral recovery of the nation, the technical 
advance in the realm of a\ iation and of machine guns rendered an attack on Prance less easy than 
in the previous period. Further, an attack bv the English fleet had to be considered. This difficult 
situation opened our eyes to the necessity for un increnso in the army. This increase was from this 
moment considered as a minimum. 

(3) The war in the Balkans might have involved ns in a war in support of out ally. The new 
situation in the south of Austria-Hungary lessened the value of the help which this ally could give 
ns. On the other hand, France was strengthened by a new loi dee cadre* ; it was accordingly necessary 
to anticipate the date of execution contemplated by the new military law. 

Public opinion is being prepared for a new increase in the active army, which would ensure 
Germany an honourable peace and the possibility of properly enauriog her influence in the affairs of 
the world. The new army law and the supplementary law which should follow will enable her 
almost oma^tely to attain this mid.

Our new army law is only an extension of the military education of the German nation. Onr 
ancestors of 1 HI3 made gieater sacrifices. It is our sicred duty to sharpen the swurd that has been 
put into our hamls and to hold it ready for defence as well as for offence. mu»t allow th« idea 
to tiak into the minds of oar people that <>Mr armnmentt art nn answer to the armamenlt and poliep 
of the French. AVe must accustom them to think that an offensive war on onr part is a necessity, 
in order to combat the piovocations of our adversaries. W? must act with prudence so ss not to 
arouse suspicionj and to avoid the crises which might injure our economic ejcistence. Wc must so 
manage m itters that under |igp»bcavy weight of powerful armaments, considerable racrificet and 
strained political relffihu-!, an outbreak should be considered as a lelief, becaLse after 

it would come decades of peace and prosperityj as after 1871. AVe must prepare for war from the 
financial point of view ; there is much to be done in Ifcis direction. We must not arouse the distrust 
of our fin mciers, but there arc many things which cannot bo concealed. 

We ir.nst not be anxious about the fate of our colonies. The final result in Europe will settle 
their position. On the other hand we mu-t stir up trouble in the North of Africa and in Rtissia. 
It is a means of keeping the fori'Ps of the enemy engaged. It is, therefore, absclute'y neces.«ary 
that we should open up ndations, by means of well-idiosen organisations, with influential people in 
Egypt, Tunis, Algeria, and Morocco, in order to prepare the measures which would be necessary in 
the case of a European war. Of course in ease of w.ir we should openly recognise these secret 
allies; and on tlie conclusion of peace we should secure to them the advantages which they bad 
gained. These aims are capable of realisation. The first attempt which xvas made some years ago 
opened up for us the desired relations. llnfortunatel)' thcfC relations were not suffici' ntly conso¬ 
lidated Whether we like it or not it will be necessary to resort to preparatiens of this kind, in 
order to bring a campaign rapidly to a conclusion. 

Risings provoked in t’me of war by political Bgents need to be carefully prejiared and by msterial 
means. They mu't break out simultaneously with the destruction of the means of the communi¬ 
cation ; they must have a controlling head to be found among the influential leaders, religious or 
political. The .Kgvptain School is pai^icularly sniteil to this purpose; more and more ib serves as 
a bond between the intellev.tuaU of the Mohammedan World. 

How'ever this may he, we must be strong in order to annihilate at one powerful swoop our 
enemies in the eist and we.st. Butin the next European war it will also he necessary that the 
small states should be forced to follow us or be sub lusd. In certain conditions their armies and 
their str.ing positions can be mpidly coiiqn'’red or neutralised; this would probably be the case 
with Belgium and Ilollind, so as to prevent our enemy in the west from gaining territory which 
they could use as a base of oper iturns against our flank. In the north we have nothing to fear 
from Denmark or Scandiuavi i, csiiecially as in any event we shall provide for the concentration of a 
strong northern army, cnpiide of r plying to any menace from this direction. In the most un¬ 
favourable case, Denm irk might he forced by England to abandrn her neutrality : but by this time 
the decision would already nave been reached both on land and on sea. Our northern army, the 
strength of which could ho largly iucrea'icd by Dutch formations, would oppose a very active d^enoe 
to any offensive measures from this quarter. 

In the south, Switzerland forms an extremely solid bulwark, and we can rely on her energetically 
defending her neutrality against France, and thus protecting our flank. 

As WHS stated above, the situation witfi regard to the small states on onr north-western frontier 
cannot he viewed in quite the 8 imp liglit. This will be a vital question for us, and our aim must 
be to take the offensive with a large superiority from the first days. For this pui-po-w it will he neces¬ 
sary to concentr te a large army, full iwed up by strong Landwehr formations, which will induce the 
small States to follow us or at least to rein lin inactive in the theatre of operations, and which would 
crush them in the event of armed resist imic. If we could induce these states to organise their system 
of fortification in such a manner as to oon-titute an effective protection for our flank we could abandon 
the proposed invasion. But for this, army reorganisation, particularlv in Belgium, would be necessary 
in order that it might really. guarantee an effective resistance. If, on the contrary, their defensive 
oganisation was established against ur, thus giving definite advantages to our adversary in the west, 
we could in no circumstances offer Belgium a guarantee for the security of her neutrality. Accord¬ 
ingly, a vast field is open to our diplomacy to work in this country on the lines of our interests. 

The arrangements made with this end in view allow ns to hope that it will be possible to take the 
offensive immediately after the'complHteconcenifation of the army of the Lower Rhine. An ultima- 
tam%itb a short time-limit, to be followed immediately by invaeion, would allow a sufficient justitioe* 
tio%lor<fW.lietion in international law. . 
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Rach Me ibie dafciei which derolre on oar army and which demand a striking force of consider* 
aide nambera. If the enemy attache as, or if we wish to orercome him, we will act as our brothere 
did a bcijdred years a ^; the eagle thus provoked will soar in bis flight, will seize the enemy in his 
steel claws and render him harmless. We will then remember that the p^ovince^ of the ancient 
Germih Empire, the County of Bnrgandy and a largo part of Lorraine, are still in the hands of t.ie 
French; that thonsands of brother Germans in the Baltic provinces are groaning under the Slav 
yoke. It is a national question of restoring to Germany her former possessions.

AT. /ulet Camion, FreneA Ambattaior at Berlin, to M. St/pAen PieAon, Minister for Foreign Affaire, 

Berlin, May 6,1913. 

I was talking this evening to'tbe Secretary of State abont the conference of Ambassadors and the 
results obtained at the meeting in liondon ycst rday. The crisis witii which Europe was threatened is 
in bis opinion over, but only teuipoiarily. ''It sc‘ms to me.'^CSfcl Herr von Jagow, “ that we are 
travelling iu a monutainoqs district. We have ju>r reached a di.Tuult pass aiif^we see other heights 
rising in front of ns." " The height which wc have just surmounted," I replied, “ was, perhaps, the 
most diflicnlt to cross.'' 

The crisis which we have just gone 'thiough Ins been very serious. Here the danger of war has 
been considered imminent. 1 have proof of the an\i. ty of the German Government by a number of 
facts w’hicb it is important that your Excellency ^Inuld know. 

I received yesterday a vi«;t from one of my co!’. agues with whom I maintain special and cordial 
relations. On the occasion of the vi-it he paid t-i Herr von Jagow, the latter asked my colleague 
coiiKdentially what w:is exactly the situation of Kus-ia. in the Far llast, and whether th s Power had 
at the present tune any cause or fear which might m-cessiute the retention of its troop.s in that quarter. 
The Amh iBs.idor answered him that he knew of iio’^liing, absolutly nothing, which could be a cause of 
preoccupation for the ilussian Government, and tlu; the fetter have their hands free in Europe. 

1 said abc’e that the danger of war had Ijeen ivgarded here as extrem-ly near. The Government 
have not been satistied with investigating the position in the I'ar East; perpaiations have even tieen 
made here. ^ 

The mobilisation of the German army i.s not vc.stricted to the recall of reservists to their barracks. 
There is in Germany a preliminary measure whi h we have not got, and which consists in warning 
ofliccrs and me t of the reserve to hold tliemselvis ■ ady 'or|^the call, in order thai they may make the 
necessary arrangements. It is a general e.ill t ' " attention/' and it requires an incredible spirit of 
submission, discipline, and secrecy such a.s exisis in this country, to make a step of this kind possible. 
If such a warning were given in Frauce, a thrill v. dil mn through the whole coui.try, and it would be 
in the papers the nest day. 

This warning was given in 1911 during the n ‘.rot'ations which I was carrying on with regard to 
Morocco. 

Now it has been given again about ten d.av.« ago-—that is to gay. at the moment of the Austro- 
Alhanian tension. 1 know th. t this is so, and 1 hive it from several different sources, notablv from 
officers of the reserve who have told it to th-ir friends in the strictest coulideuce. 'J'liese gentlemen 
have tsikcn the necessary measures to put aside m a sifc the means of eHstence for their families for 
a year. It has even been said that it was for ili:s vtrison that the Crown Prince, who was to make the 
trial trip on the “ Imjierator," did not einbark. 

The decision which occasioned this prelimimrv mobilisation order is quite in keeping with the 
ideas of the General Staff. On tliis piiiiit 1 huve been informed of some remarks made in a German 
by Oenerarvon Moltko, who is cousiuered lu-re us the most distiogui .bed oiiicer of the German 

army. 

The intention of the General Staff is to act by snrprise. “We must put on one side," said 
General von Moltke, “all commonplaces as to the responsibility of the aggressor When war has 
become nece.«Bary it is essential to carry it on in su' li a way as to place all the chances in one’s own 
favour. Success alone justifies war. Germ.my euniot and ought not to leave Russia time to mobilise, 
for she would then be obliged to maintain on her Eastern frontier so large an army that she would 
be pl.iced in a position of equality. If not infi iiority, to that of France Accordingly, " added 
the General, “ we must anticipate onr princijiul adversary as soon as there are nine chances to one of 
going to war, and begin it without delay in order ruthlessly to crash all resistance. ” 

This represents exactly the attitude of militiry circles and it corresponds to that of political 
oiroles; the latter, however, do not consider Russia, in contradistiuctiou to ns, as a necessary enemy 

This is what was being thought and said privately a fortnight ago. 

From these events the following conclusions may be drawn which comprise the facts stated 
ab<^ { tkese people are not afraid of war, they fully aoeept its possibility and they have consequently 
taken the neoessary steps. They »iek to be always readg. 
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Ab I paid, thii dwtundg qaalities of seorpc j, diBcipliaa aad of penistenoe, enthtuiiaBiii alone i* not 
snffici'ent. This lesson may form a useful subject of meditation when the Government of the itfepnhUo 
aek Farliament fw the ineanB of strengthening the defenoes of the country..

From a political point of view })eople are askings what is the object of the new armaments. 
Recognising that no one threatens Germany, they consider that German diplomacy bad already at 
its disposal forces sufficiently large and alliances sufficiently powerful to protect German interests 
with success. As I pointed out the d.iy after the Morocco agicement of 1911, it is thought that the 
Imperial Chancery will be a-* incapable in the future as in the gast, of adopting an active foreign 
policy and of achieving, at least in this sphere, successes which would justify tuo burdens which the 
nation hasassum d. 

This frame of mind is all the xntfFv. cause of anxiety as the Imperial (tovernment would find 
themselves supported by public opinion in any enterprise on which they might energetically embark, 
even at the risk of a ( onflict. The state of war to which all tiie events in the. East have accustomed 
people’s minds for the last two years appears no longer like some distant catastrophe, but as a solution 
of the political and economic difficultie-* which will continue to increase. 

May the example of Bulgaria exercise a salutary influence on Germany. As the Prince Regent 
recently said to me, " Tlie f()r».une of wai’ is alw.ays uncertain ; every war is an adventure, and the 
man is a fool who risks it believing himself sure of victory.'’

Report to M. Stephen Piehon, MiniAer for Foreign Affaire (en Public Opinion in Germany according 

to the Reports of the Piplomatie and Consular Agents). 

* Paris, July 30, 1918. 

From obseivations w'hich onr agents in Germany have been able to collect from persons having 
access to the most diverse circles, it is possible^odraw the conclneion that two feelings sway and irritate 
men’s minds: 

(1) The Treaty of the 4th November 1912 is considered a disappointment for Germany ; 

(2) France—a new Fiance—undreamed of prior to the summer of 1911 is considered to be 

a warlike country, and to want w ar. 

Members of all the partie® in the Reichstag, from the Conservatives to the Socialists, representing 
the most different districts of Germany, universitv {leopie from Berlin, Halle, Jena, and Marburg 
students, elementary school teacher'^, commercial clerks, bank el< rks, hankeis, aitisans, merchants, 
manufacturers, doctors, lawyers, editoiB of l>emo(ratic and Socialihtic newspapers Jewish publicists, 
members of trade unions, clergymen and eht)].k*'e[ier8 from the Mark of Brandenburg, country squires 
from Pomerania aud shoemakers froni Stettin celebrating the 5()oth anniversary of their association, 
conntiy gentlemen, officials, priests, and large farmers from Westphalia, are unanimous on these two 
points, wi'h very slight differences corresjjouding to their position in society or their political party. 
Here is a synthesis of all these opinions : 

The Treaty of the 4th November is a diplomatic defeatj a proof of the incapacity of German 
diplomacy and the carelessness of the Government (so often denounced), a proof that the future of 
the Empire is not safe without a new Bismarck ; it is a national humiliation, a lowering in the eyea 
of Europe, a blow to German prestige, all the more serious because up to 191 ], the military supremacy 
of Germany was unchallenged, and French anarchy and the powerlessness of the Republic were a 
sort of German dogma. 

In July 1911, the “ Coup of Agadir ’’ made the Morocco question for the first time a national 
question affecting the life and expansion of the Empire. The revelations and the press campaign 
which followed, have sufficiently proved how the campaign has been organised, what Pan-German 
greed it had awakened, and what hatred it had left t ehind. If the Emperor was discussed, the Chan¬ 
cellor nupopnlur, Herr von Kidorleu was the hcBt-hated man in Germany last winter However, he 
begins to be merely thought little of for he allows it to be known that he will have his revenge. 

Thus, during the summer of 191], German public opinion became restive when confronted with 
French opinion with regard to Morocco, And the attitude of Prance, her calmness, her le-born 
spiritnal unity, bePresolntion to make go^ her rights tight up to the end, the fact that she hju ths 
audacity sot to he afraid of war, those things are the xBOst persistent and the gravest eaase of anxiety 
and hs4 on the part of German public opinion. 
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Wbj thra did not Oormaay go to war during* the irammer of 1911, since public opinion althoagh 
not so nnanimons a^d d^termin^ ae French public opinion, was certainly favourable ? Apart from 
the paeitio disposition of the Emperor and the Chancellor, military and tiuancial reasons made 
themselves felt. 

But these events of i911 have caused a proi'ound disillusionment in Uermany. A new France 
united, determined, rerolved not to be intimidated any longer, has emerged from tlie shroud in which 
she bad been burying herself for the last ten years. Pnblic opinion in Germany, from December to 
May, from the columns of the prors of all parties, which reproached the Imperial Goverument fjr 
their ineapacity and cowardice has discovered with surprire mingled with irritation that tie; country 
conquered in 1»70 bad never ceased since then to cany on war, to float her flag and maiutaiii the 
prestiw of her arms in Asia and Africa, and to conquer vast territories; that Germ my ou the other 
band bad lived on her reputation, that Turkey is the only country in which during the reign of 
William II. she had made moral conquosta, and tiieso were now conii)romised by the disgrace of the 
Morocco solution. Each time that France jnadt' a colonial conquest this consolation was offered : — 
“Yes, hut that does not prevent the docadeuco^ anarchy, and disembermeat of France at home.^' 

The public were mistaken and pubyc opiuiou was misled. 

Given this Getmaii public opinion that cjnsidcrs France as longing f»r war, what can be augured 
tor the future as regards the possibility and proximity of war ? 

German public opinion is divided iaU) two cuneuts on the questirn of tli^p>ssibll!ty and proximity 

of war. 

There arc in the country forces making for peace, but thy arc unorginisei and have no popular 
leadere. They consider that war would he a social misfortune for Germany, and that caste pride, 
Prussian domination, and the maiiuracturers of gim.c and armour plate would get tiio gre.ate8t beneflt, 
but above all that war would pro lit England. 

The forces consiist of Ihc fo lowing olementc ;— 

The bulk of the workmen, artisans and p-asaiit--, who are peace-loving by instinct. 

Those uiembers of the nubility detached from military interests and engaged in business, sneh 
as the qiandt aignfu‘e of Silesia and a few uthei personages very influential at Court, who are 
sufficiently enligntened to realise the disastrou.s politij^l and social consequences of war, even if 
sncoessful. 

Numerous manufacturers, merchants and tin.iuciers in a moderate way of business, to whom war, 
even if suci^cssful, would mean bankruptcy, becau.^c tbeir enterprises depend ou credit, and are chiefly 
supported by foreign capital * 

Poles, inhabitants of Alsace-Lorraine, and .Sv^^lileawig-Holstein—i.onquered, but not assimilated 
and BuUeuiy hostile to Prussian policy, 'fhiue an- anout 7,OUU,'!00 of these aune.\ ‘d Germans. 

Finally, the Governments and the go.er ;,ug classes in the large southern states—Saxony, 
Bavaria, Wurtemburg, and the Grand Duchy m Baden—^are divided by these two opinions :—an 
unsuccessful war would compromiie tlic Federalica fr.un which they have derived great economic 
advantages ; a successful war would only pioiii I'lus^ia and Prussiauisatiou, against which they have 
difficulty iu defending their political iudepeiidenc .md administrative autonomy. 

These classes of people cither consciously or ...siiuctively prefer peace to war ; but they are only 
a sort of makeweight iu political matters, with lim.-ed iafluenee on public opinion, or they are silent 
social forces, pasrive and defenceless agan;.‘-t tli ■ mi clion of a wave of warlike ftH.diag. 

An example will make this idea clear ; - Tl.o l iO Socialist inembors of the lleichstag are in favour 
of peace. They would be unable to pirvenr «:u-. for war does not depend upon a vote of the 
Reichstag, and in the presence of such an evcntu*l:iy the greater part of their number would join the 
rest of the country in a chorus of angry exciteuaiii and enthusiasm. 

Fiitally, it must be observed that these 6up,-orieis of peace believe in war in the mails because 
they do not see any other solutioiilfor the present situation. In certain contracts, osi^eciaJly iu publishers 
cootraots, a clause has been introduced caueelling ta > eonlract in the case of war. They hope, however, 
that the will of the Emperor on the one side, i'r.uice^s dilliculues in Alorucco on the other, will 
be for some time a guarantee of peace. Be that as it may, their pessimism gives free play to those who 
favonr war. 

People sometimes speak of a military party in tiermany. The expression is inaccurate even if it 
is intended to convey the idea that Genn.niy is the country where military power is supreme, as it is 
said of Franco that it is the country where the civil power is supreme. There exists a state of mind 
which is more worthy of attention thau this historical fact, because it constitutes a danger more evident 
and more recent. There is a war party*, with Ic.idcrs, and followers, a jiress either convinced or sub¬ 
sidised for the purjKWti of creating public ojiinicn; it has means both varied and formidable fur the 
intimidation of the Government. It goes to work iu the country with clear ideas, burning ivspirations, 
and a determination that is at once thrilling and ti.xed. 

Those in favour of war are divided into sever.d cate^ries; each of these derives from its social 
. OMte, its class, its intellectual and moral education, its interests, its hates, special arguments which 
oieate a gftuenU attitude ^ mind and increase the strength and rapidity of the stream of ..arlike 
desire. 

Some want wav because in the present circuinstanoos they think it is ineviidble. And, ss far as 
Germany ie oonoetned, the.aooner the better. 
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Otbera n^pad mx m neoewary f6r ecoromio baaed on over^popaWion, oiver-piodnction, 

the need for iDvlcets And outlets; or for sociul reuoM^ •.e., to provide I lie ou^ide intereBte ibAt Alone 
can prevent or retard the rise to power of the demooratio and aociulist sees. 

Others uneasy for the safety of the Empire, and believing that ii ne is on the side of Frsnces 
think that events should be brought to an immediate head. It is not unusual to meet, in the oonrse of 
conversation or in the piges of patriotic pamphlf*ts, the vagne but deeply rooted conviction that a free 
(Sermany and a regenerated France are two historical facto mutually incompatible. 

Others are bellicose from " Bismarckism " as it may be termed. The feol themselves bumiliat^ 
at having to enter into discussions with France, at being obliged to talk in terms of law and right in 
negotiations and conferonces where they have not always found it easy to get right on their side, even 
when they have a jireponderating foice. From .their still recent past they derive a sense of pride ever 
fed by personal memories of former exploits, by oral traditions, and by bocks, and irritat'td by the 
events of recent ye.irs. Angry disappointment is the unifying force of tho fF tkrveretns, and other 
associations of Young Germany. 

Others again want war from a mystic hatred of revolutionary France j others finally from s 
feeling of rancour. These last are the people who heap up pretexts for war. 

Coming to actuals facts, these feelings take concrete form as follows:—iThe oonntry s<)uires 
represented in the Keiehstag by t|||||£onscryative party want at all co.sts to escape the death duties, 
which are bound to teSine if peace continues. In the last sitting of the session which hag just closed, 
the Heichstag agreed to these duties in principle. It is a serious attack on the interests and privileges 
of the landed gentry. On the other hand, this aristocracy is military in character, and it is 
instructive to compare the Arny List with the year book''<f the nobility. War alone can prolong 
its jirestige and support its f imily interest. During the discuss.ona on tho Army Hill, a Coiie<*rvative 
speaker put forward (he need for jiromotion among olficers as an argument in its favour. Finally, 
this social cla^s, which forms a hieraichy with the King of Piussia as its supreme head, realises with 
dread the democmlisatlon of Germany and the increasing power of the Socialist party, and considers 
its own days numbered. Not only does a formidable movement hostile to agrarain protection 
threaten its material interests, but, in ad lition, the number of its political rejiresentatives decreases 
with each legislative period. In the Reichstig of Ib78, out of 39/ members, lli2 belonged to the 
aristocracy; in 1898, 81;inli)lZ, 57. Out of this number ^7 lone belong to the Right, 14 to the 
Centre, 7 to the Left, and one sits among the* Socialists. 

The higher bourgeoisie, represented by the National Liberal Party, tbo party of the contented 
spirits, have not the same reasons as the squires for wanting war. With a few exceptious, however, 
they are bellicose. Th“y Lave their leasoiis, social in^haracter. 

The higher bourgeoisie is no less troubled than the arl.*tocracy at the democratisatio'i of Germany. 
In 1871 they bad 1-5 inenibtrs in the Iteicbhtag; in 1871, 15.); in 1887, 99; in 1912, 4-). They 
do not forget that in the years succeodiii" the war they played the leading role in pailiament, helping 
Bismarck in his schemes against the country squires. Unc.isily balanced to-'iay between Conserva¬ 
tive in-tiucts and lubeial ideas, they ha k to war to settle problems which their |!arliameutary 
representatives are |)'aiiifulU' incapable of solving. In addition, d ictrinaire muiiufaclurers decLire that 
the difficulties between themselves and their workmen originate in J'ranee, the home of revolutionary 
ideas of fieedom—without 1* ranee industrial unrest would lie unknown. 

Lastly, there are the manufa/turers of guns and armour jdate, big merchants who demand bigger 
markets, bankers who are speculating on the coming of the golden age and the next war indemnity- 
all these regard war as good bnsme-s. 

Amongst the “ Bismarcklans must be reckoned officials of all kinds, represented fairly closely 
in the Reichstag by the Free Conservatives or Imperial Party. This is the party of the “ pensioned 
whose impetuous sentiments are poured out in the Po^. They find disciples and [lolitical syiiipathiseni 
in the various groups of young men whose minds have been trained and formed in the public schools 
and universiti*-8. 

The universities, if we except a few distinguished spirits, develop a warlike philosophy. Econo¬ 
mists demonstrate by statistics Germany’s need for a colonial and commercial empire commensurate 
with the industri.ll output of the Empire. There are sociological fauatios whe go even further. The 
armed yajace, so they say, is a crushing burden on the nations, it cheeks improvement in the lot of the 
masses, and assists the growth of socialism. France by clinging obstinately to her desire for revenge 
opposes dis-armament. Ouee for all she must he reduced, for a century, to a state of impotonoe } that 
is the best snd speediest way of solving the social problem. 

Historians, philosophers, political pampbleteors and other apologists of German Kultur wish to 
impose upon the world a way of thinking and fe ling speoificallv German. The^ wish to wrest from 
France that intellectual supremacy which according to the clearest thinkers is still her possesion. 
Prom this source is derived thd phraseology of the Pan-Germnaa and the ideas and adherents of the 
Kriegtvereine, Wchrvereine and oth^r similar associations too well known to need particular deaoription. 
It is enough to note that the dlssatifaction caused by the treaty of November 4tb bsui consideiably 
swelled the membership of colonial societies. 

We come finally to those whose support of the war policy is insured bv ruiconr and reseittnieitt. 
These are the most dan^rous. They are recruiu4 chiefly amoag diplomatifts. German dehlWEniti&ts 
are now in very bad <idour in public opinion. The meet bitter am those who einoe 1906 have been 
in the se^tiations between France and Germaby ; they are heaping togiether ai^ teokebing 
i^eir giievanoM against os, and one day they wul preeent titeir acoonnte in tbe war prsM. 
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It Mem* asif they were looking for grieranoee chiefly in Morocco, though an incident is always possible 
in any part of the globe wh^e France and Germany are in contact. 

They must have their revenge, for they complain that they have heed duped. During the dis¬ 
cussion on the Army Bill one of there warlike diplomatists exclaimed, “ Germany will not be able to 
have any serious conversation with France until she has every scond man nnder arms.'^ 

In what terms will this conversation be touched ? The opinion is fairly widely spread, even in 
Pan-German circles, that Germany will not declare war in view of the system of defensive alliances and 
the tendencies of the Emperor. But when the moment comes, she will have to try in every possible 
way. to force Prance to attack her. Offence will be given if necessary. That is the Prussian 
tradition. 

Mast war then be considered as inevitable ? 

It is hardly likely that Germany will take the risk, if France can make it clear to the world that 
the Entente Cordtale and the Russian alliance arc not mere diploi^atic fletions but realities wbiiih exist 
and will make themselves felt. The English fleet inspires a wholi*8ome terror. It is well knownn 
however, that victory on sea will leave everything in suspense. On land alone can a decisive issue be 
obtained. 

As for Russia, oven though she carries greater weight in political and military circles than was 
the case three or four years ago, it is not believed that her co-opePi^ion will b^,^fficiently rapid and 
energetic to be effective. 

People’s minds are thus getting used to consider the next war as a duel between France and 
Germany.

I HAVB received from an absolutely reliable source an account of a conversation which took place a 
fortnight ago between the Emperor and the King of the Belgians, in the presence of the Chief of the 
General Staff—General von Moltk®. This conversation, it appears, has made a profound impression 
on King Albert. I am in no way surprised iit tut impression he gathered, which corresponds with 
what 1 have myself felt for some time. Enmity against us is increasing and the Emperor has ceased 
to be the friend of peace. 

The wrson addressed by the Emperor had tlioiight ufJ till then, as did all the world, that 
William ll., whose personal influence had been e.\eii d on many critical occasions in support of peace, 
was still in the same stati) of mind, lie found hi.n this time completely changed. The German 
Emjwror is no longer in bis eyes the champion of peace against the warlike tendencies of certain 
parties in Germany. \’l illiam 11. has come to thick ibat war with Eranec is Inevitalde, and that it 
must come sooner or later. Naturally he believes in the crushing superiority of the German army and 
io ita certain success. 

General von Moltk . spoke exactly in the sam-- strain as his sovereign. He, too, declared war to 
be necessary and inevi<able, but he showed hiniBclf 'till more assured of success fer,'” he said, to the 
King, “ this time the matter muj=t be S'-ttlcl, and your Majesty can hAve no conception of the 
irresistible enthusiasm with which the whole Geriu.iu people will be carried away when that day 
oomes.^' 

The King of the Belgians protested that it was a travesty of the intentions of the French 
Governmeut to interpret them in that sense; an; to let oneself be misled as to the sentiments of 
the French nation by the ebullitions of a few irusi onsible spirits or the intrigues of nnscrupulons 

agitators. 

The Emperor and his Chief of the General Staff nevertheless persisted in their point of view. 

Daring the course of this conversation the Einpcror moraover seemed overetraiued and irritable. 
A# William II. advauces in years, family tradition-, the reactionary tendencies of the court, and 
especially the impatience of the soldiers, obtain a gn aur empire over his mind. Perhaps he feds some 
slight jealousy or the popularity acquired by his son. who flatters the passions of the Pan-Germans, 
and who does not regard the position occupied by the Empire in the world as commensurate wiih its 
power. Perhaps the reply of France to the hn-t incrca>e of the German army, the object of which was 
to establish the incontestable supremacy of Germany, if. to a certain ftxteiil, responsible for his bitter¬ 
ness, for, whatever may be said, it is realised that Geunany cannot go much further. 

One may well ponder over the significance of this conversation. The Emperor and his Chief of 
the General Staff may have wished to impress the King of the Belgians and induce him not to make 
My oppi^tioD in the event of a conflict between us. Perhaps Germany would be glad to see Belgium 
lesshMtiie to Certain aspirations lately manifesUd here with reg^d to the Belgian Congo, but tuis 
last hypothesis does not seem tome to fit in with the iuterposition of General von Moltke. 

yor the r^, the Emperor William is lets master of his impatience than is usually supposed. I 
have known him more than once to allow his leal iln-Ughte escape him. Whatever may have been 

I ■ 
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the object of the oonversation related to me, the revelation ia none jtbe less of extreme gravity. 
It tallies with'%be precarlou'iineBa of the g'iueral sitoation and with the state of a certain shade of 
public opinion in Franco and Germany. 

If I may be allowed to draw a conclusion, I would submit that it Would be well to talce account of 
this new factor, namely, that the Emperor is becoming used to an order of ideas which were formerly 
repugnant to him, and that, to borrow from him a phrase which he likes to use, “ we must keep our 
powder dry."

Tuk crime of Sarajevo arouses the most acute resentment in Austrian military circles, and among 
all those w'bo are not content to allow .Servia to maintain in the Balkans the position which she has 
acquired. 

The investigation into the origin of the crime which it is desired to exact from the Government 
at Belgrade under conditions intolerable to their dignity would, in case of a refusal, famish 
grounds of complaint which ^vould aumit of resort to military measures.

{Extraet from a Consular Report on the Economic and Political Situation in Austria ) 

Vienna, July 20, 1914. 

From information furnished by a person specially well informed as to official news, it appears 
that the French Government would be wrong to have con*idenco in disseminators of optimism ; much 
will be demanded of Servia ; she will be required to dissolve several propagandist societies, she will 
be summoned to repress nationilism, to guir.l the frontier in co-operation with Austrian officials, to 
keep strict control over anti-Austrian tendencies in the schools ; and it is a very difficult matter for a 
Government to consent to become in this way a polirmman for a foreign Government. They foresee the 
subterfuges by whicli Servia will doubtless wish to avoid giving a clear and direct reply ; that is why 
a short interval will jierhapa be fixed for her to declai-e vhether i-he aeeej ts or not. The lenour of tlie 
note and its imperious tone almost certaii^y ensure that Belgrade will refuse. Then military operations 
will begin. 

There is here, and equally at Berlin, a party which accepts the idea of a conflict of 
widespread dimensions, in other words, a conflagration. The lc.iding idea is probal>ly that it would 
be necessary to start before Russia has comjdeted the great improvements of lier array and railivays, 
and before France has brought her military organisation to perfection. But on this point (here is 
no unanimity in high circles; Count Berchtold and the diplonat ists desire at the most localived 
operations a^inst Servia. But everything must be regarded as jiossible. A singular fact is pointed 
out; generally the official teli>graph agency, in its summaries and reviews of the f.^reign press, pays 
attention only to semi-official newspapers and to the most imi^rtant organs ; it omits all quotation 
from and all mention of the others This is a rale and a tra<lition. Now, for the last ten aa^u the 
official agency has furnished daily to the .Au-tro-Hungarian press a complete review of the whole Ser¬ 
vian press giving a prominent pbtee to the least known, the smallest, and most insignificant papers, which, 
just on account of their obscurity, employ language freer, bolder, more aggressive, and often, insulting. 
This work of the official agency h is obviously for its aim the excitement of public feeling and the 
creation of opinion favourable to war. The fact is significant.

It has come to my knowledge that the Serviui representative at Berlin declared, at the Wllhelm- 
strasse, yesterday that his Govei ament was ready to entenaiu Austria's requirements arising out of 
the outrage at Serajevo, provided tuat she nsked only for judicial co-operation in the punishment sad 
prevention of political crimes, but that he was charged to warn the German Government t- h stf it 
would be dangerous to attempt, through that investigation, to lower the prestige of Servia 

In confidence I may also inform your Excellency that the Bufsian Charge d'Affaires at the 
diplomatio audience to-day mentioned this subject to Herr voo Jagow. He said that he euppoeed the 
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Oermaa Qovwnm^t now had full knowledge of the note prepafed by Austria, and were therefore 
willing to give the aasnraace that the Austro-Servian difficnlties would be loealised. The Secretajy 
of <*tate protested that he was in complete ignorance of the content'? of that note, and expressed himself 
in the eame way to me. I could not hol[) showing my astonishment at a statement which agreed so 
little with what circumstances lead one to expect. 

I have also been assured that, from now on, the preliminary notices for mobilisation, the object 
of whioh is to place Germany in a kind of “ attention “ attitude in times of tension, have been sent 
out here to those classes which would receive them in similar circumstances. That is in a meisure to 
which the Germans, constituted as they are, can have recourse without indiscretiot and without excit¬ 
ing the people. It is not a sensational measure, and is not necossarily followed by full mobilisation, 
as we have already seen, but it is none the less significant,

Youb Excellency has been good enough to communicate to me the impreesions which have been 
collected by our Ambassador at Berlin with regfafd to the dSmarehe which the Austro-Hungarian 
Minister is projiosing to make at Belgrade. 

These impressions have been confirmed by a conversation which I ba<l yesterday with the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs. Sir Fidward Grey told me that be bad seen the German Ambassador, 
who stated to him that at Berlin a dSmaroie of the Austro-Hungarian Government to the Servian 
Government was expected. Prince Lichnowsky assured him that the German Government were 
endeavouring to hold back and moderate the Cabinet of Vienna, but that up to tlie present time they 
had not been successful in this, and that bo was not without anxiety us to the result of a dfntarcke of 
this kind. Sir Edward Grey answered Prince Lichnowsky that h'* would like to believe that, before 
intervening at Belgrade, the^Au.<tro-Hungarian Goverrvtoent had fully informed themselves as to the 
circumstances of the conspiracy to which the Hereditary Archduke and the Duchess of Hohenburg had 
fallen vietims, and had assured themselves that the Servian Government had been cognisant of it and 
had not done all that lay in their power to prevent the consequences. For if it could not be proved 
that the Servian Government were re«p)nsible and imj^icated to a certain degree, the intervention of 
Austria-Hangary would not be justified and would arouse against them the opinion of Europe. 

The communication of Prince Lichnowsky had left Sir Edward Grey with an impression of 
anxiety which he did not conceal ftom me. •'Tue same impression was given me by the Italian Ambas¬ 
sador, who also fears the possibility of fresh tension in Austro-Seivian relations. 

This morning the Servian Minister came to see me, and he sh ires the apprehensions of Sir Edward 
Grey. He fears that Austria may make of the Servian Government demands wliich their dignity, 
and above all the susceptibility of jiublic opinion, will not allow them to accept without a protest. 
fFhen I pointed out to him tlie f|uiet which appears to reign at Vieiiua, and to which all the 
Ambassadors accredited to that Court bear testimony, ho answered that this official quiet was only 
apparent and concealed feelings wliicb were most fund-.im'-ntally hostile to Servia. But, he added, if 
these feelings take a public fonu {d^ntafehe) which lacks the moiieration that is desirable, it will be 
necessary to take account of Servian jiublic opinion, which has been inflamed by the wrong methods 
which the Austrian Government have used in approaching that country, and which has been 
less patient by the memory of two victorious wars which is still quite fresh. Notwilhstau'liDg the 
sacrifices which Servia has made for her recent victories she can still put 400,000 men in the field, 
and public opinion, which knows this, is not inclined to put up with any humiliation. 

Sir Edward Grey, in an Interview with the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador, asked him to 
recommend his Government not to depart from the prudence and moderation necessary for avoiding 
new complications, not to demand from Servia any measures to which she could not reasonably submit 
and not to allow themselves to be carried away too far.

In diplomatic circles at Vienna the German Ambassador is in favour of violent measures, while 
at the same time he confesses that the Imperial Chancery is perhaps not entirely in agreement with 
him on this point; the Russian Ambassador, trusting to assurances which have been given him, has 
left Vienna, and before his departure conlided to M. Dnmaine that his Government will not raise 
any objection to the punishment of the guilty and the dissolution of the revolutionary associlitionB, 
but that they could not accept requirements which were humiliating to the national sentiment of 
Serria.

In the course of my conversation with tlw Kassian Minister for Foi-eign Affaire we had to take 
into consiileration the dangers whicb might result from any stop taken by Vustria-Hnngaiy in relation 
to Servia in connection with the crime of which the Hereditary Archduke has been a victim. We 
found ourselves in agreement in tbinkimj that ue should not leave anything undone to prevent a 
request for an explanation or some mise en Jemenrf which would be equivalent to intervention in the 
internal affairs of Servia, of such a kind that Servia might consider it as an attack on her sovereignty 
and independence. 

We have in consequence come to the ojiinion that we might, by means of a friendly conversation 
with Count Berchtold, give him counsels of modciMtion, of such a kind as to make him understand 
how undesirable would be any intervention at Belgrade whicb would ap^iear to be a threat on the part 
of the'Cabinet at Vienna. • 

The Britisli Ambassador, who was kejd informed by M. Sazonof, expressed the idea that his 
Government would doubtless associate itself with a dimarehe for removing any danger which might 
thrsBtea general peace, and he has telegraphed to his Government to this effect. 

M. Sasonof has addressed instructions to this effect to M. Schebeko. While there is no question 
in this of opliective oy ooneerted action at Vienna on the part of the representatives of the Triple 
Entente, I a^ yon to diau iyiw the matter with the Russian and English Ambassadors, and to come 
to an agreement with them as to the best mean^ by which each of you can make Count Berchtold 
understand without delay the moderation that the present situation apiiears to us to require. 
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Further, it would be desirablo to ask M. Paul Cwnbon to bring the advantiifM of tbit i»^nre 
to the notieeiof Sir Edward Grey, aud to tui)port the inggeBtion that the British AmMSsador m 
Anssia will have made to this effect to the Foreign Office.

The Austro-Hungarian Government felt compcll^ to address the following note to the Servian 
Government on the i^rd July, through the medium of the Austro-Hungarian Minister at Belgrade t — 

" On the 31st March, 1909, the Servian Minister In Vienna, on the instructions of the Servian 
Government, made the following deelaratlc^i lo the Imperial and Royal Government:— 

“ ' Servia recognises that the fait aecoMpli regarding Bosnia has not affected her rights, and 
consequently she will confo.-m to the decisions that the Powers may take in conformity with 
article 25 of the Treaty of Berlin. In deference to the advice of the Great Powers, Servia nnder- 
takes to renounce trom now onwards the attitude of protest and opposition which she has adopted 
with regard to the annexation since last automn. She undertakes, moreover, to modify the 
direction of her policy with regard lo Austria-Hungary and to live in future on good ueighwur- 
ly terms with the lattei'.’ 

“ The history of recent rt-nrs, and in particular the painful events of the 28th Jane last, have 
shown the existence of a subversive mov -in nit with the object of detaching a part of the territoriea 
of Austria-Hungary fiom the Monarchy. Tlie movement, which had its birth under the eye of the 
Servian Government, has gone so far as to make itself manifest on both sides of the Servian frontier 
in the shape of acts of terrorism and a series of outrages and murders. • 

" Far from carrying out the formal undertikiugs contained in the declaration of the Slst March 
1909, the Royal Servian Govemineut has doui* nothing to repress these movements. It has permitted 
the criminal machinations of various societies aud associations directed against the Monarchy, and 
has tolerated unrestrained language on the jiart of the press, the glorification of the perpetrators of 
outracres, and the participation of officei-s and functionaries in subversive agitation. It has permitted 
an unwholesome propaganda in public instiuetion, in short, it has permitted all manifestatiooa of a 
nature to incite the Servian population to hatred of the Monarchy aud contempt of its institutions. 

" This culpable tolerance of the Koyul Servian Government bad not ceased at the moment when 
the events of the 28th June last proved its fatal conscquenco-s to the whole world. 

" It results from the depositions and coufesstons of the criminal perpetrators of the outrage of 
the 28th June that the Serajevo agsassinatious were planned in Belgrade; that the arms and explosives 
with which the murderers were provided bad been given to them by Servian officers and functionaries 
belonging to the Narodna Odbrana; aud iiuaily, that the passage Into Bosnia of the crimiuals aud 
their arms was organised and effected by the chiefs of the Servian frontier service. 

" The above-mentioned results of the magisterial investigation do not permit the Austto- 
Hungarian Government to pursue any longer the attitude of es^tant forbearance whioh they have 
taaiatained for years in face of the machinations hatched in (Bel|^de, and thence propagated in the 
territories of the Monarchy. The results, on the coutiury, iiUfMe on them the duty of p utt ing 
an end to the intrigues which form a peiqietual meuace to the tvanquility of the Monarchy. 
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M ^ «olneve tbil end the Imperial and Royal Government eee themselTeB compelled to demand 
from the Boval Servian Government a formal assurance that they condemn this dangerous propaganda 
a|^art the ModAroby ; in other words, the whole series of tendencies, the ultimate aim of which is 
to detaoh from the Monarchy territories belonging to it, and that they undertake to suppress by every 
TwajtTif fhia criminal and terrorist propaganda. 

In iwder to give a formal character to this undertaking the Royal Servian Government shall 
pu M jA on the front page of their ' Odicial Journal * of the 13/26 July the following declai-ation :>• 

" * The Royal Government of Servia condemn the propaganda directed against Austria- 
Hnngaiy— i.e., the general tendency of which the final aim is to detach from the Austro- 
Hnngarian Monarchy territories belonging to it, and they sincerely deplore the fatal conse- 
qoences of these criminal proceedings. 

•''The Royal Government regret that Servian officers and functionaries participated in the 
above-mentioned propaganda and thus cornproinlsed the good neighbourly relations to which 
the Royal Government were solcinuly pledged by their declaration of the 8 let March, 1900. 

“ ‘ The Royal Government who diB.ii))>r«)vc and repudiate all idea of interfering or attempting 
to interfere with the destinies of the iuh.Thitants of any part whatsoever of Austria-Hungary, 
consider it their duty formally to warn offici rs and functionaries, and the whole population of 
the Kingdom, that henceforward they will proceed with the utmost rigour against persons 
who may he guilty of such machiu.itioiih, wbiefatbey will use all tbeirarikirts to anticipate and 
suppress.' 

"This declaration shall simultaneously he oominunicated to the Royal army as an order of the day 
by His Majesty the King and shall l*e puhliaheJ in the ‘Official llulletin ' of the army. 

“The Royal Servian Government further undeitake: 

“(1) To suppress any publication which iuoitis to hatred and contempt of the Austro-Hungai'ian 
Monarchy and the general tendency of which is direeteil against its territorial integrity; 

“ (2) To dissolve immediately the society stylid ‘ Narodna Odbraua,' to confiscate all its means of 
propaganda, and ti proceed in the s.ane manner against other societies and their branches 
in Servia which eng.ige in propagandi against the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. The 
Royal Government shall take the uccis-try measures to prevent the societies dissolved from 
continuing their activity under another namtf and form ; 

“ (3) To eliminate w’ithout delay from public m^ti action in Set via, both as regards the teaching 
body and also as regards the methods oi instruction, everything that serves, or might serve, 
to romeut the propaganda against A^isina-Hungary ; 

“ (4) To remove from the military seiwict, and from the administration in general, all officers and 
functionaries guilty of proj)agand.r .m-imst the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy whose names 
and deeds the Austro-Hungarian Goruument reserve to themselves the right of communi¬ 
cating to the Royal Government; 

“ (6) To accept the collaboration in Servia of icjiresentativeB of the Austro-Hungarian Govern¬ 
ment for the suppression of the subversive movement directed against the territorial 
integrity of the Alonarchy ; 

“(8) To take judicial proceedings against .mI ssories to the plot of the 28th June who are on 
Servian territoey ; didegate-^ of the Uistro-Hungarian Government will take part in the 
investigation relating thereto; 

“ (7) To proceed without delay to the .nro'i of Major Voija Tankcsitch and of the individual 
named Alil-m Ciganovitch, a S i\i.in State employe, who have been compromised by the 
results of the magisterial enquiry at i.ijevo ; 

“ (8) To prevent by effective meusurcs the co-operation of the Servian authordtres in the illicit 
traffic in arms and exjilosives aiio ^ the frontier, to dismiss and pnntsh severely the 
officials of the frontier service at Si li.ibatz Losmica guilty of having assisted the perpe¬ 
trators of the Serajevo crime by facdit iting thcir passage across the frontier; 

“(9) To furnish the Imperial and U')\ ill (iinernment with explanations regarding the unjusti¬ 
fiable utteraiioes of high Servian idieials, both iu Servia aud abroad, who notwithstand¬ 
ing their official position, have not Instated since the crime of the 28th June to express 
ihemselvcs iu interviews in terms of hostility to the Austro-Hungarian Government ; and 
finally, 

“ (10) To notify the lurperral and Koval (iovernment without delay of the execution of the 
measures comprised under the preceding beads. 

” The Austro-Hungfurian Government cxjh'cI the reply of the Royal Government at the latest 
bv 5 o'clock on Saturday evenimr. the '~5th J uly.*

I hare the hoaurar to request your Excellency to bring the contents of this note to tiio fcnowJedge 
of the Qorerhment to which you are accredited, accompanying your communication with the following 
observatioaB *—r 

On the Slst March 1909, the Royal Servian Qovemment addressed to Austria*Hungary the 
deoiaration of which the text is reproduced above.* 

On the very day after this declaration Servia embarked on a policy of instilling revolutionary 
ideas into the Serb subjects of the Aastro*Hangafian Monarchy, and so preparing for the 
separation of the Austro-Hungarian territory on the Servian frontier. 

Servia became the centre of a criminal agitation. 

No time was lost in the formation of societies and groups, whose object, either avowed or secret, 
was the creation of disorders on Austro-Hungarian territory. These societies and groups count among 
their members generals and diplomatists, Government officials and judges—In short, men at the top of 
official and unofficial society in the kingdom. ^ 

Servian journalism is almost entirely at the service of this propaganda, which'is directed against 
Austria-Hungary, aud not a day passes without the organs of the Servian press stirring up tbeir 
readers to hatred or ^ontempt for the neighbouring Monarchy, or to outrages directed more or less 
openly against its secun^ and integrity. ^ 

A large number of ngents are employed in carrying on by every moans the agitation against 
Austria-Hangary and corrupting the youth in the fmmier provinces. 

Since the lecent Balkan crisis there has been a recrudescence of the spirit of conspiracy inherent 
in Servian politicians, which has left such sanguinary imprints on the history ot the kingdom j indivi¬ 
duals belonging formerly to bands employed in Macedonia have come to place themselves at the dis¬ 
posal of the terrorist propaganda against Austria-Hungary. 

In the presence of these doings, to which Austria-Hungary has been exposed for years, the Servian 
Government have not thought it incumbent on them to take the slightest step. The Servian Govern¬ 
ment have thus failed in the duty imposed on them by the solemn declaration of the Slst March 1909, 
and acted in opposition to the will of Eui'ope and the undertaking given to Austria-Hungary. 

The patience of the Imperial and Royal Government in the face of the provocative attitude of 
Servia was inspired by the territorial disinterestedness of the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy and the 
hope that the Servian Government would end in spite of everything by appreciating Austria-Hungary's 
friendship at its time value. By observing a benevolent attitude towards tho political interests of 
Servia, the Imperial aud Royal Government hoped that the kingdom would finally decide to follow 
an analogous line of conduct on its own Bid.c. In particular, Austria-Hungary expedited a development 
of this kind in the political ideas of Servia,^when, after the events of 1912, the Imperial and Royal 
Government, by its disinterested and ungrudging attitude, made such a considerable aggrandisement 
of Servia possible. 

The benevolence which Austria-Hungary showed towards the neighbouring State had no restrain¬ 
ing effect on the proceedings of the kingfdom, which continued to tolerate on its territory a propaganda 
of which the fatal consequences were demonstrated to the whole world on the 5lbth June last, whttu 
the Heir Presumptive to the Monarchy and his Illnstrious consort fell yictims to a plot hatched at 
Belgrade. 

In the presence of this state of things the Imperial and Royal Government have felt compelled 
to take new and urgent steps at Belgrade with a view to inducing the Servian Government to stop 
the Incendiary movement that is threatening tbe security and integrity of. the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy. 

The Imperial and Royal Government are convinced that in taking this step they will find them¬ 
selves in full agreement with the sentiments of all civilised nations, who cannot permit regicide 
to become a weapon that can be employed with impunity in political strife, aud the peace of Europe 
to be continually disturbed by movements emanating from Belgrade. 

In support of the above the Imperial aud Royal Government hold at the disposal of the Britub 
Goverxunent a dottier elucidating the Servian intrigues and the connection between these intrigues 
and the murder of the 28th June. 

An identical communication has been addvessed to the Imperial and Royal representatives 
accredited to the other signatory Powers.

Thb criminal miqniiy opened by the (Jouri of Serajevo against Gavrilo Prinoip and bis anrosso rios 
in and before the act of assassmation committed by them on the 28tii ■ June last has up to the prasant 
lad to the following conolnsions 

(1) The plot, having as its object the assassination olf the Archduke Fruuuis Ferdinand at the 
tii^ of his visit to Serajevo was formed at Belgrade by Gavrilo Priaeip, Kedc3|ko 
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CRbriwmo^ oue MiUn Ciganovic, and Triflfo (?»bez, with the oaeittance of Commander 
Vbij* Tiu&»xne. 

The idx. bomba and the fpor Browning piatola KBui ammonition with which the guilty parties 
qommitted the aot were delivered to Prinoip> Cabrinovio, and Grabez by the man Milan 
Ciganovic and Commander Voija Tankosio at Belgrade. 

.(S) The bomba are hand-grenades coming from the arms depdt of the Servian army at 
Kragujevac. 

(4) In order to ensure the sucoeaa of the act, Ciganovic taught Princip, Cabrinovic, and Grabez 
how to use the bomba, and gave lesBons in firing Browning pistols to Princip and Grabez 
in a forest near the shooting ground at Topachuler. 

^6) To enable Piincip, Cabrinovic, and Grabez to oross the frontier of Bosnia-Herzegovina and 
enruggle in their contraband of arms secretly, a secret system of transport was organised 
by Cigfanovic. 

By this arrangement the introduction into Bosnia-Herzegovina of criminals and their arms was 
effected by the officials controlling the frontiers at (Jhabac (Eade Popovic) and Loznica, as well as 
by the cnstoms officer Endivoj Grbic, of Loznica, with the assistance of various individuals.

Paris, July £4, 1914. 

I HAVX the honour to inform you that the Austro-Hungarian Ambassadorfthis morning left me 
a copy of the Austrian note which was haT\<Ied in at Belgi^e on Thursday evening. Coant Sc^zsen 
informs me that the Austro-Hungarian Government L^ives the Servian Government up to 5 o'clock 
on the evening of Saturday the 25th for their answer.* 

The note is based on the undertaking made by Servia on the Slst March 1909, to recognise the 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, and reproUcb-s the Servian Government with having tolerated 
an anti-Austrian propaganda in which officials, the army, and the press have taken part, a propaganda 
which threatens the setmrity and integrity of Austria, and the danger of which has been shown by 
the crime of the 2tith Jane which, according to the facts established during the investigation, was 
planned at Belg^rade. 

The Austrian Government explain that they compelled to put an end to a propag^da which 
forms a permanent danger to their tranquillity, an t to require from the Servian Government an 
official pronouncement of their determination to condi'inn and suppress it, by publishing in the official 
Gasette of the 26th a declaratiuD, the terms of wliich are given, condemning it, stating their regret, 
and threatening to crush it. A general order of tiic King to the Servian army is at the same time 
to make these declarations known to the army. In addition to this, the Servian Government are to 
undertake to suppress publications, to dissolve the societies, to dismiss those officers and civil servants 
whose names would be commanicated to them by the Ausiartan Government, io accept the co-operation 
of Austrian officials in suppressing the subversive -u-ts to which their attention has been directed as 
well as for the investigation into the crime of Ser.iievo, and finally to proceed to the immediate arrest 
of a Servian officer and an official who were concerned in it. 

Annexed to the Austrian memorandum is a note which sums up the facts established by the in¬ 
vestigation into the crime of Sarajevo, and declares that it was planned at Belgrade ; that the bombs 
were provided for the murderers, and came from a depdt of the Servian army; finally that the 
murdetem were drilled and helped by Servian officers and officials. 

On visiting the Acting Political Director immediately after making this oonunanicotion, Count 
Sodzsen without any observations informed him that the note had been presented. M. Berthelot, on 
my instraotions, confined himself to pointing out to the Austro-Hungarian Ambassador the feeling of 
anxiety which had been aroused by the information avmlable this morning as to the contents of the 
Auskrmn note, and the punful feeling which could not fail to be atonsed in French public opinion by 
the titne ohosmi for so categorical a demarche with so short a time limit; that is to say, a time when 
the Prwident of the Republic and the Fresideut of the Cooiioil and Minister for Foreign Affairs of 
the R«piddio bad left St. Petersburgh and were at sea, and consequently were not able to exert, in 
agreement with tboee Powers which were not directly infcreeted, that soothing infinence on Servia and 
Ana^Hia whtoh waa eo desirable in the interest of general peace. 

IChe Setviab has not yet received any information as to the intentions of his Government.

M. Vbbkitch was this morning still without any telegram from his Govornroent informing him 
as to their intentions, and did not know the contents of the'Austrian note. 

To a request for adviw which he made to the Political Director, M. Borthelot said to him, •poak» 
ing personally and for himself alone, that Servia must try to gain time, as the limit of forty<eight 
hours perhaps formed rather a " mt«c c» rfmesre^^ than an ultimatum in the proper sense of the 
tenn ; that there might, for instance, be an opportunity of offering satisfaction on all those points 
which were not inconsistent with the dignity and sovereignty of Servia; he was advised to draw 
attention to the fact that statements based on the Austrian investigations at Serajevo were one sided| 
and that Servia, while she was quite ready to take measures against all the accomplices of a crime 
which she most strongly condemned, required full information as to the evidence in order to be able 
to verify it with all sf>eed ; above all to attempt to escape from the direct grip of Austria by declaring 
herself ready to submit to the arbitratiou of Europe. 

I have asked at London and St. Fetersburgh for tho views and intentions of the English and 
Bnssian Governments. ssR appears on the other baud from our information that the Austrian note 
was not communicated to Italy until to-day, and that Italy had neither been consulted nor even inform* 
ed of it.

The French Ambassador at Vienna informs me that opinion has been startled by the sudden 
and exaggerated nature of the Austrian demands, but that the chief fear of the military party appears 
tolbe that Servia may give way. 

The Servian Minister in Austria thinks that his Government will show themselves very concilia* 
tory in all that concerns the punishment of the aedbmplices of the crime, and the guarantees to be 
given as to the suppression of the anti-Austrian propaganda, but that they could not accept a general 
order to the army dictat<:>d to the King nor the dismissal of ofRccrs w'ho were suspected by Anstria, 
nor the interference of foreign officials in Se»'ia. M. Jovanovitch considers that, if it were possible 
to start a discussion, a settlement of the dispute might still be arranged, with the assistance of the 
Powers. 

Our Ambassador at Berlin gives an account of the excitement aron'ed by the Austrian note, and of 
the state of feeling of the Russian Charge d’Affaires, who thinks that a large part of opinion in 
Germany would desire war. The tone of the press is threatening and appears to have as its object the 
intimidation of Russia. Our Ambassador is to see Herr von Jagow this evening. 

M. Ban^re informs us that Italy is exercising moderating inflnence at Vienna and is trying to 
avoid complications.

Hxua vOH ScBOEH came to inform me of a note from his Government, of which be would aol 
leave me a copy, hut at my request he read it twice over to me 

The note was almost word for word as follows t—*■ 

“ The statements of the Austro*Hungarian newspapers concerning the circumstanoee under wkiob 
the assassination of the Austrian heir-presumptive and bis consort has taken place ditnlmro 
unmistakably the aims which the Pan-Servian propaganda hae set itself, and Uie it 
employs to realise then>. The facte made known must also do awav with all doubt that the 
centre of activity of all those teiidericies which are directed towaros the detaobment of the 
Southern Slav provinces from the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy and their incorporation 
the Servian Kingdom is to be found in Belgrade, and is, at any rate, at work there, with 
the connivance of members of the Government and the Army. 

"The Servian intrigues have been going on for many years. In an especially raarlmd form the 
Pan-Servian chauvinism manifested itself during the Bosnian crisis. It was only owing 
to the moderation and far-reaching solf-reetraint of the Austro-Hungarian Govammeat aaa 
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totba anergttio IntervenHon of the Great Fowen that the Servian provocations to which 
Anetriflr'Hung^y was then exposed did not lead to a conflict. The assurance of good 
, wmdtiot in futnr^ which was given by the Servkm Government at that time has not been 
- Irept. Under the eyes, at least with the tacit pexmission, of official Servia, the Pan-Servian 
propaganda has, slnoe that time, continuously increased in extension and intensity. To its 
aeooont mush be set the recent crime, the threads of which lead to Belgrade. It has become 
, ^learly evident that it would not he consistent either with the dignity or with the self- 
■ preservation of the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy to remain longer inactive in face of this 
movement on the other side of the frontier, by which the security and the integrity of her 
territories are constantly menaced. Und(.*r these circumstances, the course of procedure and 
demands of the Austro-Hungarian Government can only be regarded as justified. In spite 
of that, the attitude which public opinion as well as the Government in Servia have recently 
adopted does not exclude the apprehension that the Servian Government might refuse to 
conyply with those demands, and^might even allow themselves to be carried away into a 
provocative attitude towards Austria-Hungary. The Austro-Hungarian Government, if 
they do not wish definitely to abandon Austria's position as a Great Power, would then 
have no choice but to obtain the fulfilment of their demands from the Servian Government 
by strong pressure and, if necessary, by using military measures, the choice of the means 
having to be left to them." 

The German Ambassador particularly called ray attention to the last two paragraphs of his note 
before reading it, pressing the point that this was the important matter, on noted down the 
“ text literally j it is as follows :—“ The German Government consider that in the present case there 
" is only question of a matter to be settled exclusively between Austria-Hungary and Servia, and 
"that the Great Powers ought seriously to endeavour to restrict it to those two imra^iately ooncemed." 

“ The German Government desire urgently tie* localisation of the dispute, because every 
"interference of another Power would, owing to the natural play of alliances be followed by incalculable 
" consequences." 

I called the German Ambassador's attention to the fact that while it might appear legitimate 
to demand the punishment of all those who were implicated in the crime of Serajevo, on the other 
hand it seemed difficult to require measures w’hich could not be accepted, having regard to the 
dignity and sovereignty of Servia; the Servian Government, even if it was willing to submit to them 
would risk being cairied away by a revolution. ^ 

I also pointed out to Herr von Schoen that his note only took into account two hypotheses: 
that of a pure and simple refusal or that of a provocative attitude on the part of Servia. The third 
hypothesis (which would leave the door open for an arrangement) should also be taken into considera¬ 
tion; that of Servia’s acceptance and of her a^^ccing at once to give full satisfaction for the 
punishment of the accomplices and full guarantees for the suppression of the anti-Austrian propaganda 
so far as they were compatible with her sovereignty and dignity. 

I added that if within these limits the satisfactlou idesired by Austria could be admitted, the 
means of obtaining it could be examined ; if Servia gave obvious proof of goodwill it could not be 
thought that Austria would refuse to take part in the conversation. 

Perhaps they ’should not make it too difficult for third Powers, who could not either morally or 
■entimeittally cease to take interest in Servia, to take an attitude which was in accord with the wishes 
of Germany to localise the dispute. 

Heir von Schoen recognised the justice of these considerations and vaguely stated that hope was 
always poasible. When 1 asked him if we should give to the Austrian note the character of a simple 
mitt en demeure, which ^rinitted a discussion, or an ultimatum, he answered that personally he had 
no views.

The delivery of the Austrian note to Servia has made a deep impression. 

The Austrian Ambassador declares that his Goverument could not abate any of their demands. 
At the Wilhelmstrasse, as well as in the press, the same view is expressed. 

Mort of the Charges d'Affaires present in Berlin came to see me this morning. They show 
little hoM of a peaceful issue. The Russian Charge d'Affaires bitterly remarked that Austria has 
piesentM her note at the very moment that the Frk'sident of the Republic aud the President of the 
Council had left St. Petersburgh. He is inclined to think that a coflsiderable section of opinion in 
Germany desires war and would like to seize this opportunity, in which Austria will ho doubt be 
found mote united than in the past, and in which the German Emperor, iufluenoed by a desire to 
gJ've stiq^port to the oionarohio principle (/wr an eentiment de loltdarii/ monarekiqne), and by horror 
at ths enme, is less inclined to show a conciliatory attitude.

I ASKBD the Secretary of State to^ay, in the interview which I had with hinOy if It WM correct, 
as announced in the newspapers, that Austria had pseeeuted a note to the Powers on her dispute 
with Servla ; if he had received it; and what view he took of it. 

Herr von Jamw answered me in the affirmative, adding that the note was forcible, and that he 
approved it, the Servian Government having for-a long time past wearied the patience of Austria. 
Moreover, he considers this question to be a domestic one for Austria, and he hopes that it will be 
localised. 

I then said to him that not having as yet received any instructions, the views which I wiriied 
to exchange with him were strictly personal. Thereupon I asked him if the Berb'n Cabinet bad 
really been entirely ignorant of Austria’s requirements before they were communicated to Bidgrade, 
and as he told me that that was so, I showed him my surprise at seeing him thus undertakke to 
support claims, of whose limit and scope he was ig;norant. 

Herr von Jagow interrupted me, and said, Xt is only because we are having a personal oonversar 
“ tion that 1 allow ygHato say that to me.'’ 

" Certainly,” I replied, “ but if Peter I, humiliates himself, doriestio rou e will probablr 
break out in Servia ; that will open the door to frqph possibilities, and do yon know where yon wiU 
be led by Vienna ?” I added that the language of the German newspapers was not the langpa^jfe 
of persons who were indifferent to, and anaoqnaisted with, the question, but betokened an active 
support. Finally, I remarked that the shortness of the time limit given to Servia for submission 
would make an unple sant impression in Europe. 

Herr von Jagow answered that he quite expected a little excitement {on pe* d^tfmotion) on the 
part of Servia’s friends, but that be was counting on their giving her wise advice. 

" 1 have no doubt,” I then said to him, that Russia would endeavour to persuade the Cabinet of 
Belgrade to make acceptable concessions, but why not ask from one what is being asked from the 
other, and if r^iance is being placed on advice being given at Belgrade, is it not also legitimate to 
rely on advice being given at Vienna from another qua^r ?” 

The Secretary of State went so far as to say that that depended on circumstances ; but 
immediately checked himself; he repeated that the difficulty must be localised. He asked me if I 
really thought the situation serious. “ Certainly,** I answered, " because if what is happening is 
the result of due reflection, I do not understand why all means of retreat have been cut off,” 

All the evidence shows that Germany is ready to support Austria’s attitude with unusual energy. 
The weakness which her Anstro>HungaTian ally has shown for some years past has weakened the 
confidence that was placed in her here. She was found heavy to drag along. Mischievous legal 
proceedings, such as the Agram and the Friedjnng affairs, brought odium on her police and 
covered them with ridicule. All that was asked of the police was that they should be strong; the 
conviction is that they were violent. 

An article which appeared in the Loial Anzeiger this evening shows also that at the German 
Chancery there exists a state of mind to which we in Paris are naturally not inclined to pay sufficient 
attention, 1 mean the feeling that monarchies must stand together leentiment de la tolidarHi 
monarehigue). 1 am convtm.ed that great weight must be attached to this point of view in order to 
appreciate the attitude of the £m])eror William, whose impressionable nature must have been a£eated 
by the assassination of a prince whose guest he had been a few days previously. 

It is not less striking to notice the pains with which Herr von Jagow, and all the officials placed 
nnder his orders, pretend to every one that they were ignorant of the scope of the note sent by Anstria 
to Servia.

Bie EdwIed Gekt having diecnsaed with me his desire to leave no stone untamed to avert the 
crisis, we agreed in thinking tW the English Cabinet might ask the German Government to take the 
initiative in approaching Vienna with the object of offering the mediation, between Austria and Servia, 
of the four Powers which are not directly interested. If Germany agrees, time will be g^ned, and this 
is the essential point. 

Sir Edward Grey told me that ho would discuss with Prince Lichnowsky the proposal I have jost 
explained. 1 mentioned the matterj ) my Itussian colleague, who is afraid of asaei^rise from Germany, 
and who imagines that Austria would not have despatched her ultimatum without previoos agreement 
with Berlin. 

Count Benokendorff told me that Prince Lichnowsky, when be returned from leave about a month 
ago, bad intimated that he held pessimistic views r'^arding the relations between St. Petersburgh and 
Berlin. He had observed the uneasiness caused in tills latter capital by the rumours of a naval entente 
between Russia and England, by the Tsar's visit to Uucliarest, and by the strengthening of the Russian 
Army. Count Benckendorff h^ concluded from this that a war with Russia would be looked upon 
without disfavour in Germany. 

The Under-Secretary of State has been struck, as all of us have been, by the anxious looks of 
Prince Lichnowsky since his return from Berlin, and he considers that if Germany had wished to do so 
she could have stopped the dispatch of the ultimatum. 

The situation, therefore, is as grave as it can be, uud we see no way' of arresting the coarse of 
events. 


However, Count Benckendorff thinks it right to attempt the demarche upon which I have agpreed 
with Sir Edward Grey. ^

The German Ambassador cirtne at 12 o^olock to protest against an article in tbe Beho de Paris 
which applied the term “German threat” {menace aHemande) \o Yne demarche ol yesterday. Herr 
von Schoen told a certain number of jeurnalists, and came to state at the Direction Politique, that 
there has been no “ concert ” between Austria and Germany in connetitioii with the Austrian note, and 
that the German Government had no knowledge of this note when it was communicated to them at 
the same time as to the other Powers, though they had approved it subsequently. 

Baron von Schoen added, moreover, that there was no “ threat the German Government had 
merely indicated that they thought it desirable to localise the dispute, and that the intervention of 
other Powers ran the risk of aggravating it. 

The Acting Political Director took note of Baron von Schoen's ddmarehe. Having asked him to 
repeat the actual terms oP the last tsvo paragraphs of his note, he re narked to him that the terms 
showed the willingness of Germany to alt as intermediary between the Powers and Austria. 
M. Berthelot added that, as no private informition bad been given to any journalist, the information 
in the Echo de Paris involved this newspaper alone, and merely showed that the German dimarehe 
appeared to have been known elsewhere than at the Quai d^Orsay, and apart from any action on his 
part. The German Ambassador did not take np the allusion. 

On the other hand, the Austrian Ambassador at London also came to reassure Sir Edward Grey, 
telling him that the Austrian note did not constitute an “ ultimatum” but a demand for a reply with 
a time limit which meant that if the Austrian demands are! not accepted by 6 o'clock this evening, 
the Austrian Minister will leave Belgrade and the Austro-Hungarian Government will begin military 
“preparations ” but not miUt9.ry “ operations." 

The Cabinet of London, like those of Paris and St. Petersburgh, has advised Belgrade to express 
regret for any complicity which might be established in the crime of Serajevo, and to promise the 
most oomplete satisfaction in this respect. The Cabinet added that in any case it was Servia’i business 
to reply in terms which the interests of the'country appeared to call tor, The English Minister at 
Belgrade is to consult his French and Russian colleagues, and, if these have had corresponding instroo- 
tions in the matter, advise the* Servian Government to give satisfaction on all the points on which 
they shall decide that they are able to do so. 

Sir Edward Grey told Prince Liebnowsky (who, up to the present, has made no oommoniention to 
him similar to that of Herr von Schoen at Pans) that if the Austrian note caused no diScttlfy botween 
Aniftria and Russia, tbe English Government would not have to concern themselves with it, but that 
it p be feared that the stiffness of the note and the shortnwe of the time limit wmild miag about 
of tension.

THaouoHouT the afternoon there has been a persistent rumour that Servia had submitted to the 
Austrian demands. This evening the newspapers pablishod extra editions which announce a rupture 
at Belgrade and the departure of the Austro-Hungarian Minister. 

The correspondent of the Agenee Havae at the Wilbelmstrasse has just received confirmation of 
this rumour. Large TjfBwds consisting of several hundred persons are collecting here before the news* 
paper offices and a demonstration of numbers of young people has just passed through the Pariser plate 
shouting cries of “Hurrah'^ for Germany, aa4^ singing patriotic songs. The demonstrators are 
visiting the Siegettaul, the Austrian, and then the Italian Embassy. It is a signiticent outburst 
of chauvinism. 

A German whom 1 saw this evening confessed to me that it had been feared here that Servia 
would accept the whole Austrian note, reserving to herself the right to discuss the manner in which 
effect should be given to it, in order to gain time and to allow the efforts of the Powers to develop 
effectively before the rupture. 

In financial circles measures are already being taken to meet every eventuality, for no mean* of 
averting the crisis is seen, in view of the determined support which Germany is giving to Austria. 

I, for my part, see in England the onlyPower which might be listened to at Berlin. 

Whatever happens, Paris, St. Petersburgh and London will not succeed in maintaining peace with 
dignity unless they show a firm and absolutely united front.

During the afternoon a rumour spread that Servia had yielded to the ultimatum, while admng 
that she was appealing to the Powers against it. But the latMt news is that at the last moment we axe 
assured that the Austrian Minister has just left Belgrade hurriedly ; he must have thought the Servian 
Government's acceptance of the conditions imposed by his Government inadequate.

Thb lU^al Servian Government have received the communication of the Imperild and Boyal 
Government of the 10th instant, and are convinced that their reply will remove anv misundmrstanding 
which may threaten to impair the good neighbourly relations between the Austro-Hungarian. Monarchy 
and the Kingdom of Servia. 

Conpoioiio 0^ the fact that the protests which vaxo made both from the tribune of the natHnal 
tclnna land in, the deolarations and actions of the represeatatiTee of the fltwte • innti^r 

wl^h were out short by the declarations made by ^ Servhto Govwnment on tlm 18<41 M^oii 
1909wliave not been renewed on any occasion as xegard* the great neighbouring MonUtfyhyi tibmt 
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no aAtompfc lMt-bseii iiiaoe that tim either by tht tnooeMive Royal Goyernmenie or by their 
orgaal^' to elHihjBre the {wtitioal and legal state of affaim oraated in Bosnia and Herzegovina, the Koyal 
Goyenunent draw attention to the fact that in this conoeotion the Imperial and 'Royal Government 
have made no. »opra«entation except one concerning a school-book, and that on that occasion the 
Imperial and Royal Govemiaent received an entirely satisfactory etplanation. Servia has several 
tipies giTOir proofs of her pacific and moderate policy during the Balkan crisis, and it is, thanks to 
Servia and to the sacrifice that she has made in the exclusive interest of European peace, tbat^that 
.peace has .been preserved. The Royal Government cannot beheld responsible for manifestations of a 
private character, such as articles in the press and the peaceable work of societies—manifestations 
which take place in nea^ all countries in the ordinary course of events, and which, as a general rule, 
escape offichil control. The Royal Government are all the less responsible, in view of the fact that at 
the time of the solution of a series of questions which arose between Servia and Austria-Hungary, they 
gave proof of a great readiness to oblige, and thus sacooeded in settling the majority of these questions 
to the advantkge of the two neighbouring countries. 

For these reasons the Royal Government have been pained and surprised at the statements, 
aooordinp' to which members of the Kingdom of Servia are supposed to have participated in the 
preparations for the crime committed at Serajevb ; the Royal Government expected to be invited 
to collaborate in an investigation of all that concorus this crime, and they were ready, in order to prove 
the entire correctness of their attitude, to take moasuroa against any persons concerning whom repre- 
sientatiosn were made to them. Falling in, therefore, with the desire of tb^Imjierial and Royal 
Government, they are prepared to band over for trial any Servian subject, without regard to bis situ- 
atidn or rank, of whose complicity in the crim * of Sarajevo proofs are forthcoming, ana more especially 
they undertake to cau.«e to be published on the first page of the “Journal ofEciel,on the date of 
the 18-26 July, the following declaration : — 

“ The Royal Government of Servia condemn all propaganda which may be’directed against Aus¬ 
tria-Hungary, that is to say, all such tendencies as aim at ultimately detaching from the Austro-Hun¬ 
garian Monarchy territories which form j)art thereof, and they sincerely deplore the baneful consequences 
of these criminal movements. The Royal Government regret that, according to the commnnication 
from the Imperial and Royal Government, certain .S>rvian officers and officials should have taken part 
in the above-mentioned propaganda, and thus com promised the good neighbourly relations to which 
•the Royal Servian Government was solemnly engaged by the declaration of the 18-31 March 19U9, 
which declaration disapproves and repudiates all idea or attempt at interference with the destiny of 
the inhabitants of any part whatsoever of Austria-Hungary, and they consider it their duty formally 
to warn the officers officials and entire population of the kungdom that henceforth they will take the 
most rigorous steps against all such persons as are guilty of such acts, to prevent and to repress which 
they will use their utmost endeavour. ” • 

This declaration will be brought to the knowledge of the RoA-al Array in '^an order of the day 
in the name of His Majesty the King, by His Royal Highness the Crown Prince Alexander, and will 
be published in the next official army bulletin. * 

The Royal Government further undertake :— 

1, To introduce at the first regular convocatiou of the Skuptchina a provision into the press law 
providing for the most severe punishment of incitement to hatred or contempt or the Austro-Hun- 

S arian Monarchy, and for taking action against any publication the general tendency of which is 
ireoted against the territorial integriU’ of Austria-Hungary. 

The Government engage at the approaching r vision of the Constitution to cause an amendment 
to be introduced into article 2*2 of the Constitution of such a nature that such publication may be 
ooniiscated, a proceeding at present imiwisible under the categorical terms of article 22 of the Consti¬ 
tution. 

2 . The Qnvemmont possess no proof, iior doo the note of the Imperial and Royal Government 
furnish them with any, that the “ Narodna Odhraiia ” and other similar societies have committed up 
to the present any criminal act of this nature througli the proceedings of any of their members. Never¬ 
theless, the Royal Government will aeccjit thcdem iud of the Imperial and Royal Government, and 
will dissolve the “ Narodna Odbrana Society and every other society which may be directing its 
efforts against Austria-Hungary. 

3. The Royal Servian Government undertake to remove without delay from their public educational 
establishments in Servia all that servos or could serve to foment propaganda against Austria-Hangary, 
whenever the Imperial and Royal Government furnish them with facts and proofs of this propaganda. 

4. The Royal Government also agree to remove from military service all such persons as the Jndi- 
cial eaquiry ma^ have proved to be guilty of aets diri'cted against the integrity of the territory of the 
Aastro-Hnngansn Monarchy and they expect the Imperial and R^al Government to communicate to 
them at a later date the names and the acts of these officers and officials for the purposes of the pro- 
oeedings which are to be taken against them. 

6 . TSie Royal Government must confess that th< y do not clearly grasp the meaning or the scope 
of thtt dsmand made by the Imperial and Rov.al Government that Servia shall undertake to accept

If the Imperial and Royal Government are aoC satisfied with this reply, the Servian Government, 
considering that it is not to the common Interest to precipitate the solution of this question, are ready, 
as always, to accept a pacific understanding either by referring this question to the decision of the 
International Tribune of the Hague, or to the great Powers which took part in the drawing up of the 
declaration made by the Servian Government on the IS-Slst Maroh 1909.

' At Beriiu tlm langpiage need by the Secretary of State to the Russian Char^ d'Affaires is un* 
satisfoctoiy and dilatory; when the latter asked him to associate himself with a ilmarehe at Vienna 
for an extension of the time limit, he replied that he had already taken action in this sense but that 
it was too late; to the request for an extension of the time limit before active measures were taken, he 
replied that this had to do with a domestic matter, and not with a war but with local operations. Herr 
von Jagow pretends not to believe that the Austrian action oonld lead to general consequences. 

A real explosion of chauvinism has taken place at Berlin. The German Emperor returns direct to 
Kiel. M. Jules Cambon thinks that, at the first military steps taken by Russia, Germany would 
immediately r^ly, and probably would not wait for a pretext before attacking us. 

At Vienna, the French Ambassador has not had time to join in the d^arehe of his Russian 
coUeague for obtaining an extension of the time limit fixed for Servia; he does not ergret it, this 
dimateke having been categorically rejected, and England not having had time to give instrnctions to 
her representative about it. 

A note from the English Embassy has been delivered to me: it gives an account of the conversa¬ 
tion between the British Ambassador at St. Petersburgh and M. Sazonof and M. Paleologue. Sir 
Edward Grey thinks that the four Powers who are not directly interested ought to press both on 
Russia and Austria that their armies should not erosa the frontier, and that thev should give time to 
England, Prance, Germany and Italy to bring their mediation into play. If Germany accepts, the 
English Government has reason to think that Italy also would be glad to be associated in the joint 
action of England and France ; the adherence of Germany is essential, for neither Austria nor Russia 
would tolerate any intervention except that of impartial friends or allies.

It is in this spirit that he has just sent for Count Sz&pary to come to a " frank and loyal 
explanation. ” M. Sazonof commented in his presence on the Austro-Hungariau ultimatum, article 
by article, making clear the insulting character of the principal clauses. " The intention which 
inspired this document, ” he said, “ is legitimate if you pursued no aim other than the protection 
of vour territory against the intrigues of Servian anarchists ; but the procedure to which yon have 
hai recourse is not defensible ” He concluded : “ Take back your ultimatum, modify its mrm, and 
I will guarantee you the result. ” , 

The Austro-Hungarian Ambassador showed himself moved by this language ; however, while 
awaiting instructions, he reserves the opinion of his Govemraeut. Without being discouraged 
M. Sazonof has decided to propose this evening to* Count Berchtold the opening of direct con¬ 
versations between Vienna and St. Petersburgh on the changes to be introduced into the ultimatum. 

This friendly and semi-official interposition of Russia between Austria and Servia has the advantage 
of being expeaitions. I therefore believt it to be preferable to any other procedure and likely to 
succeed.

M. SoHBBXKO has returned hastily from a journey to llnssia; he had only undertaken it aftier he 
had received an assurance from Count Berchtold that the demands on Servia would be thoroughly 
aeceptable. 

The ^ Austro-Hungarian Ambassador St. Petersburgh spoke in the same semse to M. Saxonof 
the evening before the delivery of the note. Thui procedure, which is quite usual in the diplomacy 
of the Monarchy, and which Baron Macebio has also employed towards me, seems to have greatly 
added to the irritation of tbe Rnssian Government. 


M. Schebeko will make an effort, however, to profit by tbe delayjwhich is indispensable for 
mobilisation, in order to make a proposal for au arrangement, which will at least have the 
advantage of allowing us to measure the value of tbe pacific declarations of Germany. 

While we were talking over the situation this evening, in company with Sir M, de Bunsen, 
the latter received instmetions from the Foreign Office with re^rence to the demarche to he attempted 
by the representatives of the four Powers less directly interested. I am expecting, therefore, that 
we may have to consult to-morrow'with the Duke d^Avama and with M. Tschir^y, who, in erder 
to refuse his concnrrence, will almost certainly entrexxeh himself behind the principle of localiMiig the 
conflict. 

My impreMion is that the Austro-Hungariai^f Government, although. surprised and pwiiapi. 
r^r^tiQg tbe vigour with which they^have been inspired, will believe themselves ooligjid to oomiasaoe 
nmitary action. . -

' Thk Buramary of the Servian reply to the Anetrian note only reached u<» after twenty hours' 
delay. Although the Servian Government hid given way on all pfjintg, with the exception of 
two small rcservatione, the Auetro-Hungarian MiutHter hsw broken off relations, thus proving tho deter- 
mined wish of his (.jovemment to proceed to execution on Servia. 

According to a telegram frotn M. Jules Cambon, the English Ambassador thinks that there 
is a slight vieTding ; when he observed to Herr von Jagow that Sir Edward Grey did not ask him 
to intervene between Austria and Servia, but, as this question ceased to be localised, to intervene 
with HngLind, France and Italy at Vienna and St. Petersburgh, the Secretary of State declared 
that he would do his best to maintain peace. 

In the course of an intervisw between M. Barrfere and the General Secretary of the Italian 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, the latter indicated that probably the Iialian Government would not 
have approved the Austrian note ; but as it was nob communicated to them beforehand, the Govern¬ 
ment consider themselves by this fact reliev<'d of all responsibility in th^^rave step taken by 
Austria. 

The German Ambassador came this afternoon to make a communication to me relating to an 
intervention by Franco with Russia in a pacific sense. "Austria," he said to me, " has declared to 
Russia, that she was not pursuing any territorial aggrandisement nor any attack on the int^rity 
of the Kingdom of Servia ; her only intention i« to' ensure her own tranquillity and to take police 
measures. The prevention of war depends on the decision of Russia ; Germany feels herself 
identified with France in the ardent desire that peace may be maintained, and has the firm hope 
that France will nse her inflaence in this sense at St. I’eteisbnrgh." 

I replied to this suggestion that Russia was moderate, that she bad not committed any act 
which allowed any doubt as to her moderatio»i, and that we were in agreement with her in seeking 
a peaceful solution of the dispute. It, therefore, apix ared to ns that Germany on her side ought 
to act at Vienna, where her action wou'd certainly b# effective, with a view to avoiding military 
operations leading to the occupiation of Servia. 

The Ambassador having observed to me that this could not be reconciled with the position taken 
up by Germany “ that the question concerned onlj* .Au-tria and Servia," I tt>ld him that the mediation 
at Vienna and St. Petersburgh could be the act of the four other Powers less interested in the 
question. 

Herr von Schoen then entrenched himself behind his laclf^of instmetions in this respect, and 1 
told him that in tfiese conditions I did not feel myself in a position to take any action at 
St. Petersburgh alone. 

The conversation ended by the renewed assurnnees of the Ambassador of the peaceful intention of 
Germany, whom he declared to be on this point idciitilied with France. '

Attbb the visit which he paid to the M inister at 6 o'clock in the afternoon, Baron von Schoen 
went this evening at 7 o'clock to the Lireetion J'o’tltque, to ask that in order to avoid the appearance 
in the newspapers of comments intended to influence public opinion, such as that in the £cho de Parit 
of the evening before, and in order to define exactly the sense of the dtm irehet of the German 
Government, a brief statement should be communicated to the press on tho interview between the 
German Ambassador and the Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

Herr von Schoen, in order to define what ho hud in his mind, suggested the following terms, 
which the Acting Political Director took down at bis dictation : " During the afternoon the German 
Ambassador, and the Minister for Foreign Affairs hail a fresh interview, in the course of which, in the 
most amiouhle spirit, acd acting in an identical spirit of peaceful co-operation {teniiment de tolidarit/ 
pf^eifigne), they examined the means which might be employed to maintain general peace." 

The Acting Political Director reph'ed at onco, ‘‘ Then, in your opinion, every thing is settled, and 
you bring us the ussuranoe that Austria accepts the Servian note or will enter into conversations with

M. Berthelot then said that to any simple mind Germany's attitude was inexplicable if it did 
not aim at war; a purely objeetive analysij of the facts and the psychology of the Austro-Oerman 
relations led logically to this conclusion. In the face of the repeated statement that Germany was 
ignorant of the contents of the Austrian note, it was no longer permissible to raise any doubt on that 
point; bat was it probable that Germiny would have arraved herself on the side of Anstiia in such 
an adventure ivjth hn- eyes Josed ? Did the psychology of all the past relations of Vienna and Berlin 
allow one to admit that Austria could have taken np a position without any possible retreat, before 
having weighed with her ally all the consequences of her unoomproinlsing altitude ? How surprising 
appealed the refusal by Germany to esercise mediating influence at Vienna, now that she knew the 
extraordinary text of the Austrian note I What responsibility was the tierman Guvernmeut assuming 
and what suspicions would rest upon them if they |)erii8ted ' in interposing between Austria and the 
Powers, after what might he called the absolute submission of Serviu, and when the slightest advice 
given by them to Vienna would put an end to the nightmare which weighed on Europe 1 

The i reaking off of diplomatic relations by Austria, her threats of war, and the mobilisation 
which she was uudo^^king make peculiarly urgent pacific action on the part of Germany, for from 
the day when Austriaiwroojw crossed the Servian frontier, one would be faced by an act which 
without doubt would oblige the ISt. Petersburgb Cabinet to intervene, and would risk the unloosing 
of a war wiiicb Germany declares that she wishes to\void. 

Herr von Schoen, who listetied smiling, once more affirmed that Germany had been ignorant 
of the text of the Austrian note,* and Inul only approved it after its delivery ; she thought, however, 
that Servia had need of a lesson severe enough for her not to be able to forget it, and that Austria 
owed it to herself to put an end to a situ ition which was dangerous and intolerable for a great Power, 
He declared besides that he did not know the text of the Servian reply, and showed his personal 
surprise that it had not satisfied Austria, if indeed it was such as the pajiers, which are often iil- 
informed, rejiresented it to be. 

He insisted again on Germany's peaceful intentions and gave his impressions as to the effect 
that might arise from good advice givoi^ for instance, at Vienna, by England in a friendly tone. 
According to him Austria was not nucoinprornising ;>what she rejects is the idea of a formal media¬ 
tion, the " spectre " of a conference : a peaceful word coining from St. Petersburgh, good words 
said in a conciliatory tone by the Powers of the Triple Entente, would have a chance of being well 
received. He added, finally, that he did not say tnatf Germany on her side would not give some advice 
at Vienna. 

In these conditions the Political Director announced that he would ask the Minister if it 
appeared to him opportune to eominunlcati to the press a short note in a moderate tone.'

Tub three steps taken by the German Ambasi-ador at Pari.s seem characteristic :—On Friday he 
reads a note in which the German Government categorically place themselves between Austiia^ and the 
Powers, approving the Austrian ultimatum to Servia, and adding that “ Germany warmly deeires that 
the dispute should remain localised, since any intervention of another party must through the play 
of its alliances provoke incalculable consequences ; ' (he second day, Saturday, the effect having been 
produced, and the Powers having, on account of the surprise, the shortness of the time-limit, and the 
risks of general war, advised Servia to yield, Herr v.ui Seboen retunis to minimise this step, pretimd- 
ing to be astonished at the impression ]irodnccd. and protests that intentions are attributed to 
Germany which she does not harbour, “ since," be s.i\s, ‘‘there wu.s neither concert before nor threat 
afterwards —the third day, Sunday, the result ha\ingbeeu obtained, since Servia has yielded, as one 
might almost say, to all the Austrian demands, the Herman Ambassador appea.s on two occasions to 
insist on Germany’s jicaceful intentions, ai.d on Itiuaupi desiie to co operate in the maintenance of 
peace, after having registered the Austrian sueecs-^ which closes the first phase of the crisis. 

The situation at the moment of writing remain.' disturbing, on account of the incomprehen’^ible 
refusal of Austria to accept Servia’s submission, of her operations of mobilisation and of her threats 
to invade Servia. The attitude taken up from (lu- beginning by the Austrian Government, with 
German supjwrt, her refusal to accept any cojTvei>ation with the P iwors, practically do not allow the 
latter to intervene effectively with Austria witl.nut the mediation of Germany. However, time 
presses, for if the Austrian army crosses the frontier it will^e very difficult to circumscribe the crisis, 
Russia not appearing to be able to tolerate the o' cupation of Servia after the latter has in reality 
submitted to the Austrian note, giving every satisfaction ai.d guarantee. Germany, from the very 
fact of the po'=ition taken up by her, i.s qualified (■• intervene effectively and be listened to at Viemia j 
if she does not do this she jin tides all suspicions ami assumes the responsibility for the war. 

The Powers, particu.arly Russia, France, and England, have by their urgent advice induced 
Belgrade to yield; they have thus fulfilled their part; now it is for Germany, who is alone 
able to gain a rapid hearing at Vienna, to give advice to Austria, who has obtained satisfaction and 
cannot, for a detail easy to adjust, bring about a gemral war. 

It is in these circumstances that the projiosal made by the Cabinet of London is put. forward 
M. Sazonof having said to the British Ambassadcr il at as a consequence of the B]qpal of Servia to 
the Powers, Russia would agree to stand aside, Sir Edward Grey has formulated the following 
suggestion to the Cabinets of Paris, Berlin and Bmiio: the French, German and Italian Amba.'-sadors 
at Ixindon would be iustructed to seek with .Sir Edward Grey a means of resolving the present 
difficulties, it being understood that during this conversation Russia, Austria, and Servia would abstain 
from all active military ojicrations Sir A. Isicolson has spoken of this suggestion to the German 
Aiuhassador, who showed himself favourable to it; it will be equally well leieived in Paris, and also 
at Rome, according to all probability. Here again it is Germany's turn to speak, and she has an 
opportunity to show her goodwill by other means than words. 

I would ask you to come to an undeistand.ng with your English colleague, and to support his 
pzoposal with the German Government in whatever form appears to you opportune.

The German Government have 
dim oonfidonco that tho French Government, 'With which they know that they are at one in the warm 
desire that £nro| ean peace should be able to faELaKintained, wdl use their whole influmies with the 
Cabinet of St. Petersburgh in a pacifio spirit." ^ ^ 

I have let you know the reply which has been given (a French demarche at St. Petersburgh ironld 
be misundorstood, and must have as corollary a Grnnan demarche at Vienna, or, failing that, mediation 
by the four less interested Powers in both capitals). 

Herr von Sohoen's letter is capable of different interpretations; the most probable is that it has 
for ita object, like bis d^marehe itself, an attempt to compromise France with Russia and, in case of 
fidlnxe, to throw the repooBibility for an evontual war on Russia and on France; dually, by pacido 
asaoratices which have not bew listened to, to maak military action by Ausitria in Servia intended to 
complete the sucoess of Austria. ^

By this action on tbe part of the Narodna Odhrana, carried ou in tfiS^most open manner and 
eneowaged by thp Servian Government, guerilla warfare was carried on agunst the Monarchy. In 
^his way tbe Subjects of tbe Monarchy were lei into treason against their country, and induced as 
Servian emissaries systematically to practise scorct attacks against tbe moans of defence of their 
country. 

This period of aggressive aspirations ended with tbe aunonneement of tbe Servian Government on 
tbe dlst March 1909, in which that Government annonneed tiia*-they were prepared to accept tbe 
new situation created in public law by the annexation of Bosnia-Herzegovina, and solemnly promised 
that they would do their best to maintain in future friendly and neighbourly relations with the 
Monarchy. 

With this declaration it might have been expected that the agitation, which constituted a sonrue of 
constant trouble to Austria Hungary, would be brought ib an end, and that means might have been 
found for an amicable rapprocAemeni between Scr\ia and the Monarchv- Deprived of the sapi)ort 
of the Servian Government, an<l combated by that Government in accordance with its engagements, 
the hostile propaganda could only have continued secretly, and would have been condemned to prompt 
destruction. On the other hand, the ties of language, race and culture existing between the Servian 
districts in the south of the Monarchy and Servia ought to bare resulted in the realisation of a task 
of oommon development inspired by mntaal friendship andjpatallel interest. 

However, these hopes have not been realised. AspiratiAs hostile to tbe Monarchy have continued: 
end, under the eyes of the Servian Government, who have done nothing to suppress this agit ition, 
the propaganda instituted against Austria ims only increased in extent and volume. Hatred 
l^pinst the Monarcliy has been fanned and has developed into an irreconcilable feeling. The Se^ian 
people alike by the old methods, which have been adapted to the sitnation, and by more tborongh 
methods, have been called “to an inevitible stni'Tgle of annihilation'” against Austria. Their secret 
. ramifications have been systematically spread towards tbe Slat domains in tbe south of tbe Monarchy, 
whose subjects have been incited to treason. 

Above all, this spirit has fonnd constant expression in tihe Servian press. 

^ Up to tbe present time, xo fewer than 81 newsijapew appearing in Servia* have bad to bo with- 
,,'!drawQ from postal circulation on account of their contents failing within the scope of the penal law. 
There is hardly a cl.snee protecting the sacred person of the Monarch and of tbe members of tlie 
lisperial Family or the integrity of the State that has not been violated by Servian papers la 
Atppendix I, will be found a few of tbe numerous instances occurring in the press, of ideas of the 
nature indicated above. 

Without entering into a detailed examtnatisn of His points of view of Servian public opinion, 
It is neoessaTy to note that the press has in spite of the formal recognition accorded by Servia, never 
Ssksed to eonsidel the titmcxation of Bosnia-Uerzcg''vina, both before and after the event, as a robbery 
against feervia for which repar.ition is due. This idea recurs not only in. tbe papers of 
IK^siMiteed views, bat also in the Samuprava, which is in ynch close touch with the Foreign Office at 
where this idea Bnds expression in hardly veiled terms.

ie the way in which this crime, which wag AtiJte foreign to territorial aspimtioos anlset tbk' 
Monarchy, has been exploited for the furtiieranoe of &is idea, and in which tho murder was nailed jzt 
the most explicit way as a glorious means towards the rmlieatlon of this liim, and one worthy to he 
imitated in the struggle. This sanctification of xnarder, as a weapon fully admissible in tl» etnig||lit 
against the Monarchy, reappears later in papers apealcwg of the attempt made by Jnkio against 
Royal Commissioner of Cujav. (Appendix I. (s).) . 

These newspapers, which are circulated not only in Servia, but also, as was ascertainei 1«t«, 
iUioitly in the Monarchy, by well'Organised secret methods, have awakened and kept alive this mood. * 
in the masses, a mood which has provided a froitful field for jthe misdeeds of the aasooiations hostils 
to the Monarchy. 


TheNarodna Odbrana has become the centre of the agitation carried on by the aseooiaflottS. The 
same persons who were at its bead at the time of the annexation still control it. They etill ix^ude 
the very violent oppon^g^ of the Monarchy mentioned above in the capacity of active and energetic 
organisers. Organised on a broad and far-reaching aoalo and governed by ahieraroby of officials (sesf 
Appendix II, " Org.inisation the Narodna OdbMpiih had soon acquired about 400 membeia who 
carried on a very active agitation. » %, 

Moiwver, the Narodna became closely allied with the " Shooting Federation " (762 societies), 
the Association of the Sokol, 2^a«a« (2,500 members), the Olympian Club, the Association of 

Horsemen, Mihajlo, the Society of Sportsmen and the League of Development, as well as 

numerons other associations, all of which, under the guidance and protection of the Narodna, work on 
the same lines. Becoming more and more closely intermingled, these associatioDS arrived at a com* 
plete amalgfamation in such a way that to-day they are only members of tho single body of the Nart dna. 
Thus the latter has set up all over Servia a very close network of agitation and has attracted to its 
principles all those who are receptive of its ideas. 

The official publications of this Society dlmolBSti^scte sufficiently clearly the policy of the Narodna. 

In its statutes, ostensibly those of a “ Development Society, *' concerning itself only with the 
spiritual ^d corporal improvement of the Servian population and its material progress, the Narodna 
di.<cl<'se8 in its deed of amalgamation [$ee Appendix DQ the true and single motive of its existence in 
that which it calls its “ reorganised programme. ** 


To preach to the Serviau people espmially ‘fthe sacred truth by fanatical and indefatigable work” 
under the pretence that the Monarchy wiskes to teke away Servia's liberty, her language, and even 
to destroy her that it is an unavoidable necessity to wage against Austria-Hungary, her first and 
greatest enemy, “ a war of destruction with rifle and cannon ” and “ by every means” to jwepare 
the people for this war for the liberation of the conquered territories in which seven millions of their 
brothers are subject to contumely and oppression. AH the efforts for progress of the Narodna ate 
exclusively concerned with this idea simply as a means for the organisation and edneation of the 
people, with a view to the struggle of annihilation that they foresee. 

All the aasooiations nffiliated to the Narodna work in the same spirit. The association of tite 
Sokol of Kragnjavac will serve as an example. (S«a Appendix III.) 

As in the oase of the Narodna, officers, professors and civil servants are at its head. 

The speech in which its President, Major Kovaoevic, opened the annual meeting of 1914 mad# 
absolutely no mention of physical training, which is the real object of the Sokol, and only spoke of 
prepara^on for War ” against a ‘'dangerous, heartless, and odious enemv invading us from the 
north, who robs millions of Servian brothers of their tiberties and rights, and keeps them in bondage 
and irons. . ~

Too foreign activity of the Narodna and its affiliated branches is particularly varied. 

^ ’ What is selatively the lass danoerons, because it c«n bo officially controlled, eonsits of lecture 
thnis undertaken by the influentiiu members of the Narodna in the south-western parts of the 
Monaruby, where they speak before various societies on national or educational subjects. These occasions 
give the speakers the opportunity of explaining the true aims of the association in the most receptive 
oireles of their adherents, in language more or less veiled, which is intelligible to those who are 
already am oomrant. 

Amongst these emissaries one of the best kuowu is Zivojin Dacic, Director of Government Printing 
Bstiffilishment, already alluded to; it wsis he who ou the 8th of August 1909 ‘fWued au appeal to the 
Servian people in which he hailed Austria "the enemy of Servia" and invited Serviato prepare herself 
for a war against the Monarchy. On nnmerous oceasions ho h:is undertaken tours of this nature. At 
Kariova, in 1912, he dung prudence to the winds and spoke of "the union of all the Serbs against 
the oomnion enemy." 

More dangerous are the relations formed by associations imbued with the spirit of the Narodna 
under the cloak of common interests and of culture, with aasoniations in the Monarchy ; for the res* 
peotiye envoys and corporate visits of these associations, which escape all control, are utilised by the 
Servian for all sorts of plots against the Monarchy. 

Thus, for instance, an envoy of the Narodna at the fftte of Serajevo in September 1912 {eee 
Appendix VI) bad the eSronte^ secretly to recruit Jlosnian adherents to his society. The sending of a 
representative of the Sokol of Kragujevac to this fdtc mu^ have meant for the brothers of Bosnia i 
“We have not forgotten you, the wings of the fa’con of Sumadija are still strong"—a thought 
which, to the initiated, will no doubt have found a quite different expression consonant with the aims of 
the Narodna explained above (Appendix III). As t> the events that take place at the meetings of the 
same kind in Servia, it is clear that they escape all control of the Boyal and Imperial authorities, 
who only possess ou this matter contidcntial iufonnation which is difficult to check. In this conneo* 
tion d'oubm must be raised reg-irding the visit o? .Vgram students to Servia (April 1912) who received 
from the Servians an official reception of au almost military ^aracter, accompanied even by a parade 
and by a review of troops in their bononr, and that in a manner so suggestive that the association of 
the Sokol of Kragujevac could say, "This event marks the buttoning and the key of a great deed 
which must find its accomplishment in the near future; it is a g^rm which will ripen when., the 
•onl of the people bursts its oouuds until there is no barrier that has not been destroyed." 

It is only recently that it has come to the knowledge of the Austro-Hangarian authorities that 
tiie associations of the Servian Sokols have succeciled in making arrangments with some similar societies 
of the Monarchy to establish a connection with th<nn which is up io the pre.sent secret, and the 
.eharaoter of which is not yet quite clear ; for the information on this point is still being collected. 
I7p to the present, however, the information obtain<-d admits of the conclusion that traces L ave been 
discovered of one of the ways by which the subversive aims of the Servian Sokols have seduced and 
Isd astray certain groups of persons in the Monarchy. 

This propaganda among circles so very different assumes minor importance if it is compared 
With that of the “foreign work " which is condui ted by the Narodna and its friends in the form of 
a pdnpoal agitation among individuals. It is in this field that the most melancholy results are shown.

The imperial and Royal Qovamm^t has been informed, for a long time past, oonfidentilly, ^jit

The criminal prooeedinffs taken in I'JIS by the Connoil of War at Serajevo against Jovo Jallioio , < 
and his associates for espionage, confirm this oonKdeintial infotmation. As at the time of its foond*i‘ 
ation, tiie preiiaration for war by armed bands still figures in the programme of the Narodna, to whiidx 
must now further be added a complete service of espi ‘nage. It is for this reason that the programme 
of the Narodna, described os "reorganised " is is rmity, an ettended programmo. Acte of terrorism 
must finally result from an atmosphere of hatred winch hi publicly and secretly provoked, and ^m an 
agitation wbioh evad^Vll responsibility, and in order to bring them about, all means are to be 
regarded as good in the struggle against Austria ht/^^ug even, without any sense of shame, oommCKa 
acts of murder.

On tbe 8tb of June 1912, a man named Jukic shot at von Cuvaj, the Royal Commissioner at 
Agram with the result that Councillor von Herwio, who was seated in the same carriage, was mortally 
woonded; in his flight he killed a policeman who mllowed him and he wounded two others. 

From the subsequent investigation it appeared that Jokic was saturated with tbe ideas and plans 
of the Narodna, and that, although Jnkic had for some time past been devoting himself to oriminal 
schemes, these schemes were only matured after ho hid made an exenrsion to Belgrade, together with 
the Agr^m studeuts, for the cmebrations prepared in honour of these visitors on tue IStb April 1912 ; 
that J <ikic entered into relations with several neo{de belonging to the Narodna with whom he had 
had political diseussioos. A few days afterwards he retcurued to Belgrade, and th»re he received /rest a 
Servian Major a bomb and from afrietid a Broteming pitiol, with which he carried out his mrime. 
The bomb found at Agram came, according to experts, from a military arsenal. 

Jukic's attempt bad not yet been forgotten, when^n the 18th Angast 1913, Stephan Dojeic, who 
had returned from America to Agram, made an attempt on the life of the Royal Commissioner, Baron 
Skerlecz, an attempt which was the outcome of action organised by tbe Servians am<)ng thesouthern 
SUvB living in America, and which was thf* work of the foreign propaganda of the Narodna, 

A pamphlet by the Servian, T Dimitrijevitoh, printed in Chicago, with its unbri-iled attacki 
against His imperial and Royal Maje-<ty, and its a{peal to tbe Servians of the Monarchy with refetenoe 
to tbeir impending ' d~;liverance,''’ and urging (hem to enter Servia, demonstrates tbe oorreepondenee 
between the propagmJa carried out nachecked by the Servians in America and that carried on from 
Servia in the territory of tbe Monarchy. 

And again, scarcely a year afterwards, Agram was the scene of a new outrage^. this fiowi 
nnauccessf ul. 

On the 20tb May 1918, Jacob Schaffer made an attempt at the Agram theatre on the life of the 
Ban, Freiherr von Skerlecz, an attempt which was frnstrat^ at the la^t moment by a policeman. The. 
subsequent invescigatiun revealed the existence of a plot inspired by Rudolf Uercigouja. From Hte 
depositions of tbe latter and his five aucomulieea, it is manifest that this crime also orisdiutted in 
Servia. 


Having taken part in an nnsnccessful attempt to liberate Jukic, Hercigonja fled to Servia (Octobei 
191-2), where together, with his accomplice M..roj«Bi <Iskoie he was seen in company with roMttodyto 
and members of the Narodna. As frequently to^xpeos when unmatnre minds'iionoem themstlvos to*> 

early with political quustions, these meetings him the worst possible result. Hercigonja returned bttow 
impressed by (.he dogma of Belgrade, that thn 8H*v areas in the south of the Monarchy should .te 
sepsrated from it and re united to the Servian kiafidom. He had further been persosided by .ihe 
teaebisgs of his frieuds that this object should bs'pmsned by means of attempts on the litto 
pCTSons bolding high otfioe in the Monarchy. 

This is tbe spirit in which. Hercigonja influenoed his frionds at Agrum and converted lAott to 
his ideas. Foremost among his pjans was the caayiltf out of tat sttonpt on the lito of the heir tO thi 
throne.

It if nfltewortbjr that tbe Narodna limits itself in tbi« waj to pneitinf, and where tbe incitement 
bad l^ien bb fertile soil^ to ftromdmg meant of material at»i»ta%e», bnfc that it has oontided al tbe 
ditjwtf wpons |iart in this active propaganda exclusively to tbe yonth of the Monarchy, which has 
bera f\oited and oorrapted by tbit organisation^ wuich alone ought to bear the burden of this pitiful 
** hfjNdsm/* 


All tiie oharaeteristics of this procedure are found in the history and origin of the profoundly 
regrettable outrage of tbe 2bth Jane. 

Frincip ai\d flrabez are examples of those young men who have been poisoned from their school 
days by tbe dootrine* of tho Narodna. At Belgrade, where he consorted with students imbued with 
tbeAe ideas, Princip busuHl himself with criminal jilans ageiust tbe hereditary Arceduke (against whom 
waa dtr^tod the particularly rancorous hatred of the elements hostile to the Monarchy), when he made 
his tour in the annexed territories. 

He became friendly with Kabrinovitch, who mingled with the same associates, and whose 
raidioal|T revolutionary opinions, as he himself aduiiis, inspired him with the same sense of hostility 
to the Monarchy, and brought him iuto the active pro[)agaii^. But however c|j^uUy this plot might 
have been prepared, and hiuvever determined the eonspirators may have been, the attempt would 
nevertheless net have been carried out if p<*opl- bad not been found, as in the cose of Jo^c, 
to provide for the conspirators means of cotnmitting tbmr crime ; for as Briucip and Kabrinovitch 
have expressly admitted, they lack the necessary aruig as well as money to purchase them. It is 
interesting to see where the conspirators procured their arms. MiUn Pribicevie and Zivogin 
Dacic, the two principal men in the Narodna, wer. the first to whom the conspirators turned as to 
a sure source of help iu their need, doubtless bciause it bad already bec-ome a tiudition among 
those ready to commit crimes that they could obtain from the members of the Narodna 
instruments for muider The fortuitous cirouni'-t.uice that these two men were not at Belgrade at 
the critical moment doubtless frustrated this plan ; iit>wever, Princip and Kabrinovitch bad no difficulty 
in finding other help, that of Milan Oigan>vic, an ex-oomitadji, and now a lailway official at 
Belgrade and member of the Narodna. '1 he latter and 1^ friend Major Voja Tankosic, who has 
already been mentioned, and was also one of the heads of the Narodna, and who iu l9Ub was the 
bead of the school of armed bands of Kuprija (Apjiei.dix V), now appear as the moving spirits in 
tbe plot. They had only one doubt, and that but a ilccting one, namely, whether the three conspirators 
were really resolved to commit this act, hut this d-subt soon disappeared, thanks to their own suggt-s- 
tioos. Thenceforward, they wore ready to give every assistance. Tankosic procured four Browniug 
pistols and ammunition, and money for the jouiucy. Six band grenades from the Servian army 
completed tbe armament, a fact which recalls the ci-c of JuJ^c. Anxious to be successful, Tankosic 
obtained shooting lessons for them, but Tankosic .md Ctganovic were further anxious to insure secrecy 
for tbe plot by special means scarcely desired by tb • d-<sassias. They, therefore, suborned Zian Kali, 
pointing out that the two culprits miut commit "uicide after the oiime, a precaution which was to 
M specially advantageous to them because sei'recy would relieve them of tbe slight danger which the}' 
themselves were incurring in this enterprise i»ire death for vtctimt of their eormption, perfect 
eeearttp for ikemtelvet, tuck m the motto, at it non known, of the Narodna. 

In order to render the execution of the crime possible, it was necessary that the ai'ins and the 
bombs should arrive in Bosnia by nnderhaud met hods and without being perceived There again 
Ciganovio gave all the assistance in his [lower ; he evplained to the conspirators tbe route which had 
been agreeT npon, and ussnred them that the bervian cnldoms antborities would help them. The 
way in which this journey, described by i’rinci]) as “ mysterions,^' was organised and carried out 
flan leave no doubt but i lat this route was a seort-i route prepared in advance and already often used 
for the secret designs of the Narodna. Witn a simplioi^ and assorauce which conJd only resnit 
froiB long habit, the frontier guards at Sabak and Losmuca lent their administrative organisation

Thb Anstriaa Minister at Belgrade has retomed to Vienna and presented the text el the 

SeETuux reply- 

A spirit of insincerity pervades the whole of this reply; it makes it clear that the 9erir}aii 
GoTemnfient have no serions intention of putting an end to the culpable toleration which has giTSn 
rise to the anti-Austrian intrigues. 1116 Servian reply contains such restriutions and limitations not 
only with regard to the principle of the Austro-Hang<urian demarche, but also with regard to the olaiins 
advanced by Austria^ that the concessions which are made are without importance. 

In particular, under an empty pretext, there is a refusal to accept the participation of the Austo>- 
Hungarian officials in the prosecution of the authors of the crimes who are resident in Servism 
territory. 

In the same wav, the Servian reply to the Austrian demand that the hostile intrigues of the preas 
should be suppressed, amounts to a refusal. 

The demand with regard to the measures to be taken to prevent associations hostile to Ansttria^ 
Hungary from continigdlg thnir activity under another name and form after their dissolution^ has not 
even been considered. . 

Inasmuch as these claims constitute the minitbam regarded as necessary for the re-establishment 
of a permanent peace in' the sonth-east of the monaiohy, the Servian reply is considered to be 
insufficient. 

That the Servian Government is aware of this, appears from the fact that they contemplate the 
settlement of the dispute by arbitration, and also from the fact that on the day on which their reply 
was due and before it was in fact submitted, they gave orders for mobilisation.

I HWB received from Copenhagen your telegram summarising the events of Saturday ; the 
telegram describing the last visit of toe German Ambassador; that rriating to the mediation whiuh 
Russia advises Servia to ask fdr and ^o the English dAmarehet at Berlin, as well as your telegram 
received this morning directly thtungh the Eiffel Tower. 

I fully approve the reply which you made to Baron von Schoen; the proposition which you 
maintained is self-evident; in the search 'or a peaceful solution of the dispute, we are fully in 
agreement with Russia, who is not responsible for the present situation, and has not taken any 
measure whatever which could arouse the least snspioton; but it is plain that Germany on her aide 
would find it difficult to refuse to give advice to the Austro-Hungarian Government, whose action 
has provoked the criris. 

We most now continue to use the same language to the German Ambassador. Besides, thia 
advice is in harmony with the two English proposals mentioned in your telegram. 1 mxtirely 
arorove the oombinatiou suggested by Sir E. Grey, and 1 am myself requesting M Paul Cambon to 
inform him of this It is essential that it should be known at Berlin and at Vienna that oar full 
concurrence is given to the efforts which the British CKivemment is making with a view to seeking a 
solution of the Austro-Servian dispute. The action of the four leas interested Powers oannot, for the 
reasons given above, be exerted only at Vienna and St. Petersburg. In moposing to exert it also 
at Belgrade, which means, in fact, between Vienna and Belgrade, Sir £. Grey grasps the logio of the 
situation ; bad, in not excluding St. Petersburg, the offers on the other hand to Germany, * method 
of withdrawing with perfect dignity from the tUmarehe by wbioh the German Govmmmeijtt have 
caused it to be known at Paris and at London that the affair was looked upon by them as pondy 
Anstro-Serv'an and without any general character. 

Please communicate the presimt telegram to our represeatativee with the great Powen and to ear

I HAvB had another visit from the Gorman Ambsssador this morning; he told me that he had no 
oommnnioation or official proposal to make to me. but that he came, a$ on the evening before, to talk 
over the silnation and the methods to be employed to .-tvoid action which would be irrejjarable. When 
1 asked him ubout Austiia’s iotentions, he declared that he did not know them, and was ignorant of 
the iiatuie of the means of coercion which she was preparing. 

Germany, according to Baron von Schoen, only asks that she may act with France for the 
maintenance of peace. Upon my observing to him that a proposal for mediation by the four Powers 
to which we had acihered, and which had obtained ass''nt in principle from Italy and Germany, had 
been put forward by England, th i Ambassador said tint the German Govern nent really only asked to 
associate themselves with the action of the Powers, provided that that action did not take the form 
of arbitration or a conference, which had been rejeeb'd bjeAnstria, 

I replied that, if it was the expression only which was an obstacle to the Anstrian Government, 
the object might be attained by other means ; the German Government are in a good position to 
ask Austria to allow the Powers time to intervene,iind find a means of conciliation. 

Baron von Schoen then observed to me that he had no instructions, and only knew that 
Germany refused to exercise any pressure on Anstria, who does not wish for a conference. He accuses 
the Freoeh papers of attributing to Germany an attitude whj^h she has not taken up, alleging that 
she is urging Austria on ; doubtless she approves Ausfria’s attitude, but she bad no knowledge of the 
Anstrian note ; she did not see her way to check her too abruptly, for Austria must have guarantees 
against the proceedings of the Serbs.

The second used language similar to 
that of Baron von Schoen at Paris He emphasised the value of moderating action by Great Britain at 
St. PeterabuTg. Sir Edward Grey rejilied that Eussia had shown herself very moderate from the begin¬ 
ning of the crisis, especially in her advice to the Servian Government, and that he would find it very 
einb^arrassing.to give her pacific advice. He added tbat'it was at Vienna that it was necessary to act 
and that Germany’s help was indispensable. 

On the other hand, the British Ambassador at St. Petersburg has telegraphed that M. Sazonof 
had m.ide a proposal to tiie Austrian Amb-issador for a conversation on the Servian business. This 
information has been confirmed by the British Ambassador at Vienna, who has sent the information 
that the first interv iew between the Kussian Minister for Foreign Affairs and Count Szlipiry had 
produced a good effect at the Ballplatz. 

Sir Edward Grey and Sir Arthur Nicoison told me that, if an agreement could be brought about 
by direct discus.>.ion between St. Petersburg and Vienna, it would be a matter for congratulation, 
but they raised some doubts as to the success of M. Sazonof’s attempt. 

When Sir George Buchanan asked M. Sazonof about the eventual meeting at London of a 
conference of representatives of Great Britain, France, Germany and Italy, to seek a solution for the 
present sitnaiion, the latter replied " that be had h&gxxn ptmrparlers with the .Austrian Ambassador 
under Londitiens which he hoped were favourable j that, however, he had not yet received any reply 
to his proposal for the revision of the Servian note by the two Cabinets.” If direct explanations 
•wit h the Cabinet of ^Pflmna are impracticibl ' M. Sazonof declares himself ready to aecept the English 
proposals or any other of such a nature as to bring about a favour.ihle issue of the dispute. 

Jii any case, at a moment when the least delay might have serious consequences, it would be very 
desi ahlc that these direct negotiations should be carried on in such a way as not to hamper Sir 
E. Grey 's action, and not to furnish Austria with a pretext for slipping out of the friendly interven¬ 
tion of tiie four Power.s. 

The British Ambassador at Berlin having made a determined effort to obtain Herr von Jagow’s 
adherence to Sir E. Grey’s suggestion, the German Minister for Foregn Affairs replic<l that it was 
boit to await the result of the couvorsation whiclr had been begun between St Petersburg and 
Vienna. Sir E. Grey has, in consequence, directed Sir E. Go'chen to suspend his demnrehe for the 
moment. In addition, the news that Austria bus just oflieialJy declared wnJ' agaiu'^t Servia, open.s a 
new phase of the question. _

M. Sazoxof’p conversation with Count Sz&pAry was brought to the knowledge of Herr von Jagow 
by the Russian Cbatge d Affaires. The Secretary of State told him that in agreement with tbe 
remarks of the (Jenn.in Amhas-ador in Russia, since the Austrian Government did not refuse to con¬ 
tinue their conver ations with the Russian (Government after the expiry of the ultimatum, there was 
ground for hope that Count Berebtold on his side might be able to converse with M. Schebeko, and 
that it might lie {w-siblc to find an issue from the present difficulties. The Russian Charge d’Affaires 
takes a favourable view of this state of mind, which correspotuls to Herr von Jagow’s desire to see 
Vienna and St. Petersburg enter into direct relations and to n lciisc Germany. There is ground, 
however, for asking wbetlier Austria is not seeking to gain time to make her piej>ara'i.ion.s. 

To-dav T gave my support to themade by my British colleague with the Secretary of 
State- The l itter re])Ued to me, as he did to Sir Edward Go.schen, that it was impossible for him to 
accept the idea of a kind of conference .at London between tlie Amliassadors of the four I’owers, and 
that it would be nece-sary to give another form to the English sugge-tion to juoenre its realisation. 
I laid stress npm the danger of delay, wh'ch might bring on w'ar, atnl ask-d him if he wished for war. 
He protested and added thit direct convers.itions between Vienna and St. Petersburg were in progress, 
ami tfiat from now on he expectad a favourable result. 

Tbe Briti-ih and Italiau Arnbas<nd rs came to see me this morning together, to talk over with me 
the conversation which tliey had bad with Herr von Jagow yesterday on the subject of Sir Edward Grey’s 
proyiosal. To sum up the Secretary of State used tbe same language to th“m as to me ; aticeyjting in 
prinr iple the idea of joining in a demarche with England, Italy, and ourselves, hut rejecting any idea 
of a conference. 

My colleagues and I thought that this was only a question of form, and tbe British Ambassador 
is going to suggest to his Government that they should change tho wording of their pioposal, which 
might take the character of a diplom tic demarche at Vienna and St. Petersburg. 

In consequence of the rejiugnance shown by Herr von Jagow to anv demarche at Vienna, Sir 
Edward Grey c< uld put him in a dilemma, by asking him to state himself precisely how diplomatic 
action by the Powers to avoid war could be brought about. 

We ought to associate ourselves with every effort in favour of peace compatible with our engage- 
mento towards our ally ; but to place the responsibility in the proper quarter, we must take care to ask 
Germany to state precisely what she wishes.

The Gherman Qovernment thinka that Ruasia 
ahonld be content with the official and formal aeaurances given by Austria, to ttie effect that ahe doea 
not aeek territorial aggrandiaement and that she will respect the integrity of Serviaj in these oironm* 
stances the danger m war can only come from Rnasia, if she seeks to intarvene in a question which is 
well defined. In the?e circumstances any action for the maintenance of peace must therefore take 
place at St. Petershurgh alone. 

Ihis sophism, which would relieve Germany from intervening at Vienna, has been maintained 
unsuccessfully at Paris by Herr von Sohoeu, who has vainly endeavoured to draw us into identical 
Franco-German action at St. Petershurgh; it has been also expounded in London to Sir E. Grey. In 
Prance, as in England, a reply was given that the St. Petershurgh Cabinet have, from the begin' 
ning, given the greatest pi-oofs of their moderation, especially bjr associating themselves with the Powers 
in advising Seivia to yield to the requirements of the Austrian note. Russia does not therefore in 
any way threaten peace; it is at Vienna that action must be taken ; it is from there that the danger' 
will come, from the moment that they refuse to bo content with the almost complete submission 
of Servia to exorbitant demands ; that they refuse to accept the co-oporation of the Powers in the 
disoussion of the points which remain to be arranged between Austria and Servia; and, finally, 
that they do not hesitate to make a declaration of war as precipitate os the original Austro-Hungarian 
note. avr 

The attitude at Berlin, as at Vienna, is still dilatory. In the former capital, while protesting 
that the Germans ilesire to safeguard general pftaoe by common action between the four Powers, the 
idea of a confereoce is r&jected without any other expedient being suggested, and while they refuse 
to take any positive action at Vienna. In the Austrian capital they would like to keep St. Petershurgh 
in play with the illusion of an entente which might result from direct conversations, while they are 
taking action against Servia. 

In these circumstances it seems essential that the St P ^tersburgli (Jabinet, whose desire to 
unravel this crisis peacefully is manifest, should immediately give their adherenco to the English 
p.opoial. This proposal must be strongly supported at Berlin in order to decide Herr von Jagow to 
take real action at Vienna capable oi stopping Austria and preventing her from supplementing her 
diplomatic advantage by military successes. The Austro-Hungarian Government would, indeed, not be 
slow to take advantage of it in order to impose on Servia, under the elastic expression of “gua¬ 
rantees,'''’ conditions which, in spite of all assurances that no territorial aggrandisement was being 
sought, would in effect modify the status of Eastern Europe, and would run the risk of gravely com¬ 
promising the general peaoe either at once or in tbe^near future.

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I aeked Herr von Jagow if he had at last rsoeived the Servian reply to Anstria and what he 
thought of it. He replied that h^t saw in it a basis for possible nr^gotiation. I added that it waa 
^ust on that account that I considered the rupture by Austria^ after she had received such a document, 
inexplicable. 

The Secretary of Stite then remarked that with Eastern nations one could never obtain sufficient 
guarantees, and that Austria wished to be able to supeivise the c irrying out of promises made to her, 
a supervision which Servia refused. This, in the eyes of.the Secretary or State, is the cardinal point 
I answered Herr von .Jagaw tliat Servia, as she wished to remain independent, was bound to reject 
the control of a single Power, but that an International Commission would not have the same character. 
The Balkan States liavo more than one, for instance the Financial Commission at Athens. One could 
imagine, I said, for instance, among other combinations, a Provisional International Commission, 
charged with the duty of controlling the police inquiry demiuded by Austria; it was clear, by this 
instance, that the reply of Servia opened the door to conversations and did not justify a rupture. 

I then asked th'“ Secretary of State if, leaving aside direct conversations between Vienna and 
St. Petersburgh to which Sir. E. Grey had given his adherence, be did not think that common 
action could be c,\ercis'd by the four Powers by means of their Ambass idors He answered in the 
affirm.ative, adding that at this moment the London Cabinet were coutining themselves to exercising 
their influence in supiiort of direct conversations. 

4t the end of the afternoon the Imperial Chancellor asked the British Ambassador to come and 
see him lie spok ’ tex^u of the proposal of Sir E. Grey for the meeting of u conference ; he told 
him that he h id not he'.n able to accept a proposal which seem ’d lo impose the authority of the 
Powers on Austri i; ho assured ray colleague of his ifneere desire for peace and of the efiorts he was 
making to that effect at Vienna but h-* add’^d that Russia was alone able to maintsin peace or let 
loose war. 

Sir E. Goschen answered that h-’ did not agree, and that if war broke out Austria would be

Ambassador j ~ 

" The Germ.an ' Government ar ■ still eontinuine their efforts to obtain the consent of the Aottrlan 
Gdvemment to a friendly conversation which would give the latter an opportimity of stating exactly 
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the^objeot aud extent of the operations in Servia. The Berlin Cabinet hope to receive declarations 
whioh will be of a kind to lattsfy Rnaeia. The German efforts are in no way impeded by the declara¬ 
tion of war whioh ha^j occorrad." A similar communication will be made at Bt. Petersburgh. 

Daring the coarse of a conversation which I had this morning with Baron Von Schoen, the latter 
stated to me that the German Government did not know what the intentions of Vienna were. When 
Berlin knows how far Austria wishes to go, there will he a bjsis of discassion which will mike con¬ 
versations with a view to intervention easier. 

When I observed that the military operations which h«i been begun would not perhaps allow 
any time for conversation, and th it the German G »vornm<mt ought to use their influenoc at Vi enna 
to delay them, the Ambassador answered that. B.-rlin could not exercise any pressure, but tb it he hoped 
that the operations would not be pushed forward very actively.

M. Isvoi.HKY came to mr‘by order of his Government to communicate a telegram addressed by 
M. Saxonof to Berlin. It appears from this inform iiion that, in consequence of the declaration of war 
by Austria-Hungary on Servia, the measures of mobilisation already taken with regard to the largest 
part of the Austro-Hungarian aimy, and finally the refusal of Count Berchtold to continue negotia¬ 
tions between Vienna and St. Fetersburgh, Russia h id decided to mobilise in the provinces of Odessa, 
Kieft Moscow and Kazan. While informing the German Government to this effect, the Russian 
Ambassador at Berlin was instruotwl to add that tlie..ie military precautions were not in any way 
directed against Germany, and also did not imply aggressive measures against Austria-Hungary ; 
furthermore the Russian Ambassador at Vienna bad not been recalled. 

The KiiBsian .\mbassador also gave me the substance of two telegrams addressed to London by 
M. Sazonof: the first, after pointing out that the de. larawon of war on Servia put an end to the con¬ 
versations of the Russian Mini-ter with the Austrian .\mba88ador, ask^d England to exercise her influenc'*, 
as quickly as pmssible, with a view to mediation ami to the immediate cessation of Austrian military 
operations (the continuition of w'hieh gave A*istri;i«time to crush Servia while medi ition was drag¬ 
ging On) ; the second communicated the impression received by M. Sazonof from his conversations 
with the German Ambassador that Gerin.any favofltB Austria's uncompromising attitude and is not 
exercising any influence on her.

Thk Minister for Foreign Affairs has boon ollicially informed by the Russian Ambassador that 
his Government, in consequence of the declaraiion of war by Austria on Serv’i and of the measures 
of mobilisation which were from this moment b.nng taken by Austria, had given the order to mobilise 
in the districts of Kieff, Odessa, Moscow and Ka/au. He added that this step bid no aggressive 
character against Germany, and that the Russian .Viabassador at Vienna had not be i recalled. 

In speaking of this communication the Marquis di San Giuliano told me that nnfortanately 
tiiDughont this affair Austria and Germany bad been, and were still, convinced that Russia would 
not move. In this connection he read to me a deapatcb from M. Bollati reporting an interview 
which he had had yesterday with Herr von Jagow, in whioh the latter had again repeated to him 
that he did not think that Russia would move He based this-belief on the fact that the Russian 
Government bad just sent an agent to Berlin to treat about some financial questions. The Austrian 
Ambasrador at Berlin also told his English colleagu'' that he did not b'‘lieve in a general war, since 
Russia was not in the mood or in the condition to make war. 

The Marquis di San Gialiano does not share this opinion. He thinks that if Austria contents 
herself with humiliating Servia and with exacting, besides the acceptance of the note, some material 
advantages which do not involve her territory, Rin-sia can still find some means of coming to an agree¬ 
ment with her. But if Austria wishes either to dismember Servia or to destroy her as an independent 
State, bethinks that it would be impossible for Russia not to intervene by military measures 
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In spite of the extreine gravity of the Bitnatioo, the Minister for Foreign Affisirs does^not seem 
to me to despair of the possibility of an agreement. He thinks that England can still exercise a grMi 
deal of influence in Berlin in the direction of peace. He bad yesterday, he told me, a long conversatjon 
with the British Ambassador, Sir 11. Bodd, in order to show him to what extent English interaction 
might he effective. He said to me in conclusion, “ If your Government are of the same opinion, 
they oonld on their side make representations to this effect in London.'^ ^

In his interview to-day with m\ Geraan colleague. Sir E Grey observed that, the overtures of 
M. Sazonof for direct conversations between Russia and Austria not having been accepted at Vienna 
it would be well to return to hie proposal of friendly intervention by the four Powers which are not 
directly interested. This suggestion has been accepted in principle by the German Government, but 
they have objected to the ideii of a conference or of mediation. The Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs has invited Prince Lichnowsky to ask his Government that they should themselves propose a 
new formula. Whatever it may be, if it admits of the maintenance of peace, it will be accepted by 
England, France and Italy. 

The German Ambassador was to have forwarded Sir E. Grey’.s request to Berlin immediately. In 
g^iving me an account of this conversation the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs addeo that 
Germany's reply to this communication and to that of Russia concerning the mobilisation of four army 
corps on the Austrian frontier would allow us to realise the intentions of the German Government. My 
German colleague having asked Sir E. Grey what the intentions of the British Government were, the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs repli^ that he had nothing to state for the present. 

Sir E Grey did not disguise the fact that ha found the situation every grave and that he had 
little hope of a peaceful solution.

M. IsvoLs&Y came to-night to tcdl me that the German Ambassador has notitied M. Sazouof of 
the decision of his Government to mobilise the army if Russia does not cease her military preparations. 

The Minister for For*"igu Affairs of the Tsar points out that these preparations were only com¬ 
menced after Austria h id mobilised eight army corps and had refused to arrange peacefully her differ¬ 
ences with Servia. M. Sazonof declares that in tuese circumstances Russia can only expedite her 
arming and consider war as imminent, that she counts on the help of France as an ally, and that she 
considers it desirable that England should join Russia aud France without loss of time. 

France is resolved to fulfil all the obligations of her alliance. 

She will not neglect, however, any effort towards a solution of the conflict in the interests of 
nniversul peace. The conversation entered into ijctweon the Powers which are less directly interested 
still allows of the hoi)e that peace may be preserved ; I therefore think it would be well that, in taking 
any precautionary measures of defence which Ras^ia thinks must go on, she should not immediately 
take any step which may offer to Germany a pretext for a total or partial mobilisation of her forces. 

Yesterday in the late afternoon the German Ambassador came and spoke to me of the military 
measures which the Government of the Republic were t^dng, adding that France was able to act in 
this way, but that in tiermauy preparations could not be secret and that French opinion should not 
be alarmed if Germany decided on them. 

I answered that the French Government bad not taken any step which could give their neigh¬ 
bours any cause for di 84 aietude, and that their wish to lend themselves to any negotiations for the 
purpose of maintaining peaoe could not be doubted.

In spite of the communication made yesterday by the Russian Ambassador to several of bis 
colleagues, among them the German Ambassador, with reference to the partial mobilisation in his 
country, the Vienna press refrained from publishing the news. This enforced silence has just been 
explained at an interview of great importance between M. Schebeko and Count Berchtold, who 
examined at length the present formidable difilcultiet with equal readintss to apply to them mutually 
acceptable solutions. 

M. Schebeko explained that the only obiect of the military preparations on the Russian side 
was t*) reply to those made by Austria, and to iudioate the intention and the right of the Tsar to 
formulate his views on the scLtlement of the Servian question. The stci* towards mobilisation taken 
in Galicia, answered Count Berchtold, have no aggressive intention and are only directed towards 
maintaining the sitimtion as it stands. On both sides endeavours will be made to prevent these 
measures ^m being interpreted as signs of hostility. > 

With a view to settling the Austro-Servian dispute it was agreed that fourparlert should he 
resumed at St. Petersburg between M. Sazonof and Connt Sz&p&ry; they had only been intermpted 
owing to a misunderstanding, as Count Berchtold thought that the Russian Minister for Potwgn 
Affairs claimed that the Austrian representative should bo ^iven powers which would allow him to 
modify the terms of the Austrian ultimatum. Count Szipkry will only b" authorised to discuss what 
settlement would be compatible with the dignity and prestige for which both Empires had equal 
concern. * 

It would therefore for the moment be in this direct form, and only between the two most 
interested Powers, that the discaision which Sir Edward Grey proposed to entrust to the four 
Powers not directly inh'rested would take place. 

Sir M. de Bunsen who was with me, at once declared to M. Schebeko that the Foreign Office 
would entirely approve of this new procedure, t.epeating the statement be made at the Ballptatz, the 
Bnseian Ambassador staled that his Government wonm take a much broader view than was generally 
supposed of the demands of the Monarchy; M. Schebeko did everything to convince Count Jtterchtpla 
of the iincerity of Russia’s desire to arrive at an agreement which would be aoceptabie to tho t#o 
Empires.

Hmn TON JAOOvr telephooed to me at 2 o’clock that the news of the German mobilisation which 
had spread an honr before was false, and a<!kcd me to inform yon of this urgently ; the Imperial Go7> 
emment is oorifiscating the extra editions of the papers which announced it. But neither this com* 
manioatioo nor these steps diminish my apprehension with regard to the plans of Germany. 

It seems oertain that the Extraordinary Council held yesterday evening at Potsdam with|the 
military autboritiss under the presidency of the Emperor decided on mobilisation, and this explains the 
preparation of the sjtecial edition of the Lokal Ameiger, but that from various causes (the declaration 
of England that she reserved her entire liberty of action, the exchange of telegrams between the Tsar 
and William II.) the serious measures which had been decided upon were suspended. 

One of the Ambassadors with whom I have very close relations saw Herr von Zimmermann at 
& o’clock. According to the Under-Secretary of State the military authorities are very anxious that 
mobilisation should be ordered, because every delay makes Germany lose some of her advanta^s. 
Nevertheleas up to the present the baste of the (joneral Staff, which sees war in mobilisation, bad 
been successfully prevented. In any case mibilisation may be decided upon ati9Iiy moment. I do not 
know who has issued in the "Local Anteiger, a paper which is usually semi-oificial, premature news 
oalonlated to cause excitement in France. 

Farther, I have the strongest reasons to believe that all the measures for mobilisation which can 
be taken before the publication of the general order of mobilisation have already been taken here, and 
that they are anxious here to make us publish our mobilisation first in order to attribute the responsibi* 
lity to us.

Plxask inform Sir E. Grey of the following facts concerning French and German militarv 
preparations. England will see from this that if France is resolved, it is not she who is taking, 
aggressive steps. 

You will direct the attention of Sir E. Grey to the deo^ion taken by the Council of Ministers 
this morning; although Germany bas made her covering dispositions a few hundred metres from the 
froutier along the whole front from Luxemburg to th'' Vosges, and bas transported her covering troops 
to their war positions, we have kept our troops ten kilometres from the frontier and forbidden them to 
approach nearer. 

Our plan, conceived in the spirit of the offensive, provided, however, that the fighting positions of 
onr covering troops should be as near to the frontier as possible. By leaving a strip of territory 
undefended against sudden aggression of the enemy, the Government of the Republic hopes to prove 
that France does not bear, any more than Russia, the responsibility for the attack. 

In order to be convinced of this it is sunicieDt lo compare the steps taken on the two sides of 
ourfn ntler; in France, soldiers who were on leave were not recalled until we were certain that 
Germany h^ done so five days before. 

In Germany, not only have the garrison treojis of Metx been pushed up to the frontier, but they 
have been reinforced by units transported by train from g^risons of tbe interior such as Treves or 
Cologne; nothing like this has been done iu France. 

Tbe arming of positions on tbe frontier (cle.iring of trees, placing of armament, construction 
of batteries and protewtion of railway junctions) wms; begun in Germany on Saturday, the £5th ; with 
xis it is going to be began, for France can no longer refrain from taking similar measures. 

Tbe railway stations were occupied by tbe military in Germany on Saturday, the 25th; in France 
on Tuesday, the 2 Sth. 

Finally, in Germany the reservists by tens of thousands have been recalled by individual 
snunduns. those living abroad (the classes of 1903 to 1911) have been recalled, the officers of reserve 
have been summoned ; in the interior the roads are closed, motor-cars only circulate with permits. It 
is ilie last before mobilisation. None of these measnres have been taken in France. 

l%e German army has its outposts on our frontier; on two occasions yesterday German patrols 
penetrated our territory. The whi.le IGth armyIcorps from Metx, reinforced by part of the 8lh from 
TrevM and Cologne, occupies tbe froutier from Metx to Luxemburg j the 15tfa army corpe from 
Btcaasburg is nutaaed on the frontier.

Pnnce Lichnowsky has not brought any reply to the request addressed to him by Sir £ Grey 
yesterday to obtain from the German Goyemment a formula for the intervention of the four Powers in 
the interest of peace. Rut my (torman colleagne questioned the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affaii-s about the military prcjiarations of England. 

Sir E. Grey replied that they were not of an offensive character, but that in the present state of 
affairs on the continent it was natural to take some precautions; that in England, as in France, there 
was a desire to maintain peace and that if in England, as in Prance, defensive measures were under 
consideration, it was not with the object of making any aggression. 

The information which your Excellency has midressed to me on the subject of the military 
measuKS taken by Germany on the French frontier gave me the opportunity of remarking to Sir E. 
Grey that it is no longer a qut'slion of a conflict of influence between Russia and Austria-Hungary, but 
that there is a risk of an act of aggression which might provoke general war. 

Sir E. Grey understood my feelings perfectly, and be thinks, as I do, that the moment has oome 
to consider and discuss together every hyjioihesis.

In the interview which I had to-day with the Secretary of State, I asked Herr von Jagow what 
reply he had made to Sir E. Grey, who had asked him to draw np himself the formula for the interven¬ 
tion of the disinterested Powers. 

He answered that “ to gain time," he bad decided to act directly, and that he had asked Austria 
to tell him the giound on which conversations might be opened with her. This answer has the effect, 
under a pretext of proceeding more quickly, of eliminating England, Franco and Italy, and of entrust¬ 
ing to Herr von Tsehirseky, whose Pan-German and Russophobe sentiments are well known, the duty 
of persuading Austria to adopt a conciliatory attitude. 

Herr yon Jagow then spoke to me of the Russian mobilisation on the Austrian frontier; he told 
me that this mobilisation compromised the success of all intervention with Austria, and that everything 
depended on it. He added that he feared that Austria would mobilise completely as a result of a 
paitial Bnssian mobilisation, and this might cause as a cooutermuaeure complete Kossian mobilisation 
and ormMquently that of Germany. 

I pointed out to the Secretory of State that he bad himself told me that Germany would only 
conridf^r herself oblig^ to mobilise if Russia mobilised on her German frontiers, and that this WM not 
being done. ^ He replied that this was true, hut that the beads of the army were insisting on it^ for 
eyety delay is a loss of strength for the German army, and " that the words of which 1 reminded him 
did Mi omstitBte a firm engagement on his part."

Ai the heginnin^ of out oonTewation to-day Sir K. Grey told me that Prince Lichnowaky had 
asked him this morning if England would observe neutrality in the conflict which is at hand. The 
Seoxetiury of State for Poreign Affaii^ re|>Iie<l th it, if the conflict became general, England would not 
be able to remain nentral, and especially that if France were involved England would be drawn in. 

I then asked Sir E. Grey concerning the ('ahinet Council which took place this morning. He 
replied that after having examine<i the situation, the Cabinet bad thought for the moment the British 
Qovemment were unable to guarantee to us their intervention, that they intended to take steps to 
obtain from Germany and Franco an understanding to resfiect Belgian neutrality, but that before 
considering intervention it was necessary to wait for the situation to develop^ 

I aeked Sir E. Grey if, before intervening, the British Government would await the invasion of 
French territory. I iu'-isted on the fact that the measures already taken cn our frontier by Germany 
showed an intention to attack in the near future, and that, if a renewal of the mistake of Europe in 
1870 wa^ to be avoided, England fbould consider at once the circniustancee in which ahe would give 
Fn^nce the help on which she relied. 

Sir B. Grey replied that the opinion of tho Cabinet had only been formed on the situation at the 
ar>ment, that the situation might be modified, and titat in that case a meeting of the Cabinet would be 
called together at once in order to consider it 

Sir A. Nicolson, whom I saw on leaving the room of the Secretary of State, told me that the 
Cabinet would meet again to-morrow, and conlidertially gave me to understand that the Secretary at 
State for Foreign Affairs would be certain to renew discussion. 

According to your iustructiuos, I h ive tiken tin-n.-cessary steps to secure that the autograph 
letter which the President of the Republic has addressed to His Majesty the King of England should 
be given to the King this evening. This step, which will certainly be communicated to the Prims 
Minister to-morrow morning, will, I am sure, be taken into serious consideration by the British Cabinet.

The Minister of State has just left the Legation ; ho has just told me that the Germans have ring ed 
the bridges over the Moi^elle at Schengen and at llt inioh with vehicles and the bridge at VVoroaeldanga 
with ropes. The bridges at Waseerbillig and at D Eehternach over the Sdre have not been closed, 
but the Germans no longper allow the exfiort from Prussia of com, cattle or motor-cais. 

M. Eyschen requo^^ted me—and this was the n il object of bis visit—^to ask yon for an official 
declaration to the effect that France will, in case of war, respect the neutrality of Luxemburg. When 
I asked him if he had received a similar declaration from the German Government, he told me that he 
was going to the German Minister to get the same declaration. 

Po*tecript. —Up to the present no special measure has been taken by the Cabinet of Luxemburg. 
M. lyschen has returned from the German Legation. He complained of the m' asures showing suspi¬ 
cion which weie taken against a neutral neighbour. The M inister of State has asked the Germau ^Minister 
for an ofHoial declaration from bis Government undertuking to respect the neutrality. Herr Von 
Bach is stated to have replied, " That is a matter of course, but it would be neocssary for the French 
Government to give the same undertaking."

‘^'The plan proposed i>y the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, by stopping the advance of the

One cannot understand the attitude of Austria, whose provooa* 
tions since the beginning of the crisis have regularly followed Rnssia’s attempts at conciliation and 
the satisfactory conversations exchanged between St. Petersbnrgh and Vienna.

Two ddmarekee were made yesterday evening by the Austrian Ambassadors—the one at Paris, 
which was rather vagne. the other of St. Petersbnrgb, precise and conciliatory. 

Count Sc^zsen came to explain to me that the Austro-Hangarian Government had otlicially 
informed Russia that it had no territorial ambition, and would not touch the sovereignty of Servia; 
that it also repudiates any intention of occupying the Sandjak; but that these explanations of 
disiiitdKMsdnesi only retain their force if the war remains localised to Austria and Servia, as a 
Eunpnn war would open out eventualities which it was impossible to foresee, 'i'he Austrian Ambas¬ 
sador, in commenting on these explauarions, gave me to understand that if his Government uonld not 
nrpniPf questions of the Powers speaking in their own name, they would certainly answer Servia, 
single Power asking for these conditions in the name of Servia. Ue added that a stop in this 
diction was perhaps still possible. 

,,AA,Bt Petersbnrgb the Austrian Ambassador called on M. Sszonof and xplained to him that bis 
OpTerom^t wu willing to begin a discussion as to the basis of the ultimatum addressed to Servia. 
TheHosiiah Minister declared himself satisfied with this deolararion, and proposed that the fourparlert 
should take place in London with the participation of the Powers. M. Sazonof will have requested the 
English Government to take the lead in the discussion; he pointed out that it would be very important 
tbit AoMrii thoald stop her operations in Servia. 

> The dedt^on from tb^ facts Is that Austria wonld at last show herself ready to come to stt 
sglfhhieht, luiEt as ihe finssian Government is ready to enter into negotiations on the basis of the 

Unf<n9ta»atelf: these arrangements which allowed one to 'h<^ for a peaceful sotution anpeir, in 
fact, to haVir faeeii rendered useless by the attitude of tlemany. Tbip Power hae in fact {wes^edsn 
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giving the Boeeuin Oorerament twelve hoim in whiefa to agree to the demobilisation of their 
fomee only M «gune( Oetnuny, hat also a« agaiosc Anstria; ihie tioee-limit expiree at noon. 
The oltimataia le not jastilied, for Rnesia has aoeepted the BngUeh propoeel which implies a oeeeation 
of militaty preparation by all the Powers. 

The attitnde of Germany proves that she wishes for war. And she wishes for it against 
France. Yesterday when Herr von Sehoen came to the Qnai d'Orsay to ask what attitude France 
proponed to tako in case of a fiosso-derman conflict, the German Ambassadc, although there 
nas been no direct dispute betwef-n France and Germany, and altboagb from the beginning of the 
crisis we have need all our efforts for a peaceful solution and are still continuing to do so, added that 
he asked me to present his respects and thanks to the President of the Republic, and a^ed that we 
would be good enough to make arraugi'meots as to him personally {<le» di$po$i,tiont pour $a propre 
pertouue) ; we know also that he has already put the archives of the Embassy in safety. This 
attitude of hreakiag oS diplomatic relations without any direct dispute, and although he has not 
received any definitely negative answer, is characteristic of the determination of Germany to make 
M'ar a^nst France. The want of sincerity in her peaceful protestations is shown by the rupture which 
she is forcing upou Europe at a time when Austria had at lost agreed with Russia to begin negotiations.

Mv Russian colleague received yesterday evening two telegrams from M. Sazonof advising him 
that the Austrian Ambassador at St. Petersburgb bad explained that his Government was ready 
to discuss the note to Servia with the Russian Government even as to its basis; M. Sazonof answered 
that in his opinion these conversations should take place in London. 

The ultimatum to Russia can only do away with the last chances of peace which these conveiv 
aations still seemed to leave. The question may be asked whether in such ciroumataaces the 
acceptance by Austria was serious, and had not the object of throwing the responsibility of the 
conflict on to Russia. • 

My British colleague during the night made a pressing ap])eal to Herr von Jagow's feelings 
of humanity. The latter answered that the matter had gone too far and that they must wait 
for the Russian answer to the German ultim^um. But be told Sir Edward Goschen that tho 
ultimatum required that the Russians should c r.utcnnand their mobilisatiou, not only as against 
Germany but also as against Austria; my British colleague was much astonished at this, and said 
that it did not seem possible for Russia to accept this last point. 

Germany's ultimatum coming at the very inoiu^nt when an agreement seemed about to be 
ntahlishod between Vienna and St. Petersburgh, is ciiaraoteristic of her warlike policy. 

In truth the conflict was between Russia and .Austria only, and Germany could only intervene as 
an ally of Austria; in these circumstances, as the two Powers which ware interested as principals were 
prepared for conversations, it is impossible to uadcrsiand why Germany should send an ultimatum to 
Rnasia iustoad of contluoing like all the other Powers to work for a peaceful solution, unless she 
datired war on her own account.

After having 
recalled to his memory a'l the efforts made by France towards an honourable r filement of the 
Austro-Servian conflict and the difficulty between Austria and Russia which has resulted from it, Is 
put him in possession of the facts as to the pourparlere which have been carried on since yesterday 

(1) An English compromise, proposing, besides other suggestions, suspension of military 
preparations on the part of Russia, on condition that the other Powers should act in 
the same way ; adherence of Russia to this proposal 

(-2) Communications from the Austrian Government declaring that they did not desire any 
aggrandisement in Servia, nor even to advance into the San<ljak, and stating that 
they were ready to discuss even the haeie of the Anstro-Servian question at London with 
the other Powers. 

1 drew attention to the attitude of Germany who, abandoning all pournarlere, presented an 
ultimatum to Russia at the very moment when this Power had just acceptea the English formnla 
(which implies the cessation of military preparations by all the countries which have mobilised) and 
regarded as imminent a diplomatic rupture with France. 

Baron von Schoen answered that he did not know the developments which had taken place in 
this matter for the last twentv-fonr hours, that there was perhaps in them a “ glimmer of hope'' for 
some arrangement, that he bad not received any fresh communication from bis Government; and that 
lie was going to get information, He gave renewed protestations of bis sincere desire to unite his 
efforts to tho^e of France for arriving at a solution of the conflict. I laid stress on the serious r e tp oa - 
sibility which the Impetial Government would assume if, in circumstances snob as these, they took 
an initiative which was not justified and of a kind which would irremediably compromise peace. 

Baron von Schoen did not allude to bis immediate departure and did not make any fresh reqnast 
for an answer to his question concerning the attitude of France in case of an Anstro-Unssian ooaflict. 
He confined himself to saying of his own accord that the attitude of France was not doubtful, 

It would not do to exaggerate the possibilities winch may result from my conversation wilh the 
Oem^ Ambassador for, on their side, the Imperial Government continue the most dangerous pre{MiB»> 
tions oh our frontier. However, we must not neglect the possibilities, and we tboold not cease to ilrodt 
towan^ an sgn^ment. On her side France is taking all military measures required for proteetioa 
agaissi too jM|j^ an advance in German milita^ preparations. She considers that her attemlits at 
sufftiiin wm jM&g hare a chance of success so far as it is felt she will be ready and reeoWe if the 
coalM ii' l ci i ii i «& her.

France has not ceased in co-operation with England to advise moderation at St. Petcreburgh ; 
this advice has been listened to. * 

From the beginning M. Sazonof has exercised pressure#);! Servla to make her accept all those 
clauses of the ultimatum which were nut iucompatililc with her sovereignty. 

He then engpiged in a direct conservation with Austria ; this was fresh evidence of his con-AUa- 
tory (ipirit. Finally he has agreed to allow th >se Powers which arc less iuterested to seek for mt?aas 
of composing the dispute. 

In accordance with the wish expressed to him by Sir George Buchanan, M. Sazonof consented 
to modify the first formula which he had put forward, and he has drawn up a second which is shown 
not to differ materially from the declaration whidi Count Scezsca made yesterday to Si. de Margerie. 
Count Sc^zsen atlirms that Austria has no intention of Becking territorial aggrandis.*ment and does 
not wish to touch the Bovereignty of Servia. He expressly adds that Austria has no designs on the 
Sandjak of Novi-Bazar. 

It would then seem that an agreement between Sir Edward Grey's saggestion, M. Sazonof's 
formula and the Austrian declarations could easily ^be reconciled. 

France is determined, in co-operation with England, to work to the very end for the realisation 
of this.

1 am instructed, and 1 have the honour to inform rour Excellency, that in the presence of these 
acts of aggression the German Empire considers itself m a state of war with France in ccnsequence of 
the acts of this lattor Power. 

At the same time 1 havrt the honour to bring to the knowledge of your Eicellency that the 
German authorities will detain French mercantile vessels in German ports, but they will release them 
if, within forty-eight hours, they are assured of complete reciprocity. 

My diplomatic mission having thus come to an end it only remains for me'W request your Excel¬ 
lency to be good enough to furnish me with my pas6|)orts, and to take the steps you consider Suitable 
to assure my return to Germany, with the staff of the Embassy, as well as with the staff of the Bava¬ 
rian Legation and of the German Consulate General in Paris. ■*

Tki French Ambassador at Berlin asks me to oommnnicate to j-onr Excellencf the following 
telegram 

** I have been sent to Denmark bj the German Oovemment. I have jnst arrived at Copen* 
hagen. 1 am accompanied by all the steff of the Embassy and the Bnsnian Charg4 d' Affaires at 
Darmstadt with his family.'' The treatment which we have received is of such a nature that I have 
thongfat it desirable to make a complete report on it to your Excellency by telegram. 

On the morning of Monday, the 3rd August, after 1 had, in accordance with yonr instructions, 
addressed to Herr von Jagow a protest against the acts of aggression committed on French territory 
by German troops, the Secretary of State came to see me. nerr von Jagow came to complain of acts 
or aggression which he alleged had been committed in Germany, especially at Nuremberg and 
Coblenz by French aviators, who according to his statement " had come from Belgium." 1 answered 
that I had not the slightest information as to the facts to which he attached so much importance and 
the improbability of which seemed to me obvious ; on my part I asked him if he had read the note 
which 1 had addressed to him with regard to the invasion of our territory detachments of the 
German army. As the Secretary of State said that he had not yet read this note I explained its 
contents to him. I called bis attention to the act committed by the officer commanding one of the 
detachments, who bad advanced to the French village of Jonchercy, ten kilometres within onr frontier, 
and had blown out the brains of a French soldier whom he bad met there. After having given my 
opinon of this act 1 added; "You will admit that under no circumstances could there be any 
comparison between this and the Hi ht of an aero] lane over foreign territory carried out by private 
persons animated by that sprit of individual courage by which aviators are distinguished. 

" An act of aggression committed on the territory of a neighbour by detachments of reg^ular 
troops commanded by officers assumes an importance of quite a different nature." 

Herr von Jagow explained to me that he had no knowledge of the facts of which 1 was speak¬ 
ing to him, aud he added that it was dilHcult for events of this kind not to take place when two 
armies filled with the feelings which animated our troops afoond themselves face to fa.e on either side 
of the frontier. 

At this moment the crowds which thronged the Pariser Platz in front of the Embassy and whom 
we could see through the window of my study, vdiich 'was half-open, uttered shouts against France. 
I asked the Secretary of State when all this would come to an end. 

"The Government has not yet come to a decision " Her von Jagow answered. " It is probable 
to Herr von Schoen will receive orders to-day to avk for his passports and then you will receive yours." 
The Secretary of State assured me that I need not have any anxiety with regard to my departure, and 
* that all the proprieties would be observed with regard to me as well as my staff. We w?re not t > see 
one another any more and wo took leave of one auuther after an interview which had been courteous 
and oottld not make me anticipate what was m ^^)re for me. 

Before leaving Herr von Jagow I ex] rcssed to him my wish to make a personal call on the 
Chanoellor, as that would be the last o{)poi-tunity hat 1 shonld have of seeing him. 

Herr von Jagow answered that he did not adviso mj to carry out t..i8 intention as this interview 
would serve no {mrpose and coul.l not fail to 1 e painful. 

At 6 o'clock in the evening Herr von Langw. rth brought me my passpoHs. In the name of his 
Government he refused to agree to the wish which 1 expresstd to him that 1 should be permitted to 
travel by Holland or Belgium. He suggested to mo that 1 should go either by way of Cupenhag^u, 
although he could not assure me a free passage by soa, or through Switzerland vii Constance. 

1 aocepted this last route ; Herr von Langwerth having asked me to leave as soon as I possibly 
could it was agreed, in consideration of the necessity 1 was under of making arrangements with the 
Spanish Ambasaador, who was undertaking the charge of our inteiests, that I should leave on the 
next day, the 4tb August, at 10 o’clock at night. 

At 7 o'clock, an hour after Herr von Langwerth had left, Herr von Lancken, formerly Councillor 
of tiie Embassy at Paris, came from the Minister for Foreign Affairs to tell me to request the staff of 
my Embassy to cease taking meals in the restaurants, l^ia order was so strict that on the next day, 
Tuesday, 1 had to have recourse to the authority of the Wilhelinstrasse to g^t the Hotel Bristol to send 
oar mew to the Embassy. 

At 11 o'clock on the same evening, Monday, Herr von Langwerth came back to tell me that 
his Government would not allow our return by way of Switzerland under the pretext that it would 
take three days and three nights to take me to Constance. He announced that I should be sent by 
WVf of Vienna. 1 only agreed to this alteration under reserve, and dnring the night I wrote the 
iolurtring to Herr von Langwerth

Ik answser to this letter on the next morning, Tuesday, the 4-th August, Herr von Iianggiretth 
gave me in writing an assurance that the Austrian and Swiss authorities had received commu n i c atw m 
to this effect. 

At the same time M. Miladowski, attached to the Consulate at Berlin, as well as ether Fi<eneii« 
men. was arrested in his own house while in bed. M. Miladowski, for whom a diplomatic paftt^Kict 
had been requested, ifS released after four hours. , 

I was preparing to leave for Vienna when at a <]^arter to five, Herr von Langwerth came baok 
to inform me that I would have to leave with the peisons accompanying me at 10 o'clock in the even¬ 
ing, but that 1 should be taken to Denmark. On this new requirement I asked if I should be coafiutd 
in a fortress sujipo^ing I did not comply. Her von Langwerih simply answered that he wouW rUtintn 
to receive my answer in half an hour. I did not wish to give the (iirman Government the pretext 
for saying that I had refu-ed to depart from Germany. 1 therefore told Herr von LaogWfr& when 
he came hack that 1 would submit to the order which had been given to me bat " that 1 pretested". 

I at once wrote to Herr von Jagow a letter of which the following is a copy 

Berlin, Angnti 4, 1914. 

"Sir, 

More than once your Excellency has said to me that the Imperial Government, in accordance 
with the nsages of international courtesy, would facilitate my reiurn to my own country and would 
jpve me every means of getting back to it quickly. • 

“Yesterday, however, Baron von Langwerth, after refusing me access to Belgium and Holland, 
informed me that I should travel to Switzerland erif Constance During the night I was informed 
that I should be sent to Austria, a county' which is taking part in the pn’sent war on the Side of 
Geimany. As I had no knowledge of the intentions of Austria towards me, since on Austrian «oil J 
am nothing but an ordinary private individual, I wrote to Baron von Langwerth that 1 requested* 
thelmperial Government to give me a promise that the Iiuporial and Uoyal Austrian authorities 
would give me all possible facilities for continuing my journey and that Switzerland wouM not he 
closed to me. Herr von Lmgiverth has been good enough to answer me in writing that I UOuld be 
assured of an easy journey aiiU that the Austrian authorities would do all that was necessary. 

“It is nearly five and Baron von Langwerth has just announced to me that 1 ^lall be 

sent to Denmark. In.view of the present situation, there is no security that I shall find a ship tO taks 
me to England aod it is this consideration which made me reject this proposal, with the approval of 
Herr von Langwerth. 

^ In truth no liberty is h^ft me and I am treated almost as a prisoner. I am obliged to submit 
having no means of obtaining that the rules of international courtesy sbonld be ubserved towards ine, 
bpt 1 hasten to protest to your Excellency against the manner in which I am being trcat«|l.

Whilst my letter was being delivered I was told that the journey would not be mkde 
hr vrny of Schleswig. At 10 o'clock in the evening, I left the Embassy with my staff ia the ’MidfUe 
of a gseat assembly of foot and mounted police. 

At the station the Ministry for Foreign Affairs was only represented by an officer of inferior,quik. 

The journey took place with extreme slowness. We took more than twenty-four ^houw 4o -teueli 
the frontier. Ituecmed that at every station they bad to wait for orders to proceed. 1 iirss duaiiii^ 

f anied by Major von Kbeinbalien of the Alexandra Krgiroeut of the Guard and by a fwtioa 
n the neigliboarhood of the Kiel Canal the so'diers entered our rarrisges. The windosrs uum Ukat 
and the i-urtaius of the carriages drawn down; each of u^ bad to remain isolated in his oompartoieot 
and was forbidden to up or to touch bis luggage.

TmixaSAT before leaving Berlin, I protested in writing to yonr Excellency against the repeated 
chtog* of Vbtibo which was impoeed npon me by the Imperial Government on my journey from 

Oeneany. 

" To-day, aa the train in which I was passed over the Kiel Canal an attempt waa made to search 
aH OUT Ifliggage aa if we might have hidden s ime instrument of destruction. Thanks to the interference 
of'Miajlpr von Rheinbaben, we were spared this insult. But they went further. 

** They obliged U9 to remain each in his own compartment, the windows and blinds have been 
closed. Dnring this time, in the corridors of the carriages at tho door of each compartment and facing 
eaphone of us, stood a soldier, revolver in hand, finger on the trigger, for nearly half an hour. 

** I consider it n^ duty to protest against this threat of violence to the Ambassador of the 
Ropnblic and the staC of bis Embassy, violence which nothing could even have made me anticipate. 
Yesterday I had the honour of writing to yonr Excellency that 1 was being treated almost as a 
prisoner. To-day I am being treated as a dangeruu'; prisoner. Als-o I must, record that during our 
jCnarney which from Berlin to Heumark lias tak n twenty-four hours, no food J|jj^8 been prepared not 
provided for me nor for the persons who were travelling with me to the frontier.

I thought that our troubles had finished, xvhen shortly afterwards Major von Rheinbaben came, 
rather embarrassed, to inform me that the train would not proceed to th ■ D.mish frontier if I di I not 
pay the cost of this train. 1 expressed my a'tonishinciit that I had not b’en m jdj to pay at Berlin and 
that at any rate T had not been forewarned of this I offered to pay by a cheque on one of the largest 
Berlin banks. This facility was refu-ed me. With the help of ray companions 1 was able' to collect, 
in ^old, the sum which was required fr-jm me at on ;e, an 1 which a n tunted to d,!!! 1 marks 75 pfennig. 
This is about 5,000 francs in accordance with the present rate of exchange * 

After this last incident, I thought it necessary tt ask Major von Rheinbaben for his word of 
honour as an officer and a gentleman that wc shmlJ h ■ talfen to the D.tni^h frontier. He gave it to 
mo, and I required that the policeman who was with u^ should accompany us. 

In this way we arrived at the first D.mish station, where the Danish Government had had a train 
made ready to take ns to Copenhagen. * 

I am assured that my Eugli-h colic ague and •th-‘ Belgian Minister, although they left Berlin after 
I did, travelled by the direct route to floliand. 1 am struck by this difference of treatment, and as 
Deninack and Norway are, at this moment, infested with spie^it 1 succeed in embarking in Norway, 
tbeie is a danger that 1 may hr arrested at sea with the officials who accompany me. 

I do not wish to conclude this despatch with.tiu notifying yonr Excellency of the energy and 
devntion of which the whole staff of the Embassy h given unceasing proof during the course of this 
ertns. 1 shall be glad that account should be taken of the services which on this occasion have been 
rendered to the Government of the Republic, in pirtioular by the Secretaries of the Embassy and 
by the Military and Naval Attaches.

The Minister of State came to see mo at the L 'g.ition this morning, Tuesday, +ih August, 1914, 
at above half-past eight o'clock, in order to notify m ■ that the Germ<an military authorities required 
my departure. On my answering that I woul * only give way to force M. Eyseben said that be 
understood my feelings in this matter, and it was just lor that reason that he had himself come to 
make this communication which cost him so muo!i, for it was just because force was used that he 
asked me to leave. He added that bo was going t« bring me written proof of this. 

• I did not conceal from M. Eyschen th- gri t’ and anxiety which I had in leaving my fellow- 
ooontryroen without defence, and asked him to be g 'ol enough to undertake their protection ; this he 
promised to do. 

Joet as he was leaving ho handed me the enclosed letter (Enclosure 1) which is the answer of 
the IiKP|ioml{urg i^vernment to the declai'ation which 1 had made the evening beforo>. according to 
teleifthphio ibstmciions of M. Viviuni. 

About 10 o'clock, the Minister of State came ug.iiu to the Legation and left me with a short note- 
from hi^nseif, a certified copy of the letter which the German Minister hud addressed to him on the 
sttbje^ of my departure from Luxemburg. (Enclosure 11 and III). 
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At tile samd time he told tne that he had ioFonoed Tien* von Both that the Laxeoebnr^ Oevei'U* 
ment would be entnuted with the protection of the French and would have charge of the 
and the Chancery. This news did not seem to be agreeable to my Gernwn oollea^e,' 
advimd M. Eysohen to move me to entrust this responsibility to the Belgian Minister 1 explains 
to the Minister of State ♦hat the situation was peculiar. As Iwas accredited to Her BiOjhI High* 
n^s the Grand Duchess and as my country was not in a state of war with Luxemburg, it was in 
these ciroumstanoes clearly indicated that it should be the Luxemburg Government which should 
look after the safety of my fellow-countrymen. M. Eyschen did not insist, and again accepted the 
service which 1 entrusted to him. 

The Minister of State then asked me to be good enough to leave quietly in order to avoid any 
demonstration, which, as he said, would not fsru to bring about reprisals on the part of the German 
military authorities against the French. I answered that I attached too much value to the safety of 
my countrymen to compromise it and that he had nothing to fear. 

My departure, which was required to take place as soon as possible, was fixed for two o'clock j it 
was at the same time understood that 1 should leave in my motor car. As to a safe conduct, M. 
Eyschen told me that the German Minister was at that very moment at the German headquarters to 
ask for it, and that he would take care that I received it in good time. 

At a quarter past two the Minister of State accompanied by M. Henrion, Councillor of the 
Government, came to take leave of me and to receive the keys of the Legation and those of the 
Chancery. ^ 

He told me that orders had been given for my frSe passage, and that I must make for Arlon by 
way of the Merle, Mamers and Arlon roads. Ho added that a German officer would wait for me sA 
the Merle road in order to go in front of my motor car. 

I then left the Legation and made my way to Arlon by the ri>ad which had been determined on, 
but I did not meet anyone. 

Your Excellency will have the goodness to find the enclosed text of the letter which 1 sent to the 
Minister of State before leaving my post (Enclosure IV.).

In an oral communication made ^^esterday evening, your Excellency has bad the goodness to 
bring to my knowledge that in accordance with the Treaty of London of 1 b8 7, the Government of the 
Republic intended to respect the nontrality of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg as they hod shown 
by their attitude, bnt that the violation of this uentrality by Germany was nevertheless of such a 
Icind as to compel France henceforth to be infinenced in this matter by the care for her defence and 
her interests. 

You will allow me to point out clearly that the decision of the Government of the Republic is 
based solely on the act of a third Power for which in truth the Grand Duchy is not responsible. 

The rights of Luxemburg must then remain intact. 

The German Empire has formally declared that only a temporary occupation of Luxembnrg 
entered into their intentions. 

I am glad to believe that the Government of the Republic will have no difficulty in estahlishiog 
-with me the fact that at all times and in all circamstances the Grand Duchy has fully and loyally 
fulfilled all the obligations of every kind which rested on it in virtue of the Treaty of 1867.

1 HAVE just received your commnnication and I submit to force. 

Before leaving Luxemburg it is my duty to provide for the fortunes and safety of my fellow- 
countrymen.

“ Prancb has just been the object of a violent and premeditated attack, which is an insolent 
defiance of the law of nations. Before any dc’claration of war had been sent to us, even before the 
German Ambassador had asked f ir his )ia=8jK)rts, our territory has been violated. The German 
Empire has waited till yesterday evening to give at this late stage the true name to a state of things 
which it had already created. 

" For more than forty years the French, in sincere love of peace, have buried at the bottom of 
their heart the desire for legitimate reparation, 

“ They have given to the world the example of a great nation which, definitely raised from 
defeat by the exercise of will, patia.-rce and I:ih»ar, has only used its renewed and rejuvenated strength 
in the interest of progress and for the good of humanity. 

" Since the ultimatum of Austria opened a crisis which threatened the whole of Europe, France has 
jiersisteil in following and in recommending on all side%the policy of prudence, wisdom and moderation.

The German Ambassador yesterday left Paris after notifying us of the existence of a state of war. 

The Government owe to Parliament a true account of the events which in less than ten days have 
unloosed a Knropean war and compelled France, peaceful and valiant, to defend her frontier against an 
attack, the faftteful injustice of which is emphasised by its oalcnlated unexpectedness. 

This attack, which has no excuse, and whicli began before we were notified of any declaration of 
war, is the last act of a plan, whose origin and object 1 propose to declare before our own democracy 
and before the opinion of t|ie civilised world. 

As a consequence of the ahorninuhl',' crime which cost the Austro-Hungarian Heir-Appai ent and 
the Duchess of IJohenburg their lives, dilficullii’s aro.^e between the Cabinets of Vienna and Belgrade. 

The majority of the Powers were only semi-oincially informed of these diiTlculties up till Friday, 
Jnljr 24th, the date on which the Austro-Hungarian Ambassadors communicated to them a circular 
which the press has published 

The object of this oireular was to explain and justify an ultimatum dedivtred the evening before 
to Servia by the AuStro-Hungarian Minister at Belgrade. 

This ultimatum in alleging the complicltr of numerous Servian subjects and associations in the 
Serajevo crime, hinted that the official Sci-vlan authorities themselves were no strangers to it. It 
demanded a reply from Servia by G o^clock on the cvening^of Saturday, July 2alh. 

The Austrian demands, or at any rate many of without doubt struck a blow at the rights of a 
sovereign State. Notwitiistaudiug their eiccfsive character, Servia, on July 25tb, declared that she 
snbmiti^ to them almost without reserve. 

'This submission, which constituted a success for Austria-Hungary, a guarantee for the peace of 
Europe, was not ancounected with the advice fe ndcred to Belgrade from the first moment by France, 
Russia and Great Britain.

Since then. Gentlemen, the German attacks have been renewe<l, multifdied, and accentuated. At 
more than fifteen points our frontier has been viol.ited. Shots have been fired at our soldieie and Cus- 
toms ofiioera. Men have been killed and wounded. Yesterday a German military aviator droj)i»ed 
three bombs on Lnneville. 

The German Ambassador, to whom aa well as to all the great Powers, we communicated these f;ute, 
did not deny them or express his regrets for them. On the contrary, he came yesterday evening to ask 
me for his passports, and to notify us of the existence of a state of war, giving as his reason, in the teeth 
of all the facts, hostile a^ ts committed by !■ rench aviators in German territory in the Eifel district, and 
oven on the railway near Carlsmhe and near Nuremberg. This is the letter which he handed to me on 
the subject j — ^ 

“ M. Le President, 

‘'The German administrative and military authorities have estiiblished a certain number of 
flagrantly hostile acts committed on German territory by French military aviators. Several of these 
have ojieuly violated the neturality of Bel>;iiim hy Hying over the territory of that country ; one has 
attempted to destroy buildings near Wcsel; others h ive been seen in the district, of the ICifel, one has 
thrown bombs on the railway near Carlsruhc an<l Niircmburg. 

“ I am instmeted, and I have the lionour to inform your Excellenoy, that in the presence of 
these acts of agression the German Empire considers it<elf in a state of war with France in consequence 
of the acts of tnis latter Power. 

“ At the same time, I have the honour to bring to the knowledge of your Excellency that the 
German authorities will retain French mercantile vessels in German jxirfB, but they will release them if, 
within forty-eight hours, they are assur'd of comi kte reciprocity. 

“ My d iplomatic mission having thus come to an end it only remains for mo to request \oar 
Excellency to be good enough to furnish me with my passports, and to take the steps you consider 
suitable to assure ray return to Germany, with thy siafE of the Embassy, as well as w’ith the staff of the 
Bavarian Legation and of the German Consulate-deueral in Paris. 

“ Be good enough, M. le President, to receive the assurances of my deepe.et i-espect. 

• “ (Signed; SCHOEN."

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Yon have, however, pointed out that, if either Govemmeut bad grave reasop to expect an 
anprovoked attack bjr a third Power, it might become easenti^ to know whether it could in ^hat evept 
depend upon the armed assistance of the other. 

I i^pree that, if either Government have reason to expect an unprovoked attack by a third 
•Power, or something that threatened the general peace, it should immediately discuss with the other 
whether both Oovemments should act together to prevent aggression and to preserve peace, and, if so, 
what measures they would be prepared to take in common. If these measun s involved action, the 
■plans of the General Staffs would at onco be taken into consideration, and the Governments would 
then decide what effect should he given to them.

Dear Sir Edward, 

You reminded me in your letter of yesterday, 22nd November, that during the last few years the 
military and naval authorities of Prance and Great Britain had consulted with each other from time 
to time j that it had always been understood that these consultations should not restrict the liberty of 
either Government to decide in the future whether • they should lend each other the support of their 
arm^ forces; that, d!P either side, these consuitations between •“.xperts were not, and should not be 
considered, as engagements binding our Governments to take action in certain eventualities; that, 
however, I had remarked to you that, if one or othef «tf the two Governments had grave reasons to fear 
an unprovoked attack on the part of a third Power, it would become essential to know whether it could 
count on the armed support of the other. 

Your letter answers that point, and I am authorised to state that, in the event of one of our two 
Governments having grave reasons to fear either an act of aggression from a third Power, or some 
event threatening the general peace, that Government would immediately examine with the other 
the question whether both Governments should act together in order to prev(mt the act of agoression 
or preserve peace. If so, the two Governments would deliberate as to (he measures which they would 
be prepared to take in cornmon ; if those measures involved action, the two Governments would take 
into immediate consideration the plans of their general staffs and would tiien decide as 1o the effect 
to be given to those plans. *

Gentlemen, we proclaim loudly the object of lludr attack—it is the independence, the honour, the 
safety, which the Triple Entente has regainetl in the balance of power for the service of peace. The 
object of attack is the liberties of Europe, which I ranee, her allies, and her friends, are proud to 
defend [loud appiause). 

We are going to defend these liberties, for it is they that are in dispute, and all the rest is but a 
pretext • 

France, unjustly provoked, did not desir- A\ar, she has done everything to avert it. Since it is 
forced u))on her, she will defend liersilf agnust Gt-tinruiy and against every Power which has not yet 
declared its Intentions, hut join- with the latter in a conlliet between the two countries. [Applaune, 
all the deputies rising to their feet.) 

A free and valiant peojde that Bust;uns an ftiTnal ideal, and is wholly united to defend its 
•existence; a democracy which knows how to discipline its military strength, and was not afraid a year 
ago to increase its Imi’den as an answer to the annaiiients of its neighbour; a nation armed, strolling 
for its own life and for the Indcjx'iidenee of Eur<i] e —here is a sight which we are proud to offer to the 
onlookers in this d<>e[ierate struggle, that has for eolTie days been preparing with the greatest calmness 
and method. We are without rei)roaeh. We shall be without fear. [Loud applause, all the deputies 
rising to their fett.) France has often proved in b ss favourable circumstances that she is a most 
formidable adversary when she lights, as she does l i-day, for liberty and for right [applause). 

In submitting our actions to yon Gentlemen, who are our judges, we have to help us in bearing 
the burden of our heavy responsibility, the com fort of a clear conscience and the conviction that we 
have done our duty [prolonged applause, all the deputies rising to their feet).

The objet't of tho Bill is to settle the endowment of the Baronetcy confetrofl on Sir 
Sassoon Jacob David. It has been framed generally on the lines of Act VI of 1S9.H and has 
been settled in concert with Sir Sassoon David and the Government of Bombay. 

The properly to be settled ^ consists of g^naranteed securities, and the Bill takes jiower to 
enable the holder of the title to increase the income accruing^ theri'froin by the addition, from 
time to time, of further s«!cnritiee, subject to a limit.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND KEASONS. 


It is projiosed by this Bill to repeal Act Ko. XX of 1860 and to re-enact it with certain 
modifications. The Bill has been drafted by vlie legal advjMrs of Sir Jamsetjee Jejeebboy in 
couBuItation with the Government of Bombay. The main Ejects are twofold ;— 

(a) to empower the Baronet for the time being to sell, with the approval of the Trustees, 
Mazagon Oastle, and to jmrchasi' a new Mansion House in a more convenient 
and healthy locality in Bombay (clauses 10 and 8) ; and 
(4) to confer on the Trustees, acting witli tlie consent of the Baronet for the time being, 
more extensive powers of investing the endowment funds than are permis¬ 
sible under Act No. XX of 1860, on the lines of section 90 of the Indian Trust 
Act, 1889 (clauses 0 and 7), 

The cost of purchasing a new Mansion Hoti^e will be defrayed from the proceeds of the 
sale, partly of securities to the extent of K2,95,000 (proviso to clause 9) and partly of 
Mazagon Castle to the extent of 112,75,000 (juoviso to clause 11), amounting in all to five 
lakhs of rupees. The surplus proceeds of the sale of Mazagon Castle will be invested and held 
on the same trusts as the endowment funds (clause ] 4).

RESOLUTION. 

Read— 

The rejiort of the Committee appointed to enquire i»ito the circumstances attending the 
arrival in India of certain passengers l>y the steamship Komagata Maru. 

On the 20th Se])temher 1914, 321 passengers, the great majority of TYhom 
were Sikhs, landed at Budge Budge near Calcutta on return from an abortive 
attempt to enter Canada etd Vancouver. In consequence of information in 
the possession of Government, they vere met on arrival by representatives of the 
Bengal and Tun jab Governments,* vho attempted to persuade them to proceed 
by special train to the Punjab in accordance with orders issued under the 
Ingress into India Ordinance, 191in the case of 62 persons these efforts 
w'cre successful, but the remaining passengers refused to comply with the 
orders, and in defiance of the auihuiities present proceeded to march by road 
in the direction of (hilcutta. They ^ytre met «n route by a force of police, and 
subsequently by military accompanied by Sir William I)uke, then Member of 
the Provincial Executive Council, At his instance they leturned to Budge 
Budge. While assembled near the railway station there, pending arran^ments 
for ontrainraeiit, a serious r ttuck Avas made on the police in which firearms

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they had, but were.orerpowerod. The aMtai&iioe of the troops was iaroked to quell 
the riot whiph easued, and they opened on the rioters who dispersed. In the 
result Europeans (1 police officer juid l railway official), 2 Punjab police 
officers, 2 Indian residents of Budge Budge and 20 Sikhs M'ere killodt and 
6 Europeans and 5 Punjab police officers, 1 villager, together with 22 Sikhs and 
I Muhauimadan from among the ship's passengers were injured.

3. The Government of India do not propose to attempt a summary or 
review of the conclusions arrived at. ’I’he whole report merits perusal, and 
the Governor-General in Council regards it as an eminently fair and judicial 
pronouncement, the findings in which he accepts ns just and reasonable He 
wishes to convey an expression of his w'arm appreciation and cordial thanks to 
all the members of the Committee for the ability and industry which they have 
brought to bear on their task, and to the two non-official members, in 
particular, for the time they have bestowed on this public duty. 

4. It is not expedient in this connection to enter into a discussion of the 
merits of the ill-starred voyage to Canada of the Komagata Maru. The main 
facts are already known to the public, and the examination of the larger issues 
involved is a separate matter. It will suffice to say that in dealing with these 
men on their return to India Government desired to treat them with sympathy 
and consideration, as many of them had been misled and deluded by their 
leaders, and had suffered various hardships in the course of their protracted 
voyage. Their violent attitu^ at Vancouver Avas condoned; the liberality 
of the Canadian Government supplied them freely with provisions for their 
return joimney, while the Government of India assisted them generously 
from Kobe oinvards. Undoubtedly there existed a minority imbued with 
revolutionary ideas and feelings of active hostility to the Britisn Government, 
but the majority, though in a dangerous state of mind, W'ere probably not 
actuated similar motives. In the face of considerable provocation the 
officers deputed to meet the passengers exhausted the resources of persuasion 
in attempting to secure compliance with the orders of Government wdthout 
resorting to force, but it is clear from the report that this attitude was misinter¬ 
preted. The re])ort, indeed, discloses that the generosity and clemency of 
Government towards these emigrants were deliberately misrepresontea by 
the ringleaders, w'hose ascendancy over their followers was greater than 
had been supposed. Conseqmmtiy the well-meant efforts of the officials were 
of no avail. The passengers mot oonciliatLon by violence, necessitating 
forcible measures for its suppression, with the resulting loss of life which the 
Governor-General in Council greatly deplores. It is regrettable that the evil 
influence of a few led to the death of so many of tbeir foolish and ignonuit 
fellow passengers ; it is still more regrettable that innocent passers-by and 
officers in the discharge of their duties should have been killed and injured. 

6. It is not the intention of Government to institute prosecutions in 
respect of this occurrence. The men arrested have necessarily been detained 
pending enquiry, but 90 have already been permitted to return to tbeir viih^^ 
and 87 others will now' be similarly treated. The individual oases of the rest 
demand further consideration (the classification attempted in paragraph 47 of 
the Committee’s report is aimittcdly incomplete), and th^ mrill be dealt with 
ui (droumstances may require. 

6. The report makes mention of certain incidents connected with the riot 
at Budge Budge whirii appear to demand further enquiry, and this will be 
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made, but the Government of India are ancious that the findings of the Com¬ 
mittee ahould be made known as soon as possible, and the publication of their 
report is not, ther^ore, farther delayed on this account.

With reference to the correspondence ending with your telegram of 
the 11th instant on the subject of tlie recent Budge Badge riot, I am directed 
to inform you that in view of the fact that considerations are involved concern¬

2. The terms of reference to the Committee are as follows :— 

“To enquire into the cirouinst im es connected with the voyage of the 
Komagata Maru to British Columbia, its return to British India, the riot at 
Budge Budge on the 29th September 11) I t, and the subsequent arrest of those 
concerned. 

And to report to the Go^•ernment of India thereon.” 

3. The Committee has been recpie-sted to assemble in Calcutta at once, 
where the address of the Chairman (Si’- \V. Vincent) will be the Bengal Club, 
and with the permission of the Govenun- in Council, I am to ask that arrange¬ 
ments may bo made to bring before them such w'itnesse.s as in tlio ojiinion of 
the local Government it is desirable that they should examine, or as they may 
wish to cite. Also such documentary evidence as may be requisite for the 
purpose cf the investigation. It is hoped that the enquiry will be completed as 
expeditiously as possible. The details can be best settled in personal consulta¬ 
tion with Sir W. Vincent. 

4 The Committee will probably require help in the matter of a room for 
meeting, stationery, and establishment, and the Government of India have no 
doubt wiat the Governor in Council will accord all the assistance nec< ssary.

In compliance with the instructions contained in your letter No. 1893, 
dated the 15th October 1914, wo have the honour to submit the following report 
on the circumstances connected with the voyage of the steamship Komagata 
Maru to British Columbia, its return to British India, the riot at Budge Budge 
ou the 29th September 1914 and the subsequent arrest of those concerned. 

2. lu order to obtain the evidence on which this report is baaed wo have 
held meetings at Calcutta an I Budge Budge and also at Jullunder in the 
Punjab, in which province a ruAiber of the witnesses cxaminOvl reside. We 
have held 27 sittings and examined 20l witnesses Many of these vit- 
nesses had bf'en examined by responsible authoiitii-s prior to our investigation, 
and where this was tlie case we have admitted the statements so made in 
evidence before us, but before doing so, we have in each case, wh(;re such a 
course was poss.ble, caused the statement jireviously made to bo read over to the 
witness an I given iiim an opp)rtunity of correcting it or adding to it. We have 
also visitea the steamship Komai,ata Mam and the scene of the actual occurrence 
near Bu Ige Budsre station and have scrutinized a number of documents which 
throw mueii light on the questions under examination. 

.3. In order to trace the hi.story of the events which culminated in this riot 
it is desirable in the first place to ascertain the reasons which led to this 
unfortunate at.tomi.t on the part of the pas.sengers of this steamship to evade 
the immigration law of Canada This law so far as we have been able to 
ascertain it, is contained in the Canadian Immigration Act, 1910, as amended 
in 19LI and in certain Orde:8 in Council issued uudcr the provisions of that 
Act. Under sections '^1 and 38 of the Act the Governor-General in Council of 
Canada is authorised to imjiose cerUiin restrictions ou immigration into Canada. 
In accordance wdth these provisions ol the law the Orders in Council contained 
in Appendix I of this report were issued on the 9th May 1910. These ordera 
were subsequently supersede 1 by the later o-ders contained in Appendix II, 
which w ere issued on the 7ibol January 1914. An exa'ninalion of the law' and 
of these later orders makes it clear that, in addition to the g.'ueral restrictions 
impo'^ed upon all immigrants into the Dominion, oveiy Asiatic immigrant before 
he is allowed to enter Canada has to satisfy the authorities, save iu particular 
oases, that he is in possession of 2 OO Canadian dollars and has travelled by 
continuous jouruey from his native country to Canada on a through ticket. 

4. We are infoivnel that there are at present in Canada about three 
or four thousand Indians, chiefly inhabitants of the .Punjab, and it is a 
matter of common knowledge tliat, ten^ted by prospects of high w'agea, 
a large number of Indians both in British India and in China and 
Japan have for some years been very anxious to secure admission to 
that country. Th^e efforts have, to a great extent, been unsuo- 
fee^Ul recently owing to the proviidoDf of the law to which reference 

already been made. Towards the end of the year 1913, however, a rumour 
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was started and became very prevalent in Hong Kong, Shangliai, Singa¬ 
pore, Japan, Manilla, and possibly to some extent also in India, that the restric¬ 
tions on immigration into Canada h id been removed or rendered of no effect ; 
and efforts were in consequence renewed by many Indians resident in the 
Far East to obtain passages to the Dominion, and numbers of Indians collected 
at various ports with a view to proceed there. From the evidence on record 
it is also clear that for some reason which is not very apparent these emigrants 
were particularly anxious to rea'jh Vancouver before the 25th of March. It is 
probable that they believed that on that date the law on the subject of 
immigration was likely to bo made more stringent. 

6. On the 5Lh of January 1914, Gurdit Singh, the leader of the Komugata 
Maru exjiedition, came to Hong Kong. The only information we have regarding 
his previous career is that he was a native of the Amritsar district and a man 
of no great social status tlierc, though he owned a few acres of land. He 
emigrated from India some 25 or o(> years ago, and for some years carried on 
business as a contractor in Singapore and the Malay States. We are informed 
that in 1909 he returned to Jiritish India and was in 1912 bef^e the Criminal 
Courts when he uus brmnd down to keep the peace, but we have not been able 
to verify this statement. In 1913 he returned to Singapore. No satisfac¬ 
tory evidence has been produced before us as to his pecuniary position, but it 
does not appear that u hen he weiit toTIoiig Kong in January Ittl 1, he wa.s pos¬ 
sessed of any considerable wealth, lie was, however, a person of strong charac¬ 
ter and succeeded in a short time in ac.ijuiring great influence over his fellow 
countrymen in Hong Kong. Shortly ni ter his arrival at that poit he began to 
take a keen interest in this omigrntion movement, and it is in evidence 
that ho discussed the tnatter of ohart ning a vessel to convey a number of 
Indians to Canada witli intcnditig emigrants at Hong Kong on various 
occasions. It may be observed that by fliis^Hime about 150 Sikhs liad collected 
at the Gurdwara or Sikh To:r,])lc at llinl place aa itli the intention of emigrating 
to Vancouver. Towards llie end of January, Gurdit Singh left Hong Kong for 
Singapore projnising to make every clfort to procure a Acssel to convey these 
emigiants to tlie dcsiied dcstinniu .i. It is not clear whether it was then 
intended to chailer a a e.ssel from Hong Kong or to take passengers in the 
first instance from Calculta; biu. on the depa'ftaro of Gurdit Siiigh from the 
former place, a dilfcienoc c f opinion arose among the intending emigrants as to 
the best mei hod of obtaining theobjcci in view. Gurdit Singu liimself proposed, 
as far as can be seen, to charter a vc.ssid in Calcutta for the voyage to Vancouver, 
and to arrange that this Aessel should touch at Penang, S!nga[)ore, Hong 
Kong, Shanghai and Japon cn rou/r. and this proposal aa'hs accepted by some of 
the intending pas.scngeis at Hong Kong. Otliejs Avere apparently of a different 
opinion, for on the 29fh Janu.nv a AA-ire w'as sent from the Committee of 
the GurdAvaia at Hong Kong lo Gnnlit Singh urging him not to go to Calcutta 
at all, but to charter a vessei to proce ed to Vancouver direct. On receipt of 
this telegram Gurdit Singh addrcs.scd his felloAV countrymen at Hong Kong 
poiuling out the diiTioultics avIucIv laced them in respect of this propo.sal and 
the advantages of starling the voyag(‘ from Calcutta. In the letter he asked the 
Committee to de[K)sit JilO.dOO in cash to meet the expenses of ciiarteringa vessel 
and referred definitely to the legt! oltstacles A^^hich Avould probably bo encoun¬ 
tered by tbem in Vancouver In consequence of those difliculties it appears 
that Gurdit Singh conliuiicd his uiteinpts to charter a Aessel to proceed from 
Calcutta, and Avith this object in view, he published on the 13th of February an 
advertisement for intending emigiants explaining in some detail wdiat his pro¬ 
posals were. From tbo statement.s in this advertisement it is clear that he was 
well aware of the restrictions ini]>osed by the Canadian laAv on the immigration of 
Asiatics into that country. But he added that this law had been declared to 
be invalid by a decision of Cliicf Justice Hunter’s datiid the 24th NoA*embcr 
1913. Nevertheless he proposed to avoid the effect of these restrictions, 
by chartering a Chinese steamer to proceed from Calcutta to Vancouver and by 
raising subscriptions to provide indigent emigrants with the 200 dollars which 
the law required every immigrant to have in his possession on landing. 

6. We liave not been able to obtain an ftuthentioated copy of the decision 
referred to abovc^ but wo gather from the iidSormation before us regarding it that 
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tbeefFeotoftli^ judgment ^ras to decide tbaitbe notifications of the 9th Mav 1910 
referred to in paragraph 3 of this report were for certain legal reasons inraUd and 
uUra vires. We doubt, liowever, if Gurdit Singh can have believed that the judg¬ 
ment had the effect alleged by him or that he was unaware of the actual state of 
the law, for in another advertisement issued by him on the 21st of February hO 
again referred to the existing restrictions arfd the manner in wbicb he proposed 
to meet the legal difficulties, and state specifically that he has just receivedp wire 
from Ottawa saying that intending immigrants must travel direct from India and 
produce 200 dollars on landing. His efforts to secure a vessel at Calcutta and to 
obtain subscriptions of £10,< 00 were unsuccessful; and Gurdit Singh, who had 
apparently already entered into negotiations to obtain a charter of the steamship 
Komagata 3Iant, oontiuued his efforts in this direction. Indeed, before the 
issue of the advertisement of the 21st of February, in wliioh he refers to an 
arrangement with a Chinese Company to charter a vessel to sail from Calcutta, 
he had in a previous advertisement of the 18th of February made an incorrect 
allegation to the effect that he had. already chartered the Komagata Maru, 
and on the strength of this allegation he actually in the latter part of March 
Issued a numborof tickets to passengers who were desirous of proceeding to 
Vancouver and received payment for thisaamc. Finally on tlie 24th of March 
ho succeeded in obtaining the charter of the S. S. Komagata Maru from 
Mr. llune, a German shipping agent at Hong Kong. This vessel is OAvned by 
a small Japanese Company, the Shinei Kishen Go Shi Kaisha, rvliich consists, 
as far as the evidence shows, of 4 or 5 persons of Japanese nationality and 
owns only one ship, the ve&selin question. Mr. Bune acted as agent for the Com¬ 
pany under telegraphic authority and nothing is known of his antecedents, 
except that he is a German. From the information before us it appears that 
the owners of the .ship were ignorant of the purpose for which .she Avas chartered. 
The vessel was cliartered for si«i» rflonths from the 27th of March 1914 for 
11,000 Hong Kong dollars per month, the charterer contracting to pay in 
addition all charges for coal, AA’ater, pilotage and port charges. 11,000 dollars 
due for the first month’s hire were payable Avben the charter was signed and 
11,000 dollars within a week of the date of the commencement of the charter, 
viz-t the 27th March ; of the balance, two months’ hire Avas to be paid within 
14 clays of the date of the octiimenoement of the charter and before the 
ship left Japan for Canada, the remainder being payable at Hong Kong 
within two months. Having chartered this vessel, Gurdit Sing^ issued 
tickets to a large number of intending emigrants; and finally the vessel 
started with 1G5 passenger.s, all Indian emigrants who had come originally 
from the Punjab, for Shanghai en route for Vancouver. The departure of the ship 
was delayed until the 4th of April by the Hong Kong Government, and 
it was only after threatening ihat Government with a suit for damages 
and after personal intervicAvs Avitli the local authorities that Gurdit Singh 
finally obtained permission to leave Hong Kong. The reason for this action on 
the part of the Hong Kong Government was that tlioy desired to prevent the 
vessel from starting as the authorities were aware that the passenger's Avould not 
be admitted into Canada. Indeed, if such a course had been possible under the 
law, the Colonial Government w'ould have absolutely prohibited the vessel from 
leaving Hong Kong. The Komagata Maru arrived at Shanghai on the 8th of 
April and left that port AA'ith ill new passengers for Moji on the 14th of the 
same month. It should here be noted that before the ship started from Hong 
Kong there had been some discussion as to whether she should call at Manilla or 
not, and advance agents had been sent to Shanghai, Manilla and other places 
to secure passengers from ports to be touched en route for Vancouver. Before 
the oommencement of the voyage, hoAvever, it was decided to call only at 
Shanghai, Moji and Yokohama. From Shanghai the ship proceeded to Moji, 
where 66 new passengers were taken on board, and thence to Yokohama, 
where 14 passengers embarked. From there the vessel departed for Vancouver 
with 876 passengers on board, all being Panjabis and, excepting 28 
Mahammaoans, Sikhs. 

7 It will be convenient here to stop to examine various questions which 

regard to this part of the journey. In tbe 
impeartant to ascertain the mcnives which led these to 
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i|i^m|it; to SMure admiBsloa into Canada in Apparent defiance of the law. On 
an ^jcamination of all the circumstances and wie eridenoe which has been placed 
before us we think that the groat raaprity of th^e emigrants, probably, acted 
litmd fide in this matter when they left Hong Kong, and that they were at that 
time under the belief that there was no legal objection to their immigration 
into the Dominion. They were anxious to get to Canada as they had been led to 
believe that very high wages were paii to labourers there. Indians already resi¬ 
dent in Vancouver had written frequent letters to them advising them to 
emirate and pointing out the pecuniary advantages which they could secure 
in Canada, and it is in evidence that some of them w^ere informed by 
Gurdit Singh that they could earn as much as Rs. 10, i e., 13s. 4d. a day there 
At this time there was a very general belief that owing to this decision 
of Chief Justice Hunter to which referenoe has been made, the restrictions 
on Asiatic immigration into Canada had been removed, and it is stated by 
n^any of these men that they were also informed by Gurdit Singh that 
he had obtained authoiity from tho Government of Hong Kong to take 

S aa^engers by the Komagata Mam ini.o Canada, and that there would be no 
iffioulty in securing admission there In fact, this argument was used to 
demonstmte the advantage of taking a paasage by this Articular ship. 
It may seem impossible to conceive th.at any intelligent man would accept this 
last story, but it is well-kuovvn that the average Indian makes no distinction 
betweeir the Government of the Unite I Kingdom, that of Canada, that of 
British India or that of any colony. Td him these authorities are all one and 
the same. So much so is rliis tho case, that many of these unfortunate people 
are at the present moment under the impression that the Government of India 
is responsible for the misfortunes wdiich t liey have suffered More th in one of tlm 
pri.souers stated that tho Sirkar (the Government) allowed the vessel to depart, 
promised them that tliey should he allowed to land in Canada, then 
refused to allow tbeiii to enter that couiitry sent them back to British 

India and cau-sed them to be arre'Jto I there. It is pos.sible, also, that the 
action of the Hong Kong authorities in first refusing to allow the Komagata 
Maru to proceed on lier vovugo and snl)sequently granting permis-sion to the 
Captain to dc[)art had something to do with this impression, as the fact that 
permission was at first withheld and subsequently granted was taken as evidence 
of the allegations made by Gurdit Sim^li that thp Government of Hong Kong 
had at last given tJie passengers permission to enter Canada. It is true that Gurdit 
Singh was informed by the Hong Koiej; authorities that the passengers would not 
bo allowed to enter Canada, but wo are not satisfied that this information was 
communicated to all the pa.ssengers, an 1 even if it was communicated it was 
appai ently not accejited by them as con ee.t, in view of the allegations of Gurdit 
Singh. It further appeals from tlm statements of some witnesses, that the 
friendly manner in wdiich (as allego.l) the authorit.es in Hong Kong tieated 
Gurdit Singh, gave colour to his ailegation that he had used his influen(?e with 
them to procure the necessary permission to enter Canada. It is also proved that 
each passenger, in addition to a blue passenger ticket, received from Gurdit Singh 
a white ticket signed by one G. Grimhle, a passage broker of Hong Kong. This 
white ticket W’a.'a, according to the oviilence before us. represented by Gurdit 
Singh tb be a ticket issued by Government, authorising tJio recipient to 
enter Canada. These tickets, whieb are really contract passage tickets 
intended for tlie use of indentured Chinese emigrants to Vancouver, were signed 
in blank by Mr. Qrimble, and contain a clause to be signed by an emigration 
officer certifying to tho fact that the contract has been explained (presumably 
to the emigrant) and registered. This certificate clause is not signed by 
any Government offieor in any of the tickets we have seen, but we are 
inclined to believe that many of the passengers were deceived by Gurdit 
Singh into the belief that the ti<*kets referred to contained a permit from 
the Government of Hong Kong authorising them to land at Vancouver. We 
think,however, that it'is only fair to Gurdit Singh to oliserve that this and the 
other opinions expressed here and elsevvhere on this point are based on ex 
jparte evidence, and that we have not had the opportunity of hearing his version 
o*’ the fhots. 

8. It must also be remembered that according to the evidence a number ot 
Itndian emigrants had hcjen allowed to e-tor Oamida about this time, and that 
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informatioa liad reached Hong Kong, Shanghai and Japan of the judgment 
of Chief Ja&tioe Hunter. In these cinjumstancea it is not surprising that 
the Intecding immigrants were easily misled into the belief that their im» 
migration into Canada would not be object.ecl to ; indeed we are of opinion 
that if they had been aware of the actual facts many of the passengers 
would never have started on this journey ; for the majority of them were poor 
meu who had 8<ived but little, and many had saorified all they had in the • 
way of savings to |jay the expenditure incurred by this voyage. There is also 
evidence to prove that many gave up regular service and apnoiiitmunts 
in which they were receiving good pay in Hong Kong, Shanghai and elsewhere 
to embark on this disastrous voyage. 

9 The conduct of Gurdit Singh and his immediate following stands, 
however, on a different footing. It has been freely suggested in the course 
of the enquiry that they were well aware that tlie emigrants would not be 
allowed to enter Vancouver and that Gurdit Singlv took money from the 
passengers witli the deliberate intention of defrauding them, that he dishonestly 
misappropriated the money paid for. fares and in this way made a huge 
profit out of^he present venture. For the first of those suggestions 
there is much support in the fact tliat Gurdit Sinsh did, as vie l)elieve, 
make a number of false allegations as to his liaving procured authority 
for their admi-ssion into Canada. It is clear from the statetneuts of a large 
number of the passengers (many of whom are even now not in any way 
hostile to Gurdit Singh) that be stated to them that he had secured permiasion 
from the Government of Hong Kong for the unrestricted entry of the 
passengers by the Komagata Marti into Canada, and that, he deceived many of 
them into believing that the white tickets abeady referred to were permits 
from the Colonial Government hsued for this purpose. There is doe.umentary 
evidence ahso to prove tliat before the sliip left Iloiig Kong. Gurdit Singlx 
cabled to Manilla stating that heteid obtained permission fur the passengeis to 
land at Vancouver; and to this extent he certainly did, in our opini m, deceive 
the passengers. It is also very difficult having regard to the internal evidence 
on record to believe that he, or the more intelligent of his immediate followii'g 
who were men of some education and could read and write English, were 
ignorant of the real state of the law. In a letter addics.seJ from Hong Kong 
on the 5th of Eehruaiy to Thilhian Singh, the leader of the oominittee at the 
Gurdwaia there, Gurdit Singh wrote as follows :— 

“ Hence it is necessary to get answera to tho following questions :— 

«««*«>• 

(2) Whether we can land there (at Vancouver)? If we arc not 

allowed to land whether w’c can fight out a case or not ? 

(3) Is it a fact that no Hindustani can go to Vancouver, as mentioned 

in the “ Khalsa Sewak ” till a new^ law is passed ? If this is a 
fact, w'hat should we do nowi?” 

Again in a notice purporting to be issued by Gurdit Singh and dated 
Calcutta, the 21st February 1914, there is the following smiteacc : 

“Wo have just received a telegram from Ottawa saying that intending 
immigrants should book directly from India and show §200 on landing ; so 
we have arranged for both of these things " 

Finally in a notice which is undated, but which from the oontants was 
probably wTitten between the end of March and the 4th April, and which 
purported to he is.sued by Gurdit Singh, the following statement occurs : 

“ What led me to do this work is that when 1 came to Hong Kong in 
January 1914 I could not be.ar the trouble of those w’ho were in the Gurdwara 
wa,Uing to go to Vancouver. They w'ere w'aiting there for years and living 
at their own expense ; how tyrannical and bard wms this on our brothers : 

“ This affected ray raind with tho result that I resolved to take them to 
Vancouver under any CTcumsiances. I promised the jjassengers that, if no 
comiiany will issue tickets to them and they wrote to me, I w'ould do tlie 
needful and fight out the case in the Supreme Courts of 'Vancouver to get

GoTemment will prevent us from 
laisdi&ff I will adc trutoy questions from our Government and will not return 
until we matter is finally settled and will notify thd* full details of these 
proceeding to the people of India.” 

These extracts indicate that Gurdit Sinuh was aware of the state of the 
law and that many of his promises raatle to the passengers were entirely untrue. 
In fact the last extract shows that ho intended to force a way into Canada 
for these immigrants by an appeal to the Courts At the same time we 
think that it is quite possible and even probable that he was under the im¬ 
pression that there was some debict in the law which he would bo able to 
overcome by such an appeal or that he would be able to bring such political 
pressure to bear on the Canadian Government that they woul l be unable to 
Kc«p the intending immigrant.s out of the country. We doubt if be would 
have had the courage to deceive all these passengers and induce them to 
embark upon this desperate venture unless he had had some genuine hope 
that he would be able to secure their admission into Canada. We also think 
that in embarking on the voyage Gurdit Singh was much influnced by the 
advice and encouragement which he received from Indians resident in 
Vancouver, 


Kh The second suggestion is that Gurdit Singh conceived the whole of this 
scheme purely for his own pecuniary lienefit and that he started proceedings 
by systematically misappropriating the money paid by the passengers, but we 
find no sufficient evidence to support this allegation There is no doubt that 
Gurdit Singh hoped to obtain considerable pecuniary advantage) out of the 
venture, and if he had succeeded in effecting the entry of these immigrants 
into Canada within reasonable time, he would probably have made a very large 
profit. The ordinary fa^e from Hong Kong to Vancouver is, as we are informed, 
JSIO, and Gurdit Singh charged £20 pnr pipsenger. He hoped to book 500 
passengers, the full complement o^‘ the ship being 533; if this number of tickets 
had been sold he would have realised 100,000 dollars out of the fares, against 
which he would have had to pay the cost of chartering the vessel for a couple of 
months, 22,000 dollars, plus the cost of coal, say 10,000 dollars, and of feeding 
the emigrants on the outward journey, s;iy 10,000 dollars more Moreover, if the 
venture had succeeded, the number (ii p;issengeffc on subsequent voyages would 
have largely increased and the jiadits would have been proportionately 

greater. It is clear from the evidence that if he had been successful 

in the first voyage Gurdit Singh intended to return to Calcutta, and 

if he had done so he would certainly have been able to get 

a fresh complement of passengers there without difficulty. We are also 
inclined to the view that Gurdit Singh was largely actuated by the desire 
to pose as a political liero who had cihtainod for Indians the free right to enter 
Canada, which is now denied them, and if he bad succeeded in securing 
the admission of the passengers by the Komagata Jifaru into Cemada it 
appears that he would have been .successful iu both of his main objects. 
In the result, however, his efforts to carry this difficult commercial enterprise 
to a successful termination were a complete failure, and we think in the cir- 
oumstanoes that this was to he expected. For it appears that Gurdit Singh 
•tarted on his venture vi'ith no capital and no knowledge of business methods 
or of accounts and book-keeping. Several books of account have been filed 
before us, and we have had them examined and have caused a complete transla¬ 
tion to be made of one which purported to be the daily cash book. It is, how¬ 
ever, utterly unintelligible and kc'pt in such a manner that it is impossible to 
get from it any accurate information as to the fi.nancial details of this enterprise, 
ft also appears that the number of passengers was smaller than Gurdit Singh 
anticipated, and if the promissory notes found on board arc accepted as genuine 
documents they indicate that many of the intending immigrants were 
not able to pay the full amount of their fares in cash, as we find notes 
for nearly 24,000 dollars executed by va^us passengers for their dues on 
ibis account. Owing to the fact that Gurdit Singh engaged upon this under 
talrlwg without any capital it further appeaiB that from the commencement 
cf the voyage there was a want of lequiah^ funds to pay for the hire 
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of the flieiiitiiier and other urgent ohar,graie. We have already siated that ‘ 
tHft eeOidud . Month’s hire waste be within oue week of the date of 
the charts; but this payment, which was resdly due before^ the ship left 
Hong Hong, Gurdit Singh ^aa unable to make in full until he reached 
Shn.nglni.ij whence out of the new fares realised he cabled a remittance 
to the bank at Hong Kong to meet the demand. Similarly, when the 
vessel reached Moji, Gurdit Singh’s hnanoes 'were in a very bad state. He had 
promised a great many of the passengers who oame to Moji from Manilla 
that he would make good to them the cost of their journey to Moji, as 
the ship did not call at Manilla. These promises he was unable to fulhh 
He had also to find at Moji two months* hire for the vessel, plu9 
the price of the coal for the journey to Vancouver. At Hong Kong he had 
bought 350 tons of coal only at a price of 3,600 dollars. The average con¬ 
sumption of the Komagata Maru was 20 tons per day. A largo additional supply 
of coal was therefore necessary. Moreover, the vessel was so light in the water 
that it was advisable to load some cargo to steady her; to effect this it was 
decided to purchase coal in excess of -the quantity needed for the voyage, 
the intention «being to sell the surplus at Vancouver. To meet these 
demands Gurdit Singh had as he said 17,000 dollars, ♦which was 6,000 
short of what was necessary for the hii^ .of the ship alone; and to obtain 
funds for the rest of the money due from him he had to raise a subscrip¬ 
tion among the passengers, out of which he paid part of the balance of the 
two months’ hire and part of the price of the coal purchased. The actual 
amount of coal bought was 2,000 or 2,600 tons according to various witnesses, 
the price being 15,000 yen, out of which 7,000 yen only, or 7,700 dollars was 
paid in cash. According to the evidence of the Japanese officers, the 
agent of the Steam Ship Company guaranteed that the balance of 
the price should be paid laten it being arranged that the captain of 
the Komagata Maru was to brnd any balance of the coal on arrival at 
Vancouver as security for the unpaid purchase money. It is difficult to ascer¬ 
tain the actual amount raised from the passengers at Moji, but we think that it 
was at least 10,000 dollars, and we are satisfied that in the case of those 
who were unwilling to subscribe voluntarily considerable pressure was used 
to induce them to comply with Gurdit Singh’s demands. lleoeipts 
were, however, generally given, so far as we can ascertain, for the amounts 
received, and there is nothing to indicate that Gurdit Singh did not intend 
to repay his creditors if, as he hoped, his voyage ended sxiccessfully. It 
has been suggested, as already staled, that the raising of this subscription and 
the manner in which the accounts were kept, indicate a fraudulent intention 
on the part of Gurdit Singh and that they are evidence of the fact that he 
systematically misappropriated the money of the passengers. We think, 
however, that his conduct is capable of explanation without any suggestion 
of fraud, if it is once understood that a man of some cunning but 
little real intelligence and with no e:i^erienoe of shipping business or accounts 
was attempting to carry out a difficult undertaking n ithout any capital and 
without any expert assistance. At the same time it cannot be denied that 
Gurdit Singh’s conduct was characterized by a reckless disregard both 
of his promises to the passengers and of his obligations to the owners, while 
it should be borne in mind that the so-called Sri Guru Nanak Steamship 
Company, which he freely advertised, styling himself manager or 
diiector, was a bogus concern, in which the solitary shareholder was Gurdit 
Singh himself, and which possessed onl^ one vessel, the Komagata Maru, 
and that a hired one. In connection with this point it may be desirable 
to refer to the opinions expressed in Canada that the voyage of the 
Komagata Maru was deliberately promotecl and financed by political agita¬ 
tors in Vancouver in order that they might have an opportunity of rousing 
public feeling in India against the Government, when the immigrants were 
refused admission. There is reason to believe that ^e Vancouver Indians encour¬ 
aged the passengers' to embark on this enterprise and they must haVe been 
veil avaxe of what the final result must be, and it is difficult to see what objeot 
thc^ oefild Itave had in view except to excite politioal feeling. As to fiuauoi^ 
aMOstasee it is ^proved that at Vanoouver the Indian tesidenia did assist the 
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passengem, but there i« no evidence of anyj^uniary aid before the arrival of 
the ship at that port except that Gurdit mngh promised those persons who 
advanced money to pay the expenses of the voyage that the Khal^ Dewan at 
Vancouver would ma^e good the amounts and the passengers engaged per contra 
that Gurdit Singh was only to be called on to do so in the event of the Khalsa 
Dewan failing to meet this obligation. This. undertaking on the part of 
Gurdit Singh lends some support to the view that before the Komagata 
Maru started on her voysige the Vancouver Indians in addition to encouraging 
the emigrants to proceed had made some promises of financial assistance. 
Nevertheless we retain the view that Gurdit Singh when he started on this 
enterprise hoped that ho would be able to obtain admission for himself and his 
fellow passengers into Canada, though very possibly those who were 
encouraging him to undertake the voyage were well aw^are that the enterprise 
would not bo sucessful. 

11 In connection with this journey from Hong Kong, we have* also had 
to consider how far the undertaking* might have been engineered at the 
instigation of Germany. We are aware of the fact that^t is generally 
believed that German influence has for some time been at work in various 
parts of the British Empire to create disaffection to Government, but 
beyond the fact that this ship was chartered from a German agent at Hong 
Kong we have not been able to secure any evidence of German influence in 
respect of this voyage There are however, suspicious circumstances in connec¬ 
tion with the undertaking, and it is quite possible that even if German influence 
had been at work we should be unable to secure direct evidence of it. Thus 
it is worthy of note that until Gurdit Singh met Mr. Bune he was entirely unable 
to hire any vessel to convey these emigrants to Canada; and this is not 
surprising in view of the provisions of the Canadian law regarding the duty 
of companies to re-convey rejected immigraute to the country of their birth 
and the penalties to which such companies We subject if these provisions of 
the law are not complied with It is also possible that Bune in aiding Gurdit 
Singh to secure the charter of the Komagata JIfaru acted with the intention 
of causing embarra.ssment to the Canadian authorities and indirectly to the 
British Government, as he was aware that the passengers would not be allowed 
to land at Vancouver, but of thi.s there isfUo direct evidence It is also 
noteworthy that the Komagata Maru ^as owned by a German Company 
before she became the property of Shinei Kishen Go Shi Kaisha, and that 
the first intimation as to her departure from Hong Kong reached London 
through Germany, the news being published in the Berlin papers eleven days 
after the vessel left that port. That the Indians resident in Vancouver were 
intimately connected niththe venture of the Komagata Maru is clear, and it 
is also believed that the Indian Bevolutionary Societies in America are in 
close connection with certain societies in Germany. It is only fair, on the 
other hand, to state that some of the passengers ‘allege that Bune attempted 
to dissuade Gurdit Singh from starting on this venture and there is no trace 
in the accounts of Gurdit Singh’s having received any pecuniary assistance 
from Germany or from Bune. Indeed, the accounts filedfshow on the other 
hand that Bune received a sum of $2,500 as commission for his services in 
oonnection with the charter of this vessel We observe that it has been stated 
in the Press that the Canadian Government has direct proof to show that the 
Komagata Maru enterprise was engineered by Germany, but no evidence to 
this effect has been placed before us. 

12. The only other matter in which attention need be invited at this stage 
of the voyage of the Komagata Maru is in respect of the attemps made to 
promote s^ition and disloyalty to the British Government at various 
pmrts at which the ship touched. There is some evidence that on the out¬ 
ward voyage Gurdit Singh delivered lectures in which disloyal and seditious 
language was used, and according to other witnesses Gurdit Singh met 
with considerable sympathy in Japan for the cause which he advocated. 
W^e are i^pt, however, prepared to accept ihrae statements as entirely 
trustworthy. We have more credible testunony that consignments of the 
newspaper were received on beard at Shanghai, Moji and 
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Yokfllitti^. 'paper, specimen,oo]^ of which we have ieen and had 
tmnslated, ^ published by a revblationaiw organixation in America and 
openly advocates mutiny against the British Government in India; it 
appears that it circulates freely in the Far Bast and in America, and we think 
ttot it was introduced into the ^o/iMgata Maru though the agency of 
t b*^ revolutionary societies in order to promote disl^alty and disaffection 
among those on board. It is also in evidence that at Yokohama two reputed 
revolutionaries, Bliagwan Singh and Barkatulla, visited the ship, and tlnd; 
Bhagwan Singh, the deported priest of the Sikh Temple at Vancouver, 
delivered a spirited lecture to the. passengers in which he instigated them to 
rise against the British Government in India It is difficult to believe that 
Gurdit Singh would have allowed newspa^rs like the Ohadr to be introduced 
on boai-d and lectures of this kind to be delivered if he had not even at that 
time had considerable sympathy with the American revolutionary movement. 

13. From Yokohama to Vancouver no inoideat of any great importance 
occurred on the vessel, except that there were some quarrels at to the quality 
of the food provided by Gurdit Singh for the use of the passengers. Some 
attempt has been made to magnify the importance of tlrcse differences, but 
on the whole, having regard to the ^bsequent facts and conduct of the 
passengers and the evidence before us, we are not inclined to accept the 
view that these differences were more than disputes of a temporary and trifling 
character. It appears, however, that during this part of the voyage, the 
passengers divided into two factions or j)artics, one of them headed by Gurdit 
Singh and his following, and the other by the medical officer of the ship. 
Dr. Raghunath Singh, and that.feeling between the two factions was at times 
very bitter. 

14. On the 2l8t May the K9ttagata Maru arrived'at Victoria Quarantine 
Station and from thence she proceeded to Vancouver, on the 23 rd Ma^. 
The authorities at that port refused to allow the immigrants, with certain 
exceptions, to land as they had failed to comply with the requirements of 
the Canadian law Permission to disembark was, however, gmnted to some 
of the passengers, including Dr. Raghunath Singh, and as alleged Bhan Singh 
who represented himself to tie a student Of these two, Dr. Raghunath 
Singh was able to land, but Bhan Singh was prevented by bis fellow passengers 
from taking advantage of the permission granted to him by the Canadian 
Government. 

16. The action of the Canadian Government in refusing to admit the 
immigrants was keenly resented both by the passengers and by their follow 
countrymen on shore, and it is in evidence that meetings wero held both on the 
ship and in Vancouvt r to protest against the action of the Canadian authorities, 
ana that very violent language against the British and Canadian Governments 
was indulged in at these meetings. The immigration officers, however, remained 
firm and refused to allow the passengers to land in spite of these protests and of 
repeated communications from Gurdit Sin^ and his Secretary Daljit Singh. On 
the other hand, the passengers refused to depart and adopted various devices in 
order to get permission to laud. Failing to secure their object by any of these 
means Gurdit Singh and liis associates decided to bring a test case in the courts 
in the name of one of the pa.«8engers named Mansa Singh in the hope of obtaining 
an order of the court which would override the decision of the executive author* 
ities; the application of this immigrant to be allowed to land was, however, 
rejfioted by the courts. It is interesting to note that, in instructing his lawyer 
at Vancouver and in addressing the local officers of ihe Canadian Govemment, 
Gurdit Singh attempted to make out that by their conduct the Canadian 
Goveanment had lea him to believe the passengers would be allowed to 
enter Canada, and also produced a written opinion of a Hong Kong lawyer 
which he alleged supported his contention that they were entitled to land. 
On examination, this letter, which has been filed before us, pteved to 

more than an expression of opinion that the Hong Kong Go^verazdiiht 
hod ho 3^ht to present the Kumnguta Mam ftom sailing ttom llexm; 
l^ng. Tlmreis little doubt, however, fhnt tlHii Infftr thim^h ft Tfns 
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for the purpose of inftaeuomg the Ganadiaa Authorities, was used by Gurdit 
Singh more suocaufully in deluding the unfc^unate passengers. 

16 In the meantime, while negotiations were pending between the Canadian 
Immigration Office and the passengers, the Agent of the owners of the 
Kotnagaia Maru made a demand for 22,CK)0 dollars still due for the hire of the 
•hip, and at the same time called upon Gurdit Singh to pay the balance of the 
price of coal bought at Moji. These demands Gurdit Singh resisted on the 
ground that he was unable to pay, as lie was not allowed to land, a plea w hich 
was utterly irrevelant as the owners were in no way concerned with the 
question whether the immigrants were permitted to enter Canada or not It 
appears, however, that the Indian residents in Vancouver came to the assist¬ 
ance of Gurdit Singh in this matter and that they raised the amount of 
22,000 dollars for the payment of the charter money, and on payment of 
this amount the charter was, with the consent of Gurdit Singh and of the 
Agents of the owners at Vancouver, transferred the two leading Indian residents 
in Vancouver, Bhag Sing and llahim. The former of these men is the priest 
of tho Sikh Temple at Vancouver, is believed to be a leader of the disaffected 
Indian party in Vancouver, and has as we are informed recentl^*been murdered 
by some of his fellow countrymen there Kahim is stated to be the Editor of 
the Minduathanee, a proscribed paper. 

17 After the deoisioii of the courts in the case of Mansa Singh, matters 
reached a deadlock The authorities refused to allow' the Indians to land and 
directed the Captain to remove the ves.M'l from the port, and the passengers 
refused to allow the Captain and crew to weigh anchor or get up steam. A body 
of police was sent to enforce the orders of Government, but they were resisted by 
the passengers and a serious affray ensued, in which 22 police officers were in¬ 
jured and the captain of the police lauiic'.i had two ribs broken. It may here be 
noticed that in a description of this incident a history of the voyage, compiled 
on board the Komagata Maru and touiid amongst the papers of Gurdit Singh, 
this affray is referred to as a defeat inilicted on a man-of-war and army by 
unarmed Indians who only used coal to repel their assailants. On the other 
hand, it is proved by the Japanese ofbrers and by documentary evidence that 
tho passengers used fire-arms in resisting the police. After the failure on the 
part of the police to enforce the orders to depJ^t, a Government vessel, The 
MainhotOf was requisitioned with an armed force to compel compliance with 
these orders; the passengers saw that il ^vas impossible for them to resist this 
force, and came to terms, and finally on the 23rd of July the Komagata Maru 
departed from Vancouver, but not until Gurdit Singh bad obtained from the 
Canadian Government a very ample supply of provisions for the return 
journey There can be no doubt tliat these supplies were granted out of 
charity and as the result of ie]>eated allegations made by Gurdit Singh and 
his adherents that the passengers were starving. Indeed, from the evidence 
before us, there is little doubt that there was a great w'ant of provisions onboard 
at this time and the ve.ssel could not have sailed without some supplies. It is, 
however, difficult to believe that the articles demanded and supplied were not 
in some oases in excess of what was necessary, as it is in evidence that a large 
quantity of these stores w'cre left on board the ship uiioousumed when the 

arrived at Calcutta. Tho actual articles supplied were ;—

The supply of 200 pounds of tobacco in view the of fact that all the 
passengers except 25 Muhammadans were Sikhs, seems somewhat generous, and to 
those who are familiar with conditions of life in India, some of the other articles 
supplied may sJ^pear to be unnecessary. It has already been stated that these 
supplies were given from charitable si^c^ves by the Canadian Government, 
but that this was not the view of the passengers, or at any rate of their leaders, 
is evidenced by the following extract taken from the history of the voyage 
found among Gurdit Singh’s papers on board the vessel:— 

“ 24,000 dollars worth of provisions were supplied to us. To copy 
the example of the avaricious and deceitful faringhees, we said we would not 
sail until a hundred goats, fowls and eggs had been supplied. We began to 
have faith in our own strength. We gut 24,000 dollars worth of provisions by 
shoe-beating a few. More threatenings would surely produce goats, eggs and 
fowls ” 

18. At this point it is convenient to pause to considtJr in greater detail the 
part played by the revolutionary party in Canada in respect of these passengers 
at Vancouver There is reason to believe that there are, both in America 
and Canada, certain associations of a revolutionary character composed mainly 
of Indian residents. The avowed object of many of these associations is to 
secure the overthrow of BriBsh rule in India, and, with this aim, persistent 
efforts are made to seduce Indians, both in and out of British India, 
from their loyalty to the Crown, and to induce them to join in a movement 
for an armed rising against the Government. China and Japan afford 
an excellent field for the operations of these associations, as large numbers 
of Indians reside there, and persistent efforts arc, therefore, made to promote 
disloyalty and disaffection amongst them by the means of seditious litera¬ 
ture and in other ways. One of the most important publications of this 
party is the Qhadr newspaper, to which reference has already been made. 
Attempts had been made by emissaries of this party, as already described, to 
create disaffection towards Government among the passengers, both at Moji, 
Yokohama, and elsewhere, and these efforts were renewed, and apparently with 
more success at Vancouver. By this time the passengers were in a desperate 
condition and many were ready to listen to incitements to disaffection. 
The large majority were poor men who had staked all their possessions on this 
enterprise, and, on an average, they had probably spent 400 or 500 rupees each 
on the voyage. They had started in the Wlief that their admission to Canada 
was assured and guaranteed by the Government, and now, after suffering the 
hardships of nearly four months ’ detention in very insanitary surroundings on 
the Komagata Maru, they were ordered to return to the ports from which they 
had started. It is not unreasonable to suppMe that in theso circumstances they 
entertained the most violent feelings of irrftation against the Canadian Govern* 
men^ and that they were in such a state of discontent as to be peculiarly open 
to evil influences It is not surprising, ther^ore, t^t incitement to sediucm 
wore readily listened to W many, and that efforts to render the passengers 
ae^e^ diwffected to the Government were more cw less suooeasftll. At this 
p 0 ;tiOd^ the voyage, 'moreover, we tidhk thadi Ghrdit Sipgh, whatevMr his < 
piOirioiM sentiments had been, found it neoessary to join.wholalieiw ted^ Ih 
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tile attempts to promote disaffectioa ia order to dirert attention from his own 
misdeeds and to the odium for the failure of Uie venture upon the Qovem- 
ment, Eevolutionary literature of a violent character was introduced and 
circulated on boardi and during the stay of the vessel at Vancouver and on the 
return voyage systematic efforts were made to excite the passengers against 
the authoriues aud to promote a rising against Government. There is also 
evidence to prove that attempts were maHa at Vancouver by members of the 
revolutionary party on shore to smuggle arms on board, and one man was 
convicted for the unlawful possession of arms which were procured for the use 
of these passengers. It has already been stated that the passengers had 
successfully resisted the police at Vanoouver; they had succeeded in intimidating 
the Master and crew of the ship aud had also, as they believed, forced the 
Government of Oanada to provide thorn with a quantity of valuable supplies. 
TJiey were, therefore, at this time in a very dangerous frame of mind, many of 
them being obsessed with an exaggerated idea of their own power, full of the 
disloyal and seditious theories inculcated by revolutionary leaders, intensely 
irritated at the treatment meted out to them, and ready for any mischief. 
So dangerous indeed had they become, that the Captain of the ship was advised 
by the Canadian authorities to purchase firearms to enable tifib officers and 
crew to protect themselves against possible attacks from the passengers. 

19. In this mood the passengers started on their return journey to 
Yokohama, which was the tiist port of call. Here a few persons disembarked. 
It is not very clear what the final port of destination was intended to be 
when the Komagata Maru left Vancouver, but, apparently, up to the time 
of her arrival at Yokohama, it was intended that she should, at any rate, touch 
at Hong Kong, so that passengers who might be desirous of landing there 
should have an opportunity of doing so. At Yokohama a letter was received 
by Gurdit Singh from the Colonial Secietary of Hong Kong informing him 
that the Government of that Dependency coinidered it undesirable that any of 
the passengers should land at Hong Kong and threatening to enforce a local 
Vagrancy Ordinance against any who might attempt to land at that port. 
Gurdit Singh replied in a letter addsessed to the Consifi at Yokahama stating 
that the passengers were perfectly willing to go to any port in India if provi¬ 
sions were supplied. It does not appear that he had any authority for this 
statement as many of the passengers say that tbi^were in fact anxious to return 
to China to earn money and repair their shattered fortunes. It is probable 
that in refusing to allow the passengers to land the Hong Kong Government 
was influenced by information received of their conduct at Vancouver. What¬ 
ever the reasons for the orders were, they were the cause of considerable incon¬ 
venience and loss to many of the passengers. The views of Gurdit Siugh and 
his immediate following, as contained in the history already referred to, viere 
that the Government at Hong Kong was afraid to allow the passengers to land 
as they apprehended that they might cause a mutiny among the Sikh regiineuts 
stationed at that place ; we do not know if there is any fouhclation for this 
statement which was, as alleged, based on information received at Kobe ; but if 
it is true, it explains the conduct of the Hong Kong authorities in this matter. 

20. Returning from these considerations to the actual history of the voyage, 
the Consul at Yokohama firmly declined to meet Gurdit Singh’s requests for 
additional supplies, observing at the same time that the demands made seemed 
most exorbitant. From a letter of Gurdit Singh addressed subsequently to the 
Ooiisul-General at Kobe we loaru that at this period of bhe voyage the Captain 
of the Komagata Mara received telegraphic orders from the owners of the 
ship to proceed to Kobe, aud accordingly the vessel left Y okohama for that port 
on 18th of August, arriviug at Kobe on. the 2l8t. At Kobe about 15 
passengers disembarked. The remainder under the leadership of Gurdit Siugh 

attempted to secure further supplies from the British Consul-General 
there. 'They land^ in large bodies of 100 aud 150men, repeatedly besieging 
the Consulate, and were so importunate in their demands that they appear to 
have very great iuconveuieuce to the Consul-General and almost to 

h«ye intimidated him They repre^nted that they were entirely destitute and 
dflboandttl large sunu of money for the purchase of provisions ^d for payment 
of the iMdanoe of tlm cost of coal purchasad. on the outward journey at Moji. 
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On Teoi^illf Jhi* ^putefcion the Ctonsui-^li^^itnltrired to His Mnjeslgl^’s ; 

ftt he could arrange for passage of the returned 

Hong Cong if %,000 yen were paid for the price of coal, plu$ 1,100 yen to pio^ 
none- If/however, the passengers were not allowed to land at Hong Kong, ne 
said that-they could be sent to Calcutta at a cost of 13,000 yen, pint 6,00p y®^ • 
to the cost of returning the vessel to Hong Kong. He added t^ it was of 
the greatest importance that these Indiai's should be removed as soon ss 
pcadble and that provisions would in any ease have to be supplied shortly to 
them. As to the amount payable for supplies, we find from a subsequent letter , 
addressed to the Government of India that the Consul-General understood at 
fliat that 200 Hong Kong dollars was the estimate of the daily cost of provi¬ 
sioning the ship At a later interview the pas.'tengers alleged that this’estimate 
of expenditure was in gold dollars, thus douoling the cost. The Consul-General 
accepted the suggestion that this change in the estimate w as due to a mistake 
on his part, but, having regal’d to the circumstances, it appears to us that 
possibly this was not the case. The ordinary currency of Hoag Kong is, as we 
understand, the silver dollar, and the passengers were well aware of tliis fact; 
and in the circumstances we suspect that the allegation that gold dollars had 
originally been^demanded was untrue. There were on the ship at this time 
very considerable stores of provisions, a|4 ® very small amount of additional 
supplies was really necessary, for the piirohase of which neither 4,600 gold 
dollars nor 4,500 silver dollars were necessary. There are also grounds for 
believing that Gurdit Singh had ample funds in his possession to meet any 
urgent expenditure. We incline to the view therefore <hat when the leaders 
of the passengei-s found that the Consul was willing to accept their state¬ 
ments as correct, apparently without any detailed enquuy into the facts, 
they thought that the opportunity was too good to be lost and at once 
doubled their original demands. It is impossible, however, to be definite on 
fhift point as we have not had th%advantage of hearijjg the statement of the 
Consul-General. Whether our opinion on this point is correct or not, it is 
certain that the allegation of the passengers that they were entirely destitute 


was untrue. ^ , 

21. Under instructions from His Majesty’s Ambassador at Tokio, the Consul- 
General at Kobe then entered into negotiations with the G< vernment of India, 
soliciting sanct'on to the expe^liture of 19,000 yon for the repatriation of 850 
destitute Indians on the Komagata Maru, and his request was acceded to. The 
telegram of the Consul-General runs as follows;— 

“Urgent. 350 Indians Komagata alleged to bo completely destitute. 
Only possible solution present, sending to India, requesting you will sanction 
expenditure not exceed 19,000 yen repatriation ’’ 

The reply of tho Government of India is reproduced below;— 

“ Your telegrams of 27th and 30th instant. Komagata Maru Indians. 
Government of India agree to pay expenses of repatiiation up to 19,000 yen 
and would like to know immediately arrangements proposed. Very desirable 
they should return in one ship and land Madres; also that immediate intima* 
tion be given to allow officers to be sent to meet them in Singapore and travel 
rest of journey on board. Presumed you contemplate payment of pas^TO 
and messing fares to those othei-wise destitute only. If names of any specially 
undesirable or any other particulars likely to be of assistance known, would 
you kindly telegraph *’ 

22. On receipt of this telegram the Consul decided, after discussing the 

question with Gurdit Singh, to send the passengers to Calcutta, and 
aiKKardingly on the 3rd of ^ptember the Komagata Maru left Kobe for 
OtHcutta, 9,000 yen having been paid in cash to Gurdit Singh to the purchase 
of provisions. Of this amount ho expended, as far as the evidence indicateiL 
nbfOxit 485 yen only in the purchase of food, retaining the balance of 
ajppi^xiniately £856 and promising to divide it among the < passengers on their 
attivi^ at Oidcutta. llie account of the proceedings of the Komagata Maru 
passengert at lil^be in the history of the voyage compiled on board itatea

afxived at Singapore and added that the Captain of the ship had asked him to 
tdegtaph to Oalcutta to request that a strong guard should be sent down 
to hi m on board the boat bringing the pilot He at the same time wired to 
Government of India stating that the ship had started and that one of the 
paaengers, Jawahir Mul, was a dangerous oharaoter. It is to be observed 
that in the wire no reference, was made to any change in the ship’s destination 
being arranged at Singapore, or to the request of the Captain for an armed 

23. The practical utility of communicating this suggestion as to divert¬ 
ing the destination of the vessel and the request of the Captain in a 
letter which could not be delivered until the ship bad actually arrived at 
Calcutta is not very apparent, and it is, in our opinion, a matter for some 
regret that the Consul did not cable to India more accura?e information 
r^arding these passengers and the request of the Captain for armed assistance 
on arrivtu. We also are of opinion that, if the real facts had been ascertained, 
it would not have been necessary to advance this large sum of £900 to Gurdit 
Singh. The allegation in the cable to the Government of India that the only 
possible solution of the diflBculty was to send the men to India is also open 
to question. Many of the passengers did in fact not want to return to India at 
all, and they are at present much aggrieved at having been sent back here. It 
is not very clear from the information before us why many might not have 
returned to the places from which they had o»niie, and the net result of the 
action taken by the Consul-General at Kt)be w^ that the Government of India 
has been put to a large amount of unnecessary expenditure in repatriating a 
number of Indians, many of whom did not wish to return to India, and whose 
return to this country uas in no degree necessary or desirable from the point 
of view of the Government The passenger Jawaliir Mul, to whom reference 
was made in the telegram to the Government of India, was one of two passen¬ 
gers who joined the Komagata Maru at Kobe ; Wte other new passenger being 
bis brother Narain Das. Various opinions have been expressed as to the 
character of these two men, and the question is discussed in a later portion of 
this report. 

24. On the 16th September the Komagata Maru arrived at Singapore, and 
the authorities at that port refused to allow any one to land, as this was not 
oonsidered desirable owing to the state of war. It is probable that this decision 
was also in some degree due to the fact that the character and previous conduct 
of these passengers were known to the local authorities. Gurdit Singh attempted 
to got special permissipu to go on shore to purchase stores, but the request 
was refused. It also appears that at one time preparations were made to resist 
the Singapore police if they attempted to board the vessel. After a few days, 
however, all attempts to land were given up and the vessel resumed her voyage 
to Calcutta. It may here be noted that, according to tlie Japanese oflBcers, the 
Singajpore police were the only police fer whom Gurdit Singh had any respect, 
and it was possibly for this reason that he desisted so quickly from his 
attempts to land there. 

26. On 26th of September the Komagata Jfari# arrived at the mouth of the 
Hughli. In the meantime information had reached the Government of India as 
to probable date of the ship’s arrival, and measures were taken in order to 
assist indigent passengers to their homes in the Punjab and to prevent anv 
undesirable agitation and disturbance in Calcutta upon their arrival. 'With 
this object in view the Bengal Government, in^ consultation with the Govern¬ 
ment of the Punjab, decided to utilise the provisions of the Ingress into India 
Oidinanoe, 1914. This Ordinance, which has been enacted since the com- 
mencenmnt of the present war, empowers the Government of India to restrict 
the liberty of any person entering into India after the 5th September, if such 
acilon ia aeoesiai^ order to protect the State bom the prosecution of some 
ptuposi pr^udimal to its safety, interest or tranquillity. By Notification 
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Np. 10^4,'^blished ia the Gazette o/* :^»dUk» on 16th Sppti^b^ 
powBpti conferred by this Ordinance on tjie Govern Kent of luum haspie- opett 
wle^ted to'Local Govei’nnieuts. This Ordinance, therefore, withJ^ie Jfci4^ 
issued under it, gave the Local Government ample power to reitrie# 
the liberty of the passengers by the Kotnoiffata JHarH, if such a course appeaviid 
to be necessary, and, having regard to the information before it, the IxMpl 
Government of Bengal decided to utilize the provisions of the new law. ^ After 
some discussion as to the best manner of dealing with the passengers, it was 
finally decided that they should bo landed at Budge Budge, some 14 iuBm 
south of Calcutta, and there put. into a special train and conveyed to thdif: 
homes in the Punjab. Prom the information before Government, howeT<^, 
there was reason to believe that there w'ere among the passengers a certain 
number of juen whom it was unsafe to allow to remain at large in India in tlga 

S resent condition, of affairs, and the intention was to detain these men in ousto* 
y for such period as might be necessary or to take such other measures iu 
respect of them as might be requisite to ensure the public safety and 
tranquillity. 

26. In accordance M'ith these arrangements a number of European and 
Indian officers, including Mr. l>oaal<h^District Magistrate of the 24-jParganas, 
within which district Kalpi and Budge Budge arc situate, Mr. Humphreys, a 
Deputy Commissioner of the Punjab, Mr. Slocock of the Criminal Intmligenoe 
Department, Messrs. Petrie and Auley of the Police Department and Sirdar 
Sukha Singh, a Deputy Superintendent of the Punjab Police, met the Komagata 
Maru on the 27th September at Kalpi, some miles dowm the river Hughli 
below Calcutta. They interviewed the passengers and explained the intentions 
of Government. The luggage of the passengers was also examined for arms and 
seditious literature, ai^d it appears that tho persons of some of the returning 
Indians W'cre also searched, ^though, howevei-, the general intentions of 
Government in respect of these emigrants were explained, they were not then 
told that they wore to travel to the Punjab from Budge Budge or that any of 
them were to be subjected to rtvstraint either in Bengal or on arrival in the 
Punjab. On the 2t}th tho ship arrived at Budget Budge and was moored 
to the jetty there about 11 a.m., and the passengers were directed to 

disembark and to proceed § 0 the special tmin which w’as in readiness to 
convey them to the Punjuli. It may here be noted that on arrival at 
Budge Budge the Komayata Maru w'as also met by Sir F. Halliday, the 

At this period serious differences wilh 
iu all 321 passengers on board, the 
Amongst them were, however, 17 
districts in the Punjab. These 17 
Muhammadans managed to eiiirle the efforts of their follow' possenj^rs to detam 
them and entered the special train not only willingly but gladly, as thw 
ajjleged that they had been sahjeoted to great iil-treatmeqt by Gurdit Stngh 
on the voyage. The remaiuder of the fiassengers steadily refused to disembark, 
iu spite or the efforts of the various odheers to induce them to do so. Finally, 
after a considerable delay, they were induced to take their luggage off the 
veswel, and disembarked. They then proceeded in a procession, headed by the 
Granlii itohib, the holy scripiute of the Sikhs, which was carried by some of the 
passengers, up to a Ievel-cru.s.siiig close to the railway station. Hero they 
halted and refused to ]n'oceed to the station, alleging that they did no4*hdhenNl 
that the train provided for them was going to the Punjab, that thyey iWdPe 
l^ing deceived and would be sent to Assam and that iu any ease they wiiltod 
to go first to Howrah to deposit the Granth Sahib in the Gurdhwars or £yidh 
temple there. The officers present, who had been joined on the amval of the

tjnata. It is clear, however, that by this Jjbne they had decided to adopt 
different tactics and intended to force their way to Calcutta; for instead of 
taking the path which leads to the station, they marched in a body across the 
lino on to the Calcutta road. TJie ofliecTs present attempted t/O stop thorn and 
pointed out the folly of the coui-»e they were adopting and succeeded in 
uiduoing a few persons to return and (‘lUor the special train; but the majority 
pennstea in proceeding on their ^ay, accompanied by a body of Punjab police 
This party under command of Deputy Superintendent Sukha Singh was 
directed to follow the Sikhs quietly but not to attempt to interfere with them 
Indeed at this period the police force on the spot was utterly inadequate for 
any attempt to restrain them by Jorce Seeing that if the orders of the 
Gkivemment were to be carried out n Aias necessary to invoke military aid, 
Mr Donald again telephoned to Caleutla for troops to be sent out to his 
assistance, and between 4 and p pm, 150 of the Koyal Pusiliers, under 
command of Captain Mooio, and accompanied by the ilon’bl? Sir William 
Duke, and the Hon'ble Mr Cumining Chief Seeretaiy to tlie Bengal Govern¬ 
ment, proceeded from Fort William in motors to Budge Budge. Sir Frederick 
Halliday, the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, also telegraphed to head¬ 
quarters for a European police force to ho sent out without dehiy, and about 
30 European nolice arinorl with bam!) 0 ) sticks started lor Budge Budge by 
motor. Tho officer in command of tins polite foice was Supeiintendent 
Eastwood, and tlio ''videnec indicates ihil lie took lour reiohcrs wdth him. 
It may also be noted that one other l.uropean police sergeant had with him 
an automatic ])iHtol of his own In the meantime it Aias ascertained at 
Budge Budge that 55) of the pasvencrers >1 iXw^omagafa JUarn Aiere ready to 
start in the special train and it was dci ided to despatch them without delay to 
their destination. 

27. The European police met the t nin body of the Sikhs on their journey 
to Calcutta somo 4 or 5 miles fiom ihi lire Budge and were able to arrest their 
progress for a short time until Uu troops urriM'd in spite of one or 
two endeavours to break through. On the airiwiii of Sir Willianr Duke with 
the troops, the passengers were told tint they would haie to comply with the 
orders of Government and return to Bu Ijtc Budge, and under compulsion they 
did so escorted by tlie European polie. and also by the Punjab police Aiiio 
had acoom])anied them on their wa\ h >m Budge Bulge. The ti oops followed 
at some distauee bchiird. The Sikhs appear to ha\e proceeded peaceably 
to the level-crossing near the station iln idy referred to, and the only difficulty 
w'asthat, on tlie Aiay, various indiAidinl meiubeis ol tho crowd with a liew to 
escaping attempted to stray into sho])^ on the roadside and cKewliere alleging 
that they wanted to gel winter . but ilu“-e attempts at escape were ineffectual 
and the stragglers w'ore made to return to Budge Budire with the main body

28, On a rival at the level crossuig there was a halt and s-^mo discussion 
took place as lo the arrangements to h* made in respect of the p issengeis lor the 
night. It was then 6-30 or 7 tm and getting dark though there was 
a rising moon. There w^as some unciilainty as to wheticr a si'cond special 
train could be provided to convoy t!u pissengers to the Pimpab immediately or 
whether it would be necessary to dci un them on tho sliip under guaul for the 
nig^t, and the passengers weie not allowed to go to the station until tho matter 
was decided During this halt a number of the pas'.engcrs sat down and a 
cordon of police was formed round them It was shortly after this tliat the 
aeriouB riot occurred in which so many Haps were lost 

39. In order to understand the position at this time it is necessary to refer 
to the plan annexed to this report and marked Appendix III. This plan is a 
iilOtch not prepared to scale, but it illustialea the actua^ position with sufficient 
ilOCurAoy and is readily intelligible An examinatiou of it shows the position 
tlui ]^lMaenger 9 and the police when the riot began The passengers were

in . attendance were scattered from the level-crossing to the station^ some 
t() the passengers and otj^ers making arrangements for their conyegr- 
anoe to the Punjab. While Sir William Duke was in the station arrang¬ 
ing for tke second special train Mr Donald oame up to the crowd aira 
^led for Gurdit Singh and asked him to come forward in order that the 
exact position of affairs might he explained to him. Gurdit Singh refused 
to come out of the crowd and asked Mr. Donald to address him where be was. 
An European police sergeant went in among the Sikhs to bring Gurdtt 
Singh out but was ordered to desist - from any attempt to do so. At this 
moment Superintendent Eastwood who was standing among the European 
police stepped forward into the crowd. His own stateme.at, before he 
died, was to the effect that he went to got back a stick which one of the 
Sikhs had snatched away from a police ofl&ccr, but it seems to us more 
probable that he really went in order to call out Gurdit Singh; and, 
whether this was the case or not, we are olearly of opinion that this is what all 
&e Sikhs belidPed Directly he went in among the Sikhs they closed round 
him and pssaulted him, and one of theUft* Ured a shot which probably was the 
cause of the injury which resulted in the death of Mr Eastwood. ^ soon as 
this shot was fired there was a general attaok on the polio and a large number 
of shots were fired at them by the Sikhs Those police who had firearms used 
them against their aasriilants, and a melde ensued in which the Sikhs used any 
weapons they had, the police using their sticks to protect themselves and, in the 
case of the Punjab oonstables, apparently their swords also. The majority of 
the troops at this moment were s ime distance in the rear on the Calcutta road, 
that is, to the east of the scene of the riot. Two platoons of 40 or 50 men had, 
however, been brought up to #he railway line and took up the position 
marked “ Troops ” in the plan, but for a short space of time they were unable 
to use their rifles as the attacking Sikhs and the police were so mixed up that 
it would have been dangerous to fire. In a short time the police managed to 
extricate themselves from the crowd and took refuge, some near the level-cross¬ 
ing and behind the troops, and others in the direction of the station. In the 
meantime the Sikhs continVid firing at them and Captain Moore asked 
Sir Frederick Halliday, who was standing near the level-crossing, if he was to 
order his men to fire. Receiving a reply in the affirmative, he at once opened 
fire and the Sikhs after a short time broke and fled in various directions. 
A number, however, continued to use their firearms, particularly from the 
direction of three shops to the west of the level-crossing. The troops returned 
this fire with considerable effect and also according to the evidence fired at 
individual Sikhs who were using firearms from other places of shelter. 
In a few minutes the firing ceased and shortly afterwards the 
wounded were collected and sent to Calcutta. Superintendent Eastwood, who 
had been fatally injured in the early part of the riot, was, it should be noted, 
removed to a place of safety while the firing yet continued, Captain Moore 
put out a number of pickets round the station and collected all the European 
women and children living in the vicinity in a house which was guarded by 
some of the troops. It is alleged that there were some shots fired later on, but 
save as described in a subsequent yiaragraph of the report the only satisfaotory 
evidence we have of this is that a picket used its rifles on a Sikh who opened 
fire upon it, and that during the night one soldier fired at some unknown penon 
wito did not answer when challenged; it is very doubtful wheiiier aoyeme wm 
injured by this shot, as the nrivate who fired believes that he did not hit the 
iMB aimed at. The following morning the dead bodies of those killed in the 
riot were collected and examined by Colonel Newman, Civil Surgeon of the 24- 
l^ia^unas, and arrangements which had been commenced at night for the arrest 
of l^tive rioters were completed. 

d&. Our enquiries have shown thiU;, in all, this riot resulted in the lens of 
fS livM. These include 20 Sikhs, 2 European^ 2 Punjab police oflloeKI, 
i^d 2 Indian resident of Budge-Budge. The two Europeans killed ww 
jlnperintffladent of the ^cutta poiUoe and Hr. I^oiqaac, 
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tSbe Eaitern Bengal Steto Eailway. The former “was the 
__ by the Sikhs and was fataify injured early in the riot. He 

reni^^ without delay to a place of safety and then conveyed to the 
^heneeal Hospital, but died a few days later in consequence of the injuries 
whh^ he had received. Mr Lomax had gone to Budge-Budge, to assist in 
making the railway arrangements, and whilst standing on the railway line 
close to the scene of occurrence was wounded by a shot from a ’88 revolver 
whioh must have been dred by one of the Sikhs. He was also conveyed without 
delay to hospital, but died before he arrived there. 

The two Indian police oflacers killed were Mai Singh, Head Constable, 
Ludhiana Police, and Sawan Singh, a constable of the same force, both of 
whom had come to Calcutta to assist in the arrangements for conveying the 
passengers by the Komagata Mam to the Punjab. The manner in whioh 
these officers met their death is discussed in a later portion of this report. 
For the present, it is sufficient to say that Mai Singh died at Budge-Budge 
and Sawan Singh died while he was being conveyed to Calcutta 

The two spectators who were killed were B.ukmmi Kanta Majumdar, a 
relative of the compounder of the local hospital, and Hinabanflhu Pando, the 
Uriya servant of a shopkeeper who trades cl jse to the level-crossing. The first of 
these men was, we believe, killed by the troops, as the bullet wound from 
which he died is described as having probably been caused by a *803 rifie. 
There is no evidence to explain his presence at the scene of this ocxmrrenoe 
except that it is said that he was coming up from the river at the time of the 
riot, and we have no doubt that he must have been accidently shot at that 
time. In view of the circumstances and of the fact that the riot took place 
at night, we are satisfied that no blame attaches to the troops for the death of 
this unfortunate man. 

Dinabandhu Pande, or Patak, the remoii^hg outsider killed, was found dead 
on the morning following the riot in the shop of his master, just west of the 
level-crossing. Adhar Dwari, in whose service this man was, alleges that the 
deceased died from the effects of a gunshot wound; but the medical evidence 
indicates that his death was, in fa<'t, the reMdt of wounds in the abdomen 
received fi’om some pointed weapon. It appe^ that the deceased also had a 
serious injury on his arm caused by some Ifttitting weapon. There is no 
evidence as to how he came by these wounds, but there is some evidence that the 
shop and ite vicinity were the scene of a melie between the Sikhs on the one 
hand and the Punjab police officers on the other. Some of the former had 
knives and axes with them and the latter had swords, some of whioh were 
snatched away from them by the Sikhs in the course of the riot. It is probable, 
therefore, that the deceased was mistaken for an enemy in the dark and killed 
either by one of the Sikhs or by a oonstable ; hut of this there is no definite 
evidence. 

81. Of these twenty Sikhs, eighteen died from the effects of gunshot 
wounds ; one was accidentally drowned apparently in an attempt to escape by 
swimming across the Hughli, and one who was injured died of cholera while 
in hospital. Of the Sikhs who died from the effects of gunshot wounds, all but 
one were killed by bullets from ’303 rifles, service revolvers, or -32 pistols, 
aooording to the medical evidence, but one man, Narain Singh, was killc«i by a 
bullet from a ’88 revolver. It is in evidence that the only weapons used by 
the police and troops were service revolvers of *450 uore, 303 rifles and two 
automatic pistols oi *32 bore. There is ample evidence, on the other hand, to 
^ow that many of the Sikhs were armed with American revolvers of *38 calibre. 
It if therefore in our opinion clear that this man Narain Singh was killed by 
one eff his own companions, probably by accident. 

82. The information before u.s as to the number of persons injured in 
the courM of the riot is not very definite so far as the passengers by the 
Kpwiagaia Maru are concerned. This appears to he due paitly to the 
finsquent recurrence in different reports of umamiliar names and partly also to 
#e «it that certain of the rioters with marks of wounds on them were not 
teestod until several days l^d elapsed aft^ the riot. Oollating, as far as 

the available, it appears thal tlm passengers, 28 including

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one MidmittsiimdAii, were more or less sedbudiy wounded in the riot. Itl sidditioai 
to thb, 6 J^diopean and 6 Punjab, polioe ofidcore were injured, t^^her with 
-MX Indian who was in the vicinity of the riot but did not take any part 
in it. The total number of persons injured was thus 86. The Euro¬ 
pean ofdoers were Mr. II Humphreys, I.C.S., of the Punjab Oomtnis- 
siOn, whose forehead was grazed by a bullet and who was ‘also wounded 
■ by a blow from a stick; Mr. D. Petrie of the Punjab Police who received bullet 
wounds in the arm and thigh; Sir Frederick Halliday, Oommissionttr of 
Polioe, Calcutta, who vraa similarly injured in the left foot; and Sergeants 
Quinlan, Boyd and Edwards of the Calcutta Police who sustained more 
or less serious injuries. Of the five Indian Punjab Police oflSoers, Sub-Inspeotor 
Nauak Chand had his left arm broken by a blow from a stick, while 
Constable Hari Singh received five wounds inflicted by a cutting instru¬ 
ment, of which one severed the bone of his loft forearm, and another on the 
head, which is 6 inches long, cut into and exposed the brain. The latter 
wound was of a most dangerous character, but the patient has made a 
most unexpected recovery. The evidence proves that all the persons above 
referred to were wounded by some of the Punjab passengers of the S^omagata 
Mam. Constable Allah Baksh received two bullet wounds from one of which, 
after the lapse of more than a month, A; man-stopping bullet from a revolver of 
•455 or possibly ‘450 bore was extracted Ammunition of this kind is not 
ordinarily issued either to the military or to the police, so that it may be in¬ 
ferred that the revolver with which the wound was inflicted was used by one 
of the rioters. The bullet extracted from the second wound of Allah Baksh 
was one from a ‘38 revolver and it is obvious that the wound was caused 
ore of the Sikhs. Of the Komagata Maru passengers, Pir Baksh, a 
Muhammadan, was shot through the chest. From the size of the bullet 
extracted from the patient which was one from a 33 bore revolver it is cl^r 
that it must have been fired % one of the rioters and this is in agreement 
with the evidence of Pir Baksh himself Mangal Singh, one of the Sikhs, 
was severely wounded, sustaining an extensive fracture of the head of the left 
humerus. Another serious case was that Hulla Singh whose lower jaw was 
completely shot away probably by a ‘303 military bullet. Another man 
Badal Singh received no less than 6 bullet wounds, all apparently caused by a 
small bore weapon. The spectator, Eaba Kumar Hazra, who was injured, 
received a dangerous wound through the chest from a bullet, fired apparently 
from a‘38 revolver; the shot which caused this wound must therefore have 
been fired by one of the Sikhs. According to his own account he was standing 
some 120 yards from the scene of the riot at a place which was not in the line 
of fire from the troops. 

83. It will be convenient hero to deal with the question of the two Punjab 
polioe officers who were killed in the course of this riot, namely. Head Constable 
Mai Singh, and Constable Sawan Singh. Two of the Indian railway officials at 
Bud^ Budge state that these 2 polioe officers were shot without any justifioa- 
tion by a body of Fusiliers on the railway platform close to the booking office. 
The witnesses state that the 2 deceased were standing in the station guarding 
3 SiUhs who had been arrested, when 10 or 15 Fusiliers advamoed to the edge of 
the platform aud that 4 or 6 shots were then fired at the constables or at 
the Sikh prisoners whom they were guarding by some of these F usillers with the 
result that Head Constable Mai Singh was wounded so severely that he died almost 
immediately and that Sawan Singh received injuries which subsequently proved 
.fatal. On the other hand, the Punjab police constables who were at Budge 
Badge give an entirely different account of the manner in which these 2 men 
met their deaths. In these circumstances we had to make somewhat detailed 
inquiries into the matter, and as a result of tl^m, we are satisfied that the trhole 
Off thestojy as told by these two Indian railway officials is false. In the first 
plaoe we find that Mai Singh and Sawan Singh were not shot at the same time 
or pletset and that neither of them was shot in the railway station. As to Sawtan 
Singh it appears from the evidence given before us, that he died the 

(d a gunshot wound received on the reed in which the Sikhs assembled 
^idr return to Budge Budge somewhere near Ihe level oroseang . He was 
)rei»eT«il sto the station was ^bte^uen^ in icm 
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iA iOakrottft. He died before be reached Ibbspital, and his body warn examined 
bjr^ <be Polioe Surgeon. It mw then aso^ctained that death was the result of a 
gumhot wound, but at the time there was no one present to identify the body 
this man. This was also the case in respect of two other Sikhs who were sent 
iA at the same time, although all these three deceased were subsequently 
identified m^os of photographs taken after their decease. It is proved 
ihat all theae three unknown deceased persons died from the effects of gunshot 
wounda Majcw Hoses, the Polioe Surgeon, who held the post mortem, inclines 
to the view ti^ the wounds of all these unknown deceased were probably- 
caused b;^ a firearm of 32 bore but the bullets were not recovered and he is 
not oertiun of the oorreotness of this opinion. It has also been j>roved by the 
ooustables who picked up Sawan Singh that it was never su^ested at the time 
that he had been shot by the Fusiliers, and, indeed, one mau states that 
Sawan Singh himself said he had been killed by the Sikhs. If he was shot 
by the Pusiliers or the Police there is no evidence how it was done and 
it must have been an accident, but in the circumstances we think it probable 
that he was killed as stated by him by one of the Sikh rioters. The evidence 
indicates that the ^ikhs had in addition to revolvers of *38 DBre at least one 
p^(rtol of -32 bore, and that two pistols of the latter bore were u«ed by two 
polioe officers, Mr. Petrie and Sergeant Borgen. 

34. The case of Mai Singh is more important. North of the station 
building there is a fence which divides the platform from a plot of ground at 
the back of the station. It appears from ^»e deposition of an European police 
officer, who states that he was an eye-witnt^is of this occurrence, that about half 
an hour after the riot had been quelled, 10 or 12 of the Fusiliers came up to this 
fencing and that some of them saw through the fence a man moving in this plot 
of ground behind the station with a sword in his hand. Two soldiers, as it is 
stated, fired at this man and injured him ve^ severely. The person wounded 
proved to be Mai Singh, a Head Constable of police, and it is probable that he 
was really searching for fugitive Sikh.s when he was sliot, having his sword in 
his hand to pi-otect hims'df and also using it to search for persons concealed in 
jungle growth. The wounded man n as according to the evidence of this police 
officer shortly afterwards brought into tlie sta^^u and placed on a table in 
the booking-office; and in consequeuce of the wknt of vigilance of two Punjabi 
constables who were supposed to b(^ watching him, he rolled on to the fioor and 
shortly afteiM'ards died from the eflVcts of the injuries received. It was freely 
stated at the time that he had been killed by some of the troops and this story 
appeal's to be correct. The medical evidence as to the weapon which caused 
this Head Constable's death is not a ery clear and no bullet was found on his 
body. At one time Colonel Newman stated that be thought the wound was 
probably caused by a bullet from a ‘303 lifle but he modified tliis opinion later 
and stated that it might have been caused by a small bore nistol. We think 
that the opinion first expressed was probably correct. We are further of 
opinion that the testimony of the police officer referred to is worthy of credit 
and if this is accepted we think the conduct of the soldiers who shot this head 
constable cannot be justified. If they had taken reasonable precautions to 
ascertain who the mau was, the accident would not have happened. 

36. With the exception referred (o in the previous paragraph, and subject 
to the result of enquiries in regard to an incident to which reference wdll be 
made later, we think on the evidence before us that the conduct of the troops 
was satisfactory. They did not lire until it was absolutely necessary to do so, 
smd there was, as far as wo have been able to ascertain, no wild or uuneoessarv 
firing in the suppression of this liot The death of Mazumdar, to whitm 
reference has already been made, was an accident which was we think unavoid¬ 
able in the circumstances, in the confusion of a serious riot of this nature at 
night. The evidence "s to the number of cartridges used shows that 177 
oartoidges were fired by the troops. 

36. It has been on gg eated that the number of Sikhs actually killed in this 
riot was huger than hasoeen reported, that many innocent men and women 
viwre also t^ot by the troops, ana that a number of Sikhs were killed after the 
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riot wMOTori^xid thrown into the riyer. alle^tions have nofOundatiari 

in faurt. < No single witness has stated befcHpe us tioat he either saw or hOiwd 
of any outrider bring killed or injured other than those who ha^e already 
been refenred to; and as to the story of men being shot and thrown into 
riwRT,. or that more Sikhs were killed than was stated in the Government 
|report> there is equal lack of evidence, indeed the only person who makes 
any statement on this point is Amir Mahomed Khan, a leader of tlm 
d jsaff ftntftd party on board the ship and a man of such character that his 
statements are unworthy of credit. 

The suggestion that any of the rioters were killed by bayonet w’ounds 
is also, in our opinion, untrue. In fact the only person who is known to have 
been wounded with a bayonet was injured very slightly, and though we ai» 
sceptical as to some of the details of the story told to us of the manner in 
wmeh he received his injuries, we do not think that any blame attaohM to 
the Fusiliers in connection with the incident, and in any case the injury 
inflicted was very trifling, 

37. Having now concluded the general account of the main facts connected 
with the voyage 8¥ the Komagata, Maru and the riot at Budge3udge, it is neces¬ 
sary to deal with a number of important truest ions which require separate ax^d 
careful examination. In the first plaoe,it is desirable that we should place on I'eoord 
our views as to the necessity of taking action under the Ingress into India Ordi¬ 
nance in respect of these passengers. We consider that, in the circumstances, the 
Government of Bengal was jusrifiod in having recourse to the provisions of this 
law. We believe that in deciding to provide a special train for these passengers, 
this Government was to a great extent actuated by charitable motives, as the 
information before it was to the effect that these returned emigrants were in a 
destitute condition, and it was therefore very desirable, in the interests of the 
passengers themselves, that they slun^ld be assisted in thoir journey to the Punjab. 
But independently of this, the character of many of these passengers and their 
violent conduct at Vancouver, Kobe and Singapore, and subsequently at Budge 
Budge, indicates that many of them were men of a dangerous character : 
most of them were by this time under the influence of Gurdit Singh and his 
followers, many were actually disaffected towai’ds Government and leadv for 
any mischief. If they had beeUp-llowed at large in Calcutta they woula have 
enoangered the public peace, and we think that the Government of Bengal 
acted wisely in deciding to send them direct to the Punjab and to give them no 
opportunity of disturbing the public tranquillity during the present state of 
war. 

38. As to the methods adopted for enforcing these measures, there is perhaps 

more room for criticit-m, but it is always easy to be wise after the event ; and 
it appears to us that the Government decided to adopt the measures 
actually taken partly owing to a lack of information and more particuarly 
from a misapprehension as to the real position of affairs on the ship. 
From information received at the time the vessel arrived at Vancouver the 
Government had been led to believe that there were two factions on board the 
ship, that the party opposed to Gurdit Singh was considerably stronger than that 
of his adherents. It was also believed that the sufferings on the vovage, 
the disputes as to food and the discovery of tho worthless nature of the 
promises made by Gurdit Singh had engendered very bitter feelings against 
him. The facts, however, were that whatever the feelings of the passengers 
towards Gurdit Singh were when they flrst arrived at Vancouver, he 
had subsequently regained the whole of his influence over them. The 
real leader of the faction opposed to him. Dr. Baghunath Singh, landed 
at Vancouver and another leader, Bhan Singh, also to disembark. Both 

these men were therefore regarded by tbeir fellow-passengers as deserters and 
traitors. Gurdit Singh and his adherents on the other hand remained .on 
boitfdship, supported uie passengers in all their endeavours to secure admission 
into Canada, and if they were not succ^ful in these attempts at least obtained 
from the Government of Canada a quantity of provisions, for the return jourp^. 
Their staimnents, that these articles had been extorted by force out of the 
Canadian Goremment were accepted, and their power on the Komt^gtUa 
Mifru. propda^iomdiely increased. This influence was further risrengthened bg 
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Guardit Singh’s successful-endearoure to obtain a large sum of money out of the 
British Consul at Kobe. There is also evidence to prove that Gurdit Singh 
told the passengers that, on his return to India, he would similarly secure com¬ 
pensation for them from the Government of India ovt account of their 
pecuniary losses. Pinally the evidence indicates that the attempts on the 
part of the revolutionary party in Canada and of the disloyal party on the 
vessel to excite disaffection against t.lio Government had been remarkably 
successful on the return journey among many of the passengers, all of whom 
were smarting under a sense of injustice and injury. Gurdit Singh, 
throughout the return voyage posed as a revolutionary leader on board the 
steamer, and this also tended to bring many of the passengers on to his 
side. When the Komagata Marn arrived at Calcutta, therefore, the 
Government officers, who had cx[)ccilod to find a large number of 
destitute passengers on board, the majority of whom were violently 
hostile to Gurdit Singh, found instead that he had at this time most of the pas¬ 
sengers completely under his control; that many of them had been excited to 
a state of serious disaffectiou towards the Government, and as it turned out 
that a considerable number of them wcie armed and prepared to ffo to almost 
any length in their opposition to the autliorities. The question of the number of 
firearms on this vessel is discussed later, but for the present it is sufficient to, 
state that there were in fact a number of firearms on hoard of which the author¬ 
ities had no information. It .seems to us probable that if the real facts had 
been before the Government., the measures taken would have been of a different 
oharactor, but in the circumstances and haA ing regard to the information of 
the Local Government as to the position of affairs on the ship, we do not think 
wo should he justified in coming to the conclusion that the measures taken 
were, save in one respect, unsuitable Tl was very desirable for obvious reasons 
to avoid the use of force as far as possilde, the Government had every 

reason to hope nncl believe that, Avilh a small body of police to assist, there 
would he no difficulty in inducing the emigrants to accept the arrangements 
made for them. 

39. There is one point, however, regarding which we are not satisfied that 
the measures adopted by the Government were either appropriate or adequate and 
that is the raeasnres taken for searcliiii" the passoi^ers. We think that, if it 
was considered necessary to search tlicse passengers at all, it would have been 
better to have had effective searches mad.-. As it was, the luggage of these men was 
searched on more t han one occasion ar.d the persons of some were examined, and 
there can he no doubt tliat tlie passemgers were irritated at these prolonged 
examinations Both the cvidfuice and the actual results indicate, more¬ 
over, that tliesc soarehes A\erc entirely ineffective. Some of the witnesses 
inform us that the soraehes Avere uiulnrtaken mainly in the hope of prevent¬ 
ing seditious literal urc from being introduced into India; hut it is, Ave think, 
clear from the evidence that the t)ffiecrs avIio carried out the searches were also 
on the look out for firearms. If it Avas necessary to search for arms, aac think 
that each individual passenger aA\d his luggage should haA e been examined 
as he left the ship, and that if it Avas apprehended that the pa.ssengers would 
openly defy the authorities in SAich a search it would have been A\'ise to have 
had an armed force in attendance to overawe any resistance. We admit, 
however, that there is considerabh* loice in the arguments against such a 
procedure, and as before said, Ave b el and recognise hoAv easy it is to criticise 
the action taken after tlio v hole atfair is over. 

40. In regard to the arrangements made for meeting the ship we'have 
mentioned that Mr. Donald, the local District Magistrate, Sir Frederick Halliday, 
the Commissioner of the Calcutta I’olicc, Mr. Huniphreys. a Deputy Commis¬ 
sioner of the Punjab, Mr Slocock of the Criminal Intelligence Department, and 
Mr. Petrie of the Punjab Police aaoic all present at Budge Budge when the 
•hip arrived. The presence of all these officers might suggest that there was 
some confusion as to who was ultimately responsible for the orders given, but 
Mr, Donald’s evidence proves that lie was in charge of the arrangements 
and that the others attended only to advise him, and we do not think tbt.t 
there was in fact any division of authority. 
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4l. As to Sir JPrederiok Halliday giving the order to fire, it app'^nrs .ths^ 
the t]*oops "were not within his jurifidietion as Commissioner of Police when ho 
gave this order ; the boundaries of the Calcutta police jurisdiction and those 
nf the District and-Bailway police are, however, very complicated andoonfused 
in that vicinity. We think that in any case the order to fire would have come 
more properly from Mr. Donald, but the nfRcer commanding the troops was, 
in our opinion, justified in opening fire when he did, as the circumstances 
were such that this course was necessary to save the li^ es of those present. 
Captain Moore vas also not aware of the fact that Mr. Donald was the senior 
Magistrate present, and thrre was no time for him to make enquiries as to wlio 
was “ the Magistrate of the highest rank.” He appealed to Sir J’rederiok 
Halliday as the (thief civil authority known to him on the spot. And it should 
be noted that Sir Fredeiick Halliday is a Magistrate vested with first class 
powers, exei-ciseahle as he states throughout the distnet of the 24-Parganas. 

42 The question of arms has already been referred to more than once in this 
report, but in view of the iruportancE of this question some more detailed dis¬ 
cussion of the point seems desirable. It is in evidence that, on the voyage out 
to Yancouv&t, tbei'e were at first only three or four pistols on board, and it is 
clear that, when the riot took place ^*Budge Budge, the passengers had in their 
possession a considerable number of firearms in excess of this nupaber. 
Some of the officers present estimate that the number of revolvers used 
by the rioters was 30 or 40. The evidence of other w’itnesses indicate 
that a much smaller number was used, one officer indeed mentions six as 
the number ox firearms used by the Sikhs, Wc think that the actual number 
was probably between these two extremes and that these Sikhs had at least 
20 revolvers. Six of these w ere recovered after the riot, some being picked up 
at the scetie cf the occurrence and others being taken from the persons of the 
rioters after arrest. It is notmf'Oithy that these weapons arc all American 
revolver of the same jMittern S & W. 38 Calibre, the serial numbers of 
five of them being 112357, 11-^377, 112388, 112390, 112429. The 

numbers indicate that, probably, these five revolvers were purchased 
at one and at the .same time. It is stated, and we believe the 
statement to be true, that they were distributed among the passengers by 
Gurdit Singh on the mornigg on which this riot occurred. From the evidence 
and circumstances, w e infer that Gurdit Singh or one of his adherents 
procured tliese arms for use in case of need and that the general body of the 
passengers had n(jthing to do with them until the day on w'hioh the shdp 
arrived at Budge Buflge. It is difficult to slate definitely when and where 
these arms were procured, or the object for which they w^ere purchased. 
There is evidence to prove that at Vancouver efforls were made by Gurdit Singh 
to obtain arms from the disnlTocted Indians on shore through the Captain and 
Steward of the Komagatu Marti, but there is nothing to show that these 
efforts were successful. The Captain of the ship 8j)eak8 of 200 pistole being 
smugirled on hoard at Yokohama, hut his evidence is very vague, and we think 
that the figure is probably exaggerated. There is again a suggestion that ^pzu't 
of the m*.,ney advanced by the Consul at Kobe was used for the purchase of 
firearms there : we cannot say that this is satisfactorily proi ed, hut we think it is 
probable that a number of these firearms w’ere obtained in Japan. In any ease 
it is certain that when the vcs.sel left Singapore on tlie return journey 
there were a large number (jf revolvers on board. There is >evideiM!!e 
that some of these were thrown overboard between Singapore and Oalcat^, 
and this story was accepted both by the Captain of the ship and by the 
officers who met the ship at Kalia, but the depositions on this poiut are to 
some extent conflicting and also vogue and uncoiivincing. Indeed this story 
that firearms weie thrown overboard is chiefly important in that it 
believed by the officers who met the vessel, and was one of the causes whji^h 
led them to hope even after the s^ip arrived that they would not meet 'Fith 
serious resistance from the passengers. There is no direct evidenoe as toj^liie 
purpose for which these arms were purchased. It has been suggested t|iat 
wrete fnocured in order to overawe the passer^g^s who were Ap Gi^it 

Singh, and also to enable his adherents to mast the crew on equal .fayma ^ AKpo 
of necessity, but we incline to the view that the arms were really oibta^ed 
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with, the intention of using them against the authorities if occasion should 
arise, and that, in purchasing them, Gurdit Singh was influenced by the considera¬ 
tion prevalent amongst all those who take part in revolutionaiy movements 
that they should be possessed of firearms. As to the distribution of the arms on 
the 29th of September by Gurdit Singh, we think it is cle^arthat. by tliis time, 
Gurdit Singh was eminently suspicious of the intentions of Government regard¬ 
ing him, and that he distributed the pi.'-tols amongst his adherents \rith the 
deliberate intention of using them, if necessary, to resist the Government 
officers in any action they might take against him. In any case it is certain 
that these weapons w'ore loadsd and r(;ady for use at the moment the riot 
began, and that the use of them was foreseen and was part of a definite i)lan. 

43. A discussion of the question of firearms naturally leads to two other 
important points in thi.s enquiry, namely, the question of who began the firing 
at Budge Budge and whether any of the Punjabis w'ho used firearms were 
ideutified. As to the first point there is abundant evidence to show that it was 
the Sikhs w'ho opened fire, that the polic(- used their revolvers to defend them¬ 
selves against their assailants, and tliaf fhe troops only opened fire at a subse¬ 
quent period when it^w'as absolutely necessary to do so and after fhe Sikhs had 
fired aoout 20 or 30 shots An attem, t has been made by many of the Sikh 
prisoners and some persona residents at Jhulge Budge as also by oue Indian rail¬ 
way official to make out that the Sikhs on their return to Budge Btulge v'ere 
ordered to halt near the level crossing and tliat the troops then opened fire on them 
for no reason whatever. This story i.s iu itself inheientiy inrprobable and there is 
ample evidence of the most trustwoithy character to prove that it is false ; this 
fact is so clear indet'd that it would, in our opinion, be a waste of time to discuss 
it at any length. The Sikhs who made the statement have obvious reasons 
for inventing such a story and couple with it an allegation that they had no 
firearms with them, a statement which ^ ceituinly untrue. The only 
railway officer who makes this allegaiion does not give the same evidence 
before us on this point that ho gave on previous occasion, and has also 
given us au incorrect vei-.-iion of two other incidents in this occurrence 
to which reference Avill he made later. The villagers w'ho deposed to 
the fact that the troops began the firing did not, we believe, really see how' 
the riot began, as the actual affray began after da^ and at some little distance 
from their shops We thiuk also that directly there was any apprehension 
of a disturbance most of those residing in the vicinity fled from the scene of 
the occurrence in fear of injury. W*(‘ apprehend that they may have been 
influenced in their evidence by the fai-t that a large number of Sikbs have 
been killed, by the stories whicli have been circulated of the ill-treatment of 
one Mangal Singh who w'as arrested on the 30th September, and by a feeling 
of sympathy with the passengers on account of the refusal of the Canadian 
autnorities to admit them into Canada. 

44. Although, however, wc find that it is proved that the firing w'as begun 
by the Sikhs who were as the evidence indicates the only persons who had 
firearms ready for use at that moment, there is, in our opinion, no satisfactory 
evidence to indicate which of tlie Sikhs actually used rovol\ ers Tlie man who 
fired at Superintendent Eastwood has not been identified, but. from the state¬ 
ments of some of the w itnesses it seems probable that ho w as killed iu the riot, 
and in the confusion which followed it was impossible to identify any of the 
other passengers who used firearms. There is satisfactory evidence, however, 
to prove that w^eapous were found on the person of one man who was ari-ested 
after the riot, and that in the case of another absconder arrested some days 
after the occurrence a revolver was found lying under a tree where he had 
been seen just before he was arrested. But beyond this there is no satisfactory 
evidenoe to connect any individual Sikh w’ith the possession of arms. The one 
man who was found armed on arrest, Surain Singh, has been prosecuted for 
TKMseseioii of a revolver without a license under the Arms Act. Allegations 
^ve been made that another Sikh was arrested on the morning of the SOth 
withr a revolver which he was about to fli’C at the Fusiliei' who arrested him, 
bedt for a variety of reasons wc arc rather sceptical as to this evidence. 

r 2 
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45. We have alrecidy stated that, in our opinion, the immediate cause of 
this attack by the Sikhs ujfion the police was the action taken by Superin¬ 
tendent Eastwood to bring Guidit Singh out of the crowd for an inteiwiew with 
Mr. Donald. But in the circumstances it is necessary to discuss this important 
question in greater detail. 'J'hero is no evidence to indicate that Superinten¬ 
dent Eastwood delibeiately provoked the attack on him, that he behaved impro¬ 
perly or used any violence to any of the Sikhs, and in these oircuvnstanoos there 
was, in our opinion, no justification whatever for the violent attack of the Sikhs 
or for the use of firearms. Indeed, we think that, in ordinary circumstances, 
the action of Superintendent Eastwood would have ha 1 no harmful result and 
that it was the peculiar conditions and circumstances of the case which caused 
this action to ho so keenly resented on this occasion. It must be remembered 
that the Sikhs arc, gonorally spe.akiug, both courageous and excitable, and the 
passengers on board the Komagata Maru wore by this time in a state of acute 
discuutout and irritation. Many of them were, wc believe, full of tlie seditious 
doctrines which they had been taught on the journey, and had boon led by 
Q-urdit Singh to believe that their ends could ojvly be gained by force. The 
conduct of i^io colonial authorities in refusing to allow them to laud at 
Hong Xoag or Singapore had rendered them more bitter than ever, 

and by the time they arrived in BAtish India, they had come to believe 

that Gurdit Singh was the only man who Avouhl be able to secure some 
compensation for their losses and sufferings. They Aiere therefore prepared 
to Take any risk in protecting him from aiTost At the time of this out¬ 
break, m'^reover, their tempers AACi-e not improved by a march of 8 or 10 

miles in the heat of a September day, or by the treatment they had 
received from some of the European police seigeants on the way back to 
Budge Budge. As to this last point, it is in evidence tliat on the way back to 
Budge Budge, many of the passengers attcmjitcd to stray from time to time 
into shops and bye-way.s, ])AR)ably with a view to escape, but ostensibly 
to get AA'ater to drink, and they’- were foicibly brought liack to the road 
and made to rejoin the main body of the pa songers. S.nne of the passengei’s 
state indeed that during this part of their journey, the polieo officers re¬ 
peatedly kicked them. We do not find any satisfactory evidenco of this, 
but there is credible testimony that some of the police were rougli to persistent 
stragglers and usel more® force than was nece.ssary in preventing attempts 
to stray. We do not think that the violence used can have been very 
great or it would have led to immoliato rcprisils and also would have 
attracted the attentiou of some of the superior officers in attendauce. All these 
circumstances, incur opinion, sliinulated and accentualed the irritation which 
prevailed among the passengms. Under thc.se conditions very little Avas needed 
to cause a breach or the peace. The advance of Supenntendent Eastwood towards 
Gurdit Singh with the ])!)ssible intention of arre.s'.iiig iiim Avas quite sufficient 
to cause the passengers to br(‘ak out into open violence, and when a single shot 
was fired by some mischievous adherent of Gurdit Singli, those of the passen¬ 
gers who were in possession of firo.irms were ready enough to follow the 
example It is probable also that the Sikhs -w ere at the time when the riot began 
in ignorance of the ju'cseiicc of the troops at Budge Budge. The oecuvrence 
took place at night, the troops were some distance in the rear, and even if it is 
accepted that the troops liad In^en seen w hen the passengers wei’e turned back 
on the Calcutta road, it is cpiife possible that they were not aware that 
the troops had followed them a.s far as Budge Budge. It is difficult to believe 
indeed that men of ordinary pi uilence would have attempted to use firearms 
on the police if they had been aware that a large body of troops was in the 
immediate vicinity ready to assist the authorities if called on 

46 Another matter of some interest Avhich we have investigated with 
ounsiderable care is the reason which led the passengers by the S S. Kama- 
gata Maru to refuse to proceed to the Punjab from Budge Budge. We are 
of opinion that in this matter, as in other matters of importance throughout the 
v^age, the majority of the iiasscngers acted under the influence of Gurdit 
Bingn and his immediate adherents. At the time Gurdit Siagh was very anxi¬ 
ous to get to Calcutta to pose as a martyr and inaugurate an agitation i^ainat 
the British Government in respect of this voyage of the JKomagata'Maru. 
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He had failed iu his desire to seoure admission for the emii^rants into Vancouver 
and all he could hope for Avas that l»o mis^ht be able t■> inflame* the minds of the 
public against the British authorit ies and in paiticular the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment; this object was likely to he frustrated if he and his fellow passen¬ 
gers were not allowed to go lo Calcutta. Many of the emigrants did not, 
however, share this view; they \v(!rc anxious to take advantage of the 
assistance offered to them by llie tJovernment, and for this reason about 60 of 
them did proceed in the special train provided for them at Budge Budge. 
It is stated that some of these men, notably the 17 Mahomedans from 
Shahpur, were the more ready t(j go as they owed Gurdit Singh money but 
they deny owing him anything. Ir. any case it is not alleged that the rest of 
those who went off by the train wore debtors of Gurdit Singh, and we do 
dot doubt that a large nuinhcr of flic passengen? would have consented to 
enter this train but for the mi.sprcscntations of Gurdit Singh. To some of the 
passengers he alleged that Ihe* train Avas not being sent to the Punjab at all, 
that all trains for the Punjab starte.l from Hovvrah, and that no train could go 
there from Budge Budge which is nof on tlie lloAArah side of the Hughli. This 
incorrect statement Avas the more n ailily believed, because in ordinary course 
of events trains tho not pro(jeed diriT-t fmm Budge Budge to the Punjab and the 
passengers had not apparently been A\arned that they Avould he landed there. 
To other passengers, to Avlmm he OAv<*d money on account of the advances made 
to him at Aloji, Gurdit Sinirli slated that he aa'us unable to pay his dues at the 
time but would do so if he aahs "iAen, an opportunity < f going to the Sikh 
temple at HoAvrah ; and many of tiu' Sikhs who Avere oaaoiI money by Gurdit 
Singh were UTuviiling to leave him until he had satisfied their demands. 
He bad also promised to disti'ibute among the ])asscngers Avheii they arrived in 
British India, tlie balance of the 9.000 yen given to him at JCobc. This too 
he refused to do until he had reaciied the Gurdwara at HoAArah. Finally, it is 
in evidence that he promised many of flfese unfortunate people that if they 
accompanied him to Calcutta lie Avould bring a suit against the Covernment to 
secure repayment of tltc money sjKmt by them on the A'oyage to Canada, and 
many appear to have foUoAAvd him on his march to Calcutta in the hope that he 
Afould be a])le to secure f('r them eompensation from the Go\ernmcnt for the 
losses which they had sufi't'red We are opinion that the majority of 
the emigrants Avho refused to eonijily Aviih thfForders of Governineut to entrain 
at Budge liudfje did so o\^ing to iln'ir bedief in these and other similar allega¬ 
tions made by Gurdit Singh We lu licA-e also that ii manv of these men hud 
heeii left to themselA cs they Avould Inue made no attempt to force their way to 
Calcutta and huA C proceeded quietly to the Punjab. 

4‘7. In the course of this report A\e have frequently referred to Gurdit Singh 
and his close adhorenis, and it may be useful therefore if Ave stale our vIcaas as 
to who these adherents Avere, as they really constituted the leaders of the .fifowa- 
gata JUaru A'enture, and are responsible in great measure for the misfortunes 
of the passengers Tlie list Ave give beloAv does not purport to he complete, 
as there is a great lack of information regarding many of the emigrants; 
but of those whosi' names have been brought promiuently to our notice, we 
think that the following Avere intimately coimected Avith Gurdit Singh in 
this venture :—

Of these Gurdit Singh and Dal jit Singh have not been accounted for. 
Bir Singh lett the ship in Japan on the return voyage; Tehal Singh and Khar 
Singh are, it is believed, dead; the rest are-pri.soners in the Kalighat Jail. 
Most of these men a[)poar to he violent and dangei-ous characters and ready 
to go to great length in support of Gurdit Singh. On the other hand, vre 
think that the majority of tlic rest of the passengers arc in themselves harmless. 
We do not seek to justify their conduct at Budge Budge, as it is clear that a 
lajrge numhor of them must have joined in this law.less and violent attack upon 
the police and we do not desire to minimize their guilt in this respect. At the same 
time wo think that they are in many ways muon to bo pitied. They had waited 
many months at various ports in tlio East with the intention of proceeding to 
Canada, a laud represented to them as flowing with milk and honey, and when 
they did start on this voyage, they were fully impressed with the idea]that they 
would be allow'ed to luna on arrival without objection. They suffered consider¬ 
able hardship.s oj*t.he voyage out, and those who had any money wnth them 
were made to subseriho cons idei'ahle sums .over and above their fares for this 
venture. On arri\’al at Vancouver they were refu.scd admission and W'aited there 
for a period of tw o monti s, making fruitless effoits to secuie permission to land, 
Duringthis period they suffered great hardships, and w ere for a time in actual 
want of food. Finally they were directed to return, having spent about a 
lakh and a half of ruj)ees on the voyage. Thioughout the voyage they were 
subjocted to seditious influenco.s, particularly at Vancouver and on the return 
journey, and in the circumstances were peculiarly susceptible to the advice 
of disaffected and seditious leader.s Their disoontent was accentuated by 
the fact that they were refused a^Juission to Hong Kong whore many of them 
hud lived before, and because they were not allowed to land at Singapore. 
Finally, when they arrived in the Hughli, their resentment was aggravated 
by prolonged searches of their luggage, and by the fact that they were 
denied accos.s to Calcutta whore they hoped to obtain some compensation 
for the losses -which they had sufforeil. The ship was taken to Budge Budge, 
a place with which they wer# not familiar, and they were suddenly directed 
to proceed from there direct to the Punjab. Apart from any oonsiderations 
of the propriety of the various measures to w liich -we have referred, it is 
clear that they were likely to cause, and in fact did cause, active feelings of 
discontent and irritation among the passengers Having regard to these 
facts, -w'e think that, if tliu conduct of these men calls for very severe censure 
in many respects, they arc also entitled to commis(‘ration. 

48. The case oi Jaw’ahir Mull and his brother Naraiu Das requires .separate 
consideration. Jawahir Mull is a young man of 23 years of age and a graduate 
in Arts; Narain Das is a youth of 17 and wfdl educated for his age The 
evidence regarding them is veiy divergent. The Consul-General at Kobe dos* 
crihed Jawahir Mull as a dangerous character, and the same opinion is ex¬ 
pressed in more decided language regarding both brothers by all the Jajianese 
oflioers. The passengers on the otlicr hand apeak of them as being perfectly 
inoffensive travellers. They certainly did not take any part in the movement 

**to emigrate to Canada, as they did not join the ship until the return -v^^as nearly 
completed. We are not in complete agreement as to the character of these 
two passengers, and we find it very difficult to decide this question on the 
evidence before us. We consider,' however, that it would be impossible to 
frame any definite opinion in respect of them until further inquiries have been 
made both in Kobe and in tlieir nath^e pro-vince. 

49, We may now consider the incident referred to in paragraph 
35, which is the subject of a police enquiry It is in evidence tliat 
when the Koniagaia Martt came to Budge Budge there -were in 
Gurdit Singh’s safe on board the vessel considerable sums of money, including 
about £300 in gold, some P»<.s. 2,000 in Indian currency and a large roll of 
Ja^uesc notes. The exact amount was unfortunately not aseertainod, but the 
evidence of Mr. Petiie who saw the money in the safe is to the effect stated 
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above. There is reaeon to believe that before disembarking Gnrdit Singh 
distributed part of this money to some associates, including one man called Tehal 
Singh, and that Tehal Singh handed over a part or the whole of llie sum so 
received to a Sikh named Nand Singh, who was subsequently arrested in 
JBhowanipore in the suburbs of Calcutta. A large sum of money Avas found on 
the person of this prisoner wlien arrested, including Es. 1,025 in cash and a 
number of notes among which aa'cvo 8 notes of a hundrei yen each. The money 
given to Gurdit Singh by the Consul-General at Kobe was, it is lielieved, paid by 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank in yen notes On the 1st, 5th and loth of 
October a Bombardier of the Eoyal Garrison Artillery, at present attached to the 
wireless station in .Fort William, \vlier <3 the Fusiliers are also stationed, cashed 29 
hundred-yen notes of the approximaic value of £290 at the Calcutta branch of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. r(H;oiving in exchange rupee-notes of variou.s 
denominations, including a certain number of 100-rupee notes, the numbers 
of which are known Five of thc.se 100-rupee notes haA-^e been traced 
to a poddar or money changer in tlie I ’ort, who deposes that he receiA^ed them 
from four soldiers in the Iloyal hhisilie s The soldiers who oli#,ngcd these notes 
signed their names in the note register of the poddar. hut of the signatures, all 
except one, are denied by the persons Avhose name.s purjrort to be signed, and on a 
comparison of the actual signatures of these men A\dth the signatuies in the hook 
we think that the signatures -atl' proh ihly forgeries, 'i he signature in the register 
relating to the remaining note is adiuiUe l. This note Avas, jas alleged, received by 
a private in the Fusiliers from an Furopeaii dressed in nrufti at the regimental 
coffee shop in exchange lor small noti's It is impo.Hsihle at present to arrive 
at any definite decision as to the jnoper inferences to be draAvn from this 
evidence, and the matter is still und< r police inA-estigation. IVe are informed 
that this police investigation AA'ill nut be concluded for some time as efforts 
are being made to trace other notis is.sued^by the bank in exchange for the 
100-yen notes and to ascertain avIio actually changed the notes already traced 
"with, the poddar. It has been suigc'sted that some of the soldiers on duty 
at Budge Budge looted the hundrcil-yen notes referred to from some of the 
Sikhs. Theie is, however, no evidence of this, and it is possible that the 
possession of the notes by the Bomhaidier may be accounted for in some 
satisfactory mantu'r or that the notes were nevft the property of the Sikhs. We 
think, however, that the matter calls for most searching enquiry by the police, 
and that the facts referred to above should he brought to the notice of Gov¬ 
ernment. The only other mention of any attempt to loot is a statement 
by one witness that a European not in uniform was seen on the night of the 
occurrence putting his hand into a hiiAersack lying on a bench near the level- 
crossing ; but this man has not bemi identified, and the story does not seem to 
us to be entirely above sus])ici()n. 

50. In regard to the conduct of the police Avho were present at Budge 
Budge on the occasion of the riot, we find that there is nothing which leads 
us to suspect that they used any unnecessary violence in the performance of 
their duty save at one particular period which has already’ been referred to, 
namely, vhen they Avere e,scorting the passengers hack by the Calcutta road to 
Budge Budge. We think that at that time some of the European Police Ser¬ 
geants were somewhat rough and. in the circumstances, this perhaps is not 
surprising. W’hen, hoAACvor, tin? riot began they were inferior in numbers to 
the Sikhs, and, Avith the exception of fiA*e men, had no firearms They Avere 
very severely assaulted by a body of men superior to them in number, many of 
■whom were armed Avith revolvers, without any chance of being able to 
defopd themselves effectively. 

61. As to the other officers, both European and Indian, it is proved by the 
evidence of nearly all the witiicssos. including a great majority of the passengers 
board the shij), that they trealed the passengers with the greatest courtesy 
■and consideration ; on the oilier hand, there is convincing testimony to 
furovo that many of these returning Bunjahi emigrants, after the arrival of the 
ahip at Budge Budge, behaved in a very insolent and discourteous manner. In 
tthe oasBOumatances w^e consider that the conduct of these officers was most prai*e- 
VRortiiy shnd that they showed great tact and forbearance in dealing v ith a 
^roi^lesome body of men. 
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62. .Begardin*' the subsequent arrest of the fugitives, there is little, w far 
as the arrests at Budge Budge are concerned, of importance to report. Whan 
the rioters had dispersed, it vns npi)rehended tliat a large number of them 
might try to escape or force their way to Calcutta, and to jireventthis, adequate 
measures were taken to guard ihe main routes lo I he city. These precautions 
were continued for some days, dating %vbich period tlie police ^^ere assisted by- 
detachments of troops and also hy tuo squadrons of tlie Calcutta Bight Horse, 
to whose services the I)is[ieetor Clenoral of Police specially refers in his report 
on the steps taken to an est tlie tugilives. 

The rioters anested alter the occurrence M’cre not ill-treated and every 
care was taken to ensure prom [it medical attendance in the case of any of 
them that were injured. It has, houever, bi'en aihged before us by 
the same two Indian railway officer*!, to wlmse evidence a reference has 
already been made, that one of the Sikhs, Mangal Singh by name, was seriously 
ill-treated on arrest at Budge Budge, and that lie was suspended to a lamp 
post by a chain which was tied round his neck and drawn so tight that he was 
almost lifted uli^ his feet. On enquiry -we have ascertained that though this 
man Avas treated with considerable severity, fhis stoiy is an tixaggerated 
statement of the facts The prisoner l*eferred to, Mangal Singh, who is 
extremely eccentric, as we found on examination of him, made no complaint 
of any ill-treatment himself. Prom the eA'idciice on record it is established 
tl'at he '. as discoAa'red hiding in a boat near Budge Budge on the morning 
of the 30th and that he attacked t-w'o Eu opean oiheers wlio attempted to 
arrest him AV^ith great violence. After arrest he Avas sent to the station in 
charge of tw^o soldiers. On the w^ay be escaped from tlu'ir custody and ran 
into the river, and when ariesfed again ho refused to move at all and again 
resisled those Avho had been dtmuted to remove him to the stafion. He 
A\a8 then tied to a bamboo and^'.arried to the sfatiou, and in view of his 


dangerous charaefer was tied to a lamp post by a chain whieh Avas passed 
first round liis AA'nist and then round bis neck 'J’lie chain Avas not drawn tight, 
nor Avas he in any Avay suspended. The station master, liowever, [lointed out 
that he was exjiosed to the sun in this position, and flio priwsonor himself told us 
that directly he began to sufi’er inconA'^cnience from the treatment he was 
receiving, and promised to sit flown quietly Avith tlie other prisoners, he was 
placed Avith them. It is clear from these facts that the statements of the 
raihvay officer already referred to in respect of this prisoner cannot be accept¬ 
ed in their entirety, hut there is some evidence to shoAv that Mangal Singh 
, AV'as treate 1 with considerable harshness, and \^hilc we must admit that he pn»- 
voked such treatment hy his conduct, aa'c think that it is a matter for regret 
that this Avas allowefl. Incidoitally it may be stated that we believe tliat the 
treatment received by tliis man excited considerable resentment against tne 
troops among tlie residents at Budee Budge. 

03. As to flic arrest of the Sikhs wlio escaped to outlying districts the 
points of importance are notcil be ow. Many of tlie fugitives ajiiiear to have 
escaped after the riot across tin' river into the districts of JloAvi'ah and Midna- 
pore, some straying to BurdAvan, Ilui;hli and Bnnkuraand a number vierearrested 
in these districts. One of the.se men, Suraiu Singh, a name already mentioned, 
AA-as airested in the Midriapnr liistricr Avith n 38 Smith and \Vo.sson revolver 
in his jiosFession. A large body of men, some of Avhom must have been in 
possefsion of arms immediately la-fore they AAcre captured, Avero also arrested 
in Cliampadanga in tlie HoAvrah district. The evidence shows that information 
AA’as received on Ist October tliat 2o armed Sikhs had lieea seen near a place 
called Jagatballabpur in tlie IJovATah district and a body of troops and 
police proceeded in seaich of them. The fugitives were found in the middle 
of the night asleep close to the road near Chainpadanga, which is not very 
far from Jagatballahjmr, and attempts were made to surround them.. These 
attempts AAcre discovered by the Sikhs, w ho at once made effort.s to escape, 
and a shot was then fired into the air by one of the officers present as a signal 
that the police and troops engaged in tlie pursuit of these men were to close 
with the fugitives and arrest them. Immediately this shot aa’-bs fired, the 
Sikhs, several of whom were armed, opened fire in return and the police and 
troops retaliated but with little effect, as no person was injuied either on the 
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.$i^ ot tlbfi Sikhs or the police. After a short'time the order to coaso flro -was 
given and the absconders were called on to surrender and a certain number did 
so ; of this body of fugitives 17 were airested though no^ arms wero recovered 
and eight men escaped. It may be noted that Amar Singh and Surain Singh, 
referred to in para. 47, ■were among this party of twenty-five men. llie fact 
that the Sikh.s again used firearms on this occasion is ol' some importance as it 
indicates that they were prepared to icsisi any attempts to arrest them ; but 
W€f think they probably were also undin' tlie impression, when the signal shot 
was fired into the air, that they were Ixdng attached with firearms and for this 
reason returned the fire. If some other more suitable signal had been selected 
to indicate to the police when to close, it is possible that the Sikhs would never 
have opened fire at all The matter is Jiowever of no great importance as no 
on^ was injured on either side In all 2l J. of the rioters have been arrested up 
to date. Ifor convenience of reference uc have caused a list to bo prepaied of 
these men. The list is contained in Appinulix IV, which also shows the names 
of the ricters killed and those believed lohe at large. 

54. The precoling paragraph concludes our findings on the questions 
referred to us for inquiry. It rvill be Jioted that we have deliberately abstained 
from citing the evidence recorded in sujipoit of cacli of these findings. It 
appeal’s to us that any .sucli rererence is uiuiccessary in a report of tliis nature. 
Moreover, any atlempt to refer in detail to all the evidince which covers 
nearly a tiiousand printed pages would render our report undesirubly long and 
complicated. Eiiially, in many cases it v.ould be most undesirable,, both in the 
interests of Government and in the inten sts of the persons concerned, to pub¬ 
lish the names of tliose from whom we h:i\(; received information in the course 
of this inquiry. \Vc also desire to make it clear that in respect of many of 
the points that have arisen for con.tiderai ion in our imestigalion the evidence 
before us has necessarily been very meagre, ^iideed. many of these points 
could not be fully elucidated without pioionged enquiih s in China, Japan and 
Vancouver, and the opinions expressed in this report on such points are only 
tentative and based on such infurmaiiMn as we have been able to obtain. 

55. Ill conclusion we dosln* to tlienk the Government of Bengal and the 
various ofiicors wliom we have bud oeeasimi to call bciore us for the assistance 
rendered to us in the course of this lo.;g and co#})lieated inquiry. We also 
desire in particular to place on rocorii our approciatiou of the manner in w'hich 
Mr. Twyiiam has performed his duties as Secretary to this Committee. His 
seiviees were jilaeed at. our (lis[)Osal iiy ihe Bengal Government and the assist¬ 
ance ho has rendered to us in our invesi igations has been invaluable.

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APPENDIX I. 

By His Royal Highness the Governor-General (of Canada) in Council. 

Order in Council, dated 9th May 3 910. (P. C. No. 920.) 

From and after the date hereof the landing in Canada shall be and the same is hereby 
prohibited of any immigrants who have-come to Canada otherwise than by continuous journey 
from the country of which they are natives or citizens, and upon through tickets purtdiased 
in that country or purchased and prepaid in Canada. 

Order in Council, dated 9th May 1910. (P. C. No. 926.) 

No immigrant of Asiatic origin shall be permitted to enter Canada unless in actual and 
personal possession in his or her own right of 200 dolhirs uiiles-i such person is a native or 
subject of an .Asiatic country in regard to which special statutory regulations are in force or 
with which the Government of Canada has made a sjiecial treaty or ci^uvention. 


APPENDIX II. 

By His Royal Highness the Governor-General (of Canada) in Council. 

Order in Council, dated the 7th January 1914. (P. C. No, 23.) 

From and after the date hfreof the landing in Canada shall ho and the same is hereby 
prohibited of any immigrant who has ^)iue to Canada otherwise than bv continuous journey 
from the country of which he is a native or naturalised citizen and upon a through ticket 
purchased in that country or prepaid in Canada. 

Order in Council, dated the 7th January 1914. (P. C. No, 21.) 

From and after the date hereof no immigrant of any Asiatic rat^e shall be permitted to 
land in Canada unless such imi^ igrant possess in his own right money to the amount of at 
least two hundred dollars. Provided that thi« regulation shall not apply to any person who 
is a native or subject of an Asiatic country as to wliicli sjiecial statutory r'gulatious inconsis¬ 
tent with this regulation are in force, or with which tliere is in ojieration a sjiecial treaty, 
agreement or convention binding the Government of Canada if tlie provisions of this regula¬ 
tion be inconsitLent with the stipulations of such treaty, agreement or convention.

RBGUIiATXONS AS TO APPOINTMENT OF ASSISTANT EMOXNEERS^ 1916. 


1. The Secretary of State for India in Council will, in the year 1916, make a number of 
appointments of Assistant Engineers in the Public Works and State Railway Departments of 
the Government of India. 

In making these apjwintments he will act with the advice of a Selection Committee, 
including at least one eminent representative of the Engineering profession. 

2. Applications for the apjx>intmcnts must l>e made on a printed form tt^be obtained from 
the Secretary, Public Works Department, India Office, Whitehall, London, S.W., and to be 
returned so as to reach him not earlier than 1st February 191.'i,* and not later than Thiunsday, 
the 1st Apzdl 1915. 

3. Candidates must have attained the arc of 21 and not attained the age of 24 years on 
the 1st duly I'Jlo. To this rule no exception can bo made 

[N.B.— Native» of India must oblaxn a ('ertifi^ate of age and nationality in the form 
explained tn Appcnrhx It. 4t the production of thit certificate t« a necessary cundstton 
of appoint! ent, candidates are adrised to procure it without delay. The certificate should be 
forwarded to the Indin Ofiice together vitk the candidate's form of application or at the 
earliest subsequent opportunity 

4. Every candidate, except as provided in Regtftlion 6, must be a natural-born subject 
of His Majesty of European descent, and at the time of his bii*th his father mast have been a 
British subject, either natural-born or naturalised in the United Kingdom. The decision of 
the Secretary of State in Council as to whether a candidate satisfies this condition shall be 
final. He must also bo of good moral char.n tcr and sound bodily health and, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of Stite for India in Council, in all respects suitable to hold an ap^xrintment in 
the Indian Public Works Department or State Railway D^artment. 

. 1 . Natives of India who are British subjects, and are not qualified under Regulation 4, are 
eligible for apix>intment, and shall be selected to the extent of id per cent, of the total number 
of Assistant Engineers thus recruited, if otherwise duly qualified. 

6. Candidates must produce evidence that they have either (1) obtain(>d one of the 
Universitv degrees mentioned iu Appendix I, subject to the conditious, if any, which are 
attuchc<l to the aecej't.once of the degree ; or (t) passed the A.M.l.C.E. eraraiuation ; or (3) 
obtained such other diploma or distinction in Engineering as the Secretary of State may decide 
to accept in any particular case. 

7. It is preferred that candidates should h.ave taken a college course and obtained one of 
the degrees mentioned in Appendix 1. It is advisable that in addition they should have bad 
at least one full year’s practical cxj>erience of Civil Engineering under a qu.iliHed civil engineer 
at the time when they appear before the Selection Committee. Those whose qualifying diploma, 
has been obtained without a college course should have had a full three years of such practical 
experience. In the event of any candidate being selected who has not, in the opinion of the 
Selection Committee, had sufficient practical exiierience, he may be required to undergo, after 
arrival in India, such period of probation in charge of works as may be decided upon, and his 
final appointment will be made depeudeut upon the result of sneh prubstlou. 

8. Candidates must be prejiared, if called upon, to attend at the India Office, at their own 
expense, for a personal interview with the Selection Committee, which will probably take place 
at the end of April or early in May 1915. 

9. They will further be required, before final appointment by the Secretary of State in 
Council, to appear, at their own expense, befbre the Medical Board at the India Office for 
wuuhination as to their physical fitness for service in India. 

The Regulations governing the physical examination of candidates for the Poblic Works 
and State Railway Dexiartments of the Government of India are given in Appendix V.

I I • They will on appointment be provided with a free drst-claBa passage to India and they 
will be expected to proceed thither about the end of September 1916. 

Their pay will begin from the date of their landing in India, and, if they bo desire, they 
will be able to obtain an advance of two months* pay recoverable by monthly instalments of 
one-third of Falary. Of this advance a proportion not exceeding one-half may be received in 
England, and the balance can be drawn in India. 

12. They will enter the Service as Assistant Engineers, on a salary of Rs. 4,660 a year 
(equivalent to S04/. a year, when the rupee is at lx. 4d.). 

1.3. The instruments required by Assistant Engineers are supplied to them in India.

(1) During the first two years of furl >!i:;h without m'=*dical certificate and daring so 
much of furlough with meiliial certificate as may be "due,"—half average 
salary subject to certain maxitnum and minimum limits. 

(•2) After the expiration of the period fur which the foregoing allowances are admissi¬ 
ble,- one quarter of average ^al;^ry, subject to certain maximum and minimum 
limits. 

10. Special leave may be granted at any tii^ for not more than six months, with 
intervals of six years' service ; allowances, iMlculated as during furlough, are given during the 
first six months only, whether taken in one or more instalments.

11. Leave of absence, whether on '‘urlough or on p:^ilcgo leave, can never be claimed as 
of right, and is given or refus-d at the discretion of Government. 

12. Aftor five years' continuous abs nec from India, an officer is considered to be out of 
the employment of Government. 

16. \' hen leave allowances other than privilege leave pay are paid at the Home Treasury, 
or lu a Colony where the standard of currem v is gold, rupees are converted into sterling at the 
late of exchange li.xed for tiie time being for the adjustment of financial transactions between 
the ImiH'rial and Indian Treusuri's, unless any other rate has been exceptionally authorised. 
But for the present the rate of conversion is subject to a minimum of Is. ijd. to the rupee. 
Privilege leave pay when issued from the Home Treasury (this is only admissible when privi¬ 
lege leave is combined with other leave) is converted at 1*. to the rupee.

Note. - These Regulations arc jaibli-hcd for the convenience of candidates and in order 
to enable them to ascertain the probability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
But it must bo clearly understood that the S -ercLary of State reserves to himself an absolute 
disorotion to reject as unfit any oandidaie whom he may consider, after hearing the opinion 
of his medioal advisers, to be physically disqualified for the public service; and that his discre¬ 
tion ia in no respect limited by these Regulations, 

It is not the practice to communicate to candidates who may be reported as physically 
unfit for service in India the reasons for the Medical Board's opinion. 

General Physical B>eqykirements. 

1. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health, and free from any physical 
defect likely to interfere with efficient performance of duty.

3. Measttrencrii of Height .—The candidate will he placed against the standard with his 
. feet together, and the weight thrown on the heels, and not on the toes or‘outside of the feet. 

He will stand erect without rigidity, and with thelln^la, calves, buttoi-ks, and shoulders touch¬ 
ing the standard ; the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex of the l;ead level under the 
horizontal bar, and the height xvill be nuted in parts of an inch to eighths. In the Indian 
Police Force a minimnm height of 5 ft. 4 ins. is required, but in other departments no tixed 
limit of height is imposed. 

4. Measiirement of Chest. —The candidate will be made to stand erect with his feet 
together, and to raise his hands above bis head. The tap™ will be carijfully adjusted round 
the chest, with its posterior upper edge touching the inferior auglits of the shoulder blades, and 
its anterior lower edge the upper part of the nipples. The arms will then he lowered to hang 
loosely by the side, and care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or back¬ 
wards so as to displace the tape. 'J'he caduidate will then be din-cted to empty his chest of 
air as much as is possible. This is best done by continuous whistlinkj with the lips as long as 
sonnd can be produced. The tape is carefully gaihere<l in during the proee-s, and when the 
minimum measurement is reached it is recorded. The candidate will then be directed to inflate 
his chest to its utmost capacity. This matimum measurement will iikewi.se he noted. The 
gii'th with chest fully expanded and the range of expansion between the minimum and the 
zna>imum will then be recorded. 

6. The hearing must be good. 

6. The speech without impediment. 

7. The teeth in good order, i.e., decayed or broken teeth must be properly stopped or 
crowned, and deficient teeth replaced by artificial teeth where necessary for elective 
mastication. 

8. The chest must be well formed, I ho lungs and heart sound 

9. Rupture, hydrocele, vai-icocelc, varicose veins in a severe d' grpc. or other condition 
likely to cause ineilioiency will disqualify a candidate, unless such condition is cured by 
0 ]>eration. 

10. The limbs, feet, and toes must be well formed and developed, with free and perfect 
motion of all the joints. 

11. A candidate must have no congenital malformation or defect likely to interfere with 
efficiency. 

12. A candidate must not be the subject of chronic skin disease. 

13. Evidence of previous acute or chronic disease pointing to an impaired constitution 
will disqualify. 

14. The Regpilatioas as to the standard of vision required are shown separately for each 
dqpartnient. In all cases of '‘colour bliuduess" a note of the same will be made on the 
candidate’s papers. 


Candidates may, if they wi<5h it, undergo a preliminary examination by the Medical 
Boards which meets at the India Office ewry Tuesday, under the following conditions 

(a) Applications must be addressed to the Under Secretary of State, India Office, White¬ 
hall, London, aocompauied by a fee of two gaineas, and a statement as to the pattionlar 
appointment which the otmdiaate desires to obtain. 

(fi) Candidates must pay their travelling expenses. 
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( 0 ) Gaodidatet; conaidered to be unfit by the Medical Board at this pnllminary examination 
are not bound to accept its opinion, but may, ai their own riti, continue their stuaies, with the 
knowledge that they -will have to submit thcmselTeg for a final medical examination by the 
Medical Board, prior to the examination, or to their apppointment. 

(S) On the other hand, it must bo distinctly understood that the preliminary examination 
by the Medical Board is held solely for the candidate’s information, and that, if after that 
examination he is reported 1 o be apparently fit, he has not on that account any claim to be 
accepted as physically fit when he pn eents himself for the final Medical Examination, upon 
which alone his acceptance or rejection will depond. Candidates may be considered fit for the 
Service at the preliminary examination, but mav be found at the final examination to be nnfit, 
either on account of some physical defect which did not exist or passed undetected at the 
preliminary examination, or for other reasons. 


Regulations as to the Standard of Vision.

Kainfall summary for the seven days ending: at 8 hrs. on 
Thursday, the 14th January 1915, based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the pbriod. 

1. A disturbanoe in the northwest gave moderately heavy precipitation on the 7tfa in the 
northwest of tlie United Provinces, and the adjoining districts of the Punjab, but with the 
exception of a few scattered falls of rain weather was dry over the rest of the country. 

2. Burma including the Bag Itlandt. —Rain fell at Port Blair and Mergui. 

Northeati India, including Ori$»a. —Dibrug.irii reported a light shower. 

The United Province*, Central India and the Central Provinces. —On the 7th, rain fell 
at Bahraich and precipitation was nearly general in the north-west of the Uuilfed Provinces. 

Northwest India. —Precipitation occurred on the 7th at Simla, Ambala and Sailkot. 

The Peninsula. —Madras and Negapafctm reported light falls of rain. 

8. The chief amounts of precipitation were as follows :—• 

January 7th—Meerut 0 89*', Dehra Dun l-BO", Mussooree Z’lO" and Simla I'SC". 

„ 9th—Port Blair 1-16". 

4. The rainfall of the week was 20 per cent, or more in excess in the Bay Islands, Lower 
Burma and the United Provinces M'est. No rain usually falls at this time of year in Upper 
Burma, Bengal, Orissa, Rnjjmtana West, Gujarat, Central India M'est, Berar, the Konkan, 
the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad North and the Madras Deccan, but in all the remaining 
divisions rainfall was in defect by more than 20 per cei^ 

The rainfall from the 4th December to date is 20 per cent, or more in excess in the 
Bay Islands, Burma, Bengal, Kashmir, the North-M^est Frontier Province, Sind, the Konkan, 
the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad and Malabar. It differs from the normal by less than 20 
per cent, in the Central Provinces and Madra.s South-East, and is 20 per cent, or more in 
defect in the rest of the country, except in Gujarat, ^vhere the absence of rainfall is a normal 
feature for this ijeriod of the year.

‘Season and Crop Prospects for tbe week ending Saturday, 

9th January 1915. 

Burma. —Practically no rain fell during the week. Reaping of winter rice has been 
practically completed. Threshing and wlmiouing have begun in several districts in Upper 
Burma. Sowing of spring rice and cultivatiou of miscellaneous crops are progressing. Stand¬ 
ing crops are generally in good condition. The outturn of the main rice crop is reported to be 
below normal. The price of unbuskod rice has fallen further at Rangoon and is now normal. 

Assam. —The weather was seasonable. Harvesting of winter rice, plucking of cotton 
and pressing of sugarcane are in progress with outturn generally fair. Prospects of tea are 
reported to be favourable in Sylhet. The condition of the mustard crop is n^ good on account 
of want of rain. Transplantation of the spring rice seedlings has commenced in 
Sylhet. The price of common rice has fallen slightly. Cattle disease is reported in three 
districts. Fodder is insufficient in parts of Cachar and Kamrup. 

Beugful.—There was no rain during the week. The harvesting of winter rice is nearing 
completion. Preparation of lands for jute and other autumn crops has commenced. The 
condition and prospects of the standing spring crops are not very good. Cattle disease is 
reported from eight districts. The average price of common rice has risen slightly as 
compared with that of the previous week. 


Bihar and Orissa. —The week was practically rainless. Harvesting of winter 
paddy is approaching completion in some distrhds. Pl^siug of sugarcane continues. Stand¬ 
ing crops are suffering from want of rain in Saran, Muzaffarpur, Uarbhanga, Purnea and parts 
of Palamau. Rain is also wanted in Shahahad, Monghyr and Bhagalpur. The average 
price of common rice has risen slightly as compared with that of the previous week. The 
supply of fodder and water is smricient. Cattle disease is reported from sixteen districts. 
The condition of standing crops in the Feudatory States of Orissa is generally good. 


United Provinces. —Rain has fallen throughout the Provinces except in the south¬ 
eastern and Bundelkliand districts. More r.iin is urgently needed in places. Slight damage to 
crops by frost and drought is reported in a few districts. VV'ceding and irrigation of spring 
crops and of poppy, picking of otitton, pressing of sugarcane and preparation of land for extra 
crops continue. Standing crops are getierally doing well and their prospects are favourable. 
Agricultural stock is in good coiulll.ion. Cat;le disease is reported from fifteen districts. 
Fodder an<l water are generally sutlicicnt. Prices ai'C rising in places but are on the whole 
practically stationary. 


Punjab. —Light rain fell in I)art8 of the submontane and central tracts. It was not 
sufficient and is now w'anted generally everywdiere for unirrigated crops. Pressing of sugar¬ 
cane continues with yield average to good. The condition and expected yield of spring 
crops are generally good at present but tlie unirrigated crops in the southeast are suffering 
from drought 7’oria is being Ixarvcsted with yield generally good. Cattle are generally 
healthy and fodder and water are sutlicicnt. Prices of food grains range between warning 
and scarcity rates. 


North- Weat Prontier Province. —The week was rainless. The weather is cold. 
Standing crops are good on irrigated but average on uuirrigated lands. Harvesting of the 
sugarcane crop continues. Sowing of spring crops is well in progress. Rain is needed for 
standing crops. The condition of cattle is good. Fodder and water are sutfioieut. Prices 
are high but are falling in the case of barley, gram and maize in Peshawar. 


Jammu.-— ‘No rain fell during the week. Prices are ttuctustlng. "Wheat sells from 
8} to 14 and maize from lOj to 1(1 seers per rupee. The couditLon of standing crops is gtxxd. 
There is no cattle disease. Fodder is Butficieut. 


Kashmir.—No rain or snow fell during the week. Cattle disease prevails in Sripirt- 
absinghpnra. Prices are normal. ^Yatcr and fodder are sufficient.

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Rajpotaxia.—The weather is ccol and clear. Rain is badly wanted in the eastern 
Rajputana States. Irrigation of spring crops is )>roceedIug. Slight damage to crops by frost 
is reported in Udaipur. The cotton crop has suffered owing to severe cold in Partabgarh. In 
the eastern Rajputana States croi)8 on dry lands are withering for want of rain. Prospects 
are generally fair. Cattle are in good condition. Fodder and water are generally sufficient. 
Prices are rising- 

Central India.. —No rain fell during the week. The weather was clear and cold. 
Winter showers are needetl in the Gwalior division. Picking of cotton and harvesting of 
autumn crops contiuuo. Spring crops are being irrigated. Standing crops are generally in 
good condition and their ox{>ected yield is generally good but they are suffering for want of 
rain in the Rewa and Garrauli States. Cattle are in good condition. Prices are rising in 
Gwalior, Bhopal and Bagholkhand, are fluctuating in Indore and are steady elsewber^. 

Central Provinces. —The weather was clear and cold with occasional clouds. 
Harvesting of autumn crops has been almost completed. Threshing and winnowing 
continue. Picking of cotton i.s in progress. Spring crop.s are fair in the northern districts 
where rain is urgently reipiired, elsewhere they are in good condition. There has been 
slight damage from insects and frost in Bilaspur, Drug and Chanda. The supply of fodder 
and water is adeciuat-. Agricultural stock is in good couditioii. Juar rose in Nimar, Wardha 
and Akola by 2, 4.^ and 2 seers jier nij>ee respectively and fell by 2 seers in Yeotmal.

J'eu/lafory States: —Threshing and winnowing of autumn crops are proceeding. Prospects 
of spring crops arc generally favourable but r^n is required for them. Wheat fell by 2 seers 
per rupee in Jashpur. 

Bombay.—Standing crojis are generally in good condition except for slight damage by 
rats in one State of Rewa Kantha and by frost in two talukas of Nawahshah and are wither¬ 
ing in one taluka of Ahmediiagar and three talukas of Sholapur. Harvestiug and threshing 
of autumn crops continue. Cotton picking is progressing in Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, 
Nawahshah, Ahmedahad, the Deccan, Kathiawar and Baroda. Sowing of spring crops conti¬ 
nues in Larkaua, Kaiiara, Rewa Kantha and Savautvadi. The fodder supply is sufficient 
except in the area affected by floods and in the hilly tracts of Karachi, three talukas of Thar 
and Parkar, and parts of Poona. C^de are in good condition. Agricultural stock is suffi¬ 
cient except in Ahmednagar and Poona. Drinking water is adequate. Water for irrigation is 
generally sufficient. Prices have risen slightly in Sind, the Deccan and the Kamatak. 

llydera.ba.d. —No rain fell during the week. Autumn cotton is being picked and 
early rice is being harvested in parts. Spring crops are fair to good but have suffered on 
account of frost in j)art3. Late rice is being sown and weeded. Cattle disease prevails in five 
talukas. Prices :—Wheat . 04 , c<Arse rice 7i and juar 15i seers per rupee The highest price 
in districts is juar 10 seers in Warangal and the lowest 24 seers iu Bir and Adilabad. 

Mysore.—Rainfall nil. The price of raffi has fallen In Shimogii and Chitaldrng. 
Markets arc well supplied. The outturn of the harvested rapi, paddy, sugarcane, gram, 
groundnut and cotton is fair. Standing crops arc generally in good condition. Prospects of 
the season are generally good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are 
available. 

Coorgf.—— Reaping of rice and pi(.kiiig of coffee continue. Prices of food grains are 
high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Mckdras.—The rainfall was light in Travanoore and nil elsewhere. Standing crops are 
fair to good but are withering or have withered or have become diseased in parts of three 
'districts and require rain in jiarts of two pothers. Harvesting of paddy, sugarcane and dry crops 
proceeding goncnilly with outltirn fair to normal. Sowings of ]iad<ly and dry crops are 
proceeding normally. The condition of cattle is generally good. The wahjr supply is gene¬ 
rally sufficient except in parts of Ganjam, Kistna, the Deccan, Nelloro, South Arcot, Chittoor, 
North Arcot, Salem, Ma<lura and Tinnevelly. Pastore is sufficient except in parts of four 
districts and is getting scarce In parts of two others. Fodder is sufficient except iu parts of 
five districts. Prices are inclined to fall.

AMENDMENTS IN RULES REGULATING THE GRANT OF PROSPECTING 

LICENSES AND MINING LEASES. * 


RESOLUTION. 

The Governor-General in Council is pleased to direct that the folloTving 
amendments be made in the rules for regulating the grant by Local Govern¬ 
ments of licenses to prospejt for minerals and the grant of mining leases in 
British India, published with the Resolution of the Government of India in the 
Department of Commerce and Industry, No. 7552-7581-121, dated the 15th 
September 1913. 

In rule 2 in the definition of the word person ” substitute a comma for 
the word “ or ” in the second line^and add the w’ords “ or in a British 
Colony ” after the word “ Kingdom.” 

The following shall be inserted .nsfule 12-A. :— 

“ No prospecting license or mining lease^fc^ reserved minerals shall be 
granted to any person other tlian a British subject, or, if the person be a 
company or firm, unless such company or firm is shown to the satisfaction of 
the Local Government to bo in the hands'*bf British subjects. 

“ And every prospecting license and mining lease shall contain such 
stipulations in regard to the working and transfer of reserved minerals which 
may bo discovered, as may from time to time be prescribed by the Government 
of India.” 

Omit the proviso to rule 13. 


Ordeh.—O rdered, that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to all Local 
Governments and Administrations for information and guidance, and that a 
copy be forwarded to the Foreign and Political and Revenue and Agricultural 
Departments, to Chambers of Commerce, and to the Director of Geological 
Survey of India, for information. 

Ordered, also, that the Resolution be published in the supplement to the 
Gazette of India for general information.

(I) Eluctors.—AW male inhabitants of the Municipality who (1) have resided therein 
for not less than one year, (2) aai0 not less than 21 years of age and (3) are 
the occupiers of premises whereof the rent aotually is, or may be estimated to 
be, not less than Rs. 5 per mensem, or are iu possej^sion of immoveablg 
‘ property situated within Municipal limits to fho value <>{ not les.s than 
Rs 500, or pay income tax of Rs. 20 per annum or more, or are graduates of 
any University. 

(ID Candidates for election. All male inhabitants who (1) are not less than 21 
Tears of age, (2') are able to read and write either English or Hindi or Urdu, 
(.8) do not hold any place of profit in the gift or di.spnsal of the Munieijial 
Conamittee, (4) have not been proscribed from Covernmenl service, (5J are 
in possession of immoveab^'' property to the value of not less tliiiu Rs. 1,000 
situated within the Mnnieipal limits, or are the occujiiers of premises whereof 
the rent actually is, or may be estimate<l to be, not less than lls. s per 
mensem, or are graduates of any University. 

Provided, in the case of both an elector and a candidate for election, that suoh person 
has not been convicted of any offence or snbjecb d to any order of a Criminal 
Court which in the opinion of the Extra Assistant Commissioner, Merwara, 
implies a defect of chatacter which renders him unfit to be an elector or a 
candidate for membership of the Municipal Committee. 

3. The existing lists of electors and of candidates eligible for election .shall be amcnderl 
trienially in July under the orders of the Extra Assistant Commissioner, Merwara, so as to 
bring them into acooidance with the above rule. Copies of the revi.sed lists shall bo published 
under the signature of the Extra Assintant Commissioner, Merwara, by being posted at the 
District Kachehri, the Police Chowkis, the Colvin Town Hall, and other plaees of public 
resort.

tions are based, not later than the day previous to the date in question.

Insurance Societies Act, V of 1912, the Hon’ble the Chief Commissioner is pleased to make 
the following rules in order to carry out the pniposes of the said Act in Ajmer-Merwara:—

(fl) “ The Act ” means “ the Provident Insnrance Societies Act, 1912 

(i) “ .''ocietj- means a Provident Insarance Society to wliich the Aot applies; 

Provident Insurance business ” odlans any class of business to which the Ac^

“ Ordinary Life Assurance Policy " means a life assurance policy issued on lines 
similar to those adopted by ordinary life assurance companies, namely, by 
granting annuities on human life, or‘ by assuring a fixed sum payable at death, 
on snrvivanco or on the happening of any contingency dependent on human 
life, in return fora premium which is fixed at the outset for each age at entry, 
ami shall include policies in which the sums assured or the pteroiums vary as 
the result of a I onus asrertained by an actuarial valuation conducted in the 
mann er provided for in Fchednle IV of the Indian Life Assurance Companies 
Act, 1912. ^ 

II. — (1) No society subject to this'Act, other than a society registered under the Indian 

„ Companies Act before the date of these rules, may register hereafter with 

a name in which the words "life assurance" or "life insurance” occur 
or having a name either the same as that of any existing aociety or other company or ao 
nearly resembling it as to be likely to lead to confusion. 

(2) The name of every sodety, which is required by 8e<-tion 12 of the Act to be dis¬ 
played in a conspicuous ])e8ition in“legible letters on the outside of the office of the society 
shall be displayed in English and in the Verracular of the district in which the ofiice is 
situated. 

—In addition to the rules required by claures 'a) to (c) of .fec tion 5 of the Art, every 
society shall, If already registered, within three months ficm Ihe date of tlris rot ficaticn and 
if not registered, before registration, make rules prescribing the matters specified hereunder:—

under which they may be removed, together with the method of voting at the 
meetings of the managing body and the number constituting a quorum. 

(4) The conditions to be com j lied with by persons applying for admission and the pay* 
ment to be made for admission. 

(r) The rights (if any)'of policy-holders (1) to vote at a g<ce)al meeting of the society, 
(2) to appoint persons to lepiesenttlem on the nrsnsgirg Irdy ard (S) to ap¬ 
point an auditor. 

(d) The rates of premiums and contributions and the period for which and the times at 
which they are payable. 

(«) The penalty for delay in paying premiums and ejontrihutions. 

(f) The maximum amount payable to a subscTiber or policy-holder. 

(g) The amount to which a policy-holder or his representative becomes entitled on th* 

maturity of a policy. 

(4) The circumstances in which a bonus shall be payable to polioy-holdera.

l.,The applicant shall deposit the estimated cost of all works or repairs for the private 
oonnectious before the work is commenced. An'estimate of the cost of private connections will 
be prepared by the Engineer, Municipal Committee, on receipt of an application (in Form A) 
together with a fee of Rs. 2, which amount will be returned if the work estimated for be 
carried out within a year of the date of application. 

On the estimated amount having been received the connection will be put in as soon as 
possible. 

On completion of the work, savings (if any) will be refunded to the depositor; simi* 
Inrly any excess over the estimated cost will have to be paid by the applicant. 

2. Fees leviable for water shall be as under j as. 6 per 1,000 gallons j>t fraction thereof 
subject to a minimum charge of as. 12. 

8. Payment of water fees, etc., shall'be made within 14 days of the presentation of the 
bill. If the amoupt oh the bill be not paid within 7 days a reminder shall be issued to the eon* 
sumer informing him that if the amount be not paid wRhin a month* the water will be cut 
off (to this reminder a receipt form will Ifee attached so that no question of non*delivery 
can be raised). 

If after the one month's jieriod of grace the money be not paid a notice will be sent to 
the consumer informing him that the water is being cut off forthwith. 

If after another 14 days the water fees still remain unpaid, steps will be taken to recover 
the amount due from the consumer. Any charges for work done on behalf of the Committee 
snob as repairs to pipes, etc., shall be recoverable in the same manner as the water fees. 

4. No complaint regarding the quantity of water charged being excessive on aooonnt of 
the 'inaccuracy of the meter, shall be.eotertaiued unless made within a period of 14 days of 
the presentation of the bill. 

5. The Chairman, Vice-Chairman and the Engineer of the Municipal Committee or 
any subordinate duly authorised by any of the above-named Officer shall be allowed to enter 
any premises supplied with water under these rules w'ith 12 hours' notice to the owner, in 
order to examine any works or fittings connected with the water-supply or to ascertain the 
uses to which the water is being put. 

6. In all cases before the wat^ is turned on, a meter shall be provided at the expense of 
the Municipal Committee, who will charge as. It per month on account of its rent. If the 
applicant wishes to supply meter himself, he will be permitted to do so, provided he supplies 
the meter of the pattern approved of by the Committee. He will be responsible to keep his 
meter in working order, in default of which water-supply will be stopped. 

7. The meter will be tested at the time of installation by the Municipal Engineer, and in 
the event of its not being found to register oorreotly it shall be adjusted or replaced by the 
applicant or the Committee, whichever party has supplied the meter. 

8. No taps staall be allowed to project outside any premises or in such a position as tp be 
available for use by the public or be hxed iu olose proximity to privies, open drains and places 
where injurious gases are likely to be produced, 

9. In case where the Committee cut off the water-supply they do not bold themselvee 
liable for any loss or damage incuived by the consumer or owner of the building from which 
the water is cut off. 

10. The Committee reserve to themselves the right at any time on giving one month's 
notice of modifying or cancelling any of the above rules, conditions and rates. 

11. Any consumer who wishes to close his connection shall give 15 days' notice in writ- 
pg to the Municipal Committee, after the expiry of which water rate shall not be charged.

1. Whoever bathes, or washes clothes or other articles at a public stand-post or tampers 
with or damages a public stand-post, or draws or attempts to draw water from a public stand- 
post*except by the proper method, or wilfully wastes or suffers to rn n to waste water from a 
public stand-post, shall on conviction bv a Magistrate be liable to fine which may extend to 
Rs. 60. 

2. Whoever wishes to draw water from a public stand-post for building purposes shall 
first obtain the written permisslcn of the Secretary of the Municipal Committee, and shall pay 
for the water so drawn according to the value of the work for which it is utilized. When the

1. No connection with the Municipal mains for a private water supply, and no alteration 
or extension of any such existing connection shall be made in any private premises except 
on the application of the owner of such promises or of his recognised agent, who shall be 
registered as the consumer and shall lie responsible for the observance of the by-laws so far 
as the connections on his property are concerned ; 

Provided that the Municipal Committee may, if it think tit. itself alter the position of 
any existing connection. 

2. Every application for a connection with the Municipal mains for a private water 
supply, or for the alteration or extension of any such existing connectioSi shall be addressed 
to the Secretary of tlie Municipal Commit(>‘c, and shall be made on a printed form to be 
obtained free of charge from the Tax Superintendent (.\ppoudix I, Form A), and shall be 
accompanied by an estimate fee of He. 1, on receipt of which an estimate shall be prepared. 
This fee shall be returned to the applicant if for any reason other than the fault of the 
applicant no estimate is framed. 

S. If on receipt of the estimate the apjilicant wishes to have the connection, alteration, 
or extension carried out, he shall deposit at the Secretary’s oflScc the amount of the estimate 
together with one quarter’s dues in advance. The Municii^al Engineer shall then cause the 
work to be executed in accordance with the Water Supply llegulations sanctioned by the 
Committee. (Appendix JI).

4. (t) All connections over | inch, and all connections in Loa.ses to which gardens are 
attached shall be metered. 

(fV) The Municipal Connnittce may : Iso require to be inetcn-d any connection w'here it

Committee. A consumer may however be permitted to have his own meter subject to the

(б) it shall be fixed by the Watei Works Superinteiident at the expense of the 

consumer. 

(«) No meter whether owned by the Committee or by a consumer shall be tampered with 
in any way.

14. Notwitlxsiandioflr the proTisiooB of rules 0, 7, 9 »nd 10, the Municipal Committee 
may allow any water connection free for any public or charitable purpose, provided that if the 
person who is the re^stered consumer in respect of such free connection allows water to be 
wasted or to be used for any purpose other than that for which such free conoection was 
granted, the Municipal Committee may cancel the grant of that free connection. 

General provision! as to private connections. 

15. No house shall be supplied with water from the service connection of any adjoining 
house or premises, provided that a connection of over ^ inch may be used by more than one 
house on application to the Municipal Committee on terms to be fixed by the Municipal 
Committee. 

16* No connection shall he granted unless drainage arrangements have been made 
for the disposal of waste water to the satisfaction of the Sanitary and Engineering authorities 
of the Municipality. 

17. No portion of any Yjrivate connection or of the pipe or main leading to it shall be 
tampered with in any way whatever, whether for the purpose of repair, alteration, or any 
other purpose. 

18. Evo^ registered consumer shall be bound, immediately be has knowledge of it, to 
report to the Secretary of the Municipal Committee any defect in his ^connection whereby 
water runs to waste. 

Of the closing and re-opening of private eonneclions. 

19. Any registered consumer who wishes to close his connection shall give fifteen 
days' notice in writing to the Secretary of the Municipal Committee, after the expiry of 
which water rate shall not be charged, llefunds of same paid in advance will be granted on 
application. 

20. If any person other than the owmer of the premises to which a connection has been 
made or bis duly authorised agent wiBhe;^ to re-open a connection or to keep open a connection 
which would otherwise be closed, he shall enter into an agreement undertaking the responsibi¬ 
lities of the registered consumer, and he shall remain responsible so long as the connection 
remains open. If the Secretary of the Municipal Cfbumittee think fit, such person shall be 
called upon to deposit a sum not exceeding Rs. 20 as security for the cost of excess 
consumption. 

21. All applications to re-open a connection shall be accomi>anied by a fee of Re. 1 
together with all dues for one quarter in advance. 

22. (t) Any connection may be cut off by order ^thc Municipal Committee or of any 
oflRcer of the Committee duly authorized in this bebalfVln the following eases in addition to 
those provided for by Section 101 of Act III of 1911 * :—

(it) In any case where a connection has been cut off under Section 101 of Act III of 1911 
or in accordance with rule 22 (t) (a), the Municipal Committee may impose a penalty not 
exceeding Rs 50 which shall be paid before the connection is re-opened. 

23. Any person who—- 

(o) wilfully allows water to be w’asted from a private connection, or 

(b) without the permission of the Municipal Committee opens a connection which has 

been closed under thest' rules, or 

(c) is guilty of a breach of rules 5 (it), 17, or 18 shall on conviction by a Magistrate 

be liable to the fines and punishments authorised by Sections 199 (1) and (2) 
of Act III of 1911.

W.vTT.R Supply Rroilatiows. 

1, All work connected with the making, alteration, extension, or repair of private connec¬ 
tions shall be carried out under the supervision of the Municipal Engineer the person or 
persons whom the Mnnicipal Committee may from time to time appoint as its licensed 
plumber or plumbers. 

2. No top shall be allowed to project outside any premises, nor shall any top be fixed in 
such a position as to be available for use by the public or in close proximity to any privy, 
drain, or other place where injurious gases are likely to be produced. 

8. No connection shall be made by a licensetl plumber between a communication pipe 
and a supply-jripe except in the presence of an officer duly authorized in this behalf by the 
Mnnicipal Engineer. 

4. Every boiler for generating steam shall be supplied with water from a cistern and not 
direotly from the service-pipe, and every cistern shall bo provided with a ball valve, a detective 
or warning pipe, and proper means of access and inspeotoon. 

6. The pipes rad fitting of house service connections shall be exact duplicates of the 
satn^dbs deposited in the Office of the Municipal Engineer, so that the parts may be inter* 
changeable and shall consist of five sections :— 

(♦*) The fifrule, eonneeting the communieaiion-pipe with the eupply-pipe. The ferrule 
shall be covered with an iron bell-cover resting on the snnpW mpe to protect it 
from oontoot with the earth. 
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(tif^ Tkt eommunieation-piM from the ferrule to the $iop-cochy and the eervice-pipe or 
pipee from the aiop-coek to the taps. Above ground all pipes sball be screened 
wherever praoticabk from exposure to the sun. The communication-pipe shall 
be not less than 2 ft. below the surface of the ^ound. Wherever a communi¬ 
cation-pipe is laid across a 'sewer ' or open dram or in any place where in the 
opinion of the Municipal Engineer it is liable to injury, such pi}>e shall be 
passed through an exterior glazed ware or cast-iron pipe of sufiicient length and 
strength to afford due protection to it. No pipe of less than 1 inch shall be 
laid under roads. 

(m*) A brats stop-eoek, having the tame water-way as the pipe^ which shall be placed al 
or near the point of entrance to the premises to be supplied, or if necessary 
within such premises, to''ahut off the water and regulate the supply. The stop¬ 
cock shall be provided with a foot-way cover-box resting .on brickwork to 
. indicate its situation and furnished with a lock and key. Such key shall 
remain under the control of the Municipal Engineer. The stop-cock shall be 
capable of adjustment so that the supply to the house may be regulated by it. 

(iv) The taps. All taps wherever fitted shall be of the screw-down variety. 

(e) The meter where necessary. The meter shall be placed as near to the stop-cock 
as possible, in a position where it can be conveniently examined. No'meter shall 
be fixed underground unless in a brick well. No meter shall he disconnected 
from the. service pipe or in any way interfered with save wtth the permission 
of the Municipal Engineer. 

There must he arrangements for locking it and the key shall remain under the control 
of the Municipal Engineer. The Municipal Engineer shall cause all meters to be tested at 
least once a quarter and in each case a <-er(iiicate sball be filed to the effect that the meter 
has been tested. 

6. The dimensions of ferrule, interior pipes and taps for water shall be of the following 
relative sizes only, except when a connection is taken for supply in bulk :—

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending: at 8 hrs. on 
Thursday, the 21st January 1915, based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 

(Jnn^aaltj steep barometrio g^radients favouring strong north-easterly winds prevailed 
over the west of the Bay, and caused widespr(*ad rain in the Madras Presidency and Mysore. 
A disturbance which appeared at the same time in north-west India led to an extension of the 
rainfall over the northern half of the Peninsula, including the south of the Central Provinces, 
and gave some precipitation in the United Provinces and the east Punjab. Some rainfall also 
occurred in the southern half of north-cast India. The rainfall of the week was, in consequence, 
much heavier than usual in the south of the Central Provinces and the whole of the Peninsula, 
excluding the Konkan. 

2. Burma. —There were a few falls of rain in Tenasserim. 

North-ea$t India, including Oriua. —Light rain fell on the 16th and 17th in Chota 
Nagpur, Orissa, and the south of Bengal and of Assam. 

The United Provineet, Central India and the Central Provineea- —Rainfall was nearly 
general in the northwest of the United Proviucos, and the east and south of the Central Pro¬ 
vinces on the 16th and 17th, and light shower^ were reported from Agra and Cawnpore. 

North-weat India. —Precipitation occurnsd at Simla, Delhi, Ambala and Ludhiana. 

The Peninaula. —^There was nearly gemeral rain on the north Madras coast on the 16th, 
in the Bombay Deccan and north Hyderabad on the 16th, and in south Hyderabad and the 
Madras Deccan on the 17th. Local rainfall occurred in Malabar, south-east Madras and 
Mysore.

4. The week'.'S rainfall was 20 per cent, or more in excess in the divisions of Lower Burma, 
Orissa, the United Provinces West, the Punj.ib East and North, the Central Provinces, Berar, the 
Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, Mysore, Malabar, Madras South-east, the Madras Decoan and the 
Madras Coast North. It was within 20 per cent, of the normal in Bengal and Chota Nagpur*. 
No rain usually falls at. this time of year in Upper Burma, Gujarat, and the Konkan, but in 
the remaining divisions rainfall was 20 per cent, or more in defect. 

The rainfall from the 4th December to date is 20 per cent, or more in excess in the 
Bay Islands, Burma, Bengal, Berar, the Central Provinces East, the Konkan, the Bombay 
Deccan, Hyderabad, Malabar, Madras Southeast, the Madras Deccan aird the Madras Coast 
North. It differs from the normal by less than 20 per cent, in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, the 
United Provinces West, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Sind, the Central Pro¬ 
vinces West and Mysore; and is 20 per cent, or more in defect in the rest of the divisions, 
except in Gujarat, where the absence of rainfall is a normal feature during this period of the 
year.

Season and Crop Prospects for tbe week ending Satarday, 

16tli Jannary 1915. 

Burma.—Light rain fell in three clietriets of Lower Burma. Reaping of winter rice 
has been almost tinished. Threshing and winnowing are becoming general in Upper Burma. 
Cultivation, of spring rice and miscellaneous crops is proceeding. Harvesting of groundnut 
and sesamum and plucking of cotton coutinue. Standing crops are ^nerally in good condi* 
tion. The main rice crop is being threshed out. Its on^um will be below normal. Tbe 
price of unbuskod rice remains stationary in Rangoon. 

Assam. —The weather was seasonable. Harvesting of winter rice is nearly finished 
with outturn generally fair. Plucking of cotton, pressing of sugarcane, hoeing and pruning 
of tea and harvesting of mustard are in progress. The price of common rice has fallen slightly. 
Cattle disease is reported in three districts. Fodder is insufficient in parts of Cachar and 
Kamrup. 

Beng'al. —Light rain fell in moat distrirts of the Province. Harvesting of winter rice 
still continues in some districts. Preparation of land for autumn crops and pressing of 
sugarcane have commenced. Prospects of thp’standing crops have improved greatly from the 
rain received during the week Cattle disease is reported from six districts. The average 
price of common rice has remained almost stationary as compared with that of the previous 
week. ^ 

Bihar and Orissa. —Light rain fell in parts of the Santal Parganas and in Orissa 
and Chota Nagpur. Harvesting of winter rice is approaching completion. Threshing is in 
progress. Pressing of sugarcane continues. Harvesting of the early spring crops is going on 
in some districts of Orissa and Chota Nagpur. The recent rainfall in Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur has proved henelicial to the staudlug spring cropsAut in several districts of Bihar the 
crofw are rcftorted to be suffering from want of rain. The average price of common rice has 
risen slightly as compared with that of the previous week. The supply of fodder and water 
is sufficient. Cattle disease is rejxirted from thirteen districts. The condition of standing 
crops in tbe Feudatory States of Orissa is good. 

United Provinces. —The week was rainless. More rain is urgently needed in parts 
of the Provinces. Frost has slightly damaged the crops in the eastern, submontane and the 
Shahjahanpur districts. Weeding and irrigation of spring crops and of poppy, pressing of 
Bugurcane and preparation of lauds for the next season's crops are in progress. Standing 
crops are doing well aJul ])ros]}(;cts are gem^rally favourable. Cattle disease is reported from 
a few districts but otherwise the condition of the agricultural stock is goml. Fodder and 
water are sufficient everywhere. Markets are full. Prices are fluctuating with a slight 
upward tendency. 

Punjab.—Light to moderate rain fell in the south east and in a few submontane 
and central districts and greatly heno'ited the unirrigated crots. Elsewhere rain is 
urgently wanted. Pressing of sugarcane continues, the yield being average to good. 
The condition and expected yield of spring crops are generally good on imgated and average 
on unirrigated are:is. Toria is being harvc.sted, with yield average or good. Plonghings for 
and sowings of e.xtra spring crops have commenced in a few distriots. Cattle are generally 
healthy and fodder and water are sufficient. Prices of food grains range between warning 
and scarcity rates, 

NorthoWest Frontier Province. —The week was rainless. The weather is cold. 
Standing crops both on irrigated and uuirrigated areas are fair. Harvesting of sugarcane 
continues. Sowing of spring crops is still iu progress in some plac^. The wheat and gram 
crops are withering from cold and the absence of rain in Bannu. Rain is badly wanted all over 
the Province. The condition of cattle is good. Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are 
hig[fa bat are falling in the case of gram iu Peshawa* and in the case of gram and bafra in Dera 
Ismail Khan and are rising in the case of wheat in Dera Ismail Khan. 

. jAmam.—Slight rain fell during the week. Piioes are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 
8 to 14 and from 10 to 44 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is good. 

Cattie disease prevails in the Ranbirsinghpura talufl. Fodder is sufficient. 
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--- , , T ^---The Dal lake and other pools have frozen. Cattle disease is reported in 

Sripartabsinghpnra. Prices are normal. Water and fodder are anffioient. 

BaJpniMllft.-— Slight rain fell in parts of Bharatpnr. The weather is cold. Rain is 
badly ne^ed in eastern llajputana. Weeding and irrigation of spring crops is progressing. 
Standing crops are in good condition but they are withering for want of rain in eastern Raj- 
pntana and parts of Kotah. Prospects are fair. Cattle are in good condition. Fodder and 
water are generally sufficient. Prices are rising. 

.* 

Central India.— I’here was no rain during the week and the weather was clear and 
cold. Winter pbowers are badly needed in the Gwalior division. Picking of cotton and 
harvesting of autumn crops continue. Spring crops are being irrigated. Standing crops are 
generally in good condition but in Bewa and Garrauli they are suffering for want of rain. 
Cattle arc in good condition. Prices are rising in Gwalior, Bhopal and Baghelkhand, are 
fluctnating in Indore and are stationary elsewhere. Poppy is being irrigated in Gwalior and 
Indore and is in good condition in Bhopal. 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been cold and towards the end of the week 
cloudy. Thirteen districts received rain ranging from 12 cents to 1| inches. Pmetically 
no rain, however, fell in the Jubbulpore division where it is badly required to improve the 
condition of spring crt)pB and in the Nerbudda division where prospects are only fair. 
Threshing and winnowing of autumn crops an#,picking of cotton are approaching completion. 
Some damage is reported from frost in Jubbulpore, Betul and Chhindwara and from insects 
in parts of Chhattisgarh. Cattle are in good condition and fodder and water are sufficient. 
Bice became dearer by 2 seers per rupee in Bilaspur. Wheat has risen in price in fourteen 
districts by amounts varying between J seer and 2 seers and juar by over a seer in five 
districts. 

Feudatory States. —Khairgarh and Nandgaon each had 78 cents of rain. The 
condition of spring crops is on the whole good but general rain would be welcome. The 
p.’ice of wheat rose by 3 seers per rupee in Jasbpur. 

Bombay. —Bain fell during the week in Sholapur and the Karnatak, doing slight 
damage to standing crops. Elsewhere ci%p3 are generally in good condition except for slight 
damage by frost in two talukas of Nawabshab, and are withering in one taluka of Abmed- 
nagar. Harvesting of autumn crops continues. Cotton picking is progressing in Hyderabad, 
Thar and Parkar, Nawabshah, Ahmedabad, the Decean, Kathiawar and Baroda. The 
fodder supply is sufficient except in the ai-ea affected by Hoods and in the hilly tracts of 
Karachi and two talukas of Thar and Parkar. Cattle are in good condition. Agrienltnral 
stock is sufficient except in Abm^uagar and Poona. Drinking water is adequate. Water 
for irrigation is generally sufficient. Prices are generally steady. 

Hyderabad. —No rain fell during the week. Autumn cotton is being picked. The 
early rice crop is being harvested Spring crops are fair to good but* they have suffered on 
account of frost in the Bidar district and have bwn damaged by rats in the Bidar and Aurang* 
abad districts. Late rice is being sown and weeded. Cattle disease prevails in live talukas. 
Prices :—Wheat .5^, coarse rice 7i, tuar 15^ seers per rupee. The highest price in districts, 
is fuat lOi in Warangal and the lowest 2lt seers in Adilabad. 

]tfys<xre.— 'Slight rain fell daring the week in the Bangalore and Hassan districts. The 
price of rays has fallen in Kolar, Tumkur and Chitaldrug and that of rice in Tumkur and 
Mysore. Markets are well supplied. The outturn of the harvested jtaddy, sugarcane, rayi, 
gram, groundnut, coffee and cotton is fair. Standing crops are generally in good condition. 
Prospects of the season are generally good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder 
are available. 

Coorgf.*~-BamfaU 73 cents. Heaping of rice and picking of coffee continue. Prices of 
food grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madrgg.—The rainfall was very heavy in Madras, good in Chingleput, South Arcot 
and Salem, fair in Nellore, Chittoor and North Arcot, light in the Ciroars except in the 
VizaCTpatam Agency, Cuddapah, Trichino^wly, Tanjoro, Cotjhin and the Nilgiris and nit 
elsevmere. Standing crops are fair to good but are withering or have withered or have become 
diseased in pajrts of three districts and require rain in parts of two others. Harvesting of 
paddy, sugarcane and dry crops is proceeding generally with outturn fair to normal. SowmM 
of paddy and dry crops are proceeding normally. The condition of cattle is generally go^. 
The water supply is generally sufficient except in parts of Ghanjam, the Deccan, Nellore, the 
oentral parts except Coimbatore, Madura and Tinsevelly. Pasture is sufficient except in parts 
of five districts and is getting scarce in parte of two others. Fodder is generally sufficient 
except in parts of two distri^. Prices are stationary.

No. 706-39 .—In supersession of the Home Department Nof iticatioii No. :i291-(Pablic), 
dated the 7th December 1900 and thi94)epartmeat Notilicatiou No. a O-O'.t, date<i the 18th 
January 1912, and in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 1 7 and 6 of the Indian 
Explosives Act, 1884 (IV of 1884) :— 

_ 1 • The Governor-General in Council is pleased hereby to declare that acetylene, when 
liquid or when subject to a ^^ssure above that of the atmosphere capable of supporting a 
column of water exce^ing two hundred and hfty inches in height, and whether or not in 
admixture with other substances, or when in admixture with atmospheric air or with oxygen 
gas in whatever proportion and at whatever pressure, and whether oi not in admixture with 
^her substances, shall be deemed to be an explosive w'ithin the meaning of the said Act, sub¬ 
ject to the following exception that if it bo shown to ihe satisfaction of the Governor-General 
in Council that acetylene declared to be an explosive by this Notification when in admixture 
with any substance, or in any form or condition, is not possessed of explosive properties, 
the Governor (ioneral in Council may, , by order, exempt such acetylene from being deemed 
to be an explosive within the meaning of the said Act. 

Provided that nothing in this Notification shall apply to acetylene in admixture with air 
when sneh admixture takes place only in a burner or contrivance in which the mixture is 
intended to be burnt : 

Provided also, that nothing in this Notification shall be hold to apply to an admixture 
of acetylene^and air which may unavoidably ouont in the first use or recharging of an apparatus, 
properly designed and constructed with a view to the prodnetion of pure acetyhme.

—Nearly gfoneral rain fell 
in Central India West on the 2.3rd and th * e.ist of the United Provinces on the 27th ; local 
rainfall occun-ed in the west of the Unite<l Provinces, Central India East and the north of the 
Central Provinces. 

Nortkivett India. —Precipitation wfis nearly general in Rajput.4.na on the 23rd, in the 
oast Punjab on the 23rd and 24th, and in Kashmir on the 24th Deesa and Rajkot had light 
rain on the 23rd. 

The Penineula. —There were scattered falls of rain on the 21st. '

4. The rainfall of the week was 20 per cent, or morq^ excess in the United Provinces 
East, Iiajputana, Gujarat, Central India, the C‘utral Provinccb West, the Bombajr Deccan, 
the Madras Deccan and the Madras Coast North ; and was normal in Malabar. No rain usually 
falls at this time of year in Berar, the Konkan and Hyderabad ; in the remaining divisions 
rainfall was 20 per cent, or more in defect. 

The rainfall from the 4th December to date differs by less than 20 per cent, from 
the normal in Orissa, United Provinces West, Kashmir, Ra jputana West and Madras Southeast. 
It is 20 per cent, or more in defect in Assam, Chota Nagpur, Bihar, the United Provinces East, 
the Punjab, the North-West Prontier Province. Baluchistan, Sind, Central India East and 
Mysore ; and is 20 per cent, or more in excess in the rest of the country.

RULES. 

I.—'For the purpose of these rules— 

(i) ' Local Authority' means the Csutonment Authority in the Cantonments of Mhow, 
Nknach and Nowgong, and the Bnar Authority in tbe Indere Bestdeuev 
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liOffldllimta’ means the limits of tite Csuflidsineats of Mh'os^, Kiidaolijuid. Nowgoag 
*nd of the Indore Bosideno^ Bacnn^Veepeotivelj. 

II.—-No hackney-carriage shall be lot to hire, or taken to ply, or offered for hire exoept 
adder a oartiage-lioense. 

person shall act as driver of a hackney-carriage except under a driver's-lioense. 

ly.—Hackney-carriages shall be of three classes, of the descriptions specified in the second 
oblurtin of the first schedule hereto annexed, and the number of passengers and' weight of 
property which each may carry and the-license ftfe to be paid in respect of each shall be as 
Stated in the coriosponding entries in the third, fourth and fifth columns of that Bche<lale. 
But the Local Authority may establish a special class, and prescribe a special lioense on snob 
terms as it may think fit, for carriages of a distinctly superior type, and may exempt carriages 
of that class from all or any of the provisions of these rules. 

■V,—The licenses required by rules II and III shall be granted by a Licensing Office 
Appointed for the purpose hy the Local Authority, and shall bo issued for the financial year 
namely, from ihe 1st April to the 81st March, or the portion thereof still remaining at the date 
of the grant of the Kaense. 

VI. —Aj)plication8 for carriage-licenses'shall be submitted to the Licensing Officer ststing 
the class in which it is desired that the carriage may be licensed, and the carriage, together 
with the animals and harness to be used with it, shafl be produced for the insjwction of the 
Licensing Officer at such time and place as he may appoint. It shall be in the discretion of the 
Licensing Officer after such inspection, whether to grant the application or not. 

VII. —When an application ftndcr rule VI is granted, the Licensing Officer shall forthwith 
issue a license under his signature, together diKi a card or metal plate which he shall cause 
to he affixed to the carriage in some oonsplouous place, and shall enter thereon, as also in a 
register to be maintained by him, the following particulars :— 


(1) The immber assigned to the carriage. 

(2) The class in whieh it is licensed. 

(.3) The name and n^sidence of the person to whom the license is issued, who thereupon 
shall he deemed for the purposes of these rules to be the owner of the 
carriage. 

(4) The description, number and height of the animals to bo employed in drawing the 

carriage, or the number oaly if it is to be drawn by camels or bnlloi'ks. 

(5) The number of passengers and the weight of luggage that the carriage may carry. 

(6) The date of issue and the of expiry of the license. 

The entries in the license and In the register shall bo in English, and on the card or metal 
plate in English and Hindi 

VIII. —On the issue of a license under rule VII, the owner shall cause its number and 
class to be distinctly painted on the outside of the carriage in Hindi, and also in English 

1 if it is of the first or second cla^, and shall also affix in a con.spiciioiis place in the inside of 
the carriage a schedule in En^i^h and Hindi of the rate’s of fare chargeable under these 
rales for carriages of its class. ^ 

IX. —Camel and bullock carriages .and ekka* must carry one good and sufficient light 
placed, in the case of ekkai, on the right hand side. All other ha<ik!iey-carriage8 must tiarry 
two carriage lamps of the usual jattern, properly fixed with clean glasses. 

X. —(1) If the owner of a licen.sed hockney-oarriage ceases U) ply it for hire, or change 
his residence, he shall notify the fact in writing to the Licensing Officer within one week. 

(2) If the owner if a licensed hackney-carriage disposes of it to any other person, the 
license shall cease to be in force, until such person notifies the transfer, together with his naiAe 
and residence, in writing to rh * Licensing Officer, who thereupon shall amend the license and 
the register accordingly on payment of a fee of one ra])4’C. 

XI. —Ap]>lioations frr (iriver's-licen^os shall be presented in person to the Licensing Officer, 
in whose discretion it shall rest whcl.licr to grant sanction thereto or not. Sanction shall bo 
refused if the Licensing Officer con.«ideis an applicant incompetent to drive. 

XII. —When an appliitation under rub' XI is granted, the Licensing Officer shall fortitwith , 
sign and issue to the applicant, on p.iy ment of a fee of eight annas, a numbered license specifying 
his name and father’s name, tlio clas.s of carriage which he is licensed to drive, and the date 
of issue and the date of expiry of his license together with a nori-transfcrable metal 
badge or ticket bearing the number of his license. The Licensing Officer shall also enter -the 
licensee’s name and father’.s name, age, and residence, together with the number of his 
license in a register to be maintained by him for the purpose. 

XIII. —Every licensed driver— 

(«) must, while on duty, be sufficiently and cleanly clad ; 

{b) must maintain his badge or ticket and license m good and legible condition, mast 
carry the same with him while on duty and most produce his license when 
■t, required by a Magistrate or other person authorised in that behalf by the Local 
Authority j and 

(e) must deposit his badge or ticket with ihe Ltoettsing Officer if be dUconrinuM his 
employment temporarily or otherwise.

(i) to see that the oarrlage, auiraals and harness are in a serviceable condition and pro- 

perly kept, and to carry out any instructions that he may receive from the Licens¬ 
ing Officer in that respect j 

(e) to see that the yard, premises and stabling in which the carriage and animals are 
kept are clean and in good order, and to carry out any instructions that he may 
receive in that respect from any officers appointed in that behalf by the Local 
Authority ; and 

(d) to attend in person, or to cause some responsible person to be present, on the pre¬ 
mises to supply the carriage when required. 

The Licensing Officer may suspend or revoke a carriage-license for any breach of these 
requirements. _ r 

XV. —An appeal shall lie to the Local Authority from any order of the Licensing Officer 
under these rules. 

XVI. —The Local Authority may determine the places where hackney-carriages shall be 
allowed to wait for hire and may prohibit them from doing so at any other place. 

XVII. —The rates of fare 8f>eciGed in the second 89 hedule hereto annexed shall be charged 
and paid for the hire of hackney- carriages. Fares for distances beyond ilpcal limits must be 
settled by private agreement. Nothing contained in these rules shall prevent any owner of a 
hackney-carriage from contracting for the hire of such carriage by the day or month on such 
terms as may be arranged between the owner and the hirer. 

XVIII.—The driver of a hackney-carriage is entitled to claim his discharge from any 
hirer after having been employed by such hirer for a whole day of nine hours, or at any time 
in case of himself being sick or his animat being lame or sick, provided that in either case be 
8a]>pUo8 another hackuey-c.arriage to the hirer, if required to do so and if another can be found. 

A driver or owner may refuse to let his carriage in the same cirenmstances or when asked to 
ply beyond local limits, and shall be bound to do .so when asked to carry a grejiter number of 
passengers or a greater weight of property than he is licensed to carry, or any person suffering 
from a contagious or infectious disease or a corpse or dead body. Should it come to the know¬ 
ledge of any owner or driver that his carriage has been usm to convey a person suffering " 
from an infectious or contagious disease he shall a|» once report the fact to tbe Lioeasing 
Officer and shall not allow his carriage again to be used until it has been disinfected to tUe :

XIX. —It shall be incumbent on the driver and owner of a hackney-carriage in which 
any projierty is left to take it, unless sooner claimed by the owner, to the nearest Police Sta¬ 
tion within twenty-four hours.

Season and Crop Prospts for tbe week ending Saturday, 

23rd Jannary 1915. 

Burauk.—Very light rain fell in the three moet northern districts of the Mandalay 
division. Reaping of winter rice has been completed, but threshing and winnowing are rtill 
proceeding in TJpper Burma. Sowing of spring rice and misoellaneons crops ia progpressing. 
Harvesting of sesamum, groundnut and millet continues. Plucking of cotton' has been com¬ 
pleted. Standing croiw are generally in good condition. Winter rice is being threshed out. 
The price of unhusked rice in Rangoon has risen very slightly. 

.Ajmiasoi.—T he weather was seasonable. Light to moderate rain fell in all distriots 
except Nowgong and the Garo Hills. Harvesting of winter rice and plucking of cotton have 
been practically finished with outturn generally fair. Hoeing and pruning of tea, pressing of 
’ sugarcane, harvesting of mustard and ploughing of lands for autumn rice are in progress. 
The average price of common rice has risen slight^. Cattle disease is reported from three 
districts. Fodder is insufficient in parts of Cacbar. 

Bengfftl.— Light and scattered showers fell in most districts of the Province, doing 
considerable good to the standing spring crops. Harvesting of winter rice is nearly over 
and that of mustard is in progress. Pressing of sugarcane continues. £oro paddy is being 
transplanted.. The condition and prospects of the crops are fairly good. Cattle disease is 
reported from seven districts. The average price of con^^on rice has remained almost stationary 
as compared with that of the previous week. 

Tft yhff -v ajid Orissa. —Light rain fell in Orissa and in Palamau and in parts of 
Bhagalpur, Hazaribagh and tbe Santal Parganas. Threshing of winter rice and pressing 
of sugarcane continue. Harvesting of the early spring ^rops is in progress in Orissa and 
Chota Nagpur. Standing crops are suffering from want ofi^ain in some districts of Bihar. 
In Orissa and Chota Nagpur they are generally doing well. The average price of common 
rice has fallen as compared with that of the previous week. The fodder and water 

is snffioieut. Cattle disease is reported from thirteen districts. The condition of standing 
crops in the Fendatory States of Orissa is good. 

United Provinces. —Light rain fell in the north and west but more rain is still 
urgently needed in parts of the Provinces. Crops have been slightly damaged by frost in parts 
of the ■ Naini Tal, Farmkhabad, F'yzabad, Gonda and Gorakhpur districts. Irrigation of 
spring crops, pressing of sugarcane and pre|mration of lands for the next season's crops 
continue. Standing crops are doing well and their prospects continue to be favourable. 
Agricultural stock is in good condition bat cattle disease has increased slightly. Fodder and 
water are ample. Markets are well stocked except in a few places where the stocks are low 
owing to the absence of imports. The level of prices is generally high. 

PoBjab.—Light rain fell in. all the reporting districts except in the west. It was 
beneficial for the standing crops but more is still wanted. Pressing of sugarcane is in 
prog^ress, the yield being average to good. The condition and expected yield of irrigated 
crops are g^erally average to good. Ploughing for and sowing of spring crops continue. 
Cattle are generally healthy and fodder and water are sufficient Prices of food grains range 
between warning and scarcity rates. 

Nortb-'W’evt Proatier Province.—^The week was rainless. Standing crops both 
on irrigated and unirrigated areas are fair. Harvesting of sugarcane continue in Banuu. 
Spring oro^ are still being sown in Peshawar. Rain is badly wanted alljoyer the Province. 
The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder and water are procurable. Prices are 
high and are rising in Peshawar, but'are falling in the case of gram and b(^fra in Dera Ismail 
Khan. 

Jiunakn.y81ight rain fell during the week- Prioes are fluctuating. Wheat seUs from 
8 to 15 and maioe from lU to 24 seers per rupee. The oonditiou of standing crops is good 
Cattie disease of a mild type! prevails in the Jammu tahsil. Fodder is sufficient. 
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—Bain and enow fell in the Anantnag watarat. Cattle diaeaae prevails in 
Snpartabeiiiighpara. Pricee are slightly^ falling in Karamulla and are normal elsewhere. 
Water and fodder are sufficient. 

Rfljpntana..—The rainfall was general. The weather is cool and cloudy. Spring 
crops are doing well. Weeding and irrigation continue. Prospects are generally normal 
Fodder and water are sufficient. Cattle are healthy. Prices are rising. 

Contaral Indift.—During the week 28 cents of rain fell in the Bampura Bhanpura 
district of Indore and 40 cents in Manpur. General rain was received in Gwalior and 
partial in Bhopal. Picking of cotton and harvesting of autumn crops continue. Spring 
crops are being irrigated. Standing crops are generally in good condition but are suffering 
for want of rain in Bbopal, Bewa^ Garranli, and Dewas Senior. Agricultural stock is in good 
condition, except for cattle disease in some villages of the Indore State and in parts of Dbax 
and Alirajpur. Prices are high and are rising throughout. Poppy is being irrigated in 
Gwalior, Indore, and Bhopal. 

Central Provinces. —The weather has been cool and occasionally cloudy. No rain 
was registered at headqnaiters but a fall of over .3 inches was received in the interior of the 
Yeolmal district. Rain is badly needed in parts of the .Tnbbulpore and Nerbudda divisions. 
Threshing and winnowing of autumn crops and picking of cotton still continue in some 
districts. Want ^f rain in the Vindbyan districts, frost in Mandla, cloudy weathor in 
Chanda, rains in Bilaspur, and rats in BtAdana did some damage to spring crops in 
places, otherwise their prospects are fair to good. Agricultural stock is iu good condition. 
The supply of fodder and wAter is adequate. Wheat rose by 2 seers per rupee in Baldana and 
’n thirteen other districts it was sold dearer by J to ] seer per rupee. 

Feudatory Statet .—Ranker and Bastar had .1 and 1J inches of rain respectively. Eight 
other States also received light showers, nowhere exceeding 78 cents Kawardha and Jashpur 
require more rain. Pro,spects of spring cro]>B are generally favourable. Kodon in Kawardha 
and rice in Jashpur itwe by 2^ and 2 sears per ruj»ee resj)ectivcly. Wheat has fallen by 5 seers 
and rice by 2 seer? in Jashpur. 

Bombay. —Rain fell during the week in the Presidency proper, damaging the standing 
crops in Afamedabad, Kaira, Surat, Sholapur and Belgaum. Elsewhere the crops are generally 
in good condition, except for slight damage by insects and disease in ])artB of Karachi, by 
frost in two talukas of Nawahshah and by rats in one State of llewa Kantlia and in one taloka 
of East Kliandesh. Cotton picking is pr ogressing in Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Nawab- 
shah, Ahmedabad, West Kbandesb, Nasik, Sholapur, Kathiawar and Baroda. The fodder 
supjdy is sufficient except in the area affected by floods and the Uilly^ tracts of Karachi and two 
talnk^is of Thar and I’arkar. Ok^ttle are in good condition. Agricultural stock is sufficient 
except in Abmednagar and Po^^. Drinking water is adequate. Water for irrigation is 
generally sufficient. Prices have risen slightly in Sind, have fallen in the Deccan and are 
steady elsewhere. 

Hyderabad. —General rain fell during the week. The highest fall was 4-68 inches. 
The early rice crop is being harvested in parts. Spring crojis are mostly in good condition and 
are being harvested. The rainfall proved injurious to some extent. Late rice is being sown 
and weeded. Cattle disease prevails in four talukas. 1 rices :—Wheat 5, coarse rice 7 and 
fuar25 seera per rupee. The highest price in districts is11 seers in Warangal and the 
lowest, 24 seers, in Adilabad. 

BCySOre. —Slight rain fell during the week in all districts. Prices of ragi and rice have 
faUen in Bangalore. Markets are well supplied. The outturn of the harvested paddy, tagi, 
sugarcane, gram and coffee is fair. Standing crops are in good condition. Prospects of the 
season are generally good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder arc available. 

Coorsf.—Reaping of rice has been completed and threshing has commenced. Picking 
of coffee continue*. Prices of food grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and 
fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras.—No rain fell during the week in Bonganapalle, Sandur and South Canara. 
Light rain fell in Ganjam, the Vizagapatam littoral, Godavari, Bellary, Tanjore and Malabar. 
He fall was very heavy in Nellore, Ijeavy in Cochin and fair to good elsewhere. Standing 
crop* are fair to good but are withering or require rain in parts of three districts. Harvesting 
of paddy, sugarcane and dry crops is proceeding generally with outturn fair to normal. 
Sowings of paddy and dry crops are proceeding normally. The condition of cnttle is generally 
good. He water sup|^ is generally sufficient exeej^; in parts of Ganjam, the Deccan and the 
central parts except Cfoimbaiore and the south except Ramnad. Pasture is sufficient except 
in Knmool, Bellary and Anantapur and in paais of three other districts. Fodder is generally 
sufficient. Price* shew a tendwoy to fall.

Their 
replies have been received and the matter is under the consideration of the

The Hon’ble Sir Robert Carlyle replied:—■

(b) In regard to the second part of the question, Government do not 
propose to undertake dredging operations in order to maintain a navigable 
channel in the river Ju)nna throughout the year between Delhi and Allahabad. 

Dredging alone would be ineffective for the purpose and the extensive works 
which would be nece-ssary would iiivohe expenditure out of all proportion 
to thei’csulting benefits.” 

The Hon’ble Maharaja RanajilbSinha of Nashipnr asked:— 

W. “(a) Have the Government of India received information that cattle 
in llritish India have deteriorated in recent years ? fw la 

(6) If so, is it a fact tliat want of grazing grounds is one of the causes of

The Hon’ble Sir Robert Carlyle replied:— 

“ On the reports received from Loe.al Governments, it is imi)Ossible to 
decide whether taken as a whole Indian cattle have deteriorated of recent years 
In some localities deterioration is believed to have taken place and one of the 
causes to which this has been attributed is the want of sufficient pasturage. On 
the other hand, in one province at least, it is stated that with any system of 
conamunal grazing the quality of the stock cannot be maintainerl. 

“ The improvement of the fodder supply whether by the provision of 
additional grazitig grounds or in any other manner is a matter lor Local Gov¬ 
ernments; but I may mention that the whole question wad considered by the 
Board of Agriculture at its last meeting. Stress was laid on the fact that as 
the problems to be attacked were essentially of a local ehaiaeter .vhich must be 
worked out from the point of view of particular localities, nothing more than 
very general recommendations could be made. Among tlu' recommendations 
it was suggested that in each province investigations should be made regarding 
the existing sources of fodder supply and their utilization to the best advantage. 

Local Governments have accordingly been requested by the Government of 
India to institute such inquiries in order that the subject may further be 
considered by the Board of Agriculture at its next meeting. Wheji the 
final recommendations of the Board are received they will receive careful 
attention as the Government of India are fully sdive to the great imjiorlance 
of this question. It must, however, be resdized that the provision of additional 
pasturage is only one aspect of a problem which is essentially local in character 
and which each Local Government must endeavour to solve with due regard 
to local oonditionsv ’

(4) On the analogy of measures taken in the United Kingdom, the 
Governor-General promulgated the Articles of Commerce Ordinance, IX of 1914, 
on the 30t h of November last. The Ordinance empowers the Governor-General 
in Council, lor the whole or any part of British India, and each Local Govern¬ 
ment for the whole or any part of the Province, to require any owner or owners 
of any article of commetco to give full information regarding stocks in his or 
their possession. The Governor General in Council and Local Governments 
are further empowered to notify any article of commerce which appears to bo 
unreasonably withheld from the market and to take possession, on payment of 
compensation, of stocks of any article unreasonably withheld. The Government 
of India have not yet exercised their powers under the Articles of Commerce 
Ordinance. Local Govermeats will doubtless exercise their powers under 
the Ordinance should necessity ariSb, and it is understood that action has 
already been taken in certain districts. 

“A supplementary measure calculated to prevent an abnormal rise in the 
price of wheat has been the issue of a statutory notification restricting the 
export of wheat and w'heat flour from British India before Ist April to a total 
amount of 78,000 tons By this means it is hoped to ensure an approxima¬ 
tion of the Indian supply to the Indian demand, and to guard against the 
danger of any reduction in the local price of wheat merely leading to 
increased ex jjorts. ’ ’

I am sure it "will be a source 
of pleasui’e to my colleagues, as it is to me, to be associ.ated with this Bill, "w'hicli 
is intended to uphold the dignity of a title which has been earned with so much 
credit.

One is 
to empower the Baronet for the time being to sell, wath the approv.al and the 
Trustees, Mazagon Castle and purchase a new residence in a more healthy and 
convenient looali^ in Bombaj^. The other is to confer on the Trustees an<i the 
Baronet for the time being jointly more extensive powers to invest the endow¬ 
ment funds on the lines of section 20 of the Indian Trusts Act of 1882.

THE EMERGENCY I.EQISI.ATION CONTINUANCE 

BIIil., 1915 . 

The Hon’ble Sir Ali Imam :—“ My Lord, T bog to move for leave 
to introduce the Emergency Legislation Gontinuanco Bill. I do not propo.se 
to take up the time of the Council for any considerable jjeidod in exjdainiug 
its provisions, which are very brief. Your Excellency lias already informed 
the Council that since the outbreak of tiie war you have found it necessary 
to exercise the powers confeiTed on you by si ction 23 of the Indian Councils 
Act of 1861 and to issue Ordinances conferring tJie necessary j)owers on the 
Government to deal with an emergency wliicli is almost unparalleled in the 
hisloiy of the Empire. For the^first time for a hundred years the great Britisli 
Empire is involved in a war of world magnitude and it is obvious tliat (he 
provisions of our ordinary legislation must necessarilv require to be supple¬ 
mented in order to meet such a situation. That situation still continues, and 
with it the necessity for special emergency legislation. We have, therefore, 
to find means for prolongiiT^thc duration of the" provisions of that legislation! 
As the Council is aware, ordthaiices promulgated under section 23 of tlie Indian 
Councils Act of 1801, although they have the same force as Acts of this Council, 
are limited iii point of time to a duration of six months. Tlic question, there¬ 
fore, came before me in what way this duration should be extended. It is 
jxissihlc that it might bo done in several ways, hut in my judgment, and 
I hope Council will agree with mo, it has been n'glitdy thought hotter on this 
occasion to proceed })y inviting the co-o})eration of the Council in securing that 
end. This it is sought to secure by the Bill for wliich I am asking leave to 
mtroduce. It is very short and merely gives tlic effect of a law made by lliis 
Council to the jwovisions of the ordinance.s specified in the Schedule. Wo have 
limited its duration to the ]>eriod of the present war and six months thereafter. 

It 18 clear that on the jictual termination of hostilitio.s it will be neoe8.sary 
to review our legal position, and subsidiary action may in several instances he 
necessary heroi'o w'o terminate tlic condition of affairs created by this emergency 
legislation. Apart from legal que.stion8, some prolongatioii will also be necessary 
on administrative grounds. Wo liave, how'ever, taken power in the Bill for the 
Governor General in Council to withdraw at any earlier date any of the 
provisions which the changing fortunes of war may render possible. The 
j^ovisions I am asking Council to c mtinue in our law are far less drastic than 
those conferred on the authorities in England who have obtained the 
most extensive and wide reachijig powers from Parliament, pow'ere which 
^ve been granted with a free hand and without a murmur. Regard being 
had to the grave emergency with which the Government of India were 
confronted on the 4.th of Augu.st, 1914, it is to me a great satisfaction, 
speaking purely as a lawyer, that so far it has boon found possible to 
protect the pea^ and tranquillity of this great country with so little 
ditftuibauoe to the rights and liberties of individual citizens. When war 
wm raging at our very door (for the German Navy brought it there on 
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[12th Jahtiabt, 1916.] Sir iU Imam ; The President.'] 

one occasion, happily not likely to occur again) tiie maxim inter arma leges 
silent might well have been applied, and 1 must congratulate my colleagues 
of the Executive Council in that under the wise, beneficent and statesmanlike 
guidance of Your Excellency they have found it possible to carry on the 
great burden of responsibility wnich rested on them with the addition of 
comparatively little to our statute-book to show the magnitude of the crisis. 
I must also congratulate my countrymen on their whol^earted co-operation 
in making this course possible, and I hope and trust th^t we may reach the 
end of a victorious war with no deviation from the same course. I do not 
propose to deal with the provisions of the ordinances themselves. They have 
been published in the Gazettes and are well known in the country. It is not 
for me to speak of the policy which lies behind them, but a Government 
which in war time has been able to carry on its normal administration with 
jthe addition of a few regulations us to military censorship, impressment of 
vessels, control of foreigners, restriction on alien enemies, control and super¬ 
vision of persons entering India after the outbreak of the war, financial deal¬ 
ings with aliens, and [jowers as to stocks of articles of comJlerce cannot bo 
criticised as having selected it.s weapons from the ample armoury of possible 
enactments either rashly or unnecessarily. My Lord, I now beg to move for 
leave to introduce the Bill.” 

The motion wns put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir Ali Imam ;—“ I bog to introduce the Bill to 
continue in force the provisions of certain Ordinances. 

“I also pray that Your Excellency be pleased to suspend the Rules of 
Business to admit of the Bill being taken into consideration,”

Gkohoe TUB PiPTH by the Grace of God [of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of the British Dominions beyondl the Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, Emperor 
of India, To all to ^.hom these Presents shall come Greeting; Whereas We haveitaken into Our 
Royal consideration the distinguished services iM4imo of War of OlRoers of certain ranks in Our 
Army; And whereas We .are desirous of signifying Our appreciation f>f such services bv a mark 
of Our Royal favour We do by these Presents for Us Our heirs and successors institute and 
create a Cross to be awarded to Officers whose distinguished and meritorious services have been 
brought to Our notice. 

Firstly: It is ordained that the Cross shall be designated “ The Military Cross.” 

Secondly: It is ordained that the Military Cross shall consist of a Cross of silver having 
on each arm Our Imperial Crown and bearing in the centre the letters G.R.I. 

Thirdly.- It is ordained that no person shall be eligible for this Decoration nor be 
nominated thereto unless ho is a Captain, a Commissioned Officer of a lower grade, or a 
Warrant Officer in Our Army, or Onr Indian or Colonial Military I'^orces, and that The 
Military Cross .shall be awarded only to^Officers of the above ranks on a recommend.ition to 
Us by Our Principal Secretary of State for War. 

Fourthly: It is ordained that Foreign Officers of an equivalent rank to those above 
mentioned, who have bt?en associated in Military operations with Our Army, or Our Indian 
or Colouisd Military Forces shall be eligible for the Honorary award of The Military Cross. 

Fifthly; It Is ordaine<l tbatV^e names of those upon whom We m:iy be pleased to 
confer this Decoration shall be publ^hed in the Ijondou Gazette, and that a Register thereof 
shall be kept in th'* Office of Our Principal Secretary of State for M'ar. 

Sixthly; It is ordained that The Military Cross shall l>e worn immediately after all 
Orders and before all Decorations and Medals (the Victoria Cross alone excepted), and shall 
be worn on the left breast x>endent from a riband of one inch and three-eighths in width, 
which shall be in colour white with a purple stripe. 

Seventhly : It Is ordained that The Military Cross shall not confer any individual pre¬ 
cedence, and shall tiot entitle the recipient to any addition after his name as part of his 
description or title. 

Eighthly: It is ordained that any person whom by an o.special Warrant under Our Royal 
Sign Manual We declare to liave forfeited The Military Cross shall return the said Decoration 
to the Office of Our Principal Secretary of State for War, and that his name shall he GraJ.ed 
from the Register of those upon whom the said Decoration shall have been conferred. 

Lswtly : We reserve to Ourselves, Our heirs and successors full power of annulling, altering, 
abrogating, augmenting, interpreting, or dispensing with these Regulations, or any part thereof, 
by a notification imder Our Royal Sign Marmal. 

Given at Our Court at St. James’s, this 28th day of December, one thousand nine hundred 
and fourteen, in the Fifth year of Our Reign.

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HIS EXCSLLBNCT THB VICEROY’S SPEECH. 

His Excellency the President “ Since I last addressed jrou 
in September the British Empire, much to our general regret, has, through the 
intrigues and pressure of Germany and Austiia, been plunged into a needless and 
useless war against Turkey. I Ijelieve that I am not wrong in saying that this 
is the first occasion in history that the British Empire has been at war with 
Turkey. As you are all aware, in the Crimean war England expended freely 
her blood and treasure to maintain the int^rity oi' Turkey, while nearly 26 
vears later the disa.'itrous Treaty of Sau Stefauo, which would have destroyed 
Turkish power in Europe, Avas annulled solely by the threatened intervention of 
Qi*eat Britain, Since those days the {lolioy of the British Government, as I 
am personally able to bear witness, has been to endeavour to strengthen the 
jiositiou of Turkey, and to induce her to seek safety from internal danger and 
external mena(f' by the introduction of,. 4 jgiucb-needed reforms into her adminis* 
tration. The advice of England, though frequently unpalatable, was at least 
disinterested. 

“ New evidence almost daily brought to light tends to prove tlie present 
war to have been a long premeditated and prepared aggression on the part of 
Germany and Austria, of wliicli the infamous assassination of the Archduke 
Franz Ferdinand and his consort was merely the pretext but not the cause. 
When it broke out England had no quarrel of any kind with Turkey, and'the 
British Government simply expecU;d of the Turkish Government their obser¬ 
vance of the ordinary principles of international laAv and the elementary duties 
of a neutral Power. I need ^lot repeat here the hi'caches of neutrality 
committed and the provocations given by Turkey culminating in the unpro¬ 
voked attack upon Russian harbours in tlie Black Sea, the hostile infringement 
of Egyptian territory by armed Turkish forces and the sinking of a British 
merchant vessel while lying in a friendly port. From these incidents it w'as 
clear that our patience wd^inisunderstood, that a powerful party in Turkey, 
dominated by German influi^oc, Avas bent on Avar, and that they meant to go 
on from outrage to outrage till Anar was proA'oked. These incidemts finally led 
up to a declaration of war ; hut although they occurred on the 28th October, 
Sir Edward Grey, with that exceptional patience which has characterised 
the attitude of the Foreign Office in its relations with Turkey, informed 
Tewfik Paslia ou the tth November, when the British Ambassador had already 
three days earlier been lAJcalled from Constantinople that, if his Government 
wished hostilities betwe(!n the tw o countries to cease, the only chance was to 
dismiss the German naval and military missionsttnd esjiecially the officers of the 
Ooeben and Breslau. It is clear from events that have since taken place in 
Constantinople, that the Turkish Government a-s a whole were not at all anxious 
for war, but according to information recently published in an official White 
Book, Enver Pasha told the Austrian Ambassador on the 22nd October that he 
was determined to have war whalevor his colleagues might desire, that the 
Turkish fleet would be sent into the Black.Bea, and that he could easily arrange 
with the German Admiral in command of the Turkish fleet to provoke hosti¬ 
lities This cynical forecast is what actually took place six days later, 

" I am well aware tliat many of the leading Moslem bodies in India have 
most loyally done their utmost to avert war with Turkey, and that the autho¬ 
rities in Constantinople have turrusd a deaf oar to their repeated representa¬ 
tions. [file fact remains that there is absolutely no reason for Turkish inter¬ 
vention in the war. The Allies hav'e more than once given solemn assurances 
to respect the independence and integrity of Turkey and there is no menace to 
Islam. On the contrary the Allies have made a declaration of the immunity of 
the holy places of Arabia and Mesopetomia from attack, while the British 
Goveminent have even declared that they are prepared, if any such need 
^oitld arise, to defend them against all foreign invaders and to maintain them 
inviolate. The most striking commentary on the unnatural combination of 
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Germany and Turkey is the fact that, while there are many thousands of Moslems 
fighting in the ranks of the British, French and Russian armies against Germany, 
not a single Moslem is to bo found in the German ranks It is no exaggera¬ 
tion to say that the military clique of Enver Pasha, under Germany’s compul¬ 
sion, has fietrayed the interests of Islam, and that the Turkish Government, 
in submitting to it, has abdicated its sovereignty and delivered the indepen¬ 
dence of a Mahomedan Empire into the haa{te of Germany It will now rest 
with Turkey to face the consequences of those actions for which she is responsi¬ 
ble ; but however the tide of events may shape its course, there can be no 
doubt that the holy places will remain inviolate, and that Islam will still be 
one of the great world forces. 

“ From the very moment that the intervention of Turkey in the war ap¬ 
peared probable, it was clear that, it was not to be expected that amongst Indian 
Moslems there would not bo a natural sentiment of sympathy with a great 
Mahomedan Power. But when the character and motives of this war became 
fully known to, and realised by, the Moslems of India, whailver might have 
been the sympathy with which their religious instincts might under other 
circumstances have inspired them, any such sentiment was absolutely sw'ept 
aside by their feeling of unswerving loyalty to the King-Emperor and to trie 
British Empire, whose cause in this war they recognised to be that of freedom, 
honour and justice. The other groat Indian communities have not been behind¬ 
hand iu their demonstrations of attachrueut to the Throne and Empire, and a 
towering wave of patriotism and loyalty has swept over India from shore to 
shore. It has been a source of gratificat ion to me, but not of surprise, to wit¬ 
ness the universal demonstrations of loyalty of all clas-ses and creeds of the 
people of India. Tiiis has been yet one more of Germany’s miscalculations 
which will bring about her ruin. • 

“ As to the progress of the war I know no more than you. I give all the 
information that I receive to the ])ie.ss. It is clear, however, that German 
strategy has failed, and that the Allies arc holding their own and gradually 
gaining ground, w'hile German shi])ping and ^mnnerce have di8api)eared 
from the seas and the main German fleet has nolj^ired to appear outside its 
harbours. What is particularly satisfactory to us all has been the splendid 
behaviour of the Indian troops at the front. No troops could have behaved 
more gallantly. This is recognised by all. We knew it could not be other¬ 
wise. It has also been a source of pride to us all that, in accordance with the 
boon announced at the King-Emperors Durbar, two Victcria Crosses have 
already been awarded to our brave Indian soldiers, this much-coveted decora¬ 
tion Imving, in one case, been bestowed by the hand of the King-Emperor 
himself. 

“ In my siMjee.h to this Council on the 8th September, I mentioned that 
it was a source of legitimate pride and satisfaction to India as a wdiole that 
w e had been in a position to send a military force of over 70,000 combatants 
to li^ht for the Empire across the seas. Since I used those words we have done 
muon more than that; thanks to tho energy and lowers of organisation of His 
Excellency tho Commander-in-Chief and the military authorities. British and 
Indian troops have been fighting side by side in no less than' five theatres of 
Avar, in France, Egypt, East Africa, the Persian Gulf ami in China. We have 
dispatched or are despatching nearly 200,000 men overseas to fight for the 
Empire of which we are proud to be a Ha ing and viiilo unit. These l^ve been 
relieved by a e.ertain number of fresli troops from England. At the same 
time we have maintained our military forces on the frontier uuiiupaii-ed to 
protect our line and to bo ready, fis a defensive force, to meet any euiergeqcy 
that may arise iu that direction We arc all proud of our military fmcos and 
of their gallantry in the field, and I can only repeat what I have said before, 
namely, that tlie fact that the Govormucut of India are in a position to help the 
mother country by the despatch of such a large proportion of our armed forces 
is a supreme mark of my ausolute coniidenoe in the fidelity and gallantry o': 
our troops and in the loyalty of the Indian people. That confidence is being 
OTeiy day more and more justified.

“ Wo may have clays of depression and even reverses before us in the future, 
but we need feel no doubt as to the idtimate triumph of right oyer might and 
of civilisation over mediseval barbarism, and let us take to heart in such circum* 
stances as these the noblest stateiuent ever made of a nation’s cluty which 
£)nglish-spealving peoples owe to Abraham djinooln, the great President of the 
United States. Tn ese are his words— 

'With malice t'warile none; with charity to allj with firimioss iu the right as God gives 
UB to see the right, let us strive on to finish the work we are in * * 

do all which may achieve and cherish a just and lusiing |ieaee.' 

“ Amongst the many drawbacks to whioh war on such a large scale must 
necessarily give rise the upward trend in the price of wheat has given mo 
cause for anxiety. There seemed reason to believe that sioeks were being 
lield up in tne expectation of a further rise iu ]>rice8 either in the 
foreign or the Indian market, and iu view of the hardship involved to the 
oonsuming classes, I have issued an ordinance giving power to Government 
and to Local G(peruments to investigate the existence and amount of slocks, 
and if necessary to take over such as in their opinion are being unreasonably 
withheld. The question of further rcm«4ial measures has also been tliorougbly 
examined at a Conference iu Delhi with represontati\cs of the wheat trade, 
who have oo-operated readily M'ith my Government in this matter. We were 
reluctant in tire interests of agriculture and of commerce to prohibit 
altogether the export of wheat and flour from this country, and the information 
before us did not appear to indicate that there was sufficient actual shortage 
to justify this ste[). It has been decided therefore to restrict to a definite 
quantity, exports up to the end of the cold weather, by which time the new 
crop will be beginning to come in. The measures which liaA-o been taken hate 
already checked any further rise in prices, and in vtew of the excellent promise 
of the new harvest, 1 hope that tue situation may improve 

The cotton situation also, as you are aw^arc, has been a matter- of sonre 
anxiety, though I am glad to learn that it has recently .shown some signs of 
improvement. The announcement whioh we made the other day has alr-eady 
informed you of the steps ^^nch we are prepared to lake. We propose to 
advise a general restriction o^cotton cultivation next season, and I hope tliat 
the expectation of such restriction will do something to assist the disposal of 
existing stocks. We are ahso prepared, by loans through the J*rosid(mcy Banks, 
to help in securing tlic contmuance of reasonable finarroial facilities not only 
for the cotton trade but also for otlrer special trade interests whicli may bo 
somewhat similarly affected. Wo have been very glad to intervene in this 
manner and so give evidence of our real desire to assist agriculture, trade .-ind 
credit when we can legitimately and expediently do so. You will readily 
rrecognise, ^however, as the Conference of piovincual and banking authori¬ 
ties which advised us in the matter also recognised, that w'o eanrrot embark 
on speculative and indefinite commitments. Our resources are very limited 
in comparison, for example, witli those at the command of llis Majesty’s 
Government, and in these difficult times and with a most uncertain future 
ahead of us, we have to tread very warily. 

“ 1 should like to take this opportunity of paying a tribute to the mamier 
in which the Tress, both Indian and Anglo-Indian, has been conducted iu tiro 
face of considerable difficulties during the past few months. It is common 
knowledge that in England and I may add in America, there has been a good 
deal of recrimination about the vagaries of the trensor-ship, and I have reason 
to know that in India too there has been some irritation against tlrat much 
abused jwrson, the Censor. But the Tress has to a large extent recognised that 
his task is a hard one and have exercised moderation and patience. Similarly 
theso months have been a time wlien rumour has been bu^ with every kind 
of false report, and when it would have been easy to have done great mischief 
by giving wide publicity to idle tales in the columns of the daily papers. With 
a very few exceptions, to which I need not refer in detail, tlie Tress of India 
has exeredsed wisdom, restraint and moderation, and 1 feel that we all owe to 
it an expreadon of gratitude. 
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“ It has been suggested that the excejitions to which I have referred are 
sufficiently serious to demand a more drastic Press Law during this time of A^ ar, 
for at present no action can be taken against an offending paper until the mischief 
has been done ; wo are, h(*wever, o|»{)osod to taking any further powers in this 
direction unless the necessity is absolutely forced upon us, for the exceptions 
in the good conduct of the Press as a whole have not so far been suUicient to 
justify anything of tlie nature of a pro-(;ensorship, and 1 for one should regard 
it as a grave misfortutu? if the errors of a few should bring a stigma u^Jon 
the Press of India, whicli speaking generally has been wisely and loyally 
conducted du ring these difficult times. 

“ I now desire to invite the attention of Members of this Council to a matter 
of importance Avhich immediately comjorns the business of the present session. 
It is the desire of the Governmeut of India that, so far as may be possible, 
the discussion of all eontrove.rsial cpiestions shou.d be avoided during ll»e con¬ 
tinuance of the war. The present ciucrgeucy necessitates the .^lactment of a 
particular measure to which 1 ill refer later, and for obvious reasons the 
introduction of this Bill cannot lie posti>oned. In regard, however, to legislation 
not immediately neoe.ssary to meet the requirements of the present Situa¬ 
tion, I and my tTovernment consider that it would be most inadvisable at 
this juncture, when tin; minds of all arc* concentrated on one object, the pro¬ 
tection of tile Empire agahist a i-uthless and powerful enemy, to undertake 
any legislation wliich might provt>ke anything approaching <mntroversy and 
friction. The one feeling uoav prominent in the mind of every loyal citizen 
is the necessity foi- united action to vanquish the common enemy, and no part 
of the Empire has com*j forward mon‘ readily and enthusiastically than India 
to render as-sistanec to His Majesty’s Government. We niay uaA'e different 
points of view as to methods of administration anti as to details of domestic 
legislation, but in a lime of common tiangcr we should present an united front 
and ii is clearly our duty to sink all minor differences and to seek and pursue 
but one object, the successiul eonducr of the war against the enemies of the 
Ih’itisli Enii)ire. It is not that 1 think tliat the (^'erences to which I have 
alluded arc likely to be of a serious ciiaraeter, but J^eel, and I hoiie you will 
agree with me, that this is a time when nil apjiearauoe of division should lie 
avoided, as such differences might be misconstrued by those who are strangers 
to Indian conditiou.s. In this view we have decided to defer the considemtion 
of a number of measures already introilueed in Council, and to postpone the 
introduction of other Bills. Amongst these I may mention the Criminal 
Pruce.slure Code Amendment Hill, the Bill for the further protection of 
Minors, the Bill dealing with Contempts of Courts, ami the Universities Bill. 
We recoguiso the fact that, important as these Bills are, they are necessarily 
to .some extout ct)ntiMvcrsial, and in view of the present position, we have 
tlccided that it would be better not to proceed further -vvitli them during this 
session. 

“ I feel conlideut that the Council will approve of tliis decision, and I hope 
that you M'ill support us in attaining the object in a icav by abstaining from 
moving any resolutions wliieh might provoke controversy or bitterness, or 
emharrass tlie Governmeut. In adopting this course, you will he following 
the example of (he British Earliauient where all political coiitroAersy has been 
suspeuded during the w'ar, and where the leaders of the Opposition have 
refrained from any act ion which might embarrass the Government or add to 
the labours of Ministers alieady overburdened with Avork and responsibility. 
It has been felt in England, to use the Avords of Mr. Bonar Law in a speech 
delivered on lOth August, that- coutiovt^rsial debate at such a time Avould be 
a national calamity. Although the position of Members of this Council is 
not in many ways analogous to that of Members of Parliament, yot T hope 
that, in this respect, they will treat the Government AAith like consideration. 
My Council has on various oocasious been congratulated on the oxcelleut 
traditions that it is building up for the future, and I hope and bclicAe that thi» 
opportunity of adding to those traditions will not be lost. 
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Mr. Ranerji.] 

“ In qonnoction "yntli tins question I think that I ought to mention one 
legislative measure wliicli will come up for consideration to-day. This is the 
measure to which I referred in an earlier pasisago of my speech and is a Bill tor 
prolonging the period of emergent provisibns of the law now contained in 
certain ordijiances recently passed. The Council is aware of the authority 
vested in the Governor-General jwrsonally to promulgate in times 
of emergency ordinances which have for a period of six nlbnths the force of 
laws paMcd in this Council. These pou'ers have been infrequently exercised 
in the past. Indeed, I believe I am correct in saying that in all only seven 
ordinances nere promulgated between the years 1861 and 1613, but the pi’esent 
emergency has shown h(jw valuable these powers arc, and since the outbreak 
of war, I have found it necessary to utilise them in res})ect of vaiious matters 
of the gravest urgency. You will to-day be asked to co-operate uitl; me by 
enacting a law which will render the provisions of these ordinances effective so 
long as the wat^&asts and for a certain period thereafter, us the cessation of 
conditions created by war will not synchronise with the declaration of peace. 
I trust that I shall receive the full and unhninaous support of this Council in 
the enactment of this measure. Military and political considerations make 
it imi)erativo that these emergent, measures should continue tn be in force and 
it is impossible for the Government to publish or discuss in detail the reasons 
underlying them Avithout divulging facts of a contidential nature, the publica¬ 
tion of w'hich would not only embarrass the authorities in this country, but 
might also assist our enemies In these circumstances I ask the Council to 
give practical proof of their loyalty and of their confidence in the 
Government by accepting the Bill as it stands without entering into a prolonged 
discussion of its merits.”

promised in the reply given by me to the llon’ble Mr. Da^hhoy’s question 
on the subject asked at the meeting of the Legislative Council held on the 16th 
September, 1014.”

As regards the second i)art of (he (piestion, Government are not aware that 
the British Government have offered financial assistance for other industrial 
enterprises. - 

As regards the third part of the quest ion, the government of India have 
received no information whicli would suggest that Hi.s Majesty’s Government 
have adopted a policy of affording financial assistance to industries, except in the 
special case and for the special reasons referred to above, and I have to point out 
that a similar .situation has not arisen in India.”

Grant of special concessions to Branch Line Companies formed for the 

construction of railways in Assam. 


Oiservaiuins.-^Th'^ Governiiivuit of India have rth-ently liad under their cuusidcratJon 
the qne»tioifc|^, adopting further means t' cncouragt- the eonstinction of fee<ler railwaye in 
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the Province of Assam. It has been recognised that improved means of communication are 
essential if the material development of which that Province is capable, is to be brought 
about, but that, in the present partially developed state of large tracts, the immediate 
bnanoial prospects of branch railways constructed in those tracts are less favourable than are 
the prospects of similar railways in other Provinces of India. In these circumstances the 
Government of India consider that in order to encourage the formation of companies for the 
construction of feeder railways in partially developed tracts in Assam some increased 
measure of financial assistance is required during the early years after the oiiening of such 
railways and before the countr}- traversed has attained to that state of development to which 
the existence of a railway may lie cxjiecded to conduce. Tiie Government of India have 
therefore dwiided with the approval of Ills Majesty's Secretary of State in Council of India 
that the Assam Administration may in apjitoved cases supplement the hnancial assistance 
hy way of guarantee the grant of which at tlie charge of Imperial revenues is contemplated by 
the Government of India Resolution No. 4jj7-R. P., dated the Hth November 1913, 

Hetolution .—In the case of branch line coiapanies formed for the conBt’’uction of railways 
in partially devclojHid trai-ts in .As^ain the Government of India will be prepared, provided 
the conditions implied in the foregoing OliSi'rvationg are fulfilled, to sanction an arrange¬ 
ment by which, in addition to tlic luij>erial guarantee of per cent, contemplated in 

clause 3 (VII) (a) of their Resolution No. 457-R.P., dated l-tth November 1913, the 
Assam Administration shall undertake for a fixed term of years to ma^ good to the branch 
line com[)any the sum necessary to increase the rate of dividend to 4^ per cent, on the paid 
up capital of the company when its net earnings are insuQicient to admit of the payment of 
a dividend at this rate. The period during which the Assam administration will undertake 
this liability must depend on the <ircuinstances of each Individual case and the prospects of 
early development which it j>resents. In all other resjiect.s the orders for the time being in 
force regarding the formation of com])anies for the construction of feeder railways in other 
parts of India will apjdy to the formation of companies for a like purpose in the province of 
Assam.

J. Richard Howard Hitchcock, A eorious outbreak of crime began in the South Malabaj 
Superintendent of Police. Pistiict in December JDH, and culminated in a fanatical 

outbreak on the pari of a gang of Mappillas. Mr. Hitch- 
ciH-k made carefol and continuous cnquiritw, established 
signalling parties to disseminate information, and 
close wati'h on dangerous and 8uspe<!ted criminj^Pi^®mi 
the finakoutburet came he had his fori’es ready to meet it, 
and by his promptness and resource put a speedy end to it. 
Mr. Innes, the Colle<'t<)r of the District, was amhnshed on 
the 2/th February between Pandikad and Karuvarakundn; 
IMr. Hitchcock was on the sj/ot at once, searched for the 
gang of fanatics, obti/ined information of their movements 
the next day, cnciroletl them with his forces on the 1st 
^larcj>, )»lanned the attack on the temjde in which they 
had taken np their stand, and stonned it, killing three of 
the fiuaatics and woumling t^o. His measures stopjied 
the outbreak and ])reventetl any dangerous developments of 
the situation. This is believed to be the first outbreak 
of this nature which has been (juelled by the police 
unaided by the military.

Mr. AVithinshaw went to the spot, and finding some 7d 
Muhammadans round the lem])le, tried to induce them to 
disjM-i-se. They refused and when the bell in the Katri 
temjde rang, began an jiltack upon the temple and en¬ 
deavoured to beat the Katris in it. Mr. AVithinshaw inter- 
lK>8ed himself l/etween the parties, and while pulling two 
Muhammadans out of the temple, was assault^ from 
behind, receiving injuries on his head and shoulder. He 
seized a laiM from a Muhammadan and drove away the 
rioters to the end of the street. There they stopi/^ and 
were re-inforce/l and began to hnrl large stones and make 
rushes at Mr. Withinshaw, hut recoiled on coming within 
striking distance of his latii. Mr. Withinshaw thus kept 
the mob at bay till the arrival of a party of the Reserve 
whuh, Alter iinnff *]ii the znoli und wounding soreonil of 
its iqembem, forced it to disperse. That tl^ was not 
injuTv to life and property was due entirely k 
Mr. Withinshaw interposing himseli and keeping the ^ 
at bay, despite the injuries he had iweived, until 
arrived.

During the riot at Godur in the Kumool District in 1914, 
when the Su^tcrintendent of Police was facing an infuriat- 
mob alone, this sub-inspector, then a h«^ constable, 
went to the assistance of his sapisrior officer and supported 
bim in keeping the mob at bay until the arrival of rein- 
foreements. Despite showers of stones and the rushes of 
the mob the sub-inspector refusetl to take shelter until 
specifically ordered to do so by his Superintendent and 
though severely injured displayed great bravery. 

During the recent fanatical outbreak amongst the Mappillas 
of the South Malabar District, suh-insjjector Amu, him¬ 
self a Mappilla, rendered valuabh; assistance to bis Super¬ 
intendent atid displayed great bravery. He was the 
Hrst i)erson to obtain definite information of the move- 
mont§ of the gang of fanatics ; he followed them np and 
a<;tuaUy got into conversati<m witlj^them, and discovered 
the j)lace whore they intended making their stand. With the 
aid of a small party of constables he watched their strong¬ 
hold during the night of the Sl8th February till reinforce¬ 
ments arrive<l the next day. Ue then approached the 
temple in which they had barricaded themselves and 
endeavourc<l to persuade the fanatics to surrender. He 
warned them that they would be shot, bnt the men who 
had taken jiossessioJi of the upper room of the temple 
gate-house replied defiantly and invited Amu to send 
for his force. Amu then posted gpiards and sent an 
urgent message to the Superintendent of Police, who was 
in search of tlii» fanatics. Amu was present throughout 
the action which resulted in the destniction of the fanatics. 
It was largely owing to the courage and presence of 
mind of the sub-inspector that the law-breakers were so 
quickly traced and the outbreak ended. 


On the outbreiik of the war there was a movement among 
certain Christian* “ Gums ” and leading Naik.s of the 
Korajnit Agenc v to oust the llritish, the belief obtaining 
that tierniany would win the war and that there wtis no 
netnl to obey the British Government any longer. Mr. 
Mwre hiul early information of the movement and kept 
the Agent to the Governor fully informed about it. 
The first overt sign came with an attack on two constables 
and this was followed by an assault on a sub-inspector; 
but the effective steps taken by Mr, Moore to meet the 
outbreak and the promptitude with which he brought 
the state of affairs to notice prevented the affair from 
assuming serious proportions. 

Mr. Elliott did excellent work during the recent Mappilla 
outbreak in the South ^lalabar Dirtrict. On hearing of 
the outbreak he at once proceetled to the disturbed area 
alone. With a party of 8i>ecial police he took part in 
the search for the fanatics on the 27 th and 28th February 
in the neighbourhood of Karuvarakundu, and on the 
Ist Marv'h, having received news of the movements of the 
gang, ho marched to Alanallur where the gang was located 
and surrounded. On the morning of the 2nd March, 
Mr. Elliott moved out with a party .>f picked shots befon^ 
daylight and in the rain took up a well-chosen position 
under oi>ver on fhe north side of the temple in which the 
fanatics had deidded to make •th^Ir stand. Thence the fire 
of the party was brought to bear on the temple, and two 
of the gang who ventured outside the temple were killed 
by it. Mr. Elliott worked with great energy and the 
speedy termination of the outbreak was due in some part 
to his* g('tting the* men of the special police under him 
speedily to the sceaae of action.

Early on the morning of July 121h, 1916, a burgdajy took 
place in* Bombay and on the alaim being given Dnondu 
Narayaii lun forward to arrest one of the bursars who was 
armed with a long knife and bad already stabbed a coolie. 
Dhondu Narayan seized and wrestled with the burglar, 
who stabbed him so severely in the Aback that he had to 
loose his hold. The burglar then made off, but Dhondu 
Naitiyan, though badly wounded, followed him up and 
seized him again. Although -^tabWd again twice^ he still 
clung to the man, and eventually letgo only on receiving a 
fourth stab over the left eye. The burglar then made his 
escajH', 'Stabbing on the road two townsmen who were mn- 
uiug up to the constable’s assistance. The manner in which 
1 hie young constable though nnarmed and badly wounded, 
followed the man up and continued his attempt to arrest him 
cvidenccB couragf^nd a devotion to duty of a high order. 

As Deputy Commissioner of Police, Mr. Harker from the out¬ 
break of the war was placed in charge 6f all the special 
]xilice arrangements reciuired by the Military authorities in 
connection with the movement to Bombay and embark¬ 
ation of the exjv^itionary forces. He has been in direct 
control of the jjolice arrangements in the Alexandra Dock, 
which have been carried out without any hitch and has also 
<!ealt direct with the Brigades Office in all matters concern¬ 
ing (ho presence of large bodies of troops in Bombay. 
lias also had extra work in connection with sudden 
for assistance from both the Military and Naval 
He has shown well-directed energy in these matters, while 
simultaneously can-yiug on his oroinary duties, which are 
by no means liglit, and his work merits special recognition. 

'Phis olliccr joined the Bombay City Police Force in 1898, and 
has a perfectly clean record, lie has earned twenty-seven 
special entries for excellent work in connection with various 
formaof crime, and for the last four years has been in charge 
of one of the new sub-divisione under the organization 
scheme, where, by his hard work, exjiericnce, and care, be has 
brought the administration of a troublesome area to a very 
high level. On the outbreak of war with Turkey he was 
charged with the extra task of making a complete register 
of :ill the Turkish subjects, most of whom live in his sub¬ 
division, and he carried out this duty with so much tact 
and expedition that practically no movement took place 
among the population of the “ E ” Division at a time when a 
j'anic and exodus might well have been expected. He has 
never been censured in any way by a court of law, hut on 
the contrary has twice been s[K*cially complimented by the 
Magistracy. 


BENGAL. 


This officer, who joined the Bengal Police in 1886 and has 
held charge of several important and heavy districts, was 
promoted to the rank of Dejmty Inspector-General in 
I'last cm Bengal aod Assam in April 1911 and placed in 
charge of the Bastem Range consisting of the districts of 
Assam and of the Chittagong Division. On the oonstita- 
tion of the province of Bengal he was appointed to the 
heaviest police range comprisiuj^ the 11 districts of the 
Presidency and Burdwan Divisions. As a Superintendent 
of Police nc was commended for careful and hard work, 
and as Deputy Inspcctor-Qeneiml of Police in Eastern 
Bengal and Assam be did much to improve the discipline 
and working of th« force.

Muhanmnwhm festival of the ]d in Oetober 1014, The 
Muhammadiin inhabitants of the village had determinetl to 
sacritice buffaloes in accordance with their time-honoured 
]>r.iotice and the Hindus of the neighbouring villages were 
<xjually determined to jnwent the sacribces taking plat'c. 
Oil tb<* 31 si October a dotcTmiued effort was made by the 
Hindus to force their w’ay into Bai^ailwa and rescue the 
sac’rificial animals. Mr. Kaje, Sui)erintendent of Police, 
accompani(Hl by the^uh-Divisional Officer, the tahsildav, 
and a small force of police, was occupied the whole day 
in stopping the rushes of the crowds which had gathcrtnl 
iu considerable numbers and which made reiieated attacks 
to get into the •village. First a cj-owfl of 200 w’l^' 
diajiersed, and this was followed by simultaneous attacks 
by two larger bodies, which were only digjiersed w’ith 
great difficulty and after they had actually broken 
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through the i)oUce cordon and started attacking^ the 
MuharamadauB. The situation at this stage wa« ontioal 
as the police were outnumbered, and Mr. Kaye wm nnaU^ 
foix'cd to fire at the leaders and this reBolute action on his 
i)art had the desired effect of driving off the crov^. 
Mr. Kaye's proniptituilo and masterly handling of the 
jK)liee undoahtcdly saved the situation and prevented serious 
rioting and loss of life. 

26. llaiiilir Husain, suli-iiisiiec- IVo notorious dacoits, named JJarkau Sin^fJi and Suuri 
tor of ixdicc. Shankar, had given the jwliee of the Hai'doi and Parrakh- 

ahad districts much anxiety l)y their criminal activity and 
immunity from aiTcst. On the 24th of Sejitember 1914 
information was received that they were resting in a 
hut and sub-insjieetor liasbir Husain with other police at 
oiu-e left for the jungle wliere the hut was situated 
and gradually surrouniled it. This sub-inspector with 
two constables crept up to the liut and saw Barkau Sin^h 
;ind Gauri Shankar usleej) inside on the gi*ound with 
loa.Ieil iireariAs.ibeside them. The police crawled into the 
hut and secured Barkau Singh before he could use his 
revolver. Gauri Shankar, however, managed to snatch his 
gun and fire at the police before they could seize him. 
Suh-inspeetor Bashir Husain and the constables wmi^ 
all severely injuretl, but in spite of their wounds lAg|j(rold 
the two dacoits do\vn till the rest of the i^Re^rty 
arrive!?.

Coatman proceeded with a small body of reserves to Jatoi, 
the storm centre, where he acted with great vigour, patrol¬ 
ling himself night and day and sending out well organized 
patrol parties in different directions. Several d^oities 
we!t^ prevented by the energy of Mr. Coatman who sent 
out patrols to villages likely to be attacked and himself 
drove off several gangs. In flne pf these eases he 
personally captured a dacoit red-handed, and, in another 
case, one of his patrol parties encountered and after a brief 
tight dispersed a gang of 500 dacoits. Mr. Coatman's 
firm, vigorous, and courageous action put an immediate stop 
to the trouble then prevailing in the Muzaffargarh District. 
His health subsetiuently broke down as a result of the 
strain and exposure entailed in carrying out his arduous 
duties.

The dacoits 
rushed on firing a gun as they advanced* The police fired 
a volley as a warning and the dacoits drew back for a 
s])atie. Then, thinking that the resistance of the police 
was not of a serious nature, the whole raidiug j>arty again 
rushed to atta^. The head constable, therefore, gave 
the order to fir© a volley of buck-shot, and, under his 
direeiionp, independent firing was continued until the 
dacoits broke and fitnl, leaving two of their number dead 
<in till' ground, another in a dying'condition, and a fourth 
who was severely wounded. The strength of the gang 
lias been vHriously estimated at from 500 to J,000 men, 
hut, wiiatever their actual number may have been, it is 
certain that the gang was a very large one and that, had 
it not been for tlie presence of the police and their cool 
au<l iletermined resistance inspired by the head oonstable, 
Khairpur would have been sackt^d and burnt. _ ^

Head 
constable Daim Khan, who was awarded the King^s Police 
Medal in 101 :i for conspicuous braveiy, was order^ to ^o up 
on to the roof of the house and see if the men were hiding 
there. Daim Khan found two men crouching on the roof, 
and one of them fired a shot at him. Daim Khan there* 
ujKm though unarmed closed with this man and seized 
him by the hair. A struggle ensued, in the course of 
which both DaimJKhan and his assailant fell to the ground, 
a distance of :1() feet. Although badly hurt by the fall 
and almost unconscious, Daim K ban held on to the robber 
until ie was taken into custody. The other robber was 
subseijuently secured. 

On the evening of the 28th November 1914, at a pagoda 
festival in Thayetmyo, one Nga Shwe, who had been drink¬ 
ing, suddenly ran amok, armed with a dagger, and after 
fatally stabbing one man, ran stabbing right and left at 
everybody whom he met, including an Indian police con- 
table, an old woman, a blind beggar and several others. 
He then met head constable Maung Mo Zwe and con- 
table .Maung San Baw, who were on duly armed with 
sticks. Maung Mo Zwe without bestitation attacked 
Nga Shwe but was stabbed in the hand and wrist and 
compellcil to di41{) his stick. Maung San Baw went to his 
assistam-e and, iiuding his stick ineffective, dropjied it and 
grappled with Nga Shwe seizing him round the waist and 
trying to got him down. While doing this he was 
severely stabbed in the back, but held on while Maung 
Mo Zwe, M'ith the assistance of a bystander, beat Nga 
Shwe to the ground, where he lost his dagger and was 
BtN-nred. Nga Shfke killed one person and wounded eleven 
others, including two women, and there is no doubt that 
if it had not been for the prompt and gallant behaviour of 
hea<l constable Maung ^^o Zw’e and constable Maung 
San Baw, be would have killed and injured many more, 
as the place tvas crowded and he was in a state of frenzy.

Faizulla was armed 
with a *.‘103 Martini-Metford carbine and was wearing a 
bandolier full of cartridges. On seeing the police he 
started off for the border. The police were unarmf.Hl and 
sub-iusF'ctor Muhammad Akbar sent the constables to 
the village to get assistance while he himself followed 
Faizulla. The latter threatened to shoot him unless bo 
went away. The sub-inspector managed to get close 
to Faizulla, threw himself on him, and overpowered 
him. Faizulla fired his carbine but without effect and, 
on the arrival of the constables with assistance, he was 
seemred. 

On the 14th April 1915, a party of 38 rifles of the Frontier 
Constabulary returning from patrol under the command of 
Subadar-Major Boi Khan was crossing the river Oomal nea r 
the Manjhi post. On reaching an island half way across left 
by the flood, the river was found to be rapidly rising, and 
the party endeavoured to return to the Manjm bank. Sepoy 
A slam, with others, was attempting to cross the river, when 
he was carried away into deep water under a cliff, and dis- 
apF’ared from view. Subadar-Major Boi Khan was at the 
head of the island mentioned above, and deliberately pat 
his horse into the main stream, in which he was carried 
down until he managed to reach the fiurtW bank. Owing

As a n^-sult of his resistance 
the dacoits dropped the one bag of R6,000 which they 
had s<'iz<Kl and the obj<H;t of their attack w'as entirely 
frustrated. It is doubtful whether the injury whicli 
Subhan Khan received will not be permanent.

There is no doubt that others who got away were also 
wounded. This repulse had the most salutary effect on the 
border, and the sub-inspector's conduct showed disciplined 
courage of a high order. 


61. Quiab Shah, mounted At I'ort Sandeman on the 14th August I9l+, ca^-head 
head constable. constable Sher Singh after being dismissed from the 

jiolice grit possession of a Pathan's rille and a number of 
rounds of ammunition and attempted to shoot sub-inspect¬ 
or Sundar Singh. He fired at the sub-inspector and 
missed and then ran to the bazaar where he wounded a local 
Pathau who died from the effects of the wound. The 
offender then ran ajid took cover in a sangar on the hill 
behind the police rifle butts, and opened fire on the police 
who were pursuing him. Gulab Shah and seven other 
jiolicemen ran to cover Avithin 70 yards of where Sher 
Singh was hiding. Gulab Shah was not content to lie 
down as soon as he reached cover, but with great gallantry 
crept u]> to within $8 yards of the murderer, then stood np, 
challenged him and took him prisoner. Had Sher Singh's 
rifle been loaded at the time he w'as challenged, Gulab Shah 
would certainly have lost his life. His brave act secured 
the surrender of Sher Singh without further bloodshed.
